EIGHTEENTH SESSION OF THE LEGISLATURE. 


CHAPTER I. 


An Act amendatory of and supplementary to an Act entitled an Act 
to provide additional revenne for the School Department of the City 
and County of San Francisco, and to chingye the time and manner 
af electing the Superintendent of Public Schools of said city and 
county, approved March (30) thirtieth, Anno Domint, one thousand 
eight hundred and sicty-eight.

The People of the State of California, represented in Senate and 
Assembly, do enact as follows:

The People of the State of Culifornia, represented in Senate and 
Assembly, do enact az follows: 


Srectron 1. The Board of Supervisors of Mariposa County 
are hereby authorized and empowered, if thoy deem it expedient, 
to levy for each or both of the ycars cighteen hundred and 
seventy and eighteen hundred and seventy-one, a tax of one 
dollar, or any part thereof, upon each one hundred dollars of 
taxablo property in said county, for county purposes, in addition 
to the taxes now authorized by law to be levied and collected 
for said purposes; and the income derived from said tax shall be 
apportioned among the different county funds, as said Board 
may deem expedient. 

Seo. 2. Tho tax authorized to be leviod in section one of this 
Act shall be collected in tho same manner as the taxes for 
county oad Oren are authorized by law to bo collocted. 

Seo. 3. This Act shall take effect from and after its passage. 


CHAPTER XIII. 


An Act to provide for the payment of warrants against the Tlospital 
Fund of Klamath County. 


[Approve January 19, 1870.] 


The People of the Stute of Culifornia, represented in Senate and 
Assembly, do enact as follows: 


Secrton 1. The Board of Suporvisors for Klamath County 
shall, in addition to other taxes provided for by law, levy a 
special tax annually upon the taxable property in said county, of 
onc-half of one per ceut., and said tax shall be collected at tho 
same time and in like manner as othor taxes in said county. 

Sec. 2. The tax provided for in the first section of this Act 
shall, when collected, be paid into the ILoapital Fund of said 
county, to be used, together with any moneys remaining in said 
fund, in paying, from time to time, in the order in which they 
were drawn, all warrants drawn or that may be drawn against 
said Hospital Fund on or before the second Monday in May, 
eighteen hundred and seventy, and no warrants shall be drawn 
against said fund after that date. 

Seo. 3. Whonever there shall be a sufficient sum of money 
in said Hospital Fund to pay all outstanding warrants drawn 
against said fund, together with the interest due thereon, it shall 
be the duty of the Treasurer of suid county to give notice, by 
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publication in some newspaper published at or nearest to the 
county seat, that ho will pay said warrants, with the intorest due 
thereon; and it shall be tho duty of said Treasurer to pay said 
warrants, with the interest due thereon, upon the presentation 
of suid warrants at his office within sixty days from tho date of 
said notice. 

Sec. 4. At the expiration of sixty days from and after the transer 
ublication of the notice specified in the preceding section, the 
Treasarer of said county shall transfer all moneys then remain- 

ing in the ILospitul Fund to tho Indigent Sick Fund of said 
county, to be used as ure other moneys in said Indigent Sick 
Fand. 

Sec. 5. All Acts and parts of Acts in conflict with tho pro- acts 
visions of this Act, and particularly section one of an Act onti- reece. 
tled an Act to provide for [the] maintenance of the indigent sick 
of Klamath County, approved January eleventh, eighteen hun- 
dred and sixty-six, and an Act amending said Act, approved 
March twenty-fifth, eighteon hundred and sixty-cight, aro 
heroby repealed. 

Src. 6. This Act shall take effect from and after its passage, 
and continue in force until sixty days from and after the publi- 
cation of the notice provided for in tho third section of this 
Act. 


CHAPTER XIV. 


An Act to provide for the relief anil maintenance of the indigent sick 
of Klamath County. 


[Approved January 19, 1870.] 


The People of the State of Culifornia, represented in Senate and 
Assembly, do enuct as follows: 


Section 1. The Board of Supervisors for Klamath County board of 
shall levy annually. and cause to bo collected in said county, Suitiuy” 
such special per capita tax as may be dceemed nocessary, not to special per 
exceed the sim of three dollars for each malo inhabitant of said “"""™* 
county between the ages of cighteen and sixty years, and said 
tax shall bo collected at tho same time and In liko manner as 
State and county poll taxes are collected in said county. 

Seo. 2. ‘The Auditor of said county shall cause to be pro- Auditor ty 
cured blank receipts for the tax horein provided for, which fecuipts. 
receipts shall be signed by the Treasurer, and countersigned by 
the Auditor, and the Auditor shall deliver tho same to the Col- 
lectur, taking his receipt therefor, and making a registry of the 
same, with the numbors thoreof, in a book to be kopt by him for 
that purpose. 

Sec. 3. The Collector shall receive, for collecting the tax Collector's 
provided for in the first section of this Act, the same percentage "™"™” 
as is allowed by law for collecting Stute and county poll tases. 
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Sec. 4. The tax provided for in the first section of this Act 
shall be due and payable on or beforo the first Monday in August, 
in the year when lovied, and if any poyson liable to pay said tax 
shall neglect or refuse to pay tho samo within the time specified 
in this section, such person so negiccting or refusing shall be 
liable to pay one dollar in addition to the tax levied, and it 
shall he the duty of the Collector to collect the same. ‘'wenty- 
five cents of the additional dollar shall be retained by the Col- 
lector as fees for collecting, and the remaining seventy-five 
cents shall be paid into the fund created by this Act. 

Sec. 56. The Board of Supervisors for said county may, in 
their discretion, levy annually and cause to be collected, in 
addition to the taxes provided for by law, such special tax as they 
may deem necessary, not to exceed twenty-five cents on cach 
one hundred dollars of taxable property in suid county, in any 
one year, and said tax shall bo collected at the same time and 
in tho same munnor as other taxes in said county. 

Sec. 6. The taxes provided for in the first and fifth sections 
of this Act shall, when collected, be sect apart and conatitnte a 
special fund, to be known as the Indigent Sick Fund of snid 
county, and shall be appropriated and cxpended, under the 
direction of the Board of Supervisors, for the eare and mainte- 
nance of the indigent sick of said county, in the manner herein 
provided and in no other manuer, and the same shall not bo 
appropriated or expended for any other purposes than those 
mentioned in this Act. 

Sec. 7. The County Treasuror of said county shall report to 
the Board of Saporvisors on the first day of each rovular mect- 
ing of said Bourd, the amount of moncy remaining in the 
Indigont Sick Fund at the date of such report and subject to 
the order of said Board; and in no ease shall tho Board of 
Supervisors, at any such moctirg, allow or direct the issnance of 
warrants or orders which will, singly or in the aggregate, exceed 
the sum reported by tho Treasurer to be subject to the order of 
the Board at such meeting, and in no case shall any order or 
warrant be issued payable out of any other than the Indigent 
Sick Fund, for any service rendered for or in behalf of the indi- 
gent sick of said county, nor shall any money be paid out of 
said Indigent Sick Fund except on warrants drawn on said fund 
by the order of the Board of Supervisors, in the manner heroin 
provided and for the purposes herein specified. 

Src. 8. Said Board of Supervisors may, should they deem 
it expedient, appoint a practising physician, who shall be styled 
and known as the “ Hospital Physician” of said county, and 
who shall hold his position, under such appointment, for the 
term of two years. subject, however. to be removed at any 
time by an ordor of the Board of Supervisors made therefor. 
He shall, for all services rendered in pursuance of the provisions 
of this Act, recoive a salary not to exceed six hundred dollars 
per annum, payable at such times as the Board of Supervisors 
may direct; and provided, that in case of the removal of such 
physician, heshall only receive his pro rata of snch salary for 
tho time he has held the position of Hospital Physician; and 
tho salary of such physician shall be paid out of the Indigent 
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Sick Fund, and shall not, in any case, become a charge against 
any other fund. 

Sec. %. It shall ho the duty of the Tospital Physician to putiw. 
care for, attend to, and superintend the indigent sick of said 
county, and render all the medical aid and treatment that such 
indigent sick may require. 

Sree. 10. Lt shall be the duty of such Hospital Physician, putios. 
under the provisions, orders and directions of the Board of 
Supervisors made therofor, to pass upon all applications for 
admittance to the hospital of said county, and to give his cer- 
tificuto of admittance thereto in all proper cases; and no per- 
son shall be adinitted to said hospital without the certificate of 
such physician ; and he shall discharge from said hospital, from 
timo to time, all persons whose condition of health may war- 
mint their discharge therefrom ; and no person shall receive aid 
or assistance outside of the hospital in any case whatever, 
unless it shall be proved to the satisfaction of such physician, 
and the Board of Supervisors, if in session, that such porson is 
destitute and actually in need of medical aid and assistance, 
and such person cannot be removed to the hospital, in which 
case such person shall receive snch aid and assistance as may 
be found necessary until such person may be safely removed to 
the hospital, and no longer ; provided, however, that the amount 
to be paid for the aid, relief and support of any person outside 
of the hospital shall not in any case exceed the sum of ten dol- 
lars per week. 

Seo. 11. It shall be the duty of the Hospital Physician to Duties. 
keep a book, which shall be furnished to him by the order of 
the Board of Supervisors, to be by him handed over to his sue- 
coasor, wherein he shall cater the names of all persons applying 
for adinittance to said hospital, or for temporary assistance out- 
side, their ayes, the nature of their diserse or the character of 
their sie¢knoss, with the dates of such applications. stating 
whether granted or rejected, and the dates of all certiticates of 
admittance, together with the names of all persons discharged, 
with the date of such discharge—which book shall always be 
subject to the inapection of the Board of Supervisors, the grand 
jury, and the officers of said county. 

Sec. 12. The Hospital Physician shall. from time to time, Duties. 
under the directions of the Board of Supervisors. purchase such 
inedicines, provisions, groceries, clothing and othor articles, as 
may be found necessary tor the use and comfort for the inmates 
of the Hospital, and it shall be tho duty of tho physician to 
take charge of and disburse the same from time to time, a3 may 
be found necessary, and no portion of the same shall be used in 
any other manner or for any purpose not provided for in this Act. 

Sro. 13. [t shall bo the duty of said Tospital Physician to report, 
repors to the Board of Supervisors at cach regular meeting of 
said Board; said report shall contain a full. true and correct 
account of all roodicines, provisions, groceries, clothing and 
other articles on hand at tho date of the next preceding report, 
the amount purchased during the preceding three months, with 
full descriptiou of the same, and the prices paid or to be paid 
therefor, the amount used or distributed during the preceding 
three months for the use of said hospital and its inmates, and 
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for the use of indigent sick persons elsewhere, and the amount 
on hand at the date of such report, together with all necessary 
vouchers; sich report shall be certified to under oath by said 
Hospital Physician, as being trno and correct in cach and every 
particular and specification. 

About tutor, Suc. 14. It is hereby declared lawful, and it shall be the 
duty of the Hospital Physician to require, order and direct any 
of the indigent sick who may, in his judgment, be able to per- 
form manual labor, to aid and assist in doing the service and 
labor required to be done in taking care of and nursing such 
indigent sick ee as may require caro and nursing, and in 
improving and cullivating tho gardens and grounds belonging 
to said hospital, or any other necessary work in and about the 
management and conducting of said hospital, or elsewhere, as 
said physician may direct; and for that purpose the Board of 
Supervisors shall direct the physician to make use of and 
require such service and see that the same is rendered so that 
the affairs of said hospital may be administered as economically 
as possible. 

Awintauce, Sue. 15. If at any time, the physician shall find it necessary 
to procure other assistance than that provided for in the pre- 
ceding section, he shall procure the same at as reasonable rates 
as possible, and at the next regular meeting of the Board of 
Suporvisorsa he shall report to said Board, certifying under oath 
to the amonnt of assistance rendered and by whom, with the 
amount due each person, that such assistance was absolutely 
necessary, and that it was procured at the lowest possible rates. 

Claims—how Suc. 16. Wheucver the carc and supervision of the indigent 

pid, Sick shall be intrusted to and under the direction of a Hospital 
Physician, as hercin provided, all bills, accounts and: claims 
against said Indigent Sick fund shall be carefully considered 
and examined hy the Board of Supervisors, at the regular meot- 
ings of said Board; and said Board, acting under the restrictions 
and Jimitations contained in section seven of this Act, and in 
accordance therewith, shall allow such bills, accounts and claims, 
or such portivn thercof as in their judgment may be just and

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authorized and empowered, under such rules and regniations as 
they may prescribe, to contract for the care, maintenance and 
medical treatment of the indigent sick of said county. All con- 
tracts shall be in writing, and shall specify the person or per- 
sons to be provided for, the time which such person or persons 
shall be taken cave of and provided for, and the sum to be paid 
per week for euch person so provided for; and such contract 
shall particularly specify that the party or parties agreeing to

condemnation is required, the extent of Jand necessary to be

Trustees shall proceed to consider the matter, and if deemed 
expedient or necessary by a majority, shall appoint three Com- 
missioners. who shall not be directly personally intorosted in 

the proporty describod in the order, nor in the benefits direetly 

to be derived from such condemnation, and who shall have 
power, and are hereby required, with the assistance of a com- 
pe surveyor, if necessary, to lay out and define the line and 

ines of the land to be taken, to view the premises, and to take 
testimony in rolation to the damages to the property holders damages 
whose lands may be taken or intrudod upon, and also in relation ®4 benefits, 
to the benefits, if any, which may accrue to the owners of 
lands or premises adjacont to or in the vicinity of tho proposed 
improvement. Tho Commissioncrs, before ontering upon their 
duties, shall soverally take and subscribe an oath, that they will 

each well and truly perform their duties, to tho best of their 
knowledge and ability, and will make a just award and decision 

in the mattors before them. Tho testimony shall be taken in pestimeny. 
writing, and anbscribed by the witnesses. The Commissioners, 

or 4 inajority of them, shall assess the amount of damages 
allowed by them, estimated in gold coin, for cach particular 
tract or parcel of land, to be paid -to the owner thercof, 

or if not demanded by the owner, or in case of any doubt 

as to the trac ownership, or in case of any conflicting 
claim, then tho amount thereof shall be deposited with the 
Clerk of the County Court, who shall pay tho same out to tho 
person entitled to receive the samo, upon the order of the 
County Judgo, made upon the final hearing of tho caso bofore 

the Connty Court. The Commissioners shall, in like manner, 
equitably and justly assess in money value the benefits to prop- 
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erty and premises adjacent to or in the vicinity of the proposed 
improvement. upon each tract or parcel of land and premises, 
whether the owner be known or unknown; and the same shall 
be and become, and is hereby declared to be, a lien upon each 
particular tract or parcel of land or premises so assessed, which 
shall attach upon tho filing with the Board of Trustees of the 
report of the Commissioners. The Commissioners shall mect 
and hear testimony from day to day, until the business shall be 
completed hey shall make their report in writing, signed by 
them, or a majority of them, in which they shall specify the 
damages and bencfits declared and assessed by them in each 
particular case, which said sum shall be made payable in gold 
coin. The said report, together with a certified copy of the 
order whereby the proceedings were originated, the affidavits 
showing service of notices, plot of survoy, if sach there be. and 
the testimony taken by the Commissioners, shall bo transmitted 
to the Clerk of the County Court, and shall be filed by him in 
anid Court. Any party or parties aggrieved by the award of 
the Commissioners may, within ten days, appeal from the deci- 
sion of the Commissioners. in whole or in part, by serving 2 
writien notice, specifying the particular grounds of appeal, upon 
the Town Clerk, and filing in the County Court, in the nature 
of a pleading. his or their objections to the confirmation of the 
report. The case may be tried by the Court upon the papers 
filed, or a jury trial may be demanded by the appellants; in 
such case the trial may include any or all ot such appeals, if the 
parties so clect, or if, in the opinion of the Court, two or more 
of such appeals can be united without detriment to individual 
rights. Such jury trial shall be had at a regular term of said 
Court, and shall be conducted as in other cases, under the pro- 
visions of the Act commonly known as the Civil Practice Act 
of thiy State, and the jury shall render a special verdict. The 
party or parties taking the appeal shall file with bis or their 
objections an undertaking, as in civil cases on appeal, in the sum 
of three hundred dollars, for the payment of the costs of such 
trial, or any portion thoreof, that may be adjudged against any 
such appellant; and if he or they fail to recuver damages on 
such trial, in the amount of twenty per cont. greater than the 
allowance made by said Commissioners, or to reduce the assexs- 
ments of benefits twenty per cent. less than the amount assessed, 
he or they shall be adjudged to pay the costs of such trial. Upon 
such trial the Court shall render judgment tor dainages and costs, 
or for benctits assessed and costs, as the case may he, dividing the 
costs, in the discretion of the Court, among the several parties in 
interest, according to the oquities of the case and according to 
the verdict, aud sball rendor a decree for the condemnation of 
the lands described in the report. In case a jury trial shall not 
be demanded by a party to reassess damages or benefits, the 
objections shall be tried and decided by the Court on the record 
of proceedings and testimony sent up, in a summary manner, 
and judgment shail be entered by the Court, either in term time 
or at chambers, confirming or rejecting, in whole or in part, or 
modifying the decision of the Commissioners, and a decree for

demued, shall pass as absolutely and offectually to xaid town as 

if the same had been conveyed by deed from the owners thereof, 

A certified copy of such decree shall be tiled and recorded in the copy of 
offico of the County Recorder of the County of Nevada. Tho fee tu be 
said town shall pay the coats of serving and publishing all Recorders 
notices, fees of surveyors and Commissioners, and all Court 
costa in cases wherein oo objections are filed, and may, by order 

of said Board of Trustees, appropriate moneys out of the Gen- 

oral Fund of said town to defray the same; and all private 
subseriptions or donations made by citizens to assist in paying 
damages in such cases, and all moneys arising from benefits 
assessed against the owners of lands and premises adjacent to 

or in the vicinity of the contemplated improvement, shall be 

paid into the Genoral Fund of said town, fur town purposes. 

‘All such assessments for benefits shall be collected in the same Collections, 
manner and under the same provisions of law as taxes levied by Mw mde. 
authority of law for town purposes are or may be collected. 

Seo. 8. Section thirty of said Act is hereby amended so as 
to read as follows: 

Section 30. ‘The Board of Trustees may designate, by ordi- trusten 
nance, such appointed officers of said town who shall be invested pane 
with police powers, who shall, in that capacity, be subject to the attics.

An Act to raise u fund for the improvement of Napa City. 
[Approved Junuary 24, 1870.] 


The People of the State uf California, represented in Senate and 
Asrembly, do enact as Jolluws: 


Section 1. The Board of Supervisors of Napa County are qaxteviel, 
hereby authorized and required, at their next regular meeting, 
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and annually thereafter, to levy a tax on all the taxable prop- 
erty, real and personal, in Napa City, and the several additions 
thereto, including Alta Napa, and Luwley’s addition to Alta 
Napa. for the purposes and uses hereinafter sct forth. 

Sec. 2. The Board of Supervisors shall estimate the value of 
the taxxble property in said town and additions, and shall then 
tix such arate per cent. upon such valuation as shall be sufficient 
to raise an amount of money annually, not excceding twonty- 
five hundred dollars. 

Sco. 8. Said tax shall be collected in the same manner and 
at the same timo with other taxes for State and county par- 
poses; and the same laws and regulations that apply to the 
enforcement and collection of other taxes for general purposes 
shall apply and oxtend to tho taxes provided for in this Act. 
Said taxes shall be paid into the county treasary, and shall be 
known as the “ Napa City Fund.” 

Sec. 4. The moneys collected in pursuance of this Act sball 
be under the direction and control of the Board of Supervisors 
of Napn County, and shall be by them expended for the follow- 
ing purposes, and none other: for lighting the streets of Napa 
City and its said additions with gas, for supplying the cisterns 
with water for the use of the fire company, for repairing the 
engine house in Napa City, aud for repairs on the fire company’s 
engine and hose, and supplying the engine house with water. 

Src. 6, The Board of Supervisors of said county are farther 
authorized to establish a system of drainaye, and fix und deter- 
mine the grade for the strocts of Napa City and its additions, 
and shall also fix and determine the width and height of the 
sidowalks in said town and its additions. 

Sxce. 6. {[t shall be unlawful for any porson or persons to dig 
or build and drain, grade or fill in any street or portion of a 
street, or erect any sidewalk or walks in Napa City or its addi- 
tions, other than or differeut from that fixed and determined 
upon by the said Board of Supervisors, as in this Act mentioned ; 
and any person so offending shall be deemed guilty of a misde- 
meanor, and shall be punished by fine not exceeding fifly dollars 
for each offence, or imprisoned in the county jail not exceeding 
twenty-five days, or by both such fine and imprisonment. 

Sec. 7. This Act shall take effect and be in force from and 
after its passage. 


CHAPTER XX]. 


An Act authorizing and tirecting the conversion of certain legal tender 
notes tn the Stute treasury into gold coin. 


[Approved January 25, 1870.] 


The People of the State of California, represented in Senate and 
Assambly, do enact as follows : 


Section 1. The Controller of State is hereby authorized and 
directed, within ten days from the passaue of this Act, to 
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advertise in two daily newspapers, one published in the City of 
Sacramento and one published in the City of San Francisco, for 
# poriod of ten days, soliciting scaled proposals for the purchase, 
in gold coin, of fifty thousand dollars of legal tender notes, iv 
the lfarbor Protection Fund of the Stato treasury, on a certain 
day to be named in the advertisemont. Tho Controller shall Ope: bids. 
open the bids in the presence of such bidders as may be present, 
and shall award tho purchase of said legal tender notes to the 
highest responsible bidder or bidders therefor; provided, that if, 
ia the opinion of the Controller, the bids are unreasonably low, 
he may reject them all, und advertise anew. Upon the payment, 
in gold cvin, into tho State treasury, to the credit of the Harbor 
Protection Fund, of tho moneys arising from the bid or bids 
which may be acecpted by him, the Controller is hereby anthor- 
ized and divected to draw his warrant or warrants, as the case Draw 
may be, payable in legal tondor notos, ont of said Zarbor Pro. “"™" 
tection Fund, upon the State Troasurer, in favor of such bidder 
or biddors as shall have mado such payment. 

Seo. 2. This Act shall take effoct from and aftor its passage.

An Act to authorize the Assessor of the City and County of San 
Francisco to appoint deputies, 


[Approved January 35, 1870.]

Sec. +. The chief office doputy, chiof field deputy, hoad ae g! vs 
draughtsman, assistant draughtsman, and three under office *""" 
deputies, may be employed tho entire year. 

Sec. 5. The chief office deputy, chief field deputy and head salnries, 
dranghtsman shall be paid two hundred dollars per month cach ;

Src. 6. The Auditor of the said city and county is hereby 
directed to audit, and the Treasurer of said city aud county to 
pay out of the General Fund, the salaries herein provided for.

CHAPTER XXIII. 
An Act in relution to fervies'and toll bridges in the County of Butte. 
[Became a law by operation of the Constitution, January 25, 1870.] 


The People of the State of California, represented in Scnate and 
Assembly, do enact as follows: 


Sreorion 1. The Board of Supervisors of the County of Butte 
shall establish the rates of ferringe and toll to be charged and 
received for crossing all liconsed ferries and toll bridyes wilhin 
the County of Butte, which rates shall be posted up, either 
written. printed or painted, at each licensed ferry or toll bridge 
within said county, by the owner Lhercof. 

Sec. 2. All laws and parts of laws conflicting with the pro- 
visions of this Act, so far as they apply to the County of Butte, 
are hereby repealed. 

See. 3. This Act shall take effect and be in force from and 
after its passage.

An Act to reincorporate the City of Stockton, and amendatory of and 
supplemental to an Act entitled an Act to retncorporate the City of 
Stockton, approced April twenty-first, ciyhtecn hundred and sicty- 
icv. 

[Approved January 26, 1870.] 


The People of the State af California, represented in Senate aud 
Assembly, do ennct as follows: 


Secrron 1. Section two (2) of article one (1) of said Act is 
hereby amended so as to read as follows: 

Section two (2). The boundaries of the City of Stockton 
shall be as follows: On the east by the castern line of Kast 
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street, as the same is laid out and fixed by a map, plan and sur- 
vey of the City of Stockton and its environs, made by Duncan 
Beaumont in the month of March, A. D. eighteen hundred and 
sixty-one; on the west by aline running ina northerly and south- 
erly direction, aud parallel with and distant one-half of a milo 
west from the weatern line of Tule and Bragy streets (said ‘Tule 
aud Brayy streets being in fact the. same street, under different 
names), 28 mentioned iu the section hereby amended, which said 
line shall be extended until it intersects the northern and south- 
ern boundaries of suid city, as herein next established ; on the 
north by the northern line of North street, as laid out and fixed 
by the map, plan and survoy aforosaid, and by said northern line 
of North street, extended in a direct line westerly, antil it inter- 
sects the western boundary, as nost hereinbefore established ; 
and on tho south by the southorn line of South street, as lnid out 
and fixed by the map, plun and survey aforesaid, and by the 
said southern line of South stroct, extended in a direct line 
wosterly, until it intersects the western boundary as heroin 
established. 

Sec. 2. The persons composing tho acting Common Council 
and tho Board of Education of the City of Stockton, and the 
persous holding the offices of Mayor, Assessor, Treasurer, City 
Collector, Clerk, Police Judge, City Attorney and Chief of 
Police of said city, at the time this Act takes effect, shall thero- 
after hold their respective offices and discharge the duties 
thereof, ia and for said city, as hereby reincorporated, for the 
torms for which thoy shall have boon elected or appointod, and 
until their successors are elected and qualified, or appointed 
and qualified. Ft shall be the duty of tho Mayor of said city, 
and be is horeby required, to call a mecting of the Common 
Council of said city, within ten days after the approval of this 
Act, at which meeting the Common Council] shall appoint a 
Commission, to be composed of the President of said Council, 
the Treasurer and Clerk of said city, who shall proceed forth. 
with to ascertain, as nearly as they can, the total amount of 
indebtedness of said city, of every character, existing on tho 
first day of February, A. D. eighteen hundred and seventy, and 
make a detailed written roport thercof to said Council, ata 
rogular or special mecting thereof. The Common Council shall

Sec. 3. The indebtedness of tho City of Stockton, accruin 
after the first day of February, A. D. cighteen hundred an 
seventy, shall bo known and referred to in the procecdings of 
the Common Council and city officers as the “ new city debt.” 
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Fist Ward. = Sec. 4. There shall be three wards in said city. The First 
Ward shall include all that portion of the city. as bounded by 
this Act, situated south of Levee street, the line of said street 
being first extended to the-western buundary of said city, and 
west of the centre of Hunter strect,the same being first extended 

fucond Ward Lo the southern boundary of the city. The Socond Ward shall 
include all that portion of the city situated north of the centre 
of Webor avenue, tho line of Weber avenue being first extended 
in a direct line to the eastern und westorn boundarios of said 

Third Ward. city. ‘The Third Ward shall include all that portion of the 
city situated soath of the centre of Weber avenue, with the 
line thereof extonded as aforesaid, and cast of the centre of 
Hunter street. with the line thereof extended to the southern 
boundary, as aforesaid. 

Aldermen Sxc. 5. The several porsons holding the offices of Aldermen 

wnt, in First, Second and Third Wards of the City of Stockton. 

hold ofice respectively, as the same are bounded by un ordinance of the 

arse Common Council thereof, approved July seventeenth, A. D. 

apinted.  gigehteon hundred and sixty-six, at the time this Act takos effect, 
shall thereafter. severally and respectively, represont and hold 
tho offices of Aldermen of the First, Second and Third Wards 
of suid city, as {bey are defined by this Act, and shall have as 
full power, authority and jurisdiction to discharge all the duties 
of Aldermen of said wards as Lerein established, until thoir 
succensors are elected and qualified, as if they had been duly 
elected thereto; and the said Board of Ednention. and the per 
sons holding the offices as Mayor, Assessor, Treasurer, City Col- 
lector, Clerk, Police Judge, City Attorney and Chief of Police 
of said city, respectively, at the time this Act takes effect. shall 
thereafter hold their offices until their successors are elected or 
appointed and qualified, with the anme authority, power and 
jurisdiction in said city, as hereby reincorporated, as if they

Second—The taxes required by law to be levied for the pay- 
ment of interest on county bonds heretofore issued 

Third—A tax for current expenses, of not exceeding one 
dollar and forty-five cents on each one hundred dollars of’ tax- 
uble property; which said tax shall be in lieu of all property 
taxes now by law authorized to be levied for connty purposes, 
for road purposes, for indigent sick purposes, and for the pay- 
ment of the county debt, as authorized by the Act entitled an 
Act to provide for the payment of the debt of Santa Cruz 
County, approved April twenty-fourth, eighteen hundred and 
fifty-seven. 

fourth—A tax of twenty cents on each hundred dollars of 
taxable property, for the redemption of all the warrants now 
payable out of the General Fund, Road Fund and Indigent 
Sick Fund, or which may be issued, payable ont of either of the 
funds provided for in seetion two of this Act, for expenses 
incurred or services rendered prior to the first day of Septem- 
ber, A. D. cighteen hundred aud seventy.

AJ! moneys paid into the county treasury from tho Current 
procecds of the tax for current expenses, as provided by subdi- “!"™ 
vision three of aection seven of this Act. and all moucys paid 
into the county treasury after the firat day of Soptember, eigh- 
teen hundred and soventy, applicable to the payment of county 
expenses, derived from licenses, fines and poll taxes. or any 
othor source uot otherwise appropriated, shall be applicable to 
the paymeout of the current exponses of the county, and shall

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CHAPTER XXXIV. 


An Act to authorize the Council of the City of Oakland to lay out, 
open or improve strects in suid cily. ‘ 


(Approved January 31, 1570.7 


The People of the State of California, represented in Senate anid 
Assembly, do enact as follows: 


Section 1. Whenever a petition shall be presented to the 
Council of the City of Oakland, signed by at least three resi- 
dents and freeholders of said city, each of whom shall be 
directly interested in the proporty-to be affected thereby, ask- 
ing for the laying out, opening, extending, straightening or 
widening any street or highway in said city, it shall be the duty 
of the said Council to examine into said matter, and if, in the 
opinion of a majority of all the members elected to said Council, 
to be expressed by a resolution to be entered upon their 
minutes, with the names of the members voting therefor, the 
benefits to ariso from granting said petition, in whole or in part, 
will exceed the damages and expenses to be caused thereby, 
and the convenience of the public will thereby be promoted, 
they may by resolution direct the City Engineer to survey and 
make a mup of the said proposed improvement and of the 
premises to be affectou thereby, a copy of which resolution shall 
forthwith be transmitted by the Clerk of said Council to said 
City Engincer. 

Sec. 2. It sball bo the duty of the City Engineer, upon 
receiving such notice, to proceed and survey the said proposed 
improvement, to make a map thereot, showing the location, 
boundaries, the amount of land necessary to be taken, and the 
names of the owners or possessors thereof, showing the por- 
tious owned or possessed by each, and to return the same to 
the Council within ten days after the receipt of said resolution 
by him, unless longer time shall be granted by said Council 
therefor. 

Sec. 3. Upon receiving said map and return from the said 
Sugineer, the said Council shall forthwith give notice of not 
luss than five days, by publication in nov less thau two daily 
newspapors, if there be so many published in said city, of the 
time and place where they will hear all parties desiring to show 
cause against the said improvement. At the time and place 
designated in such notice, or at auch subsequent time as the said 
Council may adjourn to—but sach adjournments shall not, in 
the aggregate, exceed seven days—the said Council shall pro- 
ceed with such hearing. 

Src. 4. If no objections be made, or if, after hearing the 
objections thereto, the Council shall remain of the opinion that 
such improvemont should be mado, they shall clect, by ballot, 
three Commissioners, residents and property owners in said 
city, not interested, directly or indirectly, in the proposed 
improvement, or in the property to be affected thereby, to assess 
the damages and benefits to be caused by said improvement. 
Within two days theroafter, said Commissioners shall give notice 
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of the time and place where they will proceed to examine the 
property to be affeeted by such improvement, by an advertise- 
ment in two newspapers, if there be so many published in said 
city, such timo to be not more than three days thereafter, at 
tho time and place named; they shall procced to examine the 
land and improvements to be affected by the proposed improve- 
ment, and shall first ascertain the amount of damages to be 
sustained, the names of the owners of the property to be dam- 
aged, and the amount to be paid to cach of such owners therefor. 
They shall then assess upon tho property to be bonofited by such 
improvement a sum sufficient to pay the whole amount of said 
damages, and the foes and expenses of the said Commissioners, 
and shall apportion the same among the owners of the several 
parcels of property to be thus benefited, in proportion to the 
amount of benefits to accrue to each. In making such estimate 
and apportionmont, they shall take all pertinent testimony that 
may bo offered them, and may examine any witnesses that they 
shall deem it necessary or advisable to call, and shall have 
authority to administer oaths to all persons testifying before 
them. Within twenty-one days after their appointment, unless 
further time be granted by the Council, they shall make a report 
to the said Conncil of the assessments and awards so made by 
them, with the names and amounts of the persons damaged or 
benefited as aforesnid. 

Sec. 5. Upon receiving such report, suid Council may, by 
ordinance, levy a tax upon the several parcels of property 
reported as benefited by said improvement, for tho amounts 
sovernlly charged against each in said report, which tax shall 
be a lien upon said several parcels of property severally, and 
shall not be removod until said tax is paid. Immediately after 
levying such tax, they shall give notice thereof by advertise- 
ment in two newspapers, if there be s0 many published in said 
city, requiring the owners of the property taxed to pay the 
amounts severally due from each, to the City Clerk, within ten 
days from tho first publiention of said notice. At the oxpira- 
tion of said ten days they shall issue to the City Marshal a 
warrant, to be signed by their President and Clerk, command- 
ing him to levy and collect all of the said tax that shall be then 
unpaid, with his fees for collection, from tho property upon 
which the same is a lion as aforesaid, and shall thereupon 
deliver tho same to said Marshal. 

Sec. 6. Upon receiving said warrant, said Marshal shall pro- 
ceed to collect so much of said tax as is unpaid, by levy upon 
and sale of the several portions of property apon which said 
unpaid tax is a lien, in the same manner and with the same 
authority as on sales on execution by Sheriffs, and shall return 
said warrant, with his doings thereon, within thirty days after 
the receipt thereof by him. If for any ronson the whole amount 
thereof shall not be collected, said Council may issue, with like 
effect, a subsequent warrant or warrants antil all be collected. 

Sec. 7. As soon as moncy cnongh for that purpose is received 
from said tax, said Council shall direct the City Marshal to pay 
or tender to cach party to whom damages have been awarded, 
tho sums severally due to them, and thoreupon to proceed forth- 
with and open said street or other improvement; and the same 
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shall thereupon be deemed open to public use, for the purpose 
and to the extent in tho original ordinance prescribed. If any 
person or party entitled to damages cannot be found by said 
Marshal, he shall deposit tho amount duc to them in the city 
treasury, as a special deposit, subject to their order, and tho 
same shall be deemed a sufficiont payment under this Act. The 
monoy so deposited shall not be drawn or used for any other 
purpose whatever. 

Szo. 8. All moneys collected under this Act shall be paid 
into the city treasury as a special fund, for the purposes for 
which they were collected, and shall not be drawn out or used 
for any other purposo whatever. 

Src. 9. The City Engineer and the Commissioners to bo ap- 
pointed, as herein prescribed, shall cach havo the right to go in 
or upon any property for the purpose of making the survoy 
and examinations above mentioned, or for any other purpose 
necessary in the discharge of their duties under this Act. Said 
Commissioners shall ench be entitled to ten dollars for tho first 
day, and two dollars for each subsequent day dovoted to their 
duties as such Commissioners, and they shall not receive any 
other fees or compensation for such services. 

Src. 10. All Acts and parts of Acts in conflict herewith, so 
far as they conflict herewith, are hereby repealed. 

Sec. 11. This Act shall take effect imincdiately. 


CHAPTER XXXY. 


An Act to change the principal place of business of the San Justo 
Homestead Association. 


[Becamo u law by operation of the Constitution, February 1, 1870] 


The People of the State of California, represented in Senate and 
Assembly, do enuct as follows: 


Secrion 1. From and after the nineteenth day of January, 
A. D. eighteen hundred and seventy, the principal place of bus- 
iness of the San Justo Homestead Association shall be at the 
Town of Hollister, in Monterey County, State of California. 

Sec. 2. The Scerctary of said San Justo Homestead Associa- 
tion shall filo a copy of the articles of incorporation of said 
association, verified by his oath, in the office of the County 
Clerk of Monterey County, California, on or before the nine- 
teonth day of January, A. D. eighteen hundred and seventy. 

Sec. 3. This Act shall take offect immediately. 


This bill having romained with the Governor ten duys (Sundays execpted). and 
the Senate and Assembly being in session, it has become a law this first day of Feb- 
ruary, A. D. oightoen hundred and geventy.

and for sums not legs than one hundred nor more than five hun- 
dred dollars. Each of said bonds shall be signed by the Chair- 
man of the Board of Supervisors, and countersigned by the 
Auditor and Treasurer. 

Sec. 2. Said bonds shall be due and payable in gold coin of 
the United States, at the office of the Treasurer of said county, 
on, the first day of January, Anno Domini eighteen hundred 
and ninety; provided. that said Board sball have power to 
redeem said bonds in the manner and at such times us hereinafter 
provided. The interest on said bonds shall be dne and payable 
in like gold coin, on the first day of January and July of cach 
year, at the office of the County Treasurer of said county. 

Src. 8. Coupons for tho interest shall be attached to each 
bond, and shall be signed in the same manner as the bonds aro 
required to be signed. Said coupons shall cach state the amount 
of interest due, and when gayahlé: When any interest shall be 
paid upon a bond issued under the provisions of this Act, the 
coupon for che interest so paid shall be detached and delivered 
to the County Treasurer, and when the said Treasurer shall 
receive any of said conpons, ho shall deliver the same to the 
Auditor, taking his recoipt therefor, and the Auditor shall file 
the same in his oflice. 

Sro. 4. Said bonds shall bear the date of their issuance, and 
the first coupon shall be for the interest from such date up to 
the first day of January or July next suceceding. 

Src. 5. For the purpose of paying the interest upon said 
bonds, the Bourd of Supervisors of said county shall, at the 
timo of levying connty taxes each year, levy a special tax on 
all real and personal property in said county, which shall, in 
their judgment, be sufficient to pay the interest on all the bonds 
then outstanding, as the same shall fall due. ‘ho said tax 
shall be assessed and collected tho same as other county taxes, 
and shall be paid into the county treasury, and shall be by the 
Treasurer set apart as a special find, to be known as the Road 
Bond Interest Fund. And it shall be the duty of the Treasurer 
i pay out of said fund the said coupons, as the same shall fall 
due. 

Sec. 6. If the special tax authorized by section five shall 
not produce 4 sufficient amount to pay all tho interest due in 
any one year on said bonds, the County Treasurer shall pay 
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the same out of the County General Fund, and he shall retain 

on band sufficient of such fand to meet such payments. If surplus. 
more than enough to pay said interest shall bo produced by said 
special tax, then the Treasurer shall transfer the balance to the 
County School Fund, or to any othor fund, if xo ordered by tho 
Board of Supervisors.

Seo. & When there shall be one thousand dollars or over in Bonds, how 
said Redemption Fund. tho Treasurer shall cause a notice to me 
be published, once a week, for four successive weeks, in some 
nowspaper printed in said county, or if no newspapor be printed 
in said county, then in some newspaper printed in an adjoining 
county, that ho ix prepared to receive bonds to a certain amount, 
specifying the same; and on the day specified in the notice, the 
Treasurer shall, in the presence of the County Auditor, open all 
the proposals for the surrender of bonds, and shall proceed to 
redeem such bonds as may be offered at tho lowest figure ; pro- 
vided, that no bid above par value shall be accepted ; and provided 
farther, that the bonds shall always accompany the bids. If ro 
bid shall be put in at par or less, or if a sufficient amount shall. 
not be offered to absor) all the money in the said Redemption 
Fund, then the bonds shall become due and payable in the numer- 
ical order in which they were issned; and the Treasurer shall 
give notice, in the manner above provided, that certain bonds,

Said bunds shall 
be signed by the Mayor, Auditor and Treasurer of said city 
and county, and shall be payable in twenty years from the first 
day of June, cigbtcon hundred and seventy. Such bonds shall 
draw interest at the rate of seven per cent. per annum, from 
tho dato of their issuance, which interest shall be payable semi- 
annually, on the first days of June and December, in tho City 
and County of San Francisco. The coupons attached to said 
bonds shall be signed by the said Treasurer. 

Sxo. 2. The principal and interest of the said bonds shall 
be payable in gold coin of the United States of America, and 
the faith and credit of the City and County of San Francisco 
are hereby pledgod for the redemption of said bonds, and the 
payment of the principal and interest, in said gold coin of the 
Onited States of America, as printed in this Act. 

Sxo. 8. As soon as suid bonds are issued, the Treasurer of 
said city and county is hereby authorized and empowered to 
sell the same to the highest bidder therefor, for cash, in gold 
coin of the United States of America, after having first advar- 
tised the same for four weeks in two daily papers in said city 
and county, and two weeks in two daily newspapers of general 
circulation in the City of New York; and tho proceeds thereof 
shall be immediately placed in the treasury of said city and 
county, and constituted a part of the School Fund, and after 
paying the deficiency in the School Fund for the present fiscal 
year, us provided in section six, the balance thereof shall be 
appropriated and used for the sole purpose of purchasing school 
lots and erecting school houses, and shall bo expended by the 
Board of Education of the City and County of San Francisco, 
by and with the approval and consent of the Mayor of the City

to provide a Sinking Fund of fifteen thousand dollars, annually.

Tho Trustees of said school district, upon recciving Assuoement, 
the roll, shall deduct fiftcen per cent. therofrom for anticipated hew «tl- 
delinquencies, and there, by dividing tho sum of two thousand , 
dollars, together with the estimated cost of assessing and col- 
lecting added thereto, by tho remainder of the roll, ascertain 
the rate per cent. required, and the rate so ascertained (using 
the full cont for each hundred dollars in place of any frac- 
tion) shall be and is horeby levied and assessed to, on or 
against, the persons or property named or doscribed in said 
roll, and it shall be a lion on all such property until the tax is 
paid.

in the preceding section, the Collector shall make out a correct 
list of all taxes romaining unpaid on the assessment roll, and 
shall certify the same to tho Board of School Trustees as delin- 
quent.

The Collector clected under this Act shall give a 
bond, in tho usual form required by law, to the said School 
Trustees, in the penal sum of two thousand dollars, in gold 
coin, and shall take and subscribe the outh of office before enter- 
ing upon the duties of his said office, and shall, immediately 
after having collected the tax and returned the delinquent tax 
roll, as provided in soction five of this Act, pay over all moneys 
collected by him to tho County Treasurer of Merced County, 
taking duplicate receipts, one of which he shall deposit with 
the Clerk of the Board of Trustees ; and the County Treasurer 
is hereby authorized and required to reccive and take charge of 
such moneys, which shall be by him placed to tho credit of’ the 
Merced Falls School District, subject tv the order of the School 
Trustees of said district, and which shall bo drawn by them in 
the manner now provided by law for other school moncy, for 
the purpose only of building and furnishing a public school 
honse in said district.

Section 1. Scction twenty-nino of said Act is hereby 
amended so as to read as follows: 

Section 29. All able bodied mon between the ages of twenty- 
one and fifty years, in said county, shall be required to work on 
the roads two days in each year; and in default thercof, shall 
pay two dollars in United States gold coin for each day he shall 
not work, to be recovered by suit brought by the Overscer for 
that purpose. In case judgment is for the plaintiff, it shall be 
for two dollars in United States gold coin for each day dofend- 
ant failed to work, and for the costs of suit; and the money 
shall go to the road district where it is collected, and be applied 
by the Overseer to the construction and ropuir of roads; pro- 
vided, (hat the Board of Supervisors of suid county may, npon 
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petition of a majority of the voters of any road district, require 
all able bodied men, between the ages of twenty-one and fifty 
years, in a district so petitioning, to work any number of days, 
not exceeding five, on the roads in such district, in cach year; 
and, in default thereof, shall be subject to all the penalties of 
this Act.

Sec. 3. Section thirty-four of said Act is hereby amended so 
as to read as follows: 

The Road Overseer shall b2 allowed such com- Compensa- 
pensation for his services as may be fixed by tho Board of jvc 
Supervisors, to be paid out of the Road Fund of said county. 

Sto. 4. Section thirty-nine of said Act is hereby amended so 
as to read as follows: 

Section 39 The Board of Supervisors of said county shall Levy oftaxes 
cause 2 tax to be levied and collected, at the same time that Mac” 
other taxes are levied and collected for State and county pur- 
poses, not excecding fifly cents on one hundred dollars of prop- 
erty, and such tax shall constitute the Road Fund of said county;

rants or orders which will, singly or in the aggregate, exceed fini. 
tho sum reported by the Treasurer to be subject to the ordor of 
the Board at said mocting, oxcept as provided in this Act; and 
in no case shall any order or warrant be issued payable out of 
any other than tho Indigent Sick Fund for any servico rendered 
for or in behalf of the indigent sick of said county. 

Src. 8. The Board of Supervisors shall, prior to the first cunty 
day of June in each year, appoint a physician, who shall be yselo. 
styled and known as the County Physician of said county, and 
who shall hold his position for the term of one yoar from the 
first day of June first following the time of his appointment. 

The said physician sball receive, for all services rendered in pur- galary. 
suance of this Act, a salary not to exceed six hundred dollars 
per annum, payable out of the Indigent Sick Fund. 

Sec. 4. Every physician so employed by the Board of Super- quatifica- 
visors shall be a graduate from somo legally incorporated col- *"™ 
lexo of medicine, and he shall not be entitled to receive any 
portion of his salary until the said Board are satisfied that the 
said physician is possessed of the qualifications prescribed by 
this section, which shall. in evory case, bo ostablished by com- 
petent testimony. 

Sec. 5. It shall be the duty of the County Physician to putica or 
render all the medical aid and treatment that the indigent sick Physician. 
in the county may require, and to pass upon all applications for 
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admittance to the hospital of said county, and to give his certi- 
ficate of admittance thereto in all proper cases; and no person 
shall be admitted to said hospital without such certificate ; and 
he shall discharge from said hospital, from time to time, all per- 
sons whose condition of health shall, in his judgment, warrant 
their discharge therefrom; and no moncy shall bo drawn from 
the Indigent Sick Fund for the purpose of rendering any aid to 
any person outside of the hospital, in any caso. whatever, unless 
it shall be proved, to the satisfaction of said physician, or to 
the Board of Supervisors, if in session, that such porson is des- 
titute and actually in nocd of medical aid and assistance, and 
that he or she cannot be removed to the hospital, in which 
case such person shall receive such aid and assistance as may 
be found necessary, until such person may be safely removed to 
the hospital, and no longer ; provided, however, that the amount 
to be paid for the aid, relief and support of any such person 
shall in no case exceed the sum of ten dollars por week. 

Seo. 6. It shall be tho duty of the County Physician to keep 
a book, which shall be furnished to him by the Board of Super- 
visors, to be by him handed over to his successors, wherein he 
shall enter the names of all persons applying for admittanco to 
the County Hospital, or for temporary assistance outside, their 
ages, and the charactor of their sickness, with the dates of such 
a mle stating whether granted or rejected, and the dates 
of all certificates of admittance, with the names of all porsons 
discharged, with the date of such discharge—which book shall 
always bo subject to the inspection of tho Board of Suporvisors, 
the grand jury, and tho officers of said county. 

Sec. 7. The County Physician shall report to the Board of 
Supervisors at cach regular meeting, and in such report shall 
givo a full and detailed account of all matters required by him 
to be kept in the preceding section, and, in addition, the amount 
of medicine by him purchased for the use of the county since 
the date of his last report, with fall description of the same, 
and the prices paid or to be paid therefor, together with all 
necessary vouchers, and shall bo verified by tho oath of said 
physician as being truce and correct in each and every particular 
and specification. 

Sec. 8. The County Physician shall purchase for the county 
all medicine by him deemed necessary for the indigont sick. 

Sec. 9. The County Physician shall not be, directly or indi- 
rectly, interested in any contract for the care or maintenance 
of the indigent sick of the county, or otherwise connected with 
any mattor whatever pertaining to the indigent sick, except as 
auch physician. All contracts mado in violation of this section 
aro hereby declared void. . 

Sec. 10. The Board of Supervisors shall, from time to time, 
contract for the care and maintenance of the indigent sick of 
said county. Such contract shall bo in writing, and_ shall 
specify the sum to be paid per week for each porson, which said 
sum shall in no case exceed the sum of eight dollars per week 
for each person, and shall further bind said party to take care 
of all indigent persons who may be admitted into said hospital 
during the continuance of said contract. 

Szo. 11. The Board of Supervisors are hereby authorized, 
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when, from any canse, there shall not, during any one year, To transfor 
come into the treasury a sum sufficient to defray the necessary ""°: 
and proper expenses incurred in the care, keeping and medical 
treatment of the indigent sick for ono year, to transfor from 

the General County Fund to tho Indigent Fund any sum, not 

to exceed one thousand dollars in any one year. 

SEo. 12. An Act entitled an Act in relation to tho indigont Ropeal. 
sick in the County of nmboldt, approved January twenty- 
ninth (29th), eighteen hundred and sixty-eight (1868), is horeby 
repealed. 

Bec. 13. This Act shall take effect immediately from and 
after the date of its passage.

public or private sale, as she may deem proper, all or any part 
of the real estate of William Stannah, deceased, situated in the 
City and County of San Francisco, on such terms for cash or 
upon credit, and in such parcels and quantitics,.as in her judg- 
ment will best promote tho interests of said estate ; provided, rrovis. 
that each sale made under this Act, before it shall bo deemed 
final and complete, shall be reported to the Judge of the Probate 
Court of tho City and County of San Francisco, who shall 
examine the samo and confirm or set aside the said sale and 
acts of the said administratrix. as in other cuses of sales of real 
estate made under order of said Probate Court. ;

The right to construct and maintain a wharf 
ind one or more chutes at Bourn’s Landing, on the Pacific 
Ocean, in Mendocino County, and to collect such tolls as the 
Board of Supervisors of said county may authorize for the use 
of the same, is hereby granted to Morton Bourn, his associates 
and assigns, for the term of twenty years from and after the 
passage of this Act. 

Sec. 2. The said grantees are horeby granted the right to the 
tide lands for the distance of three hundred feet on cithor side 
of said wharf, for business purposes connected therewith. 

Sro. 38. Upon the erection of said wharf, or chute or chutes, 
the Board of Supervisors of Mendocino County shall, upon peti- 
tion, prescribe and license the rates of toll for shipping and 
landing goods, wares, timber, etc. 

Sec. 4. The said grantees shall complete said wharf, or one 
or more chutes, to answer the purposes of commerce, within one 
year from and after the passage of this Act. 

Sec. 5. This franchise shall not interfere with private vested 
rights or with free navigation. 

Sec. 6. This Act shall take effect immediately.

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for the use thereof as shall be fixed by the Board of Supervisors 
of said county ; provided, said chute and moorings shall in no 
wise interfere with navigation. 
Sec. 2. Said grantees may use the tide lands on eithor side Privilegy. 
of said chute, for ono hundred feet, during said grant. 
Sec. 3. This Act shall take effect immediately.

An Act to establish and define the powers and duties of the Board of 
Education of the City of Petaluma. 


{Approved February 25, 1870.] 


The People of the State of California, represented in Senate and 
Assembly, do enact as follows: 


Szotion {. Tho Board of Education of the City of Petaluma, Etcction ot 
shall consist of five School Directors, who shall be elected as Shull 
follows, namely: Two at the next ensuing charter election for 
city officers for said city, for the term of two years, and three 
at the next chartor election thereafter, for two years; and at 
every subsequent charter election for city officers of said city, 
there shall be alternately two and three School Directors elected 
to take the place of those whose term of office has expired ; 
said torm of office in cach and every case to be for two years, 
and until a successor is duly elected and qualified ; provided, that 
the present Board of Trustees of the Petaluma School District 
shall exercise, and -are hereby authorized and empowered to 
exorcise, all tho powers and duties hercinafter provided as 
appertaining to the Board of Education created by this Act. 

Said Board of Education shall meet within ten days after their ateetings. 
election, anJ after qualifying as provided in section one hundred 
and eight of the revised school law of one thousand eight hun- 
dred and sixty-six, shall elect one of thoir number President, 
and shall hold mectings monthly thereafter, and at such othor 
times as the Board may dotormine. A majority of all the mem- 
bers eloct shall constitute a quorum to transact business, but a 
smaller number may adjourn from time to time. The Board 
may determine tho rules of its proceedings; its sessions shall 
be public, and its records shall be open to public inspection. 
Tho Board shall also have power to fill all vacancies occurring 
in the Board, until the next charter election. 

Seo. 2. The Board of Education shall have powor— 

First—To establish and maintain public schools, and to estab- powers of 
lish school districts, and to fix and alter the boundaries thereof, Bard of 

Secon¢d—To employ and dismiss teachers, Janitors and School 
Census Marshals, and to fix, alter, allow and order paid their 
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Powers of salarics or compensations, and to employ and pay such mechan- 
pow ct ies and laborers as.may be necessary to carry into effect the 
powers and duty of the Board. 

Third—To make, establish and enforce all necessary and 
proper rules and regulations, not contrary to the State law, for 
the government and progress of public schools within the said 
city, the teachers thereof and the pupils therein, and for carrying 
into effect the laws relating to education 

Fourth—To provide for the School Department of said city fuel 
and lights, water, printing and stationery, and to incur such other 
incidental expenses as may be deemed necessary by said Board. 

‘Fifth—To build, alter, repair, rent and provide school houses, 
and to furnish the same with proper school furniture, apparatus, 
and school appliances, and to insure any and all such school 
property. 

Sixcth—To reccive, purchase, lease and hold in fee, in trust for 
the City of Petaluma, any and all real estate, and to hold in 
trust any personal property that may have been acquired, or may 
hereafter be acquired, for the use and the benefit of the schools 
of said city; provided, that noreal estate shall be bought, sold 
or exchanged, or expenditures incurred for the construction of 
new school houses, without the consent of three members of 
the Board of Education and three members of the Board of 
Trustees of said city ;-and provifed further, that, the proceeds 
of any such sale, or exchange of real estate, shall be excla- 

- sively applied to the purchase of other lots or the erection 
of school houses. ‘The Board of Trustees of said city are 
hereby authorized and required to make over to said Board of 
Education, upon application, in writing, by said Board, through 
its President and Seeretary, by good and sufficient deeds of 
conveyance, all property, both real and personal, now held by 
said Board of Trustees in trust for said city, for the use and 
benefit of the public schools, and the said Board of Education is 
hereby authorized to defray all expenses attending the same. 

Secenth—'o prado, fence and improve all school lots. 

Eiyhth—To determine annually the amount of money required 
for the support of the public schools, and for carrying into effect 
all the provisions of law in reference thereto, and in pursuance 
of this provision. the Board of Education shall, on or before the 
first Monday in April of each year, submit, in writing, to the 
Board of Trastees of said city, a careful estimate of the whole 
amount of money to be reecived from the State and county, 
and the amount required frum tho city for the above purposes, 
and the amount xo found to be required from tho city shall, by 
the Board of Trustees of said city, be added to the other amounts 
to be assessed and collected for city purposes; pronided, that the 
amount to be thus assessed for school purposes shall not exceed 
twenty cents on each one hundred dollars valuation on the assess- 
ment roll, and that whon collected, it shall be immediately paid 
into the School Fund of said city, to be drawn out only upon 
the order of the Board of Education. 

Ninth—To establish regulations for the just and equal disburse- 
ment of all moneys belonging to the Public School Fund. 

Tenth—To dischargo all legal incumbrances now existing, or 
that may hereafter exist, upon any school property. 
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Hleventh—To admit non-resident children and persons over 
twenty-one yours of age to any of the higher departments of 
the schools, upon the payment, monthly, in advance, of such 
rates of tuition as said Board may establish. 

Twelfth—To prohibit any child, under the age of five years, 
from attending the publie schools. 

Thirteenth—And generally to do and perform such other acts 
as may be necessary and proper to carry into effect the powers 
conforred on said Board. 

Sec. 3. The President of the Board of Education shall have eresident to 
power to administer oaths and affirmations concerning any Sine” 
demand upon the treasary, payable out of the School Fund, or 
other matters relating: to his official duties. 

Sxc. 4. No Schoo! Director shall be interested in any con- Contracts 
tract pertaining in auy manner to the school department of 4 
said city. All coutracts in violation of this section are declared 
void, and any Director violating, or aiding in violating, the pro- 
visions of this acction. shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, 
and shall be punished by fine of not less than fifty nor more 
than five hundred dollars. 

Src. 5. Tho said Board are hereby authorized to elect their secretary of 
own Seeretary, who shall be a membor thereof. The said Sec- 2" 
retary shall be subject to removal, at the pleasure of the Board. 

He shall report to the Board annually, and at such other times Duties. 
as they may require, all matters pertaining to the expenses, 
income and condition, and progress of the public schools of 

said city during the preceding year, with snch recommendations 

as he may deem proper. Ie shall observe, and cause to be 
obyerved, such general rules and regulations for the sovernment 

and instruction of the schools. not inconsistent with the luw of 

the State, as may be established by the Board of Fdueation. 

He shall attend the sessions of the Board, and inform them at 

each session of tho condition of the public schools, school 
houses, school fands, and othor matters connected thorewith. and 
recommend such measures as he may deem necessary for the 
advancement of education in the city, and shall perform such 
other duties as may be required of him by the Board. Ife sholl Compensa- 
receive as compensation tor his services. payable out of tho 
School Fund, such sum a» the Board of Education, from time 

to time, may allow. 

Sec. 6. The School Fund of the City of Petaluma shall con- School Fund, 
sist of all moneys received from the State and County School Mit © 
Fund, of all moneys avising from taxes which shall be levied 
annually by the Board of Trnetees of said city for school pur- 
poses, of all moneys arising from the sale. rent or exchange of 
any school property, and of such other money as may from 
any source whatever be paid into said School Fund, which fund 
shall be kept separate and distinct from all other moneys, and 
shall only be used for achool purposes, under the provisions of 
this Act; and if at the end of any fiseal year any surplus 
remains in the School Fund. such surplus money shail be carried 
forward to the School Fund of the next fiscal year, and shall 
not be, for any purpose whatever, withdrawn from said fund, 
excopt undor the provisions of this Act. 
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Sec. 7 ‘The School Fund shall be used and applied by said 
Board of Education for the following purposes— 

- Fiest—For the payment of the salaries or wages of teachers, 
janitors, School Census Marshals, and other persons who may 
be employed by said Board. 

Second—For the erectiun, alteration, repairing and furnishing 
of school houses. 

Third—For the purchase money or rent of any real or per- 
sonal property, purchased or leased by such Board. 

Fourth—For the insurance of all school property. 

Fifth—For lighting school rooms, supplying the schools with 
fuel, water, apparatus, blank books and necessary school appli- 
ances, together with books for indigent children. 

Sicth—For supplying books, printing and stationary for the 
use of the Board of Education, and for the incidental expenses 
of the Board and Department. 

Seventh—For grading, fencing and improving all school lots, 
and for grading, paving and repairing strects and sidewalks in 
front thereof. . 

Sec. 8. All claims payablo out of the School Fund shall be 
filed with the Sccretary of the Board, and after they shall bave 
been approved by a majority of all the members of the Board, 
they shall be signed by the President and Secretary and be 
sent to the City Treasurer. Every demand shall have indorsed 
upon it a certiticate of its approval. All demands for teachers’ 
salaries shall be payable monthly, 

Suc. 9. All demands authorized by this Act shall be paid b 
the City Treasurer, from the School Fund, when the same shall 
be presented to him, so ordered paid, and approved by the 
Board ; provided, that the said Board shall not have power to 
contract any debt or liabilities, in any form whatever, against 
the said city, in contravention of this Act. 

Sro. 10. If any member of the Board of Education shall 
remove from the vity or absent himself therefrom for more than 
twenty days, except by permission of the Board, or shall fail to 
qualify as prescribed by law within ten days from the time bia 
election is duly ascertained and declared, bis office shall thereby 
be absolutely vaeated, and the Board shall thereupon proceed 
to fill the vacancy until the term of the next charter election. 

Seo. 11. It is hereby made the duty of the Auditor of the 
County of Sonoma, upon the first Monday of cach month, and 
at such othor times as he may deem proper, to certify in dupli- 
cate to the Superintendent of Common Schools in said county, 
the amount of common schoo! money at the time in the county 
treasury, and the amount received during the previous month.

CHAPTER CXIX. 


An Act for the relief of the District Collectors of Revenue Districts 
One, Two, Three and Four, in Tuolumne County. 


[Approved March 2, 1870.] 


The People of the State of California, represented in Senate and 
Assembly, do enact as follows: 


Szorion 1. The District Tax Collectors of Revenue Districts 
Numbers One, Two, Three and Four, in and for the County of 
Tuolumne, are hereby released from all liability to said county 
by reason of any percentage retained by them, or either of them, 
for collecting fureign miners’ license, State poll tax, road poll 
tax, State and county licenses and county licenses, 

Seo. 2. This Act shall take effect from and alter its passage. 


& CTIAPTER CXX. 


An Act to provide for the assessment and collection of taxes in the 
County of Placer. 


{Approved March 2, 1870,] 


The People of the State of California, represented in| Senate and 
Assembly, do enuct as follows: 


Secrron 1. ‘The County of Placer is hereby divided into 
Revenuo Districts, as follows: Townships numbered ono, two, 
nine and ten of said county shall coustitute the First District ; 
townships numbered three, four and eleven of said county shail 
constitute the Second District; and townships numbered tive, 
six. seven and eight of snid county shall constituto the Third 
District; which said First, Second and Third Revenue Districts 
are identical with the Supervisor and revenue districts of said 
county of the corresponding numbers, as defined and established 
by section one ofan Act cutitled an Aet to divide the County of 
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Placer into Supervisor and revenue districts, to provide for the 
election of Supervisors, Assessors and Tax Collectors therein, 
and other matters connected therewith, approved April first, 
eighteen hundred and sixty-four. 

Sec. 2. On the day of the next election for membors of Con- 
gress in Lhis State, held after the passage of this Act, there 
sball be elected by the qualified voters of the several revenue 
districts of Placer County respectively, one Tax Collector, who 
shall take office on the first Monday of March next following 
his said election, and shall hold office until the first Monday of 
March. cighteon hundred and seventy-four, and until his suc- 
cessor is elected and qualified ; and the Tax Collectors so elected 
are hereby declared to be the successors in office of the Tax 
Collectors of the several Supervisor and revenue districts of said 
county, mentioned and described in section four of this Act; 
and said several revenne districts are hereby declared to be 
same in fact as the Supervisor and revenue districts of the cor- 
responding numbers, as described and dotined in sections one 
and four of this Act. At the general election for county officers 
to be held in the year cighteen hundred and seventy-three, and 
at such elections to be held every two years thereafter, thore 
shall in like manner be clected one Tax Collector for each of 
anid rovenue districts. whose term of oftive shall commence on 
the first Monday of March next after his election, snd who shall 
hold office for two years and until bis successor is elected and 
qualitied. Said Tax Collectors, before entering upon the duties 
of the respective offices, shall each take the oath of office and 
givo a bond in the sum of twenty thousand dollars, or such 
greater sum as the Board of Supervisors of said county shall 
direct, conditioned as required by law for the faithful perform- 
anco of all the duties required of him by law, which bond shall 
bo approved by the County Judge of said county ; and he shall, 
as compensation, reccive to his own use such compensation, fees 
and percentayes as are or may be allowed by law for bia ser- 
vices as Tax Collector. 

Sro. 8. At the general election for county oflicors to bo held 
in said county in the year eightcen hundred and soventy-ono, 
and at such election to be held every two years thereafter, there 
shall be elected by the qualitied electors of each of said revenue 
districts, fur cach of said districts, one Assessor, whose term of 
office shall bo two yeara, commencing on the first Monday of 
March next after bis said election, and shall hold office until 
his successor is elected and qualified. Each of said Assessors 
shall, before entering upon the duties of said office, take the 
oath of office and give a bond in the sum of five thousand dol- 
lars. or for such greater sum as the Board of Supervisors of 
said county shall require. conditioned as required by law for 
the faithful performance of all the duties required of him by 
law, to be approved by the County Judge of said county; and 
shall receive, as compensation for his services, a salary of cight 
hundred dollars por annum, to be audited and: allowed like 
other accuunts, atter the completion of his official services for 
each year. 

Sec. 4. Each present incumbent of the office of Tax Col- 
lector in the several Supervisor and revenue districts of Placer 
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County, as defined in and established by an Act entitled an Act 
to divide the County of Placer into Supervisor and revenuo 
districts, to provide for the election of Supervisors, Assessors 
and Tax Collectors thercin and other matters counected there- 
with, approved April first, eighteen hundred and sixty-four, 
and as defined in section one of this Act, who were elected at 
the general election held in said county in the year cighteen 
hundred and sixty-seven, shall hold office until his snccessor is 
elected and qualified us previded in section two of this Act, and 
shall, us compensation, receive to his own use such compensa- 
tion, fees and percentages us are or may be allowed by law for 
his services as Tax Collector. 

Sec. 5. Until the election and qualitication of Assessors for 
the soveral rovenue districts of said county, a8 provided in section 
three of this Act, the County Assessor of said county who was 
elected at the general election held in said county in the year 
eightcen hundred and sixty-nine, shall, on or before the first 
Monday in August in cach year, complete a separate tax list 
or assessment roll for cach of the revenue districts in said 
county, as defined by section one of this Act, and shall attach 
his certificate to each of said tax lists or assossment rolls, and 
delivor the same and all tho original lists of property given to 
him, to the Clerk of the Board of Supervisors of said county ; 
and thereafter said tax lists and assexsment rolls shall be pro- 
ceeded with as under existing laws. 

Src. 6. So much of an Act entitled an Act to regulate 
salaries and fix the compensation of certain county officers, 
approved March twenty-eight, cighteen hundred and sixty-eight, 
as provided that the County Treasurer of Placer County shall 
be ex officio Tax Collector of said county, and so much of said 
Act as abolishes the district system for the collection of taxes 
in said county, and also so much of said Act as affects existing 
laws governing the assessment und collection of taxes in said 
county not in conflict with the provisions of this Act, are 
hereby repealed; pronded, that nothing horein contained shall 
be ao construed as to repeal so much of section three of said 
Act as provides for the election in the year eighteen bundred 
and sixty-nine of a County Assessor within and for suid county, 
and created his term of office; but the County Assessor go 
elected shall perform the duties of his said office during the term 
for which ho was elected and until his successors shall be elected 
and qualified, as provided in section three of this Act; and 


Not torepeal provided further, that nothing herein contaiued shall be so con- 
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strued as to repeal an Act entitled an Act to divide the County 
of Placer into Sapervisor and revenue districts, to provide for 
the election of Supervisora, Assessors and Tax Collectors therein 
and other matters connected therewilh, approved April first, 
eightcen hundred and sixty-four, except so far as the sume con- 
flicts with tho provisions of this Act; and provided further, 
that except for revenue purposes and for the election of officers 
as herein provided, the names and designations of the districts 
of said county. as prescribed by the first section of said Act, 
approved April first, cighteen hundred and sixty-four, shall 
remain unchanged. 

Sec. 7. This Act shall tako etfect from and aiter its passago. 
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CHAPTER CXX1.

Auditor of the County of Sucramento, at the general election held 
on the first Wednesday in September, evyhteen hundred and sixty-nine. 


[Approved March 4, 1870.] 


The People of the State of California, represented in Senate and 
Assembly, do enact us follows: 


Section 1. The election of a County Recorder and ex officio rection 
Auditor of the County of Sacramento, held at the genoral elec- male valid. 
tion held in this Stato on the first Wednesday in September, 
eighteen hundred and sixty-nine, is hereby legalized and declared 
valid, and all acts of the Board of Supervisors of said county, 
concerning said election and said office, are horeby made legal 
and valid. 

Src. 2. The person who at said election received tho greatest when to 
number of votes for said office, is hereby declared to have been gtteon 
duly elected to said office, and he is hereby made tho County ofes, 
Recorder and ox officio Auditor of the County of Sacramento, 
and shall enter upon the dutivs of said office on the first Monday 
in March, cighteen hundred and seventy, and shall hold office 
for two years. and until his successor is elected and qualitied ; 
provided, tho said officer shall first execute and file a bond for 
the faithfal performance of his duties, in such sum and in such 
manner as is now prescribed by law for such office. 

Sec. 8. At the general election in eighteen hundred and county no- 
soventy-one, and at tho general olection held overy two years cerdet,when 
thereafter, the electors of the County of Sacramento shall elect : 
one person as County Recorder, and the person so clected shall 
be ox officio County Auditor of the County of Sacramento, who 
shall enter upon the duties of his office on tho firat Monday of 
March succeeding his election, and shall hold oftice for two years 
and until his successor is elected and qualified. 

Src. 4. This Act shall take effect immediately. 


CHAPTER CXXII. 
An Act to provide for the welfare and increase the efficiency of the 
California Institution for the Deaf and Dumb and the Blind. 
[Approved March 4, 1870.] 


The People of the Stute of California, represented in Senate and 
Assembly, do enact as follows: 


Section 1. The sum of twenty-nine thousand five hnndred Appropria 
dollars is hereby appropriated, out of any money in the State ten. 
treasury not otherwise appropriated, to be paid to the Directors 
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of the California Institution for the Deaf and Dumb and the 
Blind, and to be expended for the objects hereinafter specified : 
To reimburse Bank of British North America, nine thousand 
dollars; to pay M. Heverin for mantles, twelvo hundred and 
fifty dollars; to pay MeNally & Hawkins for water pipes, ote., 
eleven hundred dollars; to pay for heating apparatus, four 
thousand dollars; to erect gas works, one thonsand dollars; 
to erect shops, three thousand dollars; to erect barn, sheds and 
out-buildings, sixtoen hundred and fifty dollars; to build fences 
and lay out grounds, three thousand dollars; to put in gas fix- 
tures, five hundred dollars; for furniture, five thousand dollars. 
Seo 2. This Act shall tako effect on and after its passage. 


CHAPTER CXXTI. 


An Act to authorize the Bourd of Supervisors of Murin County to 
issue and sell bonds of’ said. county and apply the proceeds thereof to 
the construction of wagon roads in said vounty. 


{Approved March 4, 1870.) 


The People of the State of California, represented in Senate and 
Assembly, do enact as follows: 


Supervieors  Sxerion 1. The Board of Supervisors of Marin County are 
to tau hereby authorized and directed to issuo, within thirty days after 
the passage of this Act, the bonds of said county to the amount

shall be detached and filed by the Treasurer with the Auditor, 
who shall cancel the same. 

Date ofiaue §=Sr0. 3. Said bonds shall bear the date of their issuance, and 
the first coupon shall be for the interest from such date up to 
the first day of January next succeeding. 

Special tax SEC. 4. For the purpose of paying the interest on said bonds, 

to bo levied» the Supervisors of said county shall, at the time of levying the 
county taxes for each year, levy a special tax on all property in 
said county sufficient to pay the interest on all bonds then out- 

Noad Rond Standing, as the same shall fall due. The special tax thus levied 

Thtorest shall be assessed and collected as other State and county taxes 

: aro assessed and collected, and shall be sct apart as a special 
fund, to be known as the Road Bond Interest Fund, and ont of 
said fund the coupons on said bonds shall be paid as they fall due. 
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Src. 5. If the special tax authorized by the preceding section 
shall at any time be insufficient to pay the coupons due, the 
County Treasurer shall make up such deficiency out of the Gen- 
eral Fund of said county. If the amount realized from said 
special fund exceeds the amount required to pay the coupons, 
the Board of Supervisors may transfer such surplus to the 
Goneral Fund. 

Sxc. 6. In and for the year cighteen hundred and seventy- 
nine, and each yoar thereafter. until the whole of said bonds are 
paid, tho Board of Supervisors of said county shall levy and 
cause to be collected a tax sufficient to pay ten per cent. of the 
whole issue of said bonds, and tho tax thus levied and collected 
shall be set apart asa special fund, to be known as the Road 
Redemption Fund. 

Src. 7. Whenever there sball be one thousand dollars or more 
in said fund, the Treasurer shall cause a notice to be published 
once a week, for four successive weeks, in some paper printed 
in said county, or in the City and County of San Francisco, 


which notice shall state that he is prepared to redeem, on a day, 


Lo be stated therein, bonds to the amount of the fund, and that 
until said day, at twelve o’clock m., he will, at his office, receive 
sealed proposals for the surrender of bonds issued under this 
Act. Immediately after the hour specified he shall, in the pres- 
ence of the County Auditor, vpen all such proposals, and shall 
redeom such bonds as may be offered at the lowest figure; pro- 
vided, that no bid ubove par value shall be accepted. If no bid 
shall be put in at par or less, or if a sufficient amount of bonds 
shall not be offered to absorb all the moneys in said fund, then 
bonds to the nmount of the moneys in said fund shall become 
due and payablo in the orderin which they were nombered ; and 
the Treasurer shall give notice, in like manner as above pro- 
vided for notice, that such bonds have become duo, and all inter- 
est thereon shall cease from and after thirty days from the first 
publication of such notice. 

Sec 8. Within forty days after said bonds are issued, the 
Board of Supervisors of said county shail sell the bonds issued 
under the provisions of this Act to tho highest bidder or bid- 
ders therefor. 

Sec. 9. At least twenty days notice shall be given of tho 
time and place of such sale, by publication in two newspapers 
in San Francisco and one nowspaper in Marin County, if any 
be there published. Said bonds shall be sold for United States 
gold coin, and for not leas than ninety per cent. of their nominal 
value. 

Sec. 10. Bids for the purchase of said bounds shall be made 
in writing, and inclosed in a sealed envelop, and shall be 
received until twelve o’clock M. on the day of salo. After that 
hour, but on the same day, the Board of Supervisors shall meet 
and open such bids, and shall award the bonds to the person or 
persons bidding the highest price therefor ; procidled, however, 
that no bid shall be considered unless the bidder shall have, before 
it is opened, deposited with the County Treasurer of said county 
ten per eentum of the amount of his bid as security for the pay- 
ment of the amount bid by him, should his bid bo accepted. 
Immediately upon the acceptance of the bid or bids, the Board 
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shall reccive from the bidder the amount bid, and shall deliver 
to him or them the bonds purchased. 
Moneys,how Sec. 11. All moneys derived from the sale of said bonds shall 
aprropristel he aid into the county treasury ; fourteen-fifticths of the 
amount so paid shall be set apart as Road Number One Fund ; 
eleven-fitticths as Road Number Two Fund; twelve-fifticths as 
Road Number Three Fund ; seven-fiftieths as Road Number 
Fonr Fund, and six-fiftieths as Road Number Five Fond, and 
shal! be paid out on orders drawn on said funds respectively. 
Auditorand Ste. 22. The Anditor and Treasurer shall each keep an 
Treasurer t? account of the bonds issued and the moncys received and dis- 
p econ ee .

Supervivors Sec. 18. Jt sball be the duty of said Board of Supervisors, 
tnieate within ninety days after the passage of this Act, to have sur- 
veyed and located, by some competent engineer or engincers. 
Kod Not, five public highways or roads in said county, to wit: <A road 
or highway. to be known as “Road Number One,” from the 
head of Bolinas Bay, on the county road known as the Olema 
and Bolinas road, over the shortest and most practicable 
route to point on the San Rafacl and Saucileto road, south of 
‘Roa No.2. Raid’s ranch. A road or highway, to be known as “ Road Num- 
ber Two.” to commence at a gate in Nicasio Valley, on the south 
side of the public road leading from Nicasio to Petalyma, open- 
ing into the private road leading to what is known as Black's 
Ranch Houso and known as Black’s Gate, and running thenco 
to a point on the east side and near where the arroyo which 
pee in front of said houso makes a junction with the Arroyo 
icasio; thence westerly along the north side of said Arroyo 
Nicasio to its junction with tho San Goronimo; thence along 
the north side of the last montioned arroyo to what is 
known as Stocker’s Bridge, near the house of Charles Hall; 
thence northwesterly over the most direct and practicable route 
to a point nbont one hundred yards east of the United States 
Coast Survey’s camp, in what is known as Surveyors’ Gulch, on 
Miller’s ranch; thence in a northwesterly direction to the Peta- 
luma and Marshall Warchouse road, on the lands of George LP. 
Rond No,8. Laird A rond or highway, to be known as “Road Namber 
Three,” to commence at a point between the foot of Rocky Hill 
and the aforesaid Black's Gato, and running thence in a north- 
erly direction to Finns Valley, on the Soullasulla grant; thence 
to and across the creek that drains Hicks Valley westwardly ; 
thenco down the northeast side of said creek to a point east of 
the residence of T. H. luk; thence down the east side of said 
ereck to the Marshall Warehouse and Petaluma road; thence 
along said road to the county bridge across Salmon Creck ; 
thenee northwesterly down Lhe east side of Salmon Creck to 
Chilino Valloy Creek ; thence across said Chilinu Valley Creek 
and down said Salmon Creck about one and one-half’ miles; 
thence along the most direct and practicable route to the Peta- 
luma and Tomales road, at a point about one-quarter of a mile 
Road No.4 West of the casterly linc of the land of John Koys. A road or 
highway, to bo known as “ Road Number Four,” to commence 
on the Petaluma and San Rafael road, in Novata, near the store 
formerly occupied by one F. Sutton, and running thence west- 
erly over and along the most direct and practicable route to the 
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Nicasio and Petaluma road in Hicks Valley; and a road or 
highway, to bo known as “ Road Number Five,” to commence goad Xo.5, 
about one hundred fect north of the Santa Marguerita House, 

and running thence westerly to the rear of the dwelling house 
recently occupied hy James Dixon; thence along the north side 

of the creck running between the said honso and the old saw 

mill, to the lane of H. J. Millor; thence westorly through said 

lane to the Nicasio and San Rafaol road. 

Src. 14. Boforo tho expiration of ninety days after tho pas- xngincer wo 
sage of this Act. the engineer or enginoers appointed to sur- fle revrt. 
vey and locate said roads shall make and filo with the Clerk of ~ 
the Board of Supervisors roports, in writing, of such survoys 
and locations, togother with a map and field notes thereof. Such 
report shall contain a statomont of the routes sclected and tho 
name of all persons owning land over which said road or rouds 
may pass. 

Sec. 15. Upon tho filing of said report, tho Clerk of the supervisors 
Board of Supervisors shall notify tho members of said Board te cntirm 
thereof, and it shall be the duty of said Bourd to meet and con- 
firm said report within ten days after the filing thereof, and the 
meeting for such purpose shall be called by tho Chairman of 
said Board, by written notice thereof served on each member 
of said Board, at least two days before the time fixed by the 
Chairman for such meeting. 

Sec. 16. After approving said surveys and locations, it shall to bewr and 
be the duty of said Board to fix a time, not less than twenty ‘eternine 
nor more than thirty days distant, for the meoting of said Board damages. 
to hear and determine all claims for damage that any person or 
persons, through or over whose lands tho said roads, or either of 
them, may be located, may or will sustain by reason of the loca- 
tion or construction of said road, or cither of them, or the 
appropriation or condemnation of their land therefor; and the 
said Board shall cause a certified copy of the order of fixing 
such time of meeting, and stating the object, to be porsonally 
served on each person owning or claiming lands through or 
over which snid road, or either of them, have been surveyed or 
located, at least ten days before the time fixed for such mect- 
ing; provided, that when such owner or claimant is a minor, 
idiot or insane person, such copy shall be served upon the legal 
guardian of such minor, idiot or insane person; and provided 
furthor, that if the owner, ¢clairaant, or legal guardian of any 
owner or claimant, of any land over which either of said roads 
may be located, is not personally served as above provided, a copy 
of said order may be published at least two weeks before said 
meeting, in some weekly nowspaper published in said county, 
and such publication shall bo equivalent to personal service. 

Sec. 17. Any person or persons owning or claiming lands Claimants to 
through or over which said roads or either of them may be Mercier 
located or surveyed, and desiring to apply for damages arising or 
to arise to them from the location and construction of cither of 
said roads, or from the appropriation or condemnation of lands 
therefor, shall, at the meeting provided for in the last section, 
make application by petition in writing to said Board, wherein 
shall be set forth the particular road referred to, the amount and 
character of the land affected thereby, and any other circum. 
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stances having relation to the subject of damages upon said land; 
provided, that the legal guardians of minors, idiots and insane 
persons shall be authorized and required to tako all meagsnres 
in the premises which may be necessary fully to protect the 
right of their respective wards. 

Sxc. 18. At the mecting of said Board provided for in sec- 
tion sixteen, said Board may agree with any claimant. for dam- 
ages upon the amount thereof, which agreement shall be entered 
upon the minutes of said Board as the judgment thereof, and 
shall be final and conclusive upon both parties. If no such 
agreement is made, the Board shall, from day to day, proceed 
to hear such evidence as may be offered by the claimants or the 
District Attorney of said county, and wpon such evidence shall 
determine the amount of damage sustained, or which may be sus- 
tained, by each person owning or claiming any lands over which 
said roads or either of them pass, und shall assess the same in 
accordance with such determination, which assessment shall be 
entered upon the minutes of said Board as the judgment thercof, 
and shall bo final and conclusive. 

Sec. 19. In estimating damages under this Act, the benefit 
that the claimant will derive from the construction of the road 
located over his land shall be considered and deducted from the 
damage sustained. 

Sec. 20. All persons who fuil to make application for dam- 
ages within the time and in the manner specified in this Act, 
shall be deemed to have waived all claims fur such damages, and 
to have dedicated sufficient land along such survey as may be 
necessary for the construction and maintenance of a public road 
and highway, and their failure shall forever be a bar to any 
action for damages. 

Sec. 21. As soon as the said Board shall have completed the 
examination of all claims for damages, and entered judyment 
thereon, as herein provided, it shall order the amount of dam- 
ages sustained by each and every person owning or claiming 
lands, to be set apart from tho different road funda hereby 
created, to be paid to the proper owner or claimant. 

Sec. 22. All damages awarded to partics over whose land 
Road Number One passes, shall be set apart and paid from Road 
Number One Fund. Damages awarded tv parties over whose 
land Road Number Two passes, shall! be set apart and paid from 
Road Number Two Fund. Damages awarded to partics over 
whose land Road Number Three passos, shall be set apart and 
paid from Road Number Three Fond. Damages awarded to 
parties over whose land Road Number Four passes, shall be set 
apart and paid from Road Number Four Fund; and damages 
awardod to parties over whose Jand Road Number Five passes, 
shall be set apart and paid from Road Number Fivo Fund. 

Src. 23. When ail claims for damages have been settled, and 
the moneys to pay the same set apart in the county treasury, 
as herein provided, for the use and benefit of the claimants, the 
said Board of Supervisors shall make an order and enter it upon 
their minutes, condemning lands over which surveys and loca- 
tions for the purposo aforesaid have been made. in width suffi- 
cient to construct and maintain thereon good wagon roads, 
designating by said order the width of land to be taken, which 
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shall not cxcceed the amount allowed for by said Board in 
settling or estimating damages. : 

Suc. 24. As soon as the order provided for in the preceding Roads to be 
section has beon imade, the said Board shall cause at ounce the %mtted. 
different roads herein provided for to bo built and constructed 
as speedily as possible, paying for each of said roads out of the 
funds hereinbefore created, cach fund to be applied to the con- 
struction of the road corresponding with i¢in numbor; provided, proviv. 
however, that Road Nuniter Five shall not be constructed 
unless it can be dono, or a good road over the same route pur- 
chased, for the sum appropriated and set outside as Road Num- 
ber Five Fund. 

Sec. 25. The roads constructed under this Act shall bo first 
class wagon roads, and shall be tho property of Marin County. 

Seo. 26. Any officer charged with the performance of any nogiect of 
dutics, under this Act, who shall wilfully neglect or refuse to ‘ty. 
perform any such daties, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
on conviction thercof shall bo fined five hundred dollars, and 
imprisonment in the county jail six months. 

Sec. 27. ‘This Act shall be in force from and after its passage. 


CHAPTER CXXIV. 


An Act to provide military instruction in the University of California, 
and to authorize the Governor to call into service the retired officers of 
Cnirersity Cadets in caxes of war or tnsurrection. 


[Approved March 4, 1870.] 


The Peuple of the State of California, represented in Senate and 
Assembly, do enact as follows:

Section 1. The Board of Supervisors of Del Norte are hereby 
authorized and required to levy a special tax upon the tax- 
able property of said county, not exceeding one-balf of ono per 
cent. on tho valuation of the same, which shall be collected and 
paid over at tho same time and in the same manner as the State 
and county taxes are provided for by law, and the money col- 
lected under this Act shall be set apart and held as a special 
Jail Fund, and used only as herein provided.

that sealed proposals will be received by the Clerk of the Board 
of Supervisors for building a county jail in accordance to the 
plans and specifications adopted. 

At the oxpiration of thirty days after the advertise- 
ments for said purpose, the said Board shall mect and open each 
and all bids, proposals or offers made for constructing, building 
and completing said county jail according to the plans and 
specifications adopted by said Board of Suporvisors and within 
such time as the Beard may designato. 

Sto. 4. Said Board of Supervisors shall award the contract 
to the lowest responsible bidder, who shall give a good and 
sufficient bond in such sum as said Board may require, condi- 
tioned for the faithful performance of said contract; provided, 
however, that this section shall not be so construed as to com- 
pel said Board of Supervisors to accept any bids, proposals or 
offer which, in the judgment of a majority of said Board, is 
higher than a just and fair compensation, for furnishing matorial 
and constructing said county jail.

Warrants for seventy-five per cent. of the estimated Warrants, 
value of the work done on said jail may be drawn as the work "* =" 
progresacs, in such manner and at such times as tho Board may 
direct, at least twenty-five per cent. of the whole amount to be 
paid being reserved until the completion and acceptance of the 
work, as additional security for the performance of the contract.

CHAPTER CXL. 


An Act to reyulate fees and salaries in the County of Calaveras, and 
to define the dutizs of certain officers in said Calaveras County 


[Approved March 4, 1870.] 


The People of the State of California, represented in Senate and 
Assembly, do enact as follows: 


Seorton 1. Such salaries, componsations and fees shall bo recs and 
allowed to the officers of Calaveras County, herein named, for 
their services rendered in discharging the dutica imposed on 
them by law as herein provided, and such officers may lawfully to coin. 
demand, charge and receive the samo in gold and silver coin. 

Sec. 2 The Board of Supervisors shall meot at the Court- Rourd of 
house of the county quarterly, that is, on the first Monday in S1?rvisr 
the months of March, June, September and Decombor of each 
year, for tho transaction of all business portaining to the affairs 
of the county, required of them by law, and for tho discharge 
of all duties imposed on them by law or required of them by 
virtue of their respective offices as mombers of the Board of 
Supervisors; cach member shall be entitled to receive a salary 
of two hundred dollars per annum, which shall be in fall com- 
pensation for all services required of them by law; provided, 
that each member of the Board of Supervisors shall receive 
taileayzo, for going only, from his residence to the county scat, 
at each regular session of the Board, at the rate of fifty conts 
per milo; but not more than ono mileage shall be allowed to 
each member at each regular session. At each rezular meoting 
of the Board, thoy shall romain in session until all the business 
coming before them at that mecting is finally disposed of or 
paased for action to tho next regular meoting theroafter. 
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Sxo. 3. Assessments of property in the county shall be made 
by a County Assessor, who shall, for all servicos rendered by 
himself and deputies, reccive a salary of fifteen hundred dollars 
por annum, io full compensation for all duties required of him 
by the general revenue laws of the Stato, or by any special law 
now existing or that may hereafter be enacted. The County 
Assessor shall be elected in and for said county, every two 
years, at the general clection held for the purpose of electing 
other county officers and mombers of the Legislature, and who 
shal] hold office for a term of two years from and after the first 
Monday in March next succecding his clection, and until his 
successor is elected and qualified. The election of County 
Assessor for said county, at the general election held in and 
for said county on tho first day of September. cighteen hundred 
and sixty-nine, is hereby legalized and declared valid; and such 
Assessor so elected, upon giving bond as required by law, and 
taking the oath of office, shall hold office for a term of two 
yoars from the first Monday in March, eighteen hundred and 
seventy ; and he shall have full power and authority to do and 
perform all dutics as Assossor, in the manner and form pre- 
scribed by the general revenue laws of the State. The salary 
of the Assessor shall be audited and paid quarterly out of the 
Goneral Fund of the county; and ho shall give bond, in the 
manner and form prescribed by law for other official bonds, in 
such sum as may be required by the Board of Supervisors. 

Src. 4. The County Superintendent of Public Schools shall 
receive such salary, together with reasonable travelling ex- 
ponses, as may be allowed by the Board of' Supervisors, which 
shall be paid quarterly out of the General Vand of the county ; 
provided, such compensation shall not.be leas than a sum equal 
to twenty dollars for each school district in the county; and he 
shall be allowed, in addition to his salary, for postage and 
exprossage, payable ont of the School Fund, a sum equal to one 
dollar for each school district. 

Sec. 5. The District Attorney shall receive, for all services 
required of him by law, or by virtue of his office, a salary at tho 
rate per annum of six hundred dollars, payablo quarterly out of 
the General Fund of the county, and the following feces: 

For each conviction for felony, when the punishment is death, 
fifty dollars. 

For each conviction for other felony, thirty dollars. 

For each conviction for misdemeanor, twenty dollars. 

Which said sums shall bo assossed against the person con- 
victed, and if’ the same cannot be collected from such person so 
convicted, thon it shall bo considered a county charge, and be 
audited by the Board of Supervisors and puid out of the County 
General Fund; but no feces for conviction for misdemeanor, 
before any Justice of the Peace of the county, shall be allowed, 
unless it shall appear to the Board, by certificate from the Jus- 
tice before whom the case was tried, that the District Attorncy 
was present in Court at tho time of trial, and prosecuted tho 
case in behalf of the people to conviction. 

For collections on bonds or forfeited recognizances, ten per 
centum, 

For every conviction under the Act to prohibit gaming, and 
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to prohibit lottories, raffles, gifts, gift onterprises and other pistrict 
schemes, to be collected out of the fine or fines imposed upon 4t*™Y- 
the purty convicted, the sum of fifty dollars. . 

For services rendered in the collection of delinquent taxes, a 
compensation equivalent to ton per contum on the amount 
recovered, to be added thereto, if paid before the judgment ; 
and if not so paid, then fifteen per centum, to be added to, and 
constitute a part of the judgment; provided, that in no caso 
shall the State or county bo liablo for such per centum. 

For all amounts collected by him for the State or county, by 
action, cigbt per centum on the amount collected ; provired, 
that in no event shall tho compensation in any one case exceed 
five hundred dollars. Should the amount of fees, commissions 
and percentage received in any one year, added to the salary 
allowed by this Act to the District Attorney, exceed the sum of 
two thousand dollars, then the execss above that sum shall be 
paid by him into the General Fund of the county treasury. 
Before any demand for fees, percentage or compensation, pre- 
sented by the District Attorney to the Board of Supervisors for 
payment, shall be allowed, he shall make affidavit that the ser- 
vices for which such fees, percontage or compensation is claimed 
was actually performod, and the amount so demanded, justly 
due, and he shall also report to the Board of Supervisors, under 
oath, as horeinafter provided, the amount of commissions and 
percentages received by him, from quarter to quarter, on account 
of fees, and also the amount received by him on account of the 
collection of delinquent taxes.

Ec. 7. The Sheriff of the county shall be ex officio Collector sherit, x | 
of taxes, and shall collect, by self or deputies, all and overy Suet 
kind of tax or license in and for the county, required by law to 
be collected, except road poll taxcs; and for the collection of 
said tax and licenses he shall recoive tho following rates and 

ercentages, which he shall keop and retain for his own use and 
enefit: 

For the collection of all taxes on personal property, collected 
previous to the first Monday of August in cach yoar, six per 
centum on the first ten thousand dollars, four per centum on the 
second ten thousand, and upon all sums ovor that amount two 
per cent. 

For the collection of poll and hospital tax, fiftoen per cent. on 
the amount collected. 

For the collection of foreign miners’ licenses, twenty per cont. 

For the collection of traders’ licensos, liquor licenses, theatre, 
pedier and all kinds and character of licenses required by law 
to be collected, ten por cent. upon the amount collected. In all 
civil cases, the mileage allowed by this Act to the Shoriff shall 
be retained by him for his own uso and benefit. 

Tho Sheriff, as such, and as ex officio Tax Collector, in addi- 
tion to the mileage in civil cases and the percentage allowed 
him for the collection of personal property taxes, poll and hos- 
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pital taxes, foreign miners’ licenses, and all other licenses, shall 
reccive, in full compensation, and for all services of himself and 
deputies or assistants, a salary of thirty-eight hundred dollars 
per annum, and he shall be allowed one deputy, as Jailer, who 
shall be allowed a salary of nine hundred dollars per annum, 
which said salaries shall bo payable quarterly out of the General 
Fund of the county. 

The fees which it shall be lawful for the Sheriff to charge, 
demand and receive for the services of himself, deputies or 
assistants, rendored in discharging the dutics imposed on him 
by law, shall be as in this section provided, which shall be 
collected and paid into the Genoral Fund of the county as is in 
this Act provided, except the mileage in civil cases, and the 
commissions and percentago for collection of poll and hospital 
taxes, foreign miners’ licenses, and all other licenses.

Sec. 16. It shall be the duty of the Sheriff, as ex officio Tax Duties of 
Collector of the county, to collect from each person within the Sei" 
county liablo to pay the same, all poll taxes for State and !ecter. 
county purposes, all foreign miners’ licenses, and all other 
license taxes and other ducs (except road poll taxes) now 
authorized by law to be collected for State and county parposes. 

Sec. 17. The Sheriff shall keep a book in which he shall same. 
onter— : 

First—The name of cach person or persons from whom he 
shall have collected any tax or liconso, the amount so collected, 
and for what particular tax or liconso the samo was collected. 

Second—Iic shall enter in said book the names of all persons 
within his county engaged in any business, tho carrying on of 
which is by law required to be done under a license trom cither 
State or county, and shall correct said list from time to time. as 
any person or persons cease to be engaged in said business, or 
a8 apy porson or pursons shall cngago in any business, trade 
or occupation, or profession, for which, bofore engaging therein, 
they should have procured a license. Said book shall be the 
property of the county, and open for public inspection, at the 
office of said Sheriff, on the first Monday in each month, from 
eight o’clock a. m. to four o’clock p. M., and shall be by the 
Sheriff turned over to his successor in office. 

Sxc. 18. The Sheriff shall, on the first Monday in cach same, 
month, or within threo days thereafter, on and from and after 
the first Monday in April, cighteen hundred and seventy, make 
a final settlement with the County Treasurer and Clerk of the 
Board of Supervisors. He shall first pay over all moncys col- 
lected by him, or by any of his deputics, for foreign miners’ 
licenses and poll taxes, and State and county licenses, less his 
fees for collection, to the County Treasurer, and take from the 
said Treasurer a duplicate reccipt for thesame. The said receipt 
shall show the amount paid to said Treasurer for money collected 
for tho various classes and kinds of licenses and taxes, designating 
how much has been received for each class and kind, also the 
total receipts, and that the Sheriff has returned all unsold State 
‘and county licenses for the preceding month. and has acttled and 
paid in cash for all not returned. TheSheriff shall forthwith 
present one of said Treasurer's reccipts to tho Auditor of tho 
county, and settle with said officor; and if said Auditor shall 
find, on final settlement with said Shoriff, that he has accounted 
to the County Treasurer for all State and county licenses 
received from him, and has paid ovor all moncys by him col- 
lected for the various kinds and classes of licenses and taxes, 
and that the accounts of said Sheriff are correct, he shall give 
to said Shoriff a receipt in full; and on the presentation of said 
Auditor’s receipt in full, and final settlement for the preceding 
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month, to the County Treasurer and to the Auditor, they may 
then, and not before, deliver to said Sheriff so many of tbe vari- 
ous licenses and tax receipts as may be required by him for the 
succceding month. 

Sec. 19. The Sheriff shall, at each monthly settlement with 
the County Treasurer and Auditor, and before each of them, 
take the following oath: “TI do solemnly swear that I have, 
for the month preceding this statement, diligently and faithfully 
and to the best of my ability, performed the duties of Tax Col- 
lector for Calaveras County ; and that [ have not knowingly, 
nor, to my knowledge, has any of my deputies or assistants, per- 
mitted any person or persons to escape from or avoid or evade 
the payment of any foreign miners’ license tax or a tax, or 
any license for State and county purposes, that I have the 
authority to enforce the collection of; and that the sum of ——, 
this day paid over by me to the County Treasurer, is the just 
and truo sum received by me for the preceding month, from all 
licenses and taxes collected by me, less the percentage allowed 
me by law for collecting the same; and that the foreign miners’ 
license and poll tax receipts, and licenses for State and county 
purposes, which I now surrender, are all that romain in my 
hands unsold. So help me God.” 

Sec. 20 The Sheriff may ape one or more deputies to 
assist him in the collection of all licenses and taxes which he is 
authorized by this Act to collect, and for whose official conduct 
tho Sheriff shall be liable on his official bond ; but such deputy 
or deputies shall receive no compensation other than what is 
allowed in this Act to the Shoriff for the rendering of such 
service.

CHAPTER CXLI. 


An Act to regulate the salaries and fix the compensation of certain 
county officers tn the County of Nevada. 


[Approved March 6, 1870.] 


The People of the State of California, represented in Senate and 
Assembly, do enact as follows: 


Section 1. Such salaries and fees shall be allowed and paid 
to the following officers of the County of Nevada as in this Act 
provided, and not otherwise, and shail be in full compensation 
for all official services required of them by law. 

Sec. 2, Each member of the Board of Supervisors shall bo 
entitled to receive for his services, for each day’s necessary 
attendance on tho business of the county, the sum of cight dol- 
lars per day, and not to exceed in the aggrogate, during any 
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one year, five hundred dollars; and he shall reccive twenty 
cents per mile for each mile necessarily travelled in going to and 
returning from the county seat; provided, that no charge shall 
be made for more than one trip going from and returning to 
the residenco of such Supervisor, at each term held. 


Src. 8. The County Assessor shall reccive a salary of three County 
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thousand dollars per annum, and he shall also be allowed two 4***" 


Deputy Assessors, who shall cach be paid by the county at the 
rate of six dollars per day for the time actually employed, dur- 
ing the term allowed by law for tho assessment of taxes; pro- 
vided, that neither of the Deputy Assessors shall receive, during 
any one year, more than six hundred dollars for all services 
required of him as Deputy Assessor. 


Sec. 4. The Sheriff shall reccive a salary of three thousand sherin. 


dollars per annum; he shall also be allowed to retain, for his 
own use and benefit, the mileage now allowed by law, and 
twenty-five per cent. of all other fees and percentage allowed 
by law and collected by him by virtue of his office. The 
Sheriff shall be allowed one Under Sheriff and one Jailer, who 
shall receive the following salaries: The Under Sheriff shall 
receive, for all services required of him by law, the salary of 
fifteen hundred dollars per annum. The Jailer shall receive, 
for all services required of him by Jaw, the salary of one thou- 
sand dollars por annum. The Sheriff shali also fe allowed one 
Deputy Sheriff, whenever the Board of Supervisors shail deem 
it necessary, who shall receive, for all services required of him 
by law, a salary at the rate of fifteen hundred dollars per 
annum, for snch time only as the Board shall, by an order 
entered upon the records, dircct.

For each conviction for other felonies, twenty-five dollars.

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Which said sevoral sums shall be assessed against the person 
convicted ; and if the same cannot be collected from the person 
so convicted, then it shall be adjudged an indobtedness against 
said county, and bo audited by the Board of Supervisors of said 
county. 

Yor all collections on bonds or forfeited recognizances, ten 
per centum. : 

For all actions in which the State or county shall be a party 
thereto, oxcept actions for collections of taxes, he shall receive 
the same compensation, feo or percentage allowed by the general 
laws of the State to District Attorneys. 

For services rendered in tho collection of delinquent taxes, in 
each case when tho tax does not exceed fiftcen dollars, if paid 
before judgment, a foo of one dollar and fifty cents; if paid 
after judgment, a fee of two dollars and twenty-five cents; and 
in cach case when the tax exceeds fifteen dollars, ten por centum 
on the sum collected, if paid before judgment; and if paid after 
judgment, fifteen ae centum on the sum collected. In every 
case the said foo shall be added to the original tax, which shall 
constitute a part of the demand or judgment against tho delin- 
quent or the property assessed ; provided, that in no case shall 
the State or county be liablo tor any costs, fee or percentage in 
the collection of taxes. 

Src. 9. The County Judge shall receive, for all services 
required of him by law, a salary of two thousand four hundred 
dollars per annum. : 

Sec 10. The Colloctor, for collecting all taxes for State and 
county purposes, shall receive one thousand dollars per annum 
and the fees and percentage now allowed by law for collecting 
licenses, poll taxos and foreign minors’ liccnscs. 

Seo. 11. The Sheriff, Clerk, Recorder and Tax Collector on 
real and persoual property, named in this Act, who are entitled 
to charge and collect or receive any fees, commissions, percent- 
age or othor compensation, of whatever nature or kind, allowed 
by law for services by thom or their deputies, in their several 
official capacities, or for the performance of duties appertaining 
to said offices, shall collect and safely kcep the same, and on the 
first Monday in April. A. D. eighteen hundred and seventy, and 
on the first Monday of cach month theroafter, shall account for, 
settle and pay the amount by them received, (excepting such 
fees, mileage and percentago as they are to receive for their own 
use under the provisions of this Act), to the Treasurer of said 
county.

The People of the State of California, represented in Senate and 
Assembly, do enact as follows : 


Section 1. Fees and salaries sre allowed to the officers here- 
inafter named. for their services rendered in discharging the 
duties imposed on them by law, as hercin provided; and such 
officers may lawfully charge, demand and receive the same to 
their own use and benefit, in gold and silver coin of the Unitod 
States, and all costs recovered in any suit or proceeding shall be 
payable in gold and silver coin. 

Src. 2. No fees or other compensation shall be paid for cer- 
tificate of declaration to become a citizen of the United States 
and for making a record thercof, or for issuing a certificate of 
citizenship to become a citizen of the United States, or for mak- 
ing a record thereof, and this section shall apply to all the 
counties in this State 


FEES OF CLERK OF THE DISTRICT COURTY. 


Sec. 8. At the commencement of cach suit the Clerk shall be 
entitled to demand and receive from the plaintiff, in addition to 
the Judge’s docket fee, as prescribed by law, not to exceed the 
xum of ten dollars, to cover costs to time of judgment; and from 
the defendant, three dollars, to cover costs for the same time.

For taking and approving each undertaking or bond, fifty 
tents.

For taking testimony on justification to undertaking or bond, 
for each folio, twenty-five cents. 

For taking acknowledgment of deed or other instrument, to 
include all writing and the seal, for the first namo thereto, fifty 
cents; for each additional name, twenty-five cents. 

For indexing every suit in the genoral index of the Court, as 
required by law, for each namo, twenty conts. 

For filing and ontoring papers on transfer of cases from other 
Conarts, throe dollars. 

For transmission of files or transfer of cases to other Courts, 
including certificate of order of transfor, two dollars. 

For searching records or files of each year, except for suitors 
or their attorneys, fifty cents. 

When the Court is sitting ax a Court of criminal jurisdiction.

Each Sheriff shall be allowed a deputy, as Jailer, whore com- 
pensation shall be fixed by the Board of Supervisors. and paid 
out of the County General Fund ; provided. that in the County 
of Sacramento, the Sheriff shall be paid by the county the sum 
of twonty-four hundred dollars per annum for his services as 
Jailer; and provided further, that the Sheriff of the County of 
Amador shall be paid eight hundred dollars for his services 
as Jailer; provided further, that in the County of San Diego, 
the Sheriff shall receive from the county a salary of three 
thonsand dollars per annum, in lieu of all fees chargeable 
to tho county for criminal business; provided farther, that in 
the Counties of Alameda, Amador, Yolo, Napa, Lake, Sacra- 
mento, Alpine, Fresno, Lassen, Butte, Kern, Tulare, Colusa, 
Tehama, Solano and Trinity, the Sheriff shall be business 
license collector, and shall receive ten per cent. on all moneys 
so collected, and twonty per cent. on foreign miners’ licenses ; 
provided, that the Sheriff of Novada County shall be allowed 
only such deputies as may be authorized by any special statute

For serving a subpoena, for each witness summoned, forty 
cents. : 

For travelling, to be computed in all cases from the Court- 
house, to serve any summons and complaint, or any other pro- 
cess by which an action or procegding is commenced, notice, 
rule, order, sabpcena, attachment on property, to levy an execu- 
tion, to post notices of sale, to sell property under exccution 
or other order of salo, to execute an order for the delivery of 

ersonal property, writ of possession or restitution, to hold 
inquest or trial of right of property, or in executing a writ of 
habeas corpus; provided, that if any two or more papers be 
required to be served in the same suit, at the same time and 
in the same dircction, one mileage only shall be charged, to the 
most distant points to complete such service; for each mile 
necessarily travelled, in going only, thirty cents.

Mateo, Stanislaus, Merced and Lake, the sum of twelve hundred 
dollars ; provided, that the County Treasurer of Mono County 
shall receive a salary of four hundred dollars.

Sec. 18. County Assessors shall each receive an annual salary 
as herein provided : 

In the County of Alameda, three thousand dollars. 

In the Counties of Santa Clara, Yolo, San Joaquin, Butte, 
Los Angeles, two thousand dollars. 

In the County of Sonoma, twenty-seven hundred dollars. 

In tho Counties of Mariposa, Stanislaus, Merced, Tuolumne 
and Solano, eighteen hundred dollars; provided, that in the 
County of Mariposa, the Assessor shall be ex officio Collector 
of business and foreign miners’ licenses, and shall receive as 
compensation twenty por cent. of such licenses. 

In the Counties of Amador, San Mateo, Monterey, Marin and 
Mendocino, fifteen hundred dollars. 

In the Counties of Humboldt, Contra Costa, Shasta, Trinity, 
Plomas, San Luis Obispo and Santa Barbara, twelvo hundred 
dollara : 

In the County of Placer, twenty-five hundred dollars, for all 
services for himself and all deputies. 

In the Counties of Tulare, Kern, Fresno, Sutter and Santa 
Cruz, one thousand dollars. 

In the Counties of Alpine, Inyo, Klamath, Lassen and San 
Diego, six hundred dollars ; provided, that in Mono County tho 
Assessor shall receive a salary of five hundred dollars. 

In the County of Del Norte, five hundred dollars. 

In the Counties of Napa, Lake, Colusa and Tehama, he shall 
receive such compensation, not excceding six dollars por diem 
for each day necessarily employed in making assessments, as 
the Board of Supervisors shall determine; provided, that in the 
County of Solano, the Assessor shall be ex officio State and 
Road Poll Tax Collector, for which service he shall receive the 
per cent. hereinbefore directed ; provided further, that the 
Assessor of Butte County shall be Collector of State poll tax 
and personal property tax, of persons owning no real estate in 
the county, for which service ho shall receive the percentage 
allowed by law.

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Trinity, Shasta, Amador, Alpine, Santa Barbara, San Luis 
Obispo, Los Angeles and Butte, no compensation shall be allowed 
for services of deputies ; provided, that in the County of Alameda 
the Board of Supervisors shall not allow, for the oxpense of 
doputics, an amount exceeding two thousand dollars. 

‘he County Treasurers of the several countics are hereby 
authorized and directed to apply the amounts allowed by the 
State for Assessor’s compensation. 
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Sec. 19. The County Assessor of Sacramento County, and Assessor of 
his deputies, shall be paid by the county the salaries allowed any” 


them by the provisions of an Act entitled an Act providing for 
the government of the County of Sacramento, approved April 
twonty-fifth, eighteen hundred and sixty-three ; and the Assessor 
may retain, for his own use, the percentage allowed by law for 
collecting poll taxes. The Assessor may appoint deputies, as 
authorized by said Act, and he may appoint a Chiot Deputy, 
who shall be the office deputy and draughtsman, who may be 
employed the entire year, and shall be paid one hundred and 
fifty dollars per month. And the Assessor of said county shall

said book to contain, as near as may be ascertained, the exte- 
rior lines of each piece of real estate, as ussessod, and the 
owner’s name theroon; said book to be delivered to the Tax 
Collector on the day that the assessment roll is delivered by 
the Auditor to the Tax Collector. - 

The Assessor of Sacramento County shall be ex officio Col- 
lector of poll taxes.

resulting from snch custody, as are supported by the oath of 
the officer making such service, aud allowed by the Court. 

For selling any boat, vessel or tackle, apparel or furniture 
thereof, so attached, or other goods atlached, and for advertis- 
ing such sale, the same fees as for sale on exccution. 
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For advertising property for sale on oxecution, or under any 
judgment or order of sale, exclusive of the costs of publication, 
two dollars. 

For commissions for receiving and paying over money on an 
execution or other process, when lands or personal property 
has been levied on and sold, on tho first one thousand dollars, 
two per cent.; on all sums above that amount, one per cent. 

The commissions for receiving and paying over money on 
exccution without levy, or where the lands or goods levied on 
shall not be sold, on the first one thonsand dollars, one and one- 
half per cent., and one per cent. on all over that sum; the fees 
herein allowed for tho lovy of an execution, and for advortising 
and for making or collecting the moncy or exccution, shall be 
collected from the judgment debtor by virtue of such execution, 
in the same manner as tho sum therein directed to be made. 

For drawing and exccuting a Sheriff’s deed. to include the 
acknowledgment, three dollars, to be paid by the grantee, 

For serving a writ of possession or restitution, putting any 
person entitled into possossion of premises and removing the 
occupant, five dollars. 

For attending, when required, on any Court, in person or by 
deputy, for each day, to be paid out of the county treasury, 
three dollars. : 

For holding each inquest or trial of right of property, to 
include all service in the mattor, except mileage, tive dollars. 

For making every arrest in a criminal proceeding, two dollars. 

For summoning a grand jury, cight dollars. 

For summoning each trial jury of twelve persons in any case, 
six dollars; for cach additional juror, fifty cents. 

For travelling, to be computed in all cases from the Court- 
house, to serve any summons and complaint or any other pro- 
cess by which action or proceeding iy commenced, notice. rale, 
order, subpena, venire, attachment on property, or to levy an 
execution, or Lo execute an order of arrest, or order for delivery 
of personal property, writ of possession or restitution, to hold 
inquest or trial of right of property, or in bringing up a pris- 
oner on habeas corpus, or for service of any process in criminal 
eases, or for taking prisoners before a magistrate or to prison, 
for each mile necessarily travelled, in going only, he shall receive 
twenty-five cents per mile; provsfed, that if any two or more 
papers be required to be served in the same suit, at the same 
timo and in the same direction, one mileage only shall be 
charged ; and provide! also, in serving a subpeena or vonire, 
when two or more wituesses or jurors live in the samo direc- 
tion, travelling fees shall be charged only for the most distant. 

For executing overy sontence of death, fifty dollars. 

For all service in Justice Court, the same fous as aro allowed 
to Constables. 

For delivering a prisoner at the State Prison, fifty cents per 
milo one way, for the distance established by law from the 
county seat of his county to the prison; and for every addi- 
tional prisoner taken at the same time, twenty-five cents per 
mile. 

For delivering an insane porson at the asylum, fifty cents 
per mile one way, for the distance established by law from the 
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county seal of his county to the asylum; and for every addi- 
tional insane person taken at the samo time, twenty-five cents 
per mile; and the the Sheriff or his deputy shall be the only 
person authorized to perform that duty. 

The Sheriff shall be Cullector of foreign miners’ licenses, and 
he shall receive therefor twenty per centum on the total amount 
collected. 

It is hereby provided, that if the fees or othor compensation 
allowed by this seclion. excepting the percentage of' foreign 
miners’ lisenses, exceed in the aggregate for any year the snm 
of seven thousand five hundred dollars, then and in such ense 
tho excess above such sam shall be paid by the Sheriff into the 
county treasury, to the credit of the General Fund.

For copy of a plat of any survey and certificate required by 
law to be transmitted to the Surveyor-General, two dollars, to 
be paid by party requiring the survey and not otherwise. 

expeuses of assistants shall be an additional [charge] of four 
dollars per day, or as shall be agreed upon between the parties. 


CORONER'S FERS. 


Sec. 67. For summoning a jury of inquest. two dollars. 

For swearing a jury, forty cents. 

For issuing a subpeena for one or more witnesses, twenty-five 
cents 

For issuing a warrant of arrest, forty cents. 

For each mile necessarily travelled in going to the place of 
the dead body, twenty cents; which fees, in ail inquests, shall 
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be paid out of the effects of the deceased, if any; if not, from 
the county treasury. 

For swearing each witness, twenty-five conts. 

For taking down testimony, per folio, twenty cents. 

When acting as Sheriff, he shall receive the same fees as that 
officer for like services.

If, in any trial in a civil 
ease, the jury be for any cause discharged without finding a 
verdict, the fees of the jury shall be paid by the plaintiff, but 
may be recovered as costs if he afterwards obtains judgment ; 
and until they are puid. no further proceeding shall be allowed 
in the action. Jurors in a Justice’s Court, in civil cxses, shall 
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receive two dollars per day, but no mileage, to be taxed against 
the party losing the action. 


WITNESS FEES. 


Sec. 72. For attending in any civil suit or proceeding before Witnesses. 
any Court of record, Referee. Commissioner, or Justice of the 
Peace, for each day, two dollars. - 

For travelling to the place of trial, for cach mile, twenty cents. 

In cases of impeachment and contested elections, for travel- 
ling to tho place of trial, ten cents per mile. 

No person shall be obliged to attend or testify in a civil 
action, unless his fees shall have been tendered, or he shall not 
have demanded the same. No fees shall be allowed any witness 
in a criminal action or proceeding, unless he shall attend before 
a magistrate, grand jury or Court, as a witness on behalf of the 
people. upon a subpeena or by virtue of a recognizance; and if 
it shall appear that he bas come from any place out of the 
county, or that he is poor, the Court, if the attendance of the 
witness be upon a trial, by an order on its minutes, or in any 
other case, the County Judge. by an order subscribed by him, 
may direct the Treasurer of the county to pay the witness a 
reasonable sum, to be specified in the order, for his expenses ;

For issuing a search warrant, to be paid by the party demand- 
ing the same, filty cents. 

For celebrating a marriage, and returning a certificate thereof 
to the County Recorder, five dollars. 

For taking an acknowledgment of any instrument, for the 
first name, fifty cents; for each additional name, twenty-five 
cents. 

For taking depositions, per folio, fifteen cents. 

For administering an outh and cortifying the same, twenty- 
five cents. 
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For issuing a commission to take testimony, fifty conts. 

For all services connected with the posting of estrays, includ- 
ing the transcript for the Recorder, two dollars. 

‘In cases before Justices of the Peaco, where the venire shall 
be changed, the Justice before whom the action shall be bronght, 
for all services rendered, including the making up and trans- 
mission of the transcript and papers, shall receive two dollars; 
and the Justice before whom the trial shall tako place shall 
receive the same fees as if the action had been commenced 
before him. :

Sec. 7!. For serving summons in civil cases, for cach defend- 
ant, fifty conts. 

For summoning any jury before a Justice of the Peace, one 
dollar. 

For taking a bond, required by law to be taken, fifty cents.

For serving an attachment against the property of a defend- 
ant. one dollar and fifty conts. 

For summoning and swearing a jury to try the right of prop- 
erty, and taking the verdict, one dollar and fifty cents.

For every day uccessarily spent in the business of the refer- 
ence, for oxamining into tho qualifications of sureties on bonds, 
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or undertakings, when an exception has been taken to their 
sufficiency, two dollars. 

For taking and certifying each affidavit, and for the approval 
of cach bond or undertaking, twenty-five cents. 

For taking and certifying depositions, fifteen cents per folio, 
and said fees to be paid by the party by whom or at whose 
instance the matter may be brought before sach Commissioner ; 
or, if referred by the Conrt without motion from either party, 
or if by the consent of the partios, thon by plaintiff; tho fees 
so paid to be taxed as costs, if the party paying the same he 
the prevailing party.

For cach conviction for felony, when the punishment is death, 
fifty dollars. ane 

For each conviction for other felony, twenty-five dollars. 

For each conviction for misdemoanor, fifteen dollars, which 
said sums shall be asseased against the person convicted, and if 
the same cannot be collocted from him, then it shall be consid- 
ered a connty charge, and be audited by tho Board of Supervi- 
sors and payable out of the county treasury. 

For all collections on bonds or forfeited recognizances, ten 
per centum.

The Connty Troasnrer, as such, shall bo allowed 
and reccive a yearly salary of fifteen hundred dollars, payable 
quarterly, out of the county treasury, in compensation for the 
services required of him as County ‘lreasurer; and he shall be 
allowed and entitled to receive and retain, as ex officio Collec- 
tor of taxos and licenses, the following percentage or fees, viz: 
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For the collection of poll taxes from all persons residing 
within the corporate limits of the City of Marysvillo, fifteen per 
centum of the total amount collected. 

For every license sold, he shall be entitled to demand and 
receive as a fee, the sum of one dollar, to be paid by the party 
procuring tho license, one-half of which shall go to the Auditor.

The said Treasurer, as such, and as such ex officio Collector 
of taxes and licenses, shall be entitled to have and rotuin the 
foregoing salary and porcentage and fees in this section named. 
to and for bis own use and benofit, and sball receive no other or 
greater compensation for any duties that are or may be required 
of him as such officer and ex officio officor; but ho shall collect 
all other fees, money and percentage which by law now aro or 
hereafter may be allowed for any othor duties of his said offices, 
and pay the same into the General Fund of the county troasury 
quarterly and before the payment of his quarterly salary ; and 
he shall at the same time file with the County Anditor a state- 
ment, under oath, of the items and amount of the name; provided, 
that if tho salary, percentage and feos allowed by this section 
to be retained by said Treasurer and ex officio Collector of 
taxes, for his own use and benefit, shall exceed in the aggregate, 
during any year, the sum of thirty-five hundred dollars, thon 
and in such case, any excess above such sum of thirty-five hun- 
dred dollars shall, at the end of tho official year. be paid by him 
into the county treasury, to the credit of the General Fund. 


MISCELLANEOUS PROVISIONS. 


Src. 82. Livery officer whose fees are hercin ascertained shall 
publish and set up in his office fair tables of his fees, aecording

An Act to regulate fees and salarics of officers und defining their 
duties, in the County of El Dorado, and other matters relating 


thereto. 
[Approved March 5, 1870.] 


The People of the State of California, represented in Senate and 


Assembly, do enact as follows: 


Secrion 1. Such salaries, compensation and fees, shall be 
allowed to the officers hereinafter named, for their services ren- 
dered in discharging the dutics imposed on them by law, as 
herein provided ; and such officers may lawfully charge, demand 
and receive the same in gold and silver coin. 

Src. 2. Supervisors, for all services required of thom by law 
or by virtue of their office, shall reccive tive dollars per diem, 
and twenty cents per mile in travelling from the place of their 
residence to the Court-house ; provided, that only one mileage 
shall be allowed at each term; and provided further, that no 
Supervisor shall bo allowed moro than one day’s pay for any one 
day, by reason of his being on tho committees appointed by the 
Board of Supervisors, or for any other cause; and the per diem 
in any one year, including committee duty, shall not exceed in 
tho aggregate the sum of three hundred and fifty dollars to each 
member of the Board. 
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Sec. 8. Assessments shall bo made by a County Assessor, Asressor. 


who shall qualify and give bonds, as hereinafter provided, and 
shall receive, in full compensation for services of himself and 
deputies, the sum of fifteen hundred dollars, payable out of the 
Salary Fund of the county; provided, that the Board of Super- 
visors shall retain and withhold from the said Assessor the 
sum of three hundred dollars of said amount, until the Asscssor 
shall file with the Clerk of the Board a statement that he has 
fully complied with all laws relating to his office, made out all 
lists, statistical tables, and other papors required to be by him 
made out, and that tho same have been filed with the proper 
officers; which statement shall be verified by his oath. 

Tho Assessor shall be ex officio Collector of foreign minors’ 
licenses, poll tax, road tax, aud State and county business

For tho collection of poll taxes and road taxes, fifteen por 
contum on the total amount collected. 

For every business license sold, ho shal! demand, and be enti- 
tled to receive, as a fee, the sum of one dollar, fifty cents of 
which shall be paid into the County Salary Fund. 

The fees and percentage herein allowed shall be retained by 
the Assessor for his own use and benefit. 


Sxo. 4. The County Treasnrer shall receive o salary of Treamrer 


fifteon hundred dollars per annum, payable out of the County 
Salary Fand, which shall bo in full for all sorvices us Treasurer, 
and also for making out all delinquent tax lists, or performin 
any other duty required of him by law. The Treasurer shall 
be ex officio Collector of taxes on real and personal property. 
For the collection of said property tax, except sahbok moneys, 
he shall receive ten per centum on all amounts collected and 
paid over by him in cach fiscal year, commencing on tho first 
Monday of March, one per contum of which shall be retained 
by him for his own uso and benefit; and he is required and 
directed to, and shall pay the other nine per centum of the 
amount allowed for collecting said taxes, into the County Salary 
Fund ; provided, that for the collection of taxcs lovied for State 
urposes, the same percontage shall be allowed by the State to 
the Tax Collector of Kl Dorado County as is allowed under the 
provisions of section seven of an Act to regulate salaries and 
fix the compensation of cortain county officers, approved March 
twonty-cighth, eighteen hundred and sixty-cight.

G. The County Clerk, to include all services rendered County 
as County Clerk, and ex officio as Rocorder, Auditor, Clerk oft: 


the Boards of Supervisors, Equalization and Canvassers, to 
include the pay of deputies and clerk hire, shall receive four 
thousand dollars per annum, payable out of the Salary Fund.

Seo. 7. The District Attorney shall receive, for all services District 


required of bim by law, or by virtue of his office, a salary at 
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the rate per annum of fifteon hundred dollars, payable ont of 
the Sulary Fund ; and for services rendered in the collection of 
delinquent taxes, he shall receive, for his own use and benefit, 
eight per centum on the amount recovered, to be added thereto 
if paid before judgment, and if not so paid, then twolve por 
centum, to be added to and constitute a part of tho judgment; 
provided, that in no case shall the State or county be liable for 
such per centum. 

Sec. 8. The County Judge shall reccive an annual salary of 
fifteen hundred dollars, payable out of the County Salary Fund.

Sro. 10. At any regular meoting of the Board of Supervisors, 
tho officers to whom per diem, fees or salaries are dac, may 
make out and prosent to the Board the account of their services, 
as provided in this Act; and if it shall appear to the satisfaction 
of said Board that said officers bave complied with the provi- 
sions of the same, they shall allow and order paid, out of tho 
Salary Fund, tho amount severally duo such officers; procided, 
that the salaries of the sevoral officers shall be paid monthly, 
but if at the end of any month there should not be sufticiont 
money in tho Salary Fund to pay all, the Treasurer shall pay to 
each his pro rata of the whole amount in the Salary Fund, and 
aa tho money is received into the Salary Fund the Treasurer 
shall pay it pro rata to the several officers, until the whole 
amount due has been paid.

For taking a prisoner before a magistrate or to prison, or 
service of any process in criminal cases, ho shall receive mileage 
for the most distant only, whero witnesses or parties upon which 
services is made live in the same direction; which mileage, as 
well as that allowed for services in civil cases, and also the fees

Section 1. The Board of Supervisors of Napa County are 
hereby authorized and required to cause a suitablo bridge to be 
constructed across Putah Creek, where the county road leading 
from Napa City to Monticello now crosses said creek. within 
one year of the passage of this Act. ; 

Seo 2. The said Board of Supervisors of Napu County shall 
contract with the lowest responsible bidder for the construction 
of said bridge, upon such plse as they may designate, first givin 
thirty days notice by publication in some newspaper publishe 
in the County of Napa, and by public notice set up in threo of 
the most public places in saia county, one of which shall be set 
up in the Town of Monticello. 

Sec. 3. The Board of Supervisors of Napa County are hereby 
authorized and directed, in addition to the taxcs already author- 
ized by law to be collected, to levy, for the year cightcen hun- 
dred and seventy, to be collected as other taxos are collected, 
on all property, real and personal, throughout the County of 
Napa, liable to taxation, such sum as in their judgment, after

cablo and direct route to a point near Bradford’s, in Locolloyome 
Valley, in said County of Lake; road to cross Kelsey Creek at 
or near Boll's farm and to run the most direct and practicable 
route to the Ben Moore Mill; thence to the “Snow Place,” on 
the divide between Cobb Valley and Locolloyome Valley ; thence 
to Bradford’s on the best and most practicable route. 
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Sec. 2. Whenever tho said William H. Manlove and his 
associates shall have constructed five miles of said road and tho 
bridges thereon, to the satisfaction of the Board of Supervisors 
of said county, it shall be the duty of said Board to receive the 
same, and to issue and deliver to Manlove and his associates 
bonds of said county in such denominations as they think 
best, to the amount of five thousand dollars; and as fast as the 
said Manlove and his associates shall complete snch suecceding 
five miles, not exceeding thirty miles in all, it shall be the duty 
of said Board, after it has examined said road and accepted said 
sections of road, to issue and deliver to the said Manlove and 
his associates the bonds of said county, in like manner and 
umount as aforesaid, the whole amount of said bonds not to 
excecd thirty thousand dollars. 

Src 3. Said bonds shall be payable in ten years from tho 
date of their issue, in United States gold coin, and shall bear 
interest at the rate of eight per cent. per annum, payable anna- 
ally, and sball have the proper interest coupons attached. 

Sec. 4. Whenever said road is fully completed, it shall be the 
property of said Lake County, and tho Board of Supervisors of 
said county shall have power to levy and collect such tolls thorcon 
as shall be sufficient, after keeping said road in good repair, to 
pay the interest on said bonds and to provide for the redemption 
of the same; and suid rates of toll shall in no case excecd such 
per cent. as shall be necessary for the purpose above stated.

correct administration of the city and county government, 
and more especially to the administration of justice therein ; 
and whereas, in view of such want it is deemed important 
for the complete and perfect accomplishment of the public 
purposes for which the municipal government of the City 
and County of San Francisco is organized and maintained, 
that a complete public law library shonld be catablished, and 
its use secured to the various Courts, the bar, the municipal 
authorities, and the citizens of San Francisco. Now, thore- 
foro. with a view to and for the purpose of the accomplish- 
ment of the said objects, 


The People of the State of California, represented in Senate and 
Assembly, do enact as follows: 


Section 1. The San Francisco Law Library, from and after 
the accoptance of the provisions of this Act in the mode here- 
inafter provided, shall be under the direction and control of a 
Board of Trustecs, consisting of the Mayor of the City and 
County of San Francisco, the soveral Judges of the District 
Courts having jurisdiction in said city and county, all of whom 
shall be ex officio members of said Board, and seven other Trus- 
tees, who shall be elected by the shareholders at the timo and 
in the manner hereinafter provided, and annually thereafter ;

The People of the State uf Culifornia, represented in Senate and 
Assembly, do enact as follows : 


Secrion 1. The Board of Supervisors of the City and County 
of San Francisco are hereby anthorized and empowered to 
appropriate, allow, and ordcr paid, out of the General Fund, 
the several srms of money hercinufter mentioned, and to exer- 
cise the following powers, to wit: 

First—To appoint a Janitor for the City Tall, at a salary of 
seventy-five dollars per month. 

Second—To appoint four gardeners to take charge of Ports- 
mouth, Washington, Union and Columbia Squares, at a salary 
of seventy-fivo dollars per month each. + 

Third—To authorize the Board of Health to appoint two 
Health Inspectors, at a salary of one hundred and twenty-five 
dollars each per month. 

Fourth—To authorize the Board of Health to appoint a Clerk 
for the Icalth Office, at a salary of one hundred and fifty dol- 
lars per month. 

Fifti—To oxpend a sum not exceeding ten thousand dollars 
per month for the support, caro and maintenance of such per- 
sons as may he admittcd to the City and County Hospital and 
Almshouse, which sum shall be in lieu of all sums now author- 
ized by law to be expended fur such purposes. 

Sicth—To expend a sum. not to exceed fifteen thousand dol- 
lara, for extending and repairing the fire alarm and police tel- 
egraph, payable out of the General Fund. 

Secenth—For inclosing with wood the city and county prop- 
erty, including a portion of the land reserved for public use by 
tho Outside Land Committee, fifteen thonsand dollars. 

Kighth—To pay, out of the General Fund, for inclosing and 
improving tho City Cemetery, and paying keeper thereof, the 
sum of six thousand five hundred dollars. 

Src. 2. To pay, out of the General Fund, the following sums, 
which have heretofore been allowed by said Board, and ordered 
paid, in excoss of respective allowances provided by law: 

First—F or Small-pox Hospital purposes, cighty-seven thousand 
fivo hundred and sixty-seven dollars. 

Second—For City and County Hospital and Almshouse, 
thirteen thousand cight hundred and thirty-three dollars. 

\ Third—For rebuilding City Hall, and other public buildings 
partaie ae by the earthquake, sixty-ono thousand eight hundred 
ollars. 

Fourth—For ronning expenses and material for the Fire 
Department, two thousand six hundred and ninety dollars.

[Approved March 10, 1870.] 


The People of the State af California, represented in Senute and 
Assembly, do enuct as follows: 


Section L. There shall be and is hereby created a Board of Marine 

Comunissioners, to be denominated the Marine Board of the Port 2°" 
of San Francisco, for licensing sailors’ boarding houses and 
shipping masters in the City and County of San Francisco. 
Said Board shall consist of three members, one of whom shall 
be the Chief of Police of the City and County of San Francisco, 
and two shall be appointed by the Governor of the State of 
California, All the members of said Board shall be commis- 
sioned by the Governor. and shall take an oath of office as pre- 
scribed by law The Board shall maintain an office in the City 
of San Francisco, the rent whereof shall not exceed fifty dollars 
per month, gold coin, 

Sec. 2. The Marine Board hereby constituted shall organize Organize. 
for tho transaction of business as soon as practicable. Said 
Board shall appoint one of it members President, and shall 
appoint a Secretary, and shall mako such by-laws and adopt 
sach regulations as may be necdfal tor tho orderly conduct of 
its business. not inconsistent with the Constitution and laws of 
this State. A majority shall constitute a qnorum for the trans- 
action of business. 

Sec. 8. The compensation of the members and officers of said Compena. 
Board shall be as follows: ‘The President shall receive the sum fen simeen 
of six hundred dollars, gold coin, per year; the other two mem. niicers. 
bers of said Board shall each receive the sam of five hundred 
dollars, gold coin. per year; the Secretary shall receive a salary 
to be fixed by the Board, not to exceed the sum of fitteen hun- 
dred dollars, gold coin, per year; and there shall be allowed, in 
addition to the foregoing, a sutticient sum to pay the necessary 
and incidental expenses of suid Board.

posted in the office or principal room of cach boarding house or

orliceme. anthority at discretion to revoke any such license for the viola- 
tion of the rules and regulations which it may prescribe, as well 
aa for the violation of the provisions of this Act. 

For each and every license issued for a sailors’ hotel 
or boarding house, there shall be paid by the party to whom 
such license is issued, the sum of fifty dollars, in United States 
gold coin. each year; and for every license to carry on the 
business of a shipping office, there shall be paid by the party to 
whom said license is issued, the sum of one hundred dollars, in 
United States gold coin, each year.

onttkense, GUCt OF Carry on, as Owner, proprictor, agent or otherwise. any 
sailors’ boarding house or sailors’ hotel. in the City and County 
of San Francisco, without having the license in this Act 
provided. 

Boarding Src. 11. It shall not be lawful for any sailors’ boarding 

vers house or hotel keeper, landlord, runner or shipping master, or 
any one of their employés, to board any vessel entering the 
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harbor of San Francisco. heforo such vessel shall have been 
made fast to the wharf. 

Sec. 12. It shall not bo lawful for any owner, agent, master 
or other person having charge of any vessel arriving in the port 
of San Francisco, to authorize or permit any sailors’ hotel or 
boarding house keeper, nor any runner, agent or employé of any 
sailors’ boarding house or hotel keeper to board or attempt to 
board any vessel arriving in the harbor of San Francisco botore 
such vessel shall have been made fast to the wharf; nor to 
board or attempt to board any veseel lying or being in the 
harbor aforesaid, unless he shall wear a hadge or shield as here- 
inbefore provided, nor unless such sailors’ hotel or boarding 
house keeper shall have been duly licensed as provided in this 
Act. 

Sec. 18. Jt shall not be lawful for any sailors’ hotel or board. 
ing house keeper, having boarded any vessel in the port of San 
Francisco, to refuso or ucylect to leave said vessel after having 
been ordered so to do by tho master or person having charge of 
such vessel. 

Sec. 14. Every licensed boarding house or hotel keeper shall 
make a return every Monday of each week to the Marine Board 
hereby constituted, of the number of men boarding and lody- 
ing at his house. tho number received, the number shipped during 
the week, and the number of men ready for shipment. 

Szo. 15. Upon satisfactory evidence of the disorderly char. 
acter of any sailors’ hotel or boarding house, licensed as herein 
provided. or of the keeper or proprietor of any such house, or 
of maltreatment of any boarder or lodger therein, or of any 
force. fraud, deceit or misrepresentation in inviting or soliciting 
boarders or lodgers for such house, on the part of such keeper 
or proprictor. or of any of his agents, rnnners or employés, or 
of any attempt to persuade or entice any of the crew to desert 
from any vessel in the port of San Francisco, or of harboring 
or concealing any deserter from any vessel, knowing or having 
good reason to believe him to be such deserter. or of any othor 
illegal or dishonest conduct by auch keeper or proprictor, or of 
any of his agents, runners or employés. said Board may revoke 
the license for keeping such honse. 

Sec. 16. Jt shall not be lawful for any person to carry on 
the business of a shipping master, or the business of shipping 
seamen or crews for vessels, in the City and County of San 
Francisco, or to ship or procure to be shipped seamen or crews 
for vessels lying or heing in the harbor of San Francisco. for a 
compensation paid or to be paid for such sorvice, without first 
having procured a license as provided in this Act. or otherwise 
than as herein provided. 

Sec. 17. No seaman or other person shall be shipped while 
in a state of intoxication, by any shipping master licensed by 
the said Board; and if any seaman shall come or be brought to 
the office of any shipping master in a state of intoxication, the 
shipping master may cause him to be detained until he shall 
become sober and capable of acting intelligently. 

Sec. 18. If any shipping master or other person licensed 
under the provisions of this Act to open or carry on a shipping 
office, shall be guilty of a violation of any of the provisions of 
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this Act, or if such shipping master or other person,.or his 
agent. servant or employé, shall be guilly of oppressive, fraudu- 
lent or unjust conduct towards any seaman, or otherwise shall 
be guilty of any illegal, oppressive or unjust act in carrying on 
the business for which he is licensed. the Board, upon satisfac- 
tory proof thereof, may revoke the license granted to such 
person. 

Sec. 19. If, at the time of shipment of any seaman or otber 
person, or previous thereto. any person shall file with the Board 
un account against such seaman, or other person, for board. 
clothing. or other necessary things furnished him while in port 
since his last provious voyage, said Board shall cause an investi- 
gation to be made as to the correctness of such account; and if 
the same shall be found to be correct and proper, it shall be a lien 
on any wages to be paid for the voyage for which such seaman or 
person may be shipped, and the said Board shall have power to 
collect the sume for the benefit uf the party entitled thereto. 
Said Board shall mako such regulations in regard to allowing 
accounts so presented, as may be calculated to prevent seamen 
in port from being furnished with intoxicating liquors. 

Sec. 20. If any seaman, alter shipping for a voyage on 
any vessel in the port of San Francisco, and signing the ship- 
ping articles, shall refuse to render himaclf on board such vos- 
sel, according to the terms of his agreement, or shall desert 
from such vessel, he shall be deemed and held to be a deserter, 
and muy he arrested by any police officer, on a certificate of 
the fact of such shipment, signed by the President of’ said 
Board and countersigned by the Secretary, in auch manner as 
the rules or by-laws of said Board shall require ; and the police 
oflicer arresting such seaman shall immediately carry him 
before a Justice of the Peace of the City and County of San 
Francisco, giving notice thereof at the office of said Board, and 
if such Justice, on an investigation of the matter, shall be satis- 
fied that such person ig not a deserter, he shall discharge him 
trom arrest. 

Sec. 21. Said Marine Board may make such by-laws, rules 
and regulations concerning the shipment of seamen, the paying 
off of crews of vessels, the reference of controversios and the 
general transaction of its business and for the proper and faithful 
performance of the provisions of this Act, as it may deem 
proper and are not inconsistent with the Constitution and laws 
of this State and of the United States; and it shall be the duty 
of the Chief of Police or City Marshal, with the force at com- 
mand, to exccute all orders ot sid Board. 

Seo. 22. Whoever shall offend against any or either of the 
provisions contained in this Act, and any Commissioner or 
Secretary appointed under this Act who shall directly or indi- 
recily receive any gratuity or reward other than as herein pro- 
vided, or on account of any license under this Act. shall be 
deemed guilly of a misdemeanor, and shall, upon conviction 
thereof. be punished by imprisonment in a county jail for a 
term not exceeding one year and not less than thirty days. or 
by a fine not exceeding five hundred dollars and not loss than 
one hundred dollars, or by both such fine and imprisonment. 

Sec. 25. Said Board shall file, within ten days after the first

also an account of its disbursoments.

CHAPTER CLXXVI. 
An Act to incorporate the Town af San Juan. 
[Appreved March 10, 1870.] 


The People of the State of California, represented in Senate and 
assembly, do enact as follows: 


Section 1. The inhabitants of the Town of San Juan, County town of san 
of Monterey, are hereby constituted a body corporate and poli- 7" 
tic, under the name and style of “ The Inhabitants of the Town 
of San Juan,” and by that name and style they and their suc- 
eessora shall be known in law and have perpetual succession, 
and be invested with all tho rights and privileges conferred by, 
and be subject to all liabilities, restriction and provisions of an 
Act ontitled an Act to provide for tho incorporation of towns, 
approved April nineteenth, A. D eighteen hundred and fifty-six, 
so far as the provisions of said Act may be consistent with the 
provisions of this Act. 

Sec. 2. Tho corporate limits of suid town shall be as follows: corporate 
Beginning at tho section corners of section twenty-eight. twenty 
nine, thirty-two and thirty-three of township twelve south, 
range four east, Mount Diablo base and meridian; running 
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thence east forty chains; thence south thirty-seven and _fifty- 
seven one-hundredths chains; thence north, sixty-nine and ono- 
half degrees east, two and forty one-hundredths chains; thence 
north, thirty-four and one-half degrees cast, ten and one-half 
chains; thence south, forty-eight degrees east, eleven and tive 
one-hundredths chains; thence south, thirty-five and three- 
fourths degrees west, four and fifty-five one-hundredths chains ; 
thence east six and twenty-one ouc-hundredths chains; thenee 
south forty chains, to the township line between townships 
twelve and thirtoen south; thenee along said township line, 
west, fifty-seven and one-half chains. to the line of the Rancho 
San Antonio; thence along the ranch lino north. thirty-five 
degrees east, fourtven and sixty ono-hundredths chains, to post 
marked “* M. Ti.

Seo. 4. Ln addition to the Board of ‘Trustees, the officers of 
said town shall consist of a Marshal, Treasurer und Assessor, 
who sball reccive such compensation as may be allowed by the 
Board of Trustees. 

See. 4, The annual clection for officers in said town shall

CHAPTER CLAXVIT. 


An Act in relation to the Omnibus Ieuilroad Company tithe City and 
' County of San Francisco. 


[Became o law by operation of the Constitution. March 11, 1870.] 


The People of the State of California, represented in Senate and 
algsembly, do enuect as follows: ; 


Seorryn 3. The right is hereby granted to the Omnibus 
Railroad Company, in the City and County of San Francisco, 
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being the assignee of the partics namod as the grantees of an 
Act entitled an Act to provide fora railroad within the City 
aud County of San Francisco, passed April seventeenth, one 
thousand cight hundred and sixty-one, to lay down and maintain 
within the City and County of San Francisco an iron railroad, 
with asiugle or double track, with all the necessary switches, 
aide tracks and turnouts, as follows: From and connecting with 
the said company’s railroad on ‘Third street, at King strect; 
thence on and along said King street to Second street ; thence 
ou and along Second street to Townsend street; and along and 
upon Second strect, from Brannan street to and connecting 
with the said company's track on Second street, at Howard 
street. Said railroad company shall have planked, macadam- 
ized or paved, at their own cxpenac, in the manner as the 
proper authorities of said city and county shall direct, the 
space within the rails along said tracks, and keep the same at 
all times in yood repair; and in case the said owners fail to 
plank. pave or macadamize, in the manner and as the proper 
authorities of said city and county shall direct, the space within 
the rails along said tracks, or in case they fail to keep such 
space in good repair, then the Superintendent of Streets of said 
eily and county shall give the owners or Superintendent of said 
railroad notice in writing, in which notice he shall specify the 
work required to bo dono, and if aftor the expiration of ten 
days from the date of said notice the owners of said road sball 
fail to have the work done, aa required in said notice, then the 
said Superintendent of Streets shall have power aud is hereby 
authorized to have said work done; and the expense of such 
work shall be collected from the owners of such railroad, in 
the same manner as is provided by law for the collection of 
assessments in tho said city and county, and shall, until col- 
lected, continue as a lien against such railroad, subject to all 
the conditions, provisions and limitations imposed by law, by 
aun Act of the Legislature entitled an Act to provide for a rail- 
road within the City and County of San Francisco, approved 
March seventeenth, eighteen hundrod and sixty-one, and all 
the Acts amendatory thereof and supplementary thereto.

son street, is hereby repealed, and the said condition is abroyated 
und released, so far as respects the laying, maintaining aud con- 
tinuing of a single track upon said route, as the samo ia now 
constructed, with the neccasary switches, turnouts and connec- 
tions ; provided, however, that nothing in this section shall be 
so construcd as to impair or abrogate any agreement between 
the owners of property abutting upon the said route from Mar- 
ket street, to and through Montgomery street, to Jackson streot, 
and the anid Omnibus Railroad Company, relative to keeping 
said portion of Montgomery strect in repair. 

Sec. 3. The said Omnibus Railroad Company is hereby 
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authorized and empowered to relinquish and abandon, at any 
time within one year. that portion of their route on Sixteenth 
street. between Howard and Dolores streets, without prejudice 
to their rights. privileges and franchise in the remaining por- 
tions of their routes; and such relinquishment and abandonment 
shall be evidenced by filing a certificate to that offect in the 
oftice of the Secrotary of State, which said certificate shall be 
under the hands of the Prosident and Socretary, and the cor- 
porate seal of said company. 

Sec. 4. This Act shall take effect from and after its passage.

An Act to confirm the action of the Bourd of Trustees of the City af 
Vallejo, in relation to certain privileges yrauted to the Valleju City 
Water Company. 


{Beeame a law by operation of the Constitution, March 11, 1870.] 


The People of the State of Califurnia, represented in Senate and 
Assembly, do enact as follows: 


Srorion 1. ‘The proposal of the Vallejo City Water Company 
to furnish the City of Vallejo with water for the extinguish- 
ment of fires, in consideration of the privilege asked for, of lay- 
ing down water pipes in the streets of said city, and the 
acceptance of the same by the Board of Trustees of said City 
of Vallejo, together with tho leave granted said Vallejo City 
Water Company to lay down pipes and erect bydrants and res- 
ervoirs within the city limits, by said Board of Trustees, dated 
the seventh day of September, eighteen hundred and sixty-cight, 
are hereby ratified and confirmed. This confirmation is upon 
the express conditions that said company, in excavating the 
streets of said city for the purpose of laying or repairing said 
pipes, shall at all timos comply with the orders or ordinances 
of the municipal authorities of said city, under such penalties 
as may be prescribed by the ordinances thereof. 

Src. 2. This Act shall take effect from and after ita passage.

An Act to regulate fees of office and salaries of officers in Siskiyou 
County. 


[Approved March 12, 1870.] 


The People of the State of California, represented in Senate and 
Assembly, do enact as Sottows: : 


Srcrion 1. Fees and salaries shall be allowed to the officers r ws und 
of Siskiyou County hereinafter named, for their services ren-* 
dered in discharging the duties imposed on them by law, as 
herein provided ; “and such officers may lawfully charge, demand 
and receive the same, to be applied, as bereinafler provided, in 
gold and silver coin of the United States, and all costs recov- mn coin. 
ered in any suit or proceeding shall be paid in gold and silver 
coin. 

Src. 2. No fees or other compensation shall be ‘charged or xameaa- 
received for certificate of declaration to becomo a citizen of the mrs 
United States, and for making a record thereof, or for issuing 
a cortificate of citizenship to become a citizen of the United 
States, or for making a record theroof. 


FEES OF CLERK OF THE DISTRICT COURT. 


Sec. 8. Atthe commencement of each suit, the Clerk shall be cterk of vise 
entitled to demand and receive from the plaintiff, in addition to tt cont. 
the Judye’s docket fee, as prescribed by law, not to exceed the 
sum of ten dollars, to cover costs to the time of judgment, and 
from the defendant, three dollars, to cover costs for the same time.

Sec. 7. The Sheriff shall be ex officio Tax Collector of prop- 
erty taxes, business licenses and foreign miners’ licenses. The 
Sheriff, as ex officio Tux Collector of the taxes herein spocified, 
shall execute a bond in the same amount and conditioned the 
same as required by law for Counly Tax Collectors, said bond 
to be in addition to the bond he is required to execute as Sheriff.

Sec. 15 The Board of Supervisora are hereby empowered 
to require of the County Assessor, as ex officio Collector of the 
taxes above specified, a bond, in such sum as they shall deem 
necessary, conditioned for the faithfal performance of his duty 
as ex officio Collector of said taxes herein specified ; said bond 
to be in addition to the bond he is required to give as Assessor. 


DISTRICT ATTORNEY. 


Sec. 16. Tn the County of Siskiyou, the District Attorney 
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shall reecive for his services, to bo paid quarterly out. of the bistrict 
County General Pund, a salary of twelve hundred dollars per A™*s- 
annum. In addition to the salary herein provided for. said 
District Attorney shall be entitled to charge and receive ten 

per centuin on all forfeited bonds and recognizances collected 

by him. 

For services rendered by him in the collection of delinquent

For all amounts collected by him for the State or county.

tion in any one case shall not exceed five hundred dollars. 

For overy conviction had under the Act to prohibit gaming 
and the Act to probibit lotteries, raffles, gift enterprises aod 
other schemes, to be collected from the party or parties offend- 
ing or convicted, fifty dollars 

For each conviction of felony, where the penalty is death. 
fifty dollars; for every other conviction of felony, except as 
herein provided for, twenty-five dollars ; and for cach conviction 
in cases of mixdemeanor, fiftecu dollars. 

{n all convictions, the fees heroin allowed shall be assessed 
againat the defendant, and shall not hecome a county charge ; 
provided, however, said tee shall become a charge on the County 
General Pand in case of the inability of the defendant to pay 
thexame. Should the fees, commissions and percentage received 
in any one year by tho District Attorney, added to his salary 
herein provided for, excced the sum of two thousand dollars. 
the excess over two thousand dollars shall be paid by him into 
the county treasury, aud shall constitute a part of the County 
General Lund.

Sec. 17. In Siskiyou Coanty, the Superintendent of Public superintend- 
Schools shall be allowed for his services, twenty dollars Su; ofPublic 
per annum for each school district, and all necessary trav- 
elling expenses. And he shall be allowed, in addition to his 
salary, for postage and cxpressage, a sum equal to one dollar 
for each school district of the county. Said compensation and . 
allowance for postage and expressage to be paid out of the 
County General Fund 


FRES OF PUTAIC ADMINISTRATOR. 


Src. 18. In Siskiyou County, the Public Administrator shall pumice aa- 
hereafter be entitled to receive tor his services the same fees as Mettler. 
ure allowed executors and administrators by an Act entitled an 
Act to revulato the scttlement of tho estatea of deceased per- 
sons, prssed May first, eighteen hundred and fifty-one. 
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Sec. 19. For serving simmons in civil cases, for each defend- 
ant. fifty cents. : 

For summoning any jury before a Justice of the Peace, 
including mileage, two dollars. 

For making sales of extrays, the same fees as for sales on 
execution. 

For all other services, the same fees as are allowed to Sheriffs 
for similar services 

For services performed by the several officers under the Act 
concerning water craft found adrift, and lost money and prop- 
erly. passed April fifth, eighteen hundred and fifty, they shall 
receive the fees prescribed in said Act. 


FEES OF COUNTY CORONER. 


Sec. 20. In the County of Siskiyou, the Connty Coroner 
shall reccive, for his services, compensation as follows: 

For general services. in holding an inquest, ten dollars. 

For each witness snbprenaed, fifty counts. 

For each mile necessarily travelled, in going to the place of 
inquest, thirty cents. 

lor directing or attending the interment of cach body upon 
which an inquest has been held, two dollars. : 

Which fees shall be all that he shall be entitled to charge. 


FEES OF COUNTY SURVEYOR. 


Sro. 27. In the County of Siskiyou, the County Surveyor 
shall receive the following fees: 

For tbe first mile actually run with compass and chain, in 
wood or brush, or galt marsh and tide lands, four dollars; for 
each succeeding mile, two dollars. 

For each mile run with compass alone. one dollar and fifty 
cents. 

For the first mile actua‘ly run with compass and chain, in 
open land, three dollars. 

For each succeeding mile, ono dollar and fifty cents. 

For each mile run with compass alone, one dollar. 

For each lot laid out and platted, in any city or town, one 
dollar. 

For recording a survey, seventy-five cents. 

For calculating the quantity of each tract of land. or any sub- 
division thereof (town lots excepted), ten cents for each course. 

For travelling to the place of survey, for cach mile, in going 
only, thirty conts; and if he shall be reqitred and duly notified 
to make other surveys while in the discharge of his official duty, 
whilo in the field, he shall be entitled to mileage only from the 
place last surveyed by him. 

For ascertaining the location of each town lot in an old sur- 
vey, measuring and marking tho same, one dollar. 

For copies and certificates, per folio, twenty cents. 

For erecting a monument at the corner of any survey, when 
required, one dollar. 
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For erecting 4 monument, when running a line at a variation 
or offact, when required, fifty cents. 

For copy of plat of any survey and certificate, required by 
any person, or to be transmitted to tho Survoyor-Gencral, ono 
dollar and one-half, to be paid by the party requiring the survey ; 
expenses of assistants shall be an additional charge, to be agreed 
upon between the parties; or in cases of surveys ordered by 
the Court or Board of Supervisors, such compensation as shall 
be by them allowed. 


FEES OF JUSTICES OF TIE PEACE. 


Seo. 22. In the County of Siskiyou, Justices of the Peace 
shall receive fees as follows: 

For filing cach paper, twenty-five cents. 

For issuing any writ or process by which suit is commenced, 
fifty cents. 

For enteriug cach cause on his docket, fifty cents. 

For issuing subpeena, twenty-five conta, 

For administering an oath or affirmation, twonty-five cents ; 

For each certificate, twonty-five conta. 

For issuing writ of attachment or of arrest, or for the delivery 
of property, fifty cents. 

For centering any final judgmont, for the first folio, ono dollar; 
for cach additional folio, twenty cents. . 

For taking or approving any bond or undertaking, directed 
by law to be taken or approved by him, fifty cents. 

For taking justification to a bond, fifty cents. 

For swearing a jury, fifty conts. 

For taking depositions, per folio, twenty conts. 

For entering satisfaction of a judgment, fifty cents. 

Por copy of a judgmont, order, docket, provecdings or paper 
in his oftice, for cach folio, twenty cents. 

For issuing commission to take testimony, fifty cents. 

For issuing supersedeas to an oxecution, fifty cents. 

For making up and transmitting transcript and papers on 
appeal, one dollar and fifty conts. 

for issuing scarch warrant, fifty cents. 

For issuing an execution, fifty cents. 

For celebrating marriage and yeturning certificate theroof to 
the Recorder, five dollars. 

For all services and prococdings before a Justice of the Peace, 
in a criminal action or procoeding, whothor on examination or 
trial, three dollars. 

For taking bail after commitmont in criminal cases, one 
dollar. 

For ontering cauaé, without process, ee pee 

For entering judgment by confossion, and only on affidavit as 
required in District Courts, three dollars 

For entering every motion, rule, exception, order or default, 
twenty-five cents. 

For transcript of judgment, per folio, twenty cents. 

For taking an acknowledgment of any instrument, for the 
first name, fifty cents; for each additional name, twenty-five 
cents. 
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For all services connected with the posting of estrays, inelud- 
ing the transcript for the Recorder, two dollars. 

n cases before Justices of the Peace, where the venue shall 
be changed, the Justice before whom the action shall be brought, 
for all services rendered, including the making up and trans- 
mission of the transcript and papers, shall receive two dollars ; 
and the Justice before whom the trial shall take place shall 
receive the same feos ay if the action had been commenced 
hefore him. , 

All fees of Justices of the Peace, including those on trial and 
those on appeal, must be paid before the Justice shall be com- 
pelled to forward any papers on appeal. 

For all services appertaining to the Coroner's office, which 
the Coroner is unable to attend to, the Justices of the Peace 
shall receive the same fvcs as ure allowed the Coroner for simi- 
lar services. 

SUPERVISORS. 


Src. 23. In the County of Siskiyou, cach member of the 
Board of Supervisors shall receive a sulary of two hundred avd 
fifty dollars per annum, and mileage at the rate of twenty cents 
por mile, in travelling from his residence to the county soat and 
returning home from the same ; provide’, that but one mileage 
shall be charged for each torm of the Board; said salary and 
mileage to be paid quarterly out of the County General Fund. 


FEES OF JURORS. 
Sze. 24. In the County of Siskiyou, grand and trial jurors 


shall receive three dollars per day for attendance upon a Court 
of record, and thirty cents per mile for travelling from their 


‘residence to the place of trial. No juror who shall be excused 


from attendance, upon his own motion, on the first day of his 
appearance in obedience to the venire, shall receive per diem, 
but mileage only. In civil cases, the party in whose favor ver- 
dict is rendered, before the same shall be entered, sball pay the 
jury fees; but the same may be recovered as costs from the 
party losing the case ; provided, that Clerks of Courts of record 
shall keep an account of all moneys received for trials by each 
juror during the term, and if the sum so received by such juror 
shall not amount to three dollars per day and mileage. he shall 
deliver to such juror a certificate of the time and mileage for 


“which he is still entitled to receive pay, which shall be paid out 


of the County General Fund as other county dues are paid. If 
in any trial in a civil case the jury be for any cause discharged 
without finding a verdict, the fees of the jury shall be paid by 
the party who demanded the jury, but inay be recovered as 
costs, if he afterwards obtain judgment; and until they are paid, 
no further proceeding shal] be allowed in the action. Jurors in 
a Justice’s Court, in civil cases, shall receive three dollars per 
day, but no mileage, to be taxed against the party losing the 
Built. 
FEES OF COURT COMMISSIONERS. 


Sec 25. In the County of Siskiyou, Court Commissioners shall 
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be entitled to charge and receive, for their services, the follow- Court com. 
ing fees : Milsgianera., 

For hearing and determing every ex parte motion for any order 
or writ, three dollars. ‘ 

For hearing and determining such contested motions or issues 
of law or fact as may he referred to them, or for taking proof 
upon or determining any matter of fact upon which information 
may be required by the Court, tive dollars. 

For every day spent in the business of the reference in such 
cases, for examining into the qualifications of sureties on bonds 
or undertakings, when an exception has been taken to their auffi- 
ciency, five dollars. 

For taking and certifying every affidavit, and for the approval 
of every bond or undertaking, fifty cents. 

For taking and certifying depositions, twenty-five cents per 
folio. 

For overy delinquent tax case referred to the Commissioner, 
for all the services performed by him, three dollars. 

Said fees to bo paid by the party by whom or at whose 
instance the matter may be brought before said Commissioner ; 
orif referred by the Court, without motion from cither party, or 
if by consent thereby, tho plaintiff, and the fees so fixed to’ bo 
taxed, with the costs, against the losing party. Such Court 
Commiassionor shall have tho right to demand his fees, as afore- 
said, at the time the services aro porformed, and may retain any 
and all papers. in cases whore such foes have not beon paid, until 
the same are paid. 

COUNTY JUDGE. 


See. 26. In Siskiyou County, the County Judgo shall receive Comty 
a salary of fifteen hundred dollars per annum ; provided, that tho “"®" 
provisions of an Act entitled an Act to fix tho salarios of judi- 
cial officers and provide for the payment of the same, approved 
April twenty-seventh, ono thousand eight hundred and sixty- 
three, so far as thoy relate to the salary of the County Judge 
of Siskiyou County, shall romain in force till the first day of 
January, one thousand cight hundred and seventy-two. 


WITNESS FEES. 


Src. 27. In the County of Siskiyou, witnesses shall roccive witnex teox 
foes us follows: . 

For attending in any civil suit or proceeding before any Court 
of record, Referee, Commissioner, or Justice of the Peace, for 
each day. three dollars. 

For travelling to the place of trial, for each mile. thirty cents. 

In ease of impeachment and contested elections, for travelling 
to the place of trial, twenty cents per milo. 

No person shall be obliged to attend or testify in a civil action, 
unless his fees shall have been tendered, or he shall not bave 
demanded the same. 

No fees shall be allowed any witness in a criminal action or 
proceeding unless he shall attend before o grand jury or a 
Court of record, as a witness on behalf of the people, upon a 
subpeena or by virtue of a recognizanco, and it shall appear that 
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he has come from any place out of the county, or that ho is 
poor, the Court. if the attendance of the witness be upon a 
trial, by an order upon its minutes, or in any other case, the 
County Judge, by an order subscribed by him, may direct the 
Treasurer of the county to pay tho witnoss a reasonable sum, to 
be specified in the order, for his expenses, and no person who 
resides without any county shall be obliged, in a civil action or 
proceeding, to attend as a witness in said county, unless the 
distance be less than thirty miles from his place of residence to 
the place of’ trial. 


FEES OF JUDGES AND OLERKS OF ELECTION. 


duigesand Seo. 28. Judges and Clerks of Election shall be allowed 

rd threo dollars per day each for the time they are necessarily 
employed in tho discharge of the dutics imposed on them; 

. provided, that Judgos of Election shall not be allowed for more 
than five days servico in any one year; provided, that the Board 
of Supervisors shall allow Clerks of Elections for as many days 
service as it shall appear that they were actually employed in 
discharging the dutics by law imposed on them. 


FEES OF INTERPRETERS AND TRANSLATORS. 


Interpreters SEC. 29, Interpreters and translators shall receive such coin- 

tud Transt- Hensation for their services as the Court shall allow, to be taxed 

: and collected as other costs; bat the sume shall not exceed four 
dollars per day. 

Kecnscted. Sec. 80 Sections thirty-four, thirty-five, thirty-six, thirty- 
seven, thirty-cight, thirty-nine, forty, forty-one, turty-two, forty- 
threo, forty-four, forty five, forty-six, forty-seven, forty-cight, 
forty-nine and fifty ofan Act entitled an Act to regulate fees of 
office und salaries of certain officers, and to repeal certain other 
Acts in relation thereto, approved March fitth, one thousand 
cight hundred and seventy, are hereby re-enacted and made 
part of this Act. 

Repeuted. Sec. 31. An Act entitled an Act to regulate fees of. office,

This Act shall take cffuct and be in forco from and 
after its passago. 
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CHAPTER CLXXX. 
An Act to incorporate the City of Gilray. 
[Approved March 12, 1870.] 


The People of the State of California, represented in Senate and 
slssembly. do enact as follows: 


Secrion 1. The inbabitants of the Town of Gilroy, in the 
County of Santa Clara, avo hereby constituted and shall con- 
tinue to be a body politic and corporate, under the name and 
style of tho City of Gilroy, and by that name and style they 
and their successors shall be known in law; shall have perpetual 
succession; may sue and bo sued; may complain or defend in 
all actions and proceedings, and in all Courts; may grant, pur- 
chase, hold and receive property, real and personal, within said 
city and no other, exeepting only burial grounds and cometerics 
and the appurtenances thereto; and may control, manage, regu- 
late. lease, sell and otherwise dispose of the same for the benefit 
of the city; and may have a common seal and alter it at pleasure. 

Sree. 2. The boundaries of the said City of Gilroy shall be as 
follows: Commencing at a point in the centre of Monterey 
strect, situated south, twonty degrees cast, forty-six chains from 
the centre of said street, where the south boundary line of 
Fourth (formerly Bodtish) strect intersects said Monterey 
street; thence running westerly, at right angles with said Mon- 
terey atrect, forty chains; thenee northerly, at right angles and 
parallel with said Morterey street, one hundred and ten chains ; 
thence easterly, at right angles with said last mentioned lines, 
eighty chains; thence southerly. and parallel with said Mon- 
terey street, one hundred and ten chains. and thence at right 
anglos westerly, furty chaina, to placo of boginning. 

Sec. 3. The govornmont of said city shall be vested in a 
Mayor. a Common Council, to consist of six members, a City 
Marshal, who shall bo ex officio City Tax Collector, a City Clerk, 
who shall be ex officio City Assessor, and a City Treasurer. 

See. 4. On the first Monday of May in each and every year 
a charter clection shall be held, at which the legally qualified 
voters of said’ city shall elect the several respective officers as 
hereinafter provided, viz: a Mayor. Clerk, Treasurer and Mar- 
shal. who shall hold their offices for one year and until their 
successors are duly elocted and qualified. Six Councilmen shall 
be electod at the charter election to be held on tho firal Monday 
in May, A. D. cighteen hundred and seventy, three of whom 
shall hold their offices for the term of one year, and three for 
the term of two years, and antil their successors are duly elected 
and qualified. At the charter election to be hold on tho first 
Monday in May, A. D. eighteen hundred and seventy-one, and 
each succeeding charter election thoreafter, there shall be three 
Councilmen elected. who shall hold their offices for the terin of 
two years, and until their saccessors are duly elected and qnal- 
ified. 

Sec. 5 It shall bo the duty of the Common Council to call 
all city clections; to designate the time and places of holding 
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the same, giving at Icast ten days notice thereof, and for all of 
which they shall appoint one Inspector and two Judges of 
Election, who, tugether with two Clerks, to be appointed by 
them, shall take the oath of office prescribed by law for Inspect- 
ors, Judges and Clerks of State and county clections; and ail 
provisions of law regulating elections fur State and county 
Officers shali apply, so far as practicable, to clections under 
this charter. The polls tor all olections shall be opened at nine 
o’clock a M., and continue open until six o'clock p. mu. of the 
same day. In case any of the officers so designated shall fail to 
attend, those attending, with the olectors assembled, shall fill 
their places by appointing other competent persons from among 
the qualified clectors present; and all returns of city clections 
shall be mado out and be signed by the officers of such election 
in the usual form, and deposited with the City Clerk; and the 
persons having the plurality of the votes cast for each of the 
respective offices voted for shall be declared duly elected; and 
no person who is not a qualified voter shall he eligible to any 
office under this charter, nor shall any person be cutitled to 
vole at any city election unless he shall be an elector for State 
and county officers, and shall have actually resided within the 
city thirty days next preceding such election. 
Canvaen Sec. 6. The Mayor and Common Council shall meet within 
returm. five days after any election, and canvass the returns and declare 
the result; and when two or more persons for any office have 
an equal and highest number of votes, the Common Council shall 
decide the election by a plurality voto of their own Board. 
Should any of the officers clected fail to quality and givo the 
bonds required, for the period of ten days after their election, 
the office shall be deemed vacant, and shall be filled as herein- 
after provided. 
Meeungeat SC. 7. The Mayor and Common Council shall hold their 
camer pegular mectings on the first Monday of each month. A major- 
* ity of all the members shall be a quorum; a less number may 
adjourn from time to time, and may compel the attendance of 
absent members. Tho Mayor shall preside at all meetings of 
the Common Couneil, but shall be entitled to no vote unless in 
case of atic. In the absence of the Mayor at any of*the reg- 
ular, or adjourned or called meetings of the Common Council, 
if five members be present, they may chovuse one of their own 
number to preside at such mecting. and all business transacted 
at such meeting, and all acts of their presiding officer, shall have 
the same validity as if presided over or dono by the Mayor, 
Every order made and ordinance passed by the Commou Council, 
in order to have legal force, must receive the approval of the 
Mayor; or, if he retnses to approve the same, to render auch 
order or ordinance valid it must receive the votes of five of the 


Councilmen. 
Vacancy m Sec. 8. If, at any time, cither or any of the officers created by 
omer: this Act, by sickness, absence or otherwise, shall neglect, refuse 


or be unable to porform the duties of his office for a perio? of 
three consecutive months, his office shall bo deemed vacant, and 
shall be so declared by the Common Council. If any such 
vacancy shall occur in the office of Mayor or Councilmen at any 
time three months previous to the regular election, the same 
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shall be filled by u special election, to be called by the Common 

touncil for that purpose. [f any vacancy shall ocenr in the 
office of City Marshal. Clerk or Treasnrer. the same shall he 
filled by appointment by the Common Council. 

Sxo. 9. Lhe Common Council shall determine the rules of its rowers of 
own proceedings, shall judge of the qualifications of ity own mom- gana? 
bers, keep a journal of its proceedings, compel the attendance 
of ifs members, and punish for disorderly condact; and for sach 
conduct may expel a membor by a two-thirds vote. They shall 
havo power to pass all proper and necessary laws for the regu- 
lation, improvement and sale of lands and other property of the 
city, except the sale and disposal of public aqaares; to license 
all and every kind of business authorized by {aw and transacted 
or carried on in said city; to fix the rates of license tax upon 
all such business, which shall not exceed the amount fixed by 
Jaw for State and county purposes, with fifty per cent. added 
thereto; providel, that in the business of selling intoxicating 
drinks in less quantities than one quart, and on any other 
business not provided for by law, the amount of’ license shall 
he fixed at their discretion, as they may deem the interest and 
good order of the city may require; to purchase, hold and lease 
property on which to crect suitable buildings for public schools 
and fire department of the city, including lands and structures 
required for public use and utility to the city; to purchase, sell, 
hold and maintain fire engines and all imploments for tho pre- 
vention and extinguishment of fires ; to organize and maintain 
a fire department and establish fire limits; to constrnet wells 
and cisterns and viaducts to supply the city with water; to lay 
out, alter, open, improve, cleanae and repair the streets and side- 
walks; to repair any property of the city; to regulate for the 
protection of health, cleanliness, ornament, peace and good order 
of the city; to prevent and remove naisances; to ustablish 
prisons; to provide for the care and regulation of prisoners, for 
the employment of vagrants and prisoners upon the public 
works of the city; tu prubibit and suppress pambling houses 
and houses of ill fame, all indecent and immoral amusements 
and exhibitions ; regulate the location of slaughter houses, 
markets, and houses for the storage of gunpowder and other 
combustibles; to impose and appropriate fines, penaltics and 
forteitures for any and all violations of cily ordinances, and for 
a broach or violation of any city ordinance, may fix tho penalty 
by tine or imprisonment, or both fine and imprisonment; but 
no such fine shall exeecd one handred dollara, or sneh imprison- 
ment for a term exceeding thirty days for any one offence, or 
may sentence to labor on the streets or public property of the 
city; to levy and collect taxes upon all the taxable property 
within the city which, for city purposes. ay apportioned to the 
General Fund for varrent expenses, shall not exceod one-half of 
one per cent. upon the assessed value thereof; to pass such 
ordinances, resolutions and by-laws for the regalation of tho 
police and entire government of said city as may not be incon- 
sistent with the provisions of this charter or with the Consti- 
tution and laws of this State or of the United States. 
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Sec 10. The Common Council shall not create, audit or 
allow, nor permit to acerne any debts or liabilities above the 
actual revenue and available means in the treasury that may be 
legally apportioned and appropriated for such purposes; nor 
shall any warrant be drawn nor evidences of indebtedness be 
issued. unless there shall be sufficient money in the treasury 
justly applicable to meet tho same (except as hercinafter pro- 
vided). 

Sec. 11. All accounts and demands that shall lawfally arise 
against the city shall be submitted to the Common Council, and 
if found correct, shall be allowed, and an order made that the 
demand be paid; upon which, the Mayor shall draw his war- 
rant, countersignéd by the Clerk of the Council, upon the Treas- 
urer, in favor of the owner or owners, specifying for what pur- 
pose and by what authority it is issued, and out of what fund 
it shall be paid; and the Treasurer shall pay the same out of 
the proper fund. 

Src 12. Atcach regular meeting of the Common Council, 
they shall inquire into tho condition of the streots, bridges, 
sewors, schools, school houses and fire department, and all 
property of the city. And if at any time it sball appear that 
the interests of the city demand an expenditure of more money 
than at such time is in the treasury applicable for such pur- 
poses, they shall mako a report of the samo, to be published for 
at leust four consecutive weeks in some nowspaper printed and 
published in said city, particularly’ specifying the object or 
objects for which the expenditure is required, and the amonnt 
of money necossury to be raised by special tax to meet the 
same. At any lime, within fifteen days after the expiration of 
such publication, the Common Council shall order an election, 
giving ten days notice thereof, at which those persons who are 
legal voters of said city may vote for or against such tax. The 
election shall be conducted, and returns mado and canvassed in 
all respects as the general elections of said cily, and the voting 
shall be by ballot, and a majority vote shall determine if such 
ax shall be levied or not. If the vote is in favor of levying tho 
tax, the Common Council shall forthwith order the tax or taxes 
to be levied and collected upon the basis of the last assessment. 
and shall make the proposed expenditure ; provfded?, that the spe- 
cial tax thus to be levied shall for noone year be more than one- 
half of one per cent. upon the valuation of the real and personal 
property. as shown by the last assessment roll; and provided 
farther, that if the umount of money as specified in said notice 
for such proposed improvoments, and voted to ho raised, shall 
exceed the xam of one-half of one per cent , the Common Conn- 
cil are hereby authorized to issue interest-bearing certificates of 
indebtedness for any such deficiency, which certificate shall state 
the rates of interest to bo paid, which in no case shall exceed 
the sum of ten per cent. per annum 3 and provided further, that 
no other debt can he created, nor special election callod to 
create any debt. nntil the outstanding interest-bearing certifi- 
cates of indebtedness of said city shall bave been fully paid 
and cancelled. <All special taxes ordered to be levied and col- 
lected shall be so levied and collected in the manner, forms and 
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ways prescribed for the levying and collecting of the general 
taxes of said city. 

Sxc. 13. The Common Council shall have power, and it is 
hereby mado their duty, to provide by ordinanco for tho levying 
and collecting of all city taxes, and in so doing, shall be gov- 
erned by the State laws in reference to the levying and collcct- 
ing of State and county taxes, so far as the same may be appli- 
cable, and may in like manner, from timo to time, provide for 
the collection, by civil action or otherwise, of all taxes levied 
or assessed by thom, or under their authority, for city purposes, 
that now have or may hereafter become delinquent; and in case 
such taxes be collected by civil action, the Courts of justice 
shall have the sume jurisdiction, the complaint, answer and 
other pleadings shall substantially conform to the samo require- 
ments, and the summons and other process of such Court shail 
be issued, servod and returned in the same manner ag is or may 
be provided by law for the collection of delinquent taxes levied 
for State purposes; and all sales and conveyances of property 
made and execated for the non-payment of delinquent taxes, 
shall have the same force and effect as when made and oxecuted 
for the non-payment of delinquent taxes levied for State pur- 
poses. And every tax levicd by said Common Council under 
the provisions of this Act or of any formor Act which was in 
force and effect, and which may become repealed by the pro- 
visions of this Aci, is hereby mado a lien against the property 
assessed, which lien shall attach on the first Monday in May in 
each year, and shall not be satiaficd or romoved until the taxes 
are all paid, or the property has absolatoly vested in a purchaser 
under a sale for taxes. Tho delinquent list, or a copy thereof, 
cortified by the City Clerk, made out substantially in the form 
prescribed for aking out the list of delinquent taxes levied for 
State purposes. showing unpaid taxes against any person or 
property, shall be prima facie evidence in any Court to prove 
the assessment of the property assossed, the dolinquency, the 
amount of taxes due and anpaid, and that all forms of Jaw in 
relation to the assessment and levy of such taxes bave been 
complied with. 

Suc. 14. The Common Council are hereby authorized and 
empowered to order the whole or any portion of any street or 
strects, June or lanes, alleys, courts or squares, graded or 
regraded to the official grado, paved, gravelled or macadamized, 
and have the same repaired ; to order sidewalks, culverts, sew- 
ors, drains and curbings constructed and repaired ; to improve 
and beuutily the public squares, and to order any other work 
to be done which shall be necessary to make and complete the 
whole or any portion of the said streets, sidewalks, lanes, 
alleys and squares, as in their opinion the public good and con- 
venionce requires. 

Seo. 15. The Common Council may order any of the work 
herein authorized to be done, after a notice of their intention 
so to do, in the form of a notice of intention, describing the 
proposed work, signed by the Clerk—after being published for 
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in any such notice of intention, said Common Council shall be 
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herein provided for to be done; and all owners of lands or lots, 
or portions of lots. who may feel aggrieved, or who may have 
objections to any of the snbsequent proccodings of the Common 
Council in relation to the work proposed and described in tho 
notice of intention, shall file with the City Clerk a remon- 
atrance, wherein they shall state in what rospect they feol 
ugerioved, and their reasons for objecting to the proceedings. 
Said remonstrance shall be considered by the Common Council, 
and their decision thereon shall be final and conclusive; pro- 
vided, that if more than one-half of the owners or occupants, or 
the owners or occupants of more than one-half of the real estate 
trouting on any street, lane. alley or square on which as a whole 
said work or improvement is proposed to be done, shall remon- 
strate against said work or improvement, said Common Council 
shall then suspend further proceedings for the term of six 
months, unless such owners or occupants aforesaid shall sooner 
petition the Common Council to havo such improvements made ; 
and it being further proofded, that ifat any time of the hearing 
of such remonstrance against said work or improvements, or at 
any time subsequent thereto, it shall come to the knowledge of 
the Common Council that said proposed improvements, or any 
portion of them. are an immediate public necessity, they shall 
then proceed in reference to said proposed work or improve- 
ments, or so much thereot as they may deem and declare to be 
necessary, as if’ no romonstrance had been made. 

Sec. 16. It shall be the duty of the Common Conncil to 
‘ause an immediate survey of any such proposed work or 
improvements, to be made by the City or some other competent 
Surveyor, who shall, on the conclusion of suid survey, produce 
© map or diagram indicating the proposed grade, and the 
amount of excavation or filling in front of each person’s real 
estate to the middle of the strects; all lots on the corners of 
blocks to include the cross strects; or if the improvements only 
extend to the sidowalks, then he shall indicate, as aforesaid, the 
amount of excavation or filling of the sidewalks in front of 
each person’s real estate. If the Common Council approve the 
survey, diagram and specifications of the Surveyor, the same 
shall be placed on file in the office of the City Clerk; and they 
shall order suid improvements to bo made, and shall catse such 
order to be published for at least three consecutive weeks in 
some newspaper published in the City of Gilroy. At the expi- 
ration of such notice, the Common Council may determine, by 
ordinance or resolution, at what time said work or improve- 
ments shall bo commenced, and within what time all of which 
shall be completed; and also may, in their discretion, extend 
the time so fixed; and such of the persons having frontage on 
the line of the proposed work or improvements, shall have the 
privilege of doing the same in accordance with the require- 
ments of the order, survey, diagram and specifications of the 
Surveyor on file in the office of the Clerk, as aforesaid; but if 
the owner or occupant of any such real estate fail or neglect so 
to do within the time fixed for doing tho same. or within any 
extension of time which may have, in the discretion of the 
Common Council, been granted, it shall be the duty of the City 
Marshal to let out, in a manner described by the resulution or 
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ordinance of the Common Council, the doing of all the work 
or the making of all the improvements remaining unfinished ; 
and when the doing of all such work, or the making of all such 
improvements shall have been finished and accepted by the 
Surveyor and City Marshal, they shall certify the same to the 
Common Council, who shall order tho City Clerk, as ex officio 
ity Assessor, to make an assessment of the cost thereof, as 
apportioned to cach of the persons or occupants owning or 
occupying said real estate—which said assessinent shall consti- 
tute a tien upon such real estate, dating from the time such 
work or improvements was ordered—and after duo notice, pre- 
sent the same to the Common Council, who shall, on a specified 
day, sit as a Board of Equalization thereon, and shall hear and 
determine in reference thereto in manner as is required for the 
equalization of other city taxes; and all persons feeling 
aggrieved in reference to any such assessment, shall, at such 
time, cither in writing or otherwise, specifically make known 
the cause of their objections and complaint, which spall be 
heard and passed upon by said Board of Equalization, and their 
determination therein shall be final and conclusive; and when 
thus equalized and approved by them, said lst shall be properly 
certified by the City Clerk and placed in the hands of the City 
Marshal for collection ; and all subsequent proceedings in rela- 
tion thereto shall be the same as prescribed herein for the col- 
lection of other city taxes, as far as the same may be applicable. 

Sro. 17. The cost of the survey, specifications, maps or 
diagram of any of the work or improvements hereinbefore 
mentioned, toyether with all culverts and street crossings, shall 
be paid by the city. 

Sec. 18. When any street or portions of any street, or the 
sidewalks or any portions thereof, becomes in a condition to be 
dangerous, or in a condition to canse great public inconvenience, 
the City Marshal shall, by notice in writing. to be delivered to 
them personally, or posted on the premises of the owners, occu- 
pants or tenants, upon any real estate in front of which sach 
repairs or inprovements are required to be made, require them 
to make such improvements or repairs forthwith, particularly 
specifying in such notice what improvements or repairs are 
required to be made. If such improvements or repairs aro not 
commenced within three days after notice given as aforesaid, 
and diligently prosecuted to completion without unnecessary 
delay, the City Marshal shall be deemed to have acquired 
jurisdiction ty contract for the doing of the work or improve- 
ments required by said notice. and may onter into a contract 
with any competent person to make the required improvements 
or repairs at the expense of the owner of such real estate, at 
such price as le may deem reasonable and just, and such owner 
shall be liable to pay the samo; and such sam or sums of moncy 
contracted to be paid for said work or improvements shall be 
alien upon the real estate in front of which, to the middle of 
the street, said work or improvements shall have been made, 
and may be collected by civil action from the personal effects 
of such owner or owners, or a tax Jevicd or assessed and equal- 
ized, as provided in section sixteen of this Act; and all money 
collected by the City Marshal for the construction, improve- 
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ments or repairs of any strect, lanc, alley or sidewalk, if col- 
lected by an assessment duly equalized and certified, shall be 
paid to the City Treasurcr, as a special fund, to the credit of 
the particular object for which it was assessed; or, if collected 
by voluntary payment or by civil action, from the personal 
effects of the owner of such real estate, he shall pay the same 

vor to the contractor, taking his receipt thorefor, a duplicate 
of which he shall file with the City Clerk; and for all assess- 
ments made upon roal estate for the construction, improve- 
ment or repairs of any strect, lane, alley or sidewalk, such an 
amount shall be added to each and every of such assessments, 
in addition to the contract price thereof. as will be sufficient to 
pay the fees of the Collector and Treasurer, as allowed by law. 

Szo. 19. The city or the proper authorities thereof shall not 
be held responsible for nor assume the payment of any money 
for work done or repairs and improvements made until after all 
demands on the owners or occupants of such real estate have 
been paid or prosecuted to final collection ; and in case of fail- 
ure on the part of the city to collect such taxes from the owner 
or occupant, or from the real estate, tho person or persons hav- 
ing contracted for, done and completed any part of or the whole 
of such work done, or repairs and improvements made, may 
present the same to the Common Countvil and be allowed and 
paid therefor from the General Fund of said city. 

Sec. 20. The Common Council, when in their opinion tbe 
public good so requires, shall appoint a City Attorney, also a 
City Surveyor; tho duties and compensation of cach of said 
oflicers to be preseribed by the Common Council. 

Sec. 21. The Common Council, or a committee of their num- 
ber appointed for that purpose, shall constitute a Board of 
Equalization, and shall, as soon as the Assessor shall have com- 

leted and handed in his assessment, and after ten days notice, 
hold their meetings to hear and determine all complaints respect- 
ing tho valuation of property as fixed by the Assessor; and 
shall have power to modify and change such valuation in any 
way they, or a majority of them, shall deem just and propor. 
Said meetings may be held from time to time, as in said notice 
specified, for the period of two weoks and no longer. When 
mecting as 1 Board of Equalization upon assessments for the con- 
struction or repairs of any strect or sidewalks, they shall hold 
their sessions for such period of time only as may be required to 
consider the matters submitted to them and take action in refer- 
ence thereto. The Mayor and members of the Common Council 
shall reccive no compensation for their services (exeept as in 
this Act is allowed to the Mayor), neither shall they, or cithor 
of them, or any subordinate officer of the city government, bo 
interested directly or indirectly, during their term of office, in 
any contract pertaining to any of the departments of the city ; 
am ae contracts in violation of this provision shall be declared 
void. 

Sec. 22. The Common Council of the City of Gilroy shall, 
whenever & petition signed by twen-y-five citizens of said city, 
praying for the opening of any new street or streets, or the 
extending, widening, altering or vacating of any strect or 
atrects, lanes or alleys in said city, if deemed by them a public 
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necessity, direct by ordinance the City Surveyor to make an 
accurate survey of any such proposed strect or strects, lane or 
alleys, and return the same to the Common Council at ita next 
revular meeting, or within such time as the Common Council 
shall by ordinance or resolution direct. Said survey shall be 
accompanied with a report and diagram map. showing the loca- 
tion of such proposed street or streets, lane or alley, and the 
width thereof’; also the boundaries of the lands of each owner 
thereof through whose land snch street or streets, lane or alley 
are proposed to be located, widened, altered or vacated. And 
for the purpose of making such surveys, the Surveyor shall 
have the right to enter upon any and all Jands; but the city 
shall be liable to the owner or owners for any injury done to 
any such premises by reason of such entry. 

See.23. Within ten days after tho filing of such report and 
map of the proposed work, the City Attorney shall, by careful 
examination of the records of the county. ascertain and report 
to the Common Council, the names of all owners of any such 
lands. as the same shall appear of record, with the description 
of the land belonging to each porson. Upon the filing of tho 
report the City Clerk shall issne notice, direeted yencrally to 
all porsons intersted, setting forth that such petition has beon 
filed and that the survey of such proposed street or streets has 
heen mado, and that the names of the owners and oceupants of 
the lands through which said street or streets will run are 
thereon designated ; and also a statement that procecdings will 
be instituted for the condemnation of such lands for public pur- 
poses, unless all auch owners shall, within ten days of the date 
thereof, make, exccute and deliver to the city. deeds of dona- 
tion of the lands sought to be so appropriated; said notices shall 
be served by the City Marshal, by posting copics of the same 
in some congspicuons place on the premises belonging to cach 
owner, If, after the expiration of said ten days, all or any of 
said owners shall fail to donate said lands for such purposes 
the City Attorney shall file in the Clork’s office of the District 
Court, iu the County of Santa Clara a petition. stating therein 
that the petition referred to in tho twenty-third section was 
duly presented to the Common Council; that such survey had 
been made, the deseription by metes and hounds. or by some 
accurate designation of said street or streets, and the width 
thereof. which in no case shall exceed one hundred feet; the 
description of the tracts of land belonging to cach person 
through which snch street or streets will run, and the dexcrip- 
tion and amount of land taken by such slreet. or streets from 
each of said owners; that the said last named tract or tracts of 
land are necessary for said purposes, and the names of the 
persons in possession of said tract or tracts of land, and of 
those claiming any right, title or interest thercin, as far as the 
samo can be ascertained by reasonable diligence. 

Sre. 24. The persons in the occupation of said tract or tracts 
of land and those having any right, title or interest therein, 
whether named in the petition or not, shall be defendants thereto, 
and may appear and be heard hefore the Commissienors herein 
provided for, and in proceedings subsequent thereto, in the same 
iInanner as if they had appeared and answered said petition. 
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See. 25. The said Court, or Judge thereof. cither in term 
time or vacation, shall, by order, appoint the time for the hear- 
ing of said petition; and sach hearing may be had, and ail 
orders in said proceedings may be made by the said Court, or 
the Jndye thereof, vither in term time or vacation. : 

Sec. 26. The City Attorney shall cause all the owners and 
occupants of said tract or tracts of land, so far as the same can 
be axcertained by reasonable diligence, who reside in said city, 
to be personally notified of tho pendency of said petition, at 
least ten days before the hearing thereof; and if any of suid 
occupants or owners are unkuown, or do not reside in suid city, 
and have not been personally notified of the pendency of said 
petition, said City Attorncy shall canse a notice, stating the 
filing of said petition. the object thereof. the tract or tracts of 
land songht to be appropriated, and the time and place of the 
hearing of said petition, to be published for three sneecssive 
weeks previous to the time of hearing of said petition, in some 
newspaper published in said city. 

Sec. 27. The dofendanta to said petition may appoar and 
show cause against said petition on or before the time for the 
hearing thereof, or such other time as the hearing may bo con- 
tinued to; and upon satisfactory proof heing mado that the 
defendants have been duly notified of the pendency of said peti- 
tion, as herein prescribed; and upon the hearing of the allega- 
tions and proots of the said parties, if said Court or Judge shalt 
be satisticd that the lands, or any part thereof, are necessary or 
proper for any of the ae mentioned in said petition, thon 
such Judge or Court shall appoint three competent and disin- 
terested persons as Commissioners, one of whom shall be 
selected from among the persons, if any, named for that pur- 
pose by said city. aud one shall be selected trom among the 
persons, if any, named on the part of any of the defendants, to 
ascertain and assess the compensation to he paid to the person 
or persons having or holding any right, title or interest in or 
to each of said tracts of land, for and in consideration of the 
appropriation of such Jand to the use of said city. If any 
rucaney occur among said Commissioners by reason of any one 
or more of them refusing or neglecting to act, or by any other 
moana, one or more Commissioners may be appointed by suid 
Gourt or Judge to fill such vacancy, upon notice being given af 
such vacancy, as said Court or Judge may direct. 

Sree. 24. The said Court or Judge shall appeint the time and 
place for the first meeting of said Commissioners, and the time 
tor the filing of their report. and may give such farther time as 
may be necessary tor that purpose if they shall not have com- 
pleted their duties. The said Commissioners, or a niajority of 
them, shall ineet at the time and place as ordered, and before 
entering on their duties shall be duly sworn to honestly. faith- 
fully and impartially perform the duties imposed upon them ; 
and any one of them may issue subpanas fer witnesses for cither 
parties, and may administer oaths; and said Commissioners 
may adjourn from place to place and from time to timo, as may 
be necessary for the proper discharge of their duties. 

Src. 29. The said Commissioners shall proceed to view the 
several tracts uf land as ordered by the said Court or Judge, 
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and shall hear the allegations and proofs of said parties, and 
shall ascertain and assess the compensation of the lands sought 
to be appropriated, to be paid to the person or persons having 
or holding any right, title or interest in or to each of the sev- 
eral tracts of land. In ascertaining such compensation they 
shal! take the actual value of such land, and the actual value of 
improvements thereon that may be wholly destroyed or ren- 
dered vuluelesa by such appropriation, but the amount of any 
resulting damages that they may find from the evidence of any 
such person will have sustained by reason of such appropria- 
tion, other than sacl actaal value of said premises, may be 
offset against the value of any benefit or advantaze that in 
their opinion will accrue to him or them by reason of the open- 
ing, widening or extending of any street or streets, lane or 
alloys; and said Commissioners shall, on or before the time or 
times as ordered by said Court or Judge, file in said Clerk’s 
office their report, signed by them ora majority of them, setting 
forth their proceedings iv the premises ; and they may include 
all of snid tracts in one report, or make several reports, including 
one or more of said tracts of land, if the said Court or Judge 
should go order, or if they shall deem it proper. 

Sec. 80. Jin case there are adverse or conflicting claims to 
the compensation or damages assessed for any tract of land, or 
any right, title or interest therein, thas sought to bo appro- 
priated, the parties thus ascertaining [asserting] such claim 
should present the same by petition to the Court or Judge after 
the report of the Commissioners shall have been filed, and said 
Court or Judge shall proceed to determine the samo, and in 
such case said city, instead of paying to any of said parties so 
contesting, may pay the amount of such compensation to the 
Clerk of said Court, to abide the order of the Court or Judge 
in said proceedings, and the city shall not be liable for any of 
the costs caused by the adjudication of such conflicting claims. 
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report, may, within twenty days afler the time for the filing of "ew tial. 


said report, aud after ten days notice to the parties interested, 
move to set aside the report and to bave a now trial as to any 
tract of land; and upon good causo shown therefur, the said

Commissioners appear to have been properly and correctly 
done, the said Court or Judge shall confirm each of said reports, 
and certify the same thereon. . 
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See. 82. Each of said reports and the certificates thereon, tov 
upon the compensation therein named being paid, shall be re- reeerded. 


corded in the Recorder's office of the said county by said city. 
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The said Court or Judge may mako all such orders as may be 
necessary or proper in special proceedings provided for in this 
Act, and shall canse tho pleadings and proceedings to be amended 
whenever justico may require it to be done; and shall direct tho 
manner of service of all orders and notices not herein specially 
provided for. Costs in such special proceedings shall be taxed 
by the Clerk at tho rates prescribed in the fee bill for said 
county in civil actions, and shall be paid by said city, except in 
caso whore a defendant shall move for a new trial; and the 
compensation asseascd by the Commissioners shall not be 
increased more than ten per cent. upon the previous asseasment, 
in which case the defendants shall pay the cost. 

Src. 33. Upon the report of the Commissioners being filed 
for record, as above provided for, and upon the payment or 
tender of the compensation and costs, as provided for in this 
Act, the real estate, or the right, titlo or interest thercin, 
described in such report, shall bo and become the property of 
said city, to be used as a public street or streets and appropriated 
to public ase. 

Seo. 34. Within thirty days after the final confirmation of 
the report or roports, the Common Council may, it there be 
no money in tho treasury to bo appropriated for such purpose, 
and if they deem such an amount of exponditure necessary for 
the general interest of the city, provide for the raising and 
paying of such sum or sums as may have been finally awarded 
by the said Court or Judge to any person or persons for 
property appropriated as aforesaid, as specially directed and 
provided for in foregoing sections of this charter; and if said 
tax shall, as required, be voted for, levied, collected and received 
into the city treasury, the same shall, upon the order of the 
Common Council, be paid by the City Treasurer to the County 
Clerk, for tho person or persons entitled thereto, the said 
Treasurer taking the said Clerk’s receipt therefor; and the 
same shall be deemed and taken as a payment to such person 
or porsons, and shall be as effectual, for all purposes whatevor, 
as if the snid sum or sums of money had been paid personally 
to each of the persons entitled thercto. 

Sxo. 35. The said Court or Judge shall, at the time of the 
payment of the said sum of money to the said Clerk, or at 
such other time or times as may bo ordered, direct and order 
the same to be paid over to the porson or porsons who shall 
upon satisfactory proof appear to be entitled thereto; and 
shall at the time direct that any and all persons having or 
holding posscasion of any of the lands or premises described in 
said report, yield and deliver up the same to the city; and the 
said Clerk, on the demand of tho City Attorney, shull issue a 
writ commanding the Sheriff to removo all persons therefrom. 

Src. 86. The minutes of the proceedings had before such 
Judgo shall be entered by said Clork in the samo manner and 
with the same force and effect as if the procecdings were had 
before suid Court in term time. : 

Src. 37. The executive power of the corporation shall be 
be vested in the Mayor. It shall bo the duty of the Mayor to 
be vigilant and active in causing the laws and ordinances of 
the city to be duly exocuted and enforced ; to be at the head of 
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the police ; to exercise a constant supervision and control over 
the conduct of’ all subordinate officers, and to receive and exam- 
ine into all such complaints as may be preferred against any of 
them for violation or neglect of duty, and certify the same to 
the Common Council, and may suspend the function of such 
officer until the charges preferred against him can bo inquired 
into by the Common Conncil; to sign all licenses and warrants 
on the treasury; to administer oaths or affirmations upon any 
and all matters and business pertaining to said city, and genor- 
ally perform all such duties 23 may be prescribed for him by 
law or by city ordinances; to communicate to the Common 
Council, semi-annually, and oftenor, if he thinks propor, a gon- 
eral statement of the siluation and condition of the city in 
relation to its government, finances and improvements, and 
such recommendations in reference thereto as ho may deem 
expedient. 

Sec. 38. When there shall be a vacaney in the offico of Vacancy. 
Mayor, or the Mayor shall be absent from tho city, or from 
other cause may be prevented from attending to the duties of 
his office, tho Common Council shall appoint ono of their num- 
ber, who, as President pro tem. of the Common Couneil, shall 
also be ex officio Mayor of said city during such vacation, and 
shall in all respects bo legally qualified to dischargo the duties 
of such position; and if such vacancy be so filled for the period 
of one month, such incumbent shall be entitled to the emolu- 
ments of’. such office for such period of timo. 

Sec. 89. The department of police of said city shall be under Powers ana 
tho direction of the City Marshal; and for the suppression of bert ied 
any riot, public tumult. disturbance of the public peace, or any 
organized resistance against the laws or public authoritics in 
the lawful exercise of their functions, he shall have the powers 
that are now or mny hereafter be conferred upon Sheriffs by 
the laws of this State, and his lawful orders shall be promptly 
exceuted by depaties, police officers. watchmen and Constables 
in said city, and every citizen shall also Iend him aid when 
required for the arrest of offenders and maintenance of public 
order. He shall, and is hereby authorized, to execute and 
return all process issued and directed to him by any legal 
authority; to inforce all ordinances passed by the Common 
Council, and arrest all persons guilty of a violation of tho same; 
to prosecute, before some competent tribunal, for all breaches 
or violations of city ordinances; to collect all license taxes that 
shall at any time be duo the city, and (o receipt for tho samo; 
to receive the tax list. and upon receipt thereof to proceed to 
collect the same. at the same time and in the same manner as is 
prescribed by law for the collection of State and county taxes, 
the said Marshal being hereby vested with all and tho same 
powers to make collections of taxes, by sale and conveyance of 
real estate. as is or shail hereafter be conferred upon Collectors 
and Sheriffs ior the collection of State and county taxes; and 
it shall he the duty of the City Marshal to collect, in the same 
mannor and with the same authority, any tax list placed in his 
hands, without any annecessary delay; and to pay all taxes, 
license and other money collected by him, belonying to the 
city, to the City Treasurer, on the first Monday of each month, 
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or as much oftener as the Common Council may by ordinance 
direct, taking the City Treasurer’s duplicate receipts therefor, 
one of which he shall file with the City Clerk; he shall also at 
the same time file with the City Clerk bis affidavit stating that 
such receipt embraces all the money collected by him helong- 
ing to said city for the preceding month, or such other period 
of time as may huve been prescribed, which outh shall be sab- 
scribed and sworn to before the City Clerk. 

Seo. 40. The City Marshal shall also have the charge of the 
Hity Prison and prisoners confined therein, and all those who 
are sentenced to labor upon tho streets or public works of the 
city, and shall seo that all orders and sentences in reference to 
such are fully executed and complied with. 

.Sro. 41. The City Marshal shall also perform the daties of 
Street Commissioner, and in reference thereto he shall be gov- 
erned by the provisions of this charter and such laws and regu- 
lations in referonce thereto as are now in force or may hereaf- 
ter be adopted by the Common Council, 

Seo. 42. Tt shall be tho duty of the Marshal or his deputies 
to execnte all process issued by any Justice of the Peaco of 
Gilroy Township. officiating as Police Justice or otherwise, or 
from other legnl authority commanding his services, as such 
officer to attend upon the Court officiating ay a Police Court ; 
to be in attendance at all meetings of tho Common Council, 
and to do and perform such other duties as may be required of 
him by the Mayor and Common Connteil. He may also, with 
the concurrence of the Mayor, when the same may be deemed 
necessary for the preservation of public order, appoint addi- 
tinal policemon, men of sobricty and good moral standing 
in the community, who shall discharge the duties assigned to 
them for one day only, but shall be entitled to recuive no pay 
from the city. ; 

Seo. 43. The City Clerk, before entering upon the duties of 
his office, shall give a bond in the eum of five thousand dollars, 
conditioned for the faithful discharge of the ducioa of his 
office, and whose duties it shall be to keep a true and correct 
reeord of all the business transacted by the Common Council; 
he shall sign, as City Clerk, and issue to the Marshal, license cer- 
tificates for all branches of business for which a license may bo 
required. and take his receipt therefor; he shall keep a true list 
of all such licenses issued by him, and the amount of money 
received by the Marshal therefor. The City Clerk shall also be 
ex officio City Assessor, and shall, on each year, between the 
firat day of May and the first day of Anyust, make ont a true 
list of all the taxable property within tho limits of said city, 
which list. when so made cut and certified by him, shall be 
placed in the handa of the Common Council tor equalization. 

The mode of making out such list and ascertaining the value 
of property shall be the same as prescribed by law for assess- 
ing State and county taxes. Te shall apportion the taxes upon 
the assessment, and make out and deliver to the Marshal a tax 
fist in the usual form, as soon ag practicable after the Common 
Council, as a Board of Equalization, have equalized the aasess- 
ment, and to do and perform all such other dutics as may be pre- 
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scribed by this Act, or as by ordinance or otherwise may be 
required of him by the Common Council. 

Sec. 44. Tt shall be the duty of the City Clerk to report to same. 
the Common Council, quarterly, a fall and detailed statement of 
the reecipts and disbursements of the city goverument and the 
stute of each particular fund; and at the expiration of the fiscal 
year, to mako a full and detailed statement of the receipts and 
expenditures of the city during said year, specifying the different 
sources of revenue and the amount received from cach; the 
soveral appropriations made by the Common Council, and the 
objects for which they were made, and the amount ef monoy 
expended under exch; evidences of indebtedness issued. and 
what portion thereof remains outstanding, with the rato and 
amount of interest due thoreon; and for any and all business 
matters pertaining to said city ho shall be deemed qualified to 
administer oaths or affirmations. 

Sec. 45. The City Treasurer, bofore entoring upon tho duties duties of 
of his office, shall give such bonds as may bo required of him by Gity Trens- 
the Common Council; it sball be his duty, as City Treasurer, to 
receive and safely keep all moneys that shall come into his hands 
as City Treasurer, fur all of which he shall give duplicate 
receipts, one of which said receipts shall be filed with the Clerk 
of the Common Council; he shall pay out said money by order 
of the Common Council, on a warrant issued by the Mayor and 
countersigned by the Clerk, and shall perform such other daties 
as may be required of him by said Council ; and for his compensa- 
tion said Treasarer shall be allowed a commission of three per 
cent. on all moneys paid out by bim as such ‘Treasurer, from 
other than from the School Fund, and for which School Fund 
he shall reccivo no compensation. The Treasurer shall mako 
quarterly settlements with the City Clerk, and file with the 
Common Council an abstract of the same. 

Sec. 46. All city officers, whether cleeted by tho people oath ofomes 
or appointed by the Common Connceil, shall, before entering 
upon the duties of their office, take and subseribe the oath of 
office prescribed by law. The Marshal, Treasurer and Clerk Bonds. 
shall cach, before entering upon the duties of his office. give a 
bond, with sureties, to be approved of by the Mayor and Com- 
mon Council, payable to the Mayor and Common Council of the 
City of Gilroy, in such sum as may be fixed by ordinance, 
conditioned for the faithful performance of the duties of his 
office, as required by law and the ordinances and regulations 
passed and xpproved by the Mayor and Common Council of the 
said City of Gilroy. Should the bond of any officer become 
insufficient, he shall give such additional sccurity as the Com- 
mon Council may require, and upon his failure to do so at the 
time required, his office shall be declared vacant, and may be 
filled as hercin provided for. The official bond of every officer 
named in this Act, except the bond of the Clerk, shall be filed 
in the office of the City Clerk; the official bond of the Clerk 
sholl be filed with the City Troasurer. 

Sec. 47. Justices of the Peace for Gilroy Township are sustices of 
hereby declared competent to discharge all the duties of Police te Pesce. 
Justices for the City of Gilroy, and all fines imposed by such 
Justices for any breach of the peace within tho corporate limits 
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of the City of Gilroy, or for any violation of the city ordinances, 
after deducting therefrom the costs in such prosecution, shall 
be paid into the city treasury. If at any time the Justices of 
the Peace of Gilroy Township refuse or fail to perform the 
dutics of Police Justice, as by this Act required, it shall be 
competent and is hereby made the duty of the Mayor to hold 
such Court, with all such jurisdiction and authority ag is con- 
ferred by law upon Justices of tho Peace in all criminal matters 
wherein the crime may have been committed within the corpor- 
ate limits of suid city, and for the trial of all violation of city 
ordinances, und shall be entitled to collect and retain the foos 
in all cases as by law and the provisions of this Act would be 
paid to such Justicos. 

Seo. 48. The Common Council shall determine and fix the 
compensation of all officers in said city, when the compensation 
is nut fixed by this Act, and shall also determine and fix the 
amount of bonds to be given by the different oftlcers. 

Suc. $9. The Common Council of the City of Gilvoy shall, 
as svon after organization under the provisions of this Act as 
convenient, procure a suitable piece of land, somewhere within 
convenient distance of suid City of Gilroy, for a graveyard or 
cemetery fur said city, and shall cause the samo to be inclosed 
and otherwise prepared for burial purposes. and shall, as soon 
as it can be conveniently done, cause all the dead bodies now 
baried in the presont graveyard or cemetery to be disintorred 
and removed to and buried in the graveyard so to be procured, 
inclosed und prepared, as hereinabove provided. all to be done 
at the exponse of said city, and in the manner and mode to be 
determined upon by the Common Council; and said Common 
Council shall have power, by ordinance, to prohibit the future 
interment of dead bodies in the present cemetery or graveyard 
in said City of Gilroy. 

Suc. 50. The present officers of tho Town of Gilroy shall 
continue to hold their respective offices until the ofticors men- 
tioned in this Act are duly elected and qualified. and they sball 
perform the duties and shall have and exercise the powers and 
functions devolving upon each respectively under this Act; 
and the Recorder. Marshal, Freasurcr and Assexsor shall bo, 
and shall be known as the Recorder, Marshal, Treasurer and 
Assesgor of the City of Gilroy, respectively. If a vacancy shall 
ovcur in tho office of Recorder, Marshal, Treasurer and Assessor 
of said city, before the successor of the present iucumbents shall 
be elected and qualiticd, as in this Act provided, the Common 
Conncil of said City of Gilroy shall bave the power, and it 
shall be their duty, to fill such vacancics by appointment, and 
the person so appointed to cach office shall hold for the unex- 
pired term of tho officers whom he succeeds. 

Seo. 51. The present Board of Trusteca of the Town of 
Gilroy shall be known in law as the Common Council of the 
City of Gilroy, and under that namo they and the other officers 
of the Town of Gilroy shall constitate the city government of 
of said City of Gilroy, until the Mayor, Common Council, and 
other officers of said City of Gilroy. shall be elected and qual- 
ified, as herein provided.

ment and police regulations, including all ordinances levying 
assessments and taxes, or in any way relating to the revenue 

of the Town of Gilroy, are horeby ratified and confirmed, and 

shall be and continue in force until repealed, amended or supor- 

seded by such ordinances as may hereaftor be adopted by the 
Common Council of said city. 

Sec. <2. ‘The Common Council shall have power. and are xona pon 
hereby authorized to levy, annually, a road poll tax of two dol- 4 
lars upon cach male inhabitant of the City of Gilroy not exempt 
from taxation, for the purpose of keeping in repair the roads 
and streets within said city, the time and manner for collecting 
said taxes to be regulated by the Common Council of said city. 

Sec. 53. The City of Gilroy shall bo exempt from the pro- Exempt. 
visions of an Act concerning roads and highways in the County 
of Santa Clara, approved March the thirty-first, eighteen hun- 
dred and sixty-six, and amended and approved March the four- 
teenth, eightven hundred and sixty-eight, except so much thereof 
as authorizes the Bourd of Supervisors to levy tux on the taxable 
property of the said county. 

Sec. 54. All Acts and parts of Acts in conflict with the pro- Repeated. 
visions of this Act are hereby repealed. 

See. 55. This Act shall take effect and be in force from and 
after its passage. 


CHAPTER CLXXXT. 


An Act for the protection of deer in the County of San Mateo. 
[Approved Murch 12, 1$70.] 


The People of the State of Culifornia, represented in Senate and 
Assembly, do enact as follows: 


Secrtox 1. It shall not be lawfal at any timo to hunt, chase, Unlewfal to 
course or kill deer with or by tho nse or aid of any hound or wiundee. 
hounds. or other dogs, in the County of San Mateo. Every per- 
son violating the provisions of this Act shall, upon conviction, bo Pennity. 
punished for each offence by a fine of not less than one hundred 
dollars nor more than five hundred dollars, besides the costs of 
prosecution, or by imprisonment in the county jail for not less 
than thirty days nor more than six months, or by both such fine 
and imprisonment. 
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Sec. 2. The owner, claimant or keeper of any hound or 
hounds, or other dogs accustomed to hunt deer, suffering or per- 
mitting such hound or hounds, or other dogs, to hunt, chase, 
course or kill deer in said County of San Matco, shall. upon 
conviction, be punished as provided in section one of this Act. 

Sec. 8. All fines collected under the provisions of this Act 
shall be paid into the Common School Fund of said county. 

Sec. 4. This Act shall take offoct from and aflor its passage. 


CHAPTER CLXXXII. 
An Act to leyalize certain coneeyances made by Gretta C. Thomson. 
{Approved March 12, 1870.] 


The People of the State of California, represented in Senate and 
Assembly, do enact us follows: 


Skcrion 1. Two severul conveyances heretofore made by 
Gretta C. Thomson, late of Alameda County, now deceased, to 
ber husband. James 8. Thomson, dated October tenth (10th), A. 
D. cighteon hundred and sixty-six, and recorded in the office of 
tho Recorder of Deeds for said County of Alameda, in book «W” 
of deeds, pages one hundred and sixty and one hundred and 
sixty-one and one hundred and sixty-two, are hereby legulized, 
declared valid, and sufficiont and full conveyances of all tho 
interest and estate of the said Gretta C. Thomson in tho real 
estate described in said deeds, as if tho said Gretta C. Thomson, 
at the time of the signing and acknowledging suid deeds, had 
been a jemme sole, or had been joined by ber husband in sach 
conveyances. 

Sxre 2. This Act shall tako effect immediately. 


CHAPTER CLXXXIIT. 


An Act in relation to the affice of Court Commissioner of the County of 
San Jonguin. 


[Approved March 12, 1870.] 


The People of th: State of California, represented in Senate and 
Assembly, do enact as follows: 


Secrron 1. It shall be the duty of tho Board of Supervisors 
of the County of San Joaquin to provide a suitable offico for the 
use of the Court Commissioner of said county. Such office to 
be selected by said Commissioner, and the rent therefor not to 
execed the sum of fifteen dollars per month. 

Sec. 2. This Act shall take effect and be in force from and 
after its passage. 
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CITAPTHR CLXXXIV. 


An Act to provide for redeeming and paytug the warrants outstanding 
against Tuolumne County, and for paying the current expenses of 
said county in cash, and defining and Limiting the powers and duties 
of certuin officers in relation thereto. 


[Approved March 12, 1870.] 


The People of the State of California, represented in Senate and 
Assembly, do enact as follows: 


Section ]. ‘The Board of Supervisors of Tuolumne County speriat ts 
shall have power, and it is mado their duty, to levy a special t be levied. 
tax annually, in addition to other taxes provided for by law, 
upon tho taxable property of said county, of one per vent., and 
said tax shall bo collucted at the same timo and in like man- 
ner as other taxes are collected in said county, to be called the 
Redemption Fund, which fund shall be used for the redemption 
of any county warrants drawn apon the Treasurer of Tuolumne 
County prior to the pasaave of this Act, such redemption to be 
made as bereinafter prescribed. 

Sxc. 2. It shall be lawful for any person or persons, being surrender of 
the owner, or the lawful agent or holder for any lawfal owner, YT" 
of any county warrants drawn upon any of the different funds 
in the treasury of Tuolumno County, to file scaled proposals 
with the Treasurer of Tuolumne County for the surrender of 
county warrants, which proposals shall be accompanied with 
the warrant or warrants proposed to be surrendered. 

Sec. 8. On the first Wednesday after the first Monday in Accept bids. 
January, May, August and November in each year, the Board 
of Supervisors, together with tho County Auditor and County 
Treasurer, shall attend at tho office of the Board of Supervisors, 
and then and thero open all proposals, and accept the lowest 
bids for the surrender of county warrants; provided, that no. 
bid shall be accepted for more than the par valuo of said war- 
rants, nor shall any bid be accepted unless accompanied by the 
warrants proposed to be surrendered. 

Sec. 4. When any bids are accepted the County Auditor and tedemption, 
County Treasurer shall each take a description of the warrants 
to be redeemed, specifying therein the number and tho amount of 
each warrant to be redeemed and the amount to be paid for cach 
warrant, and mako a several rocord thereof in thoir respective 
offices, «nd thereupon the Board of Supervisors shall make an 
order directing the County Treasurer to purchase the warrants 
designated in the accepted bids and pay for the same out of the 
Redomption Fund, and the warrants so redeemed shall be can- 
celled as other redeemed county warrants, except that the 
County Treasurer shall write on tho face of said warrants ‘ Pur- 
chased” and the amount paid for the same, and shall sign bia 
nanie and official designation thereto. The order of the Board vouchers. 
of Supervisors directing the purchase of xaid warrants, together 
with the record made by the County Anditor, sball be sufficient 
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vouchors for tho County Treasurer in tho settlemont of’ bis 
accounts. The bids being equal, the preference shall bo given 
tu the smallest amount ef warrants; the bids and amount of war- 
rants being cqual, each shall be accepted pro rata, or as nearly 
so as possible; provided, however, that all bids shall propose to 
surrender the warrant or warrants accompanying them for a 
given per cent, tu be stated in the bid, of the gross amount due 
upon the warrants for principal and interest, and the per cent. 
stated in the bids being equal, that bid shall be considered lowest 
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The County ‘Treasurer shall return all unaccepted bids, together 
with the warrants therein contained, to the owners, on demand. 

Sec. §. The tax now provided by law for county expeudi- 
tures shall be levied and collected annually and paid into the 
county treasury, and, together with ail revenue collected from 
foreign miners’ licenses, county proportion of all State and 
county licenses, all county licenses, all fines and forfeitures, all 
receipts from toll bridges and ferries, all fees for official services 
provided by law to be paid into the county treasury, together 
with all sums due from Stanislaus County, and all poll tax col- 
lected for county purposes, shall constitute the Current Expense 
Fund of said county, and shall be disbursed as hereinafter pro- 
vided. 

Sxo. 6. Tho current expensos of said county for oach fiscal 
year shall be paid out of the fund provided therefor in section 
five of this Act, and no part of said fund shall ever be appliod to 
the payment of any current expenses, debt or liability of any 
preceding year incurred after the passage of this Act; and 
neither the Board of Supervisors of Tuolumne County, nor any 
officer, officers or authority, shall have powor to contract any 
debt aguinst the County of Tuolumne, and no person or prop- 
erty thorein shall ever be liable to be assessed, or bo subject to 
taxation in any form, to provide for the paymont of any debt 
hereafter contracted or of any claims against the county, except 
such legul and proper expenses thereof’ as shall accrue after the 
commencement of the fiscal year for which the tax for county 
expenditures shall be lovied; and the Auditor of Tuolumne 
County is hereby forbidden to draw his warrant upon the 
County Treasnrer of said county for any demand payable out 
of’ the Current Expense Fund of said county, unless at the time 
of drawing such warrant there is sufficient money in said fund 
to pay such warrant; noithor the Supervisors of said county nor 
any official thereof, shall have power to contract or audit any 
debt against said county in any fiseal year, which, added to the 
expenses fixed and chargeable against said county by law for 
such fiscal year, will exceed tho revenue for current expenses 
for such fiscal yexr; and if any debt shall be so contracted or 
audited, it shall bo invalid both in law and equity against said 
county, but shall become a legal debt against cach of the Saper- 
visors contracting the same, or against the oflicer contracting 
the samo. 

Sec. 7. At the regular quarterly meetings of the Board of 
Supervisors of said county, in the months of February, May, 
August and November of cach year, it shall be the duty of 
said Board to estimate the probable current expenditures of 
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said county for the next three months, and the probable reve- 
nue to come inty the Current Expense Fund for the same 
period, and to add such an amount of the moneys in the Cur- 
ront Expense Fund (if there is such amount) to the probable 
revenue for the next three months as will make a sum greater 
by five hundred dollars than the probable current expenditures 
for the next three months, and to enter such procecdings on 
their record ; and if after so doing there shall remain in the 
Current Expense Fund a surplus of money, they shall enter an 
order on their records that the Treasurer of said county pay 
one-half of such surplus in the redemption of warrants, in the 
order of their registration, drawn upon the Treasurer of said 
county, and payable out of the General Fund of said county, 
and the other half of auch surplus in the redemption of war- 
rants, in the order of their registration, drawn upon the Treas- 
arer of Tuolumne County, and payable out of the Current 
Expense Fund of said county ; provide, that such payment of 
warrants payable ont of the Current Expense Fund shall only 
bo mado upon warrants drawn for a debt contracted prior to 
the passage of this Act; and provided further, that whenever 
all the outstanding warrants payable from cither of said funds 
shall be cancelled, then the wholo of such surplus shall be 
applied in the payment of warrants outstanding aguinst the 
other of said funds. 3 

Sxc. 8. All demands against said county for official salarios, 
or for any otber claim, the payment of which out of said county 
treasury is expressly authorized by the statuto, and the precise 
amount of which is fixed by law, the Board of Supervisors bhav- 
ing no authority either to rejoct the demand or to modify or 
determine tho amount to be allowed and paid, shall be presented, 
duly verified, to the County Auditor of said county, and, if there 
is money in the Current Expense Fund of aaid county with 
which to pay such demand, ho shall draw a warrant upon tho 
Treasurer of said county for the amount thereof; but if there 
is not money in said fund with which to pay said demands, ho 
shall number the same in the order in which they are presented, 
and when money shall come into said fund sufficient to pay said 
domands, or uny of them, in the order presented, he shall draw 
warrants therefor in the order presented, upon the Troasurer of 
said county, payable out of the Current Expenso Fund of said 
county; procided, that if the demand [bo] for the salary of the 
Auditor himself, it shall be presented to and allowed by the 
County Judgo, and shall afterwards be filed in the Auditor's 
Office, and the Auditor may thereupon draw a warrant therefor 
as upon other demands in this section provided; and provided 
further, that the claims or demands for compensation duc to 
jarors and witnesses, which hy some express provision of law 
may be made payable out of the county treasury, may in like 
manner, at the end of cach torm of the several Courts, be audited 
and a warrant therefor drawn by the County Auditor, payable 
out of the Current Expense Fund of said county. 

Sec. 9. All claims and demands against said county, other 
than those referred 1o in section eight of this Act, shall be sub- 
mitted to the Supervisors for their allowance or rejection; and 
if the Supervisors allow the same they shall indorse their 
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allowance thereon; and evory such claim so allowed shall be 
presented to the Distriet Attorney fur examination. whose duty 
it shall bo to inquire carofully into the lozality of every such 
claim, and if found to be a legal and proper charge aguinst said 
county, to countersizn the same; and every such claim so 
allowed and countersigned may be presented to the County 
Auditor of suid county, whose duty it shall be to audit and allow 
the same and draw his warrant therefor upen the Treasurer of 
said connty. payable out of the Current Exponso Fund of said 
county, in the same manner that other warrants are drawn as 
provided by section eight of this Act. 

Sec. 10. For the purposes of this Act, tho fiscal yoar shall 
commence on tho first Monday of Marck in cach year. 

Sec. LL. Tho County of Tuolumne is hereby exempted from 
and excepted out of every provision of law which is in conflict 
or inconsistent with the provisions of this Act. 

Sec. 12. This Act shall take cffect and bo in force from and 
after its passage.

An dct concerning the office of Tax Collector in the Counties of’ Con- 
tra Costa and Suntu Cruz. 


[Approved March 12, 1870.] 


The People of the State of California, represented in Senate and 
Assembly, do enact as follows: 


Szction 1. ‘Tho Sheriffs of the Counties of Contra Costa and 
Santa Cruz shall be ox officio Collector of licenses, poll taxes 
and road poll taxes. 

Sec. 2. The Treasurer of the Counties of Contra Costa and 
Santa Cruz shall be ex officio Collector of all taxes on real and 
personal property. 

Seo. 3. The Troasurer, as such, and as ex officio Collector of 
taxes, in addition to the mileage allowod by law, shail receive 
as a full compensation for his services in each year, in the 
County of Contra Costa, cighteen hundred dollars, and in the 
County of Santa Cruz, fourteen hundred dollars. All percent- 
ages and commissions allowed by law for collecting and disburs- 
ing State aud county taxes on real and personal property shall 
be paid into the county treasury for connty purposes. 

Seo. £. The Sheriff, as ex officio Collector of licenses, shall 
be entitled to retain eight per centum of all monoys collected 
by him from licenses. 

Sec. 5. This Act shall not in any manner affect tho rights 
and duties or fees and salaries of the Treasurer and Sheriff of 
the County of Santa Cruz in office at tho time of the passage of 
this Act, during the term of their respective offices, but shall 
apply to the Treasurer and Sheriff who shall bo elected at the 
general clection in the year one thousand eight hundred and 
sevonty-onoe, and to their successors in office. Tho Sheriff of 
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the County of Santa Cruz in office at the time of the passage 
of this Act shall be and romain ex oflicio Collector of taxes 
during the term of his office. 

Sec. 6. All Acts and purts of Acts, so fir as the same aro in Repeated, 
conflict with the provisions of this Act, are hereby repealed.

The People of the State of California, represented in Senate and 
Assembly, do enuct as follows: 


Secrrox 1. No repeal, express or implied, of tho Act entitled Nut t att 
an Act to regulate salaries and fix the compensation of certain 
county officers, approved March twonty-cight, eighteen hundred 
and sixty-eight. shall in any manner affect such portions of said 
Act as make the Sheriff of Sierra County ex officio Collector of 
taxes, and the Connty Clerk of said county ex officio Recorder, 
Auditor and Clerk of the Board of Supervisors, Mqualization 
and Canvassers of said county ; and such portions of said Act 
are horeby declared to be, and remain in full force and effect in 
the County of Sierra; all taxes heretofore collected by the Con- gherif as 
stable and Collector of each township in said county shall here- Tex Col- 
after be collected by the Sheriff, as ex officio ax Collector, and” 
heshall be subject to all the laws and regulations governing the 
collection of property taxes, foreign miners’ licenses, poll taxes, 
and State and conuty licenses, in this Stato, and shall be liable 
to all the penalties and punishments-of the same; provided, that 
nothing herein contained shall be constrned to interfere with 
the right of the Road Overseers in said county to collect the road 
poll taxes under the special road law in force in suid connty. 

Sec. 2.) The Sheriff shall receive a salary at the rato of satary of 
twenty-seven handred dollars per annum. and in addition thereto Sher. 
he shall receive, for his own use, all mileage allowed by Jaw. 

For all services as ‘Tax Collector, the Sheriff shall receive the yo. 
following percentage, to wit: 

For the collection of money from foreign miners’ licenses, he 
shall receive twenty per centum on the amount collected. 

For all business licenses, he shall receive four per centum on 
the amount collected. 

For the collection of poll taxes, be shall receive fifteen per 
centum on the amount collected. 

For the collection of all property taxes he shall receive threo 
and one-half per centam on the total amount collected by him; 
provided, however, that no percentage or commissions shall be 
allowed for the collection of taxes for school purposes. The 
compensation provided in this section shall -be in full for all ser- 
vices rendered by the Sheriff, his deputics or assistants, in the 
offices of Sheriff, Keeper of the Jail and ex officio Tux Collector. 
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Before entering upon his duties as Tax Collector, the Sheriff 
shall, in addition to his official bond as Sheriff, give such bond 
as Tax Collector as is now or may hereafter be required by law. 

Sec. 8. The Connty Clerk shall receive a salary of three 
thousand dollars per annum, which shall be in full for all ser- 
viees rendered by him, his deputies or assistants, as County 
Clerk, ex officio Recorder, Auditor and Clerk of the Courts of 
record and Boards of Supervisors, liqualization and Canvassers 
of said county. Tho County Clerk, in addition to the official 
bonds heretofore required of him, as County Clerk and as ex 
officio Recorder, shall also, before entering upon his official 
duties as Auditor, execute and file a separate bond, with two or 
more sufficient sureties, in a sum not to execed cight thousand 
dollars, in the discretion of the Board of Supervisors, which 
bond shall be conditioned for the faithful performance of all his 
duties as Auditor and Clerk of the Board of Supervisors, 
Equalization and Canvassers of said county. All the official 
bonds given by the County Clerk, as aforesaid, shall be filed 
with tho County Treasurer of Sierra County ; provided, that 
nothing contained in this section shall prevent tho giving and 
filing of such bond as Auditor, a8 may he required to be given 
and filed with the State Controller, by the revenue laws of the 
State. 

Src. 4. The County Treasurer shall reccive a salary of ono 
thonsand dollars per annum, and shall also receive, for his own 
use, all mileage allowed him by law, and the compensation 
allowed by this section shall be in full for all services required 
of him by law, or by virtue of his office. 

Src. 5. The County Assessor shall receive sach compensa- 
tion, not exceeding six dollars per diem for each day necessa- 
rily employed, by himself or deputics, in making assessments, 
aa the Board of Supervisors shall determine. 

Sec 6. Each member of the Board of Supervisors of Sierra 
County shall receive six dollars per diem for each day necessa- 
rily employed in tho duties of his office, and twenty cents por 
mile for ench mile necessarily travelled in going from his resi- 
dence to. and returning from the county seat; provided, that 
only one mileage shall be allowed at cach term; and provided 
further, that in no event shall the compensation herein allowed 
to each member of the Board exceed the sum of five hundred 
dollars per annum. 

Sec. 7. The County Judge shall receive a salary of twelve 
hundred dollars per annam. 

Sec. 8 The District Attorney shall receive a enlary of eight 
hundred dollars per annum, and, in addition thereto, the follow- 
ing percentage and fees for his own use: 

Le shall be entitled to charge and receive ten per centum on 
all forfeited bonds and recognizances collected by him. 

For services rendored by him in the collection of delingnent 
taxea, ten per contnm on the amount received, to be added 
thereto, if paid before judgment; if not so paid, then fifteen per 
eentum, to be added to and constitute a part of the judgment; 
provtded, that in no case shall the State or county be liable for 
such per contum. 

For all amounts collected by him for the State or county, 
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other than delinquent taxes, bonds or recognizances, eight per 
centum on the amount collected ; but in no evont shall the com- 
pensation in any one case exceed five hundred dollars. 

For every conviction under the Act to prohibit gaming and 
the Act to prohibit lotteries, gifts, raffles, gilt enterprises and 
other schemes, to be collected from the party or parties con- 
victed, fifty dollars. 

For each conviction of felony, where the penalty is death, 
fifty dollars; fur every other conviction of felony, except as 
herein provided for, twenty-five dollars; and for cach conviction 
in cases of misdemeanor, fifteen dollars. 

In all convictions, the fees herein allowed shall be assessed 
against the defendant, and shall not become a connty charge; 
but in case the sume cannot be collected from the defendant, 
then fifty per cerntum thereof shall be considered a county 
charge, and be audited by the Board of Supervisors. 

Sec. 9. Tho County Superintendent of Public Schools shall 
receivo, for all services required of him by law, a salary of four 
hundred dollars per annum. 

Sro. 10. After the oxpiration of the term of tho Public 
Administrator clected in Sierra County, at the general election 
held on the tirst day of September, eighteen hundred and sixty- 
nine, the District Attorney shall be ex officio Public Adminis- 
trator in said county, and in addition to his official bond as 
District Attorney he shall give such bond, and receive such 
compensation as Public Administrator, a3 is now or may here- 
after be required or allowed by law; but he shall receive no 
compensation as attorney’s fees for settling estates. 

Sexo. 11. The Sheriff and County Clerk shall collect and 
safely keep all fecs and commissions now allowed by law for 
services rendered by them in their several offices and cx officio 
offices. for which a salary is provided by this Act, and upon the 
first Monday in each month, shall pay the same into the county 
treasury. 

Seo. 12. The said Sheriff and County Clerk, from and after 
the passage of this Act, shall each keep a book, to be denomi- 
nated a “Fee Book,” which book shall be the property of the 
county, and which shall be open, during office hours, to public 
inspection. In this book shall be entered, in detail, all fees or 
compensation, of whatever nature or kind, collected or charge- 
able in their respective offices and ex officio offices. In one 
column of said book shall be entered the fees or compensation 
belonging to the county, and in another column, the fees or 
compensation which, undor this Act, may be retained by the 
officer. Qn the first Monday in April, cightcen hundred and 
seventy, and on the first Monday of each month theroatter, the 
oflicer shall carefully add up each column, and set down the 
totals, and the compensation and fees collected or charges- 
ble for the county shall be paid to the County Treasurer, xccom- 
panied by a full, accurate and detailed statement, in duplicate, 
under oath, of all fees, percentages and componsation, of what- 
ever kind. collected for or charged for the county. Upon receiv- 
ing the Treasurer's receipt for the payment of such fees or

The County Auditor of the County of Alameda 
is hereby authorized and directed, upon the order of the Board 
of Supervisors of Alameda County, to issue bonds of said 
County not exceeding twenty thousand dollara; said bonds shall 
he signed by the Chairman of the Board of Supervisors, the 
County Auditor, and countersiyned by tho ‘Treasurer of said 
county, and shall be of the denomination of five hundred dol- 
lars each, payable in gold coin of the United States, and shall 
bear interest at the rato of ten per cent. per annum, in like gold 
coin, payable semi-annually. Said bonds shall be made payable 
ten years from the date of their issue, and redeemuble after five 
years from the date of their issue, at the option of the Board of 
Supervisors of said county. 

Sec. 2. Said bonds and their proceeds, when so issued, shall 
only be used by the Board of Supervisors to bnild and construct 
a suitable bridge or roadway over the estuary of San Antonio,

Any person who shall have filed his bond in 
accordance with the provisions of this Act shall, upon payment 
of the sum specified in this section. receive from the County 
Treasurer a jicense of the class for which be has paid; said 
license shall be renewed quarterly, and rated as follows: 

First Class—Auctioneera whose average monthly sales shall 
amount to one hundred thousand dollars and upwards shall con- 
stitute the first classy, and shall pay a license of four hundred 
dollars per quarter. 

Second Class—Auctioncers whose average monthly sales shall 
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amount to seventy-five thousand dollars, and less than one hun- Auctioneers 
dred thousand dollars, shall constitute tho second class, and pay 
a liconse of three hundred dollars per quarter. 

Third Class—Auctioncers whose average monthly sales shall 
amount to fifty thousand dollars, and less than seventy-five 
thousand dollars, shall constitute the third class, and pay a 
license of two hundred dollars per quarter. 

Fourth Class—Auctionecra whose average.monthly sales shall 
amount to thirty thousand dollars, and less than fifty thousand 
dollars, shall constitute the fourth class, and pay a license of 
ono hundred and twenty-five dollars per quarter.

Sro. 3. The Board of Supervisors of the City and County of 
San Francisco are hereby authorized and directed to order paid 
to Patrick Donohue, tho sum of two thousand and forty-seven 
dollars, with legal interest on said amount of two thousand and 
forty-seven dollars from Apfil, A. D. eighteen hundred and 
sixty, until paid, in United States gold coin, which said amount 
of principal remains due and unpaid to the said Patrick Donohue 
on the contract of grading Dupont strect, from Francisco to 
Bay street, in the City and County of San Francisco, as per 
assessment in volume three of street assessments in the office of 
the Superintendent of Public Streets and Highways, in the said 
City and County of San Francisco. 

Sec. 4. The Auditor of the said City and County of San 
Francisco is hereby authorized and dirccted to audit the said 
threo principal sums, with legal interest thereon, as above spec- 
ified in sections one, two and three of this bill, and to issue his 
warrants therefor to Patrick Creighton, James Brennan and 
Patrick Donohue ; thereupon and upon the presentation of the 
said warrants to the Treasurer of the City and County of San

CHAPTER CCXI1. 
An Act concerning roads and highways in the County of Humboldt. 
{Approved March 16, 1870.] 


The People af the State of California, represented in Senate and 
Assembly, do enact as follows: 


Section 1. Each township in tho County of Humboldt shall 
constitute one road district, and each road district shall have 
one Road Oversver, who may appoint ono or more deputies, for 
whose conduct he shall be responsible. 
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Sec. 2. The Board of Supervisors for Humboldt County appoint. 
shall, ot thoir firat regular meoting after the passage of thia Act, Beutel 
appoint a Road Overseer for each road district in said county ; Overreers. 
and Road Overseers so appointed shall continue in office until ‘ 
their successors are elected and qualified. 

Sec. 3. Jtoad Overseers for the sevoral road districts in said Elcction of 
county shall be elected at the general election for the year feos. 
eighteen handred and seventy-one. and every two years thore- 
after. They shall hold their offices for the term of two years 
from and after the first Monday in Novembor next after their 
election; and the Board of Supervisors shall fill, by appoint- 
ment, any vacancy that may oceur in the office of Road Overseer 
in any road district in said county. 

Sec. 4. Any person elected or appointed Road Oversecr in Oathof ofice 
pursuance of tho provisions of this Act, shall, before entering 4 ™™ 
on the duties of his office, take and subscribe to the nsual oath 
of office, and shall execute a bond to the people of the State of 
California, with two or moro sufficient sureties, in 2 sum double 
the probable amount of road moneys that will come into his 
hunds; which said bond shall be approved by the Board of 
Supervisors, and shall be conditioned on the faithful perform- 
ance of the duties of his oftice. 

Sec. 5. All able-hodied male persons, between the ages of Labor on 
eighteen and sixty yours, who may be reaidonts of said county, ebm 
shall bo bound and liable to perform each year, on tho roads 
and highways of their respective districts, two days labor. And 
it shall be the duty of Road Overseers to warn and require all 
persons in their respective districts who, by the provisions of 
this Act, may be liable to perform two days labor on the roads 
and highways of tho district ; and they shall notify such persons 
of the time when and the place where such service will be 
required ; and they shall superintend and direct such labor ; and 
any person who, having been thus notified, shall neglect or Penaty tir 
refuse to perform the labor, shall pay the sum of four dollars *™' 
to the Road Fund of tho district where such labor was due. 

Sec. 6. When any person shall perform more than two days extra labor 
labor on the highways in any one year, the Overscer of tho Performed. 
district in which auch labor shall be performed shall receipt to 
such person for the extra amount of labor so performed, and 
such receipt shall be good and reccivable for road dues for the 
year noxt ensuing, in the district in which such extra labor 
was performed. 

Sec. 7. To enforce tho collection of the road tax due from Collection of 
any person who, on the requirement of the Overscer, shal] ™™!“* 
have neglected or refused to perform two days labor on tho 
highways, the Overseor may seize so much of any and every 
species of property, right, possession or claim belonging to such 
person so liablo and. neglecting or refusing to pay such road 
tax. or in the possession of or due from any other person, and 
belonging to such person refusing or neglecting to pay such 
road tax, as will be sufficient to pay the same, together with 
costs of scizure and sale, and. may sell the same at any time 
and place, on giving notice one bour previous to such sale; and 
any person indebted to anothor liable to pay such road tax, 
and who shall refuse or neglect to pay tho same, shall be liable 
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for the tax of such other person, after service on him by the 
Ovorsecr of a notice, stating the name of the person so liable 
«and owing said road tax, and the amount of the tax due from 
such person, and the amount of the tax duc may be deducted 
from such indebtedness. The Overscer, after deducting the 
tax for which such property was sold, together with the neces- 
sary fees and costes of sale, shall pay over the surplus, if any 
there be, to the owner of the property. A delivery of the pos- 
session of the property sold by the Overseer to any purchaser, 
at any such sale, shall be a sufficient title to the purchaser with- 
out the execution of a deed therefor by the Overscer. 

Sec. 8. The Board of Supervisors shall canse proper blank 
receipts for road taxes to be printed, and it shall be the duty 
of the Clerk of said Board to sign such reccipts. and issue the 
same to the Road Oversecrs for the several districts, on their 
order, and said Clerk shall charge to the Overseers, in a book 
to be kept by him, the receipts which he shall issue to them ; 
and when any person shall perform two days labor on the 
highways, or in lieu thereof shall pay the sum of four dollars, 
the Road Overscer of the district shall deliver to him a rond 
tax receipt, with the blanks properly filled. 

Sec. 9. Road Overseers shall, for each day that they may be 
actually and necessarily omployed in working on the roads in 
their respective districts. or in superintending work on said 
roads, receive such per diem as may be allowed by the Board 
of Supervisors, not to exceed four dollars per day, payable out 
of the General Road Fund of said county; and for collecting 
the road tax from persons who neglect or refuse to work on the 
ronds, ten per cent. of the amount so collected ; and procided, 
that tho time occupied in collecting said road tax shall not in 
any case be construed as time spent in acturl and necessary 
work on the roads. ; 

Sec. 10. On the first Monday in November in each year the 
Road Overseers shall report to the Board of Supervisors for 
said county. Said report shall contain a list of the names of all 
persons in their respective districts liable to perform service on 
the roads, the names of all persons who have performed such 
service, and of all persona who. in lieu thereof, have paid the 
sum of four dollars. They shall also contain a full and correct 
statement of all sums of money paid out, to whom paid and for 
what purposes, together with all the necessary vonchers; and 
each Overseer shall state in his report the number of days that 
he has actually and nocessarily been employed in working on 
the roads within his disirict, or in snperintending work on said 
roads; and such reports shall be certitied to under oath by said 
Road Overseers us being just, truo and correct in each and every 
particular and specification ; and at the time of presenting said 
report, he shall pay all moneys remaining in his hands, after 
deducting the percentage for collecting, into the county treas- 
ury; and he shall file with his report all receipts which he may. 
have received from the County Treasurer, and also all road tax 
receipts which remain in his hands unsold. 

Sro. 11. The Board of Supervisors shall examino the report 
of cach Road Overseer, and finding it correct, and that the per- 
sons who have paid road taxes, together with the road tax 
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receipts returned, aro equal to the whole number of reccipts 
issued to him, shall order the Clerk of the Board to -balance his 
account, and the Board of Supervisors shall direct the Auditor 
to draw his warrant on the Treasurer, payable out of the Road 
Fund of said county, in favor of such Overscer. for the amount 
of per diem duc him, ax shown by his report. And any balance 
due such Overseer for materials furnished, or for the pay of Balance due, 
laborers employed by him to work on the roads in hie district, 
shall be payable out of the Road Fund of the district of which 
he shall be Overseer, and shall not in any case be paid out of 
any other fund. 

Sec 12. When any Road Overseer shall pay any money into goad tunis, 
the county treasury, it shall be the daty of the Treasurer to 1% di 
place it in the fund of the district of which he is Overseer. 
The funds of the several road districts shall be under the con- 
trol of the Board of Supervisors, who may disburse the same 
tor the construction of bridges and the opening and improving 
of roads. Each fund shall be expended in the district in which 
it was collected. Tho Board of Supervisors shall draw money 
from the District Road Funds by their order on the Treasurer, 
and the Treasurer shall pay such ordera out of any moneys 
remaining in said District Road Funds 

Sec. 13. The Road Overseers of the several road districts in puties of 
said county shall canse all public highways within their res- Osereers. 
pective districts to be kept clear of obstructions, and in good 
repair, and cause banks to be graded and bridges and causeways 
to be constrneted, when the samo may be found necessary, and 
shall cause the same to be kept in yood condition, and shall 
cause guide-boards to be prepared and placed at the intersec- 
tion of roads wherever the convenience of the travelling public 
may require tho same, and for the above named purposes they 
shall lave fall powers to contract for such labor and materials 
as may be found necessary to accomplish the same. 

Seo. 14. Any Oversecr nogiccting or refusing to perform penalty for 
any of the duties prescribed in this Act. shall bo deemed yuilty nslert. 
of a misdemeanor, and, on conviction thoroof before any Justice 
of the Peace in said county, shall be fined in a sum not excecd- 
ing two hundred dollars, for which the suroties on his official 
bond shall be liable; and such fine, when collected, shall be paid 
into the county treasury and placed in the Road Fund of his 
district. 

Sec. 15. The Board of Supervisors for said county shall additions 
Jevy, annually, on or betore the second Monday in May in each ™* 
year, in addition to the taxes provided for by law, a tax upon 
all the taxable property in said county of not less than ten nor 
more than forty conts on each ono hundred dollars in value of 
taxable property, as assessed in the year in which sach levy 
shall be made; and said tax shall be assessed and collected at 
the same time, and in the sume manner, as are other property 
taxes in said county, and the porcentage for collecting shall be 
the same. 3S 

Sec. 16. The tax provided for in the preceding section of now appro- 
this Act shall be paid into the Road Fund of said county, and vrbted. 
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shall be used for the payment of warrants drawn against said 
fund by order of the Board of Supervisors prior to the passage

Section 1. The respective Board of Supervisors in and for 
the Counties of Alameda. Contra Costa, Fresno, Stanislaus, 
Merced, San Joaquin and Yolo shall, at the time of making their 
annual levy of the State and county taxes, or at any regular 
meeting of said respective Boards, on or before the first Monday 
in June, cighteen hundred and seventy, and every year there- 
after, levy a special tax, not to exceed in the Countics of Ala- 
meda, Stanislaus, Merced, Fresno, San Joaquin and Yolo, two 
cents, and in the County of Contra Costa not to excoed tive 
cents. on each one hundred dollars valuation of all taxable prop- 
erty on the respective assessment rolls of said counties, which 
tax shall be collected at the same time and manner in which 
othor county and State taxes are collected, and when so col- 
lected, less only the fees allowed by law fur the collection and 
disbursement of the same, shall constitute in each of said coun- 
ties a fund to be known as tho Bounty Fund. 

Sxc. 2. Any person who shall, within cither of said countics, 
kill or dostroy. or cause to be killed or destroyed by any person 
or persons in his or their employ, in any manner not prohibited 
by law and in accordance with the subsequent provisions of this 
Act, any squirrels or gophers, shall be entitled to the sum of 
five cents for each squirrel and ten cents for each gopher 80 
destroyed, and shall, upon the presentation of the scalps of not 
less than fifty squirrels or twenty-five gophers so destroyed, to 
any Justice of the Peace of the county within which the same 
were taken, and by oath or affirmation, or otherwise, prove to 
tho satisfaction of said Justice of the Peace that such squirrels 
or gophers were killed within the county in which said claim is 
presented ; and the Justice of tho Peace shall at once count and

other State, the [Insurance Commissioner of this Stute ia horeby 
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authorized to receive from such life insurance company securi- 
ties of the amount required by the laws of such other State on 
deposit and in trust for the policy holders of such company, the 
value of which shall bo equal to tho value of intercst-bearing 
stocks, bonds or other securities of the United States. The 
Tusurance Commissioner shall receive, and upon the receipt of 
said securities shal] forthwith make a special deposit of the 
same, in packages marked witb the namo of the company from 
whom received, in the State treasury, where they shall remain 
ag security for policy holders in the companies to which they 
respectively belong ; but so long as any company so depositing 
shall continue solvent, be shall permit such company to collect 
the interest or dividends on its securities so deposited, and from

as Road Viewers three disinterested citizens, one of whom shall 
be the County Surveyor. and shall place in the hands of such 
Road Viewers the petition for the road which they are to view, 
together with all applications for damages in the premises; 
and upon a day named by the Supervisors, or within five days Duties. 
thereof, after taking an oath to perform faithfully the dutics 
devolving upon them by law as such Road Viewers, they shall 
procced to view the proposed location, alteration or vacation, 
and shall decide whether such proposed location. alteration or 
vacation is required for public convenience; and they shall take 
into consideration private as well as public interests. If in the 
opinion of tho Viewers the prayer of the petitioner is reason- 
able, and the location, alteration or vacation necessary to the 
public, they may take to their assistance two chainmen and a 
marker, who shall be sworn by one of the Road Viewers, who 
are each hereby authorized to administer all oaths required by 
this Act, and shall procced to survey said proposed location, 
alteration or vacation, and shall distinctly mark the commence- 
ment, tho courses, distances and the termination of said route; 
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and the County Surveyor shall make a plat and field notes of 
said survey, which shall bo tiled as a part of the report of said 
Viewers ; at or before the first day of the regular mecting of the 
Board of Supervisors next succeeding that at which Read 
Viewers have been appointed as provided by this Act, or upon 
or before any day which the Board of Supervisors may name, 
they shall file with the Clerk of the Board of Supervisors a 
report of their proceodings in the premises, in which they shall 
set forth— 

First—Who of them were prevent. 

Second—That they were sworn. 

Third—W hether such location, alteration or vacation is or is 
not advisable. 

Jourth—A plat and field notes of survey. 

LYth—The expenses of view of snrvey. 

Sicth—Tho amount of damages, which they are authorized 
and required to assess, sustained separately by each and every 
person owning or having any right, tile or interest, in or to the 
lands, through or upon which said lvcation, alteration or vaca- 
tion is proposed to be made. 

Seventh—The width of the road, which shall not exceed sixty- 
six feet.

CHAPTER CCXXVIL. 


An Act relating to the care and custody af minor children in certain 
cases. 


[Approved Mare 18, 1870.] 


The People of the State of California, represented in Senate and 
Aasembly, do enact ax follows: 


Section 1. The husband and father, as such, shall have no 
rights superior to those of the wife and mother, in regard to the 
care, custody, education and control of the children of the mar- 
riage, while such husband and wife live separate and apart from 
each other. 

See. 2. Without application for a divorce, the husband or 
the wife may bring his or her action for the exclusive control 
of the children of the marriage ; and the Court may. during the 
pending of such action, or at the final hearing thereof, or after- 
wards, make such order or decree in regard to the support, care, 
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custody, education and control of tho children of the marriage. 
as may be just and in accordance with the natural rights of the 
parents, and tho best interesta of the children. and may at any 
time thereafter amend, vary or modity such order or decreo, as 
the natural rights and the interests of the parties, including the 
children, may require. 

Sec. 8. This Act shall take effect immediately. 


CHAPTER CCXXVILII. 
An Act to establish a State Board of HUcalth. 
(Approved March 18, 1870.] 


The People of the Stute of California, represented in Senate and 


Assembly, do enact as follors : 5 


Szotion 1. The Governor shall appoint sevon physicians, grate Board 
two from the City of Sacramento and the other five from diffor- of Molth. 
ent sections of the State. who shall constitute the State Board 
of Health and Vital Statistics. Tho physicians so appointed 
shall hold their offices for four years and until their successors 
are appointed, and all vacancies in the Board shall be filled by 
the Governor. 

See. 2. The State Board of Health shall place themselves in paties of 
communication with the local Boards of Health, the hospitals, &"4- 
asylums and public institutions throughout the Stute, and shall 
tako cognizance of the interests of health and life among the 
citizens generally. They shall make sanitary investigations 
and jnquiries respecting the causes of disease, especially of 
epidemics, the source of mortality and the effects of localities, 
employments, conditions aud circumstances on the public 
health; and they shall gather such information in respect to 
theso matters as they may deom proper for diffusion among 
the people. ‘hey shall devise somo scheme whereby medical 
and vital statistics of sanitary value may be obtained. and act 
as an advisory Board to the State in all hygienic and medical 
matters, especially auch as relate to the location, construction, 
sewerage and administrations of prisons, hospitals, asylums 
and other public institutions. They shall, at cach biennial ses- 
sion of the Legislature, make a report of their doings, investi- 
gations and discoveries, with such suggestions as to legislative 
action as they may deem proper. 

Sro 8. Ut shall be the duty of tho Board, and they aro same. 
hereby instructed. to examine into and report what in their 
best judgment is the effect of the uso of intoxicating liquor as a 
beverage upon the industry. prosperity, happiness, health and 
lives of the cilizens of the State ; also, what legislation, if any, 
is necessary in the premises. 

Sec. 4. The Board shall meet at the Capital of the State, at meetings. 
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least once in every threc months, and as much oftener as they 
may deem proper. Their first meeting shall be held at tho 
Capital at the expiration of one week after their appointment 
shall have been made, and three members shail always consti- 
tute a quorum for business. They shall elect from their own 
number a President and a Permanent Secretary; the latter 
shall reside a6 the Capital and shall be their executive officer. 
No member, except the Secretary, shall reccive any compensa- 
tion, but the actual travelling expenses of the members whilo 
enyaged in the duties of the Board shall be allowed, and paid 
out of the Goneral Fund. - 

Sec. 5. The Secretary shall perform and superintend the 
work prescribed in this Act, and shall porform such other duties 
as the Board may require. Ho shall also furnish the Legisla- 
ture, when in session, such information cognate to this Act as 
from time to time they may deem necessary. An annual salary 
of twenty-five hundred dollars and his office and other necessary 
expenses, incurred in the performance of bis duties, shall bo 
paid to him in the same manner as that of other State officers. 

The oxpenses of the Board, including the salary of 
the Secretary, shall not excced four thousand dollars a year.

CHAPTER COXXX. 


An Act to prevent the kidnapping and importation of Mongolian, Chi- 
nese and Japanese females, for criminal or demoralizing purpuses, 


{Approved March 18, 1870.] 


WaeEneEas, the business of importing into this State Chinese 
women for criminal and demoralizing purposes hus been car- 
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ried on extensively during the past year, to the scandal and 
injury of the people of this State, and in defiance of public 
decency ; and whereas, many of the class referred to are 
kidnapped in China. and deported at a tender age, without 
their consent and against their will; therofore, in exercise 
of the police power appertaining to every State of the Union, 
for the purpose of remedying tho evils above referred to and 
preventing further wrongs of the same character, 


The People of the State of California, represented in Senate aud 
Assembly, do enact as follows: 


Secrion 1. It shall not be lawful, from and after tho time whon 
this Act takes cffoct, to bring, or land from any ship, boat or 
vessel, into this State, any Mongolian, Chinese or Japanese 
fomales, born either in the Empire of China or Japan, or in any 
of tho islands adjacent to the Empire of China, without first 

rosenting to tho Commissioner of Immigration evidonce satis- 
actory to him that such femalo desires voluntarily to come into 
this State, and is a person of correct habits and good character, 
and therenpon obtaining from such Commissioner of Immigra- 
tion a license or permit particularly describing such femalo and 
authorizing her importation or immigration. 

Seo. 2, Auy master, officer, owner or part owner of any 
steamship, sailing or other vessel, or any other person violating 
any of the provisions of this Act, shall be deemed guilty of a 
misdemeanor, and shall be punished by a fine of not less than 
one thousand dollars nor more than five thousand dollars, or 
imprisonment for a term not lesa than two nor more than twelve 
months, or by both snch fino and imprisonment. 

Sec. 3. Every individual person of the class hereinbefore 
referred to, transported into this State contrary to the provi- 
sions of this Act, shall render tho person so transporting liable 
to n separate prosecution and penalty, and the transportation of 
each one as aforesaid shall croate a separate vod distinct offence, 
and render the person offending liable to the pains and penal- 
ties herein provided. 

Seo. 4. Tho Commissioner of Immigration shall reside and 
keep his office in the City of San Francisco, and perform all 
the duties assigned to him by this Act, and also all such duties 
and functions as nay devolve upon such Commissioner under 
the laws now in force. Ho shall hold his office for the term of 
four years, and shall be subject to removal by tho Governor. 
Before entering upon his duties, the Commissioner shall take 
and subscribe the constitutional oath of office, and file in the office 
of the Secretary of Stato a bond in the sum of twenty-fivo 
thousand dollars, with sufficient sureties, to be approved by the 
Governor, conditioned for the faithful performanco of his duties. 
The office of Commissioner of Immigration, as it now oxists, is 
hereby declared vacant. 

Sec. 5. All fees and commissions collected or roceived by 
the Commissioner of Immigration shall, less twenty per cent. 
retained as his fecs and commissions, be paid by him into the 
State treasury each month, and a detailed statemont of the 
same, verified by oath, shall be, at the time of each payment, 
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filed by him in the office of the Controller of State. Such 
stationery as ho may require shall be farnished to him by the 
Secretary of State.

CHAPTER CCOXXXI. 


An Act to prevent the importation af Chinese criminals and to prevent 
the establishment af Coolie slavery. 


(Approved Muareh 18, 1870.7 


Wneveas, Criminals and malefactors are being constantly im- 
ported from Chinese seaports, whose depredations upon prop- 
erty entail] burdensome expense upen the administration of 
criminal justice in this State; and whereas, by the importa- 
tion of such persons a species of slavery is established and 
maintained which is degrading to the laborer and at war with 
the spirit of the age; now, therefore, in the exercise of the 
police powers appertaining to this State. 


The Veople of the State of California, represented in Senate and 
Assenibly, do enact as follows: 


Seorron 1. It shall not be lawful. from and after the time 
whon this Act takes offect, to bring or to land from any ship, 
hoat or vessel, into this State, any Chinese or Mongolian. born 
either in the Empire of Chins or Japan, or in any of the islands 
adjacent to the Empire of China, without first presenting to the 
Jommissioner of fmmigration evidence satisfactory to him that 
such Chinaman or Mongolian desires voluntarily to come into 
this State. and is a person of correct habits and good character, 
and thereupon obtaining from such Commissioner of Immigra- 
tion a license or permit, particularly describing such Chinaman 
or Mongolian and authorizing his importation or immigration. 

Sec. 2.0 Any master. officer, owner or part owner of any 
steamship, sailing or other vessel, or any other person, violating 
any of the provisions of this Act, or assisting in such violation, 
shall be deemed guilty ofa misdemeanor, and shall be punished 
hy a fine of not less than one thousand dollars nor more than 
five thousand dollars, or by imprisonment for a torm of not less 
than two nor more than twelve months, or by both such fine 
and imprisonment. 

Sec. 3. Every individual person of the class hereinbefore

An Act supplementary to an Act entitled an Act to authorize the Board 
of Managers of the San Francisco Orphan Asylum Soviety, or any 
other orphan asylum society in this State, to bind, as apprentices, 
clerks and screants, orphan and half orphan children under their 
care and tuition, approved February tenty-second, eighteen hundred

[Approved March 18, 1870.] 


The People of the State of California, represented in Senate and 
Assembly, «do enact as follows: 


Secrion'i. In enso tho surviving parent or guardian of any 
half orphan child received, or which may he received, into the 
San Francisco Orphan Asylam Society, or any other orphan 
asylum society in this State, shall neglect or refuse, for the 
period of six months, to pay such sum of money for the board 
and education of such child as may have been stipulated and 
agreed upon between said parent or guardian and the Managers 
of said Orphan Asylum Society, the snid Managers may, at 
their discretion, if deeming it for the welfare of such child, bind 
out, to any proper person, such half orphan child, in the same 
manner, with the same restrictions and guarantces, and as fully 
in all respects as they can bind out orphan children under the 
provisions of the Act to which this is amendatory. 

Sec. 2. In binding out or apprenticing either orpban or half 
orphan children, as provided in this Act and the Act to which 
this is supplementary, the assent of children under ten years of 
age may be assumed. 
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Sro. 8. Tho surviving parent of any half orphan child may Half orpim 
surrender all control and anthority over such child to the Man- 
agers of the said San Francisco Orphan Asylum Society, or of 
any other orphan asylum society in this Stato; and such sur- 
render, made in writing and acknowledged before a Notary 
Public or magistrate, shall vest in said Managors as full and 
complete authority over such half orphan child as they can 
legally exercise over orphan children.

An Act to authorize the County of Sacramento to issue bonds to raise 
money for Court-honse and jail purposes. 


[Approved March 18, 1870.] 


The People of the State of California, represented in Senate and 
Assembly, do enact as follows: 


Section 1. The County of Sacramento is hereby authorized supervisors 
to issue, in its corporate name of “'Tho Board of Supervisors tue” 
of the County of Sacramonto,” oither at one time, or from time 
to time, bonds, to be known as “The Court-house and Jail 
Bonds,” to such an amount, not oxcecding in the aggregate the 
sum of fifty thousand dollars, as the Supervisors may deem 
proper, pledging. in each of said bonds, the faith of the county, 
that at the expiration of thirty years from the first day of 
January, in the year eightecn hundred and seventy-one, it will 
pay, in the gold coin of the United States, in the City of Sac- 
ramento, to tho holder of said bond, the sum of money named 
therein (which sum shall be either one hundred dollars, or 
some multiple thereof); and that it will also pay, semi-annually, Interest, 
in said city, in like coin, on the first days of January and July 
in cach year, interest on tho said sum at the rato of cight per 
eentum per annum; but every auch bond shall also contain & Rescrved 
clause reserving to said county the right to call in and pay off Tet 
stid bond at or at any time aftor tho first day of July in the 
your oighteon hundred and cighty-one, upon giving, by publica- 
tion in some newspaper published in the City of Sacramento, 
six months notice of its intention to do so; and at the oxpira- 
tion of six months from the commencement of such publication, 
all interest on such bond shall cease; provided, however, that no 
such publication shall be made prior to the first day of Jun- 
uary, eighteen hundred and eighty-one. 

Seo. 2. Itis hereby made the duty of the Board of Super- tax ter 
visors, each year, at the time of levying the annual taxes, to Nh, 
estimate what sum will be reqnired to meot tho interest for the 
fiscal year on the then outstanding bonds, and, after making 
proper allowances for delinquencies in tax payers, to levy a tax 
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anfficient to pay such interest And at the time of levying said 
taxes in the year cighteen hundred and cighty-six, and every 
year thereafter, they shall lovy an additional tax of five cents 
upon each one bundred dollars of property ; and at the time of 
Jevying said taxes in the year eighteen hundred and ninety-one, 
and every year thereatter, they shall levy a still additional tax 
of a further five cents upon each one handred dollars of prop- 
erty; and in tho year eighteen hundred and ninety-six they 
shall estimate what further tas, if any, in addition to the three 
prior taxes herein provided for, will Le necessary per year to 
provide meaus of paying off all of said bonds on the first day 
of Junuary, in the year nineteon hundred and ono; and in snid 
year eighteen hundred and uinety-six, and cach year thereatter, 
they shall levy such farther additional tax; provided, however, 
that all tho levies required by this section shall cease when said 
bonds are paid, and that all surplus moneys arising from said 
levies shall be paid into the Genoral Fund. All the taxes which 
this section requires to be levied shall be, from time to time, as 
they are levied. considered and treated as one “ Court-house 
and Jail tax;”" and the moneys arising therefrom shall be kept 
in one special fund, to be known as the “Court-honse and Jail 
Bond Interest and Sinking Fund,” and shall be used for no pur- 
pose whatever other than paying the principal and interest of 
the bouds issued under this Act. 

Sec. 3. The bonds shall have interest coupons attached to 
them; and whenever either any interest coupon that is due, or 
any bond that is due, is presented to the Treasurer, he shall pay 
it without further order or voucher. and if settling with the 
Auditor, the cancelled coupon or bond shall be bis sufficient 
authority and voucher for the payment. 

Sec. 4. Wheneverin any year there shall. after setting aside 
sufficient money to pay the interest falling due upon the next 
snceceding first of January and first of July, remain in the 
Court-house and Jai] Bond Interest and Sinking Fund a sum 
excecding one thonsand dollars. the ‘Treasurer shall give thirty 
days notice, hy advortisoment in some newspapor in the City 
of Sacramento, that he will dispose of the same by sealed pro- 
posals. to be opened in public at a specified time and place, to 
the party who will make the most advantageous bid. in bonds, 
theretor ; proedded, however, no bid shall be received at a greater 
rate than par and accrued interest 

Src. 5. When the Supervisors wish to dispose of the wholo 
or any part of said bonda, they shall advertise the fact and 
amount, in at least two newspapers in Sacramento and one in 
San Francisco, for thirty days, stating where and wheu they 
will open sealed proposals, and the conditions, if any, that must 
accompany the bid. and they shall award the same to tbe best 
bidder; prorided, however, that they may reject any or all of 
the bids, and they shall not have power to make any adver- 
tisement, or contract. or agreement, to the contrary. The 
money arising from the sale of these bonds shall be applied 
exclusively. so furas necessary, to building or repairing a county 
jail and furnishing it, and to raising and remodelling the county 
Court-house and furnishing it, and to filling the grounds, and 
to raising and grading, and paving and planking the streets 
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and sidewalks. The surplus, if any, may be applied to such 
purposes or bo transferred, to such funds as the Supervisors 
deem proper. 

Sze. 6. The bonds and coupons shall he signed by the Troas- By whom 
urer, and the bonds shall also be signed by the President of the “""" 
Board of Supervisors and be countersigned by the Auditor; and 
the several county officers shall keep a similar record in rogard Record, 
to these bonds and their interest coupons, and the dates, amounts, 
time and person, that they are required by law to do in regard 
to the county hospital bonds; and tho several officers and other 
persons who may be employed in or about these bonds shall bo 
paid for their respective services such reasonable compensation 
as the Supervisors may deem proper.

CHAPTER CCXXXVI. 


An Act to provide for the redemption uf the outstanding warrants of 
Amador County, and to preoent a further increase of the indebted- 
ness of said county. 


{Approved March 18, 1870.] 


The People of the State of California, represented in Senate and 
Assembly, do enaet us follows: 


Section 1. The Treasurer of Amador is hereby authorized gpcciat 
and required to set apart a fund, to be known as the Special *™- 
Fand of the County of Amador. 

Sec. 2. It shall be the duty of said Treasurer to pay into stow createa 
suid fand— 

Firsi—Sixty conts of the one hundred and fifteen conts now 
authorized by law to be Jovied upon the real and personal prop- 
orty in Amador County, for benefit of the General Fund of said 
county. 

Second—Whatover surplus may remain in the treasury of 
suid county on the first day of January, eighteen hundred and 
seventy-one, and whatever surplus, after paying the ordinary 
annual expenses of said county, may remain in said treasury 
on the first day of March every year thereafter. And no pay- 
ments shall] bo made out of yaid Gonoral Fund until said sixty 
cents shall have been set apart and paid into said Special Fund, 
as herein provided. 

Seo. 3. The Special Fund hereby croated shall be applied tow appiiea 
for the sole purpose of redeeming outstanding warrants, drawn 
upon the General Fund of said county. 

Bec. 4 Whonever, at any time, there shall be in said Redemption 
Special Fund a sum of money amounting to three thousand dol- of warruts. 
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lars or upwards, the County Treasurer shall give notice, in 
some newspaper published in said county, that he is ready to 
redeem outstanding warrants, designating only in such. notice 
that warrants presented for payment prior to such a date are 
redcemable; and from the date of such notice raid warrants 
shall cease to bear interest; and warrants shall be redeemed 
according to the order of their registration ; promided, that if a 
less sum than three thonsand dollars will redeem all outstand- 
ing warrants, then the Treasurer shall be permitted to advertise 
for redemption as hereinbefore required 

Prohibition. Sec 5. The Auditor of Amador County, from and after the 
date on which this Act shall go into effect, shall be prohibited 
from drawing any warrant upon the General Fund of said 
county, unless there shall be at the time sufficient moneys in 
said fund to pay the sane.

“onc day of October. eighteen hundred and seventy, after which time 
it shall not be lawful for the Treasurer to pay or liquidate any 
of the present indebtedness of said county in any other manner 
than as herein provided. 

Repealed Sxc. 8. All Acts and partis of Acts in conflict with the pro- 
visions of this Act are hereby repealed. 


CHAPTER CCXXXYVII. 


An Act authorizing the Trusters of the San Franciseo Lying-in Ilon- 
pital and Foundling Asylum to take the charge af, bind out and 
give away children coming under their care. 


{Approved March 18, 1870.] 


The People of the State of California, represented in Senate and 
Assembly, do enact as follows: 


Surrender Sxcrion 1. Any child born out of wedlock, and while the 
ofehildren. mother thereof shall be under the care of the San Francisco 
Lying-in JJospital and Foundling Asylum, may, by the mother 
of such child, bo surrendered and given to said asylum; and 
an entry made in a bouk of the corporation kept for that pur- 
pose, stating such gift, and signed by the moter of the child, 
: shall constitute conclusive proof of such gift. 

Trutecsax = Sec, 2. The Trustees of said asylum shall be the guardians 
furim- of every child that shall be surrendered and given to said asy- 
lam, as provided in section one ot this Act; and also of every 
foundling that shall come to the care of said asylum, for any 

of the following purposes : 
First—To support, care for and educate such child or foundling. 
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Second—To bind out such child or foundling, if a male under 
twenty-one years, or if a female under eighteen years. 

Third—To give such child or founding to such person as may 
be desirous of adopting the same; but in no ense shall a child 
be given, under this provision, to any person or persons, unless 
such porson or persons shall enter into an obligation, in writing. 
to raise such child as his or their own, which obligation shall 
run to the State of California. And upon the execution of 
such obligation, such child shall become tho child of the person 
or persons signing the same, and shall bear the name of such 
person, and shall be considered in Jaw as tho heir of such por- 
son or persons, and shall inherit the estate of such person or 
persons in like manner as if born of the body of such person. 

Sro. 3. When any child shall be bound out, under the pro- ninaing 
visions of this Act, such binding shall be as offeetual as if such efectual. 
child had bound itself with the consent of its father, mother 
or guardian. 

Rec. 4. The provisions of sections four, five, six, seven and Made 
eight of an Act cntitled an Act to authorize the Board of Man- *rrilenble. 
agers of tho San Francisco Orphan Asylum Society, or any 
other orphan asylum socicty in this State, to bind as appren- 
tices, clerks and scrvanta, orphans and half orphan children 
under their caro and tuition, approved April twenty-second. 
eighteen hundred and sixty, shall so far apply to all casea of 
binding andor this Act. 


CHAPTER CCXXXVILIL 


An Act ta amend an Act entitled an Act to incorporate the City of 
Sacramento, approved April twenty-fifth, eighteen hundred and 
staty-three. 

[Approved March 18, 1870.] 


The People of the State of California, represented in Senate and 
Assembly, do enact ax follows: 


Section 1. Section sixty of said Act is hereby amended so 
as to read as follows : 

Section 60. Whenever any of the streets shall have been trotcesto 
gvadod, planked or paved, as provided in the provious section. i 
and accepted by tho Street Commissioner, the same shall be 
kept in repair at the expense of the city, and paved or planked 
streets may also be kept clean and free from dust by the city, 
if the Board of ‘Truatees shall so order, and for that purpose 
the Street Commissioner shall make and file with the Board, on 
the third Monday in March, cightec, hundred and seventy, 
and in each year, an estimate of the probable expense of such 
repairing und cleaning of streets during tho ensuing year. 
When the Board of Trustees levy the regular annual tax for special tax. 
city purposes, they shall also levy a special tax, based wpon the 
estimate of tho Street Commissioner aforesaid, which shall he 
callod the street tax, and when collected shall be paid into a 
separate fund, called the Street Fund. All the expenges incurred 
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by the Street Commissioner in keeping streets clean and in 
repair shall be paid by warrants drawn by the Board of Trus- 
tees upon said Street Fund ; provided, whero stroets have once 
heen planked or paved, and in the judgment of the Board of 
Trustecs new planking or pavement is required on such streets, 
the Board may order the same to be newly planked or paved, 
but such new work shall be at the exponse of the property 
owners, as now provided by law; and provided further, that 
said Board shall not require less than one block in extent of 


. such new planking or pavement to be constructed at any one 
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time. After tho first day of April, A. D. eighteen hundred and 
seventy. the Strect Commissioner shall receive a compensation 
of fifty dollars per month, in addition to his salary as a member 
of the Board of Trustees. 


CHAPTER CCXXXIX. 


An Act concerning public roads and highways in the Counties of 
Santa. Cruz and San Diego. 


[Approved Mareh 21, 1870.] 


The People af ihe State of California, represented in Senate and. 
Assembly, do enact as follows: 


Secrrox 1. The Supervisors of each Supervisor District shall 

have the general supervision of the public roads in hia Super- 
visor District. He shall view all work performed on and mate- 
rials furnished for the public roads, and shall be present at any 
view or location, or change of location, of any public road or 
proposed public road, authorized to be made by the Board of 
Supervisors. 
Sro. 2. The Board of Supervisors shall appoint a Roadmaster 
for each road district, who shall hold his office from the time of 
appointment and until the expiration of the road year during 
which he was appointed ; prorided. the said Board may remove 
from office any Roadmaster at any time, by a unanimous vote. 
Kach Roadmaster shall be a resident citizen and tix payer of 
the district for which he is appointed. 14 shall be the duty of 
the Clerk of the Board of Supervisors to notify thd persons so 
appointed of their appointment, and each of them shall there. 
upon, or withiu ten days thereafter, qualify by taking the oath 
of office and by filing a bond with the County Clerk in the form 
prescribed by the Act concerning the official bond of office, con- 
ditioned for the faithful performance of the duties of the office, 
in the penal sum of one thousand dollars ; provédéed, that nothing 
herein contained shall be construed so as to authorize the 
removal trom office of any Roadmaster now in office, at any 
time prior to the first day of January, A. D. eighteen hundred 
and seyenty-one. 

Src. 8. Lhe Board of Supervisors shall levy annually, at the 
regular meeting of the Board in November, or at any meeting 
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thereafter, a road poll tax of not exceeding three dollars, for 
the succeeding road year, on all able-bodied men botween the 
ages of twenty-ono and fifty years, and shall causo proper blank 
road poll tax receipts to be prepared, of a uniform appearance, 
which shall bo numbered consecutively, and signed by the 
Chairman of the Board, who shall thereupon delivor the samo 
to the Auditor, taking his receipt therefor. The Auditor shall 
countorsign said poll tax receipts and enter the amount of tax 
thoreon, and ixsuc to the Road Poll Tax Collector such numbor 
of said receipts as may be needed by him, taking his reccipt 
therefor.

Seo. 4. ‘Tho Sheriff shall bo, and is hereby declared to be eX sneris to 
officio Road Poll Tax Collector. [t shall be the duty of said collect ux, 


Road Poll Tax Collector to proceed to collect the said road poll 
tax on the first Monday of January in cach year, and shall con- 
tinue to collect and enforce the collection of suid tax from all 
residents of said county linblo to pay such tax while any of 
said tax remains unpaid.

The said Tax Collector shall 
thereupon present such statement to the County Treasurer, and 
shall pay tv him the amount of money due, as shall appear by 
such statement. The County Treasurer shall deliver to tho 
said Tax Collector duplicate receipts for the money thus paid, 
one of which receipts shall be filed with the County Auditor. 
On the first Monday in January in each year the said Tax Col- 
lector shall return to the County Auditor all read poll tax 
receipts then remaining in his hands and not used; and the 
County Auditor shall then aud there make a final settlement 
with the said Tax Collector for all road poll tax reecipts deliv- 
ered to him. 

Sree. 8. The County Treasurer shall plave to the credit of 
each road district the amount of money received by him from 
the suid Tax Collector, derived from the collection of road poll 
taxes in such district, and shall pay out of the samo all warrants 
of the County Auditor, which warrants shall be based apon 
allowances made by the Board of Supervisors for labor per- 
formed on, or muterial furnished for, the public roads of such 
district. 

Sec. 9. The Board of Supervisors shall have the power to 
authorize the Roadmaster of any or all road districts to com- 
mute the payment of the roud poll tax with any or all of the 
persons liable to pay said tax in such district, by performance 
of labor on the public roads in such districts, on such terms as 
the Board of Supervisors may direct.

Seo. 12. The Board of Supervisors shall have power to pro- Protection of 
vide by ordinanco for the protection of all public highways and bridges.

Sec. 13. Sections elevon. thirteen, sixteen, cightocn, ninc- Ropesiea. 
teen, twenty, twenty-one and twenty-two of an Act entitled an 
Act to provide for the establishment, maintenance and protec- 
tion of public and private roads in the County of Santa Cruz, 
approved April seventeenth, cighteen hundred and sixty-two, 
and sections two and three of an Act ontitied an Act amondatory 
of’ aud supplemental to an Act to provide for tho establishment, 
maintenance and protection of public and private roads in the 
County of Santa Cruz, approved April seventeenth, eighteen 
hundred and sixty-three, and all Acts or parts of Acts, so far 
ns the same are in conflict with the provisions of this Act, are 
horeby ropealed ; provided, that the repeal of tho sections herein 
named shall not take effect until the first day of January, A. D.

CHAPTER CCXL. 


An Act to prevent hunting and shooting on private grounds in the 
Counties of Alameda and San Mateo. 


[Approved March 21, 1870.} 


The People of the State of California, represented in Senate and 
Assembly, do enact as follows: 


Section 1. It shall not be lawful for any person or persons vntuwfal 
to enter any inclosure belonging to or occupied by another for ™*y- 
the purpose of hunting with hounds, or to shoot, kill or destroy 
any kind of game, withont first having obtained permission 
from the owner or agent of such inclosure. 

Src. 2. Any person who shall violate the provisions of this penatty. 
Act shull be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and shall be pan- 
ished, upon conviction, by a fino of not less than twenty-five 
dollars nor more than four hundred dollars, or imprisonment in 
the county jail for a term not to exceed sixty days, or by both 
such fine and imprisonment. 

Sec. 3. This Act shall take effect and be in force from and 
afler its passage.

‘An Act to regulate the drawing of warrants on the Treasurer of 


Shasta County. 
[Approved March 21, 1870.] 


The People of the State af California, represented in Senute and 
Assembly, do enact as follows: 


Section 1. All warrants drawn upon the Connty Treasuror 
of Shasta County, aftor the first Monday of March, one thonsand 
eight hundred and seventy, for any service or indebtedness 
whatsoever, shall draw interest at tho rate of seven per cent. 
per annum ; and all warrants drawn upon the Treasurer of said 
county shall be paid in the order of their issue. 

Sec. 2. It is heroby made the duty of the County Auditor 
of said county to furnish monthly to the Treasurer a list of all 
warrants drawn by him, which list shall contain the date, num- 
bor, amount, fand drawn against, and the name of the person 
to whom each warrant waa issucd. 

Src. 8. All Acts or parts of Acts, so far as the same are in 
conflict with tho provisions of this Act, are hereby repealed. 

Sec. 4. This Act shall take etfect immediately. 


CHAPTER CCXLIIIL. 


An Act to establish pituta and pilot regulations for the ports of Sun 
Francisco, Mare Islund, Vallejo and Benicia. 


[Approved March 22, 1870.] 


The People of the State of California, represented in Senate and 
Assembly, do enact as follows: 


Secrron 1. Tt shall be the duty of the Governor, by and with 
the advice of the Senate, to appoint three experienced and com-

pelent shipmasters or nautical men, who shall bo citizens of 
the United States and residents of tho Cities of San Francisco 
or Oakland, Vallejo or Benicia, or of the Towns of Brooklyn or 
Alameda. and tho said threo persons shall constitutea Board of 
Pilot Commissioners for the ports of San Francisco, Mare 
Island and Benicia. 

Sec. 2. ach Commissioner shall, before entering upon his oath of 

oficial duties, take the following oath or affirmation, which shall 
be indorsed on his commission, and shall be sigued by him and 
certified by the County Judge of the County of San Francisco : 
“Tdo aolomnly swear (or affirm, as the casc may be) that I 
will support the Constitution of the United States and the Con- 
stitution of the State vf California, and that I will faithfully 
dischargo the duties of the office of Pilot Commissioner without 
tear, favor or affection, according to the bost of my ability.” 

Sxo 3. The Commissioners shall hold their offices during the term of 
pleasure of tho power appointing them, not oxceeding four Me 
yeurs from the date of their commission. Vacancies in the 
Board of Commissioners shall bo filled in the same manner as 
appointments are made. 

Sec. +. The Board of Commissioners shall keop an office at rowers of 
San Francisco, and sball meet therein at least once in each * 
month. It shall elect ono of their members President, who 
shall be authorized to administer oaths, and ‘under his band 
and private seal to issue subpeonas for the attendance of wit- 
nesses, in all cases arising before tho Board undor this Act. A 
witness disobeying such subpcona shall forfeit and pay a sum 
not exceeding one hundred dollars which may be sued for and 
recovered in a civil action, in the namo of the Presidont of the 
Board. It shall make by-laws and rules for its own govern- 
ment, and all needful ries and regulations for the government 
of the pilots, not inconsistent with the laws of this State or of 
the United States. majority of such Board shall constitute 
a quorum for the transaction of basiness, and may meet and 
adjourn from time to time, according to agreement or appoint- 
ment. 

Sec. 5. The Board may appoint a Seeretary and fix his com- 
pensation, not to exceed two hundred and fifty dollars a month, 
whose duty it shall be to keep correct minutes of all the pro- 
coedings of the Board, iu books to be provided for that purpose, 
and to register tho names of all tho pilots, with the dates of 
their licenses and places of residence. The books and register 
shall always be open to public inspection. 

Src. 6. Neither the Commissioners nor the Secretary shall not to vo 
havo any interest, directly or indircetly, in any pilot boat or interested. 
steam tug, or the carvings thereof, other than for compensation 
as hercin provided. 

Szc. 7. The Commissioners may organize a3 a Board at any 10 examino 
time after their appointment and qualification. After their sii ieee 
organization, they shall proceed to examine and license. in the . 
manner prescribed herein, not less than fifteen nor more than 
twenty pilots for the port of San Francisco, acd not more than 
two pilots for the ports of Mare Island, Vallejo and Benicia, 
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exclusive of steam tug pilot boats. They shall also license for 
the same ports, pilots solely for the purpose of being attached 
to steam tug pilot boats, capable of towing and piloting vessels 
of such registered tonnage as may be speciticd in the license. 
Whenever a steam tug pilot boat is licensed, the license shall 
state whether it is limited or unlimited. If it be limited toa 
class of vessels, it must specify the maximum of tons registered 
measurement of vessels it is licensed to tow or pilot. 

Sec. 8. No person shall be appointed a pilot urleas ho is an 
American citizen, and over twenty-one years of age, and before 
being appointed he sball he rigidly examined by the Board 
tonching his qualifications and practical knowledge of the man- 
agement of suiling vessels and steamboats, and of the tides, 
soundings, bearings and distances of the several shoals, bars, 
rocks, points of land, light-houses and fog siguals of the said 
ports and harbors; and if after sach examination he shall be 
deemed qualified, and shall bo found to be of good moral char- 
acter and temperate habits, and to be possessed of sufficient 
skill. ability and experience to act us a pilot, and not otherwise, 
he shall receive a license as pilot for the term of twelve months, 
and the Board may thereafter renew the license. unless in its 
opinion there be good cause for withholding it; whenever such 
causo shall exist, the Board sball canse a notice to be served by 
its Secretary upon the pilot, ten days in advance of the oxpiru- 
tion of his liconse, informing him that the same will not be 
renewed. 

Sec. 9. Every pilot receiving a license, before entering on 
the discharge of his duties, shall take the oath prescribed by 
the Constitution of this State, which shall be indorsed upon his 
license, signed by him, and certified by the President of the 
Board, and shall give a bond in the sum of twenty-five hundred 
dollars, with two sureties, to be approved by the Board, payable 
to the State of California, and conditioned that he will faith- 
fully perform all the dutios required of him as a pilot under this 
Act, and will observe the rules,. regulations and decisions of the 
Board; such bond, when approved, shull be filed in the oifice of 
the Buard. The pilots shall renew their bonds whenever the 
Board may deem it necessary, and shall so order. In all cases 
where a pilot shall have been doprived of his license before tho 
expiration thereof, for any of the causes horeinaftor specitied, 
it shall be the duty of the Prosident of the Board, provided a 
majority of the Board shall so instruct, to place the bond of 
such pilot in the hands of the Attorney-General of the State of 
California for collection. If any amount be collected thereon 
in such suit, it shall be paid to the Board, and shall constitute a 
fund out of which it shall be the duty of the Bourd to provide 
rewards to encourage the relief of vessels and passengers in 
distress, and generally to encourage the pilots in the energetic 
performance of their duties. 

Sec. 10. Pilots shall at all times keep for their exclusive use 
boats of such deacription and good condition as shall be directed 
by the Board. Whenever a pilot shall be licensed to be attached 
to a steam tng pilot boat, the license shall contain tho namo of 
the pilot, and the name and the steam power of such boat, and 
in all cases, before the issuing of the licenso, satisfactory proof 
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shall be made to the Board that such steam tug pilot boat is of 
sufficient power to tow vessels of the tonnage for which it is 
liconsed, to and from sea. and toand from Vallejo, Mare Island 
and Benicia, at ordinary times. Such steam tug pilot boats 
shall have all the appliances noeded for the servico for which 
they are to be employed, and shall have the certificate of the 
United States Inspector of Steamboats. A steam tug pilot can 
only act as pilot for and with the steam tug for which ho is 
licensed, and for the piloting and towage of vessels of such ton- 
nage, registered measurement, as may be named in his license. 
If any steam tug pilot boat shall undertake the towage or pilot- 
age of any vessel of a registered tonnage beyond that for which 
it is licensed, such steam tug pilot bout, hor tackle and apparel, 
and the pilot and owners theroof, shall be liable for all damages. 

Sec. 11. It shall be the duty of every pilot in charge of a panties of 

vessel arriving in the port or harbor of San Francisco, to have P! 
the vessel safely moored in such position as the master of the 
vessel or Harbormaster may direct. Tt shall also be the duty 
of every pilot in charge of such vessel to prevent all persons 
(excepting officers of the State or Federal Governnients, owners 
or Gonsignees of the vessel or cargo, and persons admitted on 
tho oxpress order of the master only.) from boarding such vea- 
sel antil sho has beon safely moored, as herciubofore provided. 
Por the purpose of enforcing tho provisions of this section, and 
of an Act entitled an Act to establish police regulations for the 
harbor of the City und County of San Francisco, and to author- 
ize and empower the Board of Supervisors to regulate the same, 
approved April fourth, eighteen hundred and sixty-four, every 
pilot in charge of a vessel entering the harbor of San Fran- 
cisco is horeby authorized aud empowered to arrest ovory por- 
son, CXcept na aforesaid, who shall. in opposition to the maater’s 
orders, persist in boarding such vessel, or who, having boarded 
her, shall refuse to leave on the command of such master or 
pilot, and the person so arrested shall be immediately brought 
before the Police Judge's Court, or admitted to bail as provided 
in section six of said Act. 

Sec. 12. Kvery pilot of the harbors of San Francisco, Maro 1» render 
Island, Vallejo and Benicin, shall, once in each month, render to monthly 
the Board an account of all moneys recoived by him, or by any pitutnge. 
other person for him, or on his account, and shall pay five por 
cent. on the amount thereof tu the Board, which shall bein fall 
compensation for its official services, fur the sorvices of its Sec- 
retary, and all incidental expenses. 

Sec. 18. The Board shall have power summarily to suspend goad may 
pilots for misconduet, inattention to their duty, intoxication or fevke 
violation of any of the rules and regulations provided for the :

The People of the State of California, represented in’ Senate and 
Assembly, do enact as follows: 


Seorron 1. Upon recciving a petition from any porson or 
persons, claiming that they, hy themselves. their tenants, or 
the persons through whom they claim or derive possession, have 
been, from and inclading the eighth day of March, Anno Dom- 
ini cighteen hundred and sixty-six (1866), and still are, in the 


possession of any of the lands without the corporate limits of 


tho City of San Francisco, as defined in an Act to reincorporate 
said city, passed by the Legislature of the Stato of California 
on the tifteenth day of April, Anno Domini eighteen hundred 
and fifty-one (1851), and described in the decree of Justice 
Field, of the United States Circuit Court, contirming the claim 
of the City and Connty of San Francisco, entered November 
second, Anno Domini eighteen hundred and sixty-fonr (1864), 
in the Circuit Court of the United States for the Northern Dis- 
trict of tho State of Californian, and that they, or tho persons 
through whom they claim or derive possession, have paid to the 
Tax Collector of the City and County of San Francisco the 
amount assessed by the Outside Lind Committee upon the land 
described in said petition, to pay for land reserved for public 
use. provided fur in section ten (10) of Order Hight Hundrod 
(800), and also paid the taxes mentioned in section four (4) of 
said order, aud all the taxes levied on said lands for Stato and 
municipal purposes now due and remaining unpaid; or, upon 
receiving a petition from any person or persons, setting forth 
that said potitioners, by themselves, thoir tenants, or the per- 
sons thronzh whom they claim or derive possession, were, on 
or before tho first (Ist) day of January, Anno Domini eighteen 
hundred and fifty-five (1855), to and including the twentieth 
(20th) day of Juno, Anno Domini eightcen hundred and fifty- 
five (1855), and still are, in possession of the land deseribed in 
said petition, embraced within the corporate limits of the City 
of San Francisco, and above high water mark, as defined in the 
Act to incorporate said city, pasaed by the Legislature of the 
State of California, on the fifteenth (15th) day of April, Anno 
Domini oighteen hundred and fifty-one (1851); and such poti- 
tion in either case setting forth that such lands have not been 
gold, leased, dedicated, reserved or conveyed by authority of 
the said City and County of San Francisco, or the United States. 
to any one, or for any perpose, and asking for a grant from said 
city and county, the Board of Supervisors shall proceed to act 
thereon as hereinafter provided. This petition shall be veritied 
by the oath or affirmation of the party in whoze behalf the peti- 
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tion is presented, or by some one acting as his agent. and con- 
veraant with the facts detailed in the petition. : 

Sec. 2. All petitions mentioned in the first section of this 
Act shall be referred to the Committee on Outside Lands. The 
Qlerk of the Board of Supervisors shall bo the Clerk of the Out- 
side Land Committee The party presenting the said petition 
may appear before said Clerk and make proof, verbal and docn- 
mentary, of the truth of the matters alleged in his petition. 
Copies of the documentary evidence shall be filed with said 
Clerk, and the oral testimony shall be reduced to writing by 
said Clerk and subscribed by the witness. The proofs of the 
petitioner being closed, the said committee shall proceed to 
consider the same. and shall make such report and recommend- 
ation thereon as to them shall scom just and proper in the 
premises. The said commitice shall file with the Clerk of the 
Board of Supervisors the testimony taken as aforesaid, together 
with the report of the said committee, and said report shall 
be submitted to the Board of Supervisors for their approval, 
and if.in their judgment, the claim of the petitioner is well 
founded, they shall, by an order entered in their minutes, adjudge 
and award a grant of such lands to the petitioner or petitioners 
therefor, less the amount reserved for public use. Tho said 
Board shall therenpon give publie notice of their award by 
notice, published at least once a week for three successive 
weeks, in some daily newspaper published in the City and 
County of San Francisco, which notice shall specify the name 
of the applicant, the date‘and filing of his petition. and the 
tract of land awarded, by a good and safficient description 
thercof; proof of publication of such notice sball be made in 
the manner now or hereafter required by law for the proof of 
publication in civil process. The Clerk of the said committce 
shall be allowed compensation, for taking the oath or sffirma- 
tion of witnesses, twenty five centa; and for reducing the tos- 
timony to writing, twenty cents a folio, which shall be in full 
for all services rendered by him as Clerk of said commitice. 
The compensation herein allowed to the Clerk of said commit- 
tee shall be paid to said Clerk by the party presenting the peti- 
tion. 

Sec. 3. Upon receiving proof of the publication of the 
notice provided fur in the second section hereof, and the pay- 
ment of all necessary expenses for deeds, the Mayor of the City 
and County of San Francisco is hereby authorized and empow- 
ered to execute, acknowledge and deliver to the party or par- 
ties presenting the aforceaid petition, a deed of conveyance of 
the tract or lot of land as aforesaid, adjudged and awarded to 
the petitioner, and attach thereto the corporate seal of the City 
and County of San Francisco; provided, the petitioner or petition- 
ers shall, before receiving a deed as aforesaid, be required to quit- 
claim and peaceably deliver the possession of all land claimed 
by said petitioner or petitioners, reserved by the Commission- 
ers acting under Ondinanes Fight Hundred and Twenty-two 
(822 andl all those lands reserved by the Committee of the 
Board on Outside Lands for the use and benefit of the City 
and County of San Francisco; provided, however, that in case 


a suit shall be pending between the petitioner and some third 
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person, inyolving the-right of possession of the tract, or some 
portion thereof, petitioned for, and such third person shall file 
with the Clerk of the Board of Supervisors a copy of the com- 
plaint filed in sach action, before the deed shall have beon exe- 
cuted and delivered to the petitioner, and also compotont proof 
that such third pergona, or the persons throngh whom they claim

Sec. 8. All of the acts and proceedings of the Tax Colloctor 
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of the City and County of San Francisco, taken or done by him 
iu pursuance uf or under the authority of any order or resolu- 
tion of the Board of Supervisors of said city and county, or in 
pursuance of or under the authority of any Act of the Legisla- 
ture of the State of California, in reference to the collection of 
the taxes or assessmonts upon what are commonly designated

from and aftcr the passage of this Act, shall be sold by said 
Tax Collector, for gold coin of tho United States, as hercinatter 
provided.

necessary costs as ho may be at in conducting said sale and the 
collection of such assessments and the overplus thereof, be shall 
psy over to the Treasurer of the suid city and county; and 
stid Treasurer shall carry the amount so paid to him to the 
credit of the General Fund of said city and county. The 
amount so retained by the said Tax Collector shall be paid over 
by him to the parties entitled theroto undor section eleven of 
Order Number Eight Hundred, in discharge of the appraise- 
ments for reserved lands; and within thirty days from and 
aftor ho shall have received a» sum from asscsaments oqual to 
the total amount of appraisements for reserved lands, over and 
above the expenses and costs of making collections, he shall 
settle and pay off in full the appraisemonts made as aforesaid ; 
provided, however, when there aro conflicting claimants for 
particular appraisoments, said Tax Collector shall not be obliged 
to make payment in such casey until such conflicting claims

distribution on account of said appraisements for reserved lands, 
pro rata, as often as he shall have on hand fifty per cent. or less 
thereof. 

Said Tax Collector shall issue to cach successful 
purchaser a receipt, in duplicate, for the amount bid and paid 
by him, which receipt shall also contain a brief description of 
the premises sold, and upon its face entitle the bidder, or his 
assigns, to a deed of couveyance of the premises therein 
described, at the expiration of twelve months from the dato of 
the sale, unless there shall bo a redemption of the premises as 
hervinafter provided.

Section 1. The Tax Collector of Siskiyou County shall keep mespiut 
& separate account of all taxes collected for hospital purposes "aml 
in each of the townships known as Surprise Valley Township 
and Big Valley Township, and when he pays the same over to 
the County Treasurer, according to law, it shall bo the duty of 
said County Treasurer to keop the moncys xo collected in cach 
of said townships for hospital purposes, and paid to him, in 
separate funds; and said separate fands shall constitute and be 
the Hospital Funds of suid townships respectively, and shall 
be used only tor the maintenance of the indigent sick of said 
respective townships. 

Sec. 2, The Justices of the Peaco in each of tho aforosaid noord of 
townships shall be a Board of Commissioners, who shall take Commie 
charge of, and provide for the maintenanco of the indigent sick 
of its respective townships ‘The Board of Commissioners 
herein provided for shall omploy such medical aid for tho proper 
treatment and cure of the indigent sick, falling under their 
cure, as may, in their judgment, be necessary, and shall fix the 
compensation of the same.

Section 5. Upon the filing, by the petitioners or some one 
of them, of a sufficient bond, in the pana sum to be fixed by the 
Board, for the payment of the costs of the location. alteration 
or vucation of the proposed road, and proof of the notice required 
in tho second section of this Act, together with the affidavits 
required in the third section of this Act, at tho time specified in 
said notice, the Board of Supervisors shall appoint as Road 
Viewers three disinterested citizens, one of whom shall be a 
practical surveyor, and shall place in the hands of such Viowers 
the petition for the proposed road. Said Viewers, after taking 
an oath to faithfully perform the duties devolving upon them by 
law as such Road Viewers, shall proceed, without delay, to view 
the proposed location, alteration or vacation, and shall decide 
whether such proposed location, alteration or vacation is required 
for public convenience, and they shall take into consideration 
private as well as public interest. If, in the opinion of the 
Viewers, the public intorest requires the proposed location, 
alteration or vacation, they sball take to their assistance two 
chainmen and a marker, and shall proceed to survey said pro- 
posed locution or alteration, and shall distinctly mark the com- 
mencement, the courses and distances, and the terminus of said 
road, as located or altered; and the surveyor shall make a plat 
and field notes of said survey, which sball be filod as a part of 
the report of said Viewers. 

Seo. 2. After suid Viewers have located the road, as above 
provided, they shall fix a time and place at which they will 
receive written applications for damagos from parties whose 
lands may be affected by the location or alteration of said road, 
and from parties who will otherwise be pecuniarily affected by 
the proposed location or alteration, which time shall be sufft- 
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ciently remote to enable all partics interested to have a fall 
opportunity to be heard. 

Sec. 3 After fixing such time and place, said Viewers shall 
cause to be notified, in writing, all persons owning land which 
will be affected by such proposed location or alteration, which 
said notice shall stato the time and place for receiving said appli- 
cations. Said notice shall be served by delivering to the said 
owner, personally or by leaving it at his usual place of resi- 
donee ; provided, suid owner lives upon the lands affected. If 
the owner docs not live upon the lands affected. then it shall be 
served by inclosing the same in an cnvelope, with the postage 
prepaid, and properly directed, and addressed to the Post-ottice 
of said owner. [f the Post-office address of said owner be not 
known to tho Viewers, then by posting said nutice on some 
conspicuous place on said land. 

Sec. 4. Any person, notified as in this Act provided, failing 
to file his claim for damages with said Viowors at the timo fixed, 
shall bo deemed to have dedicated the land over which such 
road shall pass to public use, and such person shall be forever 
barred from bringing any action for damages therefor, or from 
bringing or commencing any suit or proceeding wheroby such 
road might be defeated or vacated, and said notice shall specify 
that fact. 

Sec. 5. At the time fixed for receiving applications for dam- 
ages, or at such further time as the Viewers may continue the 
same to, said Viewers shall proceed to hear the parties and such 
evidence as they may produce bearing upon tho caso, and may 
coutinue the matter, from time to time, until they have com- 
ploted the examination. 

Seo. 6. At or bofore the first day of tho regular meeting of 
the Board of Supervisors next succecding that at which said 
* Viewers were appointed, they shall file with tho Clork of tho 
Board of Supervisors a report of their proceedings in the prem- 
ises, in which they shall state, amongst other things, the amount 
of damages awarded in each township through which the road 
passes. Said report, before it has boen finally acted upon, may 
he referred back to tho Viewers for the correction of any mis- 
takes or omissions in the same. The Viewers, in estimuting 
the damages that any one will sutfer by roason of the proposed 
location or alteration. may take into consideration the benefits 
that such person will receive, by reason of location or altera- 
tion, as an offsot to said damages.

That forever hereafter there shall not be less than 
five Trustees for every library incorporated as aforesaid, who 
shall hold their offices for one year, and until others shall be 
elected in their placos, and shall manage the business of the 
said corporation ; and that there shall forever hereafter be one 
President of said Trustees, one Vice President, one Treasurer, 
one Recording Secretary and one Corresponding Secretary, 
who, with the Trustees elected as such, shall constitute the

Srerton 1. It shall be the duty of the Governor to advertise 
the proposed amendment to the Constitution of the State, as 
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proposed by the Legislature at its sixteenth session and adopted 
by the Legislature at its seventeenth sossion, in tho same man- 
ner as he is now directed by law, in the case of proclamations 
and official notices, for the space of threo months noxt preceding 
the next general election.

Sec. 3. The votes cast for and against said proposed amend- 
ment shall bo canvassed in the same manner as now provided 
hy law in the clection of State officers, other than Governor and 
Lieutenant-Governor, and if it shall appear that a majority of 
all the votes cast upon the question of such amendmont, at said 
next genernl eloction, are in favor of such amendment as a part 
of tho Constitution of the State, then tho Governor shall issue 
his proclamation declaring such fact, and the said amendment 
thus adopted shall become and be 2 part of the Constitution of 
this State. 

Src. 4. This Act shall tako effect immediately. 


CHAPTER CCLLIX. 


An Aet concerning the office of County Clerk of Napa County. 
[Approved March 24, 1870.} 


The People of the State of Culifornia, represented in Senate and 
: Assembly, do enact as follows: 


Section 1. The County Clerk of Napa County shall receive, 
for all services required of him as County Clerk and ex officio 
Clerk of tho District Court, County Court, Probate Court, and 
Clerk of the Board of Supervisors and Board of Equalization, 
a salary of three thousand dollars per annum, which salary 
shall be jn fall for all services required of bim as aforesaid, and 
shall be paid monthly out of the county treasury of Napa 
County. 

Src. 2. The County Clerk of said county shall collect and 
safely keep all fees and compensation, of whatever kind or 
nature. allowed him by law for rervices rendered by him in bis 
several official capacities, and upon the first Monday of cach and 
every month, shall pay the same over to the County ‘Treasurer 
of said county, and shall. at the times herein provided for the 
paying over to tho said Treasurer, make out and file with said 
Treasurer a full and accurate statement, under oath, of' all fees 
or compensation, of whatever nature or kind, reecived in his 
said several official capacities for the preceding month. 

Sec. 3. It shall be the duty of the County Treasurer to 
receive and receipt for all moneys paid over to him under the 
the provisions of this Act. 
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Sec. 4. It shall be the duty of the County Anditor of said Payment of 
county, on the first Monday of coach and covery month, to draw “"":

and to alter, keep open, grade and repair and lay out streets. 
alleys and sidewalks for the town; and to collect, annually, a 
tax upon all the property in the town, not exceeding one per 
cont. on the assessed value thereof; and to pass all ordinances 
necessary for tho protection of the town against fire. 

Sxo. 2. One-third of the expense which may be incurred in Expense of 
grading, sewering and repairing the public streets, alleys and Wako 
sidewalks, already laid out by lawful authority within the limits paid. 
of said ‘Lown of San Luis Obispo, or which sball hereafter be 
laid out, shall be paid out of the town treasury ; and the remain- 
ing two-thirds of said expense shall be assessed equally upon 
the property on each side of the portion of said street, alley or 
sidewalk to be graded, sewered or repaired. 

Sxc. 3. This Act shall tako effect and be in force from and 
after its passage.

an Act to provide funds for the School Department of the City of 
Oakland. 


(Approved March 24, 1870,] 


The People of the State of California, represented in Senate and 
Assembly, do enact as follows: 


Section 1. The City Council of the City of Oakland are 
horeby authorized to issne and sell school bonds, to an amount 
not exceeding fifty thousand dollars, payable, at the option of 
the said City Council, at any time within ten years from the 
date of the issuance of said bonds, in gold coin of the United 
States, and to bear interest at a rate not to exceed len per cent. 
per annum, payable quarterly, on the second day of January, 
April, July and October of each year, in gold coin of the United 
States 

Src. 2. Said bonds shall bo in sums of not Icss than one 
hundred dollars nor more than tive handred dollars, aud shall 
be signed by the Mayor and Treasurer of the said city, and 
shall have the seal of the city affixed thereto by the City 
Clerk. Conpons for the interest shall bo attached to each bond. 
signed by the Mayor and Treasurer of the city. 

Sxc. 3. Before tho salo of said bonds, the City Council shall, 
at aregular meeting of the Council causo to be entered upon 
the records of said Council an order directing the rale of a 
specified amount of said bonds, and the day and hour of sneh 
sale; and shall cause x copy of such order to bo inserted 
in a newspaper published in said city, for at least twenty days, 
and in any other newspaper published in the Stato, at their 
discretion, and a notice that sealed proposals will be received 
by said Council for the purchase of said bonds on the day and 
hour named in said order The said City Council shall open all 
sealed proposals received by them, and shall award the purchase 
of said bonds to the highest responsible bidder; provided, that 
said Council may reject all bids; and provided further, that no 
bonds shall bo sold for less than ninety cents, in gold coin, on 
the dollar, par value. 

Sec. 4. The amount of bonds sold, their number and dates, 
shall be cntcred upon the records of said Council, in a book. 
kept for that purpose. 

Sxce. 5. The proceeds of the sale of said bonds shall be paid 
into the city treasury, to the account of the School Fund of 
said city, and shall be nsod for tho sole purpose of purchasing 
additional lots and erecting additional school buildings; pre- 
sided, that no portion of the fands thas received from the sale 
of said bonds shall be expended without the consent of four 
members of the Board of Mducation and four members of the 
City Council. 

Sro. 6 After any of said bonds are sold, and until all bonds 
sold are redeemed. the said City Council aro hereby authorized, 
and it shall be their duty, to levy annually, at the same time, 
and in the same manner that other city taxos are levied, a tax 
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on all the taxable property in tho city, sufficient to pay the 
interest on all of said bonds not paid. Said tax, when collected. 
shall constitute a fund for the payment of tho interest on said 
bonds, and shall be called the School Bond Interest Fund ;” 
and ifany interest shall be due on said bonds and there is no 
money in the said fund to pay the same, the City Conncil shall 
order the Treasurer to transfer from any or all other funds of 
said city. except the School or other Intorost and Sinking Fund, 
a sufficient sum to pay said intercst, All moneys remaining in 
the treasury belonging to the Schoul Bond Interest Fund, after 
all interest has been paid, shall be applied to the redemption of 
bonds, as hereinafter provided. 

Sec. 7. The City Council may, at their diserction, in cach Rolemption 
yoar, until the year cighteen hundred and cighty, levy a tax not “* 
to excced in each yoar ten cents on each one hundred dollars in 
value, on all taxable property in said city. Tho said tax, whon when bonds 
collected, shall constituto a fund which shall be called the Pea 
* School Bond Redemption Fund;” and whenever there shall 
stand to tho credit of that fand upon the Treasurer's books the 
sum of one thousand dollars or more, the City Council shall 
advortise in a newspapor published in the city, for the space of 
three weeks, for sealed proposals for the redemption of said 
bonds; and in ono week from tho oxpiration of the time of sach 
publication, the said Council shall open the sealed proposals and 
shall pay the bonds offered at the lowest price, as far ag the 
money in the said School Bond Redemption Fund will extend ; 
provided, that no bids shall be considored for more than par 
value of said bonds; should there be no a aren mado for par 
value or less, then the money in said fund shall be used for the 
redemption of said bonds according to the number of their 
issue, of which the City Treasurer shall givo notico in the man- 
ner mentioned heretofore in this section, and after four weeks 
from tho date of said notice the bonds proposed to be redecined 
shall cease to draw interest ; and if any of such bonds shall not 
bo presented for redemption within threo months from tho dato 
of said notice, the City Treasurer shall apply the money for tho 
redemption of the bonds next in order of tho number of their 
issuo, as heretofore directed ; provided, that in the year cightecn 
hundred and seventy-seven tho City Council are authorized, 
and it shall be their duty, to levy a tux sufficient to pay one- 
half of the bonds then outstanding and not paid; and in tho 
year eighteen hundred and seventy-nine they shall also provide 
in the same manner for the payment of all bonds issued under 
this Act and at thal time unpaid. 

Seo. 8. Whenever any bond shall have beon paid, the City nonas 
Treasurer shall mark the samo * Cancelled,” over his signature, cncelled.

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CHAPTER CCLXII. 


An Act to provide for paying certain claims againat the City of Oak- 
land, and to contract a funded debt for that purpose. 


[Approved March 24, 1870.] 


The People of the State uf California, represented in Senate and 


Assembly, do enuct us follows: 


Section 1. For the purpose of liquidating, funding and pay- 
ing the claims against the City of Oakland, hercinafter specified, 
the Treasurer of the City of Oakland shall cause to be prepared 
suitable bonds of the City of Oakland, not to exceed the sum of 
seventy thousand dollars ($70.000), bearing interest at the rate 
of ten (10) per cent. per annum from the date of their issue, 
payable at the office of the City Treasurer of the City of Oalx- 
land on the first (Ist) day of July, eighteen hundred and ninety. 
The interest accruing on said bonds shall be due and payable at 
the office of the Treasnrer of said city on the first (Ist) day of 
January and July in each and every vear; procided, that the 
first payment of interest shall be on the first ¢ st) day of Jan- 
nary, eighteen hundred and seventy-one. Said bonds shall be 
signed by the Mayor of the City of Oakland and countersigned 
by the President of the Council of said city, and indorsed by 
the City Treasurer, with the seal of the city affixed thereto. 

Src. 2. The denomination of tho bonds herein mentioned 
shall be as follows: The loweat denomination shall be fifty dol- 
lars; the highest, one thousand; or such intermediate sums as 
the Council may direct. 

Sec. 3. Coupons for the interest shall be attached to each 
bond, so that they may be removed without injury or mutilation 
to the bonds. Said conpons shall be consceutively numbered 
and signed by tho City Treasurer. j 

Src. +. It shall be the duty of the City Treasnrer to keep a 
separate record of all sach bonds as may be issued, showing the 
number, date and amonnt of each bond, and to whom the same 
wags issued, and upon what claim and its amount. 

Sec. 5. All persons having any claim against the City of 
Oakland—audited and allowed and entitled to be funded as here- 
inafter specified—shall, upon presentation to the City Treasurer 
of the City of Oakland, receive in exchange therefor a bond or 
bonds of tho City of Oakland provided for in the first section 
of this Act, but no bond shall bo issued for a less sum than 
fifty dollars; but the City Treasurer is hereby authorized to 
issuc certificates of indebtedness for fractional parts, not bonded, 
which said certificates shall be transforable and entitled to be 
fanded as before provided. The City Treasurer sball indorse 
on the back of each claim so received and liquidated the dato an 
which he received the same and from whom, and the number of 
the bond or bonds issued in exchango thorefor, and the number 
and amount of any certificate for any fractional part, as herein 
provided. Such claim and indorsement shall be filed in the 
office of the City Clerk. 

Sec. 6. For the payment, within twenty years, of the prin- 
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cipal and interest of the bonds issued under this Act, the City 
Conncil are hereby authorized, and it shall be their duty, to 
levy annually, at the same time and ih the same manner as 
other city taxes are levied, a tax on all the taxable property in 
the city sufficient to pay the interest on all said bonds not paid ; 
and the fund derived from this tax shall be set apart and applied 
exclusively to the payment of the interest of the bonds hercin 
provided; and in the year eightcen hundred and eighty, and 
annually thereafter, in addition to tho tax for the payment of 
said interest, a tax not exceeding ten (10) cents on each one 
hundred ($100) dollars shall be lovied, as aforesaid, to create o 
fund for the final redemption of the principal of said bonds, 
at the time when they shall become due; and tho faith of the 
city is hereby pledged for the prompt payment of the bonds, 
principal and interest, issued by the city as herein provided, and 
the final and complete redemption thereof; and any money so 
received by taxation shall not be xpplicd or nsed for any other 
purpose than as herein provided. The money raised by taxa- 
tion, by virtue of this Act, shall be sect apart and called the 
Sinking Fund of the City of Oakland. 

Sro 7. On the first day of February, cighteen hundred and 
eighty, and on every year thereafter, whenover there remains 
in the Sinking Fund the sum of two (2) thousand dollara more 
than will pay the interest on the following July, as herein pro- 
vided, the Treasurer shall advertise for one month, in one daily 
newspaper in the City of Oakland, for sealed proposals, to be 
opened in ten days after the expiration of such publication, by 
the City Treasurer, in presence of the President of the Coun- 
cil, for the surrender of bonds issued under this Act; which 
advertisement shall state the amuunt of menoy he has on hand 
for tho purpose of redemption; and they shall accept the lowest 
proposals, at rates not exceeding par value, as may redeem the 
greatest amount of bonds, until the amount of cash on hand is 
exhausted; provided. however, in case a sufficient amoant of 
such bonds shall not be offered as aforesaid, to exhaust the Sink- 
ing Fund, as appropriated to the payment of the principal of 
said bonds, then it is hereby made the duty of the City Treas- 
urer to advertise in a daily newspaper within tho City of Oak- 
land, for three months, which advertisement shall state the 
amount in the Sinking Fund appropriated for the payment of 
bonds as provided in this Act, and the number of bonds, num- 
bering them in the order of their issuance, which said fund is 
set apart to pay and dischargo ; und if such bonds so numbered 
in such advertisoment shall not be prosonted for payment and 
cancellation within ten days aftor the expiration of the publi- 
cation of said notice, then said fund shall remain in the treas- 
ury to discharge such bonds whenever presented ; but they shall 
not draw interest after such publication as last aforesaid. 

Sec. & The City Treasurer shall keop a full and particular 
account and record of all his proceedings under this Act, and 
of the bonds issued, redeemed and surrendered; and he shall 
transmit to the Conncil an abstract of all his proceedings under 
this Act, with bis annual report. 

Src. 9. It shall be the duty of the City Treasurer to pay the 
interest on said bonds, when the same falls due, out of the 
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money in the Sinking Fund appropriated to the payment of 
interest, and if said Interest Fund be not sufficient, then to pay 
the deficiency out of the General Fund. 

Src. 10. The following are specified as the claims which are 
entitled to be secured and funded under this Act: 

First—All outstanding claims against the City of Oakland, 
which have been or may be allowed by the City Council and 
ordered paid. 

Second—All salary bills due and to grow duce to city officials, 
in any department thereof, when allowed and ordered paid by 
the City Council; when the Salary Fund is exhansted, the same 
shall be entitled to be received and funded under this Act. 

Third—All just and legal claims against the city, arising from 
A necessary expense incurred tor the purpose of carrying on 
the city government, after the same has been audited, allowed 
and ordered paid by the City Council, shail be entitled to be 
received and funded under this Act, including expenses here- 
after to be incurred in fitting up the City Hall building, and 
finishing the same so ar to be used and occupied, and inclosing 
and improving the grounds on which said building is located, in 
astm not exceeding twenty thousand dollars. 

Sec. 1]. This Act shall take effect and be in fnll force on 
and after its approval.

The Supervisors of Siorra County shall, at the samo 
time and in tho same manner that other tax lists are made out, 
make out a list of the taxes of Sierra Township, according to 
the provisions of this Act,-and deliver the same, certified, 
within ten days thereafter, to the Road Overseer of said town- 
ship. 

Sec. 8. Upon the receipt of said list, the Road Overseer

ing a school house therein. Such election shall be called by 
posting notices in three of the most public places in tho district,

Said notices shall contain the timo and 
place of holding the clection. and the rate per cent. proposed to 
be levied on the property of the district. which shall not exceed 
one dollar and fifty cents upon the one hundred dollars. 

The 'lTrustces shall appoiut three Judges of Klection, 
who shall conduct the election as near as practicable in con- 
formity with the general eloction law; provided, that the poll 
lists required by the registry law may be dispensed with. 

Sec. 3. At such election the ballots shall contain the words 
* Tas—Yes” or “Tax—No,” and also the name of one person 
as Assessor and Tax Collector. If a majority of the votes cast 
are “ Tax—Yes,” the officers of the election shall certify the 
fact to the Board of Trusteva, and also the name of the person 
receiving the plurality of votes for Assessor and Tax Collector, 
and the Trustees shall issuc to such person a certificate o1 elee- 
tion.

Second—Necessary houschold, table and kitchen furniture, 
belonging tothe judgment debtor, including stoves, stove pipe 
and stove furniture, wearing apparel, beds, bedding and bed- ° 
steads, and provisions actually provided for individual or family 
use, sufficient for ono month. 

Third—The farming utensils or implements of husbandry of 
the judgment debtor, also two oxen, or two horses, or two 
mules, and their harness. four cows, with their sucking calves, 
one cart or wagon, and food for such oxen, horses, cows or 
mules, for one month; also, all seed, grain or vegetables actu- 
ally provided, reserved er on hand for the purpose of planting 
or sowing, at any time within the ensning six months, not 
exceeding in value tho sum of two hundred dollars. 

Fourth—Tools or implements of a mechanic or artisan, nec- 
essary to carry on his trade; the instruments and chest of a 
surgeon, physician, surveyor and dentist, necessary to the exer- 
cise of their profession, with their scientific and professional 
libraries; the law libraries of attorneys and counsellors, and 
the libraries of ministers of the gospel. 

Fifth—The cabin or dwelling of a miner, not exceeding in 
value the sum of five hundred dollars; also, his sluices, pipes, 
hoso, windlass, derrick, cars, pumps, tools, implements and 
appliances necessary for carrying on any kind of mining opera- 
tions, not excecding in valuo the aggregate sum of five hundred 
dollars ; and two horses, mules or oxen, with their harness, and 
food for such horses, mules or oxen for one month, when neces- 
sary to be wsed for any whim, windlass, derrick, car, pump or 
hoisting gear.

At the next ensuing charter clection for city officors 
of the City of Vallejo, and at each and every charter election 
thereafter, the legally qualified voters residing within the limits 
of said city shall elect a City Superintendent of Public Schools 
for said city, who shall bold his office for the term of two years, 
and until his successor is duly elected and qualified; and at cach 
and every of the said charter clections, the legally qualified 
voters residing within the limits of cach of the said wards 
shall elect one person as a School Director, and the persons so 
elected shall hold office for the term of two years, and antil 
their successors are elected and qualified; provided, however, 
that Job G. Lawton, as such City Superintendont, and E. M. 
Benjamin, Martin J. Wright, Isaac 8S. Halsey and Benjamin T. 
Oshorne, as such School Directors, shall constitute the Board 
of Education of’ said city until the said next charter election 
for city ofticers of said city, and shall exerciso, and ure hereby 
authorized, empowered and enjoined to exercise, all the powers 
and duties hereinafter provided, as appertaining to the Board 
of Education created by this Act. 
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Sec. 3. The said Board of Education shall meet within ton 
days after their election, and after qualifying as provided in 
section one hundred and cight. revised school law, passed March 
twenty-fourth, cighteon hundred and sixty-six, shall elect their 
Secretary, who may be a momber of the Board. The said Sec- 
retary shall be subject to removal at the pleasure of the Board, 
and shall perform such duties as may be required of him by the 
Board or the Superintendent. Tho Superintendent shall pre- 
side at all meetings of the Board, but shall not be entitled toa 
vote, unless in caso of a tie, und if absent, one of the members 
miy be appointed to preside in his stead. A majority of the 
membora shall constitute a quorum to transact business, but a 
smaller number may adjourn from time to time. The Board of 
Education, as constituted aforesaid, shall exerciso a general 
supervision and control of the public schools of the City 
of Vallejo, and shall meet once a month, and as much oftener 
as business pertaining to the schools may require, and may be 
called together at any time by the Superintendent. The Board 
may determine the rules of its proceedings. Its sessions shall 
be public, and its records shall bo open to public inspection. 

Src. 4. The Board of Education shall have sole power— 

First—To establish and maintain public schools, and to estab- 
lish school districts, and to fix and alter the boundaries thereof’; 
and to fix the terms upon which non-resident pupils may attend 
the said schools, and to collect the tuition for such non-resident 
pupils, and to expend the same for educational purposes. 

Second—To employ and dismiss teachors, janitors and School 
Census Marshals, and to fix. alter, allow and order paid their 
salaries or compensation, and to employ and pay such mechanics 
and laborers as may be necessary to carry into effect the powers 
and duties of the Board. 

Third—To make, establish and enforce all necessary and 
proper rules and regulations, not contrary to law, for the gov- 
ernment and progress of public schools within tho said city, the 
teachers thereof and the pupils therein, and for carrying into 
effect the laws relating to education : 

Fourth—To provide for the schvol department of said city, 
fuel and lights, water, blank books, maps, charts, printing, sta- 
tionery, and such other articles, materials or supplies, as may be 
necessary and appropriate for use in schools, and to incur such 
incidental expenses as may be deemed necessary by said Board. 

‘ifth—To build, alter, repair, rent and provide school houses, 
and farnish them with proper school farniture, apparatus and 
school appliances and to insuro any and all such school 
property. aud to procure necessary books for indigent pupils. 

Stcth—Tv receive, purchase, lease and hold in fee, in trust 
for the City of Vallejo, any and all real estate, and to hold in 
trust any personal property that may have been acquired, or 
may hereafter be acquired, for the use and the benefit of the 
public schools of said city, and to scll and convey the same; 
provided, that no real estate shall be purchased, sold or exchanged 
or expenditure incurred for the construction of new school 
houses, without the consent of two-thirds of all the members of 
the Board of Education and two-thirds of all the members of 
the Board of Trustees of said city, and provided further, that 
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the proceeds of any such salo or exchange of real estate shall 
bo exclusively applicd to the purchase of other lots or the erec- 
tion of school houses. 

Seventh—To grade, fence and improve all school lots, and in 
front thereof to grade, sewer, plank or pave and repair strects, 
and to construct and repair sidewalks. : 

Highth—To suc for any and all lots, lands and property belong- 
ing to or claimed by the said school department, and to pros- 
ecute and defend all actions at law or in equity, necessary to 
recover and maintain the ful] enjoyment and possession of said 
lots, lands and property, and to employ and pay counsel in such 
cases ; provided, the amount of fees paid to such counsel shall 
not exceed five hundred dollars in any one year; and further, 
to do any and all lawfnl acts necessary thereto. 

Ninth—To determine annually the amount of money required 
for the support of the public schools, and for carrying into effect 
all the provisions of law in reference thereto; and, in pursu- 
ance ‘of this provision, the Board shall, on or before the first 
Monday of March of each year, submit in writing to the Board 
of Trustees of said city a careful estimate of the whole amount 
so required. for the ensuing year, together with an estimate of 
the amount of money to be received trom tho State and county, 
and the amount required from the city for the above purposes ; 
and the amonnt. so found tu be required from the city sball by 
the Board of ‘Trustees of said city be added to tbo other 
amounts to be nsaessed and collected for city purposes; proeided, 
that the amount to be assessed for schoo! purposes shall not 
exceed thirty-five cents on cach one hundred dollars valuation 
upon the assessment roll, and that when collected it shall be 
immediately paid into the School Fund of the said city, to be 
drawn out only upon the order of the Board of Education. 

Tenth—To establish regulations for the just and cqual dis- 
bursement of all moneys belonging to the public School Fund. 

Eleventh—To examine and allow, in whole or in part, every 
demand payable out of the School Fund, or to reject any such 
demand, for good cause. 

Twelfth—To discharge all legal encumbrances now existing or 


_ which may hereafter exist upon any school property. 
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Thirteenth—And generally to do and perform such other acts 
as may be necessary and proper to carry into force and effect 
the powers conferred on said Board. 

Sre. 5. The City Superintendent of Public Schools, as Pres- 
ident of the Board of Education, shall have power to administer 
oaths or affirmations concerning any demand upon the treasury 
payable out of the School Fund, or other matters relating to his 
official duties. 

Sec. 6. Before giving ont any contract or incurring any lia- 


‘bility to mechanics or laborers for expenditures herein author- 


ized, to any amount exceeding two hundred dollars, the Board 
of Education shall cause duc public notice to be published for at 
least ten days, inviting sealed proposals for the object contem- 
plated. and all proposals offered shall be delivered to the City 
Superintondent.of Public Schools; and the suid Board shall, in 
open session. open, examine and publicly declare the same, and 
award the contract to the lowest bidder therefor offering ado- 
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quate security ; provided, said Board may reject any and all bids 
should they deem it for the public good so to do. 

Src. 7. No School Director or Superintendent shall bo inter- Not to be 
ested in any contract pertaining, in any manner, to the school ‘****- 
department of said city. All contracts in violation of this sec- 
tion arc declared void; and any Director or Superintendent vio- 
lating the provisions of this section shall be deemed guilty of 
a misdemeanor, and shall be punished by a fine of not less than 
one hundred dollars nor more than one thousand dollars. 

Src. 8. The Superintendent shall report 10 the Board of superintond- 
Education, annually and at such other times as they may require, ont tmeke 
all matters pertaining to the income, exponditures, condition report.

Seventh—For supplying books, printing and stationery for the 
use of the Superintendent and Board of Education, and tor the 
incidental expenses of the Board and department. 

ighth—The grading, fencing and improving all school lots, 
and for grading, sewering, planking or paving and repairing 
streets, and constructing and repairing sidewalks io front 
thereof. 

Ninth—For the payment of the salaries of the Superintend- 
ent of Public Schools and the Secretary of the Board of Educa- 
tion. 

Seo. 14. All claims payable out of the School Fund shall 
be filed with the Secretary of the Board, and after they shall 
have been approved by a majority of all the members elect of 
the Board, they sball be signed by the Superintendent of Public 
Schools and the Secretary of the Board of Education, whose 
signatures, indorsed on each claim. shall be a certificate of its 
approval by the Board. It shall then bo the duty of tho Seere- 
tary of the Board to issue warrants for the amount of said 
allowed and certified claims, in favor of the claimant, which 
warrants shall be countersigned by the Superintendent. All

sixty-nine, are hereby legalized and confirmed, and rendered 
valid and binding, both in law and oquity, against the porsons 
and property assessed ; and no want of description, or indescrip- 
tion, informality or irregularity in the description of the prop-

as he may be able to replace in bonds of the civil fanded debt 
of the State, issued sinco the twenty-seventh day of April, 
eighteon hundred and sixty-three, at a rate not exceeding their 
par value. And upon the surrender of said bonds of eighteen 
hundred and fifty-seven and cighteen hundred and sixty, the 
amount so derived shall be placed to the eredit of the State 
School Land Fund; aud upon the purchase, by the Treasurer, 
of the bonds issued since the twenty-seventh day of April, 
cighteen hundred and sixty-three, as herein provided, the ‘freas- 


urer shall certify to the Controller the number and amounts of 


the bonds so purchased, togethor with the amount of accrued 
interest; and the Controller shall then draw his warrant, pay- 
able out of the School Gand Fund, in favor of the party or par- 
ties from whom such bonds are purchased, for the amount so 
certified, and the Treasurer shall pay the same; and the bonds 
xo purchased shall be beld by the Treasurer in trust for the 
School Fund.

CHAPTER CCXCV. 


An Act to amend an Act entitled an Act to regulate the settlement of 
the estates of deceased persons, pussed May first, eighteen hundred 


and fifty-one. 
[Approved March 26, 1870.] 


The People of’ the State of’ California, represented in’ Senate and 
Assembly, do enact as follows: 


Srction 1. Scction one hundred and twenty-one of the Act 
of which this Act is amendatory is horeby amended so as to 
read as follows: . 

Section 121. Upon the return of the inventory, or at any 
subsequent time during the administration, the Court or Probate 
Judge may, of his own motion or on application, set apart for the 
use of the husband or wife, or the minor child or children, of 
the deceased, all personal property which is by law exempt from 
execution, and tho homestead, as designated by the general 
homestead law, or by section one hundred and twenty-four of 
this Act.

This Act shall apply only to the Counties of 
Marin, Stanislaus, San Joaquin, Yolo, and so much of Sacra- 
mento County as lies west and south of the Sacramento and 
Jackson road, the Third Supervisor District in the County of 
Solano, and that portion of the first township in the County of 
Santa Barbara described as follows: Beginning on the Pacific 
Ocoan in a southerly direction from the Town of San Buena- 
ventura, at the mouth of a gulch or barancha; running thence 
with said gulch or barancha, in a northorly direction, leaving 
the gravoyard, which is cast of said town, on its west side and 
bank, to tho summit of the mountain on the north side of the 
Santa Clara River, following said summit in an caaterly direc- 
tion to the Sespe River; thonce down said river to its mouth ;

from such canvass that a majority of all the votes cast at said

diately transmit by maila certified statement of the canvass, 
under his official seal, to the Sceretary of State, after the entry 
last above provided for has been made in the, records of tho

Src. 4. But should it be found, upon a canvass of the votes second 
cast at the election herein provided for, that a majority of all ‘lector. 
the votes cast wero for removal, but that no one place voted for 
has received a majority of all the votes cast in said county, then, 
and in that ease, the Board of Supervisors shall order an entry 
to be made accordingly on tho records of their proceedings, and 
shall immediately order another election to be hold, upon a day 
to be fixed by said Board of Supervisors, not less than twenty 
days nor more than forty days from the time of completing the 
canvass of tho votes of tho first election held under this Act, 
and shall cause notico of the second election to be holden under 
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this Act, as herein provided, to be given as required by law for 
giving notices of a general clection for county officers. 

Src. 5. The second election herein provided for shall be con- 
ducted in the same manner as the first election except that each 
elector voting at said second election shall have written or 
printed upon his ballot the name of ono of the two places which 
received the greatest number of votes at the first clection for 


. the county seat; and no votes cast for any other placo shall be 
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counted by the Board of Supervisors when canvassing the votos, 
nor be reckoned or estimated by said Board in making up tho 
result; and whichever of said two places shall receive the 
greatest number of votes at said second olection, shall be the 
county seat of Monterey County; and the Board of Supervisors 
shall, immediately after said canvass, order an entry to be made 
upon the records of the proceedings of the Board, declaring 
such place to have beon duly selected and located as the county 
seat of Monterey County, and the Board of Supervisors shall 
thereupon give the notice, and the Clerk of the Board trans- 
mit the statement provided for in section three of this Act 

Sec. 6. Should the county seat of Monterey County be 
removed at any election held undor the provisions of this Act, 
the Board of Supervisors of said county shall cause the archives, 
county records, books maps, papers, furniture and all other pub- 
lic property of said county to be romoved to the place selected 
us the county seat of said county, except the present county 
buildings and promines upon which they are situated, within 
twenty days after tho entry shall bave been made upon the 
records of the Board of Supervisors, declaring such place the 
county seat, as in this Act provided for; and said Board of 
Supervisors shall procure suitable rooms at the place sclecced as 
tho county seat, for the safe keeping of tho records and public 
property, and for county offices, aud for the holding of the 
Courts of said county, until the erection of county buildings. 

Should the county seat of Monterey County be relo- 
cated under the provisions of this Act, it shall then be the 
duty of the Board of Supervisors, within two ycars from the date 
of said relocation, to cause to be sold at public auction, after 
giving twenty days notice thorcof, in some newspaper pub- 
ished in the county, the present County Court-house and jail, 
together with the plat of land upon which they aro situated, 
and known as the Court-house lots or square, in tho City of 
Montercy ; and tho proceeds of such sale, and such gifts and 
donations as may have been made or secured to the county for 
that purpose, and any other funds which may be made avail- 
able for that purpose shall bo expended by said Board in the 
erection of county buildings in the county seat of said county.

Section 1. ‘hat all the ordinances, resolutions, written Proceedings 
minutes and proceedings of the Mayors and Common Coun- °™"™* 
cils, Alealdes, Justices of the Peace of the City or Town of 
Sonoma, which relate to the sale or disposition of lands and tho 
sales of' lands made by them within the boundaries of tho 
Pueblo of Sonoma, as confirmed by the Board of Land Com- 
missioners of the United States, and which confirmation was 
filed in the office of said Board, January twenty-second, eighteon 
hundred and fifty-six, and is now on file in the office of the 
Surveyor-General of the United States for California, at Sau 
Francisco; also, as described in the final decree by the United 
States District Court, at San Francisco, made Novomber second, 
eighteen hundred and sixty-four, are horeby ratified, confirmed 
and legalized.

Section 1. The Mayor of the City and County of San Fran- 
cisco is hereby authorized and empowored to make a deed of 
said reserved lot of land to Brant Segune, Henry R. Crosby, 
Charles Vernon and James E. Nuttman, Trustees of the Asso- 
ciated Veterans of the Mexican War, to be held by thom and 
thoir successors forever in trust, for the purposes and uses for 
which it was reserved by the Board of Supervisors of, the City 
and County of San Francisco, and for no other purpose what- 
ever. : 

Sec. 2. This Act shall take effect immediately. 


CHAPTER CCCXYV. 


An Act to transfer money from one fund to another in the County of

Section 1. Section ten of an Act entitled an Act to incor- 
porate the Town of Union, approved February second, eightcen 
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hundred and fifty-eight, is hereby amended so as to read as 
follows : 

Section 10. The Board of Trustees shall have power— Powers of 

First—To make by-laws and ordinances, not in conflict with cae 
the Constitution and laws of this State, or of the United States; 
to prevent anu abate nnisances; to suppress vagrancy and to 
prohibit disorderly conduet; to provido for licensing theatrical 
and other amusements, public shows, lawful games and bars at 
which spirituous liquors are sold in said town; to provido for 
licensing any and all business not prohibited by law, and,to 
apportion such licenses according to the amount of business 
transacted, and to act as a Board of Equalization of assess- 
ments. 

Second—To open, construct, grade and repair streets and 
uleys, at the expense of said town, and to removo, or cause to 
be removed. all obstructions therefrom at the expense of the 
owners of tho adjacent Jands, or otherwise, as may be deemed 
just and proper. 

Third—To regulate, construct aud repair sidewalks, or cause 
the samo to be done, at the expense of the owners of lands adja- 
cent thereto. 

Fourth—To establish and regulate markets and improve the 
commons belonging to the town, for the health and benefit of 
tho inhabitants thereof; to construct and keep in repair pumps, 
aqueducts, reservoirs, or other works necessary for supplying 
the town with pure and wholesome water, or protecting it from 
fires. 

ifth—To impose fines, penalties and forfeitures for breaches 
of ordinancea, and to appropriate the proceeds thereof; provided, 
that no fine be imposed exceeding two hundred dollars for any 
one breach of an ordinance, and no offender imprisoned more 
than sixty days for any one offence. 

Sixth—To levy and collect annually a poll tax, not exccoding 
one dollar per capita. from each malo inhabitant of the town, of 
twenty-one yeara of ago and upwards, and a property tax, not 
exceeding one per cent., upon the assessed value of real and 
personal estate subject to taxation within the town. 

Seventh—To pass ordinances for impounding and selling cattlo, 
hogs or goats found running at large within the corporate 
bounds. 

Eighth—VTo establish, by ordinance, police and a tire depart- 
ment, and to make such regulations as they may deem necessary 
to protect the town from injuries by fire. 

Ninth—To till, by appointment, any vacancy that may occur in 
suid Board, or in office of any other town officer. by death, resig- 
nation, removal, firilare to qualify, or other cause; provided, that 
if at uny one time the number of vacancies from any causo shall 
leave the Board of ‘Trustees without a quorum, the remaining 
Trustees or Trustee shall order a special election to fill suc 
vacancies, and give like notice thereof as is required to be givon 
for the regular annual election of officers of said town; said 
Board shall also determine all questions of contested elections 
in their own body. 

Lenth—To provide, by ordinance, for the clection of a Town 
Recorder, and for the election or appointment of such other 
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officers as may be neccssary, and to define their powers and 
prescribe their duties; they shall prescribe the dutics and fix 
the compensation of all town officers, except as heroin other- 
wise provided. 

Sec. 2. This Act shall take effect from and after its passage.

Srction 1. The Board of Supervisors of Merced County aro gupervisors 
authorizod, in their discretion, to expend any sum of money not mar expend 
exceeding tifteen thousand ($15,000) dollars, in laying out and road J 
constructing a public road in said county, commencing at tho Pups. 
most practicable central point on the San Joaquin Rivor and 
running thence over the best route westerly to a point known 
as the “San Louis Ranch,” or to the western boundary of the 
county. ‘Tho Board of Supervisors may authorize said road to Roudmasters 
be constructed under tho supervision of the Roadmastor of the 
district or Roadmaster of the districts traversed by tho road; 
or they may, in their discretion, appoint a special Roadmaster 
to superintend the laying out and construction of said road ; 
and for the purpose of laying ont and constructing said road, 
the Board of Supervisors shall have power to mako all necessary 
contracts and require of the partics contracting, such bonds. 
with surety, as they may deem proper; and it shall bo the duty 
of the Board to see that all persons contracting to perform any 
service or labor within the purview of this Act shall perform 
the same faithfully before they shall reccive pay in full therefor. 

Sec. 2. For the purpose of providing funds for laying out Tax to te 
and constructing said road, the said Board are authorized to !eved 
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levy a tax on the taxable property of said county, not to exceed 
Excess, Cig htt cents (8) on each one hundred dollars thereof. After the 
completion of said road, any excesa of funds remaining in the 
treasury from the tax provided for in this Act shall bo passed 
When levied to tho General Schoo! Fund of the county. The tax provided 
_ imlevllected foy in this Act may be levied at different times and at any 
regular or special mecting of the Board, and shall be collected 
at the samo time and in the same manner as taxes are collected 

for general county purposes. 
Sec. 3. This Act shall take effect and be in force from and 

after its passage. 


CHAPTER CCCXXI. 


An Act to vonfer additional powers on the Board of Supervisors of 
Aono County. 


{Approved March 28, 1870.] 


The People of the State of California, represented in Senate and 
Assembly, do enact as follows: 


Exchange Sxotion 1. The Board of Supervisors of Mono County are 
aided pores authorized and empowered to exchange the bonds that 
may be issued by virtue cf an Act passed at the cighteenth 

session of the Legislature, entitled an Act to define and establish 
the boundary linc between tho Countics of Inyo and Mono, for 
warrants drawn on the General Fund of Mono County. Said 
surrender of Bourd shall cause a notice to be published in some newspaper 
‘having general circulation in said county, for a period of four 
successive weeks, inviting proposals for the surrender of war- 

rants on the General Fund of said county and receiving in 
exchange therefor bonds issued under the provisions of the Act 

above mentioned. Said proposals shall be filed with the Clerk 

of said Board before one o'clock p. M. of the second Monday in 

August next, and shall be accompanied by the warrants pro- 

posed to be surrendered. At the meoting of the Board on the 

last mentioned day, thoy shall proceed in a public manner to 

open and examine the bids which have been filed, and shall 

accept such bids as will redeem the greatest amount of warrants, 
principal and interest, for a specified amount of said bonds; but 

no bid shall be accepted that would require a greater sum in 

bonds than the amount of the warrants, principal and interest. 

No warrant drawn after the passage of this Act shall be 
accopted, The warrants that may be surrendered shall be daly 
cancelled by writing on the back the word “ Cancelled,” with 

the date, the Chairman of the Board signing his name thereto as 

such officer. The bonds that may be delivered in exchange for 

such warrants shall be indorsed by the Chairman of said Board of 
Supervisors, and attested by the Clerk thereof, with the county 

sonal affixed; but in no event shall the County of Mono be liable 

for the payment of said bonds hy reason of such indorsement. 

The Board shall make a record of their proceeding under this 
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section, and deliver said warrants to the County Treasurer, who 
shall make an entry in his register of the fact, date and purpose 
of said cancellation. 

Sec. 2. Said Board of Supervisors are horeby authorized and ciaim 
empowered to audit and wllow the claim of Joseph J. Dudleston, “"™*"- 
for moncy advanced by him to defray tho expenses of defending 
acertain suit against the county, and to order the samo paid 
out of the Contingent Fund of the county. 

Sxo..8. The Board of Supervisors of Mono County are horeby spectat tax. 
authorized and empowered, and it shall bo their duty, annually 
to levy a special tax on all the taxablo property of the county, 
real and personal, sufficient to pay the salaries of the officers 
following: County Judge, District Attorney, Treasurer, Assessor, 
Supervisors and Clerk of the Board of Supervisors. The pro- gatary rund 
ceeds of said tax shall be apportioned to the Salary Fund, out of 
which all the above named officors shall be paid. Lhe manner of 
levying and collecting said tax shall be the same as may be pro- 
vided by law for levying and collecting other taxes, State and 
county; provided, that-in the present year said tax shall be levied 
by said Board at their regular meeting in May. The money transter. 
aceruing to the Supervisor Fund shall be transferred to tho 
Salary Fund, and hereafter no tax shall be levied for the Super- 
visor Fund.

The People of the State of California, represented in Senate and 
Assembly, do cnact as follows : 


Secrtoy 1. Section three of said Act is hereby amended so 
as to read as follows : 

Section 3. In case the State Board of Education, or a teorpora. 
majority thereof, shall be satisfied that the proposed college rollees 
has property to the amount of twenty thousand dollars, and 
that tho proposed Trustees are competent persons, then the 
said Board of Education, or a majority thereof, shall, by an 
instrument under their hands, declare the college incorporated 
under the provisions of this Act, by the name specified in the 
application ; and the application, together with the declaration 
of the Board, or a majority thereof, shall be recorded in the 
office of the Secretary of State. 

Seo. 2. Section seven of said Act is hereby amended 80 as 
to read as follows : 

Section 7. The Trustees shall have power— Powors of 

First—To cloct by ballot, annually, one of their number as ™™**- 
President of the Board. 
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Second—Upon the death, removal out of the State or other 
vacancy in the office of any Trustce, to elect another in his or 
her place. 

Third—To elect additional Trustees; provided. the whole num- 
ber shall nevor exceed twenty-four at any one time. 

Fourth—To declare vacant the seat of any Trustee who shall 
absent him or herself from eight succeeding meetings of the 
Board. 

Fifth—To receive and hold, by purchase, gift or grant, any 
real or personal property ; provided, that the yearly income of 
the college shall not exceed its necessarily yearly expenses ten 
thousand dollars. f 

Stirth—To sell, mortgage, leaso and otherwise use and dis- 
pose of such property in such manner as they shall’ deem most 
conducive to the prosperity of the college. 

Seventh—To direct and prescribe the course of study and 
discipline to be observed in the college. 

Kighth—TVo appoint a President of the college, who shall hold 
his or her office during good behavior. 

Ninth—To appoint such professors, tutors and other officers 
as thoy shall deem necessary, who, unless employed under a 
special contract, shall hold their offices during the pleasure of 
the Trustees. : 

Tenth—To remove from office tho President, and any pro- 
fessor, tutor or other officer employed, upon a complaint, in 
writing, by any member of the Board of Trustees, stating the 
misbehavior in office, incapacity, immoral conduct of tho por- 
son or persons sought to be removed, and upon due examina- 
tion and proof of such complaint. 

Eleventh—-To grant such literary honors as are usually granted 
by any university, college or seminary of learning in the United 
Statos, and in testimony thereof to give suitable diplomas, under 
their scal, and the signature of such officers of the college as 
they shall deem expedient. 

Twelfth—To fix the salaries of the President, professors and 
other officers of tho college. 

Thirteenth—To make all laws and ordinances necessary and 
proper to carry into effect the preceding powors, and necessary 
to advance the interests of the college; provided. that no by-laws 
or ordinance shall conflict with the Constitution or laws of the 
United States or of this State. : 

Sec. 3. This Act shall take cffect from-and after its passage. 
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CHAPTER CCCXXII. 


An Aet to define and establish the Loundury line between the Counties of 
Lnyo and Mono. 


[Approved March 28, 1870.] 


The People of the State of California, represented in Senate and 
Assembly, do enact as follows: 


Section 1. ‘The boundary line between the Counties of poudary. 
Mono and Inyo shall be as follows: Boginning at the point 
where the main summit of the Sierra Nevada Mountains is intor- 
sected by the line between townships numbered five and six 
south, of Mount Diablo base line; thence running due east in 
said township line to the oastern boundary of the State of 
California. All the territory lying between the line herein 
established and tho line heretofore dividing said counties is 
hereby declared to form a portion of and be included in the 
County of Inyo. 

Sec. 2, In consideration of the establishment of the boun- Inyo county 
dary line between said counties, and the transfer of said terri- se 
tory to the County of Inyo, as provided for in section ono, the 
County Auditor of the County of Inyo is hereby required to 
issuc the bonds of tho said county to the aggregate amount of 
twelve thousand dollars, bearing interest at the rate of ten per 
cent. per annum, from the first day of May, A. D. one thousand 
eight hundred and seventy. Said bonds shall be made payable when 
as follows: ‘Three thousand dollars on tho first day of Janu payle 
ary, cighteen hundred and soventy-one; three thousand dollars 
on the first day of January, eighteen hundred and seventy-two ; 
threo thousand dollars on the first day of January, cighteen 
hundred and seventy-three, and three thousand dollars on the 
first day of January, eighteon hundred and seventy-four. They Denomina- 
shall be issued in donominations of one, two, threc, four and five "" 
hundred dollars, consecutively numbered as issued, signed by 
the County Auditor, with the county seal affixed, and countor- 
signed by the Treasurer of said county. Each bond shall have Coupons, 
coupons attached for tho intorest, which shall bear tho numbor 
of the bond. Tho coupons shall be consecutively numbered, 
signed and countersigned as the bonds are. Coupon number 
one shall be for the amount of interest due upon the bond on 
the first day of January, cighteen hundred and seventy-one, and 
shall bo paid on thatday, and the balance of the coupons shall 
be for six months interest each, and payable successively on tho 
first day of July and on the first day of January of each.year, 
until said bonds are paid. The said bonds and coupons shall be 
payable at the office of the County Troasurer of Inyo County, 
in gold coin of the Dnited States. Said bonds shall bo issued nunas, when 
immediately after the passago of this Act, and delivered to the 
County Treasurer of Mono County, or his duly authorized agont, 
who shall receipt therefor. 

Sec. 3. It shall bo the duty of tho County Anditor and the treasurer of 
County Treasurer of Inyo County to keep a record of all the ae 
bonds so issued, showing the numbcr, date and amount of cach, record. 
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and on or before the firat Monday of May, eighteen hundred 
and seventy, and on and before the first Monday in February, 
in each year thereafter, to present to tho Board of Supervisors 
of said county a certified statement of the amount required to 
pay the interest on all the bonds then outstanding, and also the 
amount required to redeem the one-fourth part of the first prin- 
cipal of said bonds, as provided in the preceding section. 

Sec. +. In addition to the taxcs now authorized by law to 
be levied in the County of Inyo, the Board of Supervisors of 
said county are hereby authorized and required to levy, in each 
and every year, a special tax, to be known as tho “ Mono Debt 
Tax,” sufficient for the purpose of paying the interest on said 
bonds, and for their redemption, as provided in section two. 
The manner of’ levying and collecting said tax shall be the same 
as may be provided by law for levying and collecting other taxes, 
State and county. Said tax shall be collected and paid in the 
legal gold coin of the United States. In the year eighteen hun- 
dred and seventy, said tax shall be levied by said Board of 
Supervisors, at their regular mecting in May. The Treasurer

CHAPTER CCCXXVI. 


An Act to appropriate funds for the relief of the several Orphan 
Asylums of this State. 


[Approved March 28, 1870.] 


The People of the State of California, represeiited in Senate and 
Assembly, do enact as follows: 


Section 1. There shall be appropriated out of the Genoral 
Fund of the State of California, for the support and mainte- 
nance of the orphan inmates of the soveral Orphan Asylums or 
institutions in this State, in which orphans are received and 
provided for, a sum at the rate of fifty dollars per annum for 
each orphan inmate theroof, to be paid quarter yearly, in instal- 
ments; provided, that such asylams as aro established upon a 
self-sustaining basis, whero the inmates are required to pay for 
admission, support and maintenance theroin, shall not be entitled 
to the benefit of this Act, but only such as are supported and 
sustained wholly or in part by charitable donations. 

Sxo. 2. It shall be the duty of the Diroctors, Superintend- 
ents or Managers of every asylum entitled to the benefit of this 
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Act, to keep a book in which they shall keep a truc and correct 
statement of the names, ages and sex, the number of wholo 
orphans and half orphans, the date of their admission therein 

and the date of their leaving; they shall also keop a full, true Money re. 
and correct account of tho amount of any and all moncy “ie. 
received from any source for the support of auy orphan or half 
orphan, with the names of the orphans or half orphans for 
whose support such sums are paid; which book shall always be 

open to the inspection of the Asylum Commissioners or any 
person appointed by them to inspect the same. 

Sec. 8. The Governor, Attorney-General and Secretary of Asytum 
State shall be and are hereby constituted the Board of Asylum Gommis- 
Commissioners, with visitorial powers, who shall, either by 
themselves or a Clerk appointed by them for the purpose, visit . 
each asylum quarter annually, if they deem it necessary, and 
examine the books of the several asylums kept as berein pro- 
vided to be kept; and if the examination bo maae by such 
Clerk, he shall report the result of such examination to said 
Commissioners. 

Seo. 4. It shall be the duty of said Board of Commissioners, ‘vo atmiais- 
or their Clerk, appointed as herein provided, upon inspecting the tot. 
books of said asylums, to administer an oath to the Managors 
or Superintendents thereof, to the cifect that tho statemonts 
therein contained are full. truc and correct; and they shall Apportin- 
apportion and allow to cach of said asylums a sum to be appor- ™" 
tioned at the rate of fifty dollars per annuum for each and every 
orphan kept and supported therein; provided, that two half

Fach of’ the said Commissioners, before entering upon 
the duties of the office, shall qualify, upon oath, and furnish a 
bond in the sum of five thousand doliars, to be approved by the 
County Judge, and filed in the office of the Clork of Contra 
Costa County, for their faithful performance. 

Sec. 8. Tho Commissioners named in scction one shall meet 
and organize within one month after tho passage and approval 
of this Act, and shall hold office respectively, one, two and three 
years, a3 may be determined by lot at tho said first meeting ; 
and a successor of the retiring Commissioner shall be chosen 
by the qualified electors of the district defined herein, for the 
full term of three years, at an election to be held on the first 
Saturday in March of cightceen hundred and seventy-one, and 
each year theroafter; and tho successors so elected shall qualify 
as required by section two, before entering upon the duties of 
office ; provided, that no person shall qualify who is not the 
owner of taxable property in the district; and further provided, 
that non-resident property owners of taxable property in thosaid 
district are authorized to vote in tho elections for Commissioners 
held under the provisions of this Act.

sary work, the Board shall, on the second Monday of March in 
each year. levy a tax, not to exceed sixty cents on each one 
hundred dollars of property within the limits of the following 
described boundaries, consisting of the levee district, viz: Com- niatriet, 
mencing at the bridge across Walnut Creek, on the line between 
the farms of Danskin Brothers and Nicholas Carbone; thence 
easterly along the south line of Danakin’s farm, to the slough 
near the southeast cornor of said farm; thenco along the present 
levee in an caslerly and northerly direction, to the southwest 
corner of William Hook’s conerete warehouse; thence north- 
westerly in a direct line, to the southeast corner of J. HL. 
Carothers’ farm; thence along the east line of said Carothors’ 
farm in a northerly, westerly and southerly direction, to the 
north end of Main strect; thence due west, to the west lino of 
lot number thirty-nine (No. 39), in the Welsh Rancho; thence 
southerly along the said line, to the northwost corner of lot 
number thirty-eight (No. 38), in tho Welsh Rancho; thence along 
the weat line of said lot number thirty-eight (No. 38), to the 
southwest corner of Hawxhurst’s second (2d) addition to the 
Town of Pacheco; thence casterly along School street, to the 
northwest corner of the school house lot; thonce south along 
the west line of said lot, to Walnut Creek; thence southerly 
along the channel of said crock, to the place of beginning. 

Sec. 7. Aun election shall be held on tho second Saturday in Aascssor and 
April, eighteen hundred and seventy, at which election shall be @™" 
chosen an Assessor and Collector, who shall hold his office until 
his successor is duly elected and qualified; and at the election 
provided for in section three of this Act, to be held on the first 
Saturday in March, eighteen hundred and seventy-one, and 
annually thereafter, shall be chosen an Assessor and Collector, 
who shall at once qualify and proceed to make and complete 
the assessment within ton days; and on return of the same to the ryustization 
Board, they shall give notice, by publication, when they will sit 
as a Board of Equalization on the asseasment; after which, 
the tax levied, assessed and equalized, shall be duc and payable 
to the Collector; and if not paid within thirty days after the Delinquent. 
equalization, shall become delinqnent, and subject to same 
costs and modes of collection as Stato and county delinquent 
taxes, the nearest Justice of the Peace having, by this Act, 
jurisdiction in such delinquent tax cases, with appeal to the 
County or District Court, as the Jaws define their jurisdiction.

The Board of Commissioners provided for by this 
Act shall have power to determine the grade of the streets and 
sidewalks in the Town of Pacheco; and whenever the owners 
of more than one-half the property upon any strect, or part of 
a street, shall petition for authority to improve and grade the 
same. the Commissioners may grant tho authority, but shall 
direct and require the work done in conformity with their 
established or adopted plan of strect improvements; and the 
costs of such improvements shall become a charge upon the 
property fronting on the street improved, in proportion to the 
cost of tho work fronting cach piece of property, from the centre 
line of the street, and the charge shall become a lien upon the 
property until paid; provided, that each property owner may do 

is or her own portion of the work, as ordered and directed by 
the Board of Commissioners, or in casé of refusal or neglect, for 
the penne of ten days after notice served on bim or her, the 
work may be done by the order of the Board, and the vosts 
recovered by the usual powers of’ Jaws.

The Deputy Surveyor so appointed shall give bonds 
for the faithful . performance of his duties, in twice the amount 
of the estimated cost of making said surveys, the bonds so 
given to be approved by the Board of Supervisors of Marin 
County, and filod in the office of the Clerk of suid Board of 
Supervisors. 

Sec. 8. The surveys of the swamp and overflowed and salt 
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marsh tide lands, made under this Act, shall bo made according system of 
to the rectangular system adopted by the United States in the ™: 
survey of the public lands, and shall bo a continuation of those 
surveys by connecting them with the township linos as surveyed 

by authority of the United States. 

Sec. 4. Said Deputy Surveyor shall make a connected map My 
of the swamp and overflowed and salt marsh tide lands in Marin 
County, upon which maps shall be platted all surveys of such 
lands which have been made for private entry, and shall also 
show the lines of Mexican grants where they border on said 
swamp and tide, overflowed and salt marsh lands. 

Sec. 5. Copies of said maps, properly certified, shall bo filed Copies. 
in the Surveyor-Gencral’s office at Sacramento, and in the 
County Surveyor’s office of Marin County; and the surveys onicil. 
and maps in accordance with this Act shall be the official surveys 
and maps of the swamp and overflowed, tide and salt marsh 
lands in Marin County. 

Sec. 6. The surveys and maps made under this Act shall be when to ho 
completed within six months from the time of the appointment °msted. 
of the deputy by the Surveyor-General, as provided for in sec- 
tion one of this Act. 

Sec. 7. Said Deputy Surveyor so appointed shall reccive as Compenra. 

compensation for his services in making the surveys and maps ‘™ 
provided for in this Act, the same amount of fees as the County 
Surveyor uf Marin County would bo entitled to receive for like 
services, and he shall employ such assistants as shall bo neces- 
Sary, said assistants to receive auch pay for thoir services as 
shall be agreed upon between said deputy and themselves ; pro-

The People of the State of California, represented in Senate and 
Assembly, do enact as follows : 


Section lL. An Act entitled an Act to incorporate the Town 
of Columbia, in Tuolumne County, approved April ninth, one 
thousand eight hundred and fifty-se. en, and all Acts supplement- 
ary thereto and amendatory thereof, are hereby repealed. 

Seo. 2. The present Board of Trustees of said Town or City 
of Columbia shall be and they are hereby constituted a Board 
of Trustees for the disincorporation of said town or city ; and 
they shall have the power, and it is hereby made their duty, 
within thirty days after the passage of this Act, to proceed to 
the disposal and sale of all property, both real and personal, 
belonging to said town or city, by public auction, to the highest 
and best bidder, or in such other modo or manner as the said 
Board may deem for the best interest of said town or city. The 
proceeds arising from such sales shall be paid into and become 
a part of the General Fund of said town or city. 

Sec. 8 The Board of ‘Trustees shall immediately canso the

At the first regular mecting of the Board of Trus- 
tees after the passage of this Act, they shall direct the Clerk of 
tho Board, and it is hereby made the duty of said Clerk, to 
post notices in at least three public places in said ‘own or City 
of Columbia, notifying all persons having chiims against said 
town or city, of whatever name or nature, to present the same 
within thirty days from the date of said notice; and auy claim 
not so presented to said Board of Trustees, within the said spe- 
cified time of thirty days, shall not become a legal claim against 
said Town or City of Columbia, and shall be invalid, both in 
law and equity, as against said town or city ; provided, that the 
provisions of this section shall not apply to warrants issued 
payable out of the town or city treasury.

and provided, that as soon as the provisions of this Act shall have 
been fully complicd with, it shall be the duty of the President 
of the said Board of Trustees to make ont and post, in at least 
three public places in said town or city, a statement, duly veri- 
fied under his oath, of all moneys received, and the disposition 
made of all public property, and of all moneys paid out, under 
the provisions of this Act. 

Sro. 8. The Treaanrer of said Town or City of Columbia 
shall pay all warrants drawn upon the General Fund of said 
town or city,in the order of their registration ; and all moneys 
remaining in the Genoral Fund, after liquidating all outstanding 
indebtedness of said town or city, shall be placed into and 
become a part of the School Fund of suid Town or City of Col- 
umbia, and said fund shall bo subject to tho order of the Trus- 
tecs of the Columbia School District. 

Src. 9. Tho Board of Trustecs and other officers of said 
town or city named in this Act, ou entering upon the dutics 
enjoined upon them by the provisions of this Act, shall duly 
qualify and file a yood and suilicient bond, in such amount as is 
now required by them by law, as such Trustee or officer, and to 
be approved in the same manner, conditioned upon the faithful 
discharge of all dutics required of thom by law under the pro- 
visions of this Act; and prvefded, that the said Board of Trus- 
tees and officials of suid town or city, while engaged in per- 
forming the labors of disincorporating said town or city, as set 
forth in this Act, shall be entitled to receive the same rate of 
salary and compensation us is now allowed them by law as off- 
cers or Trustees of said town or city.

CHAPTER CCCXXXT. 


An Act to create a Redemption Fund and to provide means for defray- 
ing the eapenses of the County of El Dorado. : 


[Approved March 29, 1870.] 


The People of the State of California, represented in Senate ard 
Assembly, do enact as follows: 


Srction 1. The Board of Supervisors in and for the County 
of El Dorado are hereby required and it shall be their duty to 
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lovy, for the yoar eighteen hundred and soventy. and annually 
thereafter, in addition to the taxes now authorized by law to 
be levied for a County Hospital Fund, School Fund, Railroad 
Redemption Fund and Railroad Interest Farid, special tax, 
not to exceed forty cents on each one hundred dollars value of 
taxable property in said connty, for a County Current Expenso 
Fund; and a special tax. not to exceed sixty cents on each one 
hundred dollars value of taxable property in said county, for 
the extingnishment of the unbonded indebtedness of said county 
accruing prior to the passage of this Act; and said taxes shall 
be assessed and collected at the same time and in the same 
manner as other property taxes are assessed and collected 
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Expense Fund shall be paid into the county treasury, and shall 


constitute a County Current lixpenso Fund. The moneys col- Redemption 


lected under the provisions of this Act for the oxtinguishment Fas 


of the unbonded indebtedness of said county shall be paid into 
the county treasury of said county, and shall constituto a 
Redemption Fund,.for the payment of said unbonded indebted- 
ness of said county ; and said funds shall be held and disbursed 
under the provisions of this Act; provided, the Board of Super- 
visurs of the Coanty of El Dorado shall not have power to levy 
any othor tax for county purposes: 


Sec. 2. The Board of Supervisors of said county shall cxam- claims on 


ino, settle, allow and order paid out of said Current Kxpense 
Fund hereby established, all such legal claims and demands 
against said county, for services rendered and supplies furnished, 
as have been herotofore paid ont of the General Fund, excepting 
auch salaries and fees of officers and other items of exponditures 
as may be paid out of tho Salary Fund, as provided by an Act 
of the Legislature of thia State, entitled on Act regulating 
offices and officers in the County of El Dorado, approved March 
fifth, Anno Domini cighteen hundred and seventy. The Auditor 
of said county shall draw warrants on the County Treasurer. 
payablo out of said Carrent Hxpense Fuud, for the payment of 
all claims and domands sa examined, settled, allowed and ordered 
paid by the Board of Supervisors. and the Treasurer shall pay 
such warrants out of said Current Expense Fund in the order of 
their prosentation, as is now provided by law for the presenta- 
tion and payment of county warrants.

Seo. 8. Thore shall be established in said county a fund, to selery rund. 


be known as the “Salary Fund,” and the Treasurer of said 
county is hereby directed and required to act apart to said fund 
the sum of two dollars and eighty cents of the moneys received 
into the treasury from the sale of each and every forcign miners’ 
license sold, the monoy paid into tho treasury as now provided 
by law, from the sale of county license, the county’s proportion 
of the money received from the sale of State and county 
license and poll taxes, and also all fines and forfeitures and all 
receipts from toll bridges and ferries received by said county, in 
addition to the several stms required to be paid into said fand 
by the eaid Act regulating offices and officers in the County of 
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El Dorado, approved March fifth, Anno Domini cightecn hun- 
dred and seventy; provided, that this Act shall not be so con- 
strued as to affect or divert any moneys now required by law 
to be paid into the School Fund of said county. 

Sec. 4. Tho Auditor of said county shall draw warrants on 
the County Treasurer, payable out of suid Salary Fund, for the 
payment of all legal claims and demands thereon that shall 
have been allowed and ordered paid out of the same by the 
Board of Supervisors of said county; and, on the first Monday 
of cach month, he shall audit the salary of the County Judge 
of said county and draw his warrant on the County Treasurer, 
payable out of the said Salary Fund, for the proportionate 
amount of his salary which shall be due and payable on the 
last day in cach month in cach year. The County Treasurer 
shall pay such warrants out of said Salary Fund in the manner 
now provided by law. 

Src. 5. On the first Monday in April, in the year cighteen 
hundred and sevonty-one, and on the first Monday in April in 
each year thereafter, the County Treasurer shall, after the close 
of his official business of that day, estimate the amount of war- 
rants, if any, then outstanding against said Salary Fund, and 
the amount of warrants, if any, outstanding against said Current 
Expense Fund; and should there be a surplus in either or both 
of said funds more than sufficient to pay the warrants outstand- 
ing against said fands respectively, ho shall transfer such surplus 
to the said Redemption Fund and apply the same in like manner 
as other moneys in said fund, to the redemption of warrants 
drawn on the General Fund of said county prior to tho passage 
of this Act, which said warrants shall be redeemed according 
to the priority of time in which tho same was prescnted and 
registcred. 

Src. 6. The County Treasuror shall keep separate accounts, 
under the heads of * Redemption Fand,” “Salary Fund,” and 
“ Current Expense Fund,” respectively, of all moneys received 
from the several sources herein specified, and the said moneys 
shall never be used or mixed together, or with other funds, 
except as provided by this Act; and the moneys in said funds, 
or either of them, shall not be subject to any execution or writ 
issued for or on account of any debt due, or that may become 
due, from said county; provided, however, that when all of tho 
warrants drawn on the General Fund of said county, prior to 
the passage of this Act, shall have been redeemed, the Treasurer 
shall transfer any surplus remaining in said Redemption Fund 
to the Current Expense Fund; and from and after that time 
said Redemption Fund shall be abolished, and the taxes thercaf- 
ter assessed and collected, in pursuance of this Act, shall be paid 
into the Current Expense Fund of said county. 

Sec. 7. The Board of Supervisors of El Dorado County are 
hereby authorized and required, at the first regular mecting of 
said Board after the passage of this Act, to levy Lhe county 
taxes for the year eighteen hundred and seventy according to 
the provisions of this Act. 

Seo. 8. All Acts or parts of Acts in conflict or inconsistent 
with the provisions of this Act ure hereby repealed, so far as 
they apply to-El Dorado County.

in which judicial and legal advertising shall be published shall 
be designated by the District Judge of the Fourth Judicial 
District whose jurisdiction is now confined to such county.

shall file a written stipulation, accepting the conditions of this 
Act, with bonds in the sum of tive thousand dollars ($5,000), 
with good and sufficient surctics, to be approved by the Dis- 
trict Judge, for tho faithful performance of the legal and judicial 
advortising of their county, and to mako good any loss or 
damage which may accrue trom a failure to perform said adver- 
tising properly, the District Judge shall designate said news- 
paper as the medium in which all judicial and legal advortising 
of said county shall be published, during the term for which ruiture.

Francisco ; and that tho prices charged for auch advertising in 
the Conntics of Sacramento, Alameda and San Joaquin shall not 
exceed ninety cents per square for the first insertion, sixty centa 
for each subseqnent insertion up to four, and thirty cents por 
square of two hundred and fifty ems for cach additional inser- 
tion; and that the prices charged in all other counties in the 
State shall not exceed one dollar and fifty cents per square of' 
two hundred and fifty ems for tho first insertion, and one dollar 
per square for cach additional insertion up to four, and thirty- 
tive cents per square for cach subsequent insertion ; and provided 
farther, that nothing in this Act shall interfere with the carry- 
ing out of any contract heretofore made for the performance of 
official or Iega) advertising, or impair the legality of any legal 
notice or advertisement, but such notice or advertisement shall 
be continued in the newapaper in which it appears prior to the 
passage of this Act until the period set for its insertion shall 
have expired; nor shall this Act be construed to prevent the 
Board of Supervisors of any city or county from advertising for 
contracts to perform official printing. 

Seo. 4. Each newspaper designated under this Act shall fur- 
nish, free of charge, one copy of ench of its issues to the Sec- 
retary of State, the State Librarian and the Clerk of the 
Supreme Court of the State of California, and one copy to the 
County Clerk and the Clerk of the Board of Supervisors of the 
county in which it is published, and two copies to each Court of 
record within the county in which it is published. And it shall

of said newspaper of that edition.

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CHAPTER CCOXXXIII. 


An Act to regulate fees of office and salaries of certuin officers in the 
County of San Luis Obispo. 


{Approved March 29, 1870.] 


Lhe People of the State of Valifornia, represented in Senute and 
Assembly, do enact as follows: 


Section 1. In the County of San Luis Obispo, such fees ave ree of ofice 
allowed to the officers hereinafter named, for their services 
rendered in discharging tho duties imposed on them by law, as 
herein provided; and such officers may lawfully charge, demand 
and receive the same in gold and silver coin of the United 
States. 

Sec. 2. The Clerk of the District Court shall receive the fees cierk of 
hereinnfter specified : part 

For entering each suit on the Clerk’s register of actions, and ° 
making the necessary entries therein during the progress of the 
trial, for each folio, twonty cents. 

For issuing every writ or process under seal, fifty cents. 

For subpeena for one or more witnesses, twenty-five cents. 

For filing cach papor, twenty-five cents. 

For entering every motion, rulo, order, default, discontinu- 
ance, dismissal or nonsuit, twenty-five cents. 

For entering every cause on the calendar, and making a copy 
thercof for the bar, for cach term of the Court, twenty-five 
cents. 

For calling and swearing every jury, fifty cents. 

For receiving and entering each verdict of a jury, fifty conts. 

For enteriug evory final judgment, for the first folio, ono 
dollar ; for each subsequent folio, twenty conts. 

For filing judgment roll, twonty-five conts. 

For entering judgment on judgment docket, twenty-five cents. 

For cntering satisfaction of judgment, fifty centa. 

For administoring every oath or affirmation, twenty-five cents. 

For certifying every oath or atiirmation, twenty-five cents. 

For copy of any proceeding, record or paper, for each folio, 
twenty cents. 

For each cortificate under soal. fifty conts. 

For searching the files of cach year in bis office (but not to 
charge suitors or attorneys), fifty cents. 

For issuing every commission to take testimony, fifty conts. 

For takiug down testimony of witnesses during trial, for each 
folio, twenty cents, to bo paid by the party requiring the same. 

For issuing every exccution or other final process, fifty cents. 

For issuing evory dccrce or order of sale of mortgaged prop- 
erty, fifty conts. 

For issuing writ of injunction or attachment, tifty cents. 

For entering judgment by confession, the same fee as in 
other cases of entering judgment. 

For recoiving and filing every remittitur from Supreme Coart, , 
and accompanying papers, fifty conts. 

For taking each bund required by law, fifty conts. 
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For taking acknowledgment of deed or other instrument, 
including all writing and the scal, for the first namo thereto, 
one dollar, and for each additional name, twenty-five cents. 

For other services not herein enumerated, the same fees as 
now provided tor by law. 

Szc. 8. The Clerk of the County Court shall reccive, for 
filing all tho papers sent ou appeal from Justico’s Court, in each 
cause, and for making the necessary entries concerning the 
same, two dollars. 

For all other services, the same foes as are allowed the Clerk 
of the District Court for like services. 

Sec. 4. The Clerk of the Probate Court shall receive, for 
issuing letters testamentary or of administration, fifty cents. 

For certificate of appointing appraisers or guardians, fitty 
cents. 

For writing and posting notice, when required, for cach copy, 
fifty cents. 

For recording wills, per folio, fifty cents. 

For all other services, the same as are allowed the Clerk of 
the District Court for similar services. 

For notice given by publication, in addition to the cost of 
publication, fifty conte. 

Sec. 5. The Connty Recorder shall receive, for recording any 
instrumont, paper or notice, when required, for each folio, 
twenty cents. 

For copies of any record or paper, per folio, twonty conts. 

For other services uot herein enumerated, the sume fees ag 
aro now allowed by law. 

Szc. 6. Tho County Clerk shall receive, for all services ren- 
dered by him as such Clerk, or as Auditor, Clerk of Board of 
Supervisors, Clerk of the Board of Equalization, Clerk of the 
Board of Canvassers, or in any other way, by virtue of his 
office, or any of-his ex officio offices, aud for all services ren- 
dered by him for which fees are now chargeable against the 
county, the sum of cight hundred dollars per annum, payable 
quarterly out of the fund for current expenses of’ said county, 
in the samo manner as are paid other salaries of county officers 
fixed by law; provided, that this Act shall not affect the right 
of said Coanty Clerk to receive from tho State that portion of 
his compensation as Anditor which is now allowed by law, 
chargeable against the State, for services rendered in and 
about the collection of the revenue of the State, and also, that 
said County Clerk shall be entitled to receive such fees in civil 
cases as are already fixed by law. 

Seco. 7 The Sheriff shall recoive, for taking bonds or under- 
takings in any case in which he shall be authorized to take the 
same, fifty cents. 

For serving any notice, rule or order, fifty cents. 

For sorving an attachment on property, or levying an oxccu- 
tion, or executing an order of arrest or ordor of delivery of 
personal property, one dollar and fifty cents. 

For commissions for receiving and paying over money on 
execution or process, where lands or personal property has been 
levied on, advertised and sold, on the first one thousand dollars, 
two per cent., and on all sums above that amount, one por cont. 
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For commissions for receiving and paying over money on 
execution, withont levy, or when tho lands or goods leviod on 
shall not be sold, two per cent. on the first thousand dollars, 
and one per cent. on all over that sum. 

For other services not herein enumerated, tho same fees as 
are now allowed by law; provided, that the Sheriff shall receive 
for all services hereafter to be rendered by him to the County 
of San Luis Obispo, in civil cases in which said county may be 
a party, and in all criminal cases, and in lieu of all other com- 
pensation of fees of whatever kind for services in such cases, a 
salary of fifteen hundred dollars per annum, to be paid in United 
States gold coin, in the same manner as aro now ‘paid the other 
salaries of the county officers from the county treasury, as 
fixed by law. 

Sec. 8. The County Treasuror shall bo allowed three per 
cent. on all monoys disbursed by him, but shal} not bo allowed 
any commission upon the amount retained by the Sheriff or 
other Tax Collector for his fees, or any compensation for receiv- 
ing He shall also be allowed twenty conts per mile for travel- 
ling to and from the seat of Government, to mako his semi- 
annual scttlements. Ife shall receive no compensation upon 
School Fund moneys, except such fees as are now allowed by 
law for the disbursement of moneys received on school lands, 
and shall receive no other or further compensation or salary 
than that expressed in this Act. 

Sro. 9. ‘The County Assessor shall be allowed by the Board 
of Supervisors a reasonable compensation for hia services, not 
to oxceed fivo dollars per day. Hesball keep a correct account 
of the number of days he has been employed in tho discharge 
of his official duties, and shall verify the same on oath before 
the County Clerk or other person qualified to administer oaths. 
The Board of Supervisors, before allowing his claim, shall satisfy 
themaclves of the correctness of the accounts. Hosball receive 
no other compensation whatsoever, and no additional compen- 
sation shall be allowed for the service of deputies. 

Sec. 10. Tho District Attorney shall reccive for his services, 
to bo paid quarterly, audited in like manner as the County 
Judge’s salary, the sum of seven hundred dollars. Tie shall also 
receive such other compensation as is now provided for by law, 
exclusive of salary. 

Seo. 11. Constables shall receive, for serving summons in a 
civil suit, for each defendant, one dollar. 

For summoning 8 jury before a Justico of tho Peace, one dol- 
lar and fifty cents. 

For taking a bond required by law, fifty cents. 

For serving an attachment against the property of a defend- 
ant, one dollar. 

For summoning and swearing a jury to try the right of prop- 
erty, and taking the verdict, two dollars. : 

For receiving and taking care of proporty on execution, 
attachment or other order, hia actual necessary expenses, to be 
allowed by the Justice who issued the writ, upon the affidavit 
of the Constablo that snch charges are correct, and the expenses 
necessarily incurred. 

For collecting all sums on execution, two por cent., to be 
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charged against tho defendant in the oxecution; mileage shall 
be charged, reckoned and paid in like manner, in all cases, as in 
this Act provided for in the case of the Sheriff 

For serving a warrant or order for the delivery of personal 
property, or making an arrest in civil casos, one dollar. 

For all other services, civil or criminal, except attending 
Court, the same focs as are allowed to Sheriifs for similar 
services. 

Src. 12. Notaries Public shall receive, for drawing and copy- 
ing every protest for the non-payment or non-acceptance of a 
bill of exchange, draft or check, one dollar and fifty cents. 

For drawing and serving every notice of non-payment of a 
promissory note, or of the non-payment or non-acceptance of a 
bill of exchange, order, draft or check, one dollar. 

For recording every protest, one dollar. 

For drawing an affidavit, deposition or other puper, for which 
provision is not herein named, for cach folio, twenty-five conts. 

For taking an acknowledgment or proof of a deed or other 
instrument, to include the seal and the writing of tho certificate, 
tor the first signature, one dollar, and for each additional signa- 
ture, twenty-five cents. 

For administering an oath or affirmation, twenty-five cents. 

For evory cortificate, to include writing the same and seal, 
one dollar. 

Sec. 13. Kach member of the Board of Supervisors shall be 
entitled to receive for his services, four each day's necessary 
attendance on the business of the county, a sum, to be paid by 
the Board, not exceeding four dollars per day, aud not to exceed 
in the aggregate. during any one year. one hundred aud filty 
dollars; and he shall receive twenty-five cents per mile for each 
mile necessarily travolled in going to and returning from the 
county sent ; provided, that no charge shall be made for more 
than one trip going from and returning to the residence of such 
Supervisor at euch term held; and provided, that no Supervisor 
shall be allowed moro than one day's per diem for any One day, 
by reason of his being on the committees appointed by tho 
Board, or for any other cause; and no farther allowance what- 
ever shall be made for services as a member of the Board. 

Seo. 14. Grand and trial jurors shall receive two dollars por 
day for attendance upon a Court of record, without mileage. 
In civil cases, the party in whose favor verdict is rendered, 
before the samo be entered, shall pay the jury fees, but the same 
may be recovered as costs from the party losing the case. If in 
any trial in a civil case the jury bo, from any canse, discharged 
without finding a verdict, tho fees of the jury shall be paid by 
the party demanding the jury, but may be recovered as costs if 
he afterward obtain judgment, and until they are paid no far- 
thor proveeding shall be allowed in the action. Jurors in a 
Justice’s Court, in civil cases, shall receivo two dollars per day, 
without mileage, to be taxed against the party losing the suit. 
No person shall roceive fees for serving on a Coroner’s jury or 
in a criminal case before a Justice of tho Peace. In civil cases, 
tuileage at twenty cents por mile shall be allowed in Courts of 


record. 


Seo. 15. Witnesses shall receive, for attendance in any civil 
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suit or proceeding before any Court of record, Reforeo, Com- 
missioner or Justico of the Peace, for odich day, two dollars ; 
for travolling to the place of trial, fur each mile, twenty cents. 
No person shall be obligod to testify in a civil action unless his 
fees for attendance, if demanded, have been tendered him; no 
person shall be obliged to attend as a witness in any civil action 
or proceeding without the county in which he resides. unless 
the distance bo less than thirty miles from his place of residence 
to the place of trial. In contested election vases, the travelling 
feos shall only he ten cents por mile No witness fees or mileage 
shall be allowed in criminal cases, except where the witness 
shall have como from any place out of the county, or is poor, in 
which case, the Court, if the witness has been brought under 
subpoena or by virtue of a recognizance, may make provision 
in his favor as heretofore provided in the Criminal Practice 
Act. 

Sec. 16. All Acts and parts of Acts repugnant to the pro- yepested. 
visions of this Act, in so far as the same refer to the County of 
San luis Obispo, are hereby repealed. 

Sec. 17. This Act shall take effect from and after its passage,

The rights and privileges heretofore granted Priviloces 
unto David N. Darlington, Isaiah Hanscom and others, by an 
Act of tho-Legislature of this State. ontitled an Act to author- 
ize David N. Darlington, Isaiah Hanscom and others to build a 
wharf in the County of Solano, approved February twenty- 
first, eighteen hundred and fifty-five, and subsequently assigued 
to John B. Frisbio and James McCudden, are hereby extended 
and confirmed to the said John B Frisbie and Jamos MeCudden, 
and their assigns, fur a period of ten years from and after the 
expiration of the twenty yoars hereinbefore granted by said 
Act

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CHAPTER CCCXXXV. 


An Act to locate the county seat for the County of Lake. 
[Approved March 29, 1870.] 


The People of the State of California, represented in Senate and 
Assembly, do enact as follows: 


Section Ll. There shall be an election held in the County of 
Lake, on the first Monday in May, one thousand eight hundred 
and seventy, to determine whether tho county seat of said county 
shall be permanently located at tho Town of Lakeport or at 
the Town of Lower Lake. 

Sxc. 2. The ballots to be used at such election shall be 
written or printed, and shall be in form following: “County 
seat,” with the name of the place voted for following ; and tho 
place receiving the highest number of votes at the said election 
shall be the county seat of said Lake County. 

Ske. 3. The officers of the clection shall return the votes 
cast at said clection to the Clerk of the Board of Supervisors 
before the second Monday of May, eighteen hundred and 
seventy, on which day, at twelve o’clock m., the Supervisors of 
said county shall meet at their usual place of meeting and can- 
vass the votes on the question of the said county seat, and 
declaro the result and publish tho same in an official roport, as 
required by luw in case of general clections. 

Sec. +. Upon canvassing the votes of said clection, as herein 
provided, the Board of Supervisors shall immediately take 
measures for removing said county seat and the records of 
county to tho place designated by the vote hereinbefore pro- 
vided, and for the erecLion and completion of county buildings, 
as now required by Inw, and to mako such disposition, in their 
discretion, of all such ppblic property, as such location of the 
county seat shall render necessary. 


Sec. 5. This Act shall take effect from its passago. 


CHAPTER CCCXXXVI. 
An Act for the relief of Amos Roberts, Sherif’ of Solano County. 
(Approved March 28, 1870.]

Before giving out any contracts by the City contracts for 
Council for doing any work authorized by section two of this work, how 
Act, tho City Council shall cause notice to be conspicuously , 
posted on or near the Council room door of said Council, and 
also published for five days in some daily paper to be designated 
by said Council, inviting sealed proposals for the work contem- 
plated. All proposals offered shall be delivered to tho Clork of 
said City Council, and said Council shall, in open session, open, 
examine and publicly declare the same and award the contract 
for said work, in their discretion, to the lowest responsible bid- 
der ; provided, said Council may rejoct any and all bids, should 
they deem it for the public good, and also the bid of any party 
who may havo proved delinquent or unfaithful in any former 
contract with tho said city. All proposals shall bo accompanied

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Contracts for inafter provided, conditioned to pay to the said City of Oakland 
work ww the fall sum of ono thousand dollars, as liquidated damages, if 
the bidder to whom the contract is awarded shall fail or neglect 
to enter into a contract as hereinafter provided. It shall be 
the duty of the City Attorney to sue on said bonds in the name 
of said city, and to pay tho amount rovovered ovor to the Treas- 
urer of said city. The City Council shall bave power to relieve 
the contractor from the porformance of the conditions of said 
bond, whon good cause is shown therefur. All persons (owners 
included) who shall fail to enter into contracts, as herein pro- 
vided, are hereby prohibited from bidding a second time for the 
same work. Notice of such awards shall be published for five 
days, in the same manner as hereinbefore provided for publica- 
tion of proposals for such work. The ownors of tho major part

Should the said owners fail to commonce 
the work within ten days atter the first publication of the notice 
of said award, and prosecute the same with due diligence to 
completion, it shall be the duty of the City Marshal to onter 
into a contract with the original bidder to whom the contract 
was awarded and at the prices the same may have been awarded 
him; but if such bidder neglects, for fifteen days after the first 
publication of the notice of said award, to enter into the con- 
tract, then the City Council shall again publish, for said five 
days, and pursue the steps required by this section the same aa 
in tho first instance. Tf the owners who may have taken said 
contract do not complete the same within the time limited in 
the contract, or within such further time as the said City Council 
may give them, the said Marshal shall report such delinquency

and if any contractor shall fail to return his warrant within the 
time and in the form provider in this section, he shall thence- 
forth have no licn upon the property assessed ; provided, how- 
ever. that in case any warrant is lost. upon proof of such loss, a 
duplicate can bo issued. upon which a return may be made, 
with the same effect as if the original had been so returned.

determination or proceeding of the Marshal, shall, within thirty 
days after the date of the warrant, appeal to the City Council, 
as provided in this section, by briefly stating their objections in 
writing, and filing the same with the Clerk of said City Coun- 
cil. Notice of the time and place of the hearing, briefly refer- 
ting to the work contracted to be done, or other subject of 
uppeal, and to the acts, determinations or proceedings objected 
to or complained of, shall be published for five days.

mayer Section 12. At any time after the period of thirty-five days 
suit. from the day of the date of the warrant, as hereinbefore pro- 
vided, or if any appealis taken to the City Council, as is provided 
in section eleven of this Act, any timo attor five days from the 
decision of said Council, or after the return of the warrant or 
assessment, after the same may heve been corrected, altered or 
modified, aa provided in section eleven of this Act (but not less 
than thirty-five days from the date of the warrant), the con- 
tractor or his assignee may sue, in his own namo, the owner of 
the land, lots or portion of lots assessed, on the day of the date 
of the recording of the warrant, assessment and diagram. or 
on any day thereafter, during the continuance of the lien of 
said assessment, and recover the amount of any assessment 
remaining due and unpaid, with interest thereon, as hercinbe- 
fore provided. Suit may be brought in the District Court of 
the Third Judicial District, and, on all sums less than three 
hundred dollars, in the Police Court of the City of Oakland. 
The said warrant, assessment and diagram, with tho affidavit 
of demand and non-payment, shall be prima favic evidence of 
such indebtedness, and of the right of the plaintiff to recover 
in the action. The Court in which such suit shall be com- 
menced shall have power to adjadge and decree a lion against 
the premises assessed, and to order such premises to be sold 
on execution, as in other cases of the sale of real estate by the 
process of said Courts; and on appeal, the appellate Court 
shall be vested with the same power to adjudge and deerce a 
lien, and to order to be sold such premises, on execution or 
decree, as is conferred on the Court from which an appeal is 
taken, Such premises, iff sold, may be redeemed as in other 
eases. In all suits now pending or hereatter to be brought, to

CHAPTER CCCXLVI. 


An Act amendatory of and supplemental to an Act to authorize the 
establishment of a Bourd of Lealth in the City of Sacramento, 
approved March twenty-seventh, etghicen hundred and sixty-eight. 


{Approved March 29, 1870.] 


The People of the State of California, represented tn Senate and 
Assembly, do enact as fullois: 


Section 1. The Board of Trustees of the City of Sacramento 
shall have power, and it is hereby made their duty, to establish 
by ordinance a Board of Health for the City of Sacramento, 
Said Board of Health shall consist of five practising physicians. 
who shall each be graduates of a medical college of recognized 
respectability, and the President of the Board of’ Trustees shall 
be ex officio President of the Board of Health. 

Sec. 2. Tho Board of Health of the City of Sacramento now 
recoynized by the Board of Trustees shall have a geucral super- 
vision of all matters appertaining to the sanitary condition of 
said city, and full powers are hereby given to said Board of 
Health over all questions of foul or detectivo drainage, and of 
the disinfecting and cleaning of strects, alleys, cellars, cesspools 
or nuisances of any description, and of low places within tho 
city limits calculated to receive and retain unhealthy deposits. 

Sz0. 3. The Board of Health shall exercise a general super- 
vision over the death records of the City of Sacramento, and 
adopt such forms and regulations for the use and government 
of physicians, undertakers and superintendents of cemeteries us 
in their judgment may be best cnleulated to securo reliable 
statistics of the mortality in said city and prevent the spread 
of disease. 

Sec. 4. The Board of Trustees of the City of Sacramento 
shall, by ordinance or otherwise, provide for enforcing such 
orders and regulations as the Board of Health may frum time 
to time adopt; and in times of epidemics, or when deemed 
necessary by the Board of Health, a IIcalth Officer shall be 
employed to enforce the laws in relation to the sanitary condi- 
tion of said city. 

Sec. 5. All expenses necessarily incurred in carrying out the 
provisions of this Act shall be provided for by the Board of 
Trustees of the City of Sacramento, who are hereby authorized 
and directed to make appropriation therefor out of the special 
fund called the Strect Fund in the Act ontitled an Act toamend 
an Act to incorporato the City of Sacramento, approved April 
twenty-fifth, eighteen hundred and sixty-three, approved March 
cightoenth, eighteen hundred and seventy. 

Sec. 6. All Acts and parts of Acts inconsistent with the 
provisions of this Act are hereby repealed, so far as they con- 
flict with the provisions of this Act. 

Sec. 7. This Act shall take effect aud be in force from and 
after its passage. 
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. CUAPTER CCCXELVIT. : 
An Act to fix the compensation of Under Sheriff of Alameda County. 
[Approved March 29, 1870.] 


The People of the State of California, represented in Senate and 
Assembly, do enact as follows: 


Section J. The Sheriff of the County of Alameda shall be compensa. 
entitled to receive, in addition to tho fees allowed by law, the fon 
sum Of ono hundred and twenty-five dollars por month, to be Shorit. 
paid out of the County General Fund of said county, for the 
services of an Under Sheriff; provided, that this sum of one hun- 
dred and twenty-five dollars per month shall be in lieu of the 
compensation for Jailer under the feo and salary bill, March 
fifth, cightcen hundred and seventy. 

Sec. 2. The County Auditor of said county is horcby author- payante 
ized to audit and draw his warrant in favor of said Sheriff for ™et'y- 
said sum, monthly, and said sum shall be dne and payable on 
the last day of ench month in every year. 

Sec. 8. This Act sball take effect immediately. 


CITAPTER CCCXLVIII. 


An Act to authorize the issne of' bonds by the County of San Diego, to 
erect county buildings. 


[Approved March 29, 1870.] 


Lhe People of the State of California, represented in Senate and 
. Assembly, do enact as follows: 


Secrion 1. The Board of Supervisors of the County of San 0 issue 

Diego are hereby authorized to issue and sell the bonds of said bons 
county, not exceeding in tho aggregate forty-five thousand dol- 
Jara. payable at the option of the said Board at any time within 
twenty years from the date of issuance of said bonds, in gold 
coin. and to bear interest at the rate of ten per cent. perannum, 
payable serai-annually, in gold coin, on the second days of Jan- 
uary and July in each year. 

Sec. 2. Said bonds shall be in sums of not loss than one penomina- 
hundred nor more than five hundred dollars; shall bear tho #™- 
date of their issuance, and shall be signed by the Chairman of 
the Board of Supervisors. the County Auditor and the County 
Treasurer of said county. Coupons for the interest shall bo Conpons. 
attached to each bond, signed by the Chairman of the Board of 
Supervisors and the County Treasurer. 

Sec. 38. Before tho sale of any of said bonds, the said Board Sate of bonds 
of Supervisors shall, at a regular mecting of said Board, cause 
to be entered npon the rocord of said Board an order directing 
the sale of a specified amount of said bonds, and the day and 
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the hour of such sale, which shail not be less than thirty days 
after the entry of said order, and shall cause a copy of such 
order to be inserted in a newspaper published in said county. 
for at loast three successive weeks, and a notice that seuled 
proposals will bo received by the said Board for the purchase 
of said bonds. On the day and hour named in said order, the 
said Board shall open all sealed proposals received by them, 
and shall award the purchase of said bonds to the highest 
responsible bidder; provided, that the said Board may reject all 
bids; and provided further, that no bonds shall be sold for less 
than ninety cents on the dollar, par value. 

Sec. 4. he said Board may sell said bonds at not less than 
ninety-five cents on the dollar, par value, without the notice 
provided for in the preceding section. 

Sto. 5. The amount of bonds sold, their number and dates, 
shall be entered upon the records of said Board. 

Srv. 6. 'T[he procceds of the sale of said bonds shall be paid 
into the county treasury, and shail be expended, under the 
direction of said Board of Supervisors, for the purpose of build- 
ing a Court-house and jail. 

Sec. 7. After any of said bonds are sold, and until all bonds 
sold arc redeemed, the said Board are hereby authorized, and it 
shall be their duty, to levy annually, and at the same time that 
other State and county taxes are levied, a tax of not exceed- 
ing fifty nor loss than twenty-five cents on cach one hundred 
dollars value of taxable property in said county. Such tax, 
when collected, shall constitute a fund for the payment of the 
interest on said bonds and for the liquidation of tho same, and 
shall be named the Interest and Building Fund; and if any 
interest shall be due on said bonds, and there is no money ia 
said Interest and Building Fund to pay the same, the County 
Treasurer shall transfer to the said Interest and Building Fund, 
from any and all of the other funds of said county, except the 
School Funds, a sufficient sum to pay said interest. 

Src. 8. Whenever. on tho second day of January in each 
year after the year A. D. one thonsand eight hundred and sev- 
enty-one, there shall remain in said Intorest and Building Fund, 
after all the interest then due has been paid, a sam of five hun- 
dred dollars or more, the said Board of Supervisors shall adver- 
tise in a newspaper published in said county, for the space of 
three weeks, for sealed proposals for ithe redemption of said 
bonds; and ono week from the expiration of the time of such 
publication, the said Supervisors shall open the sealed pro- 
posals and shall pay the bonds offered at the lowest price, as far 
as the money in the Interest and Building Fund will extend ; 
provided, that no bids shall be considered for more than the par 
value of said bonds. Should there be no proposals made for 
par value or less, then the money in said Interest and Building 
Fund shall be used for the redemption of said bonds, according 
to the number of their issue, of which the County Treasurer 
shall give the same notice as is required by law in the case of 
the redemption of county warrants; and trom the date of said 
notice, the bonds proposed to be redeemed shall cease to draw 
interest; and if any of such bonds shall not be presented for 
~edemption within three months from the date of such notice, the 
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County Treasurer shall apply tho money for the redemption of 
bonds next in order of the number of their issue. 

Seo. 9. WheneVer any bond shall havo boon paid, tho Cancelled 
County Treasurer shall mark tho same “Cancelled,” over his °° 
signature, and return the same to the County Auditor, in the 
sume manner as redeemed county warrants, with interest cou- 
pons which are not then due attached. 

Seo. 10. In the event the said bonds, or a sufficiont amount of When a tax 
the same, cannot be sold at the minimum prico, as provided in me? 
section threo, the Board of Supervisors are anthorized to levy, 
annually, a tax of not exceeding fifty cents on each one handred 
dollars in value of taxable property in said county, for the pur- 
pose of’ building a Court-house and jail; said tax to bo levied 
at the same time that other State and county taxes are levied ; 
provided, that said tax may not be levied before the year A D. 
one thousand cight hundred and sevonty-one. Tho levying of 
said tax shall cease a8 soon as a Court-house and jail have been 
built and paid for, or as soon as sufficient bonds have been sold 
to pay tor buiiding of the same.

An Act to amend an Act concerning roads an] highways in the County 
of Alameda, approved March twenty fourth, eighteen hundred and 
_ siely-tivo. 
(Approved March 29, 1870.] 


The People of the State of California, represented in Senate and 
Assembly, du enact as follows: 


Szotion 1. Section twenty-four of said Act is hereby amended 
80 as to read as follows : 

Section 24. It shall be the duty of the Road Commissioner 
to have the general supervision of road tools and implements, 
and the repairing of the roads and bridges in their respective 
diatricts; to hire labor, tools and teams whon required, at lowest 
current rates, and to cause all bridges and roads to be repaired 
and kopt cloar of obstruction ; provided, such expenditure shall 
not excecd the amount of money collected and set apart to each 
Road District Fund for the year in which the work is done. 
They shall have power to make use of any material for building 
or improving the roads which may bo necessary, from any 
adjacent unimproved land, and to dig ditches on any land whon 
nocessary to drain roads, and the Board of Supervisors may 
allow such damage, if there be any, to the owner or owners of 
such land, as may be just. , 

Sec. 2. Section twenty-six of said Act is hereby amended so ° 
as to read as follows: 

Section 26. When any improvement, construction or altera- 
tion of roads, or the construction or repair of bridges is to be 
made, and the cost of the same shall cxcced the sum of one 
hundred dollars, the said work shall be done by contract, unless 
otherwise ordered by the Board of Supervisors. Advertise- 
ments thereof’ shall be given by the Road Commissioner cf the 
district where the work is to be done, by posting written or 
printed notice in at least two of the most public places in such 
district ten days prior to letting such contract, and such Com- 
missioner shall also advertise such notice once in a newspaper, 
if there be one published in said district, and which publication 
shall be at least five days prior to letting such contract. All 
contracts shall he awarded to the lowest responsible bidder, sub- 
ject to the approval of the Board of Supervisors. 

Sec. 3. Section twenty-seven of said Act is hereby amended 
so as to read as follows: 

Section 27. The Road Commissioners shall receive for their 
services such sum, not to excced five dollars for each and every 
day that they shall be wholly occupied in attending to their 
official duties, as the Board of Supervisors may allow, to be paid 
out of the Road Fund of their respective districts, after being 
audited and allowed by the Board of Supervisors; provider, 
that they shall not be allowed pay for more than fifty days work 
in any one year, unless said number of days be extended by the 
Board of Supervisors. 

Src. 4. All bridges that may hereafter bo constructed or 
erected within the County of Alameda, and the cost thereof

An Act concerning roads and highways in the County of Placer. 
[Approved March 29, 1870.] 


The People of the State of California, represented in Senate and 
Assembly, do enact as follows: 


Secrron 1. The following roads in the County of Placer are vPubitc roads 
hereby declared to be public highways: ene 

First—All roads which have beon declared such by competent 
authority. 

Second—All roads which may horeafter be declared such under 
the provisions of this Act. 

Third—All roads that may bo dedicated to public use in 
accordance with the provisions of this Act. 

Fourth—All roads that have been used as public highways for 
two years or more beforo the passage of this Act 

Src. 2. Thero shall bo two modes of ostablishing a public tow 
road in said county. saa 

First— By condemnation and purchase, as horein provided for 

Second-—By dedication. 

Sec. 8. Any person or persons proposing to apply for the Notice or 
opening or alteration of any road shall give notice thereof, by hPyraion 
posting three notices in threo public places in cach road dis- of rad. 
triet affected thereby, and in the vicinity of the line of the 
road proposed to be opened or altered, at least thirty days 
boforo the mecting of the Board of Supervisors at which the 
Ba Persie is to be made, and in such notice shall sot forth the 
place of beginning, the intermeodiato points, if any, a general 
description of the proposed route, the termination of such road, 
the length and width thercof, or the particular road or a por- 
tion of road proposed to be altered, und the time when the 
application will be made. A like notice shall, at least ten days 
before the meeting of said Board, be served on each person 
through whose land the proposed road will pass. 

Sec. 4. Upon the day named in said notices, the person or petition to 
persons applying for said road shall file a petition with the be "led. 
Clerk of said Board, and present the same to the Board, setting 
forth the matters contained in said notico, and also asking for 
the appointment of Viewers to viow the route of the proposed 
road or alteration of road, and that the proposed road be 
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established. If the person or persons owning the land over 
which the proposed road passes do not reside in the county, or 
cannot be found, or if such owner is unknown, sucb notice shall 
be served by publishing the same once a week, for three weeks, 
in some newspaper in the county, if one be published therein, 
and if not. in a valida he published in the County of Sacra- 
mento; and proof shall be made by affidavit, before said Board, 
of the posting and service of said notice, and of the publication 
of said notico, if publication be required. 1f the owner or 
owners of any of the land over which the proposed road 
passes, is or are an infant or infants, or insane, service of such 
notice upon the guardian of such infant or insane person shall 
be sufficient, if such guardian reside in the county, and if he do 
not reside in the county, such publication shall be sufficient 
notice. 

Sec. 5. Proof of servico a8 required in section four shall 
give said Board jurisdiction of the subject matter and of the 
persons owning land over which the proposed road ix to pass, 
and shall be conclusive; and all persons buying any of said 
lauds after such service of notice, shall be deemed to have par- 
chased with actual notice and shall be bound by all the pro- 
ceedings. 

Sec. 6. All roads established under the provisions of this Act 
shall be sixty feet wide. 

Sec. 7. Upon receiving such petition and proof of service, 
and on the day named in the notico, or ax soon thereufter as 
convenient, said Board shall appoint, as Viewers, three disinter- 
ested freeholders. 

Sze. 8 ‘he Clerk of said Board shall give to one or more 
of the potitioners, a certificate of the appointment of such 
Viewers, who shall, within five days thereafter, serve a copy of 
the same on cach of said Viewers; and the Clerk also at the 
same time give such persons copics for service. The said Clerk 
shall also at the same time give such persons three copies of 
the oath hereinafter contained and three copies of the petition 
filed, which oath and copy of petition shall at the same time be ' 
given to each one of said Viewors. Tho oath sball be as - 
follows: “I do solemnly swear that I will honestly perform 
my duty as Road Viewer, and that I have no interest in the 
mutter.” 

Sec. 9. If any person appointed Road Viewer under the 
provisions of this Act shall fail to qualify or act, withont just 
or reasonable excuse, he shall be deemed guilty of a misde- 
moanor, and on conviction thereof, liable to a fine of not less 
than twonty-five nor more than one hundred dollars. 

Sec. 10. Within five days after receiving said form of oath, 
each of said Viewers shall subscribe and take the same before 
some officer competent to take oaths, who shall administer the 
same withcut charge. 

Src. 11. Said Viewers shall, within ten days aftor having 
taken the oath, proceed to view the proposed location or aiter- 
ation of the proposed road, and shall hear, while on the ground, 
the statements, if any arc made, of persons applying tor resist- 
ing the proposed road, and shall then determine whether the 
proposed road or alteration of said road is necessary. 
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Seo. 12. Said Viewors shall, within five days after said view, Report. 
draw up a report directed to the Board of Supervisors, in which 
they shall state whether the road or alteration of road is nec- 
essary. If they find the road or alteration necessary, they 
shall, in the report, set forth— 

"irst— Which of them were present at the view. 

Second—That the road or alteration of road is necossary,. 

Third—A description of the road and the names, as far as 
known, of the owners of the land over which it passes. 

Fourth—The width of the road. 

Fifth—The distance it passes over cach man’s land. 

Siath—The character of land over which it passes; what 
portion (if any) of each man’s lund is inclosed or improved, 
and how improved. 

Seventh—The amount of land to be taken from each claimant 
as near as possible. 

Sxo 18. Suid report shall be signed by the Viowors present, 
and no view shall be valid unless signed by at least two of the 
Viewers. 

Sse 14. Said report and tho oaths taken shall then be deliv- To whom 
ered to the porsun or one of the persous potitioning, and shall “re 
be by him, within ton days thereafter, delivered to the Clerk of 
said Board; or one of the Viewers, if he so desire, may deliver 
the one to said Clerk, or it may be immediately forwarded by 
mail. 

Sec. 15. Any person claiming damages for the opening of ctaims tor 

said proposed road over his land. or for the alteration of any “ms 
road, by which his land is taken or appropriated, shall, on or 
before tho meeting of the Board of Supervisors to bo hold next 
after said report of the Viewers has been filed with the Clerk 
of said Bourd, present to said Board a petition, stating what 
and how much of’ bis land will be taken by the proposed road, 
and what amount of damages he claims therefor. If the pro- 
posed road passes where the petitioner has buildings, he shall so 
state, and also what damages he claims for injury to or removal 
of his buildings. Ti the Board of Supervisors can agree with 
him as to the amount of damages, they may do so, and order 
the Auditor to draw his warrant on the Treasurer of tho county 
for the amount. If they cannot agree, the Board shall appoint appraisers. 
three appraisers to go upon the ground and assoss the damages. 
All persons failing to present said petition and claim for dam- 
ages at the time aforesaid shall be deemed to have waived all 
claims for damages, and such failure shall be deemed conclusive 
evidence of an intention to dedicate thoir lands for a public 
highway. 

Seo. 16. The Clerk of said Board shall then make out and Certiteateot 
give to the person or porsonus claiming or desiring to have such *PPointment 
road opened, three certificates of the appointment of the apprais- 
ers, who shall deliver one to each; and the Clerk shall, at the 
same time, make out threo copies of an oath, of the following 
form: ‘J, ——, do solemnly swear that 1 have no Form ofoath 
interest in the damages about to be assessed by mo, and that I 
will fairly and impartially appraise said damages.” Hach 
appraiser shall take said oath within five days after it is deliv- 
ered to him. ‘The appraisers shall meet on the land and hoar 
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statements of all parties desiring to appear, on some day within 
five days after having taken the oath, and shall appraise the 
damages to cach person over whose land the proposed road 
passes ; said damagos shall include tho value of tho land taken 
and buildings thereon, and nothing more; if there are crops on 
the grounds, they shall not be appraised. 

Sec. 17. The appraisers shall, within five days after making 
tho appraisal, make a report of the same and forward the report 
to the Clerk of said Board, in which report they shall state 
what amount of Iand cach person was allowed damages for, 
what tho damages were. 

Sec. 18. The Board of Suporvisors shall, when tho report of 
the Viowoers is made and filed with them, confirm the same, and 
shall, in like manner, confirm tho report of the appraisers, 
unless they consider the same wrong, in which event they may 
appoint new appraisers the same us before. 

Sec. 19. When the report of the appraisers is confirmed by 
the Board, they shall direct the Auditor to draw a warrant on 
the County Treasurer, to be paid out of the County General 
Fand, in favor of cach person to whom damages have been 
awarded, for the amount of the same. Said warrant shall be 
in fall for all damages, and the report of the appraisers shall be 
a final determination of the amount of damages sustained. 

Sec. 20. If there are crops growing on the ground where the 
damages are awarded and approved by the Board, the road 
shall not be opened or altered until after the crops are harvested. 

Seo. 21. The Road Commissioners living in the district where 
the road passes or is altered, shall, after the Auditor has drawn 
his warrant on the Treasurer, and the person to whom damages 
have been awarded bas beon notified of the same, proceed to 
open or alter the road as laid out by the Viewers, without 
unnecessary delay. 

Sec. 22. The Clerk of the Board of Supervisors shall keep 
a book to be called “ Road Book,” in which ho shall enter a 
description of cach road laid out and opened. 

Seo. 28. Neither tho Viewors nor the appraisers shall receive 
anything for their services. 

Sec. 24. Tho Board of Supervisors of said county, at their 
regular mcoting in February, eighteen hundred and seventy-two, 
of each year thereafter, shall appoint one Road Conmissioner 
for each road district as hereinafter fixed and laid ont. Such 
Commissioner shall, within ton days after receiving nutico of 
his appointment, qualify by taking and entering on tho back 
of his certificate of appointment an oath that he will faithfally 
discharge the duties of the office of Road Commissioner. He 
shall hold his office for one year and until his successor is 
appointed and qualified. Ifa vacancy occur the Board may 
fill it. 

Sec. 25. Each of said Road Commissioners shall, within the 
first yoar after his appointinent, muke out a list of all roads in 
his respective district which are or may be declared highways, 
according to the provisions of this Act, and make out and file 
with the Clerk of the Board of Supervisors a description of 
each of said roads; and the Board shall, if thoy approve the 
same, at their next mecting make an order declaring each of 
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them public highways, and the Clerk of the Board shall enter 
it in the road book. 

Sec. 26. Tho Board of Supervisors shall also, at their firat 
meeting after the passage of this Act, divide said County of 
Placer into road districts, convenient in size, so that the inhabi- 
tants of each district may bo able to perform work on the roads 
contiguous to their places of residence, and may, from time to 
time, as the public convenienco requires, alter the boundaries of 
any district. . 

Sec, 27. Each male inhabitant in said county, who is over 
twenty-one and under fifty yoars of ago, shall be liable to per- 
form one day's work in cach year upon the public roads in the 
road district where he resides; and in addition thereto, there 
shall be asscsaed for each year, to the owner of each one thou- 
sand dollars worth of real and personal property within each 
district (as shown by the assessment roll or rolla of said 
county), one day’s work on said ronds; and for cach fraction of 
one thousand dollars, equal to five hundred dollars or less, one- 
half of ono day’s work, and for each fraction of one thousand dol- 
lars, over tive hundred dollars, one full day’s work ; all of which 
work shall bo performed under the direction of the Road Com- 
tiasioner of the district, as herein before provided ; provided, that 
the amount of work or labor thus assessed or apportioned shall be 
necossary ; bat the Board of Supervisors shall have the power to 
discriminate in the several districts, as may be required in each 
district, making their assesament for each district to meet its 
own roquirementa in the necessary construction and repairs of 
roads within its limits. . 

Szc. 28. Tho Auditor of said county shall, immediately aftor 
the meeting of the Board of Equalization of Taxes in each 
year, make out a list of the persons assessed for taxes that year 
in each township. and estimate the number of days work euch 
of said persons is liable to perform on the road, as hereinafter 
provided, and mark the same opposite his name, together with 
the amount of his property as asseased. Bach Road Commis- 
sioner shall, in tho month of November, eighteen hundred and 
seventy-two, and in the month of September cach year there- 
after, make out and forward to the Auditor, a list of all malo 
inhabitants in the road district, over twonty-one years of age, 
liable to a road tax; and upon the receipt of the same the 
Auditor shall make out and deliver to each Road Commissioner 
& warrant, commanding bim to cause each of the persons in his 
district, and named in said warrant, to perform the number of 
days work on the public roads in his district assessed against 
him in said warrant. Said warrant shall contain a list of the 
names of all persons liable to road duty in the district, and the 
number of days work he is liable to perform. 

Src. 29. Upon the receipt of said warrants, the Road Com- 
missioner may, at any time during the year ensuing atter the 
date of the warrant, call upon and require each person thercin 
named to perform work on the public roads in district, at 
such time and place as tho Road Commissioner may require. A 
span of horses and wagon, or plough or scraper, or a yoke of 
catUle and wagon, or plough or serapor, if required of any one 
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by the Commissioner and furnished, sball be reckoned each day 
as the work of one man. 

Src. 80. Commissioners shall give at least two days notice 
to cach person of the time and place of the required work, and 
if any person is not found at his place of residenco, written 
notice may be left there. 

Sec. 31. If any person, upon being 80 notified, shall desire so 
to do, he may be credited with the amount of work for which 
ho is liable, by ptying to the Road Commissioner two dollars 
for each day’s work for which he is liable. 

Sec. $2. Jf any person liable to perform work shalt fail or 
refuse to perform the same, npon being so notified, he shall be 
liable to the County of Placer for double the amount for which 
he could release himself from performing work by paying money, 
and all costs; and the Road Commissioner may maintain an 
action against him in the name of suid county, to recover the 
same betore any Justice of the Peace in the township. In said 
action it shall only be necessary for the Justice, at the request 
of the Commissioner, to enter in his docket as a comp‘aint the 
amount claimed, and that it is claimed for double the amount 
of the defendant’s road tux for the year (naming it), and the 
warrant of the Commissioner shall be conclusive evidence of 
the amount, and the fact of the tax and its legality. In addi- 
tion thereto, the Road Commissioner shall prove that tho defend- 
ant is an inhabitant of the district and has failed or refused to 
perform tho work. 

Sec. 338° All money collected under the procnion of this 
Act by the Road Commissioners shall be used by them in repair- 
ing the roads in their rexpective districts, except such amount 
as they may be entitled to under the provisions of this Act. 
Each Commissioner shall make to the Auditor, at the close of 
his year of office, a return annexed to his warrant, stating 
what persons performod work and how many days each per- 
formed. and what persons paid money and how much each 
paid, and how many persons were sued and how much was 
collected of each; which return shall be under oath. 
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shall claim any fees for their services in said suits, unless the 
sano ix collected trom the defendants. 

Sec. 85. Tho Road Commissioner shall, in his return on his 
warrant, stute how he appropriated the money reccived by him 
and what persons he employed to work, and how many days 
work each ono performed, and bow much each one was paid 
therefor. 

Seo. 86. Bach Road Commissioner shall be ontitled to reecive, 
out of any moneys collected by him, two dollars for each day’s 
work actually performed by him in oversecing work performed 
on the roads and in notifying persons liable to work; but shall 
not receive such compensation expectant of money collected by 
hiw for failure or refusal of persons liable to work, and shall 
receive uothing from the county, and have no otber fees or 
compensation whatover. 

Sec. 37. The Road Commissioners shall each be liable to the 
county for a failure to properly apply .the monoy that comes 
in their hands; and, upon complaint to the District Attorney 
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by any person, tho District Attorney and Auditor sball examine 
his accounts, and the District Attorney may collect such moneys 
in an action in the name of the county. 

Sec. 88. An Act entitled an Act concerning roads and high- 
ways in the County of Placor, approved April twenty-fourth, 
eighteen hundred and sixty-two, and all Acts amendatory 
thereto, and all parts of Acts in conflict with the provisions of 
this Act, are hereby repealed. 

Seo. 39. This Act shall take effoct on and after the first day when to 
of March, eighteen hundred and soventy-two. ibe 


CHAPTER CCCHIT. 


An Act concerning roads and highways in the County of Sutter. 
(Approved March 29, 1870.] 


The People of the State of California, represented in Senate and 
Assembly, do enact as follows : 


Section 1. All roads now used as public highways, and Public 
which have been declared to be such by the Court of Sessions Me"s* 
or Board of Supervisors, and all roads which the Board of 
Supervisors may hereafter declare to be such, in accordance 
with the provisions of this Act, are hereby declared to bo pub- 
lic highways. 

Seo. 2. Any person or persons proposing to apply for the notice of ap- 
location, alteration or vacation of any road or highway, shall pllcition to. 
give notice of such intention, by posting three notices thereof or vacate, 
in public placesin each road district affected thereby, and in the 
vicinity of tho road proposed to be established, changed or 
vacatod, and ono such notice on the Court-house, at least thirty 
days previous to the time of making such application, which 
application shall only be mado at a regular meeting of Lho Board 
of Supervisors; and in cach of such notices shall be set forth 
specifically the place of beginning, the intermediate points, if 
any. a general description of the proposed routes, the termi- 
nation of the said road, or the particular portion of said road 
proposed to be changed or vacated, and the time at which such 
application will be made to the Board of Supervisors. 

Sec. 3. Upon the day specified in any notice of the character Petition, 
described in section two of this Act, the person or persons giv- 
ing snch notice shall complete the proposed application by 
petition to the Board of Supervisors, which petition shall be 
signed by at least five citizens of the county residing in the 
immediate vicinity of such road, and contain the same matter 
set forth in said notices, and shall ask for the appointment of 
Viewers to view said proposed location. alteration or vacation, 
and the final confirmation and establishment thercof; and the 
joining of any person in such petition shall be considered as a 
waiver of all right or claim to any damages arising from the 
location of any such road through any land owned or claimed 
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by such petitioner, and the final dedication of lands occupied 
by such road to the public use asa highway. Proof shall also 
be made to the Board of Supervisors, by the writton affidavit of 
some competent person, of the posting of the notices required 
in the second section of this Act, and also that all persons 
owning or claiming lund on the proposed route of such road 
have been notified of such proposed application at least ten days 
previous to the date at which said application will be presented 
to said Board ; provided, that when such owner or claimant is a 
minor, idiot or insane person, notifying the legal guardian of 
such minor, idiot or insane person, shall be sufficient, and shall 
be set forth in said affidavit. If the owner of any land over 
which said road is proposed to bo located dock not reside 
thereon, or is not porsonally notified, the person or persons 
notifying shall cause a copy of the notice required in section 
two of this Act to bo sont by mail to such owner, at his last 
known place of residence. If an agent, lessee or tenant of tbe 
owner, bo in possession of such land, notice shall bo served on 
him or them in all respects as the same is required to be served 
on such owner. 

Sec. 4. Upon the filing of the petition require: in the fore- 
going section, the petitioners, or some of them, shall enter into 
a bond, with at least two sufficient sureties, in the sum of three 
hundred dollars, conditioned that the persons making such 
application will pay into the county trensury the amount of 
costs and expenditures accruing or in consequence of such appli- 
cation, in case the application or praycor of the petitioners be 
not sranted, and the lucation, alteration or vacation fin.Jly con- 
firmed or established ; and should such applicants fail to pay 
such costs or expenditures into the treasury, according to the 
tenor of such bond, within thirty days after the denial of the 
application or prayer of the petitioners, then tho Board of 
Supervisors shall cause such bond to bo delivered to the District 
Attorney of the county, whose duty it shall be to proceed forth- 
with by suit to collect all sums due by the makers of such bond, 
according to law; provided, said Board of Supervisors shall 
have power to remit all or any portion of the liability accruing 
on such bond. 

Sec. 6. Any person or persons owning or claiming lands 
through which it is proposed to locate and establish a public 
highway, and desiring to apply for damages in consequence of 
such location, shall make application, by petition in writing. to 
the Board of Supervisors, on the day on which the application 
for such location shall be made, according to notico, wherein he 
or they shall set forth the particular road referred to. the 
amount and character of the land affected thereby, and any 
other circumstances having relation to the subject of damages 
upon such land, und any exponditures rendered necessary by 
reason of such location upon such land; provided, that the legal 
guardians of minors, idiots or insaue persons shall be authorized 
and required to take all the measures in the premises thal may 
be necessary fully to protect their rights. All persons who fuil 
to make application for damages within the time and in the 
manner specitied in this section shall be considered as waiving 
all rights to damages, and as finally dedicating the lund affected 
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by the proposed location or alteration to the public uso as a 
highway ; and their failure so to do sball forever be a bar to any 
action for damages in any of the Courts of this State. 

Sxc. 6. Upon the.filing of the bond, proof of service of the 
notices and affidavits, as hereinbefore provided, at the time 
specified in said notices, or as soon thereafter as practicablo, 
the Board of Supervisors shall appoint. as Road Viewors, three 
disinterested citizens and taxpayers of the county, one of whom 


shall be a practical surveyor, and shall place in tho hands of 


such Road Viewers the petition for the road which they are to 
view, together with all applications for damages in the prem- 
ises ; and as soon us practicable, after first taking an oath to 
perform faithfully the duties devolving upon them by law as 
such Road Viewers, they shall proceed to view the proposed 
location, alteration or vacation, and shall decide whether the 
same is required for public convenicnee, taking into consider- 
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the Viewers, the proposed location, alteration or vacation is 
necessary and proper, they shall proceed to survey the same, 
and shall distinctly mark the commencement, courses, distances 
and termination of said route; and the surveyor shall make a 
plat and field notes of said sarvoey, which shall bo filed as a 
part of the report of said Viowors. At or before the first day 
of the regular meeting of the Board of Supervisors next suc- 
ceeding that at which the Road Viewers have been appointed, 
as provided in this Act, they shall file with the Clork of said 
Board a report of their proceedings in the premises, in which 
they sball set forth— 

First—Who of them were present. 

Second—That they were sworn. 

Third—Whethor, in their opinion, such location, alteration 
or vacation is or is not advisable. 

Fourth—A plat and field notes of the survey. 

Fifth—Theo expenses of the view and survey. 

vth—The amount of damages sustained, separately, by each 
applicant for damages. 

Seventh—Tho width of the road, which shall not exceed eighty 
feet. 

Sec. 7 Upon tho first day of the regular meeting of the 
Board of Supervisors noxt succeeding that at which the Road 
Viewers were appointed, the said Board shall proceed to con- 
sider all the matter touching the original petition for the loea- 
tion, altoration or vacation of any road, and all subsequent 
alate had therein ta connection with the report of the 

Viewers on file, and such evidence as parties interested may 
introduce touching the same; and if, in their opinion, the public 
convenicneo requires that the proposed location, alteration or 
vacation should be established, they shall confirm the report 
thereof in whole or in part, as they may deom advisable, and 
establish said location or alteration, or 80 much thereof as they 
may deem advisable, as a public highway, either absolutely; 
in which case, the damages aseessed and tho costs which have 
accrued shall be paid out of the Road Fund; and the Board of 
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Supervisors shall order a warrant drawn accordingly; or they 
may make the establishment conditional, by the payment by 
the petitioners of all or any part of the damages assessed or 
May refwse the costs which may have accrued. If, in the opinion of the 
to confirm. Board of Supervisors, the proposed location, alteration or vaca- 
tion is not necessary for the public yood, they may refuse to 
confirm the report of the Viewers and discontinue proceedings 
in the premises. Whenéver any public road is established as 
contemplated in this Act, it shall be recorded at length in a 
book, which shall he called the “Sutter County Road Record.” 
When road pon the final establishment of any road and the payment or 
ove opened securing of the damages finally awarded, the Clerk of the Board 
of Supervisors shall, within ten days thereafter, notify the Road 
Overscers of the district or districts within which said road is 
situated, of the establishment thereof, and to furnish him with 
a specific description of said road; and it shall be the duty of 
such Road Ovorscer to open said road within thirty days trom 
the reception of said notice, unless thero were, at the time of 
locating such road, growing crops on the ground affected by 
such road, in which case it shall be the duty of said Road Over- 
seer to open such road within thirty days after the harvesting 
of such crops. 
Private Sxc. 8. Any person or persons desiring to establish a road 
i for private convenionce, and which is not intended for the trav- 
elling public generally, may do so by the consent of the parties 
owning land affected thereby; but such cousent, together with 
a specitic description of the proposed private road and the con- 
ditions in reference to gates, inclosures or other matters agreed 
upon, shall be filed with the Board of Supervisors or their 
Clerk; and upon the filing of such consent and specific deserip- 
tions, such road shall be recorded in the “ Road Record” of the 
county, and shall become, to all intents and purposes, a private 
road for tho uso of the partios interested. Whenavor any per- 
son or persons wishing to establish a private road, and are 
unable to obtain the consent of the parties owning the land 
affected thereby, tho same proccedings shall be had, and the 
same Jaw shall apply thereto, as in the establishment of public 
roads, except that only one petitioner shall be necessary; and 
in the assessment of damages, the Road Viewers shall contem- 
plato the crection of good and sufficient gates and such other 
means of protection as the petitioner or petitioners may pro- 
ose to erect; and the final establishmont of such private road 
shall be conditioned upon the erection and keeping in repair all 
such gates or safeguards provided for, and the payment of all 
such costs as may have accrued or such damages as may be 
assessed; and such road shall be recorded as is hereinafter 
provided. livery order eatablishing a private road shall specify 
the width thercof, which shall not exceed forty fect. 
Claimant for SEC. 9. Ifany person or persons claiming damages on account 
aay eng Of the location or altcration of any road under the provisions 
suit, of this Act, shall be dissatisfied with the amount allowed, and 
cannot agree with the Board of Supervisors as to the amount 
of such damages and shall refuse to receive tho samo, or a war- 
rant drawn therefor, such persou or persons shall, within thirty 
days from the final hearing concerning such damages, commence 


os 
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an action against the county, by name, for such damages. in tho 
District Court, which action shall be conducted in like manner 
as other civil actions in the Courts of this State, except as 
hereinafter provided. The complaint shall bo in writing, and 
the summons, with a copy of the complaint, shall be served on 
the Clerk of said Board ; and said Clerk shall notify, in writing, 
the District Attorney of the commencement of such action, 
which shall be sufficient notice to the county; and it shall be 
the duty of the District Attorney to appear for the county and 
defend all actions commenced under the provisions of this Act. 
Tho plaintiff, at the time of filing his complaint, shall ulso 
file a bond, in the sum of three hundred dollars, to be approved 
by the County Judge, with two or more sufficient sureties, who 
shall bo houscholders or frecholdors of the county, and condi- 
tioned that said plaintiff will pay all costs awarded to tho 
county, not exceeding the amount of such bond; provided, that 
the party prevailing in such action shall recover his costa, 
regardless of the amount of damages recovered. 

Sec. 10. No road shall be opened or changed until all claims No rout 
for damages shall havo beon settlod or determined ; provided, opened until 
that if any person over whose lund any road shall pass shall vetted. 
fail to present his claim for damages to the Board of Supervisors, 
or file bis complaint in the proper Court, as and within the 
time prescribed in this Act, said person shall be deemed to have 
dedicated the land over which such road shall pass to public use 
as and for a highway, and such porson shall be forever barred 
from bringing or maintaining any action or procecding for dam- 
ages therefor in any Court of this State, and the road shall be 
opened in accordance with this Act. 

Seo. 11. For auy service rendered under the provisions ‘of per die, 
this Act, the following per diem shall be allowed, to wit: Road 
Surveyor, six dollars; Viewers, four dollars; which sums to be 
allowed by the Bourd of Supervisors and paid by their order, 
either by the petitioner or by warrants drawn on the County 
Road Fund. , 

Seo. 12. Tho road districts as now established shall be the Rosa 
road districts within the meaning of this Act, and they may be “itrist. 
changed, or new ones created by the Board of Supervisors of 
said county, at any time when by them considered necessary. 

Sec. 18. The present Road Overscers of said connty shall road over- 

hold office until the first Monday of May, eighteen hundred and s\n erm 
seventy. The Board of Supervisors shall appoint one Road 
* Overscer for each road district in said county on the first Mon- 
day of May, eighteen hundred and seventy, and every two 
years thereafter, and shall have power to fill all vacancics. The 
said Road Overseers shall each enter into bonds in the sum of 
one thousand dollars, with one or more sureties, to be approved 
by the Chairman of said Board, conditioned that they will 
faithfully perform all duties required of them by law as Road 
Overseers. Said Road Overseers shall hold office for the term of 
two yoars, and until their successors are sppointed and qualified. 
The Clerk of said Board shall notify each appointee under this 
section in writing, within ten days after his said appointment. 
And said Board shall have power to remove any Road Overseer 
from office for neglect of duty or malefeasance. 
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Rond pol! Sec. 14. The Board of Supervisors shall have power to levy 

me: annually a road poll tax of three dollars in coin on cach able- 
bodied male inhabitant of said county, Indians excepted, between 
the ages of twenty-one and fifty years. Said poll tax shall be 
levied by said Board at the same time that State and county 
taxes are levied, and shall be due and payable on and after the 

Property tax first Monday of May in each year. ‘Ehe said Board may also, 
in their discretion, levy annually a property tax, not exceeding 
twenty-five cents on each one hundred dollars, for road pur- 
poses, which tax shall be levied and collected in the same man- 
ner and at the same time as other property taxes. The said 
Board shall have power to levy all taxes provided for in this 
Act, for the year one thousand cight hundred and seventy, at 
any regular meoting of said Board after this Act goes into 
effect. 

Collection of Sec. 15. The Road Overseers, upon entering upon the dis- 

rl wx charee of their duties, shall proceed to collect the road poll 
tux from every person liable to pay the same in his district ; 
and said Overseer shall havo the power, and it is hereby made 
his duty, to enforce the collection of road poll taxes, by seizure 
and sale of personal property, apon one hour’s verbal notice of 
such sale. as folly and to all intents and purposes as the Tax 
Collector is authorized so to do, in collecting,§tate poll taxes. 
Said Road Overseer shall be entitled to reccive, for collecting 
said road poll tax, ton per centum on all moneys collected. 

Blauk Sree. 16. The Board of Supervisors of said county shall 

receipt. canse proper blank road poll tax receipts to be printed, which 
shall be numbered consecutively, and signed by both Chairman 
and Clerk of said Board, and shall be issued by said Clerk to 
each of the Road Overseors of the county, at such times and in 
such quantities as shall to said Board scem necessary. Said 
Clerk shall keep an accurate account of such blank receipts so 
issued, with each of said Road Overseers. 

Duty ofoud. See. 17. It shall be the duty of the Road Overseer to have 

* the care and general supervision of all public roads, including 

those in unincorporated towns within his district, and to main- 
tain them in as good repair as the means at his command will 
permit; and for these purposes the Road Overseer is hereby 
authorized to use and expend the net proceeds, or so much 
thereof as may be nevessary, of his collection of road poll taxes, 
and to take for such road purposes any timber, earth, gravel, 
rock, or other material growing or being in any uninclosed 
lands in the vicinity of any public road, except shade or urna. - 
mental trees; and upon the application of the owner thereof 
ho shall make such allowance therefor as ho may deem just, 
and shall give to such owner a certiticate of such allowance ; 
and upon the presentation of such certificate lo the Board of 
Surpervisors, they may reimburse said owner from the County 
Road Fund 

Statement, Sto. 18. Each Road Overscer shall appear before said Board 
of Supervisors at their May term in each year, with a verified 
statement, which shall contain the amount of road poll taxes 
collected for the preceding year, how much of and for what the 
same was expended, and the number of days service by him 
actually and necessarily performed, by virtue of his office; and 
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said Road Overseor shall receive for his said services, indepon- 
dont of the percentage allowed for collecting poll taxes, such 
per diem as said Board shall deom just, not exceeding four dol- 
lara; and he shall, at the expiration of bis term of office, file 
with the Clerk of said Board a final settloment, and shall 
return to him all unsold poll tax receipts, and shall pay into tho 
Road Fund of said county all moneys remaining in his hands. 

Src. 19. Any person or persona, or body politic or corporate, 
who shall obstruct any public highway, cither by placing an 
obstruction thercon or in any othcr manner, shall be liable to 
prosecution before any Justico of the Poace in the county, as in 
other misdomeanors, and shall, on conviction thereof, be pun- 
ished by a fino of not less than twenty and not more than onc 
hundred dollars, to be collected and paid into the county treas- 
ury as other fines. 

Sec. 20. An Act entitled an Act for opening and repairing 
roads in the Connties of Sutter and Santa Cruz, approved April 
sixth, cightcen hundred and sixty, and all Acts amendatory of 
and supplomental thereto, and all other Acts and parts of Acts in 
conflict or inconsistent with the provisions of this Act, so far 
as the samo relate to or affect the County of Sutter, are hereby 
repealed. 

Ske. 21. This Act shall take effect and be in force from and 
after the first day of May next ensuing. 


CHAPTER CCCLIII. 


An Act to authorize the Board of Supervisors of Sutter County to 
consiruet a bridge across the tule ut or near the point where the 
Stone Roud now crosses suid tule, and collect tolls thereon. 


[Approved March 29, 1870.] 


The People of the State of Californian, represented in Senate and 
Assembly, do enact as follows: 


Section 1. The County of Suttor is heroby granted the right 
and privilege of constructing a bridge across tho tule on the 
Foutz Forry road, in said county, at or near the point now 
known as the Stone road, and to collect tolls thereon ; provided, 
that said bridgo shall not cost an amount excceding 
thousand dollars. 

Seo. 2 The Board of Supervisors, as soon as they have 
adopted a plan for the construction of said bridge, may adver- 
liso in any newspaper published in said county, or an adjoining 
county, for a period of three weeks, inviting proposals tor the 
construction of said bridge, in accordance with the plans and 
specifications adopted by said Board. 

Sec. 8. On a day to be named in tho advortisement, the 
Board of Supervisors shall mect and proceed to open all bids 
for the construction of said bridge, and award the contract to 
the lowest responsible bidder, who will give good and sufficient

security for the completion of said contract in accordance with 
the specifications; provided, that the Board may reject any 
and all bids. When said bridge shall havo been completed in 
accordance with the contract, and received by the Board of 
Supervisors, the said Board of Supervisors are guthorized and 
required to order the issuance of bonds sufficient to pay for the 
same, in sums of not more than five hundred dollars, on the 
County Treasurer, against the Tule Bridge Fund, and the Treas- 
urer is hereby required to pay the same out of any moneys 
in said fund. ‘Tho warrants shall be drawn by the County 
Auditor and paid by the Treasurer, as provided in section seven 
of this Act. 

Sec 4. The Board of Supervisors of Sutter County are 
hereby authorized and empowered to charge and collect such 
rates of toll as they may fix, from time to time, until the sum 
arising therefrom, over and above the cost of collecting the 
same, shall amount to a sum sufficient to pay all costs and 
expenses of constructing said bridge; after which timo said 
bridge shall be freo for the crossing of all persons and prop- 
erty ; provided, that the Board of Supervisors may, from time to 
time, if they deem proper, charge and collect toll until the 
amount so collected will bo sufficient to pay for ropairs said 
bridge may bave sustained from wear, use, floods or otheiwise. 

Src. 5. The Board of Supervisors shall appoint somo suitable 
ae to collect and receive the toll charged for crossing said 

ridge, and shall require a bond, with security, for the faithful 
performance of his duties, in tho sum to be fixed by said Board. 

Seo. 6. Lt shall be the duty of the person so appointed, to 

ay to the County Treasurer of said county all the moneys col- 
ected by him, at least once in each month, taking tho Treas- 
urer’s receipt for the same, which receipt shall be filed with the 
County Auditor immediately. The amount of cach payment to 
the County Treasurer, with the date thereof, shall be entered 
by the Toll Gatherer making such payment, in a book to be 
kept for that purpose ; and at each regular meeting of the Board 
of Buporvisors, such person shall make gn oath that such entrics 
contain a full, true and accurate account of all moneys collected 
by him for or on account of toll as crossing said bridge. 

Sec. 7. Tho Treasurer of said county shall receive any and 
all moneys paid over to him under the provisions of this Act, 
and shall set the same apart into a separate fund, to be known 
as the Tule Bridge Fund, and shall disburse the same upon the 
warrants of the County Anditor, drawn against such fund, and 
upon an order of the Bourd of Supervisors of said county, duly 
made and entered upon their record. The Auditor is hereby 
authorized to draw his warrant upon the County Treasurer, 
payable out of said fund, and the Treasurer shall pay the same 
in the order of their presentation, and such warrants shall draw 
interest at the rate of seven por cent. per annum from the dato 
of their presentation until paid. 

Sec. 8. Jt shall be the duty of the said Treasurer to keep a 
register of said warrants, and to indorse upon tho back of cach 
warrant the date of presettation; and when there is money 
sufficient in his hands to pay one or more outstanding warrants, 
he may givo notice, by advertising in any newspaper published 
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in said county, or an adjoining county, for a poriod of three 
weoks, that ho is ready to pay certain warrants, giving their 
number, date and amount; and thirty days from the date of 
such notice said warrants shall cease to bear interest. 

Sec. 9, The Board of Supervisors of said county may regn- 
late and dotormine the number of animals, the size and weitht 
of loads or ene which shall at any one time be allowed & 
pass over said bridge, and may establish the rates of toll, ana 


the speed to bo obsorved in riding or driving over tho same ;

which regulations shall bo posted in some conspicuous place on - 


said bridge. 
Sec. 10. Any person or persons violating such regulations 
may be prosecnted in any Court of competent jurisdiction, and 


upon conviction thereof may be fined in any sum not less than- 


ton dollars nor more than one hundred dollars, in tho discretion 
of the Court; provided, that the parties so violating such regu- 
lations shall, in addition to such fine, be answerable to tho county 
in any Court of competent jurisdiction for all damages sus- 
tained thereby. 


Sec. 11, The County Treasurer shall not chargo nor receive xo compen 


any feo or compensation for receiving or paying out the moneys 
or discharging any duty imposed upon him by this Act.

An Act to incorporate the Town of Hornitas. 
[Approved March 29, 1870.] 


The People of the State of Culifornia, represented in Senate and 
Assembly, do enact as follows :

An Act to aller and the hetter to define the corporate limits of the Town 
of Saata Rosa, in the County af Sonoma. 


{Approved March 29, 1870.] 


The People of the State of California, represented in Senate and 
Alssembly, do enact as Sullovs:- 


Section 1. The corpornte limits of the Town of Santa Rosa, corporte 
heretofore incorporated by. the Board of Supervisors of Sonoma *"*. 
County, shall be as follows, to wit: The southern boandary of 
said town shall be the northern bank of Santa Rosa Creek; tho 
northern boandary of said town shall be tho southern bank of 
the slough known as the old Santa Rosa Creek, which is crossed 
by a bridge, in Mendocino street, near the residence of J. M. 
Williams; the castern boundary of said town shall be a line 
crossing Fourth street at right angles immediately above the 
residence of George Hood, on a lino with the fence on the enst- 
erly side of his yard, and oxtending to Santa Rosa Creck on 
the south and the slough aforesaid on the north; the western 
boundary of said town shall be a line drawn parallel with C 
atreet, froma point on Sunta Rosa Creck where the castern line 
of Adam Shano’s land intersects said creck, and running thence 
to Fifth street; and thence from the southwest corner of Andrew 
Hixon’s land, northorly (with the westerly line of said Hixon’s 
ee and parallol with Mendocino street, to the slough and 
northern boundary of suid town. 

Sec. 2. From and after the passago of this Act tho Trustoes juctaaiction 
of tho Town of Santa Rosa aforesaid shall exercise no jariadic- of Trustees. 
tion whatever over any territory without tho boundaries of tho 
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corperate limits hereinbefore fixed and declared; and all per- 
sone and property embraced within the old corporate limits, 
an¢ Without the corporate limits heroby fixed, shall be and are 
hereby relieved from all liability of whatever nature hereafter

Sec. 8. Within sixty days aftor the approval of this Act the 
Trustees of said Town of Santa Rosa shall cause to be published 
in their town newspapor the corporate limits in and by this Act 
fixed, which shall bo construed to be positive notice of the alter- 
ation of the corporate limits of said town to all persons inter- 
ested therein in any manner. 

Sec. 4. This Act shall not, in any manner other than in the 
extent of torritorial jurisdiction, affect the powers of the corpo- 
ration of the inhabitants of the Town of Santa Rosa; but said 
corporation shall have and exercise all the powers and functions 
which can be conferred upon any town duly incorporated under 
the Act approved April nineteenth, cigbteen hundred and fifty- 
six, entitled an Act to provide for the incorporation of towns, any- 
thing in this or any other Act of the Legislature of this State 
to the contrary notwithstanding.

CHAPTER CCCLVII. 


An Act to amend an Act entitled an Act to authorize the formation of 
corporations to provide the members thereof with homesteads or lots 
of land suitable for homesteads, approved Muy twentieth, eighteen 
hundred and sicty-one. 


[Approved March 29, 1870.] 


The People of the State of California, represented in Senate and 
Assembly, do enact as follows: 


Secrion 1. Section five of said Act is hereby amended to 
read as follows: 

Section 5. All corporations formed under this Act shall have 
power to borrow money for temporary purposes, not incon- 
sistent with the objects of their organization, and to loan to 
their own members or other persons any moneys belonging to 
such corporation and not needed for immediate use, but no loan 
for such purpose shall have a longer duration than two years, 
nor shall such indebtedness exceed at any one time one-fourth 
of the aggregate amount of tbe shares and parts of shares and 
the income thereof actually paid in and received. Such corpo- 
rations, however, for the purpose of completing the purchaso of 
land, may borrow upon the security of their shares, or the land 
so purchased, or the land owned and held by them at tho time 
of making such Joan or loans, any sum or sums of money which, 
together with the interest to grow due thereon, shall not excecd 
ninety per cent. of the amount subscribed by tho sharcholders 
and still remaining to bg paid in upon the shares; bot no loan 
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shall be taken for a longer period than the time limited in the 
articles of association for the oxistence of the corporation, nor 
shall the interest to be paid upon such loans ever be com- 
pounded or exceed in the aggregate the rate of twelve per 
contum per annum; and upon the final scttlement of the affairs 
of the association, or upon the termination of its corporate 
existence, the Trustees, in such manner as they may detormine, 
shall divide its property among its shareholders in proportion 
to their respective interests, or upon the application of a 
majority in interest of the stockholdors, shall sell and dispose 
of any or all of the real estate of said corporation, upon such 
terms as they may deem most conducive to the interests of all 
the stockholders, and shall convey the same to the purchaser 
and distribute the proceeds among the shareholders, or may at 
any time that in their judgment may seom best for the interest 
of all the sharcholders, cause the lands of the corporation to be 
subdivided into lots and distributed, and sold for premiums by 
auction among the shareholders. The Directors may demand 
paymont of the premiums on lots at the time they aro bid, and 
if not so paid on any lot of land, may immediately offer the 
saine for gale again If the Directors shall not require imme- 
diate payment of such premiums, and any shareholder shall fail 
to pay the amount bid by him on any lot or lots of lund, on the 
day the samo is mado due and payable, the Directors may 
advertise and sell the share or shares of stock representing tho 
lot or lots of land on which said premiums remain unpat’l, in 
the manner in this Act provided for the sale of shares on 
account of delinquent instalments and premiums. 
Sec. 2 This Act shall tako effect immediately. 


CHAPTER CCCLYILI. 
An Act concerning roads und highways in the County of Lassen. 
[Approved March 29, 1870.] 


The Pople of the State of California, represented in Senute and 
Assembly, do enact as follows: 


Section 1. All roads in the County of Lassen which are 
now used as public highways, and-all roads which have been 
declared such by the Board of Suparvisors of said county, shall 
be deemed and considered to bo public highways within said 
county. 

Szc. 2. Applications to lay out, alter or discontinue any 

ublic or private road within said county, shall be made to the 
Board of Supervisors of said county, in writing, signed by ono 
or more of the tax-paying residents of the road district wherein 
they may desire to lay out, alter or discontinue any public or 
private road. Said application shall state, with particularity, 
the starting point, the course and terminus of a proposed new 
road ; and if an alteration, change or discontinuance of an 
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established road, such proposed change shall be sct forth in like 
manner. Notice of application for a new road shall be given 
by posting the same, in writing, at the door of the Conrt-house 
of said vounty, and a like notice in somo public and conspicuous 
place near the starting point of the proposed road, at least ten 
(10) days before the hearing of said application by the Board of 
Supervisors; if the application is for a chango or discontinuance 
of any road, then by notifying, in writing, all parties, resident 
of the county, who own or occupy Jand on the Jine of said road 
80 proposed to be altered or discontinued; if the owner of the 
Jand is a non-resident of the county, and his name and residence 
be known, then he shall be notified by placing a nutive in the 
Post-office, direeted to such owner at his residence, at least 
twenty (20) days before the application shal! be acted upon by 
the Bourd of Supervisors. The notice herein prescribed shall 
be in writing, signed by one or more of the applicants; and a 
verified copy of said notico shall be evidence thereof. Lf no 
objections are made to the granting of the application on its 
presentation, and action being had thereon by tho Board of 
Supervisors, the said Board shall appoint three persons, resi- 
dents of the township or road district wherein such road is 
located, as Viewers, to view out and locate the proposed road 
on the moat practicable route, having regard to the quality of 
the ground and the intermediate points proposed to be changed 
by tho party applicant; also, the rights of all partics interested 
therein. Said Viewers shall, as soon as practicable, or at such 
timo as the Board may direct, report to the Board of Super- 
visors, in writing, under oath, setting forth specifically the 
objections made by any party affected by said proposed road or 
alterations thereof, and the amount of dumage that will be 
sustained by any person by reason of laying out or changing 
said road. Jn making such view and report, the Viewers shali 
take into consideration the benofits to be received by the party 
or parties through or along whose lands the proposed road is to 
be located or by reason of any change to be made in any road. 
Before such report is made, the Board of Supervisors shall hear 
and determino all questions touching the location or alteration 
of said road; and if the matter is decided against the party 
objecting to the proposed location or alteration, he or they shail 
pay all costs; and if decided against the applicant or applicants, 
he or they shall pay all costs. In all cases where a viewing or 
& survey, or either, of a new road or old road shall be required, 
the Board of Supervisors may require the party or parties 
asking the same, to pay, or secure the payment of the costs 
thereof; and in like manner the Board may require the pay- 
ment or security for the payment of all costs for opposing the 
location, alteration or discoutinuance of any road; and on final 
determination of the matter, said Board may order the defeated 
arty or parties to pay to the other party or partios all costs 
y him or them paid; and if such costs be not paid on the 
order of the Board of Supervisors, the party or parties to whom 
the same are due may sue for and recover the same in a Court 
of competent jurisdiction. 
Szo. 3. The Board of Supervisors may, in their discretion, 
refuse to locate or change any road applied for in pursuance of 
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section two of this Act, whercin damages may be claimed, or there 
is a probability that such may be awarded in the event that the 
application is granted 1f, however. the Board of Supervisors 
shall be satistied that the location or change applied for is neces- 
sary for the public good, and shall order the location or change of 
any road applicd tor as aforesaid, then before any work shall be 
performed in the location or change of such road, the Board of 
Supervisors shall authorize the Auditor to draw his warrant on 
the Road Fund of the county for the amount which shall be 
ascertained to be due as damages to any person or persona 
injured by such location or change, provided there bo sufficient 
money in said fund to pay said amount of damages; if there bo 
not sufficiont money in said fund, then said amount of damages 
shall be puid out of the General Fund of the county. In fixing 
the amount of damage, tho Board of Supervisors, in addition to 
tho roport of the Viewers, provided for in sovtion two of this 
Act, may receive such other evidence as they may decm proper, 
and in all cases they shall strictly regard the benefit of the 
location or change of any proposed road to the party or parties 
claiming damages. 

Sve. 4. Privato ronds may be laid out in the same manner 
as public roads, oxcept that the expense of laying out tho same 
and the damages to be paid in consequence thereof, if any, shall 
be borne and paid by the party applying for the same. The 
width of private roads shall not excood forty (40) feet. All pri- 
vate roads shall be oponed and kept in repair by the parties for 
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whose bencfit the samo was laid out, and said parties shall cause: 


good and substantial gates to be erected and kept in repair 
across said road where it shall pass through any fenee that may 
surround the inclosure through which such road may pass. 

Sec. 5. All public highways in said county hereafter laid out 
shall not be less than sixty (60) feet in width nor more than 
eighty (80) fect. 

Sec.G. Any person wilfully obstructing any public or pri- 
vate road, by fencing across tho same or changing the same in 
any manner, without first having proceoded by application to 
the Board of Supervisors, as required by section two of this 
Act, or who shall obstract any public or private road by felling 
any treo across the same, or who shall in any other manner 
obstruct, or canse to be obstructed, such road. so as to impede 
the freo and cusy passage over and along said road, or shall 
injure any bridgo or causoway, or romove any portion thercof, 
or by damming, digging or deepening a creek or rivor on its 
banks so as to destroy a ford or crossing, or dig a ditch and not 
bridge tho same the fall width of the road, within twenty-four 
(24) hours thereafter, in a good and substantial mannor, shall 
be deemed guilty of 2 misdemeanor, and be liable for a pros- 
ecution before any Justice of the Peace of the county, on com- 
plaint of any Supervisor of the county or Road Overseer of 
tho district, on behalf of the People of the State of California, 
und on conviction thereof, shall be fined in any sum not exceed- 
ing two hundred (3200) dollars; and the judgment of the Jus- 
tice may require that the defendant bo imprisoned in the county 
jail antil the fine be paid, at tho rate of ono day imprisonment 
for overy two dollars ($2.00) of the fine.

The Board of Supervisors shall have power 
to uppropriate said fund for the building of bridges, roads, cul- 
vorts or other incidental road expenses in the county. 

Sro. 21. The County Treasurer shall keep all moneys col- Township 
lected for road purposes in each township. in separate ‘Town. *™™ 
ship Funda, and shall pay the same out upon warrants drawn 
by the County Auditor, by order of the Board of Snpervisors ; 
provided, that the Board of Supervisors shall have power, at 
their discretion, whenever the same may be in their Judgmont 
for the best interest of the county, to order a transfer of moneys 
from onc Township Road Fund to another, in order to meet 
any unusual or unexpected demand that may be made upon the 
Road Fund of any district.

CHAPTER CCCLIX. 
An Act to increase the number of Notaries Public for Montercy County. 
(Approved March 29, 1870.] 


The People of the State of California, represented in Senute and 
Assembly, do enact as follows: 


Section 1. The Governor is authorized and empowered by aaaitional 
this Act forthwith to appoint three Notaries Public for the Nvtate 
County of Monterey, in addition to the number now allowed by : 
law. 

Seo. 2. This Act shall take effect immediately. 


CHAPTER CCCLX. 
An Act concerning street ratlroads, 
{Approved March 29, 1870.] 


The People of the State of California, represented ia Senate and 
Assembly, da cuact ax follows: 


Secrion 1. The Trustees, City Council or Supervisors of all May grant 
incorporated cities or towns, or the Supervisors of any city or Wrectmil-- 
county within the limits of such cities or towns, aud the Boards chises. 
of Supervisors of the various counties ontside of such cities or 
towns. shall haye tho right to grant to any person or corpora- 
tion tho right to lay down and maintain, for a term not exceed- 


ing twenty-tive years, an iron railway track or tracks upon any 
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streets or avenues or public highway in said cities or towns, or 
in said counties, outside of said cities or towns, and to run cars 
thereon, to be propelled by horses (or otherwise, as hereinafter 
provided), and to carry passengers or freight theroon ; provided, 
that whenever any other railroad or company shall be granted 
the use of the same street, or any part thereof, they sball 
pay for the use of the rails already inid an equal share of the 
cost of constructing and maintaining the raiJroad on the street, 
or part of the street, thus occupied jointly, and thereupon shall 
be entitled to the joint use of such part of said railroad ; but no 
such grant shail be made for more than five blocks in all. 

Sec. 2. Tho owners of said railroad shall plank, pave or 
macadamize, as the Board of Supervisors of the county, or the 
municipal anthorities of the cities or towns, or authorities of 
any city or county, shall direct, that portion of the streets along 
which their railroad track shall be laid, the whole length thereof 
between the rails and tracks, and for a width extending two 
feet on each side of the track, and keep the same constantly in 
repair, including crossings. 

Sec. 8. he tracks of said railroad company shall not be 
more than five feet wide within the rails, with a space between 
the tracks sufticient for the free passage of the cars, and shall 
be laid, as nearly as possible, in the middle of the streets, and 
flush with the level of the streets, so as to offer as little obstrac- 
tion as possible to the crossing of vehicles; and when any sach 
road shall intersect any other road, the rails of cach shall be 
av Gut or altered as to permit the cars to pass without obstrue- 
tion; and nothing in this Act shall be so construed as to pre- 
vent any other railroad company hereafter from crossing any 
road constructed under the provisions of this Act, at any point 
on the line of the same. 

Sec. 4. For the purpose of laying down or repairing such 
railroad, not moro than the longth of one block sball be 
obstructed at any one time, nor for a longer period than ten 
working days. 

Stc. 5. The rates of fare upon any such railroad shall be 
fixed by the authority granting the privileges herein provided 
for, but shall not exeeed ten cents for any distance under three 
miles. Said City Council, Board of Trustees, or Supervisor or 
Supervisors of counties, or of cities and conntics, shall have 
power to enforce compliance with the rates of fare which they 
may establish, by such penalties as they may deem necessary. 

Sec. 6. ‘Che cars upon any such railroad shall be of the most 
approved construction for the comfort and convenience of pas- 
sengers, and shall be provided with anflicient brakes and other 


Rateofspeed Means of stopping tho same when required. They shall, within 


the corporate limits of any city or town, be moved by horses or 
mules, and not otherwise, and at a rate of speed not exceeding 
eight miles per hour; and in case of a violation of this provi- 
sion, the owner or owners of any such railroad shall be subject 
toa fino of not exceeding one hundred dollars for each offence ; 
but nothing in this Act shall be so construed as 10 prevent the 
use of stenm or any other motive power outside the corporrte 
limits of any city or town, which the Board of Supervisors of 
the county may permit to be used. The rails shull be of the 
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most approved pattern now in use for street railroads, and the 
cars shall be run at convenient hours of the day and night. 

Sec. 7. Any person wilfully obstructing any railroad heroin Maernctlng, 
provided for shall be deemed guilty of 1 misdemeanor, and on™" 
conviction thoroof shall be punished by a fine of not more than 
fifty dollars or imprisonment not to exceed thirty days. 

Sec. 8. When any such privilege as herein specified is Termini and 
granted to any person or corporation, tho order or ordinance ™™* 
granting the same sball deseribe particularly the termini and 
route ; and unless the work on such railroad be commenced Forfettre of 
within one vear after the privilege or franchiso is granted, and ae 
unless the entire linc be completed within three yenrs after the 
said privilege or franchise is granted, all rights of the grantee 
under the order or ordinance shall be forfeited and shall thenec- 
forth cease and determine; provided, the grantoes at any time 
may, by and with the consent of the authorities granting such 
franchise, abandon any portion or part of such privilego or 
franchise; but such consent must, in each and ovory caso, bo 
in writing, and particularly describe the part or portion of tho 
ronto or line intended to be abandoned. 

Syc. 9 Nothing in this Act, nor any privilege granted ander Grading ana 
ity provisions, shall prevent the proper authorities of any city, 7eparet 
town or county from grading, sewering, paving, planking, mac- 
adamizing, altering or repairing any of the streets or roads 
over which such privileges may be granted under tho laws now 
in force or which may be hereaftor onacted ; but all such work 
shall bo done so as to afford as little obstruction as possible to 
tho free passage of the cars. and the owners of any such road 
shall huve the right to shift the rails thereof so as to avoid 
obstruction as much as possible. 

Stc. 10. The ownors of every such railroad shall pay to the License. 
authorities of the city, or town or county, a3 a license upon 
each car. such sum as said authorities may tix, not excocding 
fifty dollars por annum in the City of Sau Francisco, nor more 
than twenty-five dollars per annum in othor cities or towns; 
provided, where any such railroad shall connect or run through 
two or more cities or towns, a proportionate or equal share of 
such sum of money to bo paid for license shall be paid to cach 
of the said citics or towns, and not the whole amount of such 
license to any one city or town; and no such license money shall 
bo due the county authorities where the same is paid to any 
Gity or town authority. The said city and town authorities 
are herehy authorized, subject to the provisions of this Act, to 
make such furtber rules and regulations as may be necessary for 
the full and complete enjoyment of any franchise granted by 
them for the purposes aforesnid and for the enforcement of the 
conditions herein specified. 

Src. 11. The right to lay down a track for grading purposes Track for 
and maintain the same fora period not to exceed three years Sig, 
may ho granted by tho corporate authorities of any city or town, 
or Supervisors of any city or county, but no such track shall 
remain more than three years upon any one street; and it 
Shall bo Jaid lovel with tho strect and shall be onerated under 
such restrictions as not to interfore with the use of the street 
by the public. The corporate authorities of any city or town 
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may grant the right to use steam or any other motive power in 
propelling the cars used on such grading track, and for this 
purpose shall not be restricted by any of the provisions of this 
Act relative to the use of aterm or other motive powers on 
street railroads; and nothing in this section shall in any manner 
extend to or authorize the granting of the right or privilege to 
uge steam or other motive power for propelling cars within the 
corporate limits of any city or town, except for grading pur- 
noses; and every right, franchise or privilege heretofore granted 
y Trustees, City Conncils or Supervisors of any county or city 
and county, giving to any person or persons. companies or cor- 
porations, the right to lay down and maintain railroad tracks 
upon any street or public bighway in any town, city or city and 
county, and to run cars thereon for any of the parposes horein 
enumerated, is herchy in all respects confirmed, ratified and 
made valid for a period of three years, and no longer. 

Seo. 12, All Acts and parts of Acts, so tar as thoy conflict 
with the provisions of this Act, are hereby repealed. 

Src. 18. This Act shall take effect and be in force from and 
after its passage. 


CHAPTER CCCLX1. 


An Act to make, open aud establish a public street in the City and 
County of San Francisco, to be called Montgomery Avenue, and 
to tuke private lands therefor. 


[Appreved March 20, 1870-] 


The People of the Stute of California. represented in Senate and 
alssembly, do enact as follows: 


Secrion J. The following described piece of Jand, situate in 
the City and County of San Francisco, that isto say: Beginning 
at a point on the westerly side of Montgomery street, seventy- 
six feet, mcasured on said line of said street, north of the north- 
ern line of Washington street; thence to a point on tho north- 
ern line of Vallejo rtreet ono hundred and forty-six feet west 
of the western linc of Dupont street, passing near to but 
not touching or including any portion of the Ubarch of San 
Francisco De Assis; thence continuing the same straight line 
to the northern line of Beach street; thence southwesterly and 
perpendicular to the first line cighty fect; thence southeasterly,

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vacancy occurring in said Board shall be filled by the County Vacancy.

fying, as heroinbefore provided, by advertisement to be pub- 
lished daily for twenty days, in two daily papers printed and 
published in said city and county, notify all persons whom it 
may concern, that said Board has located its office, at a place to 
be named therein, and that all persons owning land which is to 
be taken for the opening of said avenue, or which is to be 
assessed for the cost thereof, a8 the same is detined in this Act, 
are required, within twenty days from the date of the first pub- 
lication of said notice, to file with said Board maps of their 
respective subdivisions of land, and copies of the decds, Icases, 
mortgages or other instruments, under which they reapectively 
claim, or a description of their property with a specitication of 
their interests therein, and a reference to the place of record of

be ussegssed on any piece of ground not in conformity to the 
sabdivision lines as shown on the maps, instraments and deserip- 
tions 80 filed, or for any other roason it shall become nocossary, 
after tho report has been made and confirmed, as bereinafter 
providod, to apportion any assessment between two lots or sub- 
divisions of a lot or lotsa, the said Commissioners shall have 
authority to apportion the same and make such alterations in 


their report as is thus rendered necessary. Tho said Board Maps. 


shall also cause to be made a vencral map or plan of said Mont-

Any person feeling dissatisfied with the determina- 
tion of said Board as to the value of, the amount of damage to, 
or the assessment upon lands or property owned, claimed or 
occupied by him, as shown in the report provided for in the 
last preceding scction, may have a summary hearing theroupon 
beforo said Board, in person or through counsel, at any time

Theosuid Commissioner shall cause notices in writing 
to bo posted up at threo of the most public places in the road 
district through which said road is laid out, at least twenty days 
before tho meeting of the freeholders horeinafter provided for, 
and specifying as near as may be tho route of tho proposed 
highway, the several tracts of land through which the same is 
proposed to be laid, and shall also specify the time and placo at 
which tho frecholders and Commissioners will meet to-oxamine 
tho ground. ’ 

Sro. 8. Sections fifty-eight, fifty-nino, sixty, sixty-one and

The Boards of Supervisors of the Counties of 
laa” = Mendocino, Humboldt, Klamath and Del Norto are hereby 
authorized and required to submit to the legal voters of their 
respective counties, as hereinafter provided. a proposition to 
issue bonds of the respective counties for the purpose of aiding 
the construction of a telegraph line or lines. commencing at 
some place in telegraphic commanication with San Francisco, 
and running through Mendocino County to Eureka, in Hum- 
boldt Cuunty ; thence to Arcata, in said county ; thence to Trin- 
idad, in Klamath County, and thence to Crescent City, in Del 
Norte County. :

CHAPTER CCCLXXI. 


An Act authorizing the publication of certain legal notices in a «= State 
Paper,” printed at the seat of Government of the State of California. 


[Approved March 29, 1870.] 


The People uf the State of California, represented in Senate and 
Assembly, do enact us follows: . 


Stato Payer. SkcTION 1. The Governor, Secretary of State and Attorney- 
General, or any two of them, are hereby authorized and empow- 
ered to select x newspaper published at the seat of Government, 
to be designated and Known-as the State Paper of the State of 
California, which paper shall be the official paper of the State 
for the period of four years from the date of its selection by 
the officers aforesaid, and thereafter until some other paper be 
selected. A certificate, in writing. signed by tbe Governor, 
Secretary of State and Attorney-General, or any two of them, 
filed in the office of the Secretary of State and published in 
the City of Sacramento in a newspaper for the period of thirty 
days, shall be legal notice of the selection of such State Paper. 

To publigh Sec. 2. All documents, proclamations, notices and papors of' 

oftcial am every description emanating from State officers of the State of 

State officers California, which by law are or may be required to be published 
in any newspaper at the seat of Government, shall be so printed 
und published in the State Paper. 

Legalnotices Src. 3, Whenever in any civil action or procecding, special 

Mellents, Ot Otherwise, in any of the Courts of this State, 2 summons, 
notice or advertisement of any kind is required to be published 
us against a non-resident, or ugainst a party who may bo or is 
supposed to be absent from or concealed in this State, or whose 
residence is unknown, in addition to the publication now required 
by law, the same shall be published in the State Paper for the 
sume period of time as is now required by law, or if no time be 
fixed, then for such period as the Judge of the Court may direct ; 
procided, that in the County of Sacramento, where such Stato 
Paper is published, legal advertisments and notices of every 
kind now required by law to be published, cither upon the order 
of tho Court or Judge, or otherwise, in any action or proceeding 
in any Court in said county, shall be published in tho State 
Paper, and need not be published in any other newspaper in 
said county; and provided further, tho provisions of this Act shall 
not extend to any civil action or proceeding in a J ustice’s Court.

be deemed reasonable, at least once a week ; provided, that pub- 
lication against a defendant residing out of the State. or absent 
therefrom, shall not be leas than two months; and provided fur- 
ther, that when such publication is made in the paper known 
ns the State Paper, it shall not be made elsewhere. In case of 
publication where the residence of a non-resident or absent 
defendant is known. tho Court or Judge shall also direct a copy 
of the summons and complaint to be forthwith doposited in the 
Post-office, directed to the person to be served, at his place of 
residence When publication ix ordered, personal service of 4 
copy of the summons and complaint out of the State shall be 
equivalent to publication and deposit in tho Post-office; in either 
case, the sorvice of the summons shall be deemed complete at 
tho expiration of the time prescribed by the order for publication. 
In actions upon contracts for the direct payment of moncys, 
tho Court in its discretion may, instead of ordering publication, 
or may. after publication, appoint an attorney to appear for the 
non-resident, absent or concealed defendant, and conduct the 
proceedings on his part.

CHAPTER CCCLXXIY. 


An Act to establish and maintain public pounds for the better securing 
estrays and other stock in the several townships of the County of San 


Mateo. 
[Approved March 381, 1870.] 


The People of the State af California, represented in Senate and 
Assembly, do enact as follows: 


Secrion ]. The Trustees of the several townships, respect- 
ively, of San Mateo County, are hereby authorized to lay out 
and establish in their respective townships one or more pound 
districts and define tho boundaries of the same. 

Sec. 2. Suid Trustees are hereby authorized and empowered 
to appoint one Poundmaster for each pound established by 
them, respectively. The Poundmaster shall provido, at his 
own expense. some suitable place in his district for impounding 
all animals taken up under the provisions of this Act, and shall 
receive for his services the fees hereinafter provided. 

Sec. 8. Any person may impound any swine, neat cattle, 
horses, mules, jacks, jennets, sheep, goats or other stock that 
shall be found doing damage within his inclosnre, whether 
inclosed by a lawful fence or not. 

Seo. 4. The Poundmaster shall, within twenty-four hours 
after the time of impounding, cause to be delivered to the 
owner or keeper, if known to him, or canse to be left at their 
usual place of abode, a notice in writing describing the marks, 
brands and color of the animala impounded, stating the estimate 
of damage done. and the time when and where the same was 
done, the amount of fees and charges incurred, and the time of 
impounding 

Sec. 5. When the owner or keeper of any animal impounded 
is not known by the Poundmaster, he shall, within twenty-four 
hours, post up alike notice in some public place in the township 
and in the adjoining townships; and the person impounding any 
animal or animals shall Jeave with the Poundmaster, in writing, 
an estimate of the damage done by such animal or animals. 
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Sec. 6. If the owner or any person claiming such animal Payment of 
or animals shall pay the penalty or estimated damages and “™s* 
charges incurred to the Poundmaster, the-animal impounded 
shall forthwith be discharged from such pound. 

See. 7. If the owner or party claiming such animals shall Hefusal wv 
neglect for the space of two days, or shall refuse to pay the ™™ 
charges cstimated by the porson impounding the same, cither 
of said partios may apply to the nearest Justice of the Peace, 
who shall notify the other party to appear before him at a timo 
and place appointed, as early as practicable, and after hearing 
the parties, shall appoint three disinterested persons to appraise 
such damnges. 

Szo. &. The appraisers so appointed shall notify the partics, Appraisal of 
and in two days view tho place where tho damage is alleged to #™s*- 
have been dono, and hear the partios and their evidence, and 
report to the Justice whether any damage was done by such 
animal or animals at the time of being in such inclosure, and 
the sum at which thoy estimate the same; and such roport, 
aignod by a majority of such appraisers. shall bo conclusive upon 
the parties. 

Sro. 9. Upon payment of the damages so apprnised, and the royment of 
charges, with the fees of the Justice, Poundmastor and apprais- spinel 
ers, such animals shall be discharged from the pound. The Jus- charges. 
tice of the Peaco shall be entitled to charge and reccive three 
dollars for cach case in which he appoints appraisers; tho 
appraisers shall receive such reasonable sum for their services 
as may be fixed by tho Justice in each enso. 

Seo. 10. If such animals impounded shall remain ton days order of aale 
after the day of such notice being given or posted, as aforesaid, 
the Poundmaster shall apply to the nearest Justice of the Peace 
for an order for tho salo of such animal or animals. 

Sec. 11. The Justice shall (unless the owner or claimant of Notice of 
such animals pay all costs, fees and damages, as above provided) ™* 
order such animals to be sold, within ten days, at public aue- 
tion, by the Poundmaster, who shall give at least five days 
notice of snch sale by posting the same in three public places 
in the township. and proceed in such sale in the same manner 
as Constables are required to do in sales upon execution. 

Sec 12. After the payment of the penalty or damages, and Overptus. 
all costs, the overplus of such sale, if any, shall be paid to the 
owner upon request, if he shall apply for the same within ono 
month from the time of such payment; otherwise it shall bo 
placed in tho county treasury, there to await the order of the 
owner, if he shall apply for the same within twelve months from 
the day of sale, on making satisfactory proof that he is entitled 
to the samo; provided, that if no claimant appear within the 
above specified time, such money shall be placed in the County 
School Fund; and provided further, that the owner of such ani- 
mal or animals may redeem the same from the purchaser within neaemption. 
three months after the sale thereof, by paying all costs and 
charges that remain unpaid, and the purchase money, together 
with twelve per cent. added thereto. Upon the redemption of 
any animal or animals, as provided in this section, the redemp- 
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tioncr shall be entitled to reccivo all the money remaining in 
the hands of the Poundmaster or County Treasurer, accruing 
from the sale of such animal or animals. : 

Sec. 13. If any person shall rescue any animal from the 
possession of any person driving or being about to drive the 
same to the pound, or shall make any pound breach, or in any 
way, directly or indirectly, convey or deliver any animal out of 
any pound, without lawful autbority, he shall be deemed guilty 
of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction shall be punished by a 
fine of not less than twenty-five dollars nor more than one hun- 
dred dollars, or by imprisonment in the county jail not exceed- 
ing three months, or by both such fine and imprisonment. 

Sec. 14. The Poundmuster or person impounding may retake, 
within ten days, any animal escaping from said pound, or 
any animal directly or indirectly conveyed or delivered out 
of the pound without lawful authority, and again impound and 
detain the samo, and proceed as heretofore provided. 

Sec. 15. If uay animal, so escaping or illegally conveyed out 
of any pound, shall be in any person’s inclosure, who shall 
refuse to deliver the same to the Poundmaster upon demand, 
such refusal shall be sufficient evidence to convict such porson 
of having released such animal from the pound, and said Pound- 
master may proceed according to law to regain the custody of 
such animal. 

Sec. 16. The Poundmaster shal! cause all animals impounded 
to be provided with food and drink suitable for such animals, 
and upon neglect, shall be liable to the owner for all damages 
arising therefrom. The Township Trustees, if they deem it 
necessary, may require each Poundmaster to give bond, with 
two or more sufficient sureties, in any sum not exceeding five 
hundred dollars, for the faithful discharge of the duties devolv- 
ing upon him under the provisions of this Act. 

Ec. 17. In case tho Trustees of any township shall refuse 
or neglect to appoint a Poundmaster for any pound district in 
the township, or in caso there shall be a vacancy in the office 
of Poundmastcr in any pound district, then the Constable of 
the township shall be ex officio Poundmastor in and for such 
pound district, and shall perform all the duties and receive the 
fees and charges as provided in this Act for Poundmaster, and 
shall be liable on his official bond for the faithful discharge of 
the dnties devolving upon him by virtue of this Act. And in 
ease the Trustees of any township shall fail to define tho bound- 
aries of tho pound district or districts within their township, 
then each township in said county is hereby declared a pound 
district. 

Sec. 18. Tho Trustees of each township, respectively, shall 
from time to time establish the rates of fecs and charges to be 
paid to tbe Poundmaster for receiving, keeping and feeding 
the several kinds of animals authorized by this Act to be 
impounded, and such rate of fees and charges shall be posted 
up in some conspicuous place at his pound. 

Sec. 19. An Act entitled an Act to establish pounds in the 
County of San Mateo, approved March thirticth (30th), cigh- 
teen hundred and sixty-six (1866), is hereby repealed.

an Act concerning the City of Vallejo, and to ratify aud confirm 
certain ordinance of the Trustees thereuf. 


[Approved March 31, 1870.] 


The Penple of the State of California, represented in Senate and 
Assembly, do enact as follows: 


Section 1. Whereas, the Trustees of the City of Vallejo 
pasaed, on the first day of Decomber, eighteen hundred and sixty- 
nine (1869), which ordinance is in the words and figures follow- 
ing: Ordinance Number Twenty-eight, granting certain streot 
privileges to the Vallejo Water Company. The Trustees of 
the City of Vallejo do ordain: First—That the right is hereby 
granted to the Vallejo Water Company (a corporation existing 
under the laws of this State). or their assigns, to lay down 
Pipes through the streets, alleys and public grounds of the City 
of Vallejo, for the conveyance of pure fresh water for the period 
of twenty yeara, subject to the provisions of the statutos gov- 
erning such companies Second—Said pipos shall be laid so a8 
not to interfere with the sewerage of the city. Third—The 
work for introducing water to be commenced within sixty days, 
and to be completed within eighteen months Said work to be 
deemed completed whon main pipes shall have been laid down 
through Virginia and Georgia streets to the western front of 
the city, with a supply of pure fresh water flowing thercin. 
Fourth—That nothing herein contained shall be construed as 
giving an exclusive privilege to said grantees or assigns. Be it 
therefore enacted, that the within and beforo recited ordinance 
be and the same is horeby contirmed and ratified, with the fur- 
ther additional provision in reference to the said ordinance: 
that the City of Vallejo shall have the right, at any time after 
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ton years from completion of the water works herein referred Provition. 


to, ov giving six months notice of their intention, to purchase 
ull tho works and franchise heroby granted belonging to said 
Vallejo Water Company, at their true value, to bo determined 
by a Board of two or four Commissioners—one-half to be des- 
ignated by the then municipal authorities of said City of Val- 
lejo, and one-half by owners of said wator works and property ; 
and, in event of their disagreement, the said Commissioners 
shail have the right to select anothor one Commissioner, and 
the decision of a majority of said Board shall be final And

An Act to provide for the appointment of a Reporter of the Supreme 
Court, and to define his duties and compensation. 


{Approved March 31, 1870.] 


The People of the State of California, represented in Senate and 
Assembly, do enact as follows : 


Section 1. A Reporter of the decisions of the Supreme 
Court of the State of California shall be appointed by the Gov- 
ernor, and commissioned to hold his office for the term of four 
years from the dato of his appointment and until his successor 
shall be appointed and qualitied. 

Seo. 2. Said Reporter shall, within twenty days aftcr his 
appointment aa above provided, execute and file with the Sec- 
retary of State x bond to the pcoplo of the State of California 
in the sum of ten thousand dollars, conditioned for the faithful 
performance of his duties as prescribed by this Act; raid bond, 
with two or more sureties, to be approved by the Governor. 

Sze. 8. It shall bo the duty of tho Reporter of the Supreme 

Yourt to prepare, in an exact and accurate manner, a report of 
all such cases decided by said Court as he may be directed to 
report by the Court Each report shall include the title of the 
caso; a synopsis of the points decided; a clear and bricf state- 
ment of the facts, so far as may be necessary to present dis- 
tinetly the points decided, when such statement is not given in 
tho opinion of the Court; the points made and authorities cited 
by counsel, so fur as the same are passed upon in tho opinion 
of the Court, with the names of the counsel, and the opinions of 
the Court ; subject to tho supervision and corroction of said Jus- 
tices. And each of said Justices shall bo fornished with proof- 
sheets of oach volume at least ono month before the publication 
thereof, for the purpose of correcting typographical and other 
orrors therein, and for no other correction; and the said prout- 
sheets, so corrected, shall be returned by them within a month 
after the receipt, togother with a complete index und tuble of 


‘cases ; provided, that such opinions and decisions as tho Judges 


shall deem unnecessary to report, shall bo indorsed by the 
Judges delivering thom, before the filing theroof in the Clork’s 
office of said Court. 

Src. 4. Tho reports shall be published in well bound volumes, 
containing not Iess than seven hundred pages and not exceeding 
eight hundred and fifty pages octavo. Said reports shall be 


‘printed on good book paper, in long primer, leaded, except the 


title page, the table of cases, the synopsis and index, which 
shall be in suitable type; and tho Justices of the Supreme Court 
are required to seo that said reports do not contain matter 
unnecessary to be reported, or improperly increasing the num. 
ber of said volumes. 

Sec. 5 The Reporter shall have authority to take tho origi- 
nal opinions of the Court in cach case, after the same shall 
have been recorded by the Clerk of the Court, aud shall have 
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such access to any and all other papers in each caso as shall bo 
necessary to discharge properly the duties of his office. 

Sec. 6. The Reporter shall deliver to the Secretary of State, To deliver 
as soon as the sama’ ean be published, three hundrod volumes mercies: 
each of said reports, to be distributed as follows: To oach State of State. 
and Territory of the United States, two copies; to the United 
States Library, two copies; to the head of cach department of 
this State, aud of each of the Supreme, District and County 
Judges, one copy each; to each District Attorney and County 
Clerk, ono copy; the surplus copies, if any there be, shall be 
deposited in the Stato Library. 

Sec. 7. The Reporter shall receive as compensation for tbo compensa- 
annual reports by him furnished to the Secretary of State, as 
in the lust section provided, tho sum of two thousand dollars. 

Sec. 8. Before any volumes of said reports, which aro certificate. 
roquired by law to be deliverod to tho State, shall be received, 
it shall be the duty of the Reporter to obtain the certificate of 
the Chicf Justico and one of the Associate Justices of said 
Court, that the said volumes are correctly reported. 

Sec. 9. The Roporter shall bo entitled to and shall reccive, Salary. 
as compensation for his services, the sum of four thousand dol- 
lars per annum, payable in the same manner as tho salaries of 
the Justices of the Supreme Court, which sum is hereby appro- 
priated and sct apart for the pnyment of said salary. 

Sec. 10. If the Reporter shall neglect or refuse to comply Negiect to 
with all the provisions of this Act, he shall not be entitled to comply with 
nor shall he receive any compensation for any volume of said i 
reports sontaniing evidence of such neglect or refusal; and 
when the Controllor of State shall be informed of such neglect 
or rofusil, he is hereby roquired not to issue any warrant or 
warrants therefor until satisfied by proper proof and oxamina- 
tion that the provisions of this Act have been complied with ; 
and the Governor may romove the Reporter at any time for 
any neglect or refusal to comply with tho provisions of thiy 
Act; and provided further, that the said Reporter shall furnish, 
at his own expense, all the materials necessary to the comple- 
tion of bis reports, and shall pay for the printing thereof. 

Sec. 11. All copies of reports delivered under the provisions Copies to bo 
of this Act to any State or county officer of this State shall be ‘mt?

An Act jor the relief of J. Scott Ashman, formerly Sheviff of Fresno 
County. 


[Approved March 31, 1870.] 


Warreas, On the second day of October, A. D. one thousand 
eight hundred and sixty-one, James Harron killed Eugene 
Steddum, in the County of Fresno, and soon thereafter James 
Sayles, Jr., then County Judge of said county, issued a warrant 
for the arrest of said Harron, and the same was placed in the 
hands of J. Scott Ashman, then Sheriff of said county, fur exe- 
cution; and whereas, the said Ashman, in obedience to said 
warrant, did, on or about the tenth day of October, A. D. one 
thousand cight hundred and sixty-one, arrest said Harron at 
Greenhorn Gulch, then situated in Tulare County, a distance 
of one hundred and fifty miles from the county scat of said 
Fresno County, at a ‘cost to him, the said Ashman, of five 
hundred dollars; and said Ashman delivered said Harron at 
such county seat, and there guarded him, there being no jail 
in said county, uutil he was removed to the County of Mari- 
posa, where. on the fourth day of August, A. D. one thousand 
eight hundred and sixty-two, the said Iarron was duly con- 
victed of murder in the second degree and sentenced to the 
State Prison for the term of cighteen years, at which place he 
now is; and whereas. on tho fourteenth day of Octobor, oue 
thousand cight hundred and sixty-one, John G. Downey, then 
Governor of this State, issued his proclamation, whereby he 
offered a reward of five hundred dollars for the arrest. delivery 
and conviction of said Harron ; and whereas, said reward was 

’ offered four days subsequent to the arrest of said Marron by 
said Ashman, and the samo was not paid to said Ashman on 
the ground that the arrest was made before the reward was 
offered ; and whereas, all the requirements of the offor of 
reward were oxecuted by said Ashman; therefore, 


The People of the State of California, represented. in Senate and 
Assembly, do enact as follows: ; 


Sxrction 1. The Controller of State is hereby authorized and 
required to draw his warrant on the State Treasurer, in favor 
of J. Scott Ashman. for the sum of five hundred dollars, in the 
gold coin of the United States, and the State Treasurer is 
hereby authorized and required to pay the same oul of any 
funds in the treasury not otherwise appropriated. 

Sec. 2. This Act shall tako effect and be in force from and 
after its passage.

CHAPTER CCCLAXVIII. 


An Act authorizing the Board of Supervisors of Sterra County to 
build a certain wagon road in said county, and to issue bonds 
therefor. 

[Approved March 31, 1870.] 


The People of the State of Culifornia, represented in Senate and 
Assembly, do enact as follows : 


Secrion 1. 1¢ shall be the duty of the Board of Supervisors 
of Sierra County, and they are hereby required, to order a 
special election to be held in said county on the first Wednoaday 
of May, Anno Domini one thousand eight hundred and seventy, 
for the purpose of submitting to the qualified. electors of said 
county the proposition for said county to issuo its bonds to the 
‘amount of not to exceed in the aggregate twenty thousand 
dollars, for the purpose of building a wagon road, commencing 
at the Town of Downieville and running up and along the line 
of the south fork of the North Yuba River, through or near 
the Town of Sierra City, situated on said south fork; thenee 
along the north branch of said south fork to a point known 
as Howard’s Ranch; thence across the summit by the most 
feasible and practicablo route to Sierra Valley, in Sicrra County. 

Src 2. The Board of Supervisors of Sierra County shall 
cause a notice of at least two weeks to be given, by publication 
in somo newspaper printed in said county, stating in such pub- 
lication the proposition to be submitted to the clectors of said 
county, and the timo, places and manner of voting thereon; and 
this Act shall be published in connection with the notice. The 
said Supervisors shall cause ballots to be prepared. with the 
words “for building the Wagon Road,” printed or written 
thereon, and a sufficient number sent to every precinct in the 
county. Every bullot that shall be cast in favor of said propo- 
sition shall have the word ‘ Yes” printed or written thereon, 
and every ballot that shall bo cast against said proposition 
shall have the word “No” printed or written thereon, and no 
ballot shall be counted unless the word yes or no is printed or 
written thereon. Said election shall be held in the several pre- 
cincts in said county which wero used as such at the last general 
election, and shall be hold according to the provisions of the 
general clection laws of this State. 

Sec. 38. Within ten days after said olection, the Supe--'-7-« 
of said county shall mect as a Bourd of Canvassers, and pro- 
ceed to canvaas the returns of said election, in the same man- 
ner as the roturns of goneral elections are canvassed, and shall 


officially declare the result. If a majority of the votes cast at. 


said election shall be in favor of building said road and issuing 
bonds therefor, the Supervisors shall immediately proceed to 
make and perfoct the arrangements for the survey, location 


and building of said road, which shall be well constructed for. 


the transportation of merchandise, with the necessary turnouts, 
culverts and bridges, with a maximum grade of sixteen inches 
to the rod, and shall be completed on or before the first Mon- 
day in September, Anno Domini one thousand eight hundred 
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and seventy-ono, and the same shall be a public or county road, 
and sball bo kept in repair in the samo manner and by the 
same means as other county roads, and shall be known as the 
“South Fork and Sicrra Valley Turnpike.” 

Sec. 4. It shall be the duty of the Board of Supervisors to 
cause said road to be constructed by contract, following the 
general route described in section one of this Act, and to that 
end full power, not inconsistent with the provisions of this Act, 
is granted them, to do and perform all acts nevessary for the 
economical and prompt completion of the same; provided, that 
such work shall be let on contract only, to the lowest bidder, 
and afvor advertisement for sealed proposals, and of the terms 
and time of Jetting the same, published in some newspaper in 
the county, for at least two weeks previous to such letting. 
No bid shall be accepted unless the bidder either gives good 
and sufficient bonds for the performance of the work to the 
satisfaction of the Board, or agrees in writing to complete tho- 
contract subject to their approval, and without payment therefor 
until the bidder’s contract is completed and approved; provided 
always, that the Board may reject any and all bids; and pro. 
vided further, that if the Supervisors shall deem any bond given 
under the provisions of this Act insufficient, they may require 
such further security from the contractors as they may deem 
necessary. 

See. 5 The Board of Supervisors of said county shall isaue 
the bonds of said county in such sums as may be necessary, 
not exceeding in the aggregate twenty thousand dollars, of 
denominations of not less than one hundred dollars nor more 
than one thousand dollars each, payable in ten years from 
the first day of November, Anno Domini one thousand eight 
hundred and seventy, bearing interest at the rate of ten per 
cent. per annum, payable semi-annually, on the firat day of 
November and the first day of May of each year; provided, that 
tho first payment of interest on said bonds shall be made on 
the first semi-annual day for the paymont of said interest, 
mentioned in this Act, next succeeding the time in which such 
bonds are issued, and for the amount that shall -have accrued 
up to the tine of said payment; said bonds and interest paya- 
ble at the office of the Treasurer of said county, in United 
States gold coin. Said bonds shall be signed by the Chairman 
of the Board of Supervisors, countersigned by the County 
Auditor and indorsed by the Treasurer of suid county. A 
sufficient namber of coupons shall be attached to each bond, in 
such a2 manner as to be readily removed without injuring 
the bond, and numbered consecutively, and shall express the 
amount of interest duc on cach payment, when and where 
payable, and shall be signed in the same manner as the bonds 
are required to be signed. In case the amount of bonds herein 
authorized to be issued, or the proceeds thereof, shall be insuffi- 
cient to complete said road, no further appropriation shall be 
made from the county funds to complete it; but the Board of 
Supervisors may levy a special tax, not exceeding fifteen cents, 
in .any one year, on cach hundred dollars of taxable property 
in the Townships of Butte and Sierra, for the purpose of com- 
pleting the road; said tax to be levied and collected at the 
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same time and in the same manner as other taxes aro leviod 
and collected. 

Sec. 6. It shall bo tho duty of the Auditor and ‘Treasurer of Recora of 
Sierra County to eacli keep a record of all bonda issned under be hued 
the provisions of this Act, which record shall show the date, 
number, in whose favor drawn and the amount of each bond 
issued. 

Sec. 7. Whonover any of the bonda provided for in this Act Prococis, 
are sold, or whenever any donations are made, the money so “Pret 
obtained shall forthwith bo paid over to the County Treasuror, 
and set apart by him to constitute the South Fork and Sierra 
Valley Turnpike Fund, and said fand shall be used only for the 
payment of the expenses of locating und constructing said road; 
and all moucy remaining in said fund after the completion of 
said road shall bo transferred by tho Treasuror to the Goncral 
Fund of Sierra County. 

Sec. 8. The interest on said bonds shall be paid out of the Fund tr | 
Contingent Fund of Sierra County, up to and ineluding the first Lea heal bi 
day of May, Anno Domini one thousand eight hundred and sm taterest. 
seventy-five. In the fiscal year, Anno Domini one thousand 
eight hundred aud seventy-five and six, and every year thero- 
after, until said bonds are paid, the Boxrd of Supervisors of 
Sierra County shall sect aside twenty-five per cent. of all taxes 
collocted and paid into the Goneral Fund. as a sinking fund, to 
bo known as the South Fork and Sierra Valley Turnpike Sink- 
ing Fund, out of which said bonds and interest shall be paid; 
and when all the bonds issued under the provisions of this Act 
shall have been paid, the surplus, if there be any remaining in 
said fund, shall be transferred by the Treasurer to the General 
Fund of Sierra County. 

Sec. 9. Whenever, in ahy year, on the first day of Novem- Retemption, 
ber, after paying the interest then due. said Sinking Fund shall 
contain ono thousand dollars, or upwards, the County Treasurer 
shall advertise, in some newspaper published in said county, for 
the space of two weeks, for sealed proposals for the redemption 
ot' bonds to the amount of money in tho treasury at the time; 
which prapoxals shall, on the day mentioned in the advertise- 
ment, in tho presence of the County Judge and County Auditor, 
be oponed by said Treasurer, who shall pay and liquidate, as far 
as the money on hand will extend, such bonds as may be offered

[Approved March 81, 1870.] 


The People of the State of California, represented in Senate and 
Assembly, do enact as follows: 


Section 1. Corporations for the purpose of aggregating the Corporations 
fands and savings of the membors thercof and others, and pre- ™Y be 
serving and investing tho same for their common bonefit, so as 
to directly promote the establishment and increase of manufac- 
turing and mechanical industry, mining and agriculture in the 
State of California, may be formed according to the provisions 
of this Act; and such corporations, and the members and stock- 
holders thereof, shall be subject to all the conditions and liabil- 
itios herein imposed, and none other. 

Sec. 2. No corporation formed under this Act shall loan any Restriction. 
money Without adequate security on real or personal property, 
except when any such corporation shall, by a by-law to that Exception. 
effect, adopted by a two thirds vote of all the stock of the com- 
pany subscribed nnd taken, authorize the making of loans to 
ale of reputed solvoney and good character, and of auitable 

usiness capacity. or to co-operative associations or corporations, 
for the purpose of aiding the establishment or development of 
mechanical. agricultural, mining and manufacturing entorprises 
in the State of California, when so ordered by a vote of not 
less than three-fourths of all tho Directors thereof; provided, 
that this exception shall apply only to corporations having a 
capital stock, or reserved fund, or both capital stock and 
reserved fund, paid in, of not less than fifty thousand dollars ; 
and no deposits shall be loaned or invested for a period excced- 
ing five yoars. 

Sxc. 8. Such corporations may be formed for the purpose of onjecta of 
aiding the establishment or development of any one class of *7Perstion 
mining, agricultural, mechanical or manufacturing enterprise, 
or all entorprises of that character generally, which object or 
objects shall be distinctly specified in the articles of incorpora- 
tion thereof. If, in said certificate, the object of such corpora- 
tion is stated generally, the powers and duties of the Trustees 
in makiny loans, and the selection of objects to be aided thereby, 
may be spocified in the by-laws, which discretion of said Trus- 
tees may be enlarged or diminished, from time to time, by 
amendments of the by-laws, duly adopted, or by resolution of 
the stockholders, as the interests of the corporation may 
require. 

Seo. 4. In the investmont of tho funds and deposits of such tvestment 
corporations, and in loaning the same, proference shall always 
be given by the Trastees— 

First—To applicants for amounts of loan not exceeding five 
thousand dollars, upon adequate security, consisting of real 
estate, improvements thercon, machinery, mochanical imple- 
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ments, raw material and stock in trade, the same to be used in 
such a manner as to afford omployment to artisans, mechanics 
and laborers, in one or more of the industries which said cor- 
poration is designed to promote. ; 

Second—To loans of larger amount for similar objects, not in 
any one caso exceeding ten-por cont. of the ontire capital stock 
paid in and reserved fund of such corporation. 

Third—In default of applications for loans uf tho classes 
above specified, accompanied by tho offer of adoquate security, 
the Trustees of such corporation may loan tho funds and deposits 
thereof upon unincumbered real estate, for the purpose of aiding 
the erection of buildings theroon, ‘or the repair or enlargement 
of buildings already existing thereon, as the by-laws of such 
corporation may direct 

Fourth—In detault of applications for loans for the purposes 
aforesaid, accompanicd with tho offer of adequate security, 
loans of the funds and deposits of such corporations may be 
made upon improved or unimproved real estute, for the purpose 
of aiding the reclamation, cultivation and improvement thoreof 
by the planting of timber and otherwise. 

Fifth—In default of applications for loans of tho classes above 
named, accompanied by tho offer of adequato security, the funds 
and deposits of such corporations may be loaned upon the 
security of unincumbered productive real catate, upon which 
no labor is requirod to be performed, but not otherwise. 

Sec. 5. All tho provisions of an Act to provide for the for- 
mation of corporations for the accumulation and investment of 
funds and savings, approved April eloventh, eighteen hundred 
and sixty-two, and the varions Acts amendatory thereof and 
supplemental thereto, so far as they are not in conflict with the 
provisions of this Act, are made applicable to corporations 
formed under the provisions of this Act. 

Sec. 6. Voluntary or incorporated associations of mechanics 
or working men may, in accordance with the provisions of their 
respective by-laws, invest a portion or the whole of their funds 
in the capital stock of corporations formed under this Act, and 
the shares of stock so taken shall be entitled to representation 
at all meetings of the stockholders, and be voted upon by the

Section 1 Citizens of this State are herehy authorized to 
build wharves, chutes and piers on the overflowed and sub- 
merged lands of this State by complying with the provisions of 
this Act. Any wharf, chutes and piers built by authority of this 
Act shall not be more than soventy-five feet in width, and may 
extend into the water any distance that will not interfero with 
the free navigation of any bay, creek, slough, inlet or river on 
which the sume may be situated. 

Seo. 2. Section two of said Act is hereby amended so as to 
read as follows: 

Section 2. Persons desiring to build wharves, chutes and piers 
on the overflowed and submerged lands of this State shall make 
a plan of the wharf, chutes and piers they desire to build, and of 
the land within three hundred fect of such proposed wharf, 
chutes and picrs, with the names of tho owners or claimants of 
such lands, and the names of the waters into which such wharf, 
chutes and piers is proposed to be extended, written thereon ; and 
shall also make aud sign an application to the Board of Super-

.of such franchise, in which application tho locality of the wharf, 


chutes and piers proposed to be built shall be particularly de- 
scribed, and the time named when the application shall be made.

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CITAPTER CCCLXXXIYV. 


An Act to establish a Municipal Criminal Court in the City and County 
of San Francisco. 


[Approved March 31, 1870.] 


The People of the State of California, represented in Senate and 
Assembly, do enact aa follows: 


Section 1. ‘There shall be and hereby is established, within 
the City and County of San Francisco. a Municipal Court, to be 
called and known by the name of the Municipal Criminal Court 
of tho City and County of San Francisco. 

Sec. 2. A Judge of said Court shall be elected by the quali- 
fied electors of said city and county, at the next special judicial 
election, to be bold in the year eighteen hundred and seventy- 
one, who shall hold his office for the term of four years from the 
first day of January next after his election; provided, that the 
Governor shall, immediately after the passage of this Act, 
appoint and commission some suitable person, who has been a 
resident of said City and Connty of San Francisco for the past 
five years. as Judge of said Municipal Court, who shall hold such 
office until his successor is duly elected, in the manner berein- 
before provided, and who shall qualify according to law. When 
any vacancy occurs in the office of Judgo of said Court, it shall 
be filled by the Governor, by the appointment of some suitable 
person for the unexpired term. 

Sec. 8. The said Court shall bold its sessions in the City 
and County of San Francisco, in such central or convenient 
place as shall be provided for that purpose by the Board of 
Suporvisors of said City and County of San Francisco. 

sxc. 4. The said Court shall be a Court of record, and shall 
have a seal. to be devised by the Judgo thereof, a description 
of which shall be entered on the minutes of the Court, and 
filed in the office of the Secretary of State. And the said Court 
shall have the same power as the District Court to regulate its 
forms of process and proceedings, and to make rules for its 
own government. . 

Sec. 5. All writs and process issucd out of the said Municipal 
Court shall bo in the form prescribed for writs and process 
issued out of the District Court, and shall be executed and 
returned in like manner; and said Court shall have power to 
issue all writs of subpeena and other process, and the same may 
be served beyond -the limits of the City and County of San 
Francisco. and shall be considered of the same effect as writs 
and process issned out of the District Courts; and obedience 
ty such subpcena, when properly issued and served, may be 
enforced in like manner as obedience to a subpmna may be 
enforced by the District Courts. 

Sec. 6. An appeal may be taken to the Supreme Court from 


any judgment or order of the said Municipal Criminal Court in 


like manner as from an order or judgment of the District and 
County Courts, and all laws regulating appeals from District 
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and County Courts shall be deemed applicablo to appeals from 
the said Municipal Criminal Court. 

Sec. 7. All laws regulating proceedings in the District Court Mado 
shall, so far as they are not inconsistent with the provisions of *Phlese- 
this Act, be deemed applicable to the proceedings of the said 
Municipal Criminal Court; and said Court shall have power to 
make rules, not inconsistent with the laws of the State, for its 
government and the government of its officers. 

Sec. 8. The County Clerk of the City and County of San clerk ct 
Francisco shall be ex officio Clerk of said Municipal Criminal] Comt 
Court, and he is hereby authorized to appoint one deputy to act 
as Court-room Clerk of said Court, who shall receive a salary 
of two bundred dollars per month, and one deputy to act as 
office Clerk of said Court. who shall receive a salary of one 
hundred and twenty-five dollars per month. and such salarics 
shall be paid in the same manner as the salaries of the other 
deputies of said County Clerk. 

Src. 9. Tho Sheriff of the City and County of San Francisco sherit. 
shall be the Shoriff of the said Municipal Criminal Court, and 
shall execute, cither in porson or by deputy, such of the process 
of said Court as may be required to be executed by a Sheriff, 
and shall be amenable to said Court by proceedings, as for con- 
tempt, on his failure to execute such process. And said Sheriff Bane, 
is hereby authorized to appoint deputy, in addition to those 
now appointed by him, who shall act as Bailiff or Deputy 
Sheriff of said Court, and who shall receive a salary of one hun- 
dred and fifty dollars per month, to be paid in the samo manner 
as the salaries of the other deputies of said Sheriff are paid. 

Seo. 10. The Judge of said Court shall have power to take Powers of 
and certify affidavits, to be read or filed in any Court or beforo 7""** 
any judicial officer of this Stute, and in other cases whero a 
judicial oath or affidavit is required, except in those cases where 
sach oath or affidavit shall be specially provided by Iuw to be 
taken before some other officer or tribunal. 

Sec. 11. Tho said Judge of the Municipal Criminal Court game. 
shall be a conservator of the peace in the said City and County | 
of San Francisco, and may exercise all the powers conferred 
by law upon the County Judge as magistrate. 

Sec. 12. When an indictment is found in the County Court musnis- 
in and for the City and County of San Francisco, for any felony §enerin- 
or misdemeanor now triable in the County Coart of said city — . 
and county, it may be transmitted by the Clerk of said Court to 
said Municipal Criminal Court for trial, except when the indict- 
ment is found against a person holding tho office of Judge of 
said Municipal Criminal Court. 

Sec. 13. In all indictments transmitted under the provisions same. 
of this Act to said Municipal Criminal Court, it shall have 
jurisdiction for trial and determination exclusive of the juris- 
diction of the County Court of the City and County of Sun 
Francisco; and the mode of procedure and trial in said Munici- 
pal Criminal Court shall be in all respects tho same as now 
ec for District and County Courts under an Act of the 
Legislature of the State of California, entitled an Act to regu- 
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late procecdings in criminal cases, passed May first, cightecn 
hundred and fifty-one, and all Acts amendatory thereof and 
supplementary thereto, excepting so much of said Act as may 
be in conflict with the provisions of this Act. 

xame, Sec. 14. All indictments pending at the time of the passage 
of this Act and the organization of the Court thereunder, in 
the County Court of the City and County of San Francisco, 
shall be, at the option and discretion of the County Court or 
the Judge thereof, transmitted to said Municipal Criminal Court, 
for trial and determination. 

Salary of Seo. 15. The Judge of said Municipal Criminal Court shall 

mage. —_ reccive a salary of five thousand dollars per annum, payable in 
equal monthly instalments, ont of the same fund, and in tho 
samo manner, as the salary of the Judgo of the County Court 
of the City and County of San Francisco is now paid. 

Avsiatant Sxc. 16 The District Attorney in and for the said city and 

Attorney, county may, by written certificate, algned by himself, appoint 
an Assistant District Attorney, and at his pleasure remove him; 
who, during the time he is acting as such assistant, shall be 
entitled to receive a salary of three hundred dollars x month, 
pasable as the salary of the District Attornoy is now made pay- 
able by the law. It shall be the duty of such Assistant District 
Attorney to assist the District Attorney in the performance of 
any official duty enjoined upon tho latter by law, and to do and 
perform sucb other duties in the prosecution of criminal actions 
in the Court herein established. in any of the Courts of said city 
and county, as the said District Attornoy may order or direct. 

Sec. 17. This Act shall take effect and be in force in thirty

CHAPTER CCCLXXXV. 


An Act providing for the adoption of minors, and. the legitimizing of 
children born out of wedlock. 


[Approved March 31, 1870.] 


The People of the State of Culifornia, represented in Senate and 
Assembly, do enact as follows: 


Adoptionof Suction 1. Any one over twenty-one years of age, of a good 
eee moral character and standing in the community, excepting a 
married woman, may adopt one or more minors, but in all cases 
the party adopting shall be fifteen years older than the minor. 

Conentof Skc. 2. Adoption shall not be allowed by a married man, 

wie without the consent of his wife. 

Ofporenta, SEc. 38. A legitimate offspring cannot be adopted without 
the consent of its parents, nor can an illegitimate one be adopted 
without the consent of its mother, but the consent of the minor, 
if over twelve years of age, shall always be nevessary. 

Petition for SEC. 4. Adoption shall tako place by a sworn petition of the 

sdnption. party adopting, to the Probate Judge of the county where he 
resides, and his appearance before said Court with the parties 
whose consent is necessary. : 
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Sec. 5. Tho Jadgo shall ascertain whether all the necessary order ot 
parties are present; and if, upon their separate examination, he &™* 
is satistied that the party applying possesses the necessary quali- 
fications, and that the interest of the minor will be promoted, 
he shall issue an ordor reciting, among other things, the names 
of all the parties, that the necessary consent bas been obtained, 
the aye of tho party applying and that of the minor, and 
decreeing that the minor should be adopted and treated in every 
respect as a lawful child should be treated. 

Sec. 6. A minor, when adopted, shall bo entitled to the name Riguts ct 
of the party adopting, and the two thenceforth sball bear “lunted 
towards each other the legal relation of paront and child, and 
the minor shall enjoy all the legal rights and subject to all the 
duties appertaining to that rolation; except, however, that if the 
adopted child leaves descendants, ascendants, brothers or sisters, 
the party adopting, nor his relatives, shall not inherit tho estate 
of tho adopted child, nor any part thereof; nor shall it be lawfal 
for the adopted child, antil he or she is over twonty-one years 
of ave, to make any testamentary disposition in favor of’ said 
party adopting or his relatives. 

Sec. 7. The parents of an adopted minor aro, from the time 
of adoption, relicved of all parental duties and responsibility 
towards the minor, and lose all rights or control over it. 

Seo. 8. A child born before wedlock shall, to all intents and Legitimized. 
purposes, become legitimate by the subsequent marriage of its 

arents. 

: Src. 9. Either or both parents of an illegitimate child, or game. 
the futher, with tho consent of his wife, or tho mother, with the 
consent of her husband, may acknowledge such child as his or 
their own, by a document in writing, executed by either, if 
single, or both, if married, or by treating, receiving or acknowl- 
edging him publicly as his or their own legitimate child; and 
such child, and tho one mentioned in the foregoing section, shall, 
to all intents and purposes, be deemed legitimate from the time 
of its birth, and entitled to all the rights and privileges of legit- 
imate offsprings. 

Sec. 10. The sccond section of the Act of April tenth, cigh- 
teen hundred and fifty, to regulate desconts and distribution, is 
hereby repealed. 

Sec. 11. This Act to take effect and be in force from and 
after its passage. 


CHAPTER CCCLXXXVL 


An Act to authorize Assessors to complete dutics imperfectly performed. 
[Approved March 31, 1870.] 


The People of the State of’ Culifornia, represented in Senate and 
Assembly, do enact as follows: 


Section 1. In all cases of ascessment which have been, or Omiwions in 


may. hereafter bo made, where the Assessor has omitted to mn” 
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write the $ mark, or other necessary figure, character, letter or 
word in the assessmeut roll, it shall be the duty of the Asxcssor 
who made the assessment, in the presence of the Auditor. to 
supply such omissions and to affix his certificate thereof, wit- 
nessed by the Auditor; provided, that in cases where property 
hus been sold prior to the passage of this Act, the right of third 
persons shall not be affected by any sach amendment of the 
assessment roll. 

Sec. 2, Any such Assessor, whether his term of office has 
expired or not, after being notified by a Collector, Auditor, 
Supervisor or District Attorney, of such omission, who shall 
refuse or wilfully neglect to supply such omission, shatl be liable 
for the taxes due from the person or property imperfectly 
assessed. 

Sec. 8. This Act shall take effect and be in force from and 
after its passage. 


CHAPTER CCCLXXXVII. 


An Act to empower the County of San Jouguin to aid in the construe: 
tion of the Stockton and Visalia Railroad. 


[Approved March 31, 1870.] 


The People of the State uf California, represented in Senate and 
Assembly, dv enact as follows: 


Section 1. It shall be the duty of the Board of Supervisors 
of the County of San Joaquin. and they are hereby required, 
to order a special election to be held in said county on the 
fifteenth day of April, eighteen hundred and seventy, for the 
purpose of submitting to the qualified electors of said county the 
proposition for said county to issue and deliver to the Stockton 
and Visalia Railroad Company, its snecessora or assigna, the 
bonds of said county to the amount of two hundred thousand 
($200,000) dollars, for the purpose of aiding said railroad com- 
pany, its successors or assigns, in constructing a railroad from 
the water front in the City of Stockton, through the county of 
San Joaquin and up the San Joaquin Valley, to the Town of 
Visalia, County of Tulare. 

Sec. 2 It shall be the duty of the Board of Supervisors of 
San Joaquin County to cause notice of at least ten days to be 

iven, by publication in at least two daily newspapers published 
in said county, stating in such publication the proposition to be 
submitted to the electors of said county, and the time, places 
and manner of voting thereon. It shall be the duty of the 
Board of Supervisors to cause ballots to be prepared to be used 
at said election. The ballots to be cast in favor of issuing tho 
bonds of said county, as provided in this Act, shall have the 
words ‘‘ For aid to the Stockton and Visalia Railroad” printed 
or written thereon; and the ballots to be cust against the issu- 
ance of such bonds shall have the words “Against aid to the 
Stockton and Visalia Railroad” printed or written thereon. 
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Sec. 8. For the purpose of holding the election provided for 
in this Act, the several eloction districts, as the same are now 
established and defined by the Board of Supervisors of said 
San Joaquin County, shall constitute clection districts thercin, 
except that the several wards in the City of Stockton, as the 
sume are now established by law, shall constitute election dis- 
tricts; provide’, however, that so much of Vineyard Election 
District as is situated without the present limits of the City of 
Stockton, shall constitute an election district, to be kuown as 
Vineyard Election District. The several Boards of Judges of 
Elections now provided for by law in the several election dis- 
tricts in said county, and in the City of Stockton, shall, for all 
the purposes of this Act, constitute Boards of Judges of Elec- 
tions in their respective districts; provided, that the Board of 
Supervisors shall appoint threo qualified electors of said Vine- 
yard Election District, who shall constitute the Board of Judges 
of Elections therein. The several places for opening and hold- 
ing tho polls in the several election districts in said county, as 
now fixed by the Board of Supervisors, shall be the places at 
which the polls shall be opened at tho clection to be held under 
the provisions of this Act; oxcept that in the several wards of 
the City of Stockton, and in said Vineyard District, the Board 
of Supervisors shall designate some certain placo for holding 
the polls therein The several Boards of Judges of Elections, 
in their respectivo election districts, shall have power to open 
and close the polls, to administer oaths to persons offering to 
vote, and to all witnesses; reccive and reject ballots, detormine 
the qualifications of clectors, as prescribed in this Act; to con- 
trol and have the custody of the ballot box, to appoint Clerks, 
to open and count the ballots, to certify to the list of the names 
of electors voting and the number of votes cast, to certify to 
the number of votes cast for said proposition and the numbor 
of votos cast against it, and to the result; to tranamit the same, 
together with all the ballots, to the Board of Supervisors ; and 
they shall possess all other powers necessary to carry the pro- 
visions of this Act into execution. Said Boards of Judges, 
respectively, or any member thereof, if there be but one in 
attendance, shall have authority to fill all vacancies, whether 
of their own number or of the Clerks, or any of them, but 
the person appointed to fill any vacancy shall be a qualified 
elector of the election district for which he shall be appointed 
to act, within the provisions of this Act. The Boards of Judges 
in each election district, respectively, shall appoint two Clerks. 
The persons composing the Boards of Judges, and the Clerks, 
shall, before acting, take an oath to perform their respective 
duties according to law; and for this purposo any member of 
the Board of Judges, respectively, shall have authority to 
administer all necessary oaths. 

Sec. 4. The polls shall be opened at cight o’elock in tho 
morning, and shall be kept open until sundown ; provided, that 
the Board may take a recess of one hour at any time daring 
the day before three o’clock in the aftornoon. When the polls 
are opened, and before any ballots are received, the Judges 
shall cause it to be proclaimed aloud, at the place of voting, 
that the polls are openod. 
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Manner of SE. 5. The voting shall be by ballot, and any person offering 
coudneting to vote shall deliver his ballot to one of the Judges of Election, 
who, without opening or examining it, shall proclaim aloud the 
name of the person offering to vote; and if tho name of the 
person so offering to vote shall. by the other Judges of the 
oard, be found on the copy of the Great Rogister of San 
Joaquin County, or either of tho supplements thereto specified 
and provided for in the next section, and if it shall appear to 
the satisfaction of two of tho members of the Board of Judges 
of Elections that such person has been a resident in the clection 
district in which he offers to cast his vote, for thirty days next 
preceding the day of election, his ballot shall be deposited in 
tho ballot box, and the Clerks shall cach place his namo on the 
list of persons voting; but if the name of such person so offer- 
ing to vote shall not appear on the copy of the Great Register, 
or any supplement thereto named and provided for in the next 
section, his ballot shall be rejected, and his name shall be taken 
down by the Clerks on a separate list, to be kept, of persons 
whose ballots are rejected; or, if the name of such person so 
offering to vote shall appear on tho copy of the Great Register, 
or on any of the supplements thereto named and provided for 
in the next section, and it shall appear to the satisfaction of 
two of the members of the Board of Judges of Elections that 
such person has not been a resident in the district in which he 
offers to voto, for thirty days next preceding the day of clection, 
his ballot shall bo rejected, and his name shall be placed by tho 
Clerks on the list of persons whose votes have been rejected. 
The Clerks of Election in cach district shall each keep two 
separate lists, on one of which sball be written the name of cach 
person whose vote is received by the Judges of Mlection, and 
opposite each name thereon and on the left hand thereof, in 
figures, shall be placed the number designating the number of 
the person voting, the figure one (1) being set opposite the first 
name, and the figure two opposite the next, and so on; on the 
other list the Clerks shall each placo the namo of each person 
offering to vote, and whose ballot is rejected, appropriately 
numbered, and the reason for such rejection. The ballot box 
shall be a secure wooden or metallic box, with no other opening 
than may bo sufficient to admit the ballots into the same. As 
soon as the polls are closed on the day of election, the several 
Boards of Judges in their respective districts, and at the samo 
place at which the election was held, shall proceed at once to 
count the votes cast, and shall continue, without adjourning, 
until the same is completed. One of the members of the Board 
shall take the ballots out of the box, one by one, in the presence 
of the other Judges, and shall read aloud the printed or written 
matter thereon; and if tho same be “ For aid to the Stockton 
and Visalia Railroad,” the Clerks snall each take such vote 
down in 9 column extending from the left to the right, in the 
same manner, and in such mode as that it shall designate one 
vote in favor of the proposition submitted to the olectors of snid 
county under this Act, and the ballot shall he delivered to one 
of the members of the Board of Judges, who shall place the 
same accurely on a strong cord; but if the matter printed or 
written thereon shall be “Against aid to the Stockton and Visalia 
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Railroad,” the member of the Board taking the same ont of the 
ballot box shall read the same aloud, and the Clerks shal! take 
the same down in a separate and distinct column, extending 
from tho left to the right, in the same manner, and in such 
mode that it shall designate ono vote against tho proposition 
submitted to said electors at the election held under this Act, 
and the ballot shall bo delivered to the other momber of tho 
Board, who shall place the same securely on a strong cord; and 
thus the counting shall be continued until the whole number of 
ballots cast are exhausted. The member of the Board who 
shall begin to take the ballots out of the box and read the 
matter thereon, shall continue at the same until all are com- 
picted; and the member of the Board who shall begin to place 
the ballots for the proposition on the cord shall not exchange 
labor with the member who begins with placing on tho cord 
those ballots which aro against the proposition, but they sball 
continue as thoy begun until the counting is through with. 
The Clerks shall keep but two columns each, in counting the 
votes. in one of which each: Clerk shall place each and every 
vote in favor of the proposition, and in the other thoy shail 
each place cach and every vote against the proposition. As 
soon 48 the ballots in the box are exhausted, tho Clerks shall, in 
the presence of the Board of Judgos, foot up the whole number 
of votes cast in favor of the proposition anbmitted and the 
whole numbor of votes cast against it, and shall place the results 
at the ends of the proper columns, in figures, oach Clork using 
his own tally list; and therenpon the three Judges of the Board 
of Judyes of Election shall certify one of such tally lista to the 
Board of Supervisors of said county as being one of the original 
tally lists kopt in their respective election districts; the other 
list they shall retain for six days. They shall also forthwith 
certify one of tho lists kopt by the Clerks of the persons voting, 
and one of the lists of the persons whose votes were rejected, 
in the same manner as the tally list, to tho Board of Supervisors; 
the other two lists they shall retain for six days. In certifying 
said lists, they shall seal the same securely and designate the 
character thereof in writing, on the ontside. together with the 
name of the cloction district from which they are certified. 
The ballots for und against the proposition shall be kept separate 
and shall be delivered to the Chairman of the Board of Super- 
visors, or to the Clerk thorcof, together with tho other papers 
horein directed to be certified to that body; and they shall be 
delivered by une of the Board of Judges within threo days 
after said election. Within six days after said election the 
Board of Supervisors shall meet und canvass the returns of said 
election and doclare the result and entor tho same on the journal 
of their proceedings. 
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Szc. 6. Any person possessing tho qualifications prescribed gnatiaes- 
by soction one, article two, of tho Constitution of this State, tons of 


and whose name shall have been placed on the Great Register 
of San Joaquin County prior to the twenty-seventh day of Feb- 
ruary, eighteen hundred and seventy, shall be entitled to vote 
at che election to be held under this Act, but no other person 
shall be so ontitled. For the purpose of determining the quali- 
fications of clectors at the election to be held under this Act, 
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the County Clerk of San Joaquin County shall, on or before the 
twenty-fifth day of March noxt, deliver to each of the Boards 
of Judges of Elections, provided for in this Act, one printed 
copy of the Great Register of said county, and one printed copy 
of each and evcry supplement thoreto, down to the first day of 
August, cightecn hundred and sixty-nine; and such copies so to 
be furnished shall be trac and exact copies of the Great Register 
of San Joaquin County and of each and every supplement thereto, 
as the samo have heretofore been printed and used at the gen- 
eral elections held in said county. Said Clerk shall also, on or 
beforo said twenty-fifth day of March next, make out and cause 
to be printed and delivered to cach of the Boards of Judges 
aforesaid, an additional supplomont to the Great Register of 
said county, which shall include all the names placed on said 
Great Rogistor from and including the first day of August, 
eighteen hundred and sixty-nine, down to and including the 
twenty-sixth day of February, eighteen hundred and soventy, 
and not since cancelled. The said copy of the Great Register, 
and the sevoral supplements thereto-heroin provided for, shall bo 
guides to the Board of Judges of Elections; and in conducting 
the clection herein provided for, they shall bo governed thereby 
and shall admit no other evidence as to the fact of tho registra- 
tion of any person offering to vote. The Board of Supervisors 
shall allow the County Clerk a reasonable compensation for the 
services required of him under this Act, to be paid out of the 
county treasury in the same manner as other county charges 
are paid. They shall also allow the Judges and Clerks of Elec- 
tion threo dollars per day, each. : 

Sec. 7. If any person shall offer to vote at said election, and 
shall be in all othor respects qualified under the provisions of 
this Act, thon, for the purpose of showing a residenve within 
the election district in which he claims his vote, it shall be suffi- 
cient if it appear to the satisfaction of two of the members of 
the Board of Judges that such person has been a resident 
within the limits of the district in which he claims his vote, for 
thirty days next preceding the day of election, as the limits or 
boundaries of such district are defined by this Act. 

Sec. 8. Any officer named in this Act, who shall wilfully 
violate the duties imposed on him thereby, shall be deemed 
guilty of a misdemeanor, and on conviction thereof may be 
fined in any sum not loss than one hundred nor more than five 
hundred dollars, and the costs of prosecution, and may be im- 
prisoned until tho samo is paid.

ficient for properly running the same, from the water front in 
the City of Stockton, across and to the south bank of the Stan- 
islaus River, in Stanislaus County, within three years next 
aftor this Act takes effoct. And if said company, its successors 
or assigns, fail to complete said road in the time and in tho 
manner, and for the distance last aforesaid, within three years 
next after this Act takes effect, then so much of said road over 
the first fifteen miles theroof, beginning at the water front in 
the City of Stockton for such fifteen miles, as shall have been 
built, and every right, title and interest of said company, its 
successors or assigns, to the same or to any franchise or right 
of way, and to all the stock thereon, shall vest in the County 
of San Joaquin, to the exclusion of all other pergons. 

Src. 18. On receiving said bonds, the said Board of Trustees 
shall deliver to the Board of Supervisors their receipt therefor, 
which shall designate the number of bonds received, and shall 
be entered at length on the records of the Board ot Supervisors. 
The said Board of Trustees shall safely keep said bonds, and 
shall permit no other person or persons to have access to them, 
and shall deliver them to no other person or persons than those 
herein designated. Whenever, within three years next after 
this Act takes offect, but not after that time, said Board of 
Trustees shall roccive the written and duly authenticated cer- 
tificate of the Board of Supervisors of said San Joaquin County

to raise cight per cont of said amount; and for the year follow- 
ing, shall levy a tax sufficient to raise nine per cent. of said 
amount; and for the year following, shall levy a tax sufficient 
to raise ten per cent. of said amount; and for the year following, 
shall levy a tax sufficiont to raise eleven por cont. of said 
amount; and for the year following, shall levy a tax sufficient 
to raise thirteen per cent. of said amount; and for the yoar 
following, shall levy a tax sufficient to raise fifteen per cont. of 
said amount; and for the year following, the last, which will be 
the tenth from the date of this special tax, and tho twentieth 
of the duratiun of the bonds, tho said Board of Supervisors 
shall levy a tax of sixteon per cent. of said amount. All the 
taxes provided for in this section shall be levied and collected 
in the gold coin of the United States. ‘The fund thus raised 
from year to year by this spocial tax shall be styled the “ Rail- 
road Interest and Sinking Fund.” The taxes provided for in 
this section shall be levied at the same time and collected in 
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the same manner as taxes for general county purposes, and 
when collected shall be paid to the County Treasurer, to be 
applied, under the direction of the Beard of Supervisors— 

First—The interest tax to the interest falling due on said 
bonds. 

Sceond—The aforesaid Sinking Fund raised from said special 
tax to the redemption of the bonds issued under this Act. 

Sxo. 15. If, at any time within thirty days next before the 
semi-annual interest on said bonds becomes duo. the said County 
Treasurer shall find that the fands in his hands are insufficient 
to pay the sume, he shall certify such fact to the Board of Super- 
visors, who shall anthorizo him, under their direction, but not 
otherwise, to draw on the Genoral Fund of the county for such 
moneys as shall be necessary to make up the deficit; and if the 
General Fund shall be insufficient, the Board of Supervisors 
shall provide tho necossary fands by Joan or otherwise. 

Sec. 16. Whenever at any time there shall bo in the Sinking 
Fund, provided for in this Act, a sum of money amounting to 
four thousand dollars, tho Board of Supervisors shall advertise, 
at the expense of the Sinking Fund, or cause their duly author- 
ized agent to advertise, in some paper or papers published in 
the city or cities in which said bonds are puyable, for the space 
of five weeks, for sealed proposals for the surrender of said 
bonds; and twolve days after the expiration of the time for 
such publication, the Board of Supervisors, or their duly author- 
ized agent, shell open the sealed proposals, and shall pay and 
liquidate, as far as the Sinking Fund then on hand will go, such 
bonds as shall have been offered at the lowost bid ; provided, tho 
same shall not oxceed the par value thereof’; and should there 
be no bids, or not enongh to exhanst the funds on hand, then 
the redemption shall proceed with the lowest number of the 
issue of said bonds, and the Board, or their agent, shall give four 
weeks notice, of the numbers of the bonds to be paid, in some 
newspaper published in the city or cities in which the bonds are 
made payablo, after which time said bonds shall cease to bear 
interest ; and if, in any instance, the bids are the same, and the 
biddors do not agroo as to which shall have precedence, thore 
shall be a re-advertisoment as in the first instance; provided, 
whenever there shall bo sufficient monoy in the Sinking Fund 
to pay all of the bonds issued under this Act, then the Board of 
Supervisors, or their agent, shall advertise for two months, in 
tho manner aforesaid, for the redemption of all snch bonds, after 
which time such bonds shall cease to draw interost. 

Sec. 17. Whenever any bonds have been paid and redeemed, 
the person paying the same shall mark thom “ Cancelled” across 
the face, in red ink, and transmit them to the Treasurer of said 
county.

The People of the State of California, represented in Senate and 
Assembly, do enact as follows: 


Section 1. The Board of Tide Land Commissioners shall powers of 
bave the charge and disposition of all the salt marsh and tide Gmm* 
lands lying under water belonging to the State of Culifornia, 
and situate in the City and County of San Francisco, and all 
the salt marsh and tide lands, to nine feet of water at extreme 
low tide, within five statute miles of the exterior boundaries of 
said city and county, as fixed and established in section one (1) 
of un amendatory and supplementary Act, approved April 
eightcenth, eighteen bundred and fifty-seven; provided, that 
nothing herein contained shall give said Commissioners any 
‘alias over the lands heretofore granted to the City of Oak- 
and. 

Sec. 2. Said Commissioners shall have the said lands lying same. 
outside the boundary lines of said county and within five miles 
theroof, as aforesaid, survoyed to a depth of nine feet of water 
at the lowest stage of the tide, and subdivided into lots of not 
more than twenty acres or into lots of not less than fifty feet 
front by one hundred feet deep, as in the judgmont of said Tide 
Land Commissioners, approved by the State Board, may scem 
fit for the best interests of the State; and the Commissioners 
shall locate, declare, lay down and establish a canal six hun- 
dred feet in width, along and adjoining the southern boundary 
line of the City and County of San Francisco, extending from 
tho shore line of the Bay of San Francisco to Ships’ Channel, in 
said bay; also, a canal of like width extending from the mouth 
of Guadolupe Creck, in the County of San Mateo, in a due east 
course to tho Ships’? Channel; and said Commissioners shall 
have power to locate and establish canals and basins upon the 
marsh and tide lands lying outside of the exterior boundaries of 
the County of San Francisco, mentioned in section one of this 
Act, whenever they deem them necessary for the purposes of 
drainage. navigation and the wants of commerce; and shall 
cause to be prepared the necessary maps, exhibiting the prop- 
erty as surveyed, the number, area and location of each subdi- 
vision or lot, and all other matters proper and necessary to be 
shown thereon. The Commissioners shall file certified copies 
of suid maps with the Surveyor-General of the State and with 
the Recorder of the City and County of San Francisco, retain- 
ing the original field notes and maps of said survey in their 
office at San Francisco. 

Sec. 8. After the Commissioners shall have complied with Sule of lands 
the provisions of section two, they shall proceed to sell at 
public auction, to tho highest bidder, on the following terms: 
Cash, in gold coin, twenty-five per cent., payable on the day of 
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sale to the Commissioners ; and seventy-five per cent. payable 
twenty-five per cent. in one year, twenty-five per cent. in two 
years, and twenty-five per cont. in three ycars, thereafter, to the 
State Treasurcr, at Sacramento. The Commissioners shall 
receipt to each purchaser for the amount of his payment of 
twenty-five per cent , stipulating that if the remaining seventy- 
five per cent. of the purchase moncy shall be paid in three eqnal 
parts—iu one, two and threo years theroafter, together with 
legal interest, to the State Treasuror, at Sacramento, ho shall 
receive a deed from the State of California for the property pur- 
chased by him. Such sale shall be by lots, in accordance with 
the maps provided for in section two of this Act, and on the 
same terms as provided for in the sale of salt marsh and tide 
lands, inthe Act of which this is amendatory and supplementary 
to; and the Commissioners shall appoint proper and competent 
auctioneers to sell said lands, and thoir compensation shall be 
one percent. on the gross amount of sales of all lands outside 
of the exterior boundaries of said City and County of San 
Francisco. and one-half of one per cent. on the gross amount of 
sales of all lands within the boundaries of said City and County 
of San Franciaco, and snch sales shall be made in some public 
place in the city and county aforesaid. 

Sec. 4. The State Board, under this Act, shall consist of tho 
Governor of the State, Surveyor-General of the State and the 
Controller of State, who shall have power to make all rules for 
the sales; and before such sales shall be deemed complete, shall 
be approved by said State Board. Such approvals to be made 
within sixty days after the roport of such saloy be filed with 
the State Board. 

Sec. 5. The Commissioners, or a majority of them, shall have 
the power to compromise with any adverse claimants to any 
portion or portions of lands mentioned iu this Act. whenever 
and on euch terms as they may deom it most conducive to the 
interests of the State; all such compromises to be approved by 
and with the consent of the State Board and by the advico of 
the Attornoy-General of the State; provided, that all such com- 
promises shall be made and in all respects completed, and the 
money paid, within cizhteen months from the passage of this 
Act, and not aftorwards. 

Sec 6. All salaries, bills and accounts for expenses incurred 
in enforcing this Act, shall be approved by the State Board; 
aftor they shall have been approved, tho Secretary of the Com- 
missioners shall certify the approval of tho same to the Con- 
troller of State, who thereupon shall draw his warrants upon 
the General Fund for the separate amounts of such sularics, 
bills or accounts, in fuvor of the partics to whom itis due.

Srectron 1. All persons having or holding claims, or who 
may hereafter have or hold claims, cither legal, equitable or for 
relief, against tho State of California, the settlement of which 
is not otherwise provided for by law, shall present the same to 
tho State Board of Examiners, at least three months before the 
meeting of tho Legislature, accompanied by a clear statement, 
showing the facts constituting such claim, which shall be veri- 
fied in the same manner as complaints are requircd to be veri- 
fied in civil setions. 

Src. 2. On the first Monday of September precoding the 
meeting of each Legislature, the said Board of Examiners shall 
hold a session at the State Capitol fur the purpose of examining 
said claims, and may adjourn from time to time until their 
work is completed. At their first sitting, they shall cause a 
list and brief’ abstract of all claims filed to be mado and pub- 
lished in the official State paper at Sacramento City, for such 
time as they may prescribe. The list. shall bo accompanied by 
a general notice of the order and time whon the Board will pro- 
ceed to examine said claims, or any of them. 

Src. 38. The Board of Examiners shall, at the time or times 
designated, proceed to examine and adjnst all such claims, 
whether legal, equitable or for rolief. They may receive and 
examine affidavits in support of or against such claim or claims, 
and shall report to the Legislature such facta and recommenda- 
tions concerning the respective claims as they may think 

roper, and 28 equity and justico may require. In finally mak- 
ing their recommendations, they may state and use any official 
or personal knowledge which any member of said Board may 
have touching such claims. 

Src. 4. The Board of Examincra shall make up their report 
and recommendations at least thirty days before the meeting 
of the Legislature.

An Act to ratify and confirm the transactions of the First Unitarian 
Society of San Francisco, and of the corporation The Bourd of Direc- 
tors of the First Unitarian Society of San Francisco.

The People of the State of California, represented in Senate and 
Assembly, do enact as follows: 


Section 1. The Clerk of the Board of Directors of the First certiticatos 
Unitarian Society of San Francisco, California, is authorized of “eetion. 
and empowered to file in the office of the County Clerk of tho 
City and County of San Francisco, certificates of election of 
the Moderators, Treasurers, Clorks or Secretaries and Trustees 
elected by the Firat Unitarian Society of San Francisco during 
the sevoral years from A. D. cighteen hundred and fitty-seven to 
eighteen hundred and seventy, both inclusive. 

Sec. 2. Such certificates of election shall be made by the 
Judges of Election of the several elections, when practicuble, 
and when the vote of tho society was cast by its Clerk or Sec- 
rotary, ho shall make such certiticate. 

The certificates of election provided for in the pre- Acknow!- 
veding sections shall be made and acknowledged in the form ‘eelanl

ing corporations, passed April twenty-second, eighteen hundred 
and fifty, and of the sovoral Acts amendatory thereof and sup- 
plemental thereto, and shall be recorded, together with the cer- 
tificate of such acknowledgment, by the Clerk of said San Fran- 
cisco City and County, and shall have the same force and effect

All conveyuncos heretofore made to said society or said Couveyances 
corporation, or to the officers, agents or Truatces of said society 
or of said corporation, for said society or for said corporation, 
are hereby ratified and confirmed to said corporation, its suc- 
cessors and assigns. 

Sec. 6. No right of said society or of the said corporation 
shall lapse, and no property of either shall escheat by reason of 
anything heretofore done or omitted by said society or said cor- 
poration. 

So much of any Act or parts of Acts as is in conflict 
with this Act is hereby repealed. 

Sec. 8. This Act shall take effect immediately. 
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CHAPTER CCCXCII. 


An Act to provide five competitive scholurships for the benefit of 
meritorious young men -clesirous of entering the State University. 


[Approved April 1, 1870.] 


The People of the State of California, represented in Senate and 
Assembly, do enact as follows: 


Szotron 1. The Regents of the University of the State of 
California are hereby authorized and empowered to establish 
and maintain five competitive scholarships, embracing the full 
four years course in the University. 

Seo. 2. The competitive examination for scholarships shall 
be made by the Faculty. The applicants for such examination 
shall be bona fide residents of California, and shall have been 
chiefly educated in any of the schools of this State, and shall, at 
the time of application, satisfy the Regents in respect to char- 
acter and to the inability of the applicant to provide his own 
maintenance at tho University. 

Sec. 8. Fach scholarship shall be entitled to three hundred 
dollars, to be appropriated out of the funds belonging to the 
University, and shall be applied, under the direction of the 
proper officer of the Faculty, to the superintendence and support 
of the scholar during his Univorsity course; provided, the Regenta 
may, upon the recommendation of the Faculty, revoke any 
scholarship for improper conduct or violating of established 
rules, and shall have power to fill all vacancies which may occur 
in scholarship under compctitive examinations. 


CHAPTER CCCXCIII. 


An Act to provide for the manner of auditing claims ayainst Humbolilt 
County and to provide for the reduction of taxation therein and 


expenses thereuf. 
[Approved April 1, 1870.] 


The People of the State of California, represented in Senate and 
Assembly, do cnact as follows : 


Section 1. No payment shall bo hereafter made from the 
treasury of the County of umboldt, unless such payment be 
expressly auLhorized by statute, nor unless the claim or demand 
therefor be duly allowed and audited accordiny to the provisions 
of this Act; provided, that nothing herein contained sball be 
considered as repealing or modifying the law relating to the 
transfer of State funds from the county to the Stute treasury, 
nor to the law in relation to the collection and disbursement of 
school moneys. ; 

Sec. 2. Every person having a claim against said county, 
excepting those referred to in the proviso to the preceding 
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section, shall, within twelve months after it accrucs, present a 
demand therefor, in writing, to the Board of Supervisors, verified 
by the affidavit of himself, or agent, stating minutely what the 
claim is for and specifying each several item, with the proper 
date and amount thereof; provided, that nothing berein shall be 
held to apply to the claims for compensation due to jurors and 
witnesses and for official salaries, which, hy some express pro- 
vision of law, is made a domand against the county. 

Sec. 3. All claims against the county treasury, except those 
specially excepted by the provisions of this Act, must be sub- 
mitted to and approved by the Board of Supervisors, and 
afterwards be presented to and allowed by the Auditor beforo it 
can be paid. 

Src. 4. No demand on tho county treasury, except for official 
compensation of the person in whose name it is presented, 
wherein any county officer shall be personally intercsted, or 
arising out of any contract whorcin any county officer shall, at 
any time while in office, havo been a party, or otherwise per- 
sonally interested, shall be approved, allowed or paid; but 
every such contract, claim or domand, is hereby declared to be 
null and void. 

Sec. 5. No demand on the county treasury shall be allowed 
by tho Auditor in favor of any porson in any manner indebted 
to the county without first deducting such indebtedness, nor in 
favor of any officer whose accounts shall not have been rendered 
and approved. or who shall have neglected or refused to make his 
official returns or reports, in writing, as required by law; or in 
favor of any officer who shall wilfully neglect or refuse to per- 
form any of the duties of his office. The Auditor shall have power 
to examine, orally or otherwise, on oath, the porson presenting 
any demand on the treasury, or the agent or attorney of such 
person, or any other person, in order to ascertain any facts 
necessary or proper for him to know in order to determine his 
allowance or disallowance of such demand. And the provisions 
of this section shall also extend to and govern the Board of 
Supervisors in passing upon any claim presented to them for 
allowance against the county treasury. 

_Sec. 6. The Auditor shall, upon the allowance and reyistra- 
tion by him of any demand upon the county treasury, place a 
number upon it, which number shall begin with the fiscal year, 
and run successively to the end of it, and shall specify in his 
allowance to be indorsed thereon out of what fund it is pay- 
able. He shall keep a record of his determination upon ovoery 
demand submitted for his allowance, and shall register, ina well 
bound book, to be by him kept for that purpose, all demands on 
the treasury by him allowed, showing the number, date, amount, 
when allowed, out of what fund payable, the subject matter of 
the claim substantially stated, and, if previously approved by 
the Board of Suporvisors, the date of the order of approval. 
No demand shall be deemed audited, within the meaning of 
this Act, until it shall have been approved, allowed and regis- 
tered by the Auditor, as herein required, nor wnless the fact of 
such approval and registration shall appear by the propor 
indorsements upon such demand. But the auditing of any 
demand upon the treasury, which, upon its face and indorse- 
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ments thereon, shall appear not to be expressly antborized, 
shall afford no warrant for the payment thereof. 

Sec. 7. Evory oflicer, including cach Supervisor, who shall 
draw any unauthorized warrant, or approve, allow or pay any 
illegal or unauthorized warrant, claim or demand upon the 
county treasury. or pay out or disburse any school, or other 
county funds or moneys. contrary to or without the authority 
of law, shall be liable to the county for the amount thus directly 
paid or disbursed on such warrant, claim or demand, and the 
same may be recovered by an action against the person or per- 
sons so liable therefor, jointly or severally. It shall be the 
daty of the Board of Supervisors, and of the District Attorney, 
to seo that suit is brought in the proper cases for the enforee- 
ment of the provisions of this section. The vote of each Super- 
visor upon every question. order or matter acted on by them, 
shall be recorded in the minutes of the Board. 

Src. & Neither the Board of Supervisors, nor any officer or 
officers in authority, shall have power to contract any debt 
against the County of Humboldt, except those fixed by or in 
poe of law; and whenever debts or liabilities shall havo 

een created which, added to the salaries of county officers and 
other estimated liabilities fixed by law for the remainder of the 
year, will equal the revenue of the county for said fiscal year, 
no allowance whatever shall be made of any account, nor shall 
any expense be incurred other than the salaries and ices 
expressly provided by Jaw; and no person or property in the 
said county shall ever be liable to be assessed, or be subject to 
taxation in any form, to provide for the payment of any debt 
hereafter contracted. or of any claims against the county, except 
such legal and proper expenres thereof as shall accrue after tho 
commencement and during the fiscal year for which the tax 
shall be levied; and no part of the moneys levied and collected 
by taxation for one fiscal ycar shall ever be applicd toward the 
payment of any debt or liability incurred during any preceding 
fiscal year, aud the officer or officers entering into any contract 
contrary to the provisions of this section sball be personally 
liable thereon. 

Sec. 9. Every lawful demand duly audited as in this Act 
provided. shall be paid on presentation to the County Treasurer, 
if sufficient funds exist in the treasury logally applicable to 
that purpose 5 and if not, then such demand shall be registered 
by the ‘I'reasurer in a book to be by him kept for that purpose, 
with its nnmber, amount, in whose namo presented, on what 
account and when allowed, ont of what fund payable, with the 
date of such registration. All demands thus registered shall 
bo paid out of money afterwards coming into tho county treas- 
ury applicable thereto, in the order of their registration; that 
is to say, out of any moneys in the proper fund arising from the 
revenues properly belonging to the fiseal year in whieh the 
claim accrued, or from the surplus revenues or funds of any pre- 
ceding year, remaining in the treasury after the satisfaction of 
all lawful claims and demands against the same, and against 
such moneys or funds only shall such demand be deemed valid, 
either in law or in equity; but if no such moneys or funds suffi- 
ciont and applicable for the payment of such demand in its 
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order shall afterwards como into the treasury, then tho same 
shall be forever barred and extinguished; provided, that the 
Board of Supervisors, when, and as long as they shall deom it 
expedient, may, by an order duly eutered in their minutes, pro- 
vido for, set apart and cause to be retained in the treasury a 
surplus fund in actual cash, not to exceed two thousand dollars, 
to be used, from time to timo, for lawful objects of urgent and 
unforeseen necessity, payments ont of said fund to be subject 
to the provisions and rostrictions of this Act. 

Seo. 10. Tho Board of Supervisors of the County of Hum- 
boldt shall, between the first Monday in February of each yoar, 
and the first day of July following, fix tho rate and levy all 
taxes in said county, State taxes oxcopted, the rates detined 
not to exceed the limits prescribed by this Act; that is to say: 

For gonoral county purposes, fifty conts on each one hundred 
dollars value of property in said county. 

For the care and maintenance of the indigent sick theroin, 
ten cents on each one hundred dollars value of property in said 
county. 

For road purposes, forty cents on each one hundred dollars 
value of property in said county. 

For school purposes, and the support and maintenance of 
common schools, such taxes as are now authorized or may here- 
after be prescribed by law 

For tho parpose of paying all outstanding warrants of the 
Auditor of tho County of Humboldt, drawn upon the General 
and Road Funds of said countv, registered prior to July first, 
A. D. one thousand eight hundred and seventy, fifty cents on 
each ono hundred dollars value: of taxable property in said 
county, until thoy are fully paid, both principal and interest. 

Sec. 11. All Auditor's warrants drawn upon the General or 
Road Funds of said county, registered prior to July first, one 
thousand eight hundred and seventy, shall be paid out of the 
special fund created by the preceding scction, and out of no othor 
fund. Said warrants shall be paid in the order of their registra- 
tion; provided, that whenever warrants upon the General and 
Road Funds shall appear to have been registered at the same timo, 
those upon the Gonoral Fund shall, for the purposes of this Act, 
be deemed to have been first registered. 

Sec. 12. The Bourd of Supervisors shall, each year, at their 
first rogular mecting after the firat day of July, appropriate a 
sum equal to the salarica of the different county officers and 
the estimated focs of jurors for each year, which said appropri- 
ation shall be paid out of the General [und of said county; and 
the salaries of officers and fees of jurors shall take precedence 
of all other claims against the General Fund. 

Sec. 13. The fiscal year shall commence upon the first day 
of July and end upon the thirtieth day of June. 

Seo. 14. This Act shall take ctfect from and after its passage. 
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CHAPTER CCCXCIV. 
An Act to pay the claim of Thomas R. Eldredye. 
[Approved April 1, 1870.] 


The Prople of the State of California, represented im Senate and 
Assembly, do enact as follows: 


Secrion 1. The sum of fifty-nine dollars and six cents is 
hereby appropriated. from any money in tho General Fund not 
otherwise appropriated, to pay a balance due to Thomas R. 
Eldredyo, for translating into the Spanish language, during the 
seventeenth session of the Leyislature of California, the Gov- 
ernor’s message and other public documents; and the Controller 
of State shall draw his warrant in favor of said Thomas R. Eld- 
redge for said amount, and the State Treasurer shall pay the 
same, 

Sec. 2. This Act shall take effect immediately. 


CHAPTER CCCXCV. 


An Act to appropriate moucy Sor contingent expenses of the Legislature. 
[Approved April 1, 1870.] 


The People of the State of California, represented in Senate and 
Assembly, do enact aa follows : 


Section 1. The sum of twenty-two thousand five hundred 
and twenty dollars is hereby appropriated, ont of any money 
in the General Fund not otherwise appropriated, for the follow- 
ing purposes, viz: Might thousand dollars for the payment of 
contingent expenses of tho Senate, and ten thousand dollars for 
the payment of contingent expenses of the Assembly for the 
cighteenth session of the Teoginlavares fur payment of Commis- 
sioners appointed by the Senate at its seventeenth session. to 
investigate the affairs of the several State officers, four thousand 
five hundred and twenty dollars; to be subject to the order of 
each Honse, respectively, and to be exempt from the provisions 
of an Act entitled an Act to create a Board of Examiners. to 
define their powers and duties, and to impose certain duties 
upon the Controller and Treaguror, approved April twenty-first, 
eighteen hundred and fifty-eight. 

Src. 2. This Act shall tako effect and bo in force from and 
after its passage. 
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CHAPTER CCCXCVI. 


An Act to empuwer the City of Stockton to aid in the construction of 
the Stockton and Visalia Railroad. 


[Approved April 1, 1870.] 


The People of the State of California, represented in Senate and 
Assembly, do enact as follows: 


Section L. I[t shall be the duty of the Commor Council of special 
the City of Stockton, and they are hereby required to order a “t™- 
special clcction to be held in said city on the fifteenth day of 
April, eighteen hundred and seventy, for the purpose of sub- 
mitting to the qualitied electors of said city tho proposition for 
said city to issue and deliver to the Stockton and Visalia Rail- 
roud Company, its successors or assigns, tho bonds of said city, 
to the amount of three hundred thousand dollars, for the pur- 
pose of aiding said railroad company, its successors or assigns, 
in constructing a railroad from the water front in said city, 
through the County of San Joaquin and up the San Joaquin 
Valloy, in the direction of the Town of Viaalia, County of 
Tulare. 

Szc. 2. It shall be the duty of the Common Council of’ said Notice 
city to cause notice of ut least ten duys to bo given, by publica- 
tion in one or more daily newspapers published in said city, 
stating in such publication the proposition to be submitted to 
the electors of said city and the time, places and manner of 
voting thereon. It shall be the duty of the Common Council patuts. 
to cause ballots to be prepared to be used at said election. The 
ballots to be cast in favor of issuing the bonds of suid city, as 
provided in this Act, shall have the words “ For aid to the 
Stockton and Visalia Railroad” printed or written thereon ; 
and the ballots to bo cast against tho issuance of such bonds 
shall have the words ‘ Against aid to the Stockton and Visalia 
Railroad ” written or printed thereon. 

Sec. 3. For the purpose of taking and counting the vote in pans. 
said city, on the proposition mentioned in the two precediny 
sections of this Act, the Common Council of said city shall 
designate a certain pluce in each of the three wards in said 
city, at which places polly shall be opened and ballots reecived 
on the day herein named for said election; and it shall be 
unlawful to open polls or receive ballots at any place or places 
in said city other than those designated by the Common Council. 
and such other places as may be designated by the Board of Super- 
visors of said San Joaquin County, in said city, for opening polls 
and receiving ballots on said fifteenth (15) day of April next; 
and any person or persona who shall violate this provision shall 
be guilty of a felony, and may be indicted and proceeded against 
in the same manner as other persons charged with felony under 
the laws of this State, and if convicted, shall be imprisoned in 
the State Prison not less than two nor more than five years. 

The Common Council of said city shall meet within five days oficers ot 
after the paasuge of this Act; and at such meeting, or at any “ectow 
meeting held within three days after such meeting, shall appoiut 
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two Judges and one Inspector for each of the wards in said 
city, who shall be qualified clectors within the provisions of 
this Act, in tho respective wards for which they shall bo 
appointed. Tho Common Council shall cause the names of such 
Judges and Inspectors to be published in one or moro daily 
newspapers published in said city, for at least two days before 
the day of'clection herein provided for. Tho said Judges and 
Inspectors shall, in their respective wards, for the purpose of 
opening and closing the polls, administering oaths to persons 
ottering to vote, receiving and rejecting ballots. determining 
the qualifications of electors as prescribed in this Act, the custody 
of the ballot box, the appointment of Clerks, the opening and 
counting of ballots, certifying to the list of the names of electors 
voting and the number of votes cast. the number of votes cast 
for said proposition and the number cast agninst it, and certi- 
fying the result and transmitting the same, together with all 
tho Sullots cast, sealed, to the Common Council, and for all 
other purposes necessary and incident to their offices and the 
carrying into effect the provisions of this Act, constitute Boards 
of Judges of Elections. The said Boards of Judges respectively, 
or auy member thereof, if there be but one in attendance, shall 
have authority to fill all vacancies, whether of their own num- 
ber or of the Clerks, or of any of them; but the person 
appointed to fill any vacancy shal! be a qualitiod elector of tho 
ward in which ho shall be appointed to act, within the provisions 
of this Act Tho Board of Judges, in each ward respectively. 
shall appoint two Clerks. The persons composing the Boards of 
Judges. respectively, whother appointed by the Common Couneil 
or appointed to fill a vacancy, and the Clerks, shall, befure 
acting, take an oath to perform their respective duties accord- 
ing to law; and for this purpose, any member of tho Board of 
Judges, respectively, shall have authority to administer all 
necessary oaths. 

Sec 4. The polls shall be opened at eight o'clock in the 
morning, and shall be kept open until sundown; provided, that 
the Board may take a recess of one hour at any time during 
the day, before three o'clock in the afternoon. When the polls 
are opened, and before any ballots are reecived, the Judyes shall 
cause it to be proclaimed aloud, at the place of voting, that the 
polls are opened. 

Sec. 5. The voting shall be by ballot, and any person offer- 
iny to vote shall deliver his ballot to one of the Boards of Judges 
of Eleetion, who, without opening or examining it, shall pro- 
claim aloud the name of the person offering to vote; and if the 
name of the person so offering to vote shall, by the other Judges 
of the Board, be found on the copy of the Great Register of 
San Joaquin County, or on either of the supplements thereto, 
specified and provided for in the next section, and it shall appear, 
to the satisfaction of two of the members of the Buard of Judges 
of Election, that such person has been a resident within the 
limits of the ward in which he offers to east his vote, for thirty 
duys next preceding the day of election, his ballot shall be 
deposited in the ballot box and the Clerks sball cach place his 
name on the list of persons voting; but if the name of such 
person so offering to vote shall not appear on the copy of the 
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(rreat Register, nor on any supplement thereto, named and pro- 
vided for in the noxt section, his ballot shall be rejected, and 
his name shall be taken down by the Glerks, on a separate list 
to be kept of persons ‘whoao ballots aro rejected; or, if the name 
of such person so offering to vote shall appear on the copy of 
the Great Reyister, or any of the supplements thereto, named 
and provided for in the next section, and it shall appear, to the 
satisfaction of two of the members of the Board of Judges of 
Election, that such porson has not becn a resident within the 
limits of the ward in which he offers to vote, for thirty days 
next preceding the day of' clection. his ballot shall be rejected 
and his name shall be placed by the Clerks on the list of per- 
sons whose votes have been rejected. Any member of the Buard 
of Judges of Elections shall have authority to administer all 
oaths to witnesses coming before them; the Clerks of Election, 
in each ward, shall keep two separate lists, on one of which 
shall be written the name of exch person whose vote is received 
by tho Judges of Election. and opposite each namo thereon, and 
on the left hand thereof, in figures. shall be placed the number 
corresponding to the numb r of the person voting. tho figure 
one being set opposite the first namo on the list, and the figure 
two opposite the next, and so on; on the other list the Clerks 
shall each placo the name of exch porson offering to vote and 
whose ballot is rejected, appropriately numbered, and the reason 
for such rejection. The ballot box shall be » secure wooden or 
metallic box, with no other opening than may be sufficient to 
admit the ballots into the same. As soon as tho polls are closed 
on the day of election, the Board of Judges, in their respective 
wards, and at the same place at which the election was held, 
shall proceed at once to count the votes cast, and shall continue, 
without adjourning, until the same is completed. One of the 
members of the Board shal] take the ballots out of the box, one 
by one, in the presence of the cther Judges, and shall read aloud 
tho printed or written matter thoreon, and if the same be * For 
aid to tho Stockton and Visalia Railroad,” the Clorks shall each 
take such vote down, in a culnmn extending from the left to the 
right, in the same manner and in such mode as that it shall 
designate ono vote in favor of the proposition submitted to the 
electors of said city under this Act, and the ballot shall be 
delivered to one of the members of the Board of Judges, who 
shall place tho same securely on a strong cord; but if the mat- 
ter printed or written thereon shall be “ Against aid to the 
Stockton and Visalia Railroad.’ the member of the Board 
taking the same out of the ballot box shall read the same aloud, 
and the Clerks shall cach take the same down. in a sepurate and 
distinet column, extending from the left to the right, in the 
same manner and in such a mode that it shall designate one vote 
against the proposition submitted to said eloctors at the election 
held under this Act, and the ballot shall be delivered to tho 
other member of the Board. who shall place the same securely 
on astrong cord ; and thus the counting shall be continued until 
the whole number of ballots shall be exhausted. The member 
of the Board who shall begin to take the ballots out of the box 
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Manner of and read the matter thorcon, shall continue at the same until all 

wink are completed, and the member of the Board who shall bogin 
to place the ballots for the proposition on the cord, shall not 
exchange labor with the member who bogins with placing on 
the cord those ballots which are against the proposition, but 
they shall continue as they begun until the counting is throngh 
with. Tho Clerks sball keep but two columns cach in counting 
the votes, iu one of which cach Clerk shall place cach and every 
vote in favor of the proposition, and in the other they shall each 
place each and every vote against the proposition. As soon as 
tho ballots in the box are exhausted, the Clerks shall, in the 
presence of the Board of Judges, foot up the whole number of 
votes cast in favor of the proposition submitted, and tho whole 
number of votes cast against it, and shall place the results at 
the ends of the proper columns in figures, each Clerk using his 
own tally list; and thereupon the throe Judges of the Board of 
Judges of Election shall certify ono of such tally lists to the 
Common Council of said city, as being one of' the original tally 
lists kept in their respective wards; the othor list they shall 
retain for six days. ‘hey shall also forthwith certify one of 
the lists, kept by the Clerks. of the persons voting and one of 
the lists of the persons whose votes were rejected, in the same 
manner as the tally list, to the Common Council; the other two 
lists they shall retain for six days. In certifying said lists, they 
shall seal the same secnrely and designate tho charactor thereof 
in writing. on tho outside, together with the number of tho 
ward from which they arc cortified. Tho ballots for and against 
the proposition shall be kopt separate, and shall be delivered to 
the President of the Common Council, together with tho other 
papers herein directed to be certified to that body, and thoy 
shall be delivered by one of tho Board of Judges of Election 
within two days after said election. Within six days after said 
olection, the Common Council shall meet and canvass the 
returns, and declare the result, and enter the same on tho ha 
nal of their proceedings, and in this respect shall have all the 
powers of a Board of Canvassers. Upon declaring the rosult 
of suid election, the Boards of Judges of Elections created by 
this Act shall cease to oxist. 

Qualifica- See. 6. Any person possessing the qualifications prescribed 

tions of ~—sdby section one, article two, of tho Constitution of this State, 
and whoze name sball have been placed on the Great Royister 
of San Joaquin County prior to the twenty-seventh (27th) day 
of February, Anno Domini one thousand eight hundred and 
seventy, shall be entitled to vote at the eloction to be held under 
this Act, but no other person shall be so entitled. Tor the pur- 
pose of determining the qualifications of electors at the election 
to be held under this Act, the County Clork of San Joaquin 
County shall, on or beforo the twonty fifth day of March noxt, 
deliver to each of the Boards of Judges of Election provided 
for in this Act, one printed copy of the Great Reyister of’ said 
county, and one printed copy of each and every printed sup- 
plement thereto, down to the first day of August, Anno Domini 
one thousand eight hundred and sixty-nine; und sach copies so 
to be furnished shall be true and exact copies ‘of the Great 
Register of said San Joaquin Cuunty, and of each and cvery 
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supploment thereto, as the same have heretofore been printed 
and used at the general elections held in said county. The said 
Clerk shall also, on or bofore the twenty-fifth day of March 
next, cause to be made out and printed, an additional supple- 
ment to the Great Register of said county, which supplement 
shall include all the names placed on the Great Register of said 
county, frum and including the first day of August, Anno Dom- 
ini one thousand eight hundred and sixty-nine, down to and 
including the twenty-sixth day of February, Anno Domini one 
thousand eight bundre:?! and seventy, and not since cancelled or 
removed ; and shall, on or before said twenty-fifth day of March 
next. deliver a copy of the same to each of said Board of Judges. 
The copy of the Great Register and the soveral supplements 
thereto, provided for in this section, shall be guides to said 
Boards of Judges of Elections. and in conducting tho election 
herein provided for, they shall be governed thereby, and shall 
admit no other evidence on the question of the registration of 
any person offering to vote at said clection. The Common 
Council shall allow the County Clerk a reasonable compensa- 
tion for the services required of him under this Act, to be paid 
out of the city treasury in the same manner as other charges 
against said city are paid. The Common Council shall also 
cause to be paid 10 each of the Judges, Clerks and Inspectors 
provided for in this Act, four dollars, to be paid as other claims 
against the city. 

Sec. 7. If any person shall offer to vote at said clection, and Proofor 
shall be in all other respects qualified under tho provisions of "4" 
this Act, then, for the purpose of showing a recidenes within 
the ward in which he claims his vote, it shall be sufficient if it 
appear to two of the members of the Board of Judges of Hlec- 
tion, that such person has been a resident within the limits of 
the ward in which he claims his vote, for thirty days next pre- 
ceding the day of clection, as the limits of such ward are defined 
by an Act entitlod an Act to reincorporate the City of Stockton, 
and amendatory of and supplemental to an Act entitled an Act 
to reincorporate the City of Stockton, approved April twenty- 
first, eighteen hundred and sixty-two, approved January twenty- 
sixth, cightcen hundred and seventy. 

Bec. 8. Any officer named in this Act, who shall wilfally penalty for 
violate the duties imposed on him thereby, shall be deemed vislation 
guilty of a misdemeanor, and on conviction thereof shall be . 
fined in any sum not Joss than one hundred nor more than five 
hundred dollars, and the costs of prosecution, and may be 
imprisoned until the same is paid. The provisions of section 
one of an Act entitled an Act to amond an Act to rogulate elec- 
tions, passed March twenty-third, eighteen bundred and fifty, 
approved April twenty-second, cighteon hundred and sixty- 
three, are hereby made applicable to and shall apply to the 
eloction held under the provisions of this Act. 

The Act known as the Rogistry Act, and the Act Neghtry 
amendatory thercof and supplemental thereto, shall not apply Ay" © 
to tho election to be held under the provisions of this Act, or to 
any proceedings therewith connected, except as heroin expressly 
provided, but said election shall bo held, and all procecdings 
therewith connected shall be conducted, under the provisions of 
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this Act, and being so held, the samo shall be valid and binding 
to all intents and purposes, the said Rogistry Act, and all other 
Acts and parts of Acts. amendments, mad ohh and pro- 
visions to the contrary notwithstanding. No list, certificate 
or other paper, required under this Act to be made out or 
returned by any officer or officers, shall be void on account of 
its informality, but if the meaning and purpose thereof can bo 
reasonably ascortained, the same shall be valid to all intents 
and purposes. 

Sec. 10. If at said election, a greater number of the electors 
of said city, voting on said proposition, shall vote “ For aid to 
the Stockton and Visalia Railroad” than shall vote “ Against 
aid to the Stockton and Visalia Railroad,” then the Common 
Council of said city shall proceed forthwith to issue the bonds 
of said city. to tho amount of three hundred thousand dollars, 
to the Stockton and Visalia Railroad Company, its succcssors 
or assigns, dating them on the day of their issue, and shall, 
immediately after their issuance, deliver the whole of said bonds 
to G. W. Kidd, B. W. Bours and J. M. Kelsey, who are hereby 
constituted a Board of Trustees for the purpose of receiving 
and having the custody and control of said bonds, as herein 
provided. Tho said G. W. Kidd, B. W. Bours and J. M. Kelsey, 
as such Board of ‘Trustees, shall, before receiving said bonds or 
any of them, execute to the City of Stockton a good and suf- 
ficient bond, in the sum of three hundred thousand dollars, pay- 
able in the gold coin of the United States, with sufficient sure- 
ties, who may severally qualify in any sum not less than ten 
thousand dollars, to be approved by the Judge of tho Fifth 
Judicial District, conditioned for the faithful performance of 
their duties as such Board of Trustees, under this Act. 

Seo. 11. Thero shall bo threo hundred (300) of said bonds, 
and they shall be numbered from one (1) to three hundred 
(800) consecutively, and shall be in denominations of ono thou- 
sand dollars ($1,000) euch. Said bonds shall bear intereat at 
the rate of seven (7) per cent, per annum from the date of 
issue, payable on the first day of January and the first day 
of July of each year, until said bonds are redeemed; provider, 
that if there shall be a fraction of leas than a half year, between 
the date of the issuing of said bonds and the first day of Janu- 
ary or July next onsuing, as the case may be, tho interest on 
said bonds shall bo paid for such fraction of » half year, so that 
the interest may theresfter be computed from the first day of 
January or July, as the case may be; said intoreat to be paya- 
ble at such place as shall be designated in the bond, which place 
the Common Council of said city are authorized to select. Both 
the principal and interest of said bonds shall be payable in the 
gold coin of the United States of America. The principal of 
said bonds shall be mado payable in twenty years from the date 
of their iesuc, or after ten and within twenty years, at the 
option of the City of Stockton. The principal of said bonds 
shall be made payable at such place as shall be named therein, 
which place the Common Council are authorized to designate. 
Said bonds shall be mado payable to the Stockton and Visslia 
Railroad Company, its successors or assigns. Said bonds shall 
bo signed by the Mayor of the City of Stockton, as such officer, 
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and shall be countersigned by the Treasurer of said city, as such 
officer, and the seal of said city shall be affixed to each of said 
bonds. The Common Conncil shall cause the fact of the issuing 
of said bonds, together with the number and the delivery thereof 
to the Board of Trustees, to be entered on the journal of thoir 
proceedings. Forty-two coupons for the interest shall be 
attached to cach bond. the first coupon for the interest for the 
fraction of less than a half of a yenr as aforesaid, and the last 
one for the fractional six months interest at the expiration of 
the bond, and the remaining furty for the regular six months 
interest. They shall be attached in such manner that they can 
be removed without mutilation to the bond, and shall bo signed 
by the Treasurer of said city. Whenever any intorest shall 
be paid upon a bond, the person or officer paying the same shall 
receive for the said interest thon duo and paid the coupon eall- 
ing for such interest, and shall cancel the same and transmit it 
to the Clerk of the City of Stockton; and it shall be the duty 
of the Clerk to file the coupons so received and report the same 
to the Common Council at their next mecting. ‘be blanks for 
the bonds provided for by this Act shall be prepared under the 
direction of the Common Council, at the expense of tho city, 
and shall be of a uniform size, style and color. 

Sec. 12. In consideration of the issuance of the bonds pro- 
vided for in thia Act, the following conditions are imposed on 
said conipany, its successors and assigns: 

First-—The western terminus of said railroad shall never be 
removed from the water front within the corporate limits of 
the City of Stockion without the consent of the Common Coun- 
cil of said city being first bad. 

Secon?—Said company, its successors or assigns, shall build 
and oquip fifteen miles of said road, commencing at tho said 
water tront, within eighteen months next after this Act goes 
into effect; and such fifteen miles shall be constructed, and the 
track laid thereon, ina manner and of a class acceptable to 
said Common Council; and the same shall be stocked with the 
requisite number of the most approved cars and engines for 
transporting freight and passengers over the same. 

Third—The City of Stockton shall have a first lien on the 
whole of the first tifteen miles of said road, and on the right of 
way thoreof, and on all lands. turnouts, cars, engines and rolling 
stock belonging to the same. and on every right of said com- 
pany, its successors or assigns, in and to the same; and in the 
event that said company, its successors or assigns, shall fail to 
build the whole of said read from the water front aforesaid, 
through the Coanty of San Joaquin to the county line dividing 
said San Joaquin County from Stanislaus County, and complete 
the same and furnish it as a first class railroad, within thirty 
months next after the passage of this Act, the title to, and 
every right, franchise and interest of the said company, its suc- 
cessors or assigns, in said first fifteon miles of road, and all and 
every appurtenance thereto belonging, shall vest in tho said 
City of Stockton, to the exclusion of every other person or per- 
sons; and 

Fouwrth—Said company, its successors or assigns, shall not 
charge or receive, for transportation over said road, rates to 
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exceed ten (10) cents per ton per mile for freight, and soven 
(7) cents per mile per passenger. 

Sec. 138. On receiving said bonds, the said Board of Trustces 
shall deliver to the Common Council their receipt therefor, 
which shall designate the number of bonds received, and shall 
be entered at length on the journal of said Council and filed by 
the Clerk thereof. ‘The said Board of Truatees shall safely keep 
said bonds, and shall permit no other person or persons to have 
access thereto, and shall deliver them to no other person or per 
sons than those herein designated. Whenever said Board of 
Trustees shall receive the written verified statement of the 
President of said company that the track has been Jaid for the 
distance of five miles fron said water front. and that cars and 
engines are running over the same, and when they shall receive 
also the written statement of the said Common Council that 
such five miles of road has been constructed and the track laid 
in a manner and of » character acceptable to thom, and that 
the same is properly stocked, they shall deliver to said company, 
or its authorized agent, one hundred of said bonds. And when 
said Board of Trustees shall receive from said President and the 
Common Council like statemonta in regard to ten miles of said 
road, they shall deliver tv said company, or its authorized agent, 
another handred of said bonds, And when said Board of Trus- 
tees shall receivo a similar statement from said President and 
said Common Council in regard to fifteen miles of said road, 
they shall deliver to said company, or its authorized agent, the 
remaining one hundrod of said bonds; provided, that if at any 
time, when the statements of said Prosident and Council are 
received hy said Board, as provided in this scction, the interest 
on any of the coupons attached to said bonds are due, such cou- 
pons shall be by said Trustees torn off and cancelled, without 
payment of the interest thereon; and such coupons shall be 
delivered to the Clerk of said city. 

Src. 14. The Common Council of said city shall, prior to the 
first day of Augast in the year in which said bonds shall be

The fund 
thus raised from year to year by this apecial tax shall be styled 
the “ Railroad Interest and Sinking Fund.” The taxes provided 
for in this section shall bo levied and collected in tho same 
manner as taxes fur general city purposes, except us herein 
provided for, and when collected shall bo paid into the city 
treasary, to be applied, under the direction of the Common 
CounciJ— 

: Firsi—The interest tax to the interest falling due on said 

onda, 

Second—The atoresaid Sinking Fund raised from said special 
tax, beginning with said eleventh year, to the redemption of 
the bonds issued under this Act. 

Sec. 15. If at any time, within thirty days next before the 
semi-annual interest on said bonds shall become due, the said 
City Treasurer sball find that the fands in bis hands are insuffi- 
cient to pay the same, ho shall certify such fact to the Common 
Council, who shall authorize him, under their special direction, 
but not otherwise, to draw on the Genoral Fund of the city for 
such moncys as shall be neccessary to make up the deficit; and 
if the General Fund shall be insufficient, the Common Council 
shall provide tho-necessary funds by loan or otherwise. 

Szc. 16. Whenever at any time there shall be in the Sinking 
Fund provided for in this Act, sum of money amounting to 
four thousand dollars, the Common Council shall advertise, at 
the expense of the Sinking Fund, or cause their duly authorized 
agent to advertise, in some paper or papers published in the 
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city or cities in which said bonds are payable, for the space of . 


five weoks, for sealed proposals for the surrender of said bonds; 
and twelve days after the oxpiration of tho time for such pub- 
lication, the Common Council, or their duly authorized agent, 
shall open the sealed proposals, and shall pay and liquidate, as 
far as the Sinking Fund then on hand will go, such bonds as 
shall have been offored at the lowest bid; provided, the same 
shall not exceed the par value thereof; and should there be no 
bids, or not cnongh to exhaust the fands on hand, then the 
redemption shall proceed according to the lowest number of the 
issue of said bonds; and the Council, or their agent, shall give 
four weeks notice of the numbers of the bonds to be paid, in 
some newspaper published in the city or cities in which they 
are payable, after which time said bonds shall cease to draw 
interest; or if the bids to surrender bonds be at the same rate, 
and the bidders do not agree as to which shall have precedence 
in surrendering such bonds, then a now advertisement shall bo 
had in the manner hereinbefore provided ; and whenever there 
shall be sufficient money in the Sinking Fund to pay all of the 
bonds issued under this Act, then tho Common Council, or their 
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avont, shall advertise for two months, in the manner aforesaid, 
for the redemption of all such bonds; after which time such 
bonds shall cease to draw interest. 

Sec. 17. Whenever any bonds have been paid and redeemed, 
the person paying the same shall mark them * Cancelled” across 
the face. in red ink, and transmit to the Treasurer of suid city. 

Sec. [8 The Common Council of said city shall have author- 
ity to designate one or more agents in the city or citios in which 
the interest or principal of said bonds shall be payable, for the 
payment thereof. 

Src. 19. This Act shall take effect and be in force from and 
after its passage.

CHAPTER CCCCIIL. 


An Act to authorize the Treasurer of Sutter County to transfer money 
from the General Fund to the Hospital Fund of said county. 


[Approved April 1, 1870.] 


The People of the State of California, represented in Senate and 
Assembly, do enact as follows: 


Secrron 1. Tho Treasurer of Sutter County is hereby author- 
ized and required to transfer any moneys from the General 
Fund to the Hospital Fund of said county, when ordered 80 to 
do by the Board of Supervisors (which order aball be duly made 
and entored by them in their book of records) ; provided, that 
the amount so transferred, under the provisions of this Act, 
shall not exceed two thousand dollars in any one year.

all necessary purposes, over and across the land or mining 
claims of others, a8 hereinafter prescribed. 


Sec. 2. Whenover any mine or mining claim shall be so sane.

situated that it cannot be conveniently worked without a road 
thereto, or a ditch to convey water thereto, or a ditch or cut to 
drain water therefrom, or without a flume or tunnel thereto, or 
a place whereon to dump or deposit tailings, and such road, 
ditch or drain, or such flume or tunnel shall necessarily pass 
over, across or through or under, aud ‘such place of deposit be 
upon mining claims or other lands owned or occupied by others, 
then shall such first mentioned owner or owners be entitled to 
aright of way for such road, ditch, drain, flumo or tunnel over, 
across or through or under, or to such place of deposit upon 
such other mining claims or lands, upon compliance with the 
provisions of this Act. 


Sec. 38. Whenever the owner or ownors of any mine or Potition to 
mining claim shall desire to work the same, and it is necessary, Gy, 


to enable him or them to du so conveniently, that ho or they Jutge. 


should have a right of way for any of the purposes mentioned 
in the foregoing sections, or that he or they should have a place 
for dumpage and doposit of tailings, as mentioned in the pre- 
ceding section, and such right of way or place of deposit shall 
not have been acquired by private agreoment between him or 
them and the owners or occupants of the claims or Iunds over, 
across, under or upon which he or they seek to establish such 
right of way or place of deposit, then it shall be lawful for him 
or them to present to the County Court, or to the County 
Judge, it the Court be not in session, of tho county wherein 
such mine or claims are situated, a petition, praying that such 
right of way or place of deposit be awarded to him or them. 
Such petition shall bo verified and shall contain a particular 
description of the character and extent of the right sought, 
a description of the mine or claims of the petitioners and of 
the claims or lands to be affected by such right or privilege, 
with tho names of the owners or occupants thereof. It 
shall also show that such right or privilege has not beon 
acquired hy private agreement or contract between the respec- 
tive parties, and shall conclude with a prayer for the allowance 
thereof by the Court or Judge and the appointment of three 
Commissioners to assess the damages resulting from such allow- 
ance. 


Sec. 4. Upon the receipt of such petition and the filing citation. 
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thereof ip the office of tho Clerk of the County Court, the 
Court or Judge, as the case may be, shall direct a citation to 
issue, under the scal of the Court, to the owners named in tho 
petition, of mining claims or lands to be affected by tho grant- 
ing of such right or privilege, requiring them and each of them 
to appear before such Court, or tho Judge thereof, if the Court 
be not in session, on a day therein named, which shall not be 
less than ten days from the service thercof, and show cause 
why such right or privilege should not be awarded or allowed, 
and such Commissioners appointed as prayed for. Such cita- 
tion shall bo served on each of the parties therein named, in 
tho manner prescribed by law for the service of summons in 
ordinary proceedings at law. 

Szo. 5. Upon the day named in the citation, or upon any 
subsequent day to which the hearing may be adjourned, tho 
County Court, or the County Judge, if the Court bo not in ses- 
sion, shall proceed to hear the allegations and proofs of the 
respective parties, and if satistied that the claims of the peti- 
tioners can only bo conveniently worked by means of the right 
of way, privilego or place of deposit prayed for, shall make an 
order adjudging and awarding to such petitioners such right of 
way, privilege or pluce of deposit, and appointing three disin- 
terested persons, residents of the county, as a commission to 
assess the damages resulting to tho ownors of mining claims or 
lands affected thereby. 

Src. 6. The Commissioners so appointed being duly sworn, 
shall procecd without delay to examine the mine or claims of 
tho person or persons petitioning, as well as tho mining claims 
or Jands to be affected by the right or priviloge prayed for. 
They may also hoar testimony relative to the valuo of such 
mining claims or lands and the damages resulting from such 
right or privilege, and report in writing the result of their 
inquiries. to the Court or Judge appointing them. Such report 
shall designate the course or line and dimensions of the road, 
ditch, drain, flume or tannel (as the caso may be), or the place 
of deposit prayed for. It shall furthor designate tho value of 
the lands to be occupied by or appropriated to and for such 
right of way or place of deposit, and assign the damages which 
each of the owners or occupants of mining claims or lands 
affocted by such right or place of deposit shall suffer in conse- 
quence thereof. 

Sec. 7. Within ton days from tho filing of such report, any 
of the partics concerned in the samo may move, for cause 
shown by affidavit, to set aside the same; and if, upon the hear- 
ing of such motion, snch Court or Jndgo shall sot aside or vacate 
such report, a new commission shall be appoiated, which shall 
proceed in all respocts as is provided for the first commission. 
If no motion to set aside the report of tho first or any succeed- 
ing commission be made as provided in the last section, or if, 
being made, it is denied, then the samo shall be regarded as 
final, and an order shall be made by tho Court or Judge in pur- 
suance thereof.

The People of the State of California, represented in Senate and 
Assembly, do enact as follows: 


Section 1. ‘The Surveyor-Goneral of the State of California 
is bereby directod and authorized to appoint and omploy an 
agent to procure from the United States Land Department at 
Washington a transfer from the United States to the State of 
California of tho lands to which the State is or may be entitled 
under any and all of tho land grants made by the United States 
to the State of California. 

Szo. 2 The agent so appointed shall be a resident of the 
State of California and an attorney, familiar by practice and 
experience with the United States land laws, instructions, rules 
and regulations, and the State land laws and systom. 

Sec. 8. It shall be the duty of the agont to procure from tho 
various United States Land Offices in tho State of California, 
from timo to timo, proper and necessary abstracts of all lands 
applied for and sought to be located by the State of California, 
and as spoedily as possible cause said lands to bo liated to the 
State of California by the United States Land Department. 

Sze. 4. Tho agent shall establish an office at the City of 
Washington, and act as attorney for and represent the State 
before the United States Land Department, and get listed to tho 
State of California the lands belonging to or claithed by the State 
of California under any of the land grants mado by the United 
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States to the State of California, and to prosecute on behalf of 
the State all contested cases for lands claimed by the State. 

Seo. 5. ‘The agent, when appointed, shall immediately enter compensa. 
upon the dischargo of his duties, and shall reccive a compensation *"- 
from the State for his services of two and ono-half cents per 
acre for all lands procured to be listed to the State of California 
by the United Statos under any of the land grants made by law 
to the State of California. 

Seo. 6. It shall be the duty of the State Surveyor-General Abstracts

Secrion 1. Section twenty-eight of said Act is amonded so 
as to read as follows: 

Section 28. Tho summons shall be servod by the Sheriff of 
the county whore tho defendant is found, or by his doputy, or 
by a person specially appointed by him or appointed by a Judge 
of the Court in which the action is brought, or by any white 
mile vitizen of the United States over twenty-one years of age, 
who is competent to be a witness on the trial of the action, 
except as hereinafter provided; a copy of the complaint shall 
be served with the summons. Where the summons is served by 
the Sheriff or his doputy, it shall be returned, with the certifi- 
cate or affidavit of the officer of its service and of the service 
of the copy of the complaint, to the office of the Clerk from 
which the sammons issued. When the summons is served by 
any other porson, as before provided. it shall be returned to the 
oftice of the Clerk from which it issued, with the affidavit of 
such person of its service, and of the service of a copy of the 
complaint. If there be more than one defendant in the action, 
and such defendants reside within the county, a copy of the 
complaint need be served on only one of tho defondants. 


CHAPTER CCCCX. 


an Act to provide for the payment of the salary of certain officers in 
the County of Shasta. 


[Approved April 1, 1870.] 


The People of the State of California, represented in Senate and 
ee Assembly, do enact aa follows: 


Secrion 1. From and after the first Monday in March, one 
thousand eight hundred and seventy, the salary of the District 
Attorney and Treasurer of Shasta County shall be paid in 
quarterly instalments of one-fourth the amount of their annual 
salary as allowed by law, respectively, in the manner hercinaf- 
ter provided. 

Szo. 2. The Cqunty Treasurer of Shasta County shall collect 
all fees, perquisites or percentage which now is or may here- 
after be allowed from State. county or any other souree what- 
soever, except as hereinafter provided, and shall keep an acen-

rate account of the sume as directed in this Act, and shall place 
the same to the credit of a fand to be designated and known 
as the County Treasurer’s Salary Fuod, and shall settle for 
and account for the same, under oath, to and before the Board 
of Supervisors of said county at each and every regular quar- 
terly session thereof, and shall pay the same out on all warrants 
drawn in favor of the said County Treasuror for his salary. 

Sec. 3. The County Treasurer shall procure a suitable book 
with index, which shall be known as the “Treasurer's Salary 
Fund Book.” He shall enter in said book a full and accurate 
account of all fees, perquisites and percentage belonging to the 
County Treasurer’s Salary Fund. He shall keep said book in 
such 2 manner as will show the amount of fees or perquisites 
received from timo to time in each case, and by whom paid; 
and when any fees or percentage shall be received which, under 
tho provisions of this Act, may belong to the County ‘Treas- 
urer’s Salary Fund, such fees or percentage shall be entered 
upon said book so as to show from what fund or moneys, and 
the amount thereof, such percentage was derived, together with 
the rate per cent. charged thereon. The Treasurer's Salary 
Fund Book shall at all times during office hours be open to the 
inspection and oxamination of any citizen of said county. 

Sxc. 4. tis hereby made the duty of the said Board of Super- 
visors, at vach of their regular quarterly sessions, to canse to be 
issued to the County Treasurer a warrant or warrants upon tho 
said County Treasurer's Salary Fund for such an amount, not 
excceding one-quarter of his annual salary as allowed by law, 
as may be and appear upon the books of said County Treasuror 
to the credit of said fund at each of the aforesaid quarterly ses- 
sions of tho Board; and if at any regular session of said Board 
the amount appearing to tho credit of said Salary Fund shall be 
insufficient to liqnidate the wholo quarterly instalment as horo- 
inbefore provided, then the Board shall, at the same time, 
cause to be issued to said Treasurer an additional warrant or 
warrants upon the General Fund of the county for such resi- 
due or deficiency, which said additional or later warrants shall 
bo paid ‘from the General Fund of the county, in the samo order

tendent of said home may require, on the admission of any 
such person, a permit from at least one of the Board of Man- 
augers of said home, unless such person is committed to said 
home as provided in the next section of this Act. 

Sree. 2. Any Police Judge or magistrate of the City and 
County of San Prancisco is horeby empowered to commit any 
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person whom he shall convict of habitnal intemperance, to said 
home, for a term not exceeding six months ; provided, the Board 
of Managers of said home may release, by a two-third vote of 
said Board of Managers, any person so convicted or otherwise 
placed in said home bofore his or her sentence shall expire. 

Sec. 3. The said Board of Managers are hereby ompowered 
to reccive and to detain in said home, under such restrictions 
and discipline as they shall deem proper, such persons as may 
be thereto committed or otherwise placed in said home; pro- 
vided, any Court of competent jurisdiction may inquire. by writ 
of haheas corpus, into such detention or discipline, and release 
any person therefrom. 

Seo. 4. Tho said Board of Managers shall have power to 
make by-laws and rules for the government of its body, officers 
and empluyés; to eloct, diseharge and pay such officers and 
employés as may be necessary to manage and carry on said 
home; and to prescribe rules and regulations for the govern- 
ment and management of the inmates and officers of said 
home. 

Seo. 5. The Board of Managers of said home shall elect. 
from their number, a President, Vice President, Treasurer and 
Secretary, and prescribe their respective duties and responsi- 
bilities. 

Seo. 6. Any person having been an officer of said Board, or 
of said homo, or an employé or inmate thereof, who shall, aftor 
his or her term of' office ceases, or employment expires, or has 
beon discharged, retain in his or her possession or control any 
of the proporty of said home, or the books or the papers of said 
Board, or seal theroof, shall bo guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
upon conviction thereof shall be fined not less than five dollars 
and not to excoed five hundred dollars, or imprisonment in the 
county jail not to exceed six monchs, or both such fine and 
imprisonment.

and may have and use a common seal, and tho same may alter 
at pleuanre, and may purchase, receive, hold and enjoy real and 
personal property, and sell, convey, mortgage and dispose of 
the same for the common benetit; provided, that it shall pur- 
chase without the city no property except such as shall be 
doemod necessary for establishing hospitals, prisons, cemeteries 
and industrial schools. 

Sec. 2. The government and jurisdiction of tho City of corporate 
Stockton shall extend over and embraco all that district of #™ 
country situated in tho County of San Joaquin which is con- 
tained within the boundaries mentioned in section one of an Act 
entitled an Act to reincorporate the City of Stockton, and 
amendatory of and supplemental to an Act entitled an Act to 
reincorporate the City of Stockton, approved April twenty- 
first, cighteen hundred and sixty-two, approved January twenty- 
sixth, cightcen hundred and seventy. Tho Common Council Words. 
shall have power hereafter to divide the city into such wards, not 
exceeding six in number, as they may deem expedient and 
necessary, and to define the boundaries thereof, and may alter 
the same ; provided, that any such alteration shall be made at 
least three months previous to the annual clection of city officers, 
and shall apportion the number of Councilmen to which cach 
ward shall be entitled, which apportionment shall be according 
to population. 


OFFICERS AND THE ELECTION OF OFFICERS. 


Sec. 8. The officers of tho City of Stockton shall consist of oftcers. 
a Mayor, twelve Councilmen, a Collector, who shall also be the 
Street Commissioner, an Assessor, Treasurer, Clerk, Police 
Judge and Chief of Police, with auch assistants as theo Common 
Council may appoint, to be kuown as policemen. The Common 
Council may, if deemed expedient, also apnoint a City Sur- 
veyor, a City Attorney, and Clork of the Police Court, and 
any other officers heroin authorized to be appointed, and may 
by ordinance prescribe their duties and compensation. 

Sec. 4. On the first Monday in May of cach and evory suc- Charter 
ceeding year, a charter election shall be held, at which the °°

legally qualified voters of said city shall elect the following 
officers, viz: A Mayor, one Assessor. a Chief of Palice, a Col- 
lector and Street Commissioner, and six members of the Com- 
mon Council; provided, however, that at the first charter clec- 
tion, to be held on the first Monday in May, eighteen hundred 
and seventy, they shall clect twelve members of the Common 
Council, as hereinafter prescribed in section ten of thia Act. 

Sec. 5. A Mayor shall be elected at the charter election to 
be held on the first Monday in May, Anno Domini eighteen 
hundred and seventy, and annually thereaftor, who shall hold 
his office for one year and until his sucecssor shall be duly clected 
and qualitied. 

Sec. 6. Jt shall be tlie duty of the Mayor, in addition to tho 
other duties required of him by this charter— 

First—To communicate to the Common Council, quarterly, a 
gevoral statement of the situation and condition of the city, in 
relation to its government, finances and improvements. 

Sccond—To recommend to the Commou Council the adoption 
of all such measures as he shall deem expedient, relating to the 
police. security. health, cleanliness and ornament of tho city, 
and the improvement of its government. 

Third—To preside over the Common Council when present 
at their meetings 

Fourth—lt shall be the duty of the Mayor to sign all ordi- 
nances passed by the Common Council. if he approves the same ; 
but if he shall not approve any ordinance submitted to him, he 
shall return it with his objections, in writing, to the Council, 
who shall eause the same to be entered on tho journal, and pro- 
cced to reconsider the ordinance. If, after such reconsideration, 
two-thirds of the members clect shall agree to pass the ordi- 
nance, it shall become a law. If any ordinance shall not be 
returned by the Mayor within seven days after it shall have 
been presented to him, it shall becomo as effective us if he had 
signed it. 

Sec. 7. <A Collector and Street Commissioner shall be elected 
annually, at the charter election to be held on the first Monday 
in May, who shall hold his office for one year and until his suc- 
cessor is duly elected and qualified. It shall be the duty of the 
Collector and Street Commissioner to collect all taxes, assess- 
mentx. licenses, wharfage rates and all other moneys and dues 
belonging to or which the city may be entitled to in any man- 
ner whatever, and pay over the sume as required by the Com- 
mon Council. Ee shall regulate the landing and stationing of 
all steamers, vessels and boats The City Colloctor and Street 
Commissioner shall, when required by the Street Committee, 
report to them the condition of all streets, sidewalks, cross- 
walks, bridges, public buildings, and shall, ander the direction of 
the Street Committee, auperintend all building or repairs on 
such strects, public buildings. bridges, sidewalks and crosswalks, 
and to perform such other duties as are hereinafter provided, or 
shall be detined by ordinance. 

Src. 8. An Assessor shall be elocted annually, at the charter 
election to be held on the first Monday in May, and shall hold 
his offive for one year and until his successor is duly clected and 
qualified. 
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Sec. 9. A Chief of Police shall be elected annually. at the cnier or 
charter election to be held on the first Monday in May. and Pele. 
shall hold his office for one year and until his successor shall be 
duly elected and qualified ; and the duties of the Chief of Police, 
in addition to those hereinafter prescribed, shall be defined by 
an ordinance of the city. 

Sec. 10. Twelve members of the Common Council shall bo Common 

elected at the charter clection to be held on the first Monday in &™™ 
May, Anno Domini eighteen hundred and seventy. The term 
of office of a member of the Common Council shall be two years, 
and he shall hold his office until his suecessor is duly elected 
and qualitied. At the first meeting of the Comn.on Council 
elect held after the charter election to be licld ou the first Mon- 
day in May, eighteen hundred and seventy, the members of the 
Common Council shall be divided into two equal classes, by lot. 
The seats of membors of the Common Council of the first class 
shall be vacated at the end of ithe first year ensuing the date 
of their election; and of the second class, at the end of the 
second year; xo that one-half shall be chosen annually at the 
charter clection to be held on the first Monday in May. 

See. 1]. It shall be the duty of the Common Council to call Manner of 
all city elections; to designate the time and places of holding Wllng ely 
the same, giving at least ten days notice thereof; and for all of 
which they shall appoint one Inspector or Clerk, and two 
Judges of Election for cach ward or election precinct in said 
city, who, together with two Clerks to be appointed hy the said 
Inspector or Clerk and said Judges, shall take the oath of office 
prescribed by law for Inspectors, Judges and Clerks of State and 
county elections, and all provisions of Jaw regulating clections 
for State and county officers not conflicting herewith shall apply 
as far as practicuble to clections under this charter. Tho polls 
for all city elections shall bo opened at ciyht o'clock a. m. and 
continue open until sunset of the same day. In case any of the 
officers so designated shall fail to attend, those attending, with 
the electors assembled, shall fill their places by appointing others 
competent, from among the qualified electors present; and all 
returns of city elections shall be made ont and signed by officers 
of such election, in the usual form, and deposited with the Clerk 
of tho city within two days after election; and the persons 
having the plurality of the votes cast for each of the respective 
offices voted for shall be declared duly elected; and no person 
who is not @ qualified voter shall be cligible to any office under 
this charter; nor shall any person be entitled to vote at any city 
election unless be shall be an elector for State and county offi- 
cers, and shall have actually resided within the said city and in 
the ward where he may offer to vote thirty days preceeding such 
election, nor unless he be duly registered and enrolled in accord- 
ance with the provisions of the Registry Act of this State ; pro- 
wded, that those who may remove with their tamilies frum one 
ward to another within thirty days prior to such elections shall 
be entitled to vote in the ward to which they havo removed. 

Tf any person not having the legal qualifications of an clector 
under this Act shall fraudulently vote or fraudulently attempt 
to vote at any city clection, or if auy clector shall vole more 
than once at any such election, or shall knowingly hand in two 
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or more ballots folded together, or shall attempt to vote more 
than once at the samo election, such person, on conviction 
thereof, shall be fined in any sum not less than twenty nor 
more than five hundred dollars, or imprisonment in the county 
jail for any period not more than three months, or may be pun- 
ished by both such fine and imprisonment. 

Sec 12. On the third day after the election, the Mayor and 
Common Council shall convene at their usual placo of mecting, 
and shall proceed publicly to canvass the result, and shall issue 
certificates of election to cach person elected by a plurality of 
votes.

Sec. 14. Every newly olected Common Council, at their first 
meeting after the annual election, and at any other meeting 
where from any cause it may bocome necessary, shall elect a 
President from their own body, who shall preside at all mect- 
ings when the Mayor is not present, and whenever there is a 
vacancy in the office of Muyor, or whenever the Mayor is 
absent from the city. or is unable. frora sickness or othor cause, 
to discharge the duties of his office, the President sball act as 
Mayor, and possess all the powers and perform ail the dutios of 
the Mayor during such absence, vacancy or disability. The 
President of the Common Council shall countersign all warrants 
and licenses issued under the ordors of the Common Council or 
ordinances of the city. 

Seo. 15. Any or cither of tho offices mentioned in this Act 
may be declared vacant by the Common Conncil, when the per- 
son elected shall, for ten days after the time of his election, fail 
to qualify and enter upon the duties of his office; and any or 
either of said offices nay be declared vacant when, after being 
qualified, and after centering upon the dischargo of its duties, 
the person elected shall absent himself trom the said city for 
the epace of ten days continuously, without the consent of the 
Common Council, or shall neglect or refuse to discharge the 
duties of his office; provided, however, that this section shall 
not apply to the offices of Mayor, or members of the Common 
Council, or Police Judge.

Sec. 17. Whena vacancy shall occur in the office of Assessor, 
Collector and Street Commissioner, Chief of Police, or any other 
officer herein provided for, by death. resignation, or otherwise, 
the Common Council shall elect some person to fill such vacancy, 
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and at such election a majority of all the members elected of 
the Common Council shall be necessary for a choico. Any por- 
son clected to fill a vacancy shall hold tho office for the residue 
only of the term of his immediate predecessor. 

Src. 18. On the second Monday of May of each year, the Ktertion of 
newly elected Common Council shall elect a Treasurer, Clerk, (oye) 
and Police Judge, and may at the same timo, if deemed expe- Police Judge 
diont, elect a City Attorney, a City Surveyor, a Clerk of the 
Police Court, and all other officers herein authorized to be by 
thom elccted. each of whom shall hold his respective office for 
one year, and until his successor is elected and qualified, unless 
sooner removed, us herein provided. 


OF THE COMMON COUNCIL—TIIEIR DUTIES AND POWERS. 


Sec. 19. The Mayor and Councilmen of the city shall con- meettags of 

stituto the Common Council, who shall meot on the first Mon- Sommen 
day subsequent to the annual election, and at auch other times 
as they shull by vote direct. The Mayor may call special meet- 
ings at any time by written notice to each member, servod per- 
sonally, or left at his place of business or residence. At all 
meotings of the Common Council, the Mayor, when present, 
shall presido. A majority of the Common Council shall con- 
stitute a quornm for the transaction of business, but a smaller 
number may adjourn from time to timo, and they may compel 
tho attendance of absent members; and they may also punish 
their members for disorderly conduct, and for such conduct may 
expel a member by a two-third vote. When there is a quorum 
present. « majority may pass any by-law, order, ordinance or 
resolution, except as hereinafter otherwise directed. In tho 
proceedings of the Common Council, each member present shall 
have a vote, except the Mayor. who shall have a casting vote 
when the votes of the other members-are tied. ‘The Common 
Council shail determine tho rules of their proceedings, and the 
qualifications and election of their members; and it shall be the 
duty of its members to attend all regular and special mectings, 
ad serve on committees. The sittings of the Common Council 
shall be open to the public, except when in the opinion of the 
Common Vouncil the interest of the city shall require scerecy. 
A journal of their proceedings shall be kept by the Clerk, under 
thoir diroction; and the ayes and noes on any question shall bo 
taken and entered upon the journal at the request of any two 
members.

To 
provide for all public buildings, parks or squares necessary or 
proper for the use of the city. To establish a Board of Loalth. 
Yo prevent the introduction and apread of discase. To estab- 
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lish a City Infirmary and provide for the indigent sick; and to Powers ond 
provide and regulate for the protection of the health, cleanli- 
ness, ornament, peace and good order of the city. To control 
and regulate intermonts, and prohibit them within the city 
limits. To prevent and reatrain any riot or riotons assemblage 
or disorderly conduct in any place, house or strect in the city. 
‘To prevent, remove and abate nuisances at the expense of the 
parties creating, causing or committing the same. To maintain 
and regulate a common pound for estrays. and to appoint a 
Poundkeeper, who shall be paid out of the fines imposed and 
collected of the owncra of any animals impounded, and from no 
other source. To prevent and regulate the running at large of 
any or all domestic animuls within the city limits, or any part 
thereof; and regulate or prevent the keeping of such animals 
within any part of the city. To control and regulate all 
slaughter houses, tanneries, forges and offensive trades, and pro- 
vide for their exclusion or removal from tho city limits or any 
part‘thereof.

3 and to licenso 
or suppregs runners for steamboats, railroads, taverns or hotels. 
To determine and impose the fines, forfeitures and ponalties that 
shall be incurred for the breach or violation of uny city ordi-

no penalty is affixed thereto or provided by Inw; and Lo appro- 
priate all such fines, penaltios and forfeitures for the benefit of 
the city; but no ponalty to be enforced shall exceed, for any one 
offence, the amount of five hundred dollars fine or three months 
imprisonment, or both; and every violation of any lawful order, 
regulation or ordinatice of the Common Council of the City of 
Stockton, is hereby declared a misdemeanor or public offence, 
and all prosecutions for tho same may be in the name of the 
People of the State of California.

hundred and fifty-two (1852), and an Act amendatory thercof, 
approved April second (2d), eighteen hundred and fifty-three 
(1853), and the principal and interest secured by the bonds 
issued under the provisions of an Act entitled an Act to author- 
izo the City of Stockton to rcisaue bonds, approved March

of the funds into which it is hereby divided may, by order of 
the Council, be transferred to another of said funds, if deemed 
expedient; provided. always, that the said “old city debt tax” 
shall be assessed, levied and collected upon all the personal and 
real property taxable for State purposes which is situated and 
contained within the following boundaries in said city, to wit: 
That portion of said city bounded on the north by Flora street, 
on the cast by Aurora street, on the south by Anderson street 
and on the west by Bragg and Tule strects, und that portion 
only; and no property in said city which may he assessed for 
municipal purposes and is situated without the boundaries 
next hercinbefore named shall cver be liable to taxation, or be 
taxed by the corporate authorities of said city for the purposes 
of paying said old city debt, or any part thereof

districts. guthorized and required, in all assessments for municipal pur- 
poses of the taxable property within the boundaries of said city, 
as fixed by this Act, to divide the city into two (2) districts,

‘yor oMcers Hrovide for the accountability of the City Assessor, Treasurer, 
Clerk, Police Judge, Collector and Street Commissioner, City 
Attornoy, and all other officers herein provided for, by requir- 
ing from them sufficient security for the faithful performance of 
their dutics or trusts, which security shall be given by them 
before entering on their respective duties. In case such sccu- 
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rity should become insufficient, additional security may be 
required, and if not given within teu days, the Common Council, 
by a vote of two-thirds of the members, shall declare the office 
vacant, and order a new election to fill such vacancy. 

Sec. 27. The Common Council shall not create, audit, allow, Limitation 
nor permit to accrue, any dobts or liabilities above tho actual “Mite. 
revenue and available means in the treasury that may be legally 
apportioned for such purpose Nor shall any warrant be drawn 
or evidences of indebtedness be issued, unloss there shall be 
sufficient money in the treasury justly applicable to meet the 
same 

Sec. 28. All accounts and demands that shall lawfully arise Accounts 
against the city shall be submitted to the Common Council, and sust the 
if found correct, shall be allowed, and an order be mado that 
tho demand bo paid; upon which, tho Clork shall draw a war- 
rant, which shall be countersigned by tho President of tho 
Common Council, upon the Treasurer, in favor of the owner or 
owners of the demand, specifying for what purpose and by 
what authority it is issued, and out of what fund it shall be paid, 
and the Treasurer shall pay the same out of the proper fund. 

Sxo. 29. All license taxes and moneys collected for wharf- License | 
age, and for all other duos and charges, shall be paid into the wharige. 
General Fund, unless otherwise ordered by the Common Coun- 
cil; and all taxes, license taxes, dues and charges, and wharfage 
ratos and assessments, shall be payable and collectable in coin. 

Sec. 30. Tho annual expenses of the City of Stockton shall Annuat 
not exceed the sum of forty thousand dollars (840,000); pro- *P°™** 
vided, however, that tho monoys authorized to be raised and 
expended by the provisions of section twonty-two (22) and 
twonty-five (25) of this chartor shall not bo considored a por- 
tion of the said annual expense [f at any timo after the sum additional 
of forty thousand dollars ($10,000) shall have boen expended in “Peat 
any year, it shall appear that the interests of the said city 
demand an oxpenditure of an additional sum, the Common 
Council shall make a report of the same, which shall be pub- 
lished for at least three (3) weeks in some newspaper printed 
and published in said city, particularly specifying the object or 
objects for which said expenditnro is required, and the amount 
of money necessary to bo raised to meet the same; at any time 
within ten days after the expiration of said publication, the 
Common Council shall ordor an election, giving ten days notice 
thereof, at which those persons who are legal voters of said 
city may vote for or against a tax to raise such additional sum. 

The cloction shall be conducted and returns made and canvassed 
in all respects as the general election of said city, and a majority 
shall dotermine if such tax be levied or not. If the vote is in 
favor of such tax, the Common Conneil shall forthwith (by an 
order to be entered on the journal of their procecdings) order 
tho tax to be levied and collected, upon the basis of the last 
assessment, and shall make the proposed expendituro; provided, 
that tho special tax thus to be lovied shall, for no one your, be 
more than one per cent. upon the valuation of the real and per- 
sonal property in the city, as shown by the last assessment roll. 
All special taxes to be levied and collected under the provisions Tevy and 


of this scction, shall be levied and collected in the manner, paver ia 
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forms and ways prescribed for the levying and collecting of 
the general taxes of said city ; and, as a security for their pay- 
ment, a lien shall attach to and against cach lot of land for 
the amount assessed against it, from the date of the order; and 
every person, firm or corporation against whom a tax shall 
be thus asscasod, shall be personally liablo to pay the amount 
to said city. Suid lien shall continue until such taxes are paid, 
or the property become vested in a purchaser under a salo 
therefor. 

Sec. 81. Every appropriation on payment of money, or 
promises to pay money, which may hereafter bo made or ordered 
by the Common Council, in excess of said sum of forty thou- 
sand dollars ($40,000), unless it shall be authorized by a vote of 
the electors of said city, as provided for in section twenty-nine 
of this Act, shall be invalid, illegal and void, and shall be recov- 
erable by the city from the party or partics to whom the same 
is made, if knowingly taken or recovered by such party or par- 
ties; and the members of the Common Council who shall have 
voted for the same shall be individually, jointly and severally 
liable for such excess, and it may bo recovered from them in 
any Court of competent jurisdiction, by the party or parties 


» With whom they may havo contracted, or by the city, if pay- 
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ment has been actually made. 

Seo. 82. All contracts for work or material to be porformed 
or used in the erection of any public building, or in the erection 
of any wharf, bridge, drain, sewer, aqueduct, conduit, well or 
cistern, or in the improvemont of any street, avenue, lovee or 
sidewalk, or public square, in said city, except as hercinatter 
specially provided, when the cost shall exceed five hundred 
dollars (§500), shall be Ict to the lowest responsible bidder, 
notice having been previously givon in a newspaper published 
in said city ; Tit the Common Council may reject all bids when 
considered too high; and no officer of said city shall be inter- 
ested in any contract to which the city is a party, and any 
contract contrary to the provisions of this section shall be void. 


TAXES AND COLLECTION OF TAXES. 


Sec. 88. Itshall be the duty of tho City Assessor to prepare, 
botween tho first day of January and the tirst Mouday in April, 
in each year, and present to the Common Council with his 
certificate of its correctness, a list of' all the real and personal 
property within the city taxable for Stato and county purposes, 
with a true valuation thereof, which said assessment list shall 
conform as near as practicable, when not inconsistent with the 
provisions of this Act, to the assessmont lists required by law 
to be made by County Assessors for State and county purposes ; 
aso, to make all assessments for the improvements of streets, 
as hereinafter provided, and return the assessment list thereof 
to the City Clork; to be present at the sessions of all Boards 
of Equalization mentioned in this Act, and to furnish to said 
Boards such information as may be required, but he shall have 
no vote in the procecdings of said Boards; and it shall be his 
duty to perform such other services in reference to the assess- 
ments of property in the city, and otherwise appertaining to 
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his officc, as tho Common Conneil, by ordinance or resolution, 

may roquire. Tho Common Council, or a committee of thoir Beard ot | 
number appointed for that purpose, shall constitute a Board of Buwliation 
Kiqualization, and shall, as soon as the Assessor shall have com- 

pleted aud handed in his assessment list, and after ten days 

notice published in some newspaper in said city, hold their 
meetings to hear and determino all complaints respocting the 
valuation of property us fixed by the Assessor in the asgess- 

meat list, and shall have power to modify and change such valu- 

ation in any way they, or a majority of thom, shall doom just 

and proper. Said meetings may bo held from time to time, as 

in said notice specified, fur tho period of two weeks, and no 
longer. They, or 2 committee thercof for that purpose appointed 

or designated, shall act as a Board of Equalization of assess- 

ments for the construction and improvement of streets, and 

when meeting for that purpose shall hold their sessions for such 

period of time only as may bo required to consider the matter 
submitted to them and take action in reference thereto. 

Sxo. 34. During tho seasion of the Board of Equalization the correction of 
City Assessor shall enter upon the assossment list all the changes “r7men* 
and corrections mado by tho Board. and may assess and add to 
said list any property in said city not proviously assossed, and, 
upon the adjournment of the Board, the City Clerk shall add a 
the columns of valuation and enter the total valuation of cac 
description of property in the list; and bo shall also carry out, 
in a separate monoy column in the list, the amount of taxes 
assessed against cach individual, firm, company, corporation or 
unknown owner, and add and put down tho aggregate of all 
the taxos as shown by the list; and as thus equalized and carried 
ont, the Clerk shall certify to its correctness, and chargo the 
Collector with the amount of taxes as footed up, and tako his 
receipt therefor when the list is deliverod to said Collector for 
collection. 

Sec. 35. On the first Monday in April in each and every when taxes 
year, the Common Coungil, by an ordinance, shall lovy upon all * be leried 
the roal and porsonal property in the city taxable by law for 
State purposes, a tax for school purposes and for tho current 
and general expenses of the city, and also, in conformity with 
the provisions of this Act, shall levy a tax for the payment of 
the “old city debt” upon all the property, real and personal, 
taxable by law for State purposes, in that portion of said city 
which is embraced within the boundaries hereinbefore desig- 
nated as liable to said tax; und evory tax so levied is hereby 
mado a lien, which lien shall attach on tho first Monday in 
April in cach year, to and against all property assessed, for the 
amount assessed against it, and shall not be satisfied or removed 
unti)] the taxes are paid or the proporty has absolntely vested 
in a purchaser under and by a sale for the taxos assessed against 
it. ‘Tho terms “real” and “personal” property shall be co-cx- 
tensive in meaning with tho same terms as used in tho revenue 
laws of this State. 

Seo. 30. The assessment list, as equalized-by the Board and Collection 
footed and certified by the Clerk, shall bo delivered to the Col- *“** 
lector on tho second Monday of May in each-year, and he shall 
immediately and with diligence collect the taxes specified therein, 
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and pay over the same into the irensury, taking a reccipt there- 
for. For the purpose of collecting the taxes anthorized to be 
raised and collected by this Act, the City Collector shall have 
such powers as are given by ithe revenue laws of this State to 
Collectors of State and county taxes, so far as the same are 
applicable. The fiscal year shall begin on the first day of Jan- 
uary. 

Sec. 87. All taxes due the City of Stockton, or hereafter to 
be levicd and assessed, unless paid to the City Collector on or 
beforo the second Monday in June in each year, shall be deemed 
delinquent. 

Szo. 38. On tho second Monday in June in each year the 
Collector, at the close of his official business on that day, and 
after which he shall not reccive any moncy for taxes, shall enter 
upon the asseasment roll a statement that he has made a levy 
upon all property therein assessed, tho taxes upon which have 
not been paid; and shall immediately ascertain the total amount 
of taxes then unpaid, and filo in the office of said Clerk a list 
of all persons and property then owing taxes. verified by his 
oath, which list shall be completed by the first Monday of July, 
and shall be known as the delinquent list. 

Sec. 389. The City Attorney of the City of Stockton is 
hereby authorized and dirceted to commence civil actions in 
the name of the City of Stockton, in the Police Court, or in 
tho District Court in and for said county, the jurisdiction of the 
Court to be determined by the amount sued for or tho relief 
sought, as in other civil actions, to recover the unpaid taxes 
which may hereafter become delinquent; and he shall designate 
tho amount of taxcs duoc and unpaid, and shall state the kind 
and quantity of property assessed, both real and personal, and 
if any roal, describe the same. The complaint in all such 
actions, may be as follows, viz: 


The State of California, County of San Joaquin. The City 
of Stockton vs. A. B. and the roal estate and improvements in 
Stockton (describing them). The City of Stocktun, by Q &., 
City Attorney of the City of Stockton, complains of A. B. and 
also tho folluwing real ostate and improvoments (description of 
property), and fur cause of action says: That between the first 
Monday of , Anno Domini eighteen hundred , in 
the City of Stockton, in the State of California, O. P.. then and 
there boing Assessor of said city, did duly assess and set down 
upon an assessment roll all the property, both real aud per- 
sonal, in said city, subject to taxation; and that said assess- 
ment roll was afterwards submitted to the Board of Equalization 
of said city, and was by said Board duly equalized as provided 
‘by law; that said A. B. was then and there owner of, and that 
there was duly assessed to him the above deseribed real estate, 
improvements npon real estate, and certain personal property 
situated in said city; and that upon such property there has 
‘been duly levied for the fiscal year ending ;Anno Domini 
eighteen hundred .acity tax, amounting in the whole 
to dollars, all of which is due, delinquent and unpaid ; 
of which amount dollars was duly assessed and levied 
against the real estate, and dollars against the improve- 
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raents aforesaid. Wherefore, said plaintiff prays judgment 
against said A. B. for the sum of dollars, in gold or silver 
coin of the United States (the whole of said tax), and separate 
judgment against said real estate and improvements for the 
sum of dollars, in like coin (the tax thereon), and for 
such other and further judgment as to justice belongs, and for 
all costs subsequont to the assessment of said taxes, and of this 
action.

The defendant shall not be allowed to sect up or show any Anewer. 
informality in the levy or assessmont as a defence, such defend- 
ant being allowed only to plead— 

Firse—That tho taxcs have been paid before suit 

Second—That taxes, with costs, have been pnid since suit. 

Third—Deonying all claim, title or interest in the property 
assessed at the time of assessinent. 

Fourth—Fraud in the assessment, or fraud in failing or neglect- 
ing to comply with the provisions of this Act, by which fraud 
the party or property assessed has sufferod injury; provided, 
howover, that the acts herein required between the assessment 
and the commencement of suit shall be deemed directory 
merely, and no other answer shall be permitted ; and no answer 
rhe be filed in any such case unless the same be verified by 
oath. 

Sec. 40 The delinquent tax list for the fiscal year, duly cer- prorot 
tified by tho proper officers, shall be delivered to the City Attor. ‘linauency. 
ney, and tho said delinquent lists, or the original or duplicate 
assessment roll, or a copy of any entry therein, duly certified, 
showing unpaid taxes againxt‘any person or property, shall be 
evidenve in any Court to prove the delinquency, property 
assessed, the amount of taxes due and unpaid, aud that all the 
forms of law in relation to the levy and assessment of said 
taxes have been complied with, and neither the delinquent tax 
list nor tho assessmeut roll need be filed in any case. 

Seo. 41. Judgments rendered in sach cases in the District Judgments, 
Court sball be docketed and become licns upon all property of 
the defendant or defendants liable to taxation, and may be 
enforced against tho same; and the City Attorncy may file 
transcripts of judgments rendered in the Police Court under 
this Act with the County Clerk of San Joaquin County, who 
shall thereupon docket such judgments, and they shall becomo 
liens from and after such docket entry, in like manner as judg- 
ments rendered in the District Court under this Act; and the 
County Clerk may issuo execution on such docketed judgments 
of the Police Court as on judgments rendered in the District 
Court. 

Sec. 42. An Act to regulate proceedings in civil cases in the Act made 
Courts of justice iu this State, so far as tho same is consistent “Plesble. 
with the provisions of this Act, is hereby made applicable to pro- 
ceedings under this Act; and any deed derived from a sale of peeas. 
real property under this Act shall be vonclusive evidenco of 
title, except as against actual frauds or prepay ment of the taxos, 
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and shall entitle the holder thereof to a writ of assistance from 
tho District Court to obtain posscasion of such property; pro- 
vided, that the Sheriff or other officer who may sell such prop- 
erty, shall only sell the smallest quantity that any purchaser 
will tako and pay the judgment and all the costs; provided, 
farther, that when proporty sold belongs to minors or persons 
under legal disability, they shall have until six months after 
said disability is removed to redeom said property by paying 
the whole bid, all subsequent taxes, interest and costs. 

Sec. 43. 1f any real estate or improvements in snid city, 
upon which the taxes remain unpaid, has been assessed to 
“unknown” or “owner unknown,” the person liablo to pay 
tho taxes thereon may be sued by x fictitious namo, and service 
of summons in such cases, whether issued in the District or 
Police Court, may, by order of the Court, bo mado by publica- 
tion of a copy of the summons once cach week for three succes- 
sive weeks in a newspaper published in the city, and any nam- 
ber of summons may be included in one publication. The ser- 
vice of the summons shall be complete at the expiration of the 
timo of such publication. Service of summons may also be 
made in the same manner by order of the Police Judge or Judge 
of the District Court in which the suit is commenced, when the 
person or porsons to whom such property has boon assessed, 
and upon which taxes are unpaid, cannot be found within the 
city, and such fact shall appear by tho return of the officer to 
whom the summons in such cases have been delivored. Proof 
of such publication may bo made by the affidavit of the pub- 
lisher or principal clerk of the newspaper in whieh sach sum- 
mons are published, and the publisher shall receive for each 
summons ao published, the sum of four dollars, to be taxed and 
paid as other costs in the case; and a deed derived from the 
sale of such property under the provisions of this Act shall be 
equally conclusive against the true owner of such property as 
if the action had been prosecuted against said owner by his 
real name. 

Sec. 44. For services under this Act, the City Attorney 
shall be entiticd to a compensation equivalent to fifteen per 
cent. on the amount recovered, to be added thereto if paid 
bofore judgment, and if not so paid, then twenty-five per cent. 
to bo added to and to conatituto a part of the judgment, and ten 
per cent. upon all amounts paid over or collected under this Act, 
bofore the commencement of suit; and all officers shall perform 
such services as may bo required of them under this Act with- 
out the payment of fees in advance, but they may charge and 
receive to their own uso such fees as are allowed for similar 
services in othor cases ; provided, such feces are collected of the 
defendants, and in no caso shall tho city be liable for services 
rendered under this Act. 

Seo. 45. The Common Council may from timo to time pre- 
scribo by ordinance such other forms of complaint for the coilec- 
tion of delinquent taxes and assessments, in addition to those 
prescribed by this Act, not conflicting with the laws of the 
State, as may be adequate for the purpose. 
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Sec. 46. For the purpose of enabling the city authorities of Ascummeut 
the City of Stockton to levy and collect the annual and special pistrict.”

Src. 48. All the provisions of this Act concerning the assess- 
ing and collecting of taxes for the City of Stockton shall be 
applicable, so far as practicable, to the two sections next pre- 
ceding, and after the present year the general provisions of this 
Act relating to taxation shall have fall force and effect. 


PUBLIC SQUARES AND STREETS. 


Sec. 49. Whenever the Common Council shall deem it expe- 
dient to grade, improve and ornament the public squares or 
grounds of the city, an order shall be entered on the journal of 
their proceedings, requiring the same to be done; which order 
shall designate the sqnure to be graded, ornamented and 
improved, and shall particularly describe the improvements to 
be mado, with all the specifications of the same, the terms of 
payment, tho time when tho work shall be commenced and com- 
pleted, and requiring the Clerk of the Common Council to cause 
the same to be published four weeks in a newspaper published 
in the city, and to solicit bids in sealed envelopes (to be opened 
on a day fixed), for the performance of the work. On the day 
appointed for the opening of the bids, the Common Council, or 
a committee, if a committee be appointed for tho pee shall 
open the bids, and the contract for the work shall be let to the 
lowest bidder; provided, that the Common Conungil, or said com- 
mittee, may reject all bids offered. A bond, with sufficient 
sureties, payable to the city, for the performance of the work 
according to the order and specifications therein, shall be 
required from the person or firm to whom the contract shall be 
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given. expenditures under this section shall be paid by the 
city. 

Src. 50. Whenover it shall be deemed expedient by the Com- Grating ot 
mon Council to pave or repavo, grade or regrade to the official 
prade of said city, macadamize, plank or replank, gravel or 
regravel, or otherwise improve anew any street or streets, ave- 
hue or avenues, levee or levees, or any portion of any street, 
avenue or levee in said city, or to grade or rograde any side- 
walk, or to construct anew sidewalks, sewers, culverts and curb- 
ing in said streets, avenues and levees, the Common Council 
may order the work to be dono after giving notice of their 
intention so to do in the form of a notice of intention, describ- 
ing the proposed work, signed by the Clerk, to be published for 
ten days in » nowspaper printed in the city. At the expiration 
of the time as given in any such notice of intention, said Com- 
mon Council shall be deemed to have acquired jurisdiction to 
order any of the work, in this section provided for, to be donc; 
and all owners of lands, blocks or portions of blocks, lots or por- 
tions of lots, who may feel aggrieved or who may have objec- 
tions to any of the subsequont proceedings of the Common 
Council. in relation to the work proposed and described in the 
notice of intention, shall file, within the timo fixed for that pur- 
pose in any such notice, with the City Clerk, who shall indorse 
thereon the date of its reception by him, a remonstranco, wherein 
thoy shall state in what respect they feel aggrieved and their 
reasons for objecting to the proceedings. Said remonstrance Remon- 
shall bo considered b the Common Council, and their decision “"- 
thereon shall be final and conclusive; provided, that if parties 
owning two-thirds of the front feet of the real estate fronting 
on any strect, avenue, levee or sidewalk on which, as a whole, 
said work or improvement is proposed to be done, shall remon- 
atrate against said work or improvement, said Common Coancil 
shall then suspend further proceedings for the term of one 
month, unless the owners as aforesaid shall sooner petition for 
the same to be donc; at the ond of which time, if it is deemed 
expedient that tho work or improvements shall be porformoed or 
constructed, they may procced as if no remonstrance had been 
made ; and provided further, that when one-halfor more, in width 
or in length, of any street, avenue or levee, lying and bein 
betweon two main street crossings, has been already iatproved 
in any manner provided for in this section, said City Council 
may order the remainder improved, notwithstanding the objec- 
tions of property owners fronting thereon. 

Sec. 51. If the ownors of one-half in frontage of lota, blocks when work 
and lands, fronting on any street, avenue or levee in said city, peor 
or any portion thereof, not less than one block, or their duly 
authorized agents, shall petition the suid City Council to order 
any of the work mentioned in section fifty of this Act to be 
done, the said Council shall order the work mentioned in such 
petition to be dune after notico of their intention so to do has 
boen published as provided in tho next preceding section ; but 
in such cases they may receive and consider remonstrances for 
the purpose only of ascertaining whether the petitioners truly 
represent one-half of said owners as in this section required. 

No order or permission shall be given to grade, pave, gravel or 
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plank any street or portion of a street withont oxtending such 
grading, paving, gravelling or planking throughout the whole 
width of such street, or up to the boundary of the sidewalk 
thereof, and all such improvements shall conform to the official 
rade. 
Sec. 52. It shall be tho daty of tho Common Conncil to 
canse an immediate survey of any such proposed work or 
improvements, provided in section fifty of this Act, to be made 
by the City Surveyor or some competent person, in a mannor 
satisfactory to said Council, who shall, on the conclusion of said 
survey, produce a map or diagram indicating the proposed grade 
and the amount of excavation or filling up in front of each 
person’s real estate to he improved, to the middle of the streot; 
or if the improvomonts only oxtend to the sidewalks, then he 
shall indicate, as aforesaid, the amount of excavation or filling 
up required by the sidewalks in front of each person’s real 
estate, or the amount of material and its character, required to 
construct the sidewalks ; and shall also make careful estimates 
of all other materials necessary to carry out such proposed work 
or improvement When the Common Council approve tho sur- 
vey, diagram and specifications so made, the same shall be 
placed on filo in the office of the City Clerk, and they may pro- 
ceed to ordor said work and improvements to bo made in con- 
formity with the provisions of scction fifty of this Act, and 
shall cause such order to be published for at least ten successive 
days in some newspaper published in the said City of Stockton, 
and a notice shall accompany and be published with the ordor, 
soliciting separate scaled proposals, to be directed to and filed 
by the Clerk, for the performance of the work according to the 
survey, diagram and specifications on file in the Clerk’s offico, 
in each block, if there be more than one, and particularly 
describing when the work shall be commencod and when com- 
pleted, and fixing the day, after tho expiration of anch publica- 
tion, v hen the proposals will be opencd and considered by the 
Common Council, or a committee thereof designated for that 
purpose. On the day appointed for the opening and considera- 
tion of the proposals, the Common Council, or suid committeo, 
shall convene in open session, open, examine and publicly declare 
the samo, and shall award a contract to perform the work on 
cach block to tho lowest responsible biddor therefor ; provided, 
the Common Council or said committce may reject any or all 
bids, if thoy should deem it for the public good, and also the 
bid of any party who may have proved delinquent or unfaith- 
ful in any former contract with said city; and in sueh caso, if 
the Common Corneil or said committee so elect, the advertise- 
ment for proposals for sneh work or any part thereof, may be 
renewed, fixing another day for the opening and considering of 
proposals, and persue the same steps required in this section as 
in the first instance. All proposals shall be accompanied with 
a bond in the sum of two hundred dollars, signed by the bidder 
and by two surctios, who shall justify in the manner hereinafter 
provided, conditioned to pay to the said City of Stockton the 
full sam of two hundred dollars, as liquidated damages, if the 
bidder to whom the contract is awarded shall fail or neglect to 
enter into a contract as hereinaftor provided. It shall bo the 
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duty of the City Attorney Lo sue on said bonds in the namo of 


said city, and to pay the amount recovered over to the Treasurer 
of said city, and for his services in such suit the sum of ten dol- 
lars shall bo taxed as costs and recovered. Tho City Council 
shall buve power to relieve the contractor from the performance 
of the conditions of said bond, when good cause is shown there- 
for. All persons who shall fail to enter into contracts as herein 
provided, are hereby prohibited from bidding a second time for 
tho same work. If any bidder shall neglect for five days after 
such award to enter into the contract to him awarded, then the 
City Council, or a committee thereof, shall ayain publish notice 
for five days, and pursue the steps required by this section, the 
same as in the first instance. Iach contractor shall, at the 
time of the execution of his contract, also execute 2 bond to 
the satisfaction of the Mayor of said city, with two or more 
suretics, payablo to the City of Stockton, in such sum as the 
said Mayor shall deom adequate, conditioned for the faithful per- 
formance of the contract; and the sureties shall justify before 
any officer competont to administer an oath, in double the 
amount mentioned in said bond, over and above statutory exemp- 
tions, and any porson suffering damages by reason of the breach 
of said contract may sue on such bond in his own name. 

Sec. 58. The Street Commissioner of said city is hereby 
anthorized, in his official capacity, to make all written contracts 
and receive all bonds authorized by this Act, and to do any 
other act, cither expressed or implied, that pertains to the 
street department under this Act; and said Commissioner shall 
fix tho time for the commencement and completion of the work 
under all contracts entered into by him, in accordance with the 
notice given by the Council, which work sball be prosecuted 
with due diligence from day to day, thereafter, to completion ; 
and may extent the time so fixed, from timo to time, under the 
direction of the City Council. The work provided for in section 
fifty of this Act must in all casos be done under the direction 
and to the satisfaction of the Commissioner, and the materials 
used shall be such as are required by ssid Commissioner, in 
accordance with the contracts; and all contracts made therefor 
must contain this condition, and also express notice that in no 
case, except when it is otherwise provided in this Act, will the 
city bo liable for any portion of the expense, nor for any dolin- 
quency of persons or property assessed. 

Sec. 64. First—The expenses incurred for any work upon 
the streets, avenues and levees of the City of Stockton author- 
ized by section fifty of this Act shall bo assessed upon the lots 
and lands fronting thereon, except as hereinafter specifically pro- 
vided ; cach lot or portion of a lot being separately assessed, in 
proportion to tho frontage, at a rate per foot sufficient to cover 
the total expenses of the work to the centre of the strect on 
which it fronts. 

Second—Tho expenses for all improvments on the spaces 
formed by the junction of two or more strects, or when one 
street crosses another street, or when one main strect termi- 
nates in another main strect, and also tho expenses of making 
all necessary street crossings or crossways, shall be paid by the 
City of Stockton. 
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Third—In all the streets constituting tho water front of the 
City of Stockton, or bounded on one side by the property of 
said city, the expense of work dono on that portion of said 
streets, from the centre line thercof to the said water front, or 
to such property of the city bounded thercon, shall be provided 
for by the said city ; but no contract for any such work shall be 
given, oxcept to the lowest responsible bidder, and in the man- 
ner hereinbefore provided. 

Fourth—W hen any work mentioned in section fifty (50) of this 
Act is done on ono side of the centre line of said streets, avenucs 
and levees, the lots or portions of lots fronting on that side 
only shall be assessed to cover the expenses of said work, 
according to the provisions of this section. 

Src. 55. After the contractor of any strect work has fulfilled 
his contract to the satisfaction of the Strect Commissioner, and 
the work has been accepted by the Street Committee of the 
Common Council, and their acceptance filed with the Clerk, the 
City Assessor is hereby authorized und vequired to make an 
assessment to cover the sum due for the work performed and 
specified in such contract or contracts (including incidental 
Seyener if any), in conformity with the provisions of the pre- 
ceding section, according to the character of tho work dono, 
and prepare an assessment list of the same; which assessment 
list shall briefly refer to the contract, the work contracted for 
and performed, and shall show the amount to be paid therefor, 
together with the incidental expenses, if any; the amount of 
cach assessment; the name of the owner of each lot or portion 
of a lot (if known to the Assessor), if unknown, the word 
“Unknown” shall be written opposite tho number of the lot, 
and the amount assessed thercon; the number of each lot or 
portion of a lot assessed, and the rate per front foot assessed 
thereon; and shall have attached thereto a diagram, showing 
each street, avenue or levee on which any work has been done, 
and showing the relative location of each distinct lot or portion 
of alot to the work done, numbered to correspond with the 
numbers in the assessments, and showing the number of feet 
frontage assessed for said work contracted for and performed. 
Said assessment list shall be certified by the Assessor and pre- 
sented to the Common Council, and on a day to be appointed 
by them, of which notice shall be published for one week in 
some newspaper printed in said city, the said Common Coun- 
cil, or a committee thereof for that purpose appointed or desiy- 
nated, shall sit as a Board of Equalization on said assessment. 
The owners of the lands assessed, the contractor or his assigns, 
and all persons, whether named in the assessment or not, 
directly interested in suid assessment, feeling aggrioved by any 
of the acts or proceedings conecrning such assessment, or hav- 
ing or making any objection to the correctness or legality of 
the assessment, shall at such time specifically make known tho 
cause of their objections and complaint. The said Board may 
correct, alter or modify said assessment in such mannor as to 
them shall seein just, and may instruct and direct said Assessor 
to alter and correct said assessment or diagram in any partic- 
ular, and to make a new diagram, at their option, to conform to 
the decisions of the Board. All the decisions and determina- 
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tiona of said Board, upon notice and hearing. as aforesaid, shall 
be final and conclusive upon all persons entitled to be heard 
before said Board, as to all errors and irregularities which said 
Board could have remedied and avoided. Said assessment list 
shull constitute and operate asa lien upon each lot, or frac- 
tional part of’ a lot, for the amount assessed against it; which 
lien shall continue from the date of the order, and shall not be 
satistied or removed until the amount assessed against it is paid 
or the property becomes vested in a purchaser by a sale thero- 
under. When equalized. as aforesaid. the assessment, list shall 
be filed with the City Clerk, and the City Collector sball imme- 
diately proceed to collect the taxes uxseasod thereon, lor twenty 
(20) days, and pay over the same to the coutractor, first deduct- 
ing tho incidental expenses. After the expiration of the twenty 
(20) days he shall immediately make out and designate on such 
assessment list a list of all delinquents, which assessment list, 
with his certificate thereon, shall be handed by him to the City 
Attorney, who shall proceed to collect, sue for and recover such 
delinquent taxes or assessments as appear in said list, in the 
sume manner as it is or may be provided for the collection of 
the city delinguent taxes; and such lists may be used as evi- 
dence in any suit, in the same manner and with like effect as is 
provided for city delinquent tax lists by section forty (40) of 
this Act; and said Attorney shall be entitled to charge and 
include, in any suit or judgment, the same costs and fees. 

Src. 56. When any sidewalk, or any portion thereof, bozomes 
in a condition to be dangerous or to cause public inconvenience, 
the Collector and Street Commissioner shall, by notice in writ 
ing to be delivered personally to the owners, occupants or ten- 
ants (which may be served by the Chief of Police or any 
policeman, and the return of service by such officer ou the origi- 
nal nutice shall be proof of the service of a copy thereof), or 
posted on the premises, require such owners, tenants or occa- 
pauts of lots or portions of lots liable to be assessed for work 
done uuder the provisions of this Act, in front of which such 
repairs are required to be made, to forthwith ropair or rebuild 
such sidewalks in conformily with the oflicial city grade. speci- 
fying in such notice what improvements or repairs are required. 
If such improvement or repairs aro not commenced within 
three (3) days after notice viven as aforesaid, and diligently 
prosecuted to completion without unnecessary delay, the Collec- 
tor and Street Commissioner shall be deemed to have acquired 
jurisdiction to contract fur the doing of the work or improve- 
ments required by said notice, and may enter into a contract 
with any competent person to make the required repairs at the 
expense of the owner, tenant or occupant of such real estate, at 
such price as he may deem reasonable and just, and such owner, 
tenant or occupant shall be liable to pay the same; and such 
sam or sums of money coutracted to be paid for said work or 
repairs shall be alien upon the real estate in front of which 
said work or repairs shall have been done, and if not paid by 
such owner, tonant or occupant the same may be collected by 
the city ina civil activn, from the personal effects of such owner, 
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tenant or oecupant. and by a suit in a Court competent to fore- 
close said lien; and the certificate of the Street Commissioner 
that the work has been properly done and that the charges for 
the same are reasonable and just, shall be prima facie evidence 
of the amount Claimed for said work and materials, and of the 
right of the city to recover tho same in such action. In addi- 
tion to other costs in all such cases, the sum of twenty five dol- 
lars ($25) shall be taxed as costs for the City Attorney's fees 
in each suit, and to be collected only from the defendant in such 
action. All improvements and repairs made under the require- 
ments of this section by tenants, or the expense therefor incurred 
by such tenants. may he charged to the landlord, unless other- 
wise agreed upon between snch landlord and tenant. and 
deducted from the rents payable under their leases, and the 
said tenant shall have a lion npon the premises therefor and 
may retain possession till the amount so advanced shall he 
repaid, with interest at two (2) per cent. per month, from 
accruing rents, or otherwise. 

Seo. 57. All streets in the City of Stockton that have been 
laid out and dedicated by the party or parties owning the land 
fronting upon the same. or by the anthorities of the said city, 
and declared to be public streets, and that have been used as 
such, shall be and are hereby declared public streets, to the 
extent that the same may bave been used, laid out or dedi- 
cated. 

Sec. 58. The term “incidental expenses” shall mean the 
expense for work done by the City Surveyor and City Assessor 
in improving the streets under the provisions of this Act, who 
shall receive for their services a reasonuble compensation. to he 
determined by the City Council, and the expenses of equalizing 
the assessment lists; also. the expense of printing, advertising 
and measuring the work done under contracts for yrading and 
gravelling. 

Sro. 59. Tho City Clerk of tho City of Stockton shall keep 
a correct journal of all proceedings by the Common Coundil, ov 
any committee thereof tor that purpose appointed or designated, 
touching the makiug of any improvements or the doing of any 
work provided for by section fifty (50) of this Act, which jour- 
nal shall be competent evidence in any Court to prove the per- 
formance of any and all acts therein recorded 
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Src. 60. The Board of Kducation of the City of Stockton 
shall consist of one Superintendent, who shall receive for bis 
services a salary fixed by the Bourd and not to exceed nine 
hundred dollars (8900) per annum. and who shall be ex officio 
President of the Board; and two Trustees from cach ward in 
the city, who shall be elected by the Common Council of said 
city, as provided in the scction next succeeding, on the first 
Monday of September in cach year, aud shall bold their offices 
for two years and until their successors are elected and quali- 
fied; provided, that George 8. Ladd. as Saperintendent, and C. 
G. Ernest, H. 'T. Dorrance, C. O. Burton, L. E. Yates, B.D Kal- 
isher and Sidney Newell, as Trustees, shall constitute the Board 
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of Education of said city until the first annual election in Sep- 
tember, cighteen hundred and seventy, and until their succes- 
sors are elected and qualified; and shall exercise, and are hereby 
authorized and enjoined to exercise, all the powers and duties 
hereinafter provided as appertaining to the Board of Mducation 
created by this Act. 

Sec. 61. At the first meeting of the Beard of Education 
elected on the first Monday of September, cightven hundred 
and seventy (1870), the Trustees of snid Bourd shall bo divided 
into two (2) equal classes, by lot; the seats of the Trustees of 
the first class shall be vacated at the ond of the first year onsu- 
ing the date of their olection, and of the second class, at the 
end of the second year; so that one-half shall be chosen annu- 
ally, one from each ward, ut the election held on the first Mon- 
day of September in cach year. The Superintendent shall be 
chosen by the Common Council, biennialdy, on the first Monday 
in September, who shall hold bis office fur the term of two (2) 
years. . 

Seo. 62. Tho Board of Education shall bave full power— 

First-—To establish and maintain public schools, and tix and 
alter the boundaries of the districts thereof. 

Sccond—To employ and dismiss teachers, janitors and other 
necessary help, and to fix, alter, allow and order paid their sala- 
ries or compensation; and to employ and pay such mechanics 
and laborers as may be necessary to carry into ctfect the powers 
and duties of tho Board, and to withhold, for good and sufficient 
cause, the whole or any part of the salary or wages of any per- 
son or persons employed as aforesaid. 

Third—To make, establish and enforce all necessury and 
proper rules and regulations. not contrary to the law, tor the 
government and progress of pablic schools within the said city, 
the pupils therein and the teachers thorcof, and for carrying 
into effect the laws relating to education ; also, to establish and 


regulate the grade of schools and determine what course of 


study and mode of instruction shall be used in said schools. 

Fourth—To provide for the school department of said city fuel, 
lights, water, blanks, blank books, charts, printing, stationory 
and such other articles, material or supplies as may be necessary 
or appropriate. 

Fifth—Vo build, alter, repair, rent and provide school houses, 
and furnish them with proper school furniture, apparatus and 
school appliances, aud to insure any and all school property. 

Sizth—To receive, purchase, lease and hold in fee, in truat for 
the City of Stockton, any and all real estate, and to hold in 
trust any personal property that may have been acquired, or 
may hereatter be acquired, for the use and bonefit of the public 
schools of suid city. 

Scventh—To grade, tence and improve school lots, and in front 
thereof to grade, sewer, plank or pave and repave streets, and 
to construct and repair sidewalks. 

Lighth—To sue for any and all lots, land and property belong- 
ing to or claimed by the suid school department, and to prose- 
cute and defend all actions at law or in eqnity necessary to 
recover and maintain the full enjoyment and possession of said 
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lots, lands and property, and to employ and pay counsel in such 
Cases. 

Ninth—To determine annually the amount of taxation, not 
exceeding thirty-five (35) cents on each one hundred dollars 
($100) valuation upon the assessment roll, to be raised by tax upon 
the real and personal property within the said city not exempt 
from taxation, for the establishment and support of free public 
schools thercin, and for carrying into cffect all the provisions of 
law regarding public schools; and the amount so determined by 
the said Board of Edneation shall be reportod in writing to the 
Common Council of ‘said city on or betore the first Monday of 
April of cach year; and the said Common Council are hereby 
authorized and required to levy and cause to be collected, at the 
time and in the manner of levying other city taxes, the amount 
of taxation so determined and reported to them by the said 
Board of Education a s¢bool tax upon all taxable property of 
said city, and said tax shall bo in addition to all other amounts 
levied for city purposes. 

Tenth—YTo establish rogulations for tho just and cqual disburse- 
ments of all monoys belonging to tho Public School Fund. 

Eleventh—To cxamine and allow, in whole or in part, every 
demand payable out of the School Fund, or to rejoct any such 
demand tor good cause, of which the Board shall be sole judge. 

Twelfth—To discharge all legal encumbrances now existing or 
which may hereafter exist upon any school property. 

Thirteenth—To probibit any child under six years of age from 
attending the public schools. 

Fourteenth—And_ generally to do and perform such other acts 
as may be necessary and asia to curry into force and effect 
the powers conferred on said Board. 

Sec. 63. Tho President of the Board of Education shall 
have power to administer oaths and affirmations concerning any 
domand upon the treasury payable out of the School Fund, or 
other matters relating to his official dutios. 

Sec. 64. No teacher shall be employed in any of the public 
schools without having a certificate issued under the provisions 
of this Act. For the purpose of granting the certificates 
required, the Board of Education, eithor as a body or by com- 
mittee, or by the Superintendent, shall hold oxaminations of 
teachers. No certificate shall be issued except to a person who 
shall have passed a satisfactory examination in such branches 
as the Board may require, and shall have given evidence of good 
moral character, ability and fitness to teach. 

Szo. 65. The Board may, in its discretion, renow, without 
re-examination, tho certificate of any person so employed. It 
shall have power to revoke the certificate of any teacher, upon 
evidence of immoral or unprofessional conduct, or incompetency ; 
and shall always have the power to dismiss any or all teachers, 
and to alter the amount of salary or compensation paid to cither 
or any of them. 

Sec. 66. The Superintendent shall report to the Common 
Council, annually, on or before the first Monday of September, 
and at such other times as they may require, all matters per- 
taining to the expenditures, income and condition and progress 
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of the public schools of said city during the preceding year, 
with such recommendations as he may deem proper. 

Seo 67. It shall be the duty of the Board of Education to 
visit and examine each school at loast once each and every month; 
to observe and cause to be observed such general rules for the 
regulation. government and instruction of the schools, not incon- 
mieten with the laws of the State, as may be established by the 

oard. 

Src. 68. Any vacancy in tho Board of Education shall be 
filled by appointment by the Suporintendent, with the consent 
of a majority of the members then in office, and such appointees 
shall hold office, respectively. until the first Monday in Septem- 
ber next ensuing, and tho election of their successors. Should 
there be a vacancy in the office of Superintendent, it shall be 
filled by election by a majority of the Board then in office. 

Szc. 69. The *School Fund” of the City of Stockton shall 
consist of all moneys received from the State and County School 
Fund ; of all moneys arising from taxes which shall be levied 
by the Common Council of said city for school purposes ; of all 
moneys arising from the sale, rent or exchange of any school 
property ; and of such other moncys as may from any source 
whatover be paid into said School Fund, which fund shall be 
kept separate and distinct from all other moneys, and shall only 
be used for school purposes undor the provisions of this Act. 
No fees or commissions shall bo allowed or paid for assessing, 
collecting. keeping or disbursing any school moneys; and if, at 
the end of any tiscal year, any surplus remains in the School 
Fund, such surplas money shall be carried forward to the School 
Fund of the next fiscal year, and shall not be, for any purposes 
whatever, diverted or withdrawn from said fund, oxcept under 
the provisions of this Act. 

Sec. 70. Tho said School Fund shall bo used and applied by 
the said Board of Education for the following purposes, to wit: 

Firsti—For the payment of tho salaries or wagyea of Superin- 
tendents, teachors, janitors, and other persous who may be 
employed by tho said Board. 

Second—For the erection, alteration, repairs, rent and furnish- 
ing of school bouses. 

Third—For the purchase moncy or rent of any real or personal 
proporty purchased or leased for said Board. 

Fourth—For tho insurance of all school property. 

‘ifth—For the dischargo of all legal encumbrances now oxist- 
ing, or which may hereafter exist, on any school property. 

Strth—For supplying the schools with fuel, water, apparatus, 
blanks, blank books, charts and necessary school appliances, 
togethor with books for indigent children. 

Seventh—For supplying books, printing and stationery for the 
use of the Board of Education and for the incidental expenses 
of the Board and department. 

Highth—For grading. fencing and improving school lots, and 
for grading. sewering. planking or paving and repairing streets, 
and constructing and repairing sidewalks in front thereof. 

Sec. 71. All claims payable ont of the School Fund shall be 
filed with the Secretary of the Board, and shall be approved by 
& majority of all tho members of the Board before going to tho 
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city treasury. Every demand shall have indorsed upon it a 
certificate of ils approval; all demands for teachers’ salarics 
shall bo payable monthly.

Seto. 76. ‘The City Assessor shall receive a salary, to be fixed 
by the Common Council, which shall not exceed ($500) per 
annum. ; 

Src. 77. Tho Chief of Police, City Assessor, or City Col- 
lector and Street Commissioner, or City Clerk. may each, with 
the approval of the Common Council only, appoint a deputy, 
by writing, to be filed with the Clerk. Fach deputy so appointed 
shall receive for his services a compensation, to be fixed by the 
Common Council, not exceeding one hundred dollars ($10U) per 
month, and shall perform such duties, under the direction of 
his principal. as may by said Council be prescribed. 

Sec. 78. The Chief of Police shall receive a salary, which 
shall not exceed the sum of twelve hundred dollars ($1,200) per 
finnum, to be determined by the Common Conneil.

It shall be the duty of the Clerk of the city to keep 
the corporate seal and all papera and documents belonging to 
the city; to file them in his office under appropriate heads; to 
attend the sittings of the Common Council, and keep a journal 
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of their proceedings, and records of all their by-laws, resolu- 
tions and ordinances; to sign all wurrants and licenses issued 
in pursuance of the orders and ordinances of tho Common 
Council, and to affix the corporate seal to sneh licenses; to keep 
an accurate account, in a suitable book, undor the appropriate 
heads of expenditures, of all orders drawn on the City Treas- 
urer, and all warrants issued in pursuance thereof; also to keep 
an account, in an appropriate book, of all licenses issued, with 
tho names of the persons to whom issued. tho date of issue. the 
time for which tho same were granted, and the sums paid there- 
for, and to perform such other duties as he may be required to 
perform by the provisions of this Act or by ordinance. 

Sec. 82, Lhe Common Council shall have no power to allow 
any extra or additional componsation to that in this Act 
expressly authorized, to any officer, for the rendition of services 
that the Common Council have power to require the officer to 
perform by virtue of his office.

Sec. 8£ On the second Monday in May, Anno Domini ecigh-

The People of the State of California, represented in Senate and 
Assenbly, do enact as follows: 


Mayaol reat SecTION 1. Emily Bartholomew, guardian of the persons 
public or 8nd estate of Frank G. Burtholomew and Ralph H. Barthol- 
private sate. omew, is hereby authorized and empowered, upon the order of 
the Probate Judge of the County of Butte, made in chambers 
orin open Court, upon petition, without publication or notico 
thereof, to sell either at public or private sale the real estate of 
the said minors, situate in the State of California, or any interest 
of said miners therein, on sach terms and in sach manner as to 
the said guardian may seem most advantagcous to said minors. 
iiss Src. 2. Any sale so made shall be reported to the Probate 
ge may F pea te paca 
confirm or Judge of said County of Butte for his approval, and such Judge 
retaside, shall examine, confirm or set agide the sume as iu other cascs 
of sale mado under order of the Probate Jndye. If such sale 
be approved, the Judge shall by order confirm tho same and 
direct a conveyance to be executed to the purchaser, and no 
sale shall be valid until so contirmed ; and upon such sale and

The right is hereby granted to the North Beach street 
and Mission Railroad Company—the assigneo of the parties ™!- 
named aa grantees in two several A«ts of the Legislature of the 
said State, entitled, respectively, an Act to provide for street 
railroads within the City and County of San Franciseo, passed 
April seventeenth, eighteen hundred and sixty-one, and an Act 
to grant to certain persons tho right of way for a railroad track 
within the corporate limits of the City and County of Sau 
Francisco, and to run horse cars thereon, passed April seven- 
teenth, eighteen hundred and sixty-one—to lay down, extend 
and maintain, upon the terms and conditions mentioned in and 
provided hy; the Acts hereinbefore recited, within the City and 
County of San Francisco, an iron railroud, with a single or 
double track, with all the necessary switches, turnouts and side 
tracks, as follows: From and connecting with said company’s Route. 
railroad on Folsom street, through Beale street to Brannan 
street, through Brannan to First strect, through First street to 
Townsend street and through Townsend street to Second street ; 
and also, through First street, from the intersection of Branuan 
and First streets, to and connecting with the company’s track 
on Folsom street; and also, from the intersection of Boale and 
Bryant streets, through Bryant street to and connecting with 
said company’s‘tracks on Fourth street. Tho right is burcby night to use 
granted to Frederick Clay, John Davidson, Andrew Valentine, * 
and their associates and assigns, to uso said tracks on Bryant 
street ; provided, they pay to the suid North Beach and Mission 
Railroad Company one-balf of all the expense of constructing 
and maintaining said tracks, in United States gold coin.

Lord one thousand cight hundred and seventy.

CHAPTER CCCCXXXII. 


An Act for the relief of Lovick P. Hall and Sumuel J. Garrison. 
[Approved April 2, 1870.]

Section 1. Tovick P. Hall and Samuel J. Garrison shall have 
the right to institute and prosecute to judgment an action 
ayainst the County .of Tulare, to recover any damages they 
may have sustained for the destruction, on or about 
day ot March, A. D. eighteen hundred and sixty-three, by vio- 
lence, of their newspaper office and business at Visalia, in said 
county. known as the “Equal Rights Expositor” office. print- 
ing press, materials, account books, subscription book and other 
property, including any injury to the building in which said 
printing office was kept, as well as other damages sustained by 
reason of the destruction of said office ; provided, said Lovick VP. 
Hall and Samnel J. Garrison, before bringing said action, shall 
present their claim for damages, duly verified, to the Board of 
Supervisors of said county, for allowance (and said Board shall 
act on such ¢laim within thirty days thereafter, provided such 
claim shall be presented for allowance to said Board of Super- 
visors), Within six months after the passage of this Act. and 
upon refusal of said Board of Supervisors to act on said clitim, 
or audit and allow the same within thirty days after such pre- 
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sentation, suit may be brought in the manner heroinbefore pro- 
vided, within six months after such refusal. 
Sec 2. Suits or proceedings under this Act shall be prose- How prow- 
cuted and maintained the same, in all respects, as if authorized 
by an Act entitled an Act to provide for compensating parties 
whose property may bo destroyed in consequence of mobs or 
riots, approved March twenty-seventh, cighteen hundred and 
sixty-eight 
Src. 3. This Act shall take effect and be in full force from 
and after its passago.

Trustees of the Sonoma College Association, at Sonoma, in the 
County of Sonoma, are hereby authorized and employed to 
sell and convey, by deed executed under their hands and private 
seals, upon such terms as they may think fit, to William Town- 
send, August Hemme, 8. C. Wolfskill, C. W..Ish, W. N. Cun- 
ningham, 8. M. Martin and G. T. Pauli, their heirs or assigns, 
in feo simple, all the right, title and interest, both legal and 
equitable, of the said association, in and to that certain lot of 
land situated in the Town or City of Sonoma, County of Sonoma, 
and State of California, and designated on the map of said town 
or city as lob number one hundred and twenty-ono (121), together 
with the tenements and hereditaments thereunto belonging, in .. ,- 
the following undivided proportions, to wit: To William Town- 
send, two-fifths (2-5); to August Hemme, seventeen ono-hun- 
dredths (17-100); to 8.

An Act to authorize the Board of Supervisors of the City and County 
of San Francisco to open and grade Market street, in said city. from 
the intersection of suid street with Valencia street to tts intersection 
with Seventeenth street, und to condemn private property for the road- 
way of said street, 

{Approved April 2, 1870.] 


The People of the State of California, represented in Senate and 
Assembly, do ennet as follows : 


Sectron 1. That the Board of Supervisors of the City and 
County of San Francisco are hereby authorized and required to 
cause Market street, in said city and county, from its intersec- 
tion with Valencia street to its intersection with Scventeenth 
street, to he opened and graded to the official grade of said 
street as now established, and wherever the line of said Market 
street, as now projected upon the official map of said city, 
between said points of intersection, crosses or passes over land 
the private property of any person, and which has not hereto- 
fore been dedicated- to the public as a part of said street, and 


any portion of such land is necessary to be included within the 


limits of such street, it shall be the duty of said Board of Super- 
visors t procoed as is herein directed for the condemnation of 
said land so included within the limits of snch street. 

Src. 2. The Board of Supervisors shall, within twenty days 
after the passago of this Act, cause the City and County Attor- 
ney of said city and county to file in the office of the Clerk of 
the County Court of said city and county a petition on bebalf 
of snid city and county, sctting forth the description, by metes 
and bounds, or by some accurate designation, of the tract or 
tracts of land which it may be necessary to have condemned for 
the purpose of the opening of said street, as herein provided, 
together with the names of the porsons in possession of said 
tract or tracts of land and of those claiming any right, title or 
interest therein, as far as the same can be ascertained with * 
reasonable diligence. 

Szc. 3. The persons in occupation of said tract or tracts of 
land, and those having any right, title or interest therein, 
whether named in tho petition or not, shall be defendants 
thereto, and may appear and be heard betore the Commissioners 
hercin provided for, and in proceedings subsequent thereto, in 
the same manner as if they had appeared and answered said 
petition. 
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Sec. 4. The said Court, or the Judge thereof, either in torm Time of 
time or vacation, shall by order appoint the time for the hearing "i" 
of said petition; and such hearing may be had and all orders in 
said proceedings may he made hy the said Court, or the Judge 
thercof, either in term time or vacation.

Seo. 7. The said Court or Judge shall appoint tho time and time anu 
place for the first meeting of said Commissionera, and the time ester oll 
for the filing of their report, and may give snch further time as : 
may be necessary for that purpose. if they shall not have then 
completed their duties. The said Commissioners, or a majority 
of them. shall moet at the timo and place as ordered, and before 
entering on their duties shall be duly sworn to honestly, faith- 
fally and impartially perform the duties imposed apon them; 
and any one of them may issne subpoenas for witnesses and may 
administer oaths, and said Commissioners may adjourn from 
place to place and from time to time, ax may be necessary for 
the proper discharge of their duties. 

seo. 8. The said Commissioners shail procee:! to view the patios or 
tract or tracts of land described in the petition, as ordered by omme- 
said Court or Judge, and shall hear the allegations and proofs 
of said parties, and ascertain and assess the compensation, in 
United States gold coin, for the land sought to be appropriated, 
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to be paid as is hereinafter provided, to the person or persons 
having or pong any right, title or interest in or to each of 
said tracts of ‘and; and in assessing and ascertaining such com- 
pensation, they shall only take into consideration the actual 
cash value of that part of said land included within the limits 
of said street at the time of said inquiry, and independent of 
any value that may be deemed to accrue to the same by reason 
of the opening of said street, or the adoption of any measures 
looking to the opening and grading of the same. And the said 
Commissioners shall, on or before the time or times as ordered 
by said Court or Judge, file in the said Clork’s office their report, 
signed by them, setting forth their procoedings in the premises. 
In case there are adverse or conflicting claims to the compen- 
sation assessed for any tract of land, or any right, title or 
interest therein, thus sought to be appropriated, the parties 
thus asserting such claims shall present the same by petition to 
the Court or Judge, after the report of said Commissioners 
shall have been filed, and said Court or Judge shall proceed to 
hear and determine thesame; and in such case the amount of 
such compensation may be paid to the Clerk of said Court, to 
abide the order of tho Court or Judge in said proceedings, and 
said city and county shall not be liable for any of' the costs 
caused by the adjudication of such conflicting claims. 

Seo. 9. The said Board of Supervisors, or any of said defond- 
ants, if dissatisfied with tho report, may, within twenty days 
after the time for the filing of said report, and after ten days 
notice to the parties interested, move to set aside the report 
and to have a new trial as to any tract of Jand, and upon good 
cause shown therefor, the said Court or Judge shall set aside 
tho report as to such tract of land, and may recommit the matter 
to tho same or to other Commissioners, who shall be ordered to 
proceed in like manner as those first appointed, but such matter 
shall not be more than twice recommitted to Commissioners. 

Szo. 10. Upon the expiration of twenty days after the filing

Sto. 11. Upon the confirmation of tho report of said Com- 
missioners, the said Board of Supervisors shall pass an order 
directing the Treasurer of said city and county to pay to the 
persons named in said deerce of confirmation as entitled to said 
compensation, or to the Clerk of said Court in case there be 
conflicting claims thereto, as hercinbefore provided for, the 
amount of said compensation so decreed to be paid for said 
tract or tracts of land, out of the first moneys received by him 
under and by virtue of the special assessment herein provided 
for and directed to be made, and thereupon tho real estate, or 
the right, title and interest therein, described in said report, 
shall be and become the property of said city and county, and 
shall be deemed to be acquired for and appropriated to public 
uso as a highway or street of said city. , 

Sec. 12. Immediately upon the filing of said petition, as 
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herein directed, the said city and county shall and may, by its May take 
agents, employés or contractors, enter into and upon each and Ps" 
every of tho tract or t.acts of land therein described, and pro- 
ceed to grade and open the same as a public strect, as fully, to 
all intents and purposes, as they might or could do after the 
confirmation of said Commissioners’ reports, and the actual 
payment of the compensation théroin provided for 

Seo. 13. It shall be the daty of tho Board of Suporvisors of Proposais 
said city and county, within thirty days from and after tho pas- & srading- 
sage of this Act, to cause notice of the proposed work to be 
published in the official paper for five days, inviting sealed pro- 
posals for the work of yrading said Market street, from its 
intersection with Valencia street to its intersection with Seven- 
teenth street. All proposals shall bo in gold coin, and be deliv- 
ered to tho Clerk of the Board of Supervisors; and said Board 
shall, in open session, open, examine and publicly declare the 
samo, and award said work to the lowest responsible bidder ; 
provided, snid Board may reject any and all bids, shonld they 
deem it for the public good, and also the bid of any party who 
may have proved delinquent or unfaithful in any former contract 
with tho suid city and county. All proposals shall be accom- 
panied with a certified check of a responsiblo banker of said 
City of San Francisco, in the sum of one thousand dollars, in 
gold coin, payable to the order of the Superintendent of Streets 
and Highways of said city, who shall return the samo to the 
bidding depositors whose bids shall be rejected by the Board of 
Supervisors, and to the successful bidder upon his entering into 
the contract hercinafter provided for; and if said successful ganure, 
bidder should fail-to enter into such contract, then said sum of 
one thousand dollars shall be paid by the said Superintendent of 
Streete and Highways into the Street Department Fund, for the 
use and benefit of suid fand; and the Bourd of Supervisors 
shall have no power to authorize the same to be returned to 
such bidder, or to relievo him from the forfeiture of the same. 
Any person who shall fail to enter into a contract, as is horein 
provided, is hereby prohibited from bidding a second time for 
the same work.

Public Streets and Highways, within three days after the said 
award, to enter into a contract with the person to whom the 
contract shall have boen awarded, and at the price at which the

authority to oxtend the time for the performance and comple- 
tion of said contract for more than three months beyond said 
period of nine months; but if the said bidder neglects, for ten 
days from and after such award, to ontor into such contract, 
then tho Board of Supervisors shall again publish, for five days, 
for bids, and pursue the steps as required by this section, as in 
the first instunce The contractor shall, at the time of the exe- Bond 
cution of the contract, also execute and doliver a bond, to the 
satisfaction of said Superintendent, with two or more sureties,

for the faithful performance of the contract; and the surcties 
shall justify, before any officer competent to administer an oath, 
in double the amount montioned in said bond, over and above 
all statutory exemptions. Any person suffering damages by 
reason of the breach of said contract. may sue on such bond in 
his own name, and as many parties may suc thercon as may be 
damaged thereby ; and tbe said bond shall not be satisfied until 
the whole amount of the penalty therein named has been 
actually puid. 

Src. 14. The district to be affected by the work designated 
and directed to be done in this Act, is hercin defined as that 
lying within and upon the lines of Market street, two hundred 
and seventy-five feet easterly from the casterly point of inter- 
section of Market and Valencia streets, and between said points 
and a point distant one thousand fect in a westerly direction 
upon tho line of said Market street. as protracted or extended 
in a westerly direction from the intersection of Market street 
with Seventeenth street, and within a uniform depth, from each 
side of said Market street between the points aforesaid (and 
including said extended or protracted line), of three hundred 
feet, and the lands benefited by such work shall be deemed, 
for the purposes of this Act, to bo included within tho district 
aforesaid. And tho Board of Supervisors sball cause a map of 
said district to be made, designating thereon tho lots or parcels 
of land into which, with the measurements thereof rexpectively, 
the same may be divided, and also tho names of the owners of 
each and every Jot of lund therein. respectively, which said map 
shall be filed in the office of the Clerk of the Board of Super- 
visors, and shall be for the use of the Commissioners hereinafter 
mentioned. 

Sec. 15. It shall be the duty of the Board of Supervisors, 
at their second regular meeting after the completion of the 
work intended by this Act, and its acceptance by the Superin- 
tendent of Public Streets and Highways, to appoint three dis- 
interested citizens, who are frecholders in said city and county 
and competent judges of the value of real estate therein, as 
Commissioners, to assess tho benefits to each separate lot of land 
within the limits of the district defined in section fourteen of 
this Act. It shall be in the power of said Board of Supervi- 
sors to remove cither or all of said Commissioners. upon reason- 
able notice and hearing, upon suificient cause therefor being 
shown, and to fill any vacancy or vacancies thereby or otherwise 
occasioned. 

Sec. 16. Said Commissioners shall, without delay, bo sever- 
ally sworn by the County Judge to make tho estimate of bene- 
fits occasioned by the grading aforementioned and the assess- 
ments in accordance therewith, to the best of their judgment 
and ability, without fear or favor, and that they have no inter- 
est whatever in the said estimates and assessments, nor in any 
of the premises or lands lying within said district, which oath 
shall be indorsed upon the certificate of appointinent, subscribed 
by said three Commissioners, certified by the County Judge, 
and filed in the office of the Clerk of the Board of Supervisors, 
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a copy of which certificate and oath may be delivored to said 
Commissioners as their authority. 

Sec. 17. Said Commissioners shall proceed to view the lands 
and premises within tho district defined in section fourteen, 
and may examine, under oath, wbich any one of them is hereby 
authorized, for such purposes, to administer, any witnessos pro- 
duced before them by any party interested, and all .othor wit- 
nesses which they may deem necessary to fully acquaint them 
with tho true amount of benefits which result to any of the par- 
ties interested by the completion of the proposed work. 

Sec. 18. Said Commissioners shall determine, by their award, 
the value in United States gold coin, of the work done upon 
said Market street between the aforesaid points of intersection, 
by one Peter Connolly, undor a certain contract made with said 


city and county by said Connolly on or about the eighth day of 


May, cighteen hundred and sixty-seven; and in estimating the 
valuo of said work, the said Commissioners shall consider and add 
thereto the expenses incurred by said Connolly in building rail- 
road trucks, cars, and other appliances that said Connolly may 
have deemed necessary in the performance of bis said work; 
and said Commissioners shall allow interest on the whole amount 
so found to be due, at the rate of one and one-half per cent. per 
month from the cighth day of May, eighteen hundred and sixty- 
eight, until the time of filing of the report of the Commis- 
sioners, a8 hereinafter provided. They shall also asscss the 
actual amount due for the work of opening and grading heroin 
authorized and directed to bo dono, together with the actual 
amount which may have been awarded as compensation to the 
owner of any tract of land for such land as may be appropri- 
ated, under the provisions of this Act, for tho purposes of said 
street, and with the costs of these proceodings, including tho 


Commissioners’ fees, upon the several lots, tracts or parcels of 


land and premises benefited within the district defined in sec- 
tion fourteen of this Act, as near as may be, in proportion to 
the benefit which shall be deemed to accrue to each lot respec- 
tively; and said assessments shall be mado in United States 
gold coin. 

Sec. 19. Said Commissionors shall make their report, in 
writing, within sixty days after their appointmont, shall sub- 
scribe the same and file it in tho office of the Clerk of the 
Board of Supervisors, naming therein the amonnt ascertained 
to bo the value of the work done on said street by the said 
Peter Connolly, as hereinbefore directed; the amount of costs 
and charges of the proceedings heroin authorized, including the 
amount of such Commissioners’ fees, as may be deemed proper 
and allowed by the Board of Supervisors; the amount that 
may have boen awarded as compensation to the owners of any 
Jand takon as a part of said streot, under tho provisions of this 
Act, with a doscription of each parcel of land so taken, with 
the name of the owner thereof, when known, and the amount 
allowed tor cach parcel so taken, togother with a bricf desecrip- 
tion of each lot within said district, as defined in section four. 
teen, the name of tho owner, if known, and 4 special designa- 
tion of the amount assessed against each lot or parcel of land 
which should be paid by tho owner or occupant of the samo; 
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and, in case the three Commissioners do not agree, the award 
agreed upon by any two shall be sufficiont. On filing such 
report, the Clerk of the Board of Suporvisors shall give notice 
thereof, for five days, by publication in the official paper. 

Sro 20. It shall bo the duty of the Mayor, at the noxt reg- 
ular meeting of the Board of Supervisors after the making of 
the publication directed to be made in the last preceding section, 
to appoint a committee of three mombers of said Board to whom 
said report shall bo referred, which said committee shall hear 
any objections to the confirmation of said report, upon a day to 
be appointed by them, said day not to exceed fifteen days after 
their appointment, and upon such other day or days as the hear- 
ing may be adjourned to; but no adjournment of such hearing 
to be for more than throe days. Said committee shall hear the 
allegations of the partics interested who may appear before 
them, and may take proof in relation thereto, and sball recom- 
mend the confirmation or rejection of said report; and said 
committee shall make said recommendation within thirty days 
after their appointment. ‘Tho Board of Supervisors may thero- 
upon confirm the report of said Commissioners, or may set it 
aside and refer the matter back to said Commissioners to read- 
just the same, if in their jadgment it shall appear to them best ;

CHAPTER CCCCXLII. 


An Act concerning roads and highways in the County of Sacramento. 


[Approved April 2. 1870.] 


The People of the State of California, represented in Senate and 
Assembly, do enact as follows: 


Srcrion 1. The Board of Supervisors of the City and County 
of Sacramento shall have power to alter and discontinue any 
public highway now in use, or to lay out any now road or pub- 
lic highway in the County of Sacramento outside of the limits 
of the City of Sacramento, and may take and appropriate tho 
lands and improvements of private persons for that purpose, 
upon making just compensation therefor, in the manner herein- 
after provided. 

Sec. 2. Application for the laying out of a new road, or for 
the alteration of a road already established, shall bo made by 
petition of at least five residents of the county, in writing, to 
the Board of Supervisors at their regular mectings, and shall 
plainly designate the beginning, general route and termination 
thereof; but no petition shall be considered unless it be accom- 
panied by an affidavit of one or more of the petitioners inter- 
ested, stating that all the parties occupying and all tho parties 
owning land along the line of the proposed road sball have beon 
duly notified by a written notice, served on them personally or 
left at their place of residence, of the time when snch petition 
will be presented to the Board of Supervisors, and further stat- 
ing that said notice had been served at least ten days before the 
mecting of suid Board at which said petition is to be presented ; 
procided, that when the owners of any land over which it is pro- 
posed to locate a road are unknown, it shall be sutticient that 
the affidavit state the parties occupying the same have been 
daly notified. 

Sec. 38. At the meeting designated in the notice referred to 
in the preceding section, the Board of Supervisors may proceed 
to hear al] objections to the proposed road or alteration of roads, 
or they may. in their discretion, defer action upon tho petition 
to such time as they may appoint. After having heard and con. 
sidered the objections to the proposed road or alterations, the 
Board of Supervisors shall, if they deem the proposed road nee- 
essary. appoint two disinterested persons to act as Viewers, and 
may, in their discretion, direct the County Surveyor to mako 
an accurate survey thereof with the said Viewers, who shall 
report the proposed alterations or location of read, s correct 
plat and description of which, together with a report in writing, 
of character and quantity of land taken by the proposed road 
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from the different owners or occupants on the route thereof, and 
shall be returned to the Board of Supervisors within a time 
xpecified in the order of location. 

Sxo. 4. At any time within ten days aftor tho roturn of the Assessment 
report of Viewers to the Board of Supervisors, any person on 
through whose land the said road is proposed to bo located © 
may, by a note in writing filed with the Clerk of the Board of 
Supervisors, demand an assossment of his damages by a jury. 

After the expiration of said ten days, if any such demand shall 
have becn made as aforesaid, the Board of Supervisors shall 
dosignate some Justice of the Peace of any township in which 

said road is proposed to be located, before whom said assessment 

shall be made, and shall immediately cause said Justice to be 
notified thereof; said Justice shall, upon receiving snid notice, 

fix a day, not loss than five nor moro than ten days thereaftor, 

for the assessment of such damages, and shall summon a jury 

of twelve persons competent to act as jurors in the trial of 

a civil action, The District Attorney or any attorney ap- 
pointed by any of the porsons potitioning for tho road, may 
appear for the county. The proceedings shall be conducted in prncceaings, 
manner and form as the trial ofa civil action before a Justice bew con 
of the Peuce, in the name of the county as complainant, and the ; 
said persons demanding a jury, as aforesaid, as defendants. On 

the part of the county, evidence may be introduced tending to 
show the bonefits and advantayos of said road to the defendants. 

The jury shall, by their verdict, assens the damagea to which 

each defendant shall be entitled, and the Justice shall certity 

the same to the Board of Supervisors. Tho damages of such Acsessment 
persons who shall not demand a jury as aforementioned, may be YY Super- 
assessed by the Board of Supervisors, after hearing such evi- : 
donco as either the petitioners or the persona claiming damages 

may offer. The Board of Supervisors may then or thereatier, 
upon satisfactory proof being shown that tho full amount of 
damages assessed has been tendered to the parties to whom the 
same is due, declare the same as public highways, in accordance 

with the report of the Viewers, and order the same opened 
immediately or at such time as they may direct. Tf, in the 
opinion of the Board of Supervisors, a deviation in the route 
proposed in the petition for a road be expedient, they shall 
direct tho Viewers to make such deviation; and said view or 
survey of said road, as changed by order of said Board of Super- 
visors, shall be returned to them within a given time specified 

in said order of change or alteration; and the Board of Super- 
visors may, immediately upon the return of said viow or survey, 

or at such time thereafter as they may deem proper, declare 

the route as viewed or surveyed in accordance with the petition, 

or the route as changed under their direction, to be a public 
highway 5 provided, that when any proposed deviation from the 
route set forth in the petition shall place the road upon lands 
occupied or owned by persons who have not been notified 
thereof, no action shall be taken by the said Board until at least 

ton days after the proper notification has been served upon such 
persons. 

Sec. 5. The breadth of a public road laid out as aforesaid 
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“shall not exceed sixty fect, and the width of a private road shall 


not exceed forty feet. 

Sec. 6. Private roads may be established by the B ard of 
Supervisors in the manner herein set forth for the establishment 
and location of public roads; provided, that all damages assessed 
for the opening of said private roads shall be paid by the party 
petitioning for the same. 

Sec. 7. The Board of Supervisors shall have authority to 
‘vacate or change the whole or any part of any public or private 
road whenever the same shall havo become uscless, inconvenient 
or hardensome. 

Sec. 8 The Board of Supervisors shall have power to 
appoint, and it is horeby made their duty to appoint, a Road 
Overscer for each road district in the County of Sacramento; 
said Overseers to hold their office at tho pleasure of the Board 
of Supervisors. 

Seo. 9. It shall be the duty of the Board of Supervisors to 
divide the county into a suitable number of road districts, and 
alter them from time to time, as they may deem necessary. 

Sec. lu? The Road Overseers shall cause all the public high- 
ways, within their respective districts, to be kept clear from 
obstructions and in good repair, causing banks to be graded, 
bridges and causeways to be made when the same may be neces- 
sary, to keep the same in good repair, and to renew them when 
destroyed, and to open new roads when ordered by the Board 
of Supervisors so to do. ; 

Sxo. 11. Lhe Road Overseers shall reccive for their services, 
while in actual employment upon the roads in their respective 
districts. the sum of three dollars per day, and the additional 
sum of fifteen per cent. un each road tax collected ; provided, 
that the time occupied in collecting such road tax shall not in 
any manner be construed as timo speut in actual and necessary 
work on roads. 

Sro. 12. Whenever any contract for the improvement of 
roads is to be made, which shall exceed the sum of fifty dollars, 
such contracts to be approved by the Board of Supervisors. 

Sxo. 18. An annual road poll tax is hercby levied on each 
able-bodicd man, between the ages of twenty-one years and fifty 
years, residing within the County of Sacramento, outside the 
corporate limits of the City of Sacramento, as follows: If said 
tax is paid at any time between the first Monday of January 
and the second Tuesday after the first Monday in September, it 
shall be three dollars; if paid at any time between the second 
Tuesday after the first Monday in January following, it shall be 
four dollars. 

Src. 14. On, or as soon as practicable after. tho first Monday 
in March, in each year, the County Auditor shall cause to be 

rinted road poll tax receipts, substantially as follows: Road

Which reccipts the 
Auditor shall number consecutively for each of the respective 
districts, and sign and deliver to each Road Overscer, from time 
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to time, asx required, a sufficient number for his district, and 
charge them to him at the rate of three dollars each; and the 
Auditor shall annually canse to bo printed a sufficient number 
of hand bill notices: “The road poll tax is now due and pay- 
ablo to the Road Overscer;” to furnish each Road Overseer with 
twenty copies, which he shall post in conspicuous public places 
in his district. 

Sre. 15. On the second Tuosday after the first Monday in 
each month, it shall be the duty of each Road Overseer to 
report, in writing, his whole procecdings during the then last 
preceding month, and to pay to the Treasurer all moneys col- 
lected by him during said timo, less his fifteen per cent. ; and in 
tho month of September, in each year, he shall return all the 
road poll tax receipts not sold, and settle finally with the Auditor 
and Treasurer for all that he had reecived; and after his acconnts 
are settled. so many of said or similar receipts as may be neces- 
sary shall be delivered to him, and be charged to him at the 
rate of four dollars each, for which he shall make a final return 
and settlement. * 

Suc. 16. The Road Overscer of the district shall be Col- 
lector of the road poll tax in the district. and for his services 
as such he shall be allowed, in his settloments with the Auditor, 
to deduct and retain for his own use fifteen per cent. of the 
amount collected ; and to enforce the payment of road poll tax, 
the Road Overseer may seize any and every species of personal 
property whatever, whether tho same be exempt from levy 
upon execution in civil cases or not, claimed by any person 
liable to and refusing or neglecting to pay his read poll tax, or 
property belonging to any such person and in the possession, of 
one for another, and may at any place, between the hours of 
ten o'clock a. mM. and four o‘clock P. M., upon given one hour's 
verhal notice of the time and placo of sale, sell so much of said 
property as will be sufficient to pay said tax and the costs of 
seizure and sale. which are hereby fixed at tho sum of three dol- 
lars; and be notifies any person, firm or corporation indebted to 
any person who ig liable to pay said road poll tax, and who has 
refused or neglocted to pay the same, that such tax is due and 
unpaid, the person, firm or corporation so notified shall pay it, 
together with one dollar for costs, and the Road Overacer's 
receipt therefor shall be a sufficient defence in any action 
brought by such non taxpaying eredilor against his debtor ; 
the costs mentioned in this section for seizing and selling or 
notifying a debtor shall be retained by the Road Overseer for 
his own use; and if any Road Overseer shall wilfully refuse, 
fail or neglect to collect the road poll tax from any person in 
his district liable to pay such tax, any person may file a com- 
plaint, in the name of the people of the State of California, 
against such Road Overseer and his bondsmen, for the recovery 
of fifty dollars, in gold coin, as liquidated damages snffered by 
plaintiffs, by reason of such wilfal refusal, failure or neglect ; 
and if such refusal, fuilure or neglect be proved. the Justice 
sball render judgment in favor of plaintiff for fifty dollars, in 
gold coin, and costs, of which fifty dollars-one half shall be paid 
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to the prosecutor, and the remainder shall be paid into the 
Road Fund of the district. 

Sec. 17. The Road Overseers shall file their accounts quar- 
terly, duly verified, with the Clerk of the Board of Supervisors, 
for settlement; said accounts shall contain a list of the names 
of all persons in their respective districts who have paid said 
tax for the current year; they shall also contain a statement 
of the sums of money certified for and to whom, and each 
Road Overseer shall state in his account the number of days 
he has worked in the discharge of the duties of his office. 
He shall file, together with his accounts, all receipts which he 
may have received from the Treasurer, for money paid into 
the treasury, and also all road tax receipts which shall remain 
in his hands unsold; and the Board of Supervisors shall exam- 
inc the accounts of the Road Overseers, and finding them to 
be correct, and that the persons who have paid road taxes, 
together with tho tax receipts returned, are equal to the whole 
number of receipts issued to them. respectively, shall order the 
Auditor to balance their accounts. ; 

Sec. 18. When any Road Overseer shall pay any money 
into the county treasury, it shall be the duty of the Treasurer 
to place it in the fund of the district of which tho person su 
paying it is Road Overseor, and the Treasurer shall pay money 
out of the Road Funds on orders drawn by the order of the 
Board of Supervisors ; and to enable the Board to examine and 
allow claims against the Road Fund, the Road Overseer shall 
give cach person a certiticate of the number of days or parts of 
a day or days he worked upon the road, and the agreed price 
per day and the amount due, and he shall give the owner of 
each horse, mule, ox, wagon, cart, plough or scraper, a similar 
certificate in regard to the time such horse, mule, ox, wagon, 
cart, plough or scraper was used, the agreed price and amount 
due. 

Sec. 19. If any person shall obstruct any public road, by 
felling any tree across the same, or by placing any obstruction 
therein, or damming, digging or deepening a creck, river or 
ditch, or its banks, so as to destroy a ford or crossing, or by 
leveeing on banks adjacent to the roadside so as to prevent the 
water from ranning in its natural course or channel, thereby 
overflowing the public highway. he or she shall be liable to 
prosecution before any Justice of the Peace, by any Supervisor 
of the county or Oversoer of the rond district, on behalf of 
the county, and on conviction thoroof shall be fined in a sum 
not exceeding fifty dollars, and shall forfeit five dollars for 
every day he or sho shall suffer said obstruction to remain 
after he or she shall have been ordered to removo the same by 
any Supervisor of the county or Road Overscer. 

Sec. 20. If any person shall wilfully destroy or injure any 
bridge or causeway, or remove or cause to be removed any of 
the plank or timber therefrom, or cut down or injure any tree 
planted or growing as a shade tree in any public highway, or 
damago any highway by digging in it, he shall be liable to be 
prosécuted before any Justice of the Poneo by the Road Over- 
seer, in behalf of said county, and on conviction thereof’ shall 
be fined in a sum not to exceed one hundred dollars. 
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Sec. 21. All fines collected under the provisions of this Act 
shall be paid into the county treasury for the use of the road 
district in which the same was collected. 

Sec. 22. The Board of Supervisors, on presentation of a peti- 
tion praying for a cart road to be laid out from the dwelling or 
farm of any person to any public road, or from one public road 
to another, and designating the points therein, shall cause notice 
to be viven to the parties owning the land over which snch road 
is to be made. The Board of Suporvisors shall consider and 
dotermine the same at their next regular meeting, and if they 
shall be of opinion that such road is necessary, they shall appoint 
two persons as Viewers, to view out and locate said road, and 
upon return of the cortificate of the Viewers, shall declare the 
same to be a public highway ; provided, the petitioners shall pay 
the owner or owners of the land or Janda over which said cart 
road is proposed to be located, damages to the amount that, in 
tho judymont of the Board of Supervisors, is just and equitable. 

Seo. 28. The Board of Supervisors shall have power to levy a 
special tax not exceeding ten cents on the one hundred dollars of 
taxable property of the road district, for the purpose of liquidat- 
ing outstanding indebtedness of any road district now established ; 
provided, they are petitioned to do so by tho Road Overscer and 
other taxpayers of the road district. No money collected under 
tho provisions of this Act, except such as is authorized by this 
section, shall be used for the peynent of any claim now oxist- 
ing against any Road Fund; but all such moneys, except as in 
this section provided, shall be used for the current expenses 
of the district ; and the Supervisors shall, from time to time, of 
their own volition, lovy a tax, as provided in this section, to pay 
the present indebtedness of any district or districts now in debt; 
provided, however, that if the taxes and poll taxes collected in 
any district are more than sufficient to meet the current expend- 
itures of such district, the surplus may be used to pay debts now 
accrued. 

Sere. 24. At the time of making the levy of State and county 
taxes of each year, the Board of Supervisors of the County of 
Sacramento xhall levy, upon all the taxable property in the 
county outside the limits of the City of Sacramento, a property 
tax of ten cents on cach one hundred dollars of such taxable 
property ; provided. that all property tax levied undor this Act 
shall be collected as other county taxes, and be paid into the 
treasury to the credit of the District Road Fand in which the 
property is situated. 

Src. 25. When any public highway backa water on any 
adjoining lands, or when any ditch, sluice, drain or culvert, 
through, along or from any public highway to some other point, 
would relieve adjoining lands from water, the Board of Super- 
visors shall have power to order such ditch, sluice, drain or eul- 
vert, throngh and along any snch highway, to be cut, dug and 
constructed, and from any such highway, through and slong 
any private lands it may be necessary or proper to pass through 
or over, to reach a river, creek, slough, ditch or other ontlet. 1f 
any person or persons wish to have any such ditch, sluice, drain 
or culvert cut, dug or constructed, they shall proceed precisely 
in the same manner as though they wished a new road laid out 
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and opened ; provided, however, that every such ditch, drain, or 
sluice or culvert shall be so located as to take as little land from 
any private individual asa due regard to the object to be offecled 
will admit of, and that it shall be so located as to be of as little 
inconvenience as possible to the owner of the lands through 
which it runs. If the Board of Supervisors shall consider the 
cutting, digging or construction of any particular ditch, sluice, 
drain or culvert of such sufficient general importance as to make 
its cutting, digging or construction a county charge, they may, 
in the county's corporate name, cause proceedings the same as 
if the notice had been given by a private individual, and the 
costs and damages of the county’s share thereof, if any, shall 
be paid out of the Genoral Fund. Fvery ditch, sluice, drain and 
culvert cut, dug or constructed under the authority of this Act, 
shall thereafter be a public ditch, drain, sluice or culvert, and 
shall be subjected to and regarded and protected by all the pro- 
visions of law relative to public roads and highways. 

Repealed Src. 26. The Act of May eighteenth, one thousand eight 
hundred and sixty-one, entitled an Act concerning roads and 
highways in the County of Sacramento, is hereby repealed, and 
the County of Sacramento is hereby excepted from the provi- 
sions of any and every Act concerning roads and highways, and 
no future Act on the subject shall apply to the County of Sacra. 

To remain Mento unless it is expressly made applicable ; pronided, however, 

aprlicable. that the provisions of this section shall not extend to the Act 
of April nineteenth, eighteen hundred and sixty-two, entitled 
an Act for the protection of growing timber on all possessory 
claims and other private property in certain counties in this 
State, and on or along public streets or highways, and on public 
grounds, but the same shall be and remain applicable to the 
limits of Sacramento County. 

Additional Seo. 27. A majority of all the taxpayers of'any road district 

ar in Sacramento County may at any time petition the Board of 
Supervisors of the County of Sacramento to levy an additional 
road tax, not to exceed one dollar on each one hundred dollars 
of the taxable property in said district. 

Sec. 28. Ali Acts and parts of Acts in conflict with the pro- 
visions of this Act aro hereby repealed. 

Tunnelling Suc. 29. If any Road Overscer shall have reason to believe

highwaya, that any person or persons are tunnelling, drifting or audermin- 
ing and removing carth therefrom, or from any street, plaza. 
public square, cemetery or public highway. whereby the same 
wight at some future time cave or fall under, shail have the 
power and it shall be his duty to enter said tunnel or drift 
and forbid the working of the same; and apon the refasal of 
such person or persons to comply at once with such order, or 
remove or attempt to remove any of tho carth therefrom after 
such notice, shall be guilty of'a misdemeanor and be linblo to a 
prosecution before any Justice of the Peace by any Overscer of 
the county, or Ovorscer of the road district. on behalf of the

An Act concerning water courses in the City of Los Angeles. 
{Approved April 2, 1870.] 


The People of the Staie of California, represented in Senate and 
Assembly, do enact as follows: 


Srorion 1, The zanjas which are within tho limits of the polite 


City of Los Angeles, known as tho Principal Zanja and Zanjas 
Numbers One, Two, Three, Four, Five, Six, Seven and ight, 
are hereby declared public zanjas; and the quantity of water 
which has heretofure gonorally flowed in cach one of said zanjas 
is hereby declared to be the quantity which, by right. belongs 
to each one of said zanjas and to the farmers and fruit growers 
who aro benefited by their use; provide’, always, that nothing 
herein contained shall be so construed as to affoct or in any man- 
ner interfore with any rights, privileges or easements heretofore 
granted and conceded to P. Reander. Jobn 8S. Griffin, Solomon 
Lazard, their associates or assigns, by tho Mayor and Common 
Council of the City of Los Angeles. 
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Sec. 2. Any person or persons who shall throw or cause to Pennlty for 


be thrown any filth or mattor detrimental to the public health, 
or allow their sewers or sinks to run or drain into any of said 
zanjas, shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and, upon con- 
viction theroot, shall bo fined in a sum not excecding one hun- 
dred dollars and not less than twenty dollars for tho first offence, 
and not more than threo hundred dollars nor less than fifty dol- 
Jars for every subsequent offence, or imprisonment in the county 
jail for not more than thirty nor less than five days, or by 
both such fino and imprisonment. Any person violating this 
section shall be prosecuted before any Court of compotent juris- 
diction in the City or Township of Tos Angeles, upon tho com- 
plaint of any person aggrieved or of the Oversoer of water 
courses of said city. All moneys collected as fines under tho 
provisions of this Act shall bo paid into the city treasury of 
said city, to the credit of the Water Fund thereof. 

Sec. 8. All Acts or parts of Acts in conflict with the provi- 
sions of this Act are hereby repealed. 

Sec. 4. This Act shall tako effect from and after its passage. 
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CHAPTER CCCCXLIV. 


An Act to provide for the pnyment of the funded indebtedness of the 
State of California and to contract a funded debé for that pur- 


pose. 
[Approved April 2, 1870.] 


The People of the State of California, represented in Senate and 
Assembly, do enact as follows: 


Sxotion 1. For the purpose of liquidating and providing for 
the payment of the funded indebtedness of the State of Califor- 
nia hereinafter specified, and to lessen the burden of taxation, 
the Governor of the State, the Controller of State and the Treas- 
urer of State, and their successors in office, shall constitute a 
Board of Commissioners, to be styled the Loan Commissioners 
of the State of California, and shall have and exercise the pow- 
ers and perform tho duties hereinafter provided. 

Src. 2. The said Loan Commissioners are hereby authorized 
to isaue and sell not exceeding three millions seven hundred 
thousand dollars of tho bonds of said State, bearing interest at 
the rate of six per cent. per annum, which interest shall bo pay- 
able semi-annually in gold coin, on the second days in January 
and July in each year, at the office of the Treasurer of State. 
The principal of said bonds shall be made payable in gold coin 
within twenty years after the date of their issue, and shall be of 
such denominations as the said Loun Commissioners shall direct, 
but not less thnn five hundred dollars; shall bear the date of 
thoir issue, and shall be signed by the said Loan Commission- 
ers, and shall have the seal of the State affixed thereto; and the 
faith of the State of California is hereby pledged for the pay- 
ment of said bonds and the interest accruing thereon as herein 
provided. 

Sxc. 8. Coupons for the interest shall be attachod to each 
bond so that they may be removed without injury or mutilation 
to the bond; said coupons, consecutively numbered, shall bo 
signed by the Treasurer of the State. 

Sec. 4. Before the sale of any of said bonds the said Loan 
Commissioners shall cause notices of such sale to be published, 
for the space of one month, in three daily newspapers pablished 
in English, one in the City of New York, one in tho City of 
London, in England, and one in the Capital of the State; in and 
for the space of one month ins daily newspaper published in 
French, in the City of Paris, in France, and for the space of 
one month in a daily newspaper published in German, iv the 
City of rankfort-on-the-Main, in Germany. Sach notice shall 
specify the amount of bonds to be sold, the rate of interost they 
shall bear, the day and hour of sale, the place of sale, which 
shall be at tho State Capital, and that sealed proposals will be 
received by the said Loan Commissioners for the purchase of 
such bonds. Within one month from the expiration of such 
publication, and on the day and hour named in said notico, the 
said Loan Commissioners shall opon all sealed proposals received 
by them, and shall award the purchase of said bonds to such 
bidders as will, in their opinion, make the most advantageous 
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bid for the State; provided, that said Loan Commissioners may 
reject any or all bids, if they deem it to the advantage of the 
State; and prooided furthor, that they may refuse to make any 
award unless sufficient socurity shall be furnished by the bid- 
ders for the compliance with the terms of their bids; and pro- 
vided farther, that said bonds shail not be sold at less than ninety- 
one conta on tho dollar, in gold coin, par value. 

Sec. 5. It shall bo the duty of the Treasurer and Controller 
of State cach to keep a separate record of all bonds sold under 
the provisions of this Act, showing the number, date, amount 
und rate of interest of euch bond, and to whom the same was 
issued. 

Sec. 6. The sum of one thousand dollars is horeby appro- 
priated out of the General Fund for the payment of the expense 
that may bo incurred by the Loan Commissioners in having 
such bonds prepared and said notices published. 

Sec. 7. The proceeds of such bonds shall be paid into the 
State treasury, and shall be applied to the payment of the tol- 
lowing bonds, in the order of their issuance : 

First—Tho outstanding bonds issued under the Act entitled 
an Act to provide for certain equitable claims against tho State 
of California, and to contract a funded debt for that purpose, 
approved April twenty-cight, cighteen huudred and fifty-seven. 

Second—The outstanding bonds issued undor the Act of eigh- 
teen hundred and sixty. 

Third—The outstanding soldiers’ relief bonds. 

Fourth—The outstanding soldiers’ bounty bonds. 

Szo. 8. All persons having any of the bonds specified in 
section seven of this Act shall, upon presentation of such bonds 
to the said Tioan Commissioners, be ontitled to exchange thom 
at their par value for bonds authorized +o bo issued undor 
this Act, at the rate of ninety-three cents on the dollar, par 
value, but no bond shall be issued for a less sum than five hun- 
dred dollars, nor for a fractional part of a hundred dollars, but 
the said Goan Commissioners may issue certificates of such 
fractional parts not bonded, which said certificate shall bo 
transferable, and entitled to be paid out of the proceeds of the 
sales of any bonds provided for in section soven of this Act. 
Tho Loan Commissioners shall ence] each bond so exchanged, 
and shall indorse on auch bond the date on which they received 
the same, and from whom, the number and amount of the bond 
issued in oxchange therefor, and shall file such bond in tho 
office of tho Secretary of State. 

Sec. 9. Whenever there shall be in the State treasury, from 
tho proceeda of the sale of bonds issaed under this Act, a sum 
of ten thonsand dollars or more, it shall be the duty of’ the 
Treasurer to advertise in two newapapors, printed in English, 
one in New York and ono in the Capital of the State. for two 
mouths, which advertisement shall state the amount of muney 
in the treasury applicable to the redemption of bonds, and the 
number of bonds, numbering therein the order of their issuance, 
which are redeemable; and three months from the date of the 
expiration of such advertisement, such bonds, unless sooner 
puid, shall cease tu draw interest, but the money for the redomp- 
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tion of such bonds shall remain in the treasury to pay such 
bonds whenover presented. 

Tax to he Sec. 10. For the payment within twenty years of the prin- 

levied. cipal and interest of the bonds issued under this Act, thero shall 
be and is hereby levied annually, after any bonds have been 
issued under this Act, such rate of tax on cach one hundred 
dollars of the assessed value of real and personal property in 
the State, to bo computed by the Controller of State on the 
basis of the assessed value of such property for the preceding 
year, as shall produce annually, for the first five years, seven 
per centum of the amount of such bonds issued; for the next 
ten years thereaftor, twelve per centum of the amount of such 
bonds issued, and thereafter, until all the bonds are issued under 
this Act are paid, fifteen per centum of the amount of such 
bonds issued. The Controller shall certify the rate of tax thus 
computed by him to the several County Auditors, and the said 
Auditors are hereby directed and required to enter such rate on 
the assessment rolls of their respective counties, in the same 
mannor and with the same effect aa is provided by law in rela- 
tion iv other State taxes. [very tax levied under the provi- 
sions or authority of thia Act is hereby made a lien against the 
property assessed, which lien shall attach on the first Monday 
in March in each year, and shall not he satisfied or removed 
until such tax has been paid.

those voting for the same, shall write or have printed on their 
ballots the words, * Refund the Dobt—Yes,” and those voting 
against the same, shall write or have printed on their ballots 
the words, * Refund the Debt—No.” 

Seco. 16. The votes cast for and against this Act shall be 
counted, returned and cancelled, and declared in the same man- 
ner and subject to the same rules as votea cast for the Treasurer 
of State, and if it appears that a majority of all the votes so 
cast for or againat this law, as aforesaid, are in favor of this 
Act, then the same shall have offect as hereinbefore provided,

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Governor shall make proclamation hereof; but if 1 majoriuy of 
the votes so cast are aguinst this Act, then the same shall 
become void. 

Sec. 17. It shall be the duty of the Secretary of State to 
have this Act published in one newspaper in each judicial dis- 
trict of this State, for three months next preceding the next 
general election, for which publication no greator allowance 
shall be made thun the rates allowed by law to the State 
Printor. 


CHAPTER CCCCXLV. 


An Act to confer further powers on the Muyur of the City and County 
of San Francisco. 


[Approved April 2, 1870.] 


The People of the State of California, represented in Senate and 
alssembly, do enuct as follows: 


Section t. ‘The Mayor of the City and County of San Fran- 
cisco is horeby authorized and ompowered, on behalf and in the 
name of the City and County of San Francisco, to petition the 
Board of Supervisors of said city and county to order the 
change of the official grade of any street or strects, whore such 
change may affect any public square or other lot of land bolong- 
ing to said city and county; and such petition shall have the 
same effect as if the same were signed by or in behalf of the 
owners of any property not belonging to said city and county. 

Seo. 2. This Act shall take effoct immediately. 


CHAPTER CCCCXLVI. 


An Act amendatory of an Act entitled an Act in relution to roads and 
highways in the County of Sonoma, to provide for the election of 
one County Commissioner of Roads andl Highways and prescribe 
his duties, and repeal ull other Acts so far asx they conflict with the 
provisions thercof, approved March the eighth, eighteen hundred aud 
sinty-sic. 

{Approved April 2, 1870.] 


The People of the State of California, representea m Senate and 
Assembly, do cnact as follows: 


Seotion 1. Section seventy-two of said Act is hereby 
amended so as to read as follows: 

Section 72. The Commissioner of Roads and Highways 
shall receive an annual salary of fifteen hundred dollars, or such 
greater sum as may be fixed by the Board of Supervisors, but 
not to exceed two thousand dollars per annum ; said salary to be 
paid in quarterly instalments, as other county officers are paid.

Sec. 2. Tho said Commissioner of Roads and Highways is 
hereby authorized and empowered, whenever he shall deem it 
necessary, to appoint a Deputy Commissionor of Roads and 
Highways, who, when so appointed, shall have authority to do 
and perform all the duties and acts that said Commissioner 
may lawfully do and porform; provided, that the said Deputy 
Commissioner shall reccive no compensation for his services 
other than may be paid him by the said Commissioner of Roads 
and Highways.

Secrion 1. Tho casterly lino of East strect, between the 
northerly line of Market streot and tho southern side of Clay 
Street Wharf along the water front, in the City and County of 
San Francisco, as it now appears by the official maps of the 
Harhor Commissioners now on file in the office of the City and 
County Surveyor of said city and county, shall be and the samo 
is hereby changed, as follows: Commencing at the intersection 
of the easterly line of East street and the northerly line of

San Francisco, and all such fees shall he accounted for by said 
Sheriff, and paid by him to the Treasurer of said city and county, 
as now provided by law for other fees allowed to the Sheriff of 
said city and county. 

Sro. 2. It shall not be lawful for the Clerk of said Justices’ 
Court to demand or receive any fees for the service of any pro- 
cess or order. nor for any service to be rendered by said Sheriff

Section 112. If any person shall maliciously and wilfally 
disturb the peace or quict of any neighborhood or family, by 
lond or unusual noises, or by tumultuous and offensive conduct, 
either threatening, traducing, quarrelling, challenging to fight 
or fizhting, every person convicted thereof shall be fined in a 
sum not exceeding two hundred dcllars, or imprisoned in the 
county jail not exceeding two months. 


CHAPTER CCCCLII. 


An Act amendatory of and supplementary to an Act entitled an Act 
concerning roads and highways in the County of Tuolumne, approved 
February twenty-secenth, one thousand eight hundred and sixty-six. 


[Approved April 2, 1870.] 


The People of the State of’ California, represented in Senate and 
Assembly, do cnuct as follows: 


Section 1. Section three of said Act is hereby amended so 
as to read as follows: 

Section 3. To enforee the collection of road poll taxos, as 
provided in this Act, the Tax Collector may seize so munch of 
any and every species of personal property whatevor, elaimed 
by any perso. liable to and refusing or neglocting to pay his 
road poll tax, or property in the possession of or due from any 
other person and belonging to such person so refusing to pay 
auch road poll tax and costs of scizure which costs shall not 
exceed two dollars, and shall and may sell the same at any time 
or place. upon giving verbal notice one hour previons to such 
sale. And any person indebted to another liable to pay road 
poll tax, but who has neglected or refused to pay the same, 
shall be liable to pay said road poll tax for such other person, 
after serv:ee upon him by the Tax Collector of a notice in 
writing, stating the name or names of the person or persons so 
Hable and owing road poll tax; and such debtor may deduct 
the amount thereof, with the costs of serving said notice, which 
shall be one dollar, acd for which he shall be equally respon- 
sible, from such indebtedness 5 provided, that the payment of the 
road poll tax of any person who shal! have given to the Road 
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Commissioner of his district the notice provided for in section 
two of this Act, shall not be enforced under the provisions of 
this section until such person shall have been certificd to be 
delinguent in the payment of such road poll tax, as provided 
for in section two of this Act. 

Sec. 2. Section four of said Act is hereby umended so as to 
read as follows: 

Section 4. Any person liable to the pavment of the road Labor on 
poll tax, may pay said road poll tax in labor on the public higb- yu’ 8" 
ways; provided, that such persons, between the first Monday in 
April and the first Monday in August, sball have filed with the 
Road Commissioner of his district a notice in writing of bis 
intention to pay such road poll tax in Jabor. All labor per- 
formed on the public highways shall be done under the direction 
of tho Roadmasters of the district, and all road poll taxes paid 
in labor shall be reckoned at the rate of two dollars per day, 
eight hours to constitute a day’s labor. It shall be the duty of 
the Roadmasters, under the direction of the Road Commissioner, 
to warn all persons who havo filed the propor notice, to appear 
and perform labor upon the public highways, at auch times and 
places as they may require labor to be performed ; such notice 
may be either verbal or written; if written, it shall be served 
upon the party in porson or left at his usual place of residence. 
All notices, either verbal or in writing, shall be served at least 
three days previous to the day on which the work is to be per- 
formed, and, ao far as practicable, each person performing labor 
upon the public highways shall be so employed as conveniently 
near as may be to his place of residence. The Roadmaster 
shall certify to the Road Conmissionors of their respective dis- 
tricts, the names and number of all persons who have performed 
labor on the public highways in accordance with the provisions 
of this section, within ten days after such Iabor shall have been 
performed, and the Road Commissioner shall, upon application, 
dcliver to the persons named in such certificate, the road poll 
tax labor reccipt provided for in section five of this Act, duly 
signed by said Road Commissioners, und said road poll tax 
receipt, when presented to the Tax Collector, shall be sufficient 
evidence that the holder thereof has paid his road poll tax; 
provided, that if any person who shall have given notice, as 
specified in this section, shall fail or refnse, for the period of 
ten days after he shall have boen notified so to do by the 
Roadmaster, tv perform labor upon the public highways to the 
amount of his road poll tax, thon it shall be tho duty of the 
Roadmaster, on the first Monday of the month next succeeding, 
to return to the Tax Collector the names of all such persons 
so fuiling or refusing to perform labor as delinquent road poll 
tax payers, who shall thereafter be proceeded against by the 
Tax Collector, as provided for in section ono of this Act. 

Sec. 8. Section six of said Act is hercby amended so as to 
read as follows: 

Section 6. It shall be the duty of the Tax Collector, on tho Liu of per- 
first Monday of March, June, September and December of each Sue peyine 
year, to file with the Clerk of the Board of Supervisors a list, 
under oath, of the names of each and every person who has 
paid the road poll tax during the preceding quarter, and after 
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the third Monday of November in cach year to make ont a list, 
wherein he shall enter the names of all persons delinquent for 
road poll tax. together with the number of their district, and 
on or before the first Monday in December he shall deliver said 
list, duly certitied by him, to the Clerk of the Board of Super- 
visors, who shall, within two weeks thereafter, make abstracts 
from the samo for cach district, giving the name of each person 
delinquent in the same, and shall immediately farnish said 
abstracts to the Tax Collector; and if any person delinquent as 
aforesaid, who shall have failed or refused, upon the requisition 
of the Roadmaster. to perform labor upon the highways, as pro- 
vided in this Act, or who shall fail or refuse, upon demand of 
the Tax Collector, to pay the road poll tax imposed by the pro- 
visions of this Act. shall be liable to a fine, and on conviction 
before a Justice of the Peace shall be fined in a sum not less 
than ten nor more than twenty dollars, and costs of suit, which, 
when collected, shall be paid into the District Road Fund. 

Sxc. $. Tho Roadmasters are hereby authorized to demand 
of any Chinaman or Mongolian residing in their respective dis- 
tricls to work upon the public roads two days in each year, 
whetner such Chinaman or Mongolian shall have been duly 
assessed by the Assessor as liable to the road poll tax or not; 
and any such person, after performing two days’ labor as afore- 
said, shall be deemed and held to have paid his road poll tax, 
and shall be entitled to a road poll tax labor receipt trom the 
Road Commissioner therefor, and upon presentation of such 
labor receipt to the Tax Collector. he shall not demand the road 
poll tax from the person named therein. : 

Sec. 5. The Board of Supervisors shall canse proper blank 
road poll tax labor reccipts to be printed, of a uniform appear- 
ance, which shall be numbered consecutively and signed, in 
writing, by tho Chairman thereof, and also by the Clerk, and no 
other receipt shall be given for road poll tax paid in labor than 
the above. The Chairman, after having signed a sufficient num- 
ber of said receipts. shall deliver the same to the Clerk of said 
Board, who shall, from time to time, deliver them, in such num- 
bers as may be needed, to the Road Commissioners. taking their 
receipt theretor; and any person who shall wilfully pass, sell 
or transfer, or who shall forge or fraudulently issue any receipt 
or receipts for road poll tax, contrary to the spirit of this Act, 
shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and on conviction 
thercof shall be fined in a sum not less than ten nor more than 
two hundred dollars, which, when collected, shall be paid into 
the District Road Fund.

An Act to provide for the funding of the indebtedness of Levee Dis- 
trict Number One, of Suiter County. 


[Approved April 2, 1870.] 


The People of the State of California, represented in Senate and 
Assembly, do enact as follows: 


Secrion 1. The Bourd of Supervisors of Sutter County is indevtea- 
hereby authorized und required to fund all the outstanding pets) be 
indebtedness of the district known as Levee District Number 
Ono, of Sutter County, which shall have accrucd prior to the 
tirst day of July, A. D. one thousand eight hundred and sev- 
enty, and standing in the shape of warrants legally drawn by 
the Auditor of suid county on the Treasurer thereof, then 
remaining unpaid, and payable out of what is known as Levee 
District Number One Fund, of said county. by ixsuing bonds 
iu payment thereof, payable in twenty years from said first 
day of July, one thousand cight hundred and seventy, bearing 
interest at the rate of six per cent per annum, payable quar- 
terly, on the first days of October, January, April and July, of 
each year thoreafter, and until the whole of suid debt is oxtin- 

ished. 

: Src. 2, The Treasurer of the County of Sutter shall prepare ponds. 
or cause to be prepared bonds to an amount equal to tho 
indebtedness of said District Number One, together with all 
interest that shall have accrued thereon up to tho first day of 
July, A. D. one thousand eight hundred and seventy; said 
bonds shall be fur any amounts, not less than one hundred dol- 
lars nor more than one thousand dollars, cach bearing interest 
at the rato of six per cent. per annum, from the first day of 
July, A. D. one thousand cight bundred and seventy; said 
bonds shall be payable at the office of the County Treasurer of 
Sutter County, on the first day of July, A. D. one thousand 
eight hundred and ninety ; the interest accruing on said bonds 
shall be payable quarterly, on the first days of July, Octobor, 
January and April, in accordance with section one of this Act. 

Sec. 38. Said bounds shall be signed by the President of the by whom 
Board of Supervisors, and countersigned by the County Auditor, “#"* 
indorsed by the County Treasurer, and shall have the seal of 
the county attached thereto. 

Sec. +. No warrant issued after tho first day of July, cigh- 
teen hundred and seventy, shall be funded under this Act. 

Src. 5. The Auditor and Treasurer of said county shall Uoredeemed 
examine the original books of records of warrants issued prior “"™""™"- 
to the first of July, eighteen hundred and seventy, payable out 
of the funds of said Levee District Number Ono, and fund all 
unredeemed warrants legally issued and entered in said Andi- 
tor’s books, and none others. 

Sec. 6. It shall be the duty of the Auditor and Treasurer of record of 
said county each to keep a separate record of all such bonds as bos. 
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may be issued, showing their number, date and amount, and to 
whom issued. i . 

Sec. 7. Coupons for the interest shall bo attached to each 
bond so that they may be removed without mutilating the bond. 
The coupons shall be signed by tho Auditor and ‘Treasuror. 
When any interest shall be paid upon said bonds, the County 
Treasurer shall detach the conpons therefor, and deliver the 
same to the County Auditor, taking his receipt for the same. 
The Auditor shall file and carefully preserve the same in his 
office. 

Src. 8. The County Treasurer shall pay, ont of any money 
in his hands belonging to Levee District Number One, any 
expenses incurred in preparing the bonds and coupons herein 
provided for ; provided, that the sum so paid shall not excoed 
one hundred dollars. 

Seo. 9. After the passayve of this Act, any person holding 
warrants, payable ont of the funds of said Levee District Num- 
ber One, shall, upon presentation of the same to the Treasurer 
of Sutter County, receive in exchange therefor an equal amount 
in the funded bonds herein provided for. 

Sec. 10. The County ‘Treasurer shall keep a book in his 
office, in which ho shall make an entry of cach warrant or bond 
redeemed by him, from whom received and in what manner 
redeemed. 

Sec. 11. It shall bo the duty of the President of the Board 
of Supervisors and the Connty Auditor, at least once in every 
three months, to examine all bonds and warrants redeemed 
under the provisions of this Act, ascertain that the same have 
been properly registered, and cause the same to be cancelled in 
such manner as to prevent a re-issue thereof. 

Sec. 12. There shall ho, for the year onc thousand eight hun- 
dred and seventy-one, and annually thereafter, levied, assessed 
and collected, a special tax, to be called “ Levee District Num- 
ber One Bond Tax,” on all the taxable property of said Levee 
District Number One, which tax shall be levied and collected in 
the same manner as the county taxes of Sutter County, and 
collected by the same officers ; provider, that the assessments of 
the property shall be made by the Assessor of said Levee Dis- 
trict Number Onc; provided further, that sufficient of the tax 
levied by the Board of Supervisors of Sutter County for the 
year A. D. one thousand cight handred and seventy, as the 
levee tax for District Number Ono, shall be transferred by the 
Treasurer into tho Bond Fund herein created, to pay the inter- 
est on said bonds for the fiscal year ending July, A. D. one 
thousand eight hundred and seventy-one. All taxes levied, 
assessed or collected shall be assessed and collected in United 
States gold coin. and appropriated solely to the payment of 
interest and the extinguishment of the bonds herein provided for. 

Sec. 13. The Board of Supervisors of Sutter County shall, 
at or before the time of lovying the annual taxes for county 

urposes, make an estimate of the amount of tax required to 

e raised to pay the interest on tho outstanding bonds herein 
provided for, and the value of the taxable property in said dis- 
trict, and shall thereupon levy upon all the taxable property in 
said district such rate of taxation, as a spocial Lovee District 
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Number Once bond tax, as will be sufficiont to pay the interest on 
such outstanding bonds, making due allowance tor the expense 
of collection and losses by delinquent pay ments 
See. 14. Said Board of Supervisors shall, after the expiration 
of ten years, levy annually, under the provisions of this Act, an 
amount of tax sufficient to pay the annual interest and also one- 
tenth of the principal of the bonds issued under the provisions 
of this Act, which amount shall be applied to the extinguish- 
ment of the bonds, giving proference to those who will offer to 
_ surrender them at the lowest offer. 


Sec. 15. There is hereby created a fand in the County of 


Sutter to bo known as Levee District Number One Bond Fund, 
which shall be kept by the Treasurer of Sutter County as 
provided by law, into which fund shall be paid all moneys 
accruing from taxea collected under the provisions of this Act; 
provided, that in addition to the tax required for the purposes

The present County Treasurer and County Auditor 
shall, as an extra compensation, bave allowed to them, respec- 
tively, one-fourth of one per cent. upon the total sum funded 
under the provisions of this Act 

Sec. 18. This Act shall take effect and bo in force from and 
after its passage. 
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CHAPTER CCCCHLY. 


An Act to authorize the incorporation af eanal companies and to pro- 
vide for the construction of canals and ditches. 


[Approved April 2, 1870.] 


The People of the State of California, represented in Senate and 
; Assembly, do enact as follows: 


Section |. Corporations may be formed, under the provi- 
sions of the Act of April fourtcenth, eighteen hundred and 
sixty-tbree, entitled an Act to provide for tho formation of 
corporations for certain purposes, and of the several Acts 
amend.tory thereof and supplomentary thereto, for the follow- 
ing purposes, namoly: The construc:ion of canals for the trans- 
portation of passengers and freights; for the supplying water 
for irrigation ; for procuring water power; for conveying water 
for mining or manufacturing purposes, or for all such purpos:s 
combined. 

Sec. 2. The right is horeby granted to any company organ- 
ized under this Act, or which may have been organized under 
preceding Acts, to construct all reservoirs, dams, embankments, 
canals, ditches, and other works necessary to the objecta of 
such company ; to make the surveys necessary to tho solection 
of the sites and routes of such works, and to acquire all lands, 
waters not previously appropriated, and other property required 
for the proper construction, use, supply, maintenance, repairs 
and improvements of the same, in the manner hereinafter 
provided. 

Sec. 8. Any company organized in pursuance of this Act, 
or any company organized under any pre-existing Acts for sim- 
ilar purposes, shall have toc power to locate and fix upon the 
line or route of its proposed ditch or canal, and select the site 
or sites of its proposed dams, embankments and reservoirs, in 
conformity with the designation of its engineer or business 
manager. , 

Sro. 4. In case the route so fixed upon, or any part thereof, 
or the site so selected, be upon land owned by individuals, or 
upon public land possessed and occupied by individuals, and the 
right to such route or site over or upon such land bas not been 
acquired by agreement with such owners or occupant, then it 
shall be lawful for such company to present to the County Judge 
of the county wherein such land is situate, a petilion, verified 
by an officer or agent of the company, showing that such route 
ur site is necessary to such company; that it passes over or is 
upon such land, and that a right to the same has not beon 
acquired by agreement with the owner or occupant (naming 
him) of the land. It shall conelude with a prayor for the 
appointment of Commissioners to assess the damages resulting 
to such owner or occupant because of the selection and appro- 
priation of such route or site. 

Seo. 5. Upon the receipt of the petition mentioned in the 
foregoing section, the County Judge shall make an order direct- 
ing the Clerk of the County Court of such county to issue a 
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citation to the owner or occupant of the land described in the 
petition, requiring him to appcar before the County Judge at 
his chambors, on a day therein named, and show cause why the 
prayer of the petition should not be granted. The day named 
in the citation for such appearance shall not be less than ten 
nor more than thirty days from the date of its issuance. Such 
citation may be served in the mannor provided by law for the 
service of summons, and in case the owner or occupant of the 
land should be absent trom the State, or it is not known where 
he or she may be found, and this fact is made to appear by 
affidavit to the County Judge, he shall by order direct tho same 
to be served by publication in somo newspaper published in the 
county, in the mannor prescribed for the publication of sum- 
monses ; provided, that the period prescribed in such order for 
such publication shall in no case exceed two months from the 
first insertion. 

Ske. 6. On the day appointed for the appearance of the 
owner or occupant of the land, or upon any subsequent day to 
which the hearing may, for good cause shown, be adjourned, 
the County Judge shall proceed to hear the allegations and 
proots of the respective parties, and if upon such hearing ho 
shall be satisfied that the route or site selected over or upon 
such land is necessary for the promotion of the vbjects of tho 
company, and that no private agreement has beon made by the 
parties relative thereto, hoe shall proceed to nominate, as Com- 
missionors, three disinterested citizens of the county, with 
power to hear and determine betweon the parties, and assess 
the value of the land sought to be condemned. 

Seo 7. Sach Commissioners shall proceed without unneces- 
sary delay to appoint a day and place upon and at which the 
respective parties shall appear before thom with their witnossos 
and other proofs, and such Commissioners shall have power tu 
compel the attendance of witnesses, and to administer to them 
the necessary oaths; provided, that such owner or occupant 
shall have at least six days notice of the time and place of such 
hearing ; provided further. that the said Commissioners shail 
have power to adjourn such hearing from time to time, to enable 
either of the partics to procure witnesses; and provided, that 
such adjournment shall not exceed in the aggregate ten days ; 
and provided further, that such Commissioners may, if they deem 
it proper, visit the locality ot such proposed routo or site, in 
company with such witnesses and experts as they may select. 

Ske. & Within ten days from the hearing by such Commis- 
sioners, they shall proceed to assess the actual damages accru- 
ing to the owner or occupant of the land by reason of the con- 
struction thereon of the proposed works, and to report the 
same in writing to the County Judge, who shall immediately 
cause such report to be filed in the office of the Clerk of the 
County Court. 

Sec. 9. Within ten days from the filing of such report, eithor 
party may move, upon good canse shown by affidavits, to vacate 
and set aside the same, and, if set aside, a new commission 
shall be appointed by the County Judge, which shall proceed to 
hear and determine, in all respects, as is provided in case of the 
original commission. 
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Sec. 10. After the lapse of ten days from tho filing of such 
report, if no motion to vacate the same is made. or if being 
made it is denied, or after the lapse of ten days from the tiling 
of the report of the new commission, as provided in the last 
section, the County Judge shall proceed to make an order upon 
the same, condemning so much of the land as he shall decm 
necessary for such canal or other works.

An Act’ to provide for the restoration and preservation of fish in the 
waters of this Stute. 


[Approved April 2, 1870.] 


The People of the State af California, represented in Senate and 
Assembly, do enact as follows: 


‘Section 1. Tho Governor of this State is hereby authorized Fish com. 
and empowered to appoint three persons, to be styled Fish Com- "er 
missioners, whose duty it shall be to establish fish breedecries 
upon such of the waters of this State as, in their judgment, shall 
be most available for the purpose of stocking and supplying the 
streams, lakes and bays of the State with both foreign and 
native fish, and for such purpose may purchase and import from 
other States and countries the spawn or ova of valuable fish 
suitable for food, and may introduce the same, when obtained, 
into such rivors, streams, lakes or bays as they may deem suited 
to the habits and successful culture of such fish. They may 
also employ persons who are skilful and expert in the business 
of fish breeding, and may superintend and direct the conatruc- 
tion of fish ways and fish ladders that may be built in the streams 
and waters of this State. The Commissioners may, in their dis- 
cretion, distribute the ova or spawn to be procured by them, to 
such persons as have proper lales, ponds or streams for the 
propogation and brecding of fish, and who will, without expense 
to the State, take charge of such breeding and propogation. 

Seo. 2. Such Commissioners shall hold their office for the term ur 
term of four years, unless others shall be appointed to fill the 
vacancies occasioned by the death, resignation or inability to 
attend to the dutics required. 

Sec. 3. It shall be the duty of the Commisioners to require, 
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Construction as far as practicable, all persons, firms and corporations who 
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* have erected mill-dums. water-weirs or other obstructions on 
rivers or streams within the waters of this State, within six 
months after the passage of this Act, to construct and koep in 
repair fish ways or fish ladders at such mill-dams, water-weirs 
or obstructions, so that, at all seasons of the year, fish may 
ascond above such dam, weir or obstruction to deposit their 
spawn. Any person, firm or corporation, owning such mill-dam 
or obstruction, who shall fail or refuse to construct or keep in 
repair such fish way or fish ladder, after having been notified 
and required by the Commissioners to do so, shall be deemed 
guilty of misdemeanor, and upon conviction thereof shall be 
punished by a fine not exceeding five hundred dollars for overy 
such neglect or refusal. The fines and penalties that may be 
received for convictions under this section shall bo paid, one- 
half to the District Attorney who shall prosecute the suit and 
one-half to tho Common School Fund of the county. 

Sec. 4. Lt shall not be lawful for any person or persons,

‘egullzed. and personal, made in the County of San Luis Obispo, whether 
for State or county purposes, in cach fiscal year since and 
including the year of cightoon hundred and sixty-five, are 
hereby legalized and confirmed, and rendered valid and binding, 
both in luw and equity, against the persons and property 
assessed ; and all dolinquent State and county taxes due on such 
assesaments may be collected, and tho collection thereof onforced 
as provided by law. 

Delinquent SEc. 2. The delinquent tax lists for said revenuo years shall 

tax lists. bo delivered to the District Attorney of said county, and the 
said delinquent lists, or the original or duplicate assessment 
rolis, or a copy of any entry thercin, showing unpaid taxes 
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against any porson or property, shall be evidence in any Court 
10 prove the delinquency of property assessed, the amount of 
taxes duc and unpaid, and that all the forms of law in relation 
to the fevy and assessment of such taxes have been complied 
with, and neither the delinquent tax list nor the assessment roll 
need bo filed in any case in Court. 

Sec. 3. If in any proceeding in any Court in this State for Detective 
the collection of delinquent taxer, it shall appear that the real desu 
estate or personal property declared on in the complaint has 
not been sufficiently described, or has been incorrectly des- 
cribed in the assessment roll or in tho delinquent tax list, it 
shall bo lawful, on behalf of the people, to introduce testimony 
showing that at the time of the making of the assessment, the 
defendant owned the real estate, or the amount of personal 
property of whatsoever kind, declared on in said complaint, 
liable to taxation within the county, notwithstanding such 
defect in the description in said assessment roll or delinquent 
tax list, and judgment may be entered against such real estate 
and against such defendant, for the taxes due upon such prop- 
erty, notwithstanding such defective description in such assess- 
ment roll or delinquent tax list. 

Seo. 4. If in any such proceeding it shall be fonnd, upon Correction of 
proffer of such assessment roll or delinquent tax list in evidence, crtifivats - 
that there exists any defect in any of the certificates or afii- 
davis provided by law to be appended or attached thereto, or 
an utter ubyence of such certificate or affidavits, or of any of 
them, it shall be lawful to correct such certificates or affidavits, 
or any of them, or to supply their absence nune pro tune, by 
the proper officer or person whose duty it may have been to 
make such certificate; and evidence may be heard on either 
side, cither to sustain the genuineness of such assessment roll 
or dolinquent tax list so offered in evidenco, or to attach the 
same. In such case, tho genuineness thereof shall be a fact to 
be determined by the jury, or by the Court sitting as a jury ; 
any of said assessment rolls, tax lists or delinquent tax lists, in 
the custody of the officer or officers required by law to have 
such custody, shall be prima facie evidence of all facts and 
exhibits which they contain, notwithstanding the absence of 
or irregularity in the form of any certificate, return or affidavit 
in connection with such rolls and tax lists. 

Sec. 5. All acts, orders and proceedings of the Board of Orders 
Equalization of said county, touching the oqualization of taxes, 
are hereby ratified and confirmed and declared effectual and 
legal.

The People af the State of California, represented in Senate and 
Assembly, do enact us follows: 


Srorron {. ‘The Treasurer of State shall place to the ercdit 
of the University Fund so much of any moneys that may be 
received by him from the net proceeds of sale of any salt marsh 
and tide lands lying in and around the Bay of San Francisco, 
belonging to tho State of California, as, being invested in the 
bonds of said State, or of the United States, shall yield an 
annual income of fifty thousand dollars ($50,000). 

Sxc. 2. Said monoys shall be a fund, the capital of which 
shall remain undiminished, and the interest of which shall be 
inviolably applied to the support of the University of California ; 
provided, that if, at any time, tho income accruing to the Uni- 
versity from the fund created by this Act, and tho net income 
derived from all other sourecs, shall together exceed an avorage 
for the preceding years, reckoning from the date of the passage 
of this Act, of fifty thousand dollars per annum, thon the excess 
above said average of fifty thousand dollars per annum shall be 
paid into the Common School Fund of the State. 

Sxc 38. Whenever the sum paid into the University Fund, 
from the procecds of the sale of salt marsh and tide lands, as 
directed in section one, shall amount to fifty thousand dollars, 
net proceeds, it shall be the duty of the Treasurer to advertise, 
in two daily nowspapers published in Enylish, in each of the 
Citics of San Francisco and Sacramento, for scaled proposals 
for the surrender of any of the civil bonds of the State of Cali- 
fornia, ov of any gold-bearing bonds of the United States. He 
shall state in such advertisement the amount of money on hand 
applicable to the purchase of bonda, and he shall accept such 
proposals as will yield the greatest amount of annual interest 
in gold coin of the United States. 

Sec. 4. All bonds thus purchased shall be indorsed “ Uni- 
versity Fund,” and shall be held by the Treasurer of State, who 
shall collect the interest thereon, which interest, when collected, 
shall be paid into the University Fund to the extent provided 
for in scction two of this Act, and paid ont therefrom, semi- 
annually. to the Regents of the University, upon their order, to 
be by them expended for University purposes; provided, no por- 
tion of said interest so received shall bo used for the erection or 
purchase of buildings nor for the purchase of lands. 

Src. 6. Whenever tho principal of any of the bonds indorsed

Angeles, A. B Chapman, James H. Landee, Cristobel Aguilar, 
are hereby constituted and appointed a Board of Funding Com- 
missioners of the City ef Tosa Angeles. Said Commissioners Powers and 
are hereby authorized and empowered, and it shall be their duty “ 
to carefully examine into the legality or illegality of all of the 
unfunded indebtedness of said city, the payment of which is 
hereinafter provided for; and they shall audit and allow, or 
reject in whole or in part, any or all of said unfunded indebt- 
edness, according, as in their judgment the same shall appear 
to bo just claims against the city or otherwise; and for the 
purpose of cach examination, said Commissioners are hereby 
authorized to examine all books and papers on file in the office 
of the Mayor and Common Conncil, or the Clerk of said Board, 
or in the office or possession of any officer of said city.

dollars, bearing interest at the rate of seven per cent. per annum 
from the date of their issue, payable at the office of the City 
Treasurer of Tos Angeles City, upon tho first day of May of 
each year, commencing on the first day of May, cighteon bun- 
dred and seventy, and the principal sum thercof, payable at 
said City Treasurer’s offico in the City of Los Angeles, upon 
the first day of May, cighteen hundred and ninety-five. Said 
bonds shall bo signed by the Mayor and President of the Board 
of Common Council and the City Treasurer, and shall have the 
seal of the city stamped thereon; and shall havo coupons, the 
first for the interest ending May first, eighteen handred and 
seventy-one, and the remainder for one year’s interest each year 
thereafter, to be conseeutively numbered and attached to said 
bonds, so as to be removed without injury or mutilation to the 
bonds. which conpons shall be signed by the City Treasurer. 

Sec. 5. It shall be the duty of tho Clerk of the Common 
Council and of the City Treasurer cach to keop a separate record 
of all bonds signed as provided for by section first of this Act. 

Sec. 6. Tho Common Council is hereby authorized to set 
aside not exceeding ono thousand dollars of the first cash paid 
into the city treasury to tho credit of the Cash Fund, which 
sum shall be appropriated to pay the expenses incurred in pre- 
paring said bonds. 

Seo. 7. All persons having any claims against the City of 
Los Angeles entitled to be funded as hereinafter provided. shall, 
upon presontatation to the Treasurer after the same shall have 
beeu passed upon by the commission provided for in section 
one of this Act, and by said Commissioners adjudged to be 
good and valid claims, ina sum equal to the denomination of 
any of the bonds provided for in section four of this Act, to be 
entitled to receive in exchange therefor a bond or bonds signed 
as aforesaid. Whenever any claim for a sum exceeding the 
denomination of tho bund shall be presented, the said Treasurer 
may issue certificates fur such fractional excess, which certifi- 
cates shall be transferable, and be entitled to be funded as 
hereinafter provided for other indebtedness of the city. When 
the Treasurer shall deliver any bond or bonds signed by him 
and the President of the Common Council, the bondholder shall 
then present the same to the Mayor of the aforesaid city, who 
shall sign the same and stamp the seal of the city thereon, and 
return the same to the City Troasnrer for his signature, who 
shall take duc receipts therefor from said bondholder, whereupon 
auch bond or bunds shall become legal and subsisting indebted- 
ness or the City of Los Angeles, for the payment whereof the 
faith of said city is pledged. 
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Sec. 8. The City Treasurer and Clerk of the Common Conneil 
shall each keep a record in his offico, showing the number, date 
and denomination of cach bond, to whom issued ard delivered, 
and upon what claim or script (describing it and its amount) 
each bond was issued. 
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Sec. 9. Whenever the amount of five thousand dollars of Fxamina- 


bonds shall have been signed and delivered, as hereinbefore pro- 
vided. it shall be the duty of the Treasurer to notify the Presi- 
dent of the Common Conncil, whereupon they both shall exam- 
ine the record kept by the Clerk, and his vonchers, and if the 
same be found correct and Jegal. and correspond with the record 
of tho City Treasurer, they shall cancel and deface the said 
vonchers and shall certify in the record of the said Treasurer 
that they have found his record and vouchers to correspond. 

Sec. 16. The following are specified as the claims which 
shall be received and funded under this Act, viz: All unean- 
celled city warrants drawn prior to the first day of July, ecigh- 
teen hundred and seventy, on the Cash Fund.

The officers herein specified, for the performance of 
their dutics under the provisions of this Act, shall be allowed 
by the Mayor and Common Council a reasonable compensation. 

Seco. 15. Immediately after any bonds shall have been 
redocmed, as herein provided, it shall be the duty of the Mayor 
to take the number of said bonds so redeemed, to whom issued, 
and when redecmed, and make a record of the same in his 
office; and for that purpose the City Treasurer shall, upon 
demand, exhibit said bonds to him, and shall furthermore por- 
mit him to defaco the same in the presence of the Common 
Council, in such a manner that neither they nor their coupons 
can again bo put in cirenlation. 

Sxo. 16. Tho rate of interest allowed on said warrants in 
this Act provided to bo funded, the rate of interest allowed on 
said bonds, and tho principal of the bonds, shall respectively be 
paid in gold coin of the United Statos of America. 

Any officer of the City of Los Angeles who shall 
wilfully neglect or refuse to comply with the provisions of this 
Act, shall be decmed guilty of a misdomeanor in office, and 
fined in a sum not less than two hundred nor more than five 
hundred dollars, to be recovered before any Court of competent 
jurisdiction, or dismissed from office, or both such fine and dis- 
missal, in tho discretion of the Court; and all fines collected 
under the provisions of this Act shall be paid into the said 
Interest and Sinking Fund of cighteen hundred and seventy. 

Sec. 18. All laws or parts of laws in conflict with the pro- 
visions of this Act are hereby repealed.

CHAPTER CCCCLXV. 


An Act to define the powers of Justices of the Peace within the City 
and County of San Francisco in criminal cases. 


[Approved April 2, 1870.] 


The People of the State of California, represented in Scnate and 
Assembly, do enact as follows : ; 


Section 1. The Justices of the Peace within the limits of 


the City and County of San Francisco shall have powor and it 
shall be lawful for them to hear complaints and issue warrants 
in all criminal cases, and transfer the same to the Polico Court 
of said city and county for trial or oxamination, by an indorse- 
ment of said transfer upon the warrant; but nothing in this Act 
shall be so construed as todeny to tho said Police Court of said 
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city and county the power to try and decide certain criminal 
cases as now provided by law. 

Sec. 2. All Acts or parts of Acts, so far as they are in con- 
flict with this Act, are repealed. 


CNAPTER CCCCLXVI. 


An Act to provide for the construction of a Tall of Records at the 
county seat of the Connty of Sonoma, to authorize the Board of 
Supervisors to issue the bonds of the county therefor, and to provide 
Jor the payment of the same. 


{Approved April 4, 1870.] 


The People of the State of California, represented in Senate and 
Assembly, do enact us follows: 


Section 1. The Board of Supervisors of Sonoma County are 
hereby authorized and required to cause to be constructed, upon 
tho Court-house lot in the Town of Santa Rosa, in said county, 
a Hall of Records, suitable for the use of the Recorder's and 
Clerk’s offices, which shall in the aggregate not exceed the 
oom of twenty thousand dollars in its construction and com- 
pletion. 

Seo. 2. At the first mecting of said Board after the passage 
of this Act, they shall invite proposals for plans and spccifica- 
tions for the Tall of Records aforesaid, to be accompanied with 
bids for tho construction of the same, not exceeding such sum 
as the said Board may designate, which shall be less than twenty 
thousand dollars. Said Board shall advertise for ono month in 
the newspapers of said county for sealed proposals for the 
building of said Hall of Rocords, to bo by them opened on a 
day in the notice named. LKach proposal shall be accompanied 
with such guarantee as the Board may require, that the biddor 
will enter into good and sufficient bond for the execution of his 
contract according to his specifications and plans. 

Sxo. 8. On the day mentioned in the notice, the Board of 
Supervisors shall proceed to open the sealed proposals filed with 
them and to consider the same, and shall award the contract to 
such bidder as shall offer to construct the building on the most 
favorable terms for the county; and said Board shall have 
power to reject all the bids offered, if in their discretion they 
may deem said course best, and to readvertise for other propo- 
sals, and in such readvertisement may adopt any ono of the 
plans and specifications submitted to them under the first adver- 
tisement, allowing to the bidder whose plans shall have been 
adopted a compensation for his plans not exceeding two han- 
dred and fifty dollars. The Board shall again, under the second 
advertisement, procecd as in the firat instance, to open the bids 
presented and to award the contract to the lowest responsible 
bidder, exercising a discretion as to which bid makes the best 
ofter to the county, all things considered. 
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Szo. 4. When the Board shall havo accepted a bid and 
adopted a plan and specifications they shall immediately proceed 
to enter into contract with the succossful bidder for the con- 
struction of the Ilall of Records in accordance with their 
notice. and on such terms as to payments and with such bond 
for bis faithful performance of tho work, as the Board shall 
have adopted and embraced in thoir notice. 

Seo. 5. The Board of Supervisors aforesaid are herehy 
authorized and empowered to cause to be made, oxecuted and 
delivered to the contractor or his assigns, as the payments shall 
become due to him, the bonds of the county, in suths not less 
than five hundred dollars each, save and except one bond for 
any fraction of tive hundred dollars, to complete tho entire 
payment forthe work. Said bonds shall bear interest at tne 
rate of seven por cent. per annum, and the principal shall be 
made payable on a day to be named thereiun—which shall be 
twenty years from the date of suid bond—at the office of the 
treasury of the County of Sonoma; both principal and interest 
to be payablo in gold and silver coin of tho Tnited States, the 
interest to be made payable semi-annually at the office of the 
county treasury aforesaid. 

Sxc. 6. Said bonds shall be prepared and signed by the Chair- 
man of the Board of Supervisors, tho Auditor and Treasurer of 
tho county, aud countersigned by the Clerk of the County of 
Sonoma with the seal of office, and dated the day of issue and 
delivering to said contractor. Coupons for interest, to be paid 
semi-annually, shall be attached to each bond so that they may 
be detached when paid without mutilating the bond, which shall 
be signed by the Treasurer of Sonoma County. When any inter- 
ost shall be paid, the conpons so paid shall be detached by tho 
Treasurer from the bond, and cancelled and filed in his office, 
and reported and sottled for with the Board of Supervisors. 

Sec. 7. Tho said Board of Supervisors shall have the power, 
and it is hereby made their duty each, after they shall have 
made the contract for building said Hall of Records, to levy 
upon the taxable property of the County of Sonoma a special 
tax, not exceeding one-fifth of one per cent. or for any less rate, 
as will bo sufficient to pay the interest upon said bonds so pro- 
vided to be issued, and create a fund to liquidate and pay off 
the whole of the principal and interest of said bonds within 
twenty years from their date, which tax shall be levied, assessed, 
collected and paid into the county treasury as other taxes now 
are or may hereafter by law bo required to be levied, collected 
and paid, and when so collected shall constitute the Building 
Fund of said county, and from it shall be paid the intorest to 
full due on said bonds, and tho overplus to constitute a Sinking 
Fund for the payment of the principal of said bonds. 

Sec. 8. At any timo when there shall be an amount exeeed- 
ing fifteen hundred dollars in said Sinking Fund in the county 
treasury, the ‘Treasurer shall cause notice thereof to be pub. 
lished iu such newspaper of the county as they may designate, 
calling upon the holders of said bonds to offer bids, under scal, 
for the surrender of their bonds to the amount so in said Sink- 


_ing Fund, and on tho day therein named said Treasurer shall 


open said bids and pay, upon the bonds offered at the best rates 
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for the county, the moncy so in said fund; provided, no payment 
shall be made npon said bonds for more than one per cent. above 
par. Jn case no bonds are surrendered to be credited under 
said notice, the Bourd of Supervisors may make such tempo- 
rary dispositions of said fund as may be for the best interest of 
the county; provided, it shall not be loaned out for less than ono 
per cent. interest per month, nor for a longer period than two 
years, upon good mortyage on real estate of double the value 
of the amount loaned, all exponses thereof to be paid by mort- 
gagor. Said Board may also borrow, for a period not exceed- 
ing one year, any movey in said Sinking Fund, for the use of 
any other fund of the county, without intorest. 

Seo. 9. The Board of Supervisors may appoint some suitable Superin- 
person as Superintendent of the work and building of said Hall oa" 
of Records, who shall gencrally havo tho supervision of said 
building, and to whose satisfaction the work shall be done by 
the contractor, for which provision shall be made in the con- 
tract, who shall receive a compensation not exceeding one hun- 
dred and fifty dollars per month, out of the fund aforesaid. 

Sec. 10. Any money remaining in said Building Fund after surpus 
tho payment of the bonds hercinbeforo provided for, shall be ™"°* 
used by the Board of Supervisors in repairs to the county build- 
ing.

Tho Justice of tho 
Peace and Constable now in office and residing within the limits 
of the Town of Brooklyn shall continue to perform the duties 
of Justice and Constable, respectively, in said town, until their 
term of office shall expire, and until their successors shall be 
ciected and qualilied. 
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ELECTION OF OFFICERS. 


Sec. 4. Said Trustces, Assessor and Clerk shall bo elected 
by the qualified clectors of said town on the first Monday in 
May, A. D. cightcen hundred and seventy, and their successors 
on the first Monday in May cach and every succeeding year 
thereafter, at an election to be held for that purpose, by the 
legal voters resident in said town; and they shall hold their 
offices for one year and until their successors are elected and 
qualified. 

MEETINGS OF TRUSTEES. 


Sec. 5. The Board of Trustces shall assemble within ten 
days after receiving notice of their election, and choose a Pros- 
ident from their number, and when deemed necessary by the 
Board of Trustees, thoy may sppoint a Clork and Marshal, or 
either of them. They shall, by ordinance, fix the timo and 
place of holding their stated meetings, und may be convened 
by the Presidont at any time, by a written notice delivered to 
each member; and all mectings of the Board shall be held 
within the corporate limits of said town, and shall be public. 

Sec. 6. At the mectings of the Board, a majority of tho 
Trustecs shall constitute a quorum to do business. A smaller 
number may adjourn from day to day, avd may compel the 
attendanco of absent members in such manner and under such 
penalties as the Board previously, by ordinanco, may have 
prescribed. 


DUTIES AND POWERS OF BOARD OF TRUSTEES. 


Sxc. 7. The Board of Trustecs shall judge of the qualifica- 
tions, and of the election and returns of their own members, 
and determine contested elections of all town officors. ‘hey 
may establish rules for their own proceedings, punish any mem- 
ber or other persons for disorderly behavior in their presence. 
They shall keep a journal of their procecdings, and, at the desire 
of any member, shall cause the aycs and noes to be tuken on 
any question, and entered on the journal. 

Sec. 8. The Board of Trustces shall have power within said 
town— 

First—To make by-laws and ordinances, not repugnant to the 
Constitution and laws of this State or the Dnited States. 

Second—To construct and keep in repair pumps, aqueducts, 
reservoirs or other works necessary for duly supplying the 
town with water, under tho limitations hereinafter presonted 
by this Act. 

Third—To lay out, altor, open and keep open and repair the 
streets, sidewalks and alleys of the town, and determine the 
width and grade of all streets and sidowalks in tho town ; pro- 
vided, that they shall not open or extend Fremont or Jefferson 
atrects through the property of T. W. Badger. The said prop- 
erty is known upon tho official map or plot of Brooklyn as frac- 
tional blocks numbors one and eleven. 

Fourth—To provide such means as they may deem necessary 
to protect the town from injuries by fire. 
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Fifth—To lovy and collect annually, not to exceed one per Powers and 


cent. on the assessment valoation of all property, both real and vant or 
personal, within the limits of the town. Trustees 


Sixth—To impose and collect a road poll tax of not exceeding 
two dollars per annum on every male inhabitant of the ago of 
twenty-one years and upwards, and no other road poll tax shall 
be collected within the limits of the Town of Brooklyn. 

Seventh—To impose and collect a tax of not to excecd two 
dollars per annum on every dog owned within the limits of tho 
town. 

Eighth—To provide for tho draining, the establishing of grades, 
improvements, repairs and lighting of the streets, and the con- 
struction of sidewalks, drains and sewers, and the keeping of 
the same in repair; to prevent the erection of slanghtor houses, 
or the business of slaughtering animals within the limits of tho 
town ; to provide for the prevention and summary removal of 
all nuisances; to provide for the prevention and summary 
removal of all occupations detrimental to the public health, 
comfort and safety, and to provide for the prevention and rog- 
ulation of contagious diseases ; to suppress or regulate the erce- 
tion of soap, glue or tan works; to suppress and prohibit gam- 
bling houses and all houses of ill fume and prostitution, and all 
occupations, houses, places, amusements and exhibitions, which 
are against good morals and contrary to public order and 
decency 

Ninth—To rogulate the erection of steam boilers and engines, 
and to prohibit the orection thereof in places deemed dangerous 
to the inhabitants of the town. 

Tenth—To provent the leaving of any animals upon any streot, 
alley or lane within the limits of the town, without securely fast- 
ening the samo; also, to prevent the hitching or fastening of 
any animal to, or to prevent the posting of any notico or pla- 
card upon, or otherwise destroying or injuring any lamp-post or 
hydrant, or any tree upon any highways of the town, or any 
case or box around such tree. 

Elerenth—To prevent the appearance of any person upon any 
highway or public place in a state of drunkenness or intoxica- 
tion, or in any private house or gronnds, to tho annoyance of 
any person therein, and to prevent any person or persons from 
behaving in an indecent or lewd manner, or making any indo- 
cont exposure of his person, or performing any indecent, 
immoral or lewd play or representation, or the bathing in any 
public manner within the limits of the town; to prevent any 
noise, disorder or tumult to the disturbance of tho public peace. 

Licelfth—To prevent the discharge of fire-arms, pistols or can- 
non within prescribed limits; to prevent the immoderate rid- 
ing or driving of any horse or other animal upon the highways 
within the town; to prevent any sport or exercise upon the 
highways or pablie grounds having a tendency to frighten 
horses; t0 empower any police officer or Justice of the Peace 
to cies any disorderly crowd upon tho highways or side- 
walks. 

Thirteenth—To provide for inclosing, improving and rogulat- 
ing all publie grounds at the expense of the town. 

Fourtecnth—To license, tax and regulate all such business and 
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Powers and employments as the public good may require, and as may not 
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be prevented by law; provided, that all licenses issued within 
the Town of Brooklyn, and heretofore made payablo into the 
coanty treasury, shall bo paid into the town treasury for the 
use of said town; and it shall be unlawful for any county officer 
to collect any such licenses within the said town. 

Fiftenth—To permit the laying of railroad tracks and tho 
running of streot cars, drawn by horses, thoreon, and to regu- 
late the same. 

Sixteenth—To orcct, purchase or lease proper buildings for 
school purposes, or for a fire department. 

Seventecnth—To provide for the good order of the town, and 
to appoint special policemen when deemed necessary to pre- 
serve the public peace. 

Bighteenth—To purchase, hold and maintain a fire engine and 
such implements for the prevention and extinguishment of fires 
as may be necessary. 

Nineteenth—To prevent horses, cattle, goats and swine from 
runnisg at large, being picketed or herdod upon tho streets, 
alleys, lanes or pablic grounds within the limits of the town. 

fwentieth—To establish a pound and a Poundkeeper, and pro- 
scribe his duties, and to provide tor a public sale by the Pound- 
keeper of such animals as shall be impounded, in the same way 
and upon like notice that personal proporty is sold by execution 
under the laws of the State; provided, said Board of Trustees 
shall allow, by the proper order. the owner or owners of such 
proporty so impounded, to reclaim the same at any time before 
the sale, upon payment of costa and charges of taking up and 
impounding; and within thirty days after the sale, shall allow 
him or them, upon proof of ownership of tho property sold, 
duly made before au Justice of the Peace, and upon payment of 
costs of impounding and selling, and upon: the payment of the 
sum of one dollar to tho said Justice, as a fee for the investi- 
gation of ownership, and for his certificate to that effect, the 
purchase moncy arising from such sale or sales. 

Twenty-first—Yo provide for tho lighting of such strects and 
buildings belonging to or in use by the town, as may be neces- 
sary; provided, that no contract for lighting any atrect shall be 
let for a longer period than five years. 

Ticenty-second—To offer and pay rewards for the arrest and 
conviction of persons charged with crime. 

Twenty-third—No prescribe and fix such penalties for the viola- 
tions of any of the provisions of this Act as are not otherwise 
provided for. 

Twenty-fourth—To erect, purchase or lease a building neces- 
sary for the public meetings of the Board of Trustees; also, a 
suitable building for an engine honso, and a structure suitable 
for a town prison; provided, that the amount expended for the 
construction of buildings shall not exceed four thousand dollars 
($4,000) in any one year; and provéded further, that tho amount 
expended for leasing shall not exceed one thousand dollars 
($1,000) in any one year. 

Twenty-fifth—The Board of Trastoes shall have power to order, 
in the general municipal olection, on like notice and in the same 
manner us the other officers are elected, one or more Justices of 
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the Peace and one or more Constables, to hold office tor one 
year and antil their successors are elected and qualified. 
Lwenty-sizth—To pass all ordinances and by-laws necossary 
and proper for fully carrying into effect the powers herein 
granted. 
VIOLATION OF ORDINANCES. 


Src. 9. Tho Board of Trustees may, by ordinance, designate 
the fines to be imposed for the breach of their ordinances, but 
no fine shall be imposed on any one person, for any one broach 
of any ordinance, of more than one hundred dollars for any one 
offence. which fine may bo recovered before any Justice of the 
Peace having his office within the incorporate limits of the 
town, by suit in the name of the Town of Brooklyn, and col- 
lected by excention or iu such other manner as fines imposod 
by the laws of the State are collected; and persons living 
within tho limits of the town shall be competont jurors and wit- 
nesses, if in other respects cumpetent and qualified. All fines 
collected under this Act shall, by the officers collesting the 
same, be paid over to the Town ‘Treasurer; and tur any omis- 
sion to do so, sach officer may bo procecded against upon his 
official bond, in the name of the town, in the manner authorized 
by law on the failure of officers to pay over money collected 
when go required. 

Sxc. 10. Tho Board of Trustees shall have power to desig- 
nate the fines and imprisonments to be imposed for any breach 
or violation of any town ordinance, but no fine shall be for a 
larger amount than one hundred dollars, nor any imprisonment 
for more than thirty days, for any one offence. 


PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 


Violation of 
ordin-wces , 


Sec. 11. At the same time that the Board of Trustees herein Public 
provided for is elected, there shall be elected three Trustees of &he™ 


Public Schools, who shall hold their office for one year, and 
until their successors are elected and qualified ; provided, that no 
member of the Board ot Trustees shall hold the office of Schoul 
Trustee. The Trustees of Public Schools shall, on or before 
the first Monday of February in each year, submit in writing 
to the said Board of Trustees, a careful estimate of the amount 
required for the support of the publie schools, and for carrying 
into effect all the provisions of the law with reference thoreto, 
for the onsuing year, with an estimate of the amount of money 
to be received trom the State and county, aud the amount 
required from the tuwn for the above purposes; and the amount 
80 found to be required from the town, or 80 much thereof’ as 
may be agreed to hy the Board of Trustees, shall by the said 
Board be added to the other amounts to be assessed and collected 
for town purposes; procided, the amount xo assessed shall not 
exceed thirty-five cents on the one hundred dollars valuation, 
and when coliccted shall be paid into the School Fund, and he 
drawn out only on the order of the said School Trustees. And 
in case the said Schoul Trustecs shall require additional school 
lotsa or buildings. the estimates of cost of the same shall be sub- 
mitted to the Board of Town Trustees, and if the said Board 
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approve, it shall provide for the same in the same manner as 
for other school expenses, or in such other manner aa shall bo 
lawful. The School Trustees shall have full control of all 
moneys raised for schoo] purposes, and of all property created 
and obtained for school accommodation, and shall have power 
to establish and maintain public schools in accordance with the 
provisions of the general achool law; provided, that no real 
estate shall be hought, sold or exchanged, or any new school build- 
ings constructed, without the consent of two members of the 
School Trustees and three members of the Board of Trusteos ; 
and provided further, that the proceeds of any such sale or 
exchange shall be applied exclusively to the purchase of other 
lots or the erection of school houses. The School Trustees 
shall not have power to contract any debt or liability, in any 
form whatever, against the town. The said School Trustees 
shall hold mectings as often as once a month, and oftener, if 
deemed necessary. A majority of all the members elcct shall 
constitute a quorum for the transaction of business, but a 
smaller number may adjourn from time to time. The School 
Trustees may determine the rules of their proceedings. Their 
sessions shall be public, and their records shall be open to pub- 
lic inspection. 
LAYING OUT AND OPENING STREETS. 


Seo. 12. Article One—Whenever a potition shall be presented 
® to the Board of Trustees of the Town of Brooklyn. signed by 
the owners of a majority of the real estate fronting on 
both sides of any projected strect, it shall be the duty of raid 
Board to examine into said matter, and if, in the opinion of a 
majority of all the members clected to said Board, to be 
expressed by a resolution to be entered upon their minutes, with 
the names of members voting therefor, tho benefits to arise from 
granting said petition, in whole or in part, will exceed the dam- 
ages and expenses to be caused thereby, and the convenicnee 
ot the public will thereby be promoted, they may, by resolu- 
tion, direct an engincer to furnish a map of the said proposed 
improvement, and of the premises to be affected thereby, a copy 
of which resolution shall forthwith be transmitted by the Clerk 
of the said Board to said enginoer. 

Article Two—\t shall be the dnty of said engineer, upon 
receiving such notice, to proceed and survey the said proposed 
improvement; to make 2 map thereof, showing the location, 
boundaries, the amount of land necessary to be taken, and the 
names of the owners and possessors thoreof, showing the por- 
tions owned and possessed by cach, and return the same to the 
Board of Trustees within ten days after the reecipt of said 
pace. by him, unless longer time shall bo granted by said 

ourd. 

Article Three—Upon receiving said map and return from said 
engineer, the said Board shall forthwith give notice, of not less 
than five days, by publication in a newspaper, if there be onc 
published within said town; if there be no newspaper published 
in said town, then by posting notices at the placo of meeting 
of said Board, aud at three other public places in said Town of 
Brooklyn, of the time and place where they will hear all par- 
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ties desiring to show cause against said improvements; at the 
time and place designated in such notice, or at anch subsequent 
time as the Board may adjourn to, but such adjournment shall 
not in the aggregate excced scven days, the Board shall proceed 
with such hearing. , 

Article Four—If no objection be made, or if, after hearing the 
objections thereto, the Board shall remain of the opinion that 
such improvement should be made, they shall elect, by ballot, 
three Commissioners, residents and property owners in said 
city, not interested, directly or indirectly, in the proposed 
improvemenv or in the property to be affected thereby, to 
assess the damages and benefits to be caused by said improve- 
ment. Within two days thereafter said Commisioncrs shall give 
notice of the time and place where they will proceed to cxam- 
ine the property to be affected by such improvement, by an 
advertisement for three days in a newspaper published in said 
town, if thero be a newspaper published therein, and if not. by 
posting notices at the place of meoting of the Board, and at 
three other public places in said town. At tho time and place 
named they shall proceed to examino the lands and improve- 
ments to be affected by the proposed improvements, and shall 
first ascertain Lhe amount of damages to bo sustained, the names 
of tho owners of the proporty to be damaged and the amount 
to bo paid to cach of such owners therefor. They shall then 
assess upon the property to be benetited by such improvemont 
& um sufficient to pay the whole amount of said damages, and 
the fees and expenses of the said Commissioners, and shall 
apportion the same among the owners of the several parcels of 
pronerty to be thus benefited, in proportion to the amouut of 

enefits to accrue to each. In making such estimate and appor- 
tionment, they shall take all portinent testimony that may bo 
offered them, and may examine any witnesses that thoy shall 
deem it necossary or advisable to call, and shall have anthority 
to administer oaths to all persons tostifying before them. 
Within twenty-one days after their appointment, unless further 
time be granted by the Board of Trustees, they shall make a 
report to the said Board of the assessments and awards so 
made by them, with the names and amounts of the persons 
damaged or benefited as aforesaid. 

Article Five—Upon receiving such report, said Board may, by 
ordinance, levy « tax upon the several parecls of property 
reported as bencfited by said improvement, for the amounts 
severally charged against cach in said report, which tax shall 
be a lien upon said several parcels of property severally, and 
shall not be removed until said tax is paid. Immediately atter 
levying such tax, they shall give notico thereol’ by advertise- 
ment, requiring the owners of the property taxed to pay the 
amounts severally due each, to the Town Clerk, within ten days 
from the first publication of suid notice. At the expiration of 
suid ten days, there shall issre to the Town Marshal a warrant, 
to be signed by their President and Clerk, commanding him to 
levy and collect all of the said tax that shall be then unpaid, 
with his fees for collection, from the property upon which the 
sanic is a lien as aforesaid, and shall thercupon deliver the same 
to said Marshal. 
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Lnyingent Article Six—-Upon receiving said warrant, suid Marshal shall 
and opeulng nroceed to collect so much of said tax as is unpaid, by levy 
upon and sale of tho several portions of property upon which 
said unpaid tax ia a lion, in the same manner and with the same 
authority as stles on execution by Sheriffs, aud shall retarn said 
warrant, with his doings thereon, within thirty days after the 
receipt thereof by him. [f, for any reason, the whole amount 
thercof shall not be collected, said Board may issue, with like 
effect. a snbsequent warrant or warrauts until all be collected. 
Article Seven—As soon as money enough for the purpose is 
received from said tax, said Board shall direct the Marshal to 
pay or tender to each party to whom damages have been awarded, 
the sum severally due to them, and thereupon to proceed forth- 
with und open said street or other improvement; and the same 
shall thereupon be deemed to be open to public use. for the pur- 
pose and to the extent in the original ordinance prescribed. If 
ny person or party entitled to damages cannot be found by 
said Marshal, he shall deposit the amount due to them in the 
town treasury as a special deposit, subject to their order, and 
the same shall be deemed a sufficient payment under this Act. 
The money so deposited shall not be drawn or used for any other 
purpose whatever. 

Article Fight—A\l moneys collected under this Act shall he 
paid into the town treasury as a Special Fund, for the purposes 
for which they were collected, and shall not be drawn out or 
used for any other purpose whatever. 

Article Nine—-The engineer aforesaid, and the Commissioners 
to be appointed as herein prescribed, shall each havo the right 
to go in or upon any property for the purpose of making the 
survey and examinations above mentioned, or for any other pur- 
pose necessary in tho discharge of their duties under this Act. 
Said Commissioners shall each be entitled to three dollars for 
the first day, and two dollars for each subsequent day devoted 
to their duties aa such Commissioners, and they shall not receive 
any other fees or compensation for such services. 


CONSTRUCTION AND REPAIR OF SIDEWALKS, 


Construction Sec. 13. If, at any time, tho owners of a majority of the 
andrepalrof peal estate fronting on one side of any strect. between two 
given points on such street, shall petition the Board of Trustees 
to order to be constructed or repaired a sidewalk along said 
street and between said given points, then it shall be the duty 
of said Trustees to determine and draw up, or cause to be drawn 
up, plans and specifications of the character of the sidewalk to be 
constracted or repairs to be made; and shall order said improve- 
ments, as petitioned for, to be made in accordante with said 
plans and specifications, and shall make an assessment of the 
costs thereol to cach of the persons owning the real estate 
between said given points, each of said persons to pay the cost 
of said improvement in front of his property; and the same 
shall constitute a lien upon such real estate until the assessment 
is paid or satistied; provided, that cach of said persons shall 
have the privilege of making such improvements in front of 
his property, in accordance with the specifications and within 
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the time mentioned in the ordinance ordering the improvements 
to be made; but if not so made, then it shal} be the duty of the 
Marshal forthwith to let ont, in the manner provided by ordi- 
nance, the making of all improvements that remain unfinished ; 
and if the owner or occupant of such real estate shall fail, neg- 
lect or refuse to pay for the cost of the same when completed, 
it shall bo the duty of the Marshal, by order of the Board of 
Trustees, to institute a suit in the name of the town, against tho 
owner, for the recovery of said costs; and tho judgment recov- 
ered thereon shall constitute a lien upon said real estate, and 
exccution may be issued thereon, and may be served as in other 
civil cases. Tho said Trustees may require said sidewalks, after 
such improvements have been mado, to bo kept in good repair 
by the owners of said roal estate; and if not repaired whon 
ordered, the Marshat may let out the making of said repairs, 
and collect the cost of the same in the same manner as in the 
case of tho owners failing to make or pay for the cost of the 
improvement as aforesaid ; provided, that the cost of the plans 
and specifications shall be paid out of the General Fund of the 
town; and provided further, that all street crossings for side- 
walls shail be made at the expense of the ownors of the quarter 
blocks adjacent to said crossing. 


IMPROVEMENT OF STREETS. 
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Sec. 14. [fat any time the owners of more than ono-half in Improve- 


frontage of lots and lands-fronting on any stroet or proposed 
strect, between two given points on such street, or their duly 
authorized agent, sball petition the Board of Trustees to order 
to be graded, macadamized or otherwise improved, such strect 
between said points, then it shall bo the duty of said Board of 
Trustees to determine and draw up, or cause to be drawn up, 
plans and specifications of tho character of the improvement to 
be made on such street, and shall order said improvement, as 
petitioned for, to be made in accordance with said plana and 
specifications, and may make on assessment of one-half of the 
cost thereof to cach of the persons owning the real estate 
fronting on said street between said points, each of said porsons 
to pay one-half of tho cost of making said improvement in front 
of his property; or said Board of Trustees may assess less than 
onc-half of tho cost of said improvement to coach of the owners 
of the real estate fronting on said strect, and may pay out of 
the town treasury such amount as may be necessary to completo 
said improvement. Whatever amount may be assessed aguinst 
said real estate, ay aforesaid in this section, by said Board of 
Trustees, shall constitute a lien upon such real estato until the 
assessment is paid or satisfied ; provided, that cach of said per- 
sons shall have the privilege of making such improvement in 
tront of his proporty, in accordanco with the plans and specifi- 
cations, and within the time mentioned in tho ordinance order- 
ing tho improvement to be mado; but if not so made, then it 
shall bo the duty of the Marshal forthwith to Ict out, in the 
manner provided by ordinance, the making of all improvements

that remain unfinished; and if tho owner or occupant of such 
real ostate shall fail, neglect or refuse to pay for the cost of the 
same, when completed. it shall be the duty of the Marshal, by 
order of the Board of Trustees, to institute suit in the name of 
the town, against the owner, for the recovery of said costs; and 
the judgment recovered thereon shall constitute a lien upon said 
real estato, and execution may be issued thereon and may be 
sorved as in other civil cases. The plans and specifications 
herein provided for, and all costs and expenditures for the 
improvement and repair of’ the sidewalks in front of the public 
grounds of the town, and the ono-balf of the cost and expendi- 
ture of the improvement of the streota in front of such public 
grounds, shall be paid out of the town treasury. 


STREET ASSESSMENTS. 


Src. 15. Tho assessments provided for in’ sections twelve 
and thirteen of this Act shall be made upon the lots and lands 
fronting upon the sircet to be improved, each lot or portion of 
lot being separately assessed, in proportion to its frontage, at 
such rate per front foot as the Board of Trustees may have 
agreed upon, not to exceed the one-half of the cost of such 
improvement in front of such property. 

Src. 16. Whenever any street to be improved, as provided 
in scetion fonrteen of this Act, shall cross any other street, then 
the expense of the improvoment on such crossing shall be 
asseased by tho Board of Trustees upon tho four quarter blocks 
adjoining and cornering on tho crossing; and each lot or part 
of a lot in such quarter block fronting on such street where tho 
improvement is being or about to be made, shall be separately 
assessed according to its proportion of frontage on such strect 
to be improved; provided, that said Board of Trustees may assess 
less than the entiro cost of said improvement on said four 
quarter blocks, and may pay tho balanco out of the town treas- 
ury. The Trustees shall fix by ordinance, cach year, the amount 
of taxes to be levied and collected for curront expenses; provided, 
that no tax to be levied for any one year shall exceed one per 
cont. on all the taxable property in said town. 


DEBT. 


Src. 17. Neithcr the Board of Trustees, nor any officer, 
officers or authority, shall have power to contract any debt 
against said town, and no person or property therein shall ever 
be liable to be assessed or be subject to taxation in any form 
to provide for the payment of any debt hereafter contracted, 
or any claim against tho town, except such legal or proper 
expenses thereof as shall accrue after tho commencement of 
the year for which the tax shall be levied, and no part of the 
moneys levied and collected by taxation for one year shall ever 
be applied toward the payment of any expenses, debt or liability 
incurred during any preceding year. 
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LEGAL ORDINANCES. 


Sec. 18. Every ordinance passed by the Board of Trustees, Legal ns 
in order to possess legal force, shall receive a majority vote of : 
all the mombers olected. 


BOARD OF EQUALIZATION. 


Sec. 19. The Board of Trustees shall constitute a Board of poard of 
Kiqualization, and shall, as soon as the Assessor shall have com- #aueltustion 
ploted and handed to the Clerk his assesament, and after ten 
days notice, hold their meetings to hear and determino all com- 
plaints respecting the valuation of property as fixed by the 
Assessor, and shall have power to modify and change such 
valuation in any way thoy, or a majority of them, shall deem 
jast and proper. Suid mecting shall be hold for such length of 
time as the Board of Trustees shall by ordinance fix. 


OFFIC(AL OATHS AND BONDS. 


Sxo. 20. The Marshal, Assessor, Clerk and Treasurer, before omeiat oaths 
entering upon the duties of their office, shall take the outh of office 9"4 bonds. 
as prescribed by law, and also give a bond, with suretios to be 
approved by the Bourd of Trusteos of said town, payable to 
the Town of Brooklyn. in such ponalty as may he prescribod by 
ordinance, conditioned for the faithful performance of the duties 
of their offices as required by law.

After the appointment of the said Commissioners 
they shall organize by electing one of their number President 
and another one Secrctary and Treasurer, and a regular record 
of their proceedings shall be kept, which shall be prima facie evi- 

Daties. dence in all Courts. They shall proceed to procure plana and 
specifications for the orection and completion of a awing or draw 
bridge and roudway across the San Antonio Creck, commencing 
at the foot of Webster street, City of Oakland, and connecting 
the Oakland side of the creek with such point on the south side 
of the sume as they may select.

the certificate of sale of the Poundmaster shall be and icreby 
in declared prima facie evidence of title to property sold by him 
under the provisions of the ordinances of said town.

CUAPTER COCCLXXAIIT. 


An Act to create a Board of Water Commissioners in the City of Los 
Angeles, and to define their poiers and duties. 


[Approved April 2, 1570.] 


The Eeaple of the State of California, represented in Senate and 
Assembly, do enact as follows: 


Water Com- Section 1. There shall bein the City of Los Angeles a Board 

misloners. of Commissioners to regniate and control water courses and 
irrigating canals and acequias. to consist of three members, to 
be elected as hereinafter provided. 

irrigating Szo. 2. The said city is heroby divided into threo irrigating 
districts, bounded as follows: District Number One shall com-

prise all of said city lying east of Alameda street; District Num- 
ber Two, all the territory lying betwoen Main and Alameda 
streets; and District Namber Three, the remainder of the city 
not ombraccd in Districts Ono and Two. 
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Sxc. 8. There shall be provided and kept, at ench place of stanner of 


voting which now is or may hercafter be established in suid 
city, on the day of each general municipal election, a separate 
hallot-box, in which shall be deposited all votes cast for the elec- 
tion of Commissioners, a8 hercinafter provided ; and all persons 
residing within said city, being the owners of real estate therein, 
or the actual occnrpants of such real ostate as lessees, or under 
claim of title, and in good faith using the water flowing through 
said city, for the purposo of irrigating sach land so owned or 
held by him, as aforesaid, and who shall, in addition thoreto, 
posseas all the requisites of a duly qualified elector under the 
genoral luws of this State, and none other, shall be deemed 
qualified electors, under this Act, aud ontitled to vote for such 
Commissioners. 

Sro. 4. The officers holding and conducting the goncral munic- 
ipal election in said city shall be and constitute the officers for 
the election herein provided, and it is hereby made their duty, 
without additional compensation, to receivo all legal votes offered 
under the provisions of this Act; count all ballots cast at such 
election, and certify tho result thereof, as in other municipal 
eloctions now by law provided. 

Seo. c. <Any person offering to vote at such election may be 
challenged, us unqualified, by the Lnspoctor or either of the 
Judges, or by any legal voter; and when such challenge is inter- 
posed, it shall be the duty of tho Board of' Judges to declare to 
him the qualifications of an elector, as prescribed by this Act, 
and if such person, after such information given, shall insist 
that he is entitled to vote, and the challenge shall not be with- 
drawn, he shall be sworn by the Inspector or ono of the Judges 
of such election, to full, true and correct answers make to all 
questions as shall be put to him touching his place of rosidence 
and qualifications as an clector under this Act; and he shall 
thon be examined as to his qualifications, and if found duly quali- 
fied, it shall be so declared, and his voto shall be reccived and 
deposited in the ballot-box so kept as herein provided; and if 
not qualified, or if tho person so offering to vote shall refuse to 
take the oath or to answer any and all pertinent questions as 
to his qualifications, his vote shall be rejected. For the purposes 
of this Act, no other oath shall be required; and if any porson 
challenged as unqualified shall be guilty of wilful and corrupt 
false swearing or affirming, in taking any oath or affirmation 
authorized or prescribed by this Act, such person shall be 
adjudged guilty of wilful and corrupt perjury, and, on convic- 
tion, punished accordingly. ; 

Sec. 6. There shall be elected at the next municipal election 
to be held in the City of Los Angeles for tho election of mom- 
hers of the Common Council, three Water Commissioners, one 
to reside in cach of tho said irrigating districts, and who shall 
possess all the qualifications of an olector, under the provisions 
of this Act, who shall hold their offices until the next gonoral 
city election and until their successors are clected and qualified ; 
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and at cach gencral municipal election thereafter there shall 
be elected three sach Commissioners, duly qualified and resi- 
dents of their respective districts, who shall hold their offices 
for the term of one year and until their successors are clected 
and qualified; aud until the first election herein provided for. 
Manuel F. Coronel, a resident of District Number One. José 
Wolfskill, resident of District Number Two, and F. R Fober- 
man, resident of District Number Three, sball constitute sach 
Board of Watcr Commissioners, which Board shall have the 
powers and perform the dutios hereinafter provided. In case 
a vacancy should occur in said Board, by death or othorwise, it 
shall be filled by the Common Council of said city by appoint- 
ment, which appointee shall reside within the district for 
which be is appointed, and possess tho qualifications proscribed 
by this Act. 

To qualify. SzO. 7. Mach person elected or appointed to said office shall, 
before entering upon his dutics of his office, and within ten 
days afier receiving notice of his election or appointment, 
qualify, by giving a bond in the sum of one thousand dollars, 
with two good and sufficient suroties, to be approved by the 
Common Council, conditioned by its proper disposal of all 
moneys which may come into his possession and fur the due 
and proper performances of his duties. 

Powersind Sec. 8 Tho dutics of suid Commissioners shall be as follows: 

gutleot .  First—They shall clect one of their number Chairman, and 

ers, one as Clerk of the Board; they shall, from time to time, 
appoint as many Overscors as they may deem necessary for the 
construction of water ditches and the care of water courses, 
regulating their compensation, and detine their boundaries 
within which they shall act in the city; and they may revoke 
such appointments at pleasure. 

Second—A book shall be furnished by the Common Council 
of said city, in which said Commissioners shall keep a full record 
of all official acts of said Board, which shall be opened to the 
inspection of any citizen, and shall be delivered over to their 
successors in office. 

Third—They shall examine and direct such water courses as 
they adjudge ought to be appropriated to public use. and appor- 
tion the water thereof amongst the inhabitants of the city, 
determine the timo of using the same and the amount to be 
paid for such use; but, unless there shall be sufficient water to 
supply all the demands of those entitled to the use thereof, at 
such times and in such quantities as they may reasonably 
desire, then, and in that caso, it shall be the duty of the said 
Board to apportion the waters of said ditches to each individual 
in proportion to the supply required by each; provided, such 
upportionment may be changed trom time to time, as the supply 
of water may increase or diminish, when the same can be done 
without injury to any. 

Fourth—Upon the petition of a majority of the qualified 
electors of cither of the districts in said city, they shall lay out 
such ditch or ditches as may be necessary to irrigate the land 
in cultivation in such district, and apportion the water in the 
same, as above provided; provided, there shall be sufficient 
money in the Water Fund, which is hereinafter croated, to 
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construet such new ditch or ditches; or when there shall not be 
sufficient money in said fund, provided the parties petitioning 
shall advance the amount necessary to constract said ditch or 
ditches, and receive for such advancement a warrant or war- 
rants drawn upon the said fund for the amount so ndvanced by 
him or them; bat in no case shall such warrants be drawn for 
& greater amount than the same actually advanced, nor draw 
interest at a greater rate than seven per cent. per annum. 

See. 9. It shall bo the duty of the Overseers tu execute the 
orders of the Commissioners; to examine, on or before the first 
day of each month in each year, the varions ditches in their 
districts; make an estimate of thy amount of labor necessary 
to put them in good repnir and report tho same to the Board, 
toyether with the capacity of said ditches and the amount of 
land to be irrigated thereby ; to see that the water is properly 
used 28 apportioned, that the ditches are kept in good repair 
and that the labor required is properly expended. Said Over- 
seora shall each keep a correct aveount of' all work done under 
his supervision and by whom, and when afid where. and shall 
report the same, in writing, to said Board, at such times as said 
Board may require; which reports shall be filed with the Clerk 
of said Bourd and be open to the inspection of any citizen. 

Seo. 10. For the government of Overacers in the employ- 
ment of laborers to construct or repair said ditches, ten hours 
labor shall constitute a day’s work ; a team of two horses, their 
harness and a plough, wagon or scraper. shall, when used, be 
equal to one day's work; and no account presented by said 
Overseers. or otherwise, fur labor upon aaid ditches, shall be 
audited, allowod or ordered paid by said Board, which does not 
comply with the provisions of this section. 

Sec. 11. In case any district or person shall consider that 
the water has not been properly apportioned, or in case tho 
Commissioners cannot agree upon the apportionment, the mat- 
ter shall be reforred to the County Judge, who shall determine 
the matter in controversy, and his determination shall be final. 

Sec. 12. The Commissioners shall have the right of way to 
Iny out and construct ditches through any lands in the city, and 
any persons damaged thereby. or by tho water of any ditch, 
shall be entitled to such compensation as may be avreed upon 
between the parties owning the lands and the Commissioners. 
And in case said parties cannot agree, each party shall appoint 
an arbitrator, and in caso cither party shall neglect or refuse to 
appoint such arbitrator fur the space of three months after 
written notice has been served on the parties so refusing or 
neglecting, requiring him to make such appointment, then it 
shall be lawful, and shall be the duty of the County Judge, to 
appoint an arbitrator for the party so refusing, and the two so 
appointed shall select the third. The arbitrators so chosen 
may appraise the lands used for ditching purposes, and shall 
hear and determine all questions of damages arising from the 
taking and use thereof, and to award the amount of the same 
to the parties entitled thereto; and for this purpose said arbi- 
trators shall have power to administer ouths, Before proceed- 
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ing to appraise said lands, said arbitrators shall make and sub- 
scribe an oath that they will faithfully and honestly perform 
the duties of their appointment. Jn all cases, said arbitrators, 
in ascertaining and assessing damages to the claimant, they 
shall take into consideration and make allowance for any ben- 
efit or advantages that, in their opinion, will accrae to such per- 
son or persons by reason of the construction and existence of 
such water ditch, as proposed by said Commissioners; and the 
said arbitrators shall make their report to the County Court, 
and the same shall be affirmed, or set aside for cause shown; 
and if set aside, new arbitrators shall be appointed in the same 
manner as ahove, who shall proceed in like manner; and as 
soon. as such award shall be affirmed, it shall have the effect of 
a judgment, and shall be collected in the manner provided by 
law for the collection of judgments againat citios and other 
municipal corporations. 

Sec. 18. Any person using water from any ditch or water 
course in the city, to which he is not entitled in accordance 
with the provisio#s of this Act, to the detriment of others, or 
who shall {obstruct | the water of any water course or ditch by 
any dam or otherwise, or who shall wantonly break or injure 
any ditch, or who shall obstruct or hinder any Overseer in the 
performance of bis duty, shall be deemed guilty of a misde- 
meanor, and upon conviction thercof shall be fined in a sum not 
exceeding one hundred dollars and not less than twenty dollars, 
for the first offence, and not more than three hundred nor less 
than fifty dollars for every subsequent offence, or imprisonment 
in the county jail for not more than thirty nor less than five 
days, or by both such fine and imprisonment. Any person 
violating the provisions of this section shall be prosecuted 
before any Court of competent jurisdiction in the City or Town- 
ship of Los Angeles, upon the complaint of any person 
aggrieved, or of any member of the Board of’ Commissioners ; 
and all moneys collected as fines, under the provisions of this 
section, shall be upplicd to the Commissioners to the payment 
of Overseers and the repairs of the ditches which may have 
been damaged. 

Szo. 14 When wator (except what constitutes tho water of 
the Los Angoles River) rises upon lands owned by any person, 
it shall not be subject, to the provisions of this Act until it shall 
have passed beyond the limits of said land; and no person or 
persons shall direct the waters of any. natural river or stream 
from its natural channel, to the detriment of any person or 
persons located below them on the same stream. 

Sec. 15. For the purpose of carrying out the provisions of this 
Act. paying Overseers and Commissioners, constructing and re- 
pairing of water ditches and other necessary and proper expenses, 
said Board of Commixsionera are hereby anthorized to levy a 
tax or water rate within said city, ou persons benefited, in pro- 
portion to the amount of water used by cach, which tax may 
be enforced by charging and collecting from sach persons using 
the waters of said ditches or water courses a fixed and specified 
sum, every day, half day or night they shall use said water, 
or either or all, and according to the amount or flow of water 
used, which price or tax shall be regulated by said Board of 
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Commissioners, and may be changed from time to time, as 

said Board shall determine. The money so collected shall bo water Funa 
paid into the city troasury, and shall constitute and be known 

as the * Water Fund,” and all warrants drawn in payment for 

any services rendered or expenses incurred, as provided in this 

Act, shall bo drawn upon said fund, and shall be signed by the 
Chairman and Secretary of said Board of Commissioners. 

Sec. 16. The said Board of Commissionors are hereby vested Powers 
with all the powers, privileges, immunities and franchise now ‘***: 
held and heretofore granted and conferred upon the Mayor and 
Common Council of the City of Los Angeles by any and all 
Acta, gencral and special, heretofore passed and approved, so 
far, and no further, as the same relate to the management, con- 
struction and control of irrigating ditches, canals and dams, 
with rights of way 

Sec. 17. All Acts of a general and of « special character, Repealed, 
conflicting with the provisions of this Act, so far as they are 
applicable or relative to the City of Los Angeles, are hereby 
repealed.

An Act to empower the City and County of Sun Francisca to aid 
in the construction of the Southern Pacific Railroad, and other

[Approved April 2, 1870.] 


The People af the State of California, represented in Senate and 
Assembly, do enact as follows: 


Section 1. It shall be the duty of the Board of Supervisors speciat 
of the City and County of San Francisco to order a special elec- “ec. 
tion to be held in said City and County of San Francisco, on 
the firat Tucsday in June next, for the purpose of*submitting to 
the qualified clectors of said City and County of San Francisco 
tho proposition for tho said City and County of San Francisco 
to issue and deliver to the Southern Pacific Railroad Company, 
its successors or assigns, county bonds in aid of and for and in 
consideration of the construction of a railroad by said company, 
its successors or assigns, from the Town of Gilroy, in a southerly 
direction. 

Src. 2. It shall be the duty of the Board of Supervisors of notice, 
said city and county to cause notice, of at least twenty days, 
to be given by publication in one or more daily newspapers pub- 
lished in the said city and county, and by posting written or 
printed notices thereof, at each place of holding said election in 
said city and county, stating in such publications and notices 
tho proposition to be submitted to the electors of said city and 
county, and the time and manner of voting thereon. Every satits. 
ballot cast in said city and county in favor of said proposition, 
shall have the words “ For the issuing of bonds for the Southern

Sec. 8. If at said election a greater nnmber of the clectors 
of said city and couuty, voting upon said proposition, sball vote 
for the issuing of bonds for the Southern Pacific Railroad than 
shall vote against the issuing of bonds fur the Southern Pacific 
Railroad, then the Board of Supervisors of said city and county 
so voting in favor of such proposition shall, under the conditions 
and in the amounts, and as is hereinafter prescribed, issne to the 
Southern Pacific Railroad Company, its snecessors or assigns, 
city and county bonds, bearing seven per cent. interest, paynble 
semi-annually, both principal and interest payable in United 
States gold coin. 

Sree. 4. Upon satisfactory proof being made. by affidavits or 
otherwise, to the Board of Supervisors of the City and County 
of San Francisco, that the track of said Southern Pacitie Rail- 
ruad has been laid, and that engines and cars aro running 
thereon trom the Town of Gilroy to a point fifty miles there- 
from, in a southerly direction on the line of said road, as here- 
after constructed, then the Board of Supervisors of said City 
and County of San Francisco shall issue, as hereinafter pro- 
vided, to said railroad company, its successors or assigns. the 
city and county bonds of said City and County of San Fran- 
cisco, to the extent of two hundred and fifty bonds of one tnon- 
sand dollars each; and upon the filing of like proof with the 
Clerk of the aforesaid Board of Supervisors, that the track of 
said road has been laid, and that engines and cars are running 
thereon, for one hundred consecutive miles from the Town of 
Gilroy, then the afororaid Board of Supervisors of said City 
and County of San Francisco shall issuc, as hereinafter pro- 
vided, to said railroad company. its successors or assigns, addi- 
tional bonds of said city and county, to the extent of two hun- 
dred and fifty bonds of one thousand dollars each; and upon 
the filing of like proof with the Clerk of the aforesaid Board 
of Supervisors, that the track of said road has been laid. aud 
that engines and cars are running thereon, for fifly additional 
miles on said road, making one hundred and fifty miles from the 
Town of Gilroy, then tho Board of Supervisors of said City and 
County of San Francisco shall issue, as hereinafter provided, to 
said railroad company, its successors and assigns, additional 
city and county bonds, to the extent of two hundred and fifty 
bonds of one thousand dollars cach; and upon the tiling of like 
proof with the aforesaid Clork: that the track of the aforesaid 
Southern Pacific Railroad Company has been laid, and that 
engines and cars are running thereon, for fifty additional miles 
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on said road, being two hundred consecutive miles from tho 
Town of Gilroy, then the said Board of Supervisors of the said 
City and County of San Francisco shall issae to said company, 
ils successors or assigns, 28 hereinafter provided, additional city 
and county bonds, to the extent of two hundred and fifty bonds 
of one thousand dollars each. 

Sec. 5. Upon proof being mado, by affidavit or otherwise, 
as provided in the foregoing sections, to the Supervisors of the 
said city and county therein named, the Mayor and the Treas- 
urer of the said city and county shall draw and issne bonds 
forthwith. and in denominations of one thousand dollars each, in 
such total amounts as hereinbefore preacribod for said city and 
county. Said bonds shall draw interest at the rato of seven per 
cent. per annum from the date of issue, payable upon the first 
day of January and the first day of July of each year, at the 
office of the Treasurer of the city and county, until said bonds 
are redeemed. The principal of said bonds shall be made pay- 
able in twenty years from tho date of issue. Said bonds of the 
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City and County of San Francisco shall be signed by the Mayor whem4lsned 


and Treasurer of said city and county, as such officers, and 
whon signed shall be countersigned by the Clerk of the said 
City and County of San Francisco, and the Board of Supervisors 
sball cause the fact of the signing and countorsigning of said 
bonds to be entered upon their journal, together with the num- 
ber, date and amount of each bond so signed and countersigned ; 
and upon the countersigning of said bonds, tho seal of the said 
city and county shall be atiixed to each bond by the Clerk 
thereof; and said Clerk sball then deliver the said bonds thus 
signed, countersigned and sealed, to the authorized agont of 
such railroad company, its successors or assigns; which delivery 
shall take place immediately after the signing, countersigning 
and sealing thereof, as herein provided; and said Clerk so 
delivering said bonds shall take a receipt in duplicate for said 
bonds so issued and delivered, from the Secretary of such com- 
pany, setting forth in said receipts the numbers, dates and 
amounts of said bonds. 

Sro. 6. Forty coupons fur tho interest shall be attached to 
each bond, so that the coupons can be removed without muti- 
lation to the bond. Suid coupons shall be signed by the 'Treas- 
urer of suid city and county. 

Sec. 7. The issuo and the delivery of the bonds of tho City 
and County of San Francisco to said Southern Pacific Railroad 
Company shall be on the express condition that said Southern 
Pacific Railrond Company, its successors and assigns, shall 
establish, continue and maintain its terminus, and passenger 
and freight depots, in said city and county, until the principal 
and interest of said bonds are duc and fully paid; and to enable 
said company, its successors or assigns, to reach its said depots 
and its lands in Mission Bay, donated by the State of California, 
by such route as may be approved by the Mayor or County 
Judge of the City and County of San Francisco, the said rail- 
road company, its successors or assigus, is authorized to make 
such arrangements with the San Francisco and San José Rail- 
road Company as may be necessary to accomplish said objects ; 
and for that purpose said last named company is empowered to 
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do all necessary acts and things, and also to extend its road to 
said depois and lands by such route as may be approved by the 
Mayor or County Judge of the City and County of San Fran- 
ciseo, as aforesaid. 

Sec. 8. This Act shall take effect and be in force from and 
after its passage. 


CHAPTER CCCCLXXXY. 


An Act to relieve owners of encumbered real estate from double 
taxation. 


[Approved April 4, 1870.] 


The People of the State of California, represented in Senate ana 
Assembly, do enact as follows: 


Secrion |. No mortgage or lien given and held upon real 
estate, or the delts thereby secured, or promissory notes secured 
by mortgage, shall be assessed upon tho books of any Assexsor, 
State, County or otherwise. 

Sxo. 2, All monoys of borrowers left with any savings loan 
society, corporation, firm or individual, as security for or indem- 
nity against the tax upon any mortgago or the debt secured 
theroby, shall be refunded to the person or persons owning the 
same, within six months after the passage of this Act. 

Sec. 8. After the expiration of six months after the passage 
of this Act, it shall be the duty of any savings loan society, 
corporation, firm or individual bolding moneys in the manner 
named in section two of this Act, and they are hereby required, 
vo render a sworn statement to the Controller of State. Such 
statement shall contain a fall exhibit of the names of the par- 
ties who have made such deposits; and from all Hability to pay 
thé taxes, for the payment of which said deposits were preserved, 
and all such taxes are hereby remitted; and the dates and the 
amounts thereof, in each particular case, and all moneys which 
have been refunded, under the provisions of this Aet, with the 
names of the parties to whom refunded, and all moneys remain - 
ing in their hands for which demand has not been made by the 
owners thereof; and all moneys remaining unpaid, after the 
espiration of six months, to the owners, shall, upon the order of 
the Controller of State, be paid to the State Treasurer and 
deposited in the treasnry of the State; and the receipt of the 
Treasurer shall be a full acquiltance, and shall discharge said 
savings loan societies, corporations, firm or individuals, from all 
liabilities as to such deposits. If any person, Joun sucioty or 
corporation shall refuse to comply with the provisions of this 
Act, the Attorney-General of the State shall institute suit to 
enforce the same, in the name of the people of the State of 
California. 

Sec. 4. All laws and parts of laws inconsistent with this 
Act are hereby repealed.

Lhe said Board. after obtaining jurisdiction as alore- Certificates 
said and hearing the evidence of the parties, shall, whenever it of Wy 
appears that the work for which said assessment was levied or 
contract made was substantially and faithfully performed, and 
in their judgment the contractor is equitably entitled to pay- 
ment therefor, and has not been paid, said Board shall there- 
upon execute and deliver to the claimants, or their assigns, a 
certificate attesting and declaring the validity of such contracts 
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and assessments againat the property therein named. and for 
the amounts named therein, which said certificates shall be con- 
clusive evidence in all the Courts of justice of the State of 
California that all the proceedings of the municipal authorities 
of tho said city and county. in the matter of said assessments 
and contracts, were properly and legally taken, and shall be 
prima facie evidence that the property named in said certificates 
is indebted to the person named therein, and for the amount 
stated, and for the work named therein Duplicates of the said 
certificates of suid Board shall be filed with the Superintendent 
aforesaid and in the office of the Recorder of said city and 
county, wherein they shall be recorded, and be a lien on the 
property named therein, and for the amount named therein, 
and in favor of the person named therein, or his agsiyne, from 
the time of filing in said Recorder's office. and for two years 
thereafter. Suid liens shall be enforced in the Courts of this 
State according to the principles and practice of Courts of equity. 

Sec. 4. Property sold under decrees rendered on the certitfi- 
cates of the Board aforesaid shall be subject to redemption the 
same as other real property sold under execution or decree, 
and the deeds executed therefor sball be conclusive evidence of 
title, and writs of assistance shall issue thereon the same as on 
like deeds of other property. 

Sec. 5. Said Board shall not sit lunger than one year. A 
majority of the whole Board shall have power to transact any 
business provided for herein; it shall keep a record, wherein 
shall be entered its proceedings, of which certified copics shall 
be admissible in evidence in all the Conrts of this State. 
Vacancies in the Board sball be filled by appointments of' the 
Governor. The expenses attending each application shall be 
paid by the claimant. 

See. 6. Nothing in this Act shall bo construed to authorize 
inquiry into any claim for street work or to legalize any pro- 
ceeding where the original or first assessment was made, or 
attempted to be made, more than three years prior to the 
passage of this Act, nor to authorize any such inquiry or con- 
firmation when a final judgment has once been rendered in the 
Supreme Court in reference thereto. 

Sec. 7. This Act shall take effect immediately. 


CHAPTER CCUCLXXXVILI. 


An Act to confer additional powers on the Board of Supervisors of 
the City and County of San Francisco. 


[Approved April 4, 1870.] 


The People af the State of California, represented in Senate and 
alxsentbly, do enact as follows: 


Secrion 1. Tho Board of Supervisors of the City and County 
of San Francisco are hereby authorized, empowered and directed

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to expend a sum not exceeding six thousand dollars per annum, 
for the building. improving and repairing of each of the road 
districts of the City and County of San Francisco. The repairs 
of said roads shall be ordered by the said Board. upow the written 
report of the Readmasters of said road districts. 

Seo. 2. The Auditor of said city and county is hereby dirceted 
to audit, and the Treasurer of suid city and county to pay out 
of the General Fund, all such sums of money as may be neces- 
sary for the building. improving and repairing of the said roads ; 
provided, that the sume dues uot oxceed the said sum of six thoa- 
sand dollurs for cach district. 

Sec. 3. All Acts and parts of Acts in conflict with this Act 
are hereby repealed. 

Sec. 4 This Act will take effect and be in full force on and 
after its passage. 


CHAPTER CCCCLXXXVIIT. 
ln Act to fix the rate of taxation Jor State purposes. 
[Approved April 4, 1870.] 


The People of the State of California, represented in’ Senate and 
alasembly, do enact as follows : 


Section 1. An ad valorem tax of eighty-five cents upon each 
one hundred dollars value of taxable property of this State is 
hereby levied cach year for the twenty-second and twenty-third 
fiscal years, to be applied to the following purposes: ‘To the 
Interest and Sinking Fund of eighteen hundred and fifty-seven, 
fifteen cents; to the Interest and Sinking Fund of eighteen 
hundred and sixty, one and one-quarter cents; to the Soldiers’ 
Relief Interest and Sinking Fund, four cents; to the Soldiers’ 
Bounty Interest and Sinking Fund, two cents; to the School 
Fund, ten cents; to the Capitol Fund, ton cents; to the Pacific 
Railroad Fund. eight cents; fora State Prison Building Fund, 
three cents; for a Normal School Building Fund, two cents; to 
the Military Bund, one and one-quarter cents; to the General 
Fund, twenty-eight and one-half cents. 

Sec. 2. This Act shall take effect immediately. 
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CHAPTER CCCCLXXXIX. 


An Act to provide for a State Board of Equalization. 
[Approved April 4, 1870.) 


The People of the State of California, represented in Senate and 
Assembly, do enact us follows: 


Srecrron 1. There shall be a Stato Board of qualization, 
consisting of the Controller of Stato and two members to be 
appointed by tho Governor. The members of said Board 
appointed by the Governor shall hold their offico for the term 
of four years and until their successors are appointed and qual- 
ified; prociled, however, that the Governor may at any time 
remove cither of the members of said Board holding by appoint- 
ment. 

Suc. 2. The members of suid Board, before entering upon 
the discharge of their duties, shall take and subscribe the con- 
stitutional oath of office. 

Sec. 3. Each member of said Board holding by appointmont, 
shall receive a salary of three thousand dollars per annum, pay- 
able manthly out of the fund hereinafter provided. 

Sec. 4. Said Board shall meot at the State Capitol on the 
second Monday of oxch month, and romain in session nntil all 
business that may properly come bofore it is disposed of. A 
majority thereof shall constitute a quorum. 

Src. 5. Said Board may employ a clork, at a salary not to 
exceed two hundred dollars per month, payable out of the fand 
hereinafter provided. 

Seo. 6. In case of a vacancy in said Board, the Governor 
shall till the same by appointment. 

Sec. 7. Lt shall bo the daty of said Board to make diligent 
inquiry as to the mode and manner in which the Assessors and 
Collectors of revenue in this State perform their dutios, and if 
there is reasonable cuuse to believe that any Assessor or Collec- 
tor has failod or refused to perform any of the duties imposed 
upon him by law, then said Board shall at once make a thor- 
ough investigation of the matter, and if, after such investiga- 
tion, it appears to said Board that such officer has failed or 
refused to fully discharge tho duties of his offico, the Board shall 
certify the fact to the District Attorney of the county in which 
the duties of such officer should be performed, with instructions 
to such District Attorney to institute against such officer the 
legal proceedings that such officer has rendered himself’ liable 
to by reason of sach failure or refunal, and it shall be the duty 
of the District Attorney to obey such instructions 

Sec. & It shall bea further duty of said Board, from time 
to time, to make diligent examination as to whether the agsess- 
ments mude by the Assessors of the several conuties in this 
State are equal and uniform, according to location, soil and 
improvements, productions and manufactures; and to that end 


said Bourd may examine the asseaymont rolls, cither original or 


supplemental, of tho different counties, and may hear repre- 
sentations from the several Boards of Supervisors, and such 
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other evidence as may be doomed necessary. And said Board 
may, after such examination, and at any time before the Boards 
of Suporvisors, acting as Boards of Equalization, bave finally 
acted upon the original or supplemental roils, respectively, of 
their several counties, equalize such assessments by adding to 
or deducting from the valuation of taxable property in any 
county or counties, such percentage as will produce, relatively, 
equal and uniform valuations between the several counties of 
tho State; and the percentage so added to or deducted from 
the valuations in cach of the counties of this Stato shall be 
entered upon the records of suid Board, and a certified copy of 
such record shall, by the Secretary of said Board, bo trans- 
mitted to the several Boards of Supervisors in this State before 
such Boards shall have, as Boards of Equalization, finally acted 
upon the assessment rolls upon which tho addition or reduction 
is to be made; and every Board of Supervisors reveiving such 
certificate shall at once equalize the assessment roll of their 
county, in accordance with tho action of the State Board. by 
adding to or deducting from the valuation of property, as it 
appears on such roll, the percentage prescribed by said Board. 
The reduction or addition so made shall relate back to the time 
of the original assessment, and have the same force and effect 
as if then made. Jn all cases where the tax levied on porsonal 
property has been collected at the time the assessment was 
made, and additions are made under this Act, the tax on such 
additional amount shall be collectod from the owners of such 
property ; and if roductions aro made, a sum equal to the tax 
on auch reduction shall be returned to the owners of such prop- 
erty, in the mode and manner, and under such regulations, as 
the State Board of Equalization may prescribe. 

Sec. 9. If, after hearing all the evidence attainable, the personal 
Board is still doubtful as to the proper valuation of property in ‘Pectin. 
any county, it may, by unanimous consent of all its members, 
empower a member of, or the Clerk of, said Board to visit such 
county and make a personal inspection of the property-in such 
county, and report the result of such personal inspection to the 
Board in writing; the person so empowered shall receive no 
compensation for his services beyond his salary, but all neces- 
sary travelling exponses shall be repaid to him out of the fund 
hereinafter provided. 

Sec. 10. The State Board of Equalization shall frame and nutes. 
transmit to the several Boards of Supervisors tho rules by which 
auch Boards shall be governed in making the additions or reduc- 
tions provided for in section oight of this Act, and the rules so 
framed shall be binding aud obligatory upon such Boards. 

Sec. 11. The State Board of Equalization shall have power my issu 
to issne snbpmnas for the attendance of witnesses, or the pro- sbpenas. 
duction of books and papers, before it, and the Secretary or 
any member of said Board may administer oaths or affirmations 
to any witness attending before said Board. 

Seo. 12. The Sheriff of any county in this State shall serve, sherits to 
within his county, any subpeena issued by said Board and deliv- ve #™me- 
ered to him. : 

Sec. 18. Full authority is hereby conferred upon said Board nutes and 
to make and adopt all rules and regulations necessary to carry s™tions. 
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out the purposes of this Act, and not in conflict with the laws 
of this State. 
Neglect not Suc. 14. Neither the omission, neglect nor failure of the 
to tuvalidate State Bourd of Equalization to carry out any of the provisions 
of this Act. shall in any manner invalidate or affect any levy or 
assessment of tuxes mude under the provisions of the general 
laws of this State. 


Appropria- Sec. 15. ‘ihe sum of eight thousand four bundred dollars, 
Hun: each year, is horeby appropriated, out of any money in the Gen- 


eral Fund not otherwise appropriated, for the purpose of pay- 


ing tho salaries provided for in this Act; and the further sam of 


one thousand dollars. each year, is hereby appropriated, out of 
any money in the General Fund not otherwise appropriated, 
for the purpose of paying the travelling and contingent expenses 
necessary Lo carry ont the provisions of this Act.

CHAPTER CCCCXC. 


An Act to establish a quarantine for the Bay and Harbor of’ San 
Francisco, and sanitary las for the City and County of San Fraa- 


cisco. 
[Approved April 4, 1870.] 


The People of the Stute of California, represented in Senate and 
Assembly, do cnact as follows: 


Quarantine = Sxorton 1. The quarantine grounds of the Bay and Harbor 
oom of Sun Francisco shall be at the anchorage of Saucelito. 
Roard of Sec. 2. Thero shall be a Board of Health in and for the City 
Health. and County of San Francisco, which Board shall consist of the 
Mayor of the city and county and four physicians in good stand- 
ing residing in the City and County of San Francisco, who shall 
be appointed by the Governor, and they shall determine by lot. 
One shall hold for one year, one for two years, one for three 
years, one for four years, and their successors shall be appointed 
as herein provided, for the term of five ycars cach. 
Sec. 8. The Mayor of tho City and County of San Francisco 
Meetings. shall be ex officio President of the Board of Uealth. They 
shall meet monthly, and at such other times as the President 
may call thom together, for the transaction of business. In the 
absence of the President, the Board shall elect a Chairman, 
who shall be clothed with the same powers aa tho President. 
Health Sec. 4. Thero shall be a Health Officor for the City’ and 
OMeer. —~_ County and Port of San Francisco. Ilo shall be elected by the 
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Board of Health, and shall continue in office during its pleasure. 
He shall bo a graduate of somo medical college in good stand- 
ing, and shall reside within the city limits of San Francisco. 

Sec. 5. The Health Officer shall have power to perform all Powers. 
acts which quarantine officers are usually authorized to perform, 
and shall be the executive officer of the Board of Health. 

Src. 6. The Board of Health shall appoint a Deputy Health oficers to to 
Officer, who shall be a physician in good standing; a Secretary, *PPmted: 
two Health Inspoctors, one Market Inspector and one Messen- 
ger, whose duties shall be detined by the Ilealth Officer. 

Sec. 7. The following rates of compensation shall be allowed Salaries, 
to the officers of the Health Department: ITealth Officer, 
twenty-four hundred dollars per year; Deputy ITealth Offi- 
cer, eighteen hundred dollars per annum; Secretary, two thou- 
sand one hundred dollars per annum; two Health Inspectors, 
one thousand two hundred dollars per annum each; one Mar- 
ket. Inspector, one thonsand two hundrod dollars per annum, 
and one Messenger, nine hundred dollars per annum. All tho To be paid 
salaries provided to be paid under the provisions of this Act Monty. 
shall be paid monthly, in equal instalments, out of the Gen- 
eral Fund of said city and county, in tho same manner as the 
salaries of tho other officers of said city and county are paid, 
nad it shall be the duty of the Auditor of said city and county 
to allow, and of tho Treasurer to pay, said salaries, in the man- 
ner herein provided. 

Sec. 8. The Health Officer, in addition to his salary, shall Exponses. 
receive such sums for the necessary expenses of his office as the 
Board of Wealth may direct, and the Auditor is hereby directed 
to audit and the Treasurer to pay such sums out of the General 
Fund, and the Board of Supervisors shall provide propor offices 
for the Health Department. 

Sec. 9. The Board of Health shall have general supervision Powers ot 
of all matters appertaining to the sanitary condition of said "“* 
city and county, ineluding the city and county hospital, the 
county jail, almshouse, Lndustrial School, and all public health 
institutions provided by the City and County of San Francisco ; 
and full powers are hereby given to said Board to adopt such 
orders and regulations, aud appoint or discharge such medical 
attendants and employés, as to them seems best to promote the 
public welfare, and not in contravention of any law; and they 
may appoint as many Health Inspectors as they may dcem 
necossary, in time of epidemic. 

Sree. 10. It shall be the duty of shipmasters bringing vessels fected 
into the harbor of San Francisco, and of masters, owners or eee 
consignees. having vessels in said harbor which have on board , 
any cases of small-pox, yellow fever or Asiatic cholera, typhus 
or ship fover, to immediately report the same, in writing, to 
the Health Officer, before landing any passengers, casting 
anchor, or coming to any wharf, or as soon thereafter as they 
or either of them sball become aware of the existence of cither 
of these diseases on board of said vessel. 

Sec 11. No captain or other officer in command of any Landing or 
vessel sailing under a register, arriving at this port, nor any #enrgers. 
owner, consignee, agent, or other person having charge of such 
vessel or vessels, shall, under a penalty of not- less than one 
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hundred dollars nor more than one thousand dollars, land or 
permit to be landed any freight, passengers or other persons from 
said vessel or vessels, till he shall have reported to the Health 
Officer. presented his bill of health, and received a permit from 
that officer to land said freight, passengers or other persons. 

Sec. 12. It shall be the duty of every pilot who shall con- 
duct into the port of San Francisco any vessel subject to quar- 
antine or to examination by the ILealth Officer— 

First—To bring said vessel no nearer the town than is allowed 
by section fourteen of this Act. 

Second—To prevent any person from leaving, and any com- 
munication being made with the vessel under his charge till the 
Health Officer shall have boarded her, and shall have given tho 
necessury orders and directions. 

Third—To be vigilant in preventing any violation of the 
quarantine laws, and to report, without delay, all such viola- 
tions that come to his knowledge, to the Health Officer. 

Fourth—To present the master of the vessel with a printed 
copy of the quarantine laws, unless he have one already. And 
in the event of being subject to quarantine by reason of infec- 
tion, to place at the mast head a small yellow flag. 

Seo. 18. Every master of a vessel, subject to quarantine or 
visitation by the Health Officer, arriving in the port of San 
Francisco. who shall refuse or neglect, either— 

“rst—To proceed with and anchor his vessel at the place 
assigned for quarantine, when legally directed so to do; or, 

Second—To submit his vessel, cargo and passengers to the 
Tealth Officer, and to furnish all necessary information to 
enable that officer to determine to what length of quarantine 
and other regulations they ought, respectively, to be subject, or 
neglect to report all cases of discaso mentioned in this Act, and 
all cases of death occurring on his vessel, and to comply with 
all the sanitary regulations of said bay and harbor, shall be 
guilty of a misdemeanor, and on conviction thereof shall be 
punished as provided for in section eleven of this Act. 

Seo. 14. All vessels arriving off the port of San Francisco, 
from ports which have been legally declared infected ports, and 
all vessels arriving from ports where there shall be provailing, 
at the time of their departure, any contagious, infectious or 
pestilential diseases (especially small-pox, Asiatic cholera. typhus 
or ship fever), or vessels with decaying cargoes, or which have 
unusually foul or offensive holds, shall be subject to quarantine ; 
and it shall be the duty of the master, owner, pilot or consignee 
to report any and all such vessel or vessels to the Health Officer 
without delay. No such vessel shall cross a right lino drawn 
from Meigg’s Wharf to Alcatraces Island, till the Health Officer 
shall have boarded her and given tho order required by law. 

Sec. 15. [t shall be the duty of the Health Officer to board 
every vessel subject to quarantine or visitation by him, imme- 
diately on her arrival (or as soon as he shull be notified thereof), 
between sunrixe and sunset; to make such examination and 
inspection of vesscl, books, papers or cargo, or of persons on 
board, under oath, as ho may judge expedient; to determine 
whether said vessel should be ordered to quarantine, and if so, 
the period of quarantine. 
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Sro. 16. No captain or other officer in command of any 
passenger-carrying vessel uf more than one hundred and fifty 
tons burden, nor of any vessel of more than one hundred and 
fifty tons burden having passengers on board, nor any owner, 
consigneo, agent or other person having charge of such vessel 
ov vessels, shall, under a penalty of not less thun one handred 
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be landed any passenger or passengers from said vosse) or ves- 
sels, until he shall have presented his bill of health to the Health 
Officer, and received a permit from that officer to land said 
passenger or passengers, except in such cases as the Health 
Officer shall deem it safe to give the permit before aceing the 
bill of health. 

Seo. 17. The following fees shall be collected by the Health 
Officer: For giving a permit to land freight or passengers, or 
both, from any vessel of Jess than one thouxand tons burden, 
from any port out of this State, two and a half dollars; from 
any portin this State, one dollar and a quarter; from any pas- 
senger-carrying vessel of more than one thousand tons burden, 
three dollars and seventy-five cents; from vesscls of more than 
one thousand tons burden, carrying no passengers, two dollars 
and fifty centa ; provided, that vessels carrying less than twenty 
rhs Sk shall in no case pay more than two dollars and a 

alf; but this shall not apply to sailing vessels sailing to and 
from any port of the Pacific States of the United States, or 
Territories, or to whaling vessels entering the harbor of San 
Francisco, excepting that they shall report to the Iealth Offi- 
cer, a8 provided for in section ten of this Act. 

Sue. 18. The Iealth Officer, or his deputy, shall board any 
vessel bringing passengers from Asiatic ports, and coming into 
the harbor of San Francisco, and then and there, in his disere- 
tion, vaccinate each and every one of said passengers before 
they shall be permitted to land in the City and County of San 
Francisco. 

Sec. 1). In case there shall be any persons on board the 
vessols mentioned in section ten, who shall actually be sick with 
the small pox, the Health Officer is hereby authorized to require 
each and every person on board said vessel to be revaccinated, if 
he or she has been previously vaccinated, or to be then and 
there vaccinated for the first time. 

Sec. 20. Jt shall be the duty of each and every master, or 
other officer having command of such vessel, to aid the Health 
Officer in performing tho duties herein required, by anchoring 
his vessel in the bay, and by all other suitable and reasonable 
means, until said vaccination shall bave been completed; and 
any master or other officer in command of such vessel, who shall 
neglect or refuse to render such assistance in carrying out the 
provisions of this section, shall bo deemed guilty of a misde- 
meanor and on conviction thereof shall be punished by a fine 
not loss than one hundred dollars nor more than five hundred 
dollara. 

Sec. 21. The fees of the Health Officer for vaccinating such 
passengers, shall be one dollar for each and every person so 
vaccinated; and all persons refusing to be vaccinated or to 
psy the fee therefor, shall be detained at quarantine on board 
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said vessel until they are vaccinated and pay the fee therefor, 
and he is hereby authorized to collect the said fee from the per- 
son or person vaccinated. 

Sec. 22. The Board of ITealth shall have power, under the 
provisions of this Act, to provide suitable hospitals, to be sit- 
uated at or near Sancelito. and furnish and supply the same 
with suitable nurses and attachés, as in their jndyment the pub- 
lic health may require, and to remove thereto all persons affticted 
with cholera. yellow fever, typhus or ship fever. 

Sec. 23. It shall be the duty of the Health Officer to keep a 
record of all births, deaths and interments occurring in the City 
and County of San Francisco, in books duly prepared for that 
purpose. Said records, when filled, shall be deposited in the 
office of the County Recorder, and produced when required for 
public inspection. 

Src. 24. Every sexton. undertaker, superintendent of a cem- 
etery or other person, who shall inter or canse to be interred 
any human body without having first obtained and filed with 
the Health Officer a physician’s certificate, or the Coroner's cer- 
tificate, setting forth. as nearly as possible, the name, age, color, 
sex, and date and place of birth, date and locality of death, 
and cause of death of the deceased. shall be deemed guilty of 
misdemeanor, and on conviction shall be punished as provided 
in section twenty-nine of this Act. 

Sec. 25. It shall be the duty of the physicians, when deaths 
occur in their practice, to give a certificate to that effect, with 
the name, age, color, nativity. date of doath, place of death and 
occupation of deceased. For this purpose blank certificates 
shall be kept at the Health Office. 

See. 26. Physicians and midwives shall, on or before the 
fourth day of each month, make a return to the Health Officer 
of all births, denths and the number of still-born children, oceur- 
ring in their practice during the preceding month. In the 
absence of such attendants, it shall be the duty of the parent to 
make such report within thirty days after the birth of said 
child. : 

Seo. 27. Superintendents of cemeteries within the boundaries 
of the City and County of San Francisco shall make returns to 
the Mealth Officer, on each Monday, of all permits for inter- 
ment received by them during the preceding week. 

Sec. 28. No Superintendent of a cometery shall remove or 
“use to be removed, disinter or cause to be disinterred. any 
corpse that shall have been deposited in said cemetery, without 
a permit from the Health Officer or by order of the Coroner. 

Sec. 29. Any person who shall neglect or refuse to comply 
with any of the provisions of this Act shall be deemed guilty 
of misdemeanor, and on conviction thereof shall be punished 
by a fine of not less than one hundred dollars nor more than 
one thousand dollars, or by imprisonment in the county jail not 
exceeding twelve months, or by both such fine and imprison- 
ment. 

Sec. 30. Whenever a nuisance shall exist on property of any 
non-resident of the city and county, the Board of Supervisors 
may. on the recommendation of the Board of Health, canse 
auch nuisance to be abated, and may allow and order paid, out 
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of the General Fund, all proper charges and expenses incurred 
in abating such nuisance; and all sums so allowed and paid 
shall become a charge upon the property on which the nuisance 
existed, and may be recovered by an action against such 
property, and by a sale of the property on execution for such 
judgmont, the same as in other cases. 

Sec. 31. The Police Judge’s Court of tho City and County Tohave 
of San Francisco shall have full and complete jurisdiction of all Ju#etion. 
actions and proceedings for the violation of the provisions of 
this Act. \ 

Sec. 32. It shall be the duty of the Health Officer to have Fee book. 
kept in his office a book, in which shall be entered all feos 
collected by him; and he shall cause the same to be paid over 
to the City and County Treasurer weekly, under oath, to the 
credit of the General Fund. 

Sec. 38. The Health Officor, before entering on his duties, Bonds, 
shall give bonds with good and sufficient sureties, to be approved 
by the Board of Iealth, in the sum of ten thousand dollars, for 
the faithful performance of his duties.

On the third Monday of November, in each year, 
the Tax Colloctor of the City of Oakland and of the County of 
Alameda shall, at the close of their official business for the day, 
enter upon tho tax list or assessment roll for said city and for 
said county, respectively, the statemont that they have made a 
levy upon all the property assessed in said roll, and upon which 
the taxes have not been paid, for which statement no fees shall 
be charged; and thereafter be shall charge cach and every per- 
son an addition of five per centum upon the amount of all taxes 
to be paid by such person, which five per centum shall be paid 
into the treasury of said connty and of said city, respectively, 
ono-half for the nse of the State, and one-half of said county 
and city, respectively. _ 

Sxzo. 2. On the Saturday next preceding the third Monday 
of December, in each year. the respective Tax Collectors shall 
bave completed a list of all persons and property then owing 
any taxes, which list shall bo called the * Delingnent List,” and 
shall bo published as bereinafter provided; and after tho said 
list is completed and published, the respective Tax Collectors 
shall collect, in addition to the taxes and the five per centum 
added thereto, one dollar on cach and every lot, piece or tract 
of land separately assessed, and also on the assessment of per- 
sonal property of cach delinquent taxpayer; seventy-five cents 
of which shall bo paid to tho city and county. respectively, to 
repay the cost of printing said list, and the other twonty-five 
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cents shall be retained by the respective Tax Collectors in full 
for all services in preparing said list. 

Sec. 8. Publication of said delinquent list shall be made Publication, 
one time per week, for three successive wecks, in some nows- 
paper, or supplement thereto, published in said County of Ala- 
meda and City of Oakland, as hereinafter provided, and tho form 
of said publication, and the control and direction thereof, shall 
be the duty of the Mayor, Clerk and Tax Collector of the City 
of Oakland, or of any two of them, and of the Anditor, Clerk 
and Tax Collector of the County of Alameda, or of any two of 
them. 

Sec. 4. The provisions of the Acts regulating the collection Made 
of delinquent taxes of the City and County of San Francisco, “PPM 
when not in conflict with this Act, are hereby applied to the 
County of Alameda and the City of Oakland, and no fees, costs 
or charges, except those named in this Act and in the Acts regu- 
lating taxation in San Francisco. above roferred to, shall be 
levied or collected upon the delinquent list.

CHAPTER CCCCXCIY. 


An Act to secure a lien on live stock kept, fed or pastured by ranch- 
men and stable keepers.

Section 1 The proprietors of stables and ranches or farms, Lienonstock 
shall have a lien on all live stock pastured, kept or fed by them, *""** 
under contract with the owners thorcof, for the amount and 
value of the care, feed or pasturage of such live stock, and 
shall be entitled to recover and hold possession of such live 
stock until the amount of such lien shall be paid. 

Sec. 2. Such proprictors shall have power to procced and 
collect such debts and foreclose such liens, in the same manner 
as other debts and liens are collected and foreclosed upon other 
personal property in civil actions.

CHAPTER CCCCXCVI. 


An Act authorizing the issuance of State bonds to the amount of two 
hundred and fifly thousand dollars, to be known as State Capitol 


bonds. 
[Approved April 4, 1870.] 


The People of the State of California, represented in Senate and 
Assembly, do enact us follows: 


Section 1. It shall be tho duty of the State Treasurer to 
prepare and havo ready for delivery on the first of July, eighteen 
hundred and seventy, oxcept the signatures to tho bonds, two 
hundred and fifty’ bonds of this State for tho sum of one thon- 
sand dollars coach, said bonds to bear date on tho first of July, 
eightcen hundred und seventy, and to bo payable in the gold 
coin of the United States, ai the office of the State Treasurer, 
fiftcon years after dato. Said bonds shall bear interest at the 
rate of seven per contum per annum, payable in gold coin semi- 
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annually, on the first day of January and the first day of July, 
at the office of the Treasurer, for which interest there shall be 
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coupons attached to said bonds. Each bond shall be signed by ~ 


the Governor, be countersigned by the Controller and be indorsed 
by the Treasurer. These bonds shall be known us the State 
Capitol bonds, and the Controller and ‘Treasurer shall cach keep 
an account of them and of their redemption. 

Src. 2. For the purpose of paying tho interest on said bonds 
as it accrues, and the principal when it becomes due, an ad valo- 
rem property tax of one and ono-half cents on one hundred dol- 
lars of taxable property within tho Stato is hereby levicd annu- 
ally until the whole of the bonds issued under this Act are paid. 
The moneys arising from said tax shall be kept in a distinct 
fund, to be known as “The State Capitol Bonds Interest and 
Sinking Fund,” and shall be used for no other purpose than 
paying the interest on said bonds as it accrues, and redeeming 
and paying the principal. 

Src. 3. Whenever, on the first day of February in any year, 
thero shall remain in the State Capitol Bonds Interest and Sink- 
ing Fund the sum of five thousand dollars or moro, over and 
above a sufficient amount to pay all intorest duc or that may 
become due prior to the then nest first day of January, the Treas- 
urer shall advertise, for at least thirty days, in at least two news- 
popere published in each of the Citics of Sacramento and San 

rancisco, that he will, at a day and hour named in such adver- 
tisement, open sealed proposals for the redemption of State 
Capitol bonds to the amount, stating it, of tho surplnas money 
in said fund; and at the time stated, the Treasurer and Con- 
troller rhall open all such bids in public and accept the offor or 
offers that are most advantageous to the State; provided, how- 
over, that no offor oxceoding par valuo and accrued interest 
shall be accepted. 

Sec. 4. The Board of State Capitol Commissioners shall, 
either at one time or from time to time, as they deem proper, 
dispose of tho whole or any part of said bonds, after having 
given at least ten days notice, by advertising in at least two 
newspapers published in each of the Cities of Sacramento and 
San Francisco, of the time when the Board will mect in the 
Secretary of State’s office and open bids for the purchase of 
(here stating the amount) of State Capitol bonds. And on the 
day and at the hour stated, the Board of Commissioners shall 
meet in the office of the Secretary of State, and in public open 
the bids received, and award the bonds to the party or parties 
who offer to pay the greatest price in gold coin therefor; pro- 
vided, however, that said Board may reject all bids; and pro- 
vided further, that no sale of said bonds shall be made prior to 
the first of July, eighteen hundred and seventy. 

Sec. 5. Whenever tho Board of State Capitol Commission- 
ers shall make a sale of any of said bonds, they shall certify 
the fact to the Controller and Treasurer, stating tho name of 
cach purchaser, the number of bonds bought by him, and the 
amount to be paid therefor; whereupon the proper namber of 
bonds shall be signed, countersigned and indorsed, and upon 
the payment of the proper sum to the Treasurer, in gold coin, 
delivered to the purchaser. All moneys arising from the sale 
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of said bonds shall. be kept in a distinct fund, to be known as 
the State Capitol Special Fund, and no part of it shall be used 
to pay any warrant or othor debt for labor, work, material. or 
other thing done or farnished in, on or about the State Capitol, 
or its construction or furnishing, prior to the first day of June, 
eighteen hundred and seventy. 

Sec. 6. For work or labor done, or material furnished in, on 
or about the State Capitol or its surrounding grounds and 
streets, after the first day of June, eighteen hundred and sev- 
enty, payments shall he made, so long as it lasts, out of the 
State Capitol Special Fund ; provided, however. that the Board 
of State Capitol Commissioners may expend out of said State 
Capitol Special Fund a sum not exceeding fifty thousand dol- 
lars for the purchase of suitable grounds and the erection 
thereon of a mansion or residence for the Governor of the State, 
and for the necessary inclosures, streets, sidewalks and out- 
buildings on and around said lands. 

Sec. 7. The Controller shall notify the several County Audi- 
tors of the passage of this Act and of its levy ofa tax of one and 
one-half cents on each one hundred dollars worth of property. 
and it shall bo the duty of each County Auditor to add said one 
and a half cents to the other State taxes in his county. 

Src. 8. So much money as may be necessary to carry this Act 
into effect is hereby appropriated out of any unappropriated 


moncy in the General Fund, to be paid upon the certificate of

CHAPTER CCCCXCVII. 
An Act concerning corporations for charitable and beneficial purposes.

Secrion 1. Any Tribo of tho Improved Order of Red Men, 
or the Great Council of the Improved Order of Red Men of 
California, or any similar tribe, lodge or society instituted for 
purposes of charity, or the purpose of granting sick, funoral or 
other benefits, may assume corporate powers and form them- 
selyes into a corporation by filing with the County Clerk where 
they may be located, a certificate or statement, signed by the 
presiding officer thereof, and the Secretary thereof, who keeps 
the minutes of the proceedings thereof, stating tho title and the 
name of the presiding officer and the Sccretary, the name by 
which said corporation shall be called and known, the county 
where said tribe, lodge or society may be located (prorided, in 
case of a Great Council, Grand Lodge or State organization, 
that is not located in any particular county, but meets in differ- 
ent counties in this State, the certificate must state the same, 
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and be filed in tho office of the Secretary of State), and that 
said tribe, lodge or society is formed for charitable or bene- 
ficial purposes, and not for any illegal, political or immoral pur- 
pose whatever; and sctting forth in snid certificate a copy of 
the resolution of said tribe, lodge or society requiring or direct- 
ing said officers to acknowledge and file the proper certiticate 
for purposes of incorporation; and said certificate shall be 
acknowledged by said officers befure some officer authorized to 
take the acknowledgment of deeds and conveyances.

New Sausalito, and shall have the exclusive right of Janding at 
said wharf freight and passengers. 

The price of single passage for crossing upon said nates of fare 
forry, to be charged and collected by said granteo and its assigns, 
shall not exceed twenty-five cents for cach person, and the com- 
mutation price for crossing by the month shall not exceed five 
dollars. The other rates of toll and freight may be fixed and 
regulated by the Board of Supervisors of each of said coun- 
ties, and shall not be changed oftener than once in two years; 
provided, that the rates so fixed shall not at any time bo so 
reduced as to make the net receipts less than eighteen per cent.

An Act to provide funds for the construction and improvement of high- 
ways in the County of San Mateo. 


[Approved April 4, 1870} 


The People af the State of California, represented in Senate and 
Assembly, do enact as follows : 


Secrion 1. Whenever the Board of Township Truatecs of 
any township of the County of Sun Mateo shall deem it neces- 
sary or expediout to expend more money than may bo done 
under the present roud laws of said county, in the opening, 
construction or improvement of any public highway In such 
township, or in the purchase of any toll road therein for the 

urpose of making the same a public highway, it shall be law- 
‘ul for said Board of Trustecs, by public proclamation, printed 
in handbill form and posted in at least six public places in the 
township, and gencrally distributed, to state the specific object 
for which the money is to bo expended and the amount required 
therefor, and to call an election, to be held not less than twenty 
days after the posting of said proclamation, for the purpose of 
voting upon the proposition to borrow the amount of money 
named in such proclamation for the uses and purposes therein 
specified. Such proclamation shall state the time of holding 
such election, the officers thereof, the place or places where 
polls will be open, which shall be the samo as at the last pre- 
ceding general election in said township, and the form of bal- 
lots to be used for and against the proposition, and also stating 
the qualification of voters at said election, which shall be such 
as is prescribed in this section. Said election shall be conducted 
in tho same manner as is provided by law for the holding of 
gonoral elections in this State, except that at such election no 
person shall be pormitted to vote unless he be a qualified clector 
of the precinct wherein he offers his vote, and also, one whose 
name appears upon the last preceding assessment roll of said 
county a8 a taxpayer in the township in which such election is 
held. The votes cast at such election shall be tallied and can- 
vassed and certified as at general elections, and returna thereof 
be made to the Township Clerk of such township. At the first 
meeting of the Board of Trustees after the receipt of such 
returns by the Clerk, the Board shall open and examine said 
returns and certify and declare the result. 
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Sec. 2. If it be found that the majority of the votes cast at Result. 
such election were against the proposition so submitted. then 
no further proceedings shall be had thereunder, but if it be 
found that a majority of the votes su cast at said election were 
in favor of said proposition, then said Board of Trustees shall 
certify their proceedings and the result of said election to the 
Board of Supervisors of said county, and make a requisition 
upon said Board of Supervisors for the issue of county bonds 
to the amount named in said proclamation and certificate. 

Sec. 8. [mmediately upon receiving such certificate, the Bond to be 
Board of Supervisors shall cause to be issued and delivered to ined, 
the County Treasurer, taking his receipt therefor, to bo filed in 
the office uf the County Auditor of said county, the bonds of 
the County of San Mateo, to the amount named in said certifi- 
cate; provided, the samo shall not in any event exceed the sum 
of fifty thousand dollars in all to any one township. Said bonds peseription. 
shall be issued in sums of five handred dollars each; shall be 
numbered consecutively ; shall be made payable to bearer fiftcen 
years after date, and redeemable at the pleasure of the county, 
at auy Lime after five years and within fifteen years from their 
date; shall be payable at the office of the County Treasurer of 
said county. in gold coin of the United States; shall bear 
interest at tho rate of ten per cent. per annum, payable in like 
gold coin at the office of the said Treasarer, upon presentation, 
at or after maturity, of the proper interest coupon therefor ; 
and for cach instalment of interest to become due upon said 
bonds, interest coupons shall be attached, each giving the 
number of the instalment and the number of the bond to which 
it is attached. Said bonds shall express upon their face that 
they arc issued under the provisions of this Act, and are paya- 
ble out of the Road Fund of the township for which they were 
issued, naming the same; and the faith of the county shall be 
and is hereby pledged that funds fur the payment of the princei- 
pal and interest thereof shall be raised by taxution upon all the 
taxable property situate in said township, as in this Act pro- 
vided. 

Sec. 4. The County Treasurer shall convert said bonds into sate ofbonds. 
coin, and place the same to the eredit of the Road Fund of the 
township tor which thoy were issued; provéded, however, that 
none of srid bonds shall be sold at less than ninety-five cents on 
tho dollar; and if any are sold at less than par, it shall only be 
to the highest bidder, after giving ten days notice, by publica- 
tion in some daily paper published in the City of San Francisco, 
of the time and placo when and where bids therefor will be 
reecived. Immediately after the sale of any bonds, he shall 
make and file with the County Auditor a statement, verified by 
his oath, or the oath of the person who mado the sale for him, 
of the amount and numbers of the bonds svuld, and the price 
realized therefor. 

Sec. 5. If bunds shall have been issued nnder this Act for Special tax, 
the benefit of any of said townships, then at the time of making 
the levy of taxes for general county purposes in said County of 
San Mateo, in the same year, atid in each of the four succeeding 
years, the Board of Supervisors of said county shall, in addition 
to the other road taxus levied for said township, levy a special 
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tax upon all the taxable property situate thercin, to be called the 
Road Bond Tax of said township, and to be collected like other 
taxes and paid into the county treasury to the credit of the 
Road Bond Fund, sufficient to pay the interest fulling due in cach 
year, on all outstanding bonds issued for the benefit of’ said 
township under this Act. And at tho time of making such 
levy in each of the next succeeding ten years, such special tax 
shall be levied by said Board of Supervisors upon all the 
property situate and taxable in said township, sufficient in 
amount to pay the interest so falliog duo in cach year, and also 
one-tenth of the principal sum of all the bonds so issued, as 
aforesaid. 

How applied Suc. 6. The special tax provided for in the foregoing sec- 
tions shall be collected as other taxes in said county, and paid 
into the county treasury, to the credit of the Road Bond Fund 
of said township, and shall be applied as herein provided, and 
not otherwise, to wit: 

Firat—To the payment of intorest on the bonds issued under 
this Act for said township. 

Second—Whenover, after five years from the date of said 
bonds, there shall be in the said fand an amount of money, over 
and above the sum required for interest for the current year, 
equal to one-tenth or more of tho bonds issued under this Act, 
such amonnt shall be applicable to the redemption of bonds 

Surrender 188ued herounder. Tho County Troasurer shall publish a notice 

of bonds. in one paper published in said county, and in at least one daily 
paper published in the City of San Francisco, for the period of 
twenty ae atating the amount of money held by him appli- 
cable to that purpose, and requesting sealed proposals for the 
surrender of bonds therefor. On the aay named in said notice, 
at or after the oxpiration of said twenty days, the County 
Treasurer and County Auditor shall open auch proposals as may 
have been made, and the money on hand so applicable thereto 
shall be immediately applied, to the extent thereof, to the 
redemption of such bonds as aro offered to be surrendered at the 
lowest rate; provided, that not moro than par value, with interest 
already accrued and unpaid, shall be allowed. And whenever the 
principal sum on any bond is paid, whether the same be redeemed 
at or below par, the bond, and all its coupons for interest not yet 
accrued, must be surrendered. No interest shall ever be paid 
without the surrender of the proper interest coupon therefor. 
If no bonds aro offered at or below the par value thoreof, with 
the accrued and unpaid interest thereon, the County Treasurer 
shail immediately advertiso, in the same papers, and for the 
same length of time as before, for the return to his office of so 
many of the bunds as the fonds on hand, and applicable thereto, 
will pay at par. with accrued unpaid interost thereon, designat- 
ing by numbers the bonds to which the fund will be applied, 
commencing with the lowest numbered outstanding bond, and 
taking them up in consecutive order. The fand in hand, or so 
much thereof as may be necessary, shall be set apart to the 
redemption of the bonds so advertised, and shall be used for no 
other purpose whatever. At any time theroafter, upon surren- 
der of any bonds so advertised, with all the unpaid coupons 
belonging thercto, the same shall be paid, but no interest shall 
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be allowed thereon for any time after the expiration of thirty 
days from the date of the first publication of the last named 
notice. Bonds so designated and called in shall cease to draw 
interest at the expiration of said period of thirty days, anything 
in the bond, the coupon attached, or in this Act to tho contrary 
notwithstanding. As often as the fund shall be sufficient there- 
for, as in this paragraph provided, the same course shall be pur- 
sued until all the bonds, issued under this Act for the bencfit of 
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said township, have been redeemed. And upon tho final redemp- natanee. 


tion of all tho bonds and interest coupons due, any balance that 
may be in said special fund shall be paid into the General Road 
Fund of the township wherein said special tax was raised; the 
special tax shall no longer be levied, and tho account of the 
Road Bond Fund shall be closed. 


Sec. 7. Immediately upon the surrender of any bond or cuncotted 


intcrest coupon, issued under this Act, to the County Treasurer, 8. 


he shall cancel the same, and on the first Monday in cach month 
return to the County Auditor all cancelled bonds or coupons in 
his possession. The County Auditor shall make a record of the 
numbers of the bonds and coupons which have been so returned 
to him, and at cach regular meeting of the Board of Supervisors 
shall deliver to them all the cancelled bonds and coupons in his 

ossession. The Board of Supervisors shall cause a record to 

eo made of the fact of such surrender, giving the numbor of 
the bonds and coupons, and shall thereupon cause the same to 
be destroyed in the presence of the Bourd, and a record made 
of that fact also. 

Sec. 8. This Act shall take offect and bo in force from and 
aftor its passage. 


CHAPTER DIII. 


An Act making appropriations for the support of the civil government 
of the State of California for the twenty-second and twenty-third 
Jiscal years, commencing on the first day of July, eighteen hundred 
and seventy, and ending on the thirticth day of June, eighteen hun- 
dred and seventy-two. * 


{Appreved April 4, 1870.] 


The People of the Stute of California, represented in Senate and 
Assembly, do enact as follows: 


Section 1. The following sums of money are hereby appro- Appropris- 


priated, out of any money in the State treasury not otherwise tous 


appropriated, for the objects hereinafter expressed, and for tho 
support of the civil government of this State for the twonty- 
second and twenty-third fiscal years, commencing on the first 
day of July, cighteen hundred and seventy, and ending on the 
thirtieth day of June, eighteen hundrod and seventy-two, inclu- 
sive :

been expended ; provided, that no officer shall use or appro- 
priate any money for any purpose whatever, nnless authorized 
to do so by law. 

No more than one-half of the respective appropria- 
tions made under this Act shall be drawn during the twenty- 
second fiscal year, unless otherwise provided hercin. 


CHAPTER DIV. 


An Act to provide for the erection af a City Hall in the City and 
County of San Francisco. 


[Approved April 4, 1870.] 


The People of the State of Culifornia, represented in Senate and 
Assembly, do enact as follows: 


Section 1. Tho Governor is hereby anthorized to appoint 
three persons, who shall be citizens of San Francisco, to serve 
as a Board of Commissioners for the erection and construction 
of a City Hall in and for the City and County of San Francisco, 
asin this Act provided, who shall be known as the Board of 
City Hall Commissioners. Before entering upon the duties of 
their office, they shall file bonds and qualify as hereinafter pro- 
vided. They may appoint a Secretary, who shall receive a sal- 
ary of one handred and fifty dollars per month; also, rent for 
their use a suitable office in the City and County of San Fran- 
cisco, the rent of which sball not exceed fifty dollars per 
month; and to do any other act or exercise any other powers 
necessary to carry out the provisions of this Act. A majority 
of said Board of Commissioners shall be competent to transact 
business. ; 

Szc. 2. Immediately after said Commissioners shall have 
qualified and organized, as herein provided. they shall take pos- 
session of all that certain tract of land belonging to said city 
and county. and known as Yerba Buena Park. and bounded as 
follows: On the west by Larkin street, on the north by McAl- 
Histor street. on the east by Jones street, on the south and south- 
east by Market street. and on the south by Hayes streot. for 
the purposes herein provided. They shall immediately there- 
after proceed to grade said park or Jot of land to the official 
grade of the streets bounding the same = Said grading shall be 
done by contract, let to the lowest responsible bidder, after 
advertising for proposals to do the same for at Jeast thirty days. 
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in at least two daily newspapers printed and publishod in said 
city and county; provided, that said work may be let as a whole 
or in parts, und the Commissioners may reject all or any of 
the bids, and readvertise for others in the same manner as at 
first. Said grading shall be completed within one year from 
the letting of said contract — All expenses for such grading shall 
be payable ont of the City [fall fund, hereinafter provided for, 
upon orders or warrants drawo by the Board of Commission- 
ers, or & majority of them, as provided in section thirteen of 
this Act. ‘ 
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Sec. 3. As soon as the said grading shall be completed, the Portion to

Park avenue. Said Commissioners shall cause duplicate maps Dapticate 


of the sume to be preparod by the City and County Surveyor ™ 


of San Francisco, one of which shall be deposited in the office 
of the said City und County Surveyor, and one in tho Recorder’s 
office of’ said city and county. It shall bo the duty of the City 
and Coanty Surveyor to make the survey and maps required, 
and the Board of Commissioners may pay a reasonable compen- 
sation therofor. 


Sec. 4. After said tract of land shall be laid out, and maps sale of tots. 


thereof prepared, as in the preceding section provided, the said 
Board of Commissionors shall immediately proceed to sell at 
public auction, in some public place in the City and County of 
San Francisco, the said lots and subdivisions, and in such man- 
ner as will bring the largest sum or price possible for the same; 
provided, that as soon as the frontage on Markct street is graded 
the Commissioners shall proceed to sell the lots fronting on said 
street. Notices of such sale shall be previously given by pub- 
lishing the same in at least two daily newspapers printed and 
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published in the City and County of San Francisco, for thirty 
days prior to the day of sale, specifying the property to be sold 
by its numbers and locality as to streets, and by any other de- 
scriptions deemed necessary to inform purchasers; also, tho 
time, place and conditions of sale. Any such salo regularly 
called muy be adjourned from day to day, week to week, or 
month ta month, by public proclamation; but notice ofsuch 
adjourned sale or sales shall be published in the samo papors in 
which the original sale is advertised; and during any sale, the 
Board may order the sale of any particular property to be 
passed or disen..tinued, when deemed to be for the best interest 
of the city. The compensation of auctioneer, including adver- 
tising, shall not exceed half of one per cent. on the gross amount 
of sales. 

Sec. 5. The sale shall be by lots, separately, and the terms 
of sale shall be as follows: Cash in gold coin of the United 
States; twenty-five per cent. payable on the day of such sale, 
and seventy-five per cent. payable in equal instalments in one, 
two and three years; and deferred payments to draw interest 
at the rate of ten per cent. per annum. The Board of Com- 
missioners shall receipt 10 each purchaser for the amount of his 
payment, stipulating therein that upon the payment of the 
additional seventy-five per cent., with interest an aforesaid, he 
shall reecive a deed from the City and County of San Fran- 
cisco, to be executed by said Commmissioners, for the prop- 
erty purchased by him. Upon the full payment of the pur- 
chase prico and interest, as above provided. deeds shall be pre- 
pared. executed and delivered by said Commissioners, or a 
majority thereof, to each purchaser or his assigns, which deeds 
shall be prima facio evidence of the regularity of the proceed- 
ings herein provided for, and shall bo evidence of title and right 
of porsession in the grantee, his heirs and assigns, upon which 
actions for the recovery of real property, or for injuries thereto, 
may be maintained and defended in all the Courts of this State 
having jurisdiction thereof. In ease of failure on the part of 
any purchaser to complete the payment of any instalment 
when due, the Board of Commirsioners shall have power to 
re-sell the property so purchased, in the samo manner as though 
a sale had not been made. and the purchaser so tailing to com- 
plete his payment sball be deomed to have forfeited whatover 
be may have previously paid. 

Src. 6. All moneys received from such sales shall he paid 
into the treasury of said city and county by said Commissioners, 
as goon as received, and they shall take the Treasurer’s receipt 
therefor. Said money shall constitute a fund to be known as 
the City Hall Fund, and shall not be drawn out or used except 
as in this Act provided. 

Sec. 7. The said Board of Commissionors, immediately after 
the grading of said park tract is completed, shall proceed to 
contract for, superintend and erect a City Hall fur the City and 
County of San Francisco, upon that portion of said park tract 
lying to the north of said Park avenne, and bounded by Lar- 
kin, McAllister streets and aforesaid Park avenue, to be located 
as nearly central in said Jast mentioned tract as possible, and 
fronting towards Market street, opposite said City Hall avenue, 
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as herein provided for. They shall adopt such plans for the 
eroction of said City Mall asin their judgment beat calculated 
to serve the purposes of said city and county. having in view 
the necessity of providing a permanent building which will 
furnish sufficient und suitable rooms to accommodate the dift 
ferent Courts and Boards of city and county officers, FHTall of 
Records, and also olfices for the various officers for the said 
city and county; provided. tho whole cost of such building, 
including the laying oat and inclosing the grounds (to be done 
by sucu Commissioners), shall not exceed the sum of one and a 
half million dollars; and provided further, that the block bounded 
by Market, Larkin and McAllister streets is hereby delared to 
be within the fire limits of the City and County of San lran- 
cisco, and subject to the firo ordinances of the Board of Super- 
visors of said city and county. 

Sec. 8. Said Commissioners are heroby authorized and em-

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powered to appoint an architect, who shall not be one of their mentor 


number. whose duty it shall be, under direction and control of 
the Commissioners, to prepare plans and specifications for said 
City Hall, to judge of the quality and durability of the mato- 
rials that may be furnished for its erection, and to tuke special 
care that all work be done in a neat, substantial and workman- 
like manner, and in accordance with tho specitications made. 
Said architect may be removed by the Commissioners and his 
successor appointed by them, with the duties and liabilities of 
his predecessor in office. He shall be required to take an oath 
that he will faithfully perform the duties of his office, and that 
he will not be interested, either directly or indirectly, in tho 
furnishing of materials on in any contract for work or labor on 
said City Hall building daring his perind of office. His salary 
shall not exceed threo hundred dollars per month, which shall 
include all compensation. 

Seo. 9. Said Commissioners shall, as soon as such plans and 
specifications have been made and adopted, advertise for pro- 
posals for building said City Hall according to such plans and 
specifications. Proposals may be invited for the whole or some 
particular portion of the work to be performed, as the Commis- 
siouers may deem bost. Said notice or invitation for proposals 
shall be advertised in at least two daily papers, printed and 
published in the City and County of San Francisco, for a period 
of at loast thirty days, and shall contain a description of the 
work to be done, with a proposition for bids for the contract to 
perform said work in accordance with the plans and specitica- 
tions; also, information as to where the plans, drawings and 
specifications may be seen. The contract shall be given to the 
lowest bidder, who shall furnish sufficient security for the por- 
formanee thereof, or the Commissioners may reject any or all 
bids and advertiso for further proposals; and if. at any time, it 
shall be fonnd that the successful bidder shall have colluded, 
in presenting any bid or bids, with any other party or parties, 
for the purpose of preventing any other bids from being made, 
then any contract that shal] have been made with any such col- 
luding party is hereby declared null and void, and the Commis- 
sionors are hereby authorized and required to make a new con- 
tract for the performance of the work. 
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Sec. 10. All bids, as aforesaid, shall be on blanks furnished 
by the Commissioners, and shall be sealed up and delivered to 
tho Commissioners at their offide in said city and vounty, and 
shall be opened by them on such day and at such hour as shall 
be designated in the advertisement for proposa.s. No person 
or firm shall be allowed to deposit more than one bid tor the 
same work. Jf more than one appear on the opening of said 
bids by the Commissioners, all bids of such person or firm shall 
be set asido without consideration. No bid shall be considered 
unless accompanied by a good and enfficiont bond, in such amount 
and with such covenants as shall be prescribed by the Commis- 
stoners in their advertisement for proposals. And no oxtra 
compensation shall be made to any person or persons, con- 
tractor or contractors, for any cluim for extra work, unless tho 
same and the price thereof shall have been previously agreed 
upon, in writing, and filed; proended, that all bids shall be made 
and contracts entered into upon the express condition that no 
Chinaman or Mongolian shall be used in the factory, mill, 
foundry, workshop, or by the firm, company or person in doing 
any of the work bid for and contracted for; and a jailure tu 
comply with said provision of said contract shall work a for- 
feiture of said contract. 

Sxc. 11. Ail contracts made under the provisions of this 
Act shall he carefully drawn, and contain detailed specifications 
of the work to be done, the manner in which the same shal! be 
exeented, the quality of the material to be used, and the time 
in which the same shall be completed, with such penalties 
for the non-performance of such contract as said Commissioners 
shall deem just and reasonable. Every contract entered into 
by said Commissioners, under the provisions of this Act, 
together with the plans and specifications of the work to be 
done, shall be filed and carefully preserved in the office of the 
Board of Supervisors of the said city and county. The City 
and County Attorncy shall render assistanco to said Board of 
Commissioners when called upon by them for that purpose ; or 
said Board may, if they think proper, employ an attorney to 
act for them. and pay him a reasonable compensation, not to 
exceed the sum of two hundred dollars per month during the 
time he is so employed. 

Exc. 12. The Commissioners may make payment to the con- 
tractors from time to time. as the work shall progress; but until 
the coutract is completed at no time shall such payment exceed 
seventy-five per cent. of the value of the labor performed or 
material furnished, which said value shall be ascertained and 
determined by the architect, subject to the approval of the Com. 
missioners; and no lien for labor or materials sball attach to 
said building or the land on which the same is erected. 

Sec. 18. The Board of said Commissioners shall, from timo 
to time, as the services herein provided for are performed and 
labor done, draw orders or warrants on the Treasurer of said 
city and county, specifically describing the services rendered or 
work performed, together with the amount, and to whom pay- 
able ; a correct copy of which orders or warrants shall be kept 
by said Board, in a book for such purpose. The Treasurer of 
said city and county shall pay said orders or warrants out of 
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the City Hall Fund in the order of their presentation, and in 
case there shall not be any monoy in said fund, ut any timo, to 
pay such orders or warrants when presented, the Treasurer 
shall note, by indorsement on the same, the day and hour of 
such day when the sume was presented, and from that date said 
order or warrant shall draw interest at the rate of ten per cont. 
peor annum until paid. and. whenever there shall be money in 
said fund, shall be paid in the order of being so presented and 
registered, 

Szo. 14. The Commissioners appointed by and under this 
Act shall not, nor shall cither of them, be interested, cithor 
directly or indirvetly, in any contract for work, labor or mate- 
rials furnished, in the constraction of the City Hall. Beforo 
entering on the duties of their office, they shall take and sub- 
scribe, before un officer authorized to administer oaths, a declara- 
tion under oath that they will not, during their continuance in 
such office, be xo interested; which oath shall be filed -in the 
office of the Board of Supervisors of said city and county; o 
violation of such oath, as also a violation of the oath taken by 
the architect, shall subject the party so violating the samo to a 
prosecution for perjury, and npon conviction to be punished 
accordingly. and he shall also be liable on his official bond, as 
such Caommissianer, for the sum of ten thousand dollars for each 
offence, to be prosecuted as other official bonds of said city and 
county officers. Such Commissioners shall also, before entering 
upon their duties as such, give bonds separately. in the penal 
sun of fifty thousand dollars, with sufficient sureties, to bo ap- 
proved by the Mayor of said city and county; and said bonds 
shall be filed in the office of the Board of Supervisors of’ said 
city and county. Hach of said Commissioners shall receive the 
sum of three thousand dollars per annum, or at that rate, in full 
compensation for his services as such Commissioner. In case of 
a vacancy in the office of Commissioner, the same shall be filled 
by the Mayor of said City and County of San Francisco, wha 
shall hold office until tho next meoting of the Legislature, when 
a person shall he elected to fill such vacancy, by the Legislature, 
on joint ballot. 

Seo. 15. Tho said City Hall shall be orectod, completed, the 
grounds properly laid out and inclosed, and the entire business 
for which said Board of Commissioners is created and appointed 
fully performed within three years from the passage of this 
Act; and whenever tho same shall be completed and fally per- 
formed. as within this Act provided, the said Commissioners 
shall turn over to the Board of Sapervisorsa of said city and 
county all their books, papers, vouchers and property of every 
description, and at the same time render a full and final account 
of their transactions ; which aaid account shall be examined by 
said Board of Supervisors. and if found correct, approved ; and 
thereupon the office of said Commissioners, and their powers 
and duties, shall cease and determine; and any moneys remain- 
ing in the said City Tall Fund shall be turned over to the 
Genoral Fund of said city and county ; provided, the securities on 
their official bonds shall not be discharged from liability until 
such account shall be so examined and found correct. 

Sec. 16. An amount not exceeding tho sum of ($100,000) 
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Normal one hundred thousand dollars in gold coin, remaining in the 
tating, hands of the Treasurer of the City and County of San Frau- 
cisco. over and above such sums of money as may be received 
for the erection of the City Hall, and other expenses provided 
in this Act, shall be placed by said Treasurer to the credit of 
the school department funds of said city and county. The 
Board of Education shall have the right to draw from said one 
hundred thousand dollars such amounts as may be necessary 
for the construction and crection of » Normal School building 
for the City and County of San Franciseo.

The People of the Stute of California, represented in Senate and 
clesembly, do enact as follows:

An dct to create a Board of Harbor Commiisioners for the port of 
Eureka, on Humboldt Bay, and to prescribe their powers and duties. 


[Approved April 4, 1870.], 
The Penple of the Stute of Calisornia, represented in Senute and 
Assembly, do enact as follows : 
MarborCom Section 1. There shall be a Board of three Commissioners, 
missioners. to be known as the Board of Har!sor Commissioners of the port 
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of Eureka, in whom shall be vested the powers and authority, 
and who shall perform the duties prescribed in this Act. The 
Chairman of the Board of Supervisors of Humboldt County and 
the President of the Board of Trustees of the Town of Bureka, 
in said County of Humboldt, shall be ex officio membera of said 
Board, and the third member thereof shall be appointed by the 
Governor of this State. and shall hold his office for the term of 
two years from the date of his appointment, and antil bis 
successor shall be appointed and qualified. 

Sere. 2. It shall be the duty of said Board. as soon as practi- 
eable after their organization, and within three months after the 
passave of this Act, to proceed to survey, or canse to be sur- 
veyed, the water front of the Town of Kurcka, on Tumboldt 
Bay, and of the land adjoining said town, one-half of a mile to 
the west and one-half of a mile to the east of the corporate 
limits thereof, and the waters of said bay. for tho distance of 
one mile northerly from said water front line, and make, or 
rause to be made, a plat of such survey, and file a copy thereof 
in the County Recorder's office of said county; within which 
limita the said Board of Harbor Commissioners shall havo the 
power, and it shall be their duty, to make such rules and regu- 
lations, and to change or revoke the same, from time to time, 
usin their judgment may be necessary and proper for the pro- 
tection of navigation therein; and tor this purpose, the said 
Board of Harbor Commissioners, within the limits of said sur-

wharf or pier; also. to prevent and remove all obstructions to 
the regular ebb and flow of the tides, aud also, to prevent the 
doposit and escape, in the waters of said bay, of any and all 
substances which, in their judgment, may seem likely to injure, 
intorfere with or impede the navigation of said bay. or to create 
shoals or shallows in or lessen the depth of waters of said bay.

Srerton J. The several counties, including the City and 
County of San Francisco, are hereby authorized to aid in the 
construction of railroads by tho issue of county bonds bearing 
interest at the rate of not exceeding seven per cont per annam, 
and payable within twenty years from the date of their issue, 
and to provide by taxation for the payment of tho interest and 
principal of said bonds; provided, that the whole amount of 
said bonds herein authorized to be issued shall not oxcecd five 
per cent. of the value of the taxable property of such county, 
or city and county, according to its valuation on the assessment 
roll last preceding the time of the issue of said bonds. 

Sec. 2. Before the granting of such aid, tho Board of Super- 
visors of the county, or city and county, proposing to grant 
such railroad aid, shall submit to tho qualified clectors of said 
county. or city and county. at an election, of which election at 
least thirty days notice shall be given. by publication onee a 
wook in a newspaper published in ssid county. the question 
whether sach railroad aid shall be granted, in which notice the 
day on which and the places whero such ‘clection is to be held 
shall be stated ; and the route for which aid ia propoxed to be 
granted shall be definitely described. and the amount of bonds 
to be issued shall be stated. All elections authorized under 
this Act shall be conducted in the same manner as elections for 
State and county officers. No aid to railroads shall be granted 
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unless a majority of the electors voting at such election shall 
cast their votes in favor of such aid 

Sec. 8. This Act shall take effect and be in force from aud 
aftor its passage.

The County Treasurer shall receive a salary of galary of 
fifteen hundred dollars per annum. payable out of the County Ter 

»sulary Fund, which shall be in fall for all services as Treasurer, 
and also in fall for all services in making out delinquent tax 
lists or performing auy other duty required of him by law. The 
‘Treasurer shall be ex officio Collector of taxes on real and per- 
sonal property. 

For the collection of such property tax, except school moneys, Percentage. 
ho shall receive ten per centum on all amounts collected and 
paid over by him in each fiscal year, commencing on the first 
Monday in March; ono-tenth part of which said ten per centam 
he shall receive to his own use, and the remainder thereof he 
shall pay into the County Salary Fund, to be applied in the

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CHAPTER DIX. 


An Act to authorize the Bourd of Snpereisora of the City and County 
of San Francisco to open and grade certain streets in said city and 
county, and to condemn private property for the roadway of said 


streets. 
{Approved April 4, 1870.] 


The People of the State of Califurnia, represented in Senate and 
Assembly, do enact as follows: 


Section 1. Tho Board of Supervisors of the City and County 
of San Francisco are hereby authorized and required to cause 
Fourteenth street, in said city and county, from its intersection 
with Valencia strect to its intersection with Noo strect; Fif- 
teonth street, from its intersection with Valencia street to its 
intersection with Sanchoz stroet, and Sixteenth strect, from its 
intersection with Guerrero strect to its intersection with Sanchez 
strect, to bo opened and graded to the official grade of said 
streets, respectivoly, as now established ; and whenever the line 
of said streets, or cither of them, as nuw projected upon the 
official map of said city, between the points of intersection 
aforesaid, crosses or passes over land, the private property of 
any person or persons, and which has not heretofure been ded- 
icated to the public as a part of said streets, and any portion of 
said land is necessary to be included within the limits of such 
streets, or either of them, it shall be the duty of said Board of 
Supervisors to proceed as is herein directed, for the condemna- 
tion of suid land so included within tho Jimits of the roadway 
of such streets, or either of them. 

Sec. 2. The said Board of Supervisors shall, within twenty 
days after the paysago of this Act, cause the City and County 
Attorney of said city and county to file in the office of the 
Clerk of the County Court of said city and county, a petition 
on behalf of said city and county, setting forth the description, 
by metes and bounds, or by some accurate designation, of the 
tract or tracts of land which it may bo necossary to have con- 
demned for the purpose of the opening of said streets. and each 
of them, as herein provided, together with the names of the 
persons in possession of said tract or tracts of land, and of 
those claiming any right, title or interest therein, as far as the 
same can be ascertained with reasonable diligence. 

Sec. 8. Tho persons in uccupation of said tract or tracts of 
land, and those having any right, title or interest therein, 
whether named in the petition or not, shall bo defendants 
thereto, and may appear and be heard before the Commission- 
ers herein provided for, and in the proceedings herein provided 
for. and in proceedings subsequent thereto, in the seme manner 
as if they had appeared and answered said petition. 

Sec. +. The said Court, or the Judge thereof, either in term 
time or vacation, shall, by order, appoint the time for the hear- 
ing of said petition; and such hearing may be had, and all 
orders in said proceedings may be made by said Court or the 
Judge thereof, cither in term time or vacation. 

Src. 5. The said Board of Supervisors shall cause all the 
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ocenpants and owners of said tract or tracts of land, so far ax 
the same can be ascertained by reasonable diligence, who reside 
in said city and county, to be personally notified of the pen- 
dency of said petition. at least ten days before the hearing 
thereof; and if any of said occupants or owners are unknown, 
or do not reside in aaid city and county, and have not been por- 
sonally notified of the pendency of said petition, said Board of 
Supervisors shall cause a notice, stating the filing of said peti- 
tion, the object thereof, the tracts of Jand sought to be appro- 
priated, and the time and the place of the hearing of' said 
petition, to be published for two successive weeks previous to 
the time of bearing said petition, in a newspaper published in 
the said city and county.” 

Sec. § The defendants to said petition may appear on or 
before the time of the hearing thervof, or such other time as 
the hearing may bo continred to, and upon satisfactory proof 
being made that the defendants have been duly notified of the 
pendency of said petition. as herein prescribed. and upon the 
hearing of the allegations and proofs of said parties, if the 
Court or Judge shall be satisfied that the said lands, or any 
part thereof, are necessary or proper for the opening of said 
streets, or either of them, then such Court or Judge shall 
appoint Frank MceCoppin, Charles D. Carter and Edward Barry 
as Commissioners Lo ascertain and assess the compensation to 
be paid to the person or persons having or holding any right, 
title or interest in or to cach of said tracts of land, for and in 
consideration of the appropriation of such land to the uae of 
the public ,as a public] highway. IZfany vacancy occur among 
raid Commissioners. by reasou of any one or more of them 
rofusing or neglecting to act. or by any other means, one or 
more Commissioners inay be appointed by said Court or Judge 
to fill such vacancy. 

Src. 7. Tho said Court or Judge shall appoint the time and 
place for the first meeting of said Commissioners, and the time 
for the filing of their report or reports, and may give such fur- 
ther time as may be necessary for the purpose, if they shall 
not have then completed their duties. The said Commissioners, 
or a majority of them, shall meet at the time and place as 
ordered, and, before entering on their duties, shall be duly 
aworn to honestly, faithfully and impartially perform the duties 
imposed upon them; and any one of them may issue subpeonas 
for witnesses and may administer oaths; and said Commis- 
sioners may adjourn from place to place. and from time to time, 
as may be necessary for the proper discharge of their dutics. 

Sec. &. The said Commissioners shall proeced to view the 
tract or tracts of land described in the petition, aud ascertain 
and assess the compensation, in United States gold coin, for the 
land songht to be appropriated, to be paid as is hereinafter pro- 
vided. to the person or persons having or holding any right, 
title or interest in or to each of said tracts of land, and in 
assessing and ascertaining such compensation they shall only 
take into consideration the actual cash value of that part of 
said land included within the limits of said streets, or either of 
them, at the time of said inquiry, and independent of any value 
that may be deemed to accrue to the same by reason of the 
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opening of said streets, or either of them. or the adoption of 
any measures looking to the opening and grading of tho same. 
And the said Commissioners shall. on or before the time or 
times aa ordered by suid Court or Judge, file in the said Clerk’s 
office their report. signed by them, setting forth their proceed- 
ings in the premises. In case there are adverse or conflicting 
claims to the compensation assessed for any tract of land, or 
any right. title or interest therein, thus sought to be appro. 
priated. the parties thus asserting such claims shall present the 
same, by petition. to the Court or Judge. after the report of 
said Commissioners shall have been filed, and said Court or 
Judge shall proceed to hear and determine the same. and in 
such case the amount of such compensation may be paid to the 
Clerk of said Court, to abide the order of the Court or Judge 
in said procecdings. and said city and county shall not be liable 
for any of the costs caused by the adjudication of such conflict- 
ing claims. 

Src. 9. The said Board of Supervisors, or any of said defend- 
ants, if dissatistied with the report, may. within twenty days 
after the time for the filing of said report, and after ten days 
notice to the parties intercated, move to set aside the report, 
so far as it affects any of said streets, or any lot of Jand upon 
either of them, and to have a new trial as to any tract of land 
upon cither of said streets; and upon good canse shown there- 
for, the said Court or Jndge shall set aside the report as to such 
tract of land, and may recommit the matter so act aside to the 
same or other Commissioners, who shall be ordered to proceed 
in like manner as those first appointed; but such matter so set 
aside shall not be more than twice revommitted to Commis- 
sioners. All of said report not expressly set aside shall be and 
remain valid and effectual. 

Sec. 10. Upon the expiration of twenty days after the filing 
of said report or reports, or at such further time as may be 
appointed therefor, if the motion and notice shall not have 
been made and given as aforesaid, and if tho proceedings of 
said Commissioners appear to have been correctly and properly 
done, the said Court or Judge shall confirm each of said reports, 
and certify the same thereon. 

Sec. 11. Upon the confirmation of the report of said Com- 
missioners. the said Board of Supervisors shall pass an order 
directing the Treasurer of said city and county to pay to the 
persons named in said decree of confirmation as entitled to said 
compensation, or to the Clerk of said Court, in case thero be 
conflicting claims thereto, ay hereinbefore provided for, the 
amount of said compensation so decreed to be paid for said 
tract or tracts of lands, oul of the first moneys received by him 
under and by virtue of the special assessment herein provided 
for and directed to he made; and thereupon the real estate, or 
the right, title and interest therein, described in said report, 
ehall be and become the property of said city and county, and 
shall be deemed to be acquired for and appropriated to public 
use, as a highway or street of said city. 

Sec. 12. Immediately upon the filing of said petition, as 
herein directed, the said city and county shall. and may, by its 
agents, employés or contractors, enter into and upon cach and 
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every of the tract or tracts of land therein described, and pro- 
coed to grade and open the same as a public stroet and streots, 
as fully, to all intents and purposes, as they might or could do 
after the confirmation of said Commissioners’ reports, and the 
actual payment of the compensation therein provided for. 

Sec. 13. It shall be the duty of toc Board of Supervisors of 
said city and county, within thirty days after the passago of 
this Act. to cause notice of the proposed work to be published 
in the oflicial puper for tive days, inviting sealed proposals for 
the work of opening and grading said Fourteenth strect, from 
its intersection with Valencia street to its intersection with Noe 
street; of opening and grading said Fifteenth street, from its 
interacction with Valencia street to its intersection with San- 
chez street; of removing any obstructions in the line of said 
Sixteenth street, between Guerrero and Dolores streets, and of. 
opening and grading said Sixteenth street, from its intersection 
with Dolores etreet to its intersection with Sanchez strect. 
Said proposals shall ho made separately for the work to be done 
upon each of said streets. All proposals shall be in gold coin, 
and be delivered to the Clerk of the Board of Supervisors; and 
said Board shall, in open session, open, examine and publicly 
declare the same, and award said work to the lowest responsible 
bidder or bidders; proride?. said Board may reject any and all 
hids, should they deem it for the public good. and also the bid 
of any party who may have proved delinquent or unfaithful in 
any former contract with the said city and county. All pro- 
posals shall bo accompanied with a certified check of a respon- 
sible banker of said City aud County of San Francisco. in the 
sum of one thousand dolkurs, in gold coin, payatle to the order 
of the Superintendent of Streets and Lighways of said city, 
who shall return the same to the bidding depositors whose bids 
shall be rejected by the Board of Supervisors. and to the sue- 
cessfal bidder or bidders, upon his or their entering into the 
contract or contracts hereinafter provided for; and if said suc- 
cessful bidder or bidders should fail to enter into snch contract 
or contracts, then said sum of ono thousand dollars shall be paid 
hy the said Superintendent of Streets and Highways into the 
Street Department Fand. for the use and benefit of said fund ; 
and the Board of Supervisors shall have no power to authorize 
the same to be returned to such bidder or bidders. or to relieve 
him or them from the forfeiture of the same. Any person or per- 
sons who shall fail to enter into a contract asis herein provided, 
is hereby prohibited from bidding a second time fur the same 
work Lt shall be the duty of the Superintendent of Public 
Streets and Highways, within three days after the said award, 
to enter into a contract or contracts with the person or persons 
to whom the contract or contracts shall have been awarded, and 
at the price or prices at which the same may have been awarded 
to him or them; preeided, that no such contract shall be entered 
into by said Superintendent which does not contain a covenant 
that the work to be performed under such contract shall be 
fully completed so as to be accepted within nine months from 
and after the execution of such contract, and the Board of Super- 
visors shall have no power or authority to extend the time for 
the performance and completion of said contract or contracts 
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“beyond said period of nine months; but if the said bidder or 


bidders noglect, for ten days from and after such award. to enter 

into such contract or contracts, then the Board of Supervisors 
shall again publish, for five days, for bids, and pursue the steps 

as required by this section, as in the firat instance. ‘The con- ponds. 
tractor or contractors shall, at the time of the execntion of the 
contract, also execute and deliver a bond or bonda, to tho satis- 
faction of said Superintendent, with two or more sureties upon 

each bond, in case there be more than one contractor, payable 

to the City and County of San Francisco, in the sum of ten 
thousand dollars, in United States gold coin, conditioned for the 
faithful performanee of the contract, and the sureties shall 
justify before any officer competent to administer an oath, in 
double tho amount mentioned in said bond or bonds, over and 
above all statutory exemptions. Any person suffering damages pamnges. 
by reason of the breach of said contract or contracts, may sue 

on any snch bond in his own namo, and as many parties may 

sue thereon as may be damaged thereby; and no such bond 
shall be satistied until the whole amount of the penalty thorcin 
named has been actually paid. 

Seo. 14. Tho districts to be affected by tho work designated pistricts to 
and directed to be done, in this Act, are herein defined : bo affected. 

First—As that lying within and upon the lines of Fourteonth 
street, from its intersection with Harrison strect to its inter- 
section with Castro street, and to the distance of the one-half 
of the depth of cach block, as laid down upon the official map 
of said city, upon each sido of said Fourteenth street, botween 
suid points of intersection. 

Second—As that lying within and upon the lines of Fifteenth 
atrect, from its intersection with Harrison strect to its intersee- 
tion with Castro strect, and to the distance of one-half of tho 
depth of each block. as laid down upon the official map of said 
city, upon each side of said Fifteenth [street], between said points 
of intersection. 

Third—As that lying within and upon the lines of Sixteenth 
street, from its intersection with Flarrison street to its intersee- 
tion with Castro street, and to the distance of the one-half of 
the depth of each block, as Jaid down upon the official map of 
said city, upon cach side of said Sixteenth stroct, between said 
points of intersection ; provided, that no subdivision of any of 
said blocks of land, as croated by any streots that may have 
been laid out parallel with and between said Fourteenth, Fit- 
teenth and Sixteenth streets, or parallel with tho samo and 
between Thirteenth and Fourtcenth streets or Sixtcenth and 
Seventeenth strects, shall be recognized; and procided? further, 
that none of said parallel streets actually dedicated to the pub- 
lic and used as a strect shall be assessed; snd the land to be 
benefited by such work shall be deemed, for the purposes of this 
Act, to bo included within the district or districts in this section 
described. And the Board of Supervisors shall cause a map or 
maps of said district or districts to be mada, designating thereon 
the lots or parcels of Jand into which, with the measurements 
thereof, respectively, the same may be divided, and also the 
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names of the owners of cach and every lot of Jand therein, 
respectively ; which said map or maps shall be filed in the office 
of the Clerk of the Board of Supervisors, and shall be for the 
use of the Commissioners hereinafter mentioned. 

Seo. 15. It shall be the duty of the Board of Snpervisors, 
at their second regnlar meeting after the completion of the 
werk intended by this Act, and its acceptance by the Superin- 
tendent of Public Streets and Highways, to appoint three dis- 
interested citizens, who are frecholders in said city and county, 
and competent judges of the valne of real estate therein, as 
Commissioners, to assesx the benefits to cach separate lot of 
land within the limits of the respective districts defined in sec- 
tion fourteen of this Act. Jt shall be in the power of said 
Board of Supervisors to remove cither or all of said Commia- 
sioners, upon reasonable notice and hearing. upon sufficient 
cause therefor being shown. and to fill any vacancy or vacan- 
cies thereby or otherwise occasioned. 

Sec. 16. Said Commissioners shall, without delay. be sev- 
erally sworn by the County Judge to make the estimate of 
benefits occasioned by the grading aforementioned, and the 
assesamonts in accordance therewith, to the best of their judg- 
ment and ability, without fear or favor; and that they have no 
interest whatever in the said estimates and assessments, nor in 
any of the premises or lands lying within said district or districts ; 
which oath shall be indorsed upon the certificate of appoint- 
ment, subscribed by said three Commissioners, certified by the 
County Judge and filed in the office of the Clerk of the Board 
of Supervisors; a copy of which certificate and oath may be 
delivered to said Commissioners as their authority. 

Seo. 17. Said Commissioners shall proceed to view the lands 
aud premises within the district or districts defined in section 
fourteen, and may examine under oath, which any one of them 
is hereyy authorized for such purpose to administer, any wit- 
nesses produced before them by any party interested, and all 
other witnesses which they mry doom necessary to fully 
acquaint them with the true amonnt of benefits which result to 
any of the parties interested by the completion of the propoxed 
work, 

Sec. 18. Suid Commissioners shall determine by their award 
the actual amount due for the work of opening and grading 
herein anthorized and directed to be dono, together with the 
actual amount which may have been awarded as compensation 
to the owner of any tract of land for such land as may be appro- 
priated under the provisions of this Act, for the purposes of 
said slreets, and each of them. and with the costs of these pro- 
ceedings, including the Commissioners’ foes, and shall proceed 
to assess the amount thereof upon the several lots, tracts or 
parcels of land and premises benefited within the district or 
districts defined in section fourteen of this Act, aa neur as may 
be, in proportion to the benefits which shall be deemed to accrne 
to cach lot respectively; and said assessments shall be made in 
United Statea gold coin. In case the whole of said work shall 
be done nnder and by virtue of one contract, there shall be bat 
one award and assessment made, as herein provided for; but 
should said worl bo done under more than one contract, then 
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there shall be an award and assessment, as herein provided. for 
each of said etreets so graded, as aforesaid, upon that part of 
the district affected thereby, as is provided in tho appropriate 
subdivision of said district. as contained in section fourteen. 

Sec. JY. Said Commissioners shall make their report or 
reports in writing, within sixty days: after thoir appointment, 
shall aubscribe tho same, and filo it or them in the office of the 
Clerk of the Board of Supervisors, naming therein the amount 
of costs and charges of the proceedings herein authorized, 
including the amount of such Commissioners’ fees. as may be 
deemed proper and allowed by the Board of Supervisors, the 
amount that may have been awarded as compensation to the 
ownors of any land taken asa part of said streets or street, 
under the provisions of this Act. with a description of ench 
parcel of land so taken, with the name of the owner thereof, 
when known, and the amount allowed for each parcel so taken, 
togethor with a brief description of each lot within said dis- 
trict, as defined in section fourteen, or the appropriate subdi- 
vision of said district, the name of the owner, if known. and a 
special designation of the xmonnt assessed against cach lot or 
parcel of land which should be paid by the owner or occupant 
of the same; and in case the three Commissioners do not agree, 
the award or awards agreed upon by any two shall be sufficient. 
On filing such report, the Clerk of the Board of Supervisors’ 
shall vive notice thereot, fur five days, by publication in the 
ofticial paper. 

Src. 20. It shall be the duty of the Mayor, at the next reg- 
ular meeting of the Board of Supervisors afer tho making of 
the publication directed to be mado in the last preceding section, 
to appoint as committee of three membars of said Board, to 
whom said report or reports shall be referred, which said com- 
mittee shall hear any objections to the confirmation of said 
report or reports, upon a day to be appointed by them, said day 
not to exceed fifteen days after their appointment, and upon 
such day or days as the hearing may be adjourned to, but no 
adjournment of such hearing to be for more than threo days. 
Said committee shall hear the allegations of the parties inter. 
ested who may appear before thom, and may take proof in 
relation thereto, and shall recommend the confirmation or rejoc- 
tion of said report or reports, and said committee shall make 
said recommendation within thirty days after their appointment. 
The Board of Supervisors may thereupon confirm tne report of 
said Commissionera, or may set it or any one of them aside and 
refer the matter back to the said Commissioners to readjust the 
same, if in their judgment it shall appear to them best, and 
upon the filing of their report or reports thereafter, the samo 
proceedings shall be had as is herein provided for the first report 
or reports, and the action of the Buard of Supervisors herein 
shall be final and conclusive. 

Sec. 22. Upon the confirmation of said Commissioners’ 
report or reports, by tho Board of Supervisors as aforesaid, the 
amount assessed against cach lot or parce! of land therein 
described. being within the district or districts detined by the 
fourteenth pection of this Act, shall immediately become a lien 
upon the respective tracts aud parcels upon which the same 
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may be assessed; and the Mayor of said city shall thereupon 
cause an assessment roll or rolls, as the case may be, to be 
made, in the form used for assessment rolls in said city and 
county, except in such assessment roll or roils to be made 
from such report or reports, as confirmed, shall be set down in 
separate columns— 

First—The names of all persons or corporations. being the 
owners or occupants of the lands benefited, when the same is 
known; and if uot known, then that fact to be stated; 

Second—The description of tho tract, lot or pareel of land, in 
respect to which said person or persons, or corporation, or 
unknown owner is assessed ; ; 

Third—The umount, in United States gold coin, which has 
been assessed against such described tract, lot or parcel of land. 

To which said assessment rol! or rolls the Mayor shall annex 
his warrant, and cause the same to be delivered to the Tax 
Collector of said city and county, who shall proceed to collect 
the same, in United States gold coin, in the manner prescribed 
by law for the collection of gencral taxes in said city and 
county, including the same penaltics for a failure to pay the 
same, when due and payable, that is prescribed for a like fail- 
ure in tho payment of general taxes in said city and county, 
and with the like power in said Tax Collector to advertise and 
sell the lands so assessed, and with like effect, as he is invested 
with in the collection of general taxes. 

Sec. 22. The ‘Tax Collector of said city aud county shall, at 
the end of every ten days after the receipt by him of said assess- 
ment roll or rolls, or either of them, pay over to the Treasurer 
of said city and county the amount of money collected by him 
within the preceding ten days, upon such assessment; and as 
soon as a sufficient sum has been reecived by said Treasurer, he 
shall pay the amount of the order which tho Board of Super- 
visors are directed to pass, in the eleventh section of this Act, 
to the person or persous entitled to receive the same, in United 
States gold coin; and out of the next moneys so received by 
him from said Tax Collector, he shall pay the costs, charges 
and oxpenses of the procecdiugs herein authorized, including 
Commissioners’ fees, in like gold coin, to such persons as may 
be entitled to receive them, according to the confirmation of 
the Commissioners’ report or reports by the Board of Super- 
visors; and thereafter, the said Treasurer shall pay over to the 
Superintendent of Public Streets and Lighways of said city, in 
like gold coin, the moneys reveived by bim of said Collector 
upon said assessment or assessments; and the said Superintend- 
ent shall immediately pay the same, in like gold coin, to the 
persun or persons entitled to reccivo the same, upon the amount 
due for the work of opening and grading of said street or streets, 
as hereinbefore directed, until the full amount due fur said work, 
ag per the contract or contracts hereinbefore authorized, is paid 
and discharged. 

Sec. 23. In case any person or persons, corporation or cor- 
porations, owning land that may be assessed under this Act to 

ay for opening said streets, shall also own any tract or tracts 
of land which may be taken or occupied by said streot when 
opened, such person or persons, corporation or corporations, 
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shall only be required to pay to the Tax Collector tho difference, 
if any, between: the amonnt of assessment and tho amount of 
damages awarded, and it shall be the duty-of tho Commiasion- 
ers appointed under this Act to furnish each of such person or 
persons, corporation or corporations, with a statement, signed 
by them, showing— 

First-—The wmount of damages awarded such person or per- 
sons, corporation or corporations, for land takon and occupied 
by said streets; and, 

Second—Tho amount assessed against lands belonging to said 
person or persons, corporation or corporations, to pay for open- 
ing said street. 

Whenever, on receipt by the Tax Collector of such certificates, Payment of 
said certificates shall show the amount of damages allowed to “"*™* 
said person or persons, corporation or corporations, thoy shall 
only bo required to pay to said Tax Collector the differenco 
botween suid damages and assessments; and on payment of 
said difference, and surrender to suid Tax Collector of said cer- 
tificate, properly indorsed, the said person or persons, corpo- 
ration or corporations, shall bo deemed to have paid the amount 
assessed against their land, and shall also be deomed to have 
received the amount of damages uwarded to them, or each of 
them. 

See. 24. This Act shall take effect and be in force from and . 
after its passage. 


CITAPTER DX. 


An Act to provide for the protection of lands in the County of Sutter 
Jrom overflow. 


[Approved April 4, 1870.] 


The People af the State of California. represented in’ Senute aud 
Assenhly, do enact as follows : 


Srorton 1. Whenever the Board of Supervisors of Sutter apptication 
County shall receive a petition, signed by persona in possession {2,08 vrean- 
of move than one-half of the acres of land in any specified por- district. 
tion of said county which is not within tho line of segregation 
of swamp and overflowod lands, asking to be set apart and 
erocted into a district for canal and levee purposes, they shall 
cause wotive to be given by publication in some newspaper in 
said county, if there be one; if there be none, then in an 
adjoining county, that at their next regular meeting they will 
proceed to consider said application, and to hear any and all 
objections why such torritury shall not bo organized into a 
diatrict tor said purposes. 

Sec. 2. If it shall appear to the satistaction of the Board of When 
Supervisors that it is the desire of the owners of » majority of Seheay 
the acres of land in said described territory, and that it is just 
and proper, they may declare said territory a district for the 
above purposes, aud record the same ins book to be képt for 
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that purpose, giving the metes and bounds by divisions and sub- 
divisions, according to United States surveys. 

Sec. 8. The Board of Supervisors of Sutter County may 
appoint threo suitable persons to serve as Directors. one tu 
serve as Assessor, and one as Collector of said district. all of 
whom shall be landholders in said district, who shall hold their 
office until the vest general election; and before entering upon 
the discharge of their duties, shall take the usual vath of office. 
At such next general oloction, said Directors, Asscssor and Tax 
Collector shall be elected by the qualified electors of said 
district, whose term of office shall be two years and until their 
successors are elected and qualified. The Board of Supervisors 
shall have power to fill all vacancies caused by death, resigna- 
tion or otherwise. The Board of Supervisors shall issue certifi- 
cates of election or appointment to the persons entitled thereto, 
The said Board of Directors, at their first mecting, shall elect 
one of their number Clerk. 

Src. $+. The Assessor and Tax Collector for districts erected 
under this Act shall have. while in the discharge of their duties, 
all the power and authority given by law to County Assessors 
and Tax Collectors, and shall give bonds for the faithful per- 
formance of their duties, as the Board of Directors of said 
district may require. 

See. 5. It shall be the duty of the Board of Directors of any 
district organized as herein provided to cause the District As- 
sessor LO assess, at such time as they may determine, all the prop- 
erty in said canal and levee district, and in making such assess- 
ment, said Assessor shall assess the value of such real estate 
and personal property, placing the same in distinct and sepa- 
rate columns in the assessment roll prepared by him. Said 
assessment roll shall be culled Special Canal and Leveo Assess- 
ment Roll of District Number One, Two or Three, as the case 
may be. 

Sec. ¢. As soon as the assessment roll shall have been com- 
pleted as above, the Assessor shall deliver the same to the Board 
of Directors, who shall forthwith give notice. by posting at least 
five notices in the most public places in said district, that said 
special assessment roll for Canal and Levee District Number 
One, Two or Three, as the caso may be, has been completed, 
and is in their pogscssion and open for examination, and that 
the Directors of said district will sit as a Board of Equaliza- 
tion, commencing upon a day to be named in the notice, and will 
continue from day to day, until said equalization shall have been 
completed, and will hear and determine all complaints us regards 
valuation and assessment thereon; provided, that said equali- 
zation shall be completed within tive days. 

Sec. 7. The Board of Directors, while sitting as a Board of 
Equalization, shall have power to hear and determine all com- 
plaints and objections to valuation and assessments that may 
come before them, and shall have power to change any valua- 
tion or assessment that may seem to them just and proper. The 
Clerk shall note all alterations in valuation of assessment, and 
within ten days after the close of the session shall have the 
total values, as finally equalized by the Bourd, extended into col- 
umns and added up, and deliver the same to the District Col- 
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lector of the canal and levee district for which it is mado, who 

shall give notice that said taxcs are dne and payable at his office Neticeot, 
or place of residence, and that if not paid on or before the third . 
Monday of November next succeeding the same, shall become 
delinquent and shall be passed over to the District Attorney 

for collection, under the same rules and regulations as apply to 
delinquent State and county taxes. ‘Phe taxes levied under special fund 
and by virtue of this Act, for any canal and lovee district, shall 
constitute a special fund for that district, and shall be called 

the Canal and Levee Fund of District Number One, Two or 

Three, as the case may be. and when collected shall be paid into 

the county treasury to the credit of the canal and levee dis- 

tricé wherein the tax was levied and collected, and the money 

shall be drawn out of said fund as hereinafter provided. A Specinl tax, 
special tax for canal and levee purposes shall be levied annually, 

for each distriet erected in said county under this Act. not 
exceeding the rate per cent. hereinafter named, and special 
assessment for canal and levee purposes, and a special canal 

and leveo assessment roll for cach district, shall be annually 

maile. 

Sec. 8. The Board of Directors. their agents or employés, Te take 
may immodiately onter upon and take possession of any land Minna 
that may be necessary for any canal, levee or work of protec- needed. 
tion within any district, and have the same condemned for that 
use; procided, however, that if the same bo private and indi- 
vidual property, and the rights and privileges necessary bo not 
granted by the owners thoroof, the Board of Directors shall 
petition the Board of Sapervisors of Sutter County to appoint 
three appraisers to assess the damages arising from tho taking 
of snch land; and the Board of Supervisors shall thoreupon Appoiat- 
appoint three disinterested persons, who shall have fall powor Stivers 
to proceed to such promises and to oxamine, hear and determino 
all questions of damages and injuries to such land arising from 
such taking, and to award the amount of the same to the per- 
son or persons entitled thereto ; proonded, that if it shall appear 
to said appraisers that tho canal. levee or other work of’ pro- 
tection will bo of more benofit than injury to the property of 
the party so denying the right of way, then said appraisers 
shall report that fact to the Board of Supervisors; and for the 
purpose of determining questions of damayes and benofits, the 
appraisers shall have power to administer oaths. ‘Lhe apprais- Report. 
ers shall make their report in writing, and tho same shall be 
approved ur set aside by the Board of Supervisors, for cause 
shown; and if set aside. they shal] appoint three other apprais- 
ers, who shall proceed in like manner; and as soon as such 
appraisement shall be approved, if anything is awarded to the 
person or persons claiming damages, the Directors shall order 
it paid in the same manner as othor claims against the particular 
district are paid. 

Sec. 9. When it shall be found necessary to use any canal, When 
levee or work of protection, which has heretofore been con- luvees. ete, 
structed hy private enterprise, the said canal, levee or other #fe tken, 
work of protection shall be measured, estimated and paid for 
to the owner or owners, person or persons who constructed, or 
contributed towards the construction of the same, in proportion 
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to the amount of each one’s contribution, at the coutract price ; 
and the sum go paid shall be deducted from the amount to be 
paid to the contractor. 


Mayleytax Seo. 10. Tho Board of Directors shall meet annually, on the 
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second Monday of April, and shall have power to levy a tax 

. sufficient for district purposes, which shall not excced four per 
cent. upon all the taxable property in said district; they shall, 

' also, a8 soon as practicable, adopt a modo of reclamation; and 
for that purpose. may employ any competent engineer as soon 
as said mode of reclamation has been adopted; plans and speci- 
fications of the same shall be filed by the Directors in the 
County Clork’s office. 

Sec. 11. As soon as the Board of Directors have finally 
adopted a plan of roclamation and protection for any canal and 
levee district, they shall divide the same into any convenient 
number of sections, and shall give notice, for a period of not less 
than ten days, by publication in a newspaper published in the 
Jounty of Sutter, if there be one; and if there be none, then 
in any paper in an adjoining county, as the Board of Directors 
may clect, for bids for the construction of each separate section 
of any canal, levee or other work of protection, or for the whole 
work. and that plans and specifications can be scen at the County 
Clerk’s office, and that the Board of Directors are prepared 
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will be let to the lowest responsible bidder or bidders, stating 
the time and place said proposals will be received and opencd ; 
which bids, at tho time and place appointed, shall be opened in 
nblic; and as soon as conveniont thereafter, the Board of 
directors shall let said work. citber in sections or as a whole, 
to such bidder or bidders as they shall deem most advantageous, 
or they may reject any or all bids, and readvertise for proposals; 
if there should be two or more equal bids for tho same section, 
and one of tho bidders be the owner of the land on which said 
work is to be done, then the preference shall be given to such 
owner. 

Sec. 12. Any person or persons to whom a contract may be 

"awarded shall enter into a bond, with good and sufficient sure- 
ties, to be approved by the Board of Directors of said district, 
payable to the State of Califurnia, for tho use of such canal and 
levee district, for double the amount of the contract prico, con- 
ditioned for the faithful performance of said contract. 

Sec. 138. When any section or specified portion of the work 
under contract shall have been completod, and such work has 
been approved by the Board of Directors as being in accordance 
with the terms of the contract, the Board of Directors shall 
approve the account for such completed portion of the work, 
and forward the sume to tho Board of Supervisors with their 
certificate of the correctness of thesame. The Board of Super- 
visors of Sutter County, if they shall find the same to be cor- 
rect, shall order the County Auditor to draw his warrant upon 
the County Treasurer, payable out of-the fund belonging to the 
proper canal and levee district, for tho amount of the account 
so approved. Warrants drawn on any Canal and Levee District 
Fund shall be paid out of any money in the county treasury 
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belonging to such fund, or they shall be received by the Tax 
Colloctor in payment of the tax authorized to be levied and 
collected for the coustraction of canals, levee or othor works of 
protection in said district. 

Sec. 14. Any contract entered into for the construction of when work 
any work contemplated in this Act shall stipulate for the com- feted” 
pletion of the same within four months after the making of such 
contract; provided, that the Board of Directors of such canal 
and levee district may, if they deem it proper, extend the time 
for completion of any contract. The warrants drawn, as hero- warrauts 
inbefore provided, from the time of their presentation to the fedrey 
County Treasuror for payment, until paid, shall bear intorest at 
tho rate of suven per cent. per annum. The County Treasurer Register. 
shall keep a register of said warrants in the order of their pro- 
nentation for payment; and if there be no money in his hands 
belonging to [the] particular Canal and Levee Fund upon which 
the warrant is drawn, he shall indorse upon the back of such 
warrant the date of presentation for payment, and thereafter 
pay the same in the order of its registry, us from time to time 
any moneys shall be paid over to him to the credit of the par- 
ticular Canal and Levee Fund on which the same is drawn 

Sec. 15. When thero shall be suffcient money in any Canal Redemption, 
and Levee Fund, created under the provisions of this Act, to 
redeem one or more of the outstanding warrants next in order 
of redemption, according to the registry of said warrants, the 
County Treasurer may give uotice thereof, by publication or 
otherwise, for a poriod of twenty days, at the end of which 
time said warrants shall cease to draw interost. 

Src. 16. All taxes levied and collected by virtue of this Act m coin. 
shall be paid in gold or silver coin. 

Seo. 17. Any person or persons who shall wilfally or mali- Penalty for 
ciously cat, injure, destroy or obstract, or attempt to cut, injure, wrk. ® 
deatroy or obstruct any canal, levee or other work of protoc- 
tion built, dug or creeted under the provisions of this Act, or 
that may be in charge of the Board of Direvtora, shall bo deemed 
guilty of felony, and upon conviction thereof before any Court 
of competent jurisdiction, shall be fined in any sum not less 
than fifty dullars nor more than one thousand dollars, or be 
confined in the State Prison not loss than one nor more than 
five years, or may be both fined and imprisoned, at the discre- 
tion of the Court. 

Src. 18. Tho Board of Directors are hereby authorized, in May remit 
their discretion and for good cause shown. to remit any tax or *- 
any portion theroof, as to them may seem just and proper. 

Sec. 19. A majority of the Board of Directors shall consti- Quorum, 
tute a quorum for the transaction of all business imposed upon 
them by this Act. 

Sec. 20. Whenever the services of an engineer shall be rngtnver 
needed for the locating or measuring of any works to be con- ean 
stractod by virtue of this Act, or for the enlarging. strengthen- 
ing or repairing of such works, the Board of Directors shall 
vmploy a suitable person to perform such services, at such prices 
us may be agreed upon. The Assessur and Collector shall bo 
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allowed for their services a sum, to be fixed by the Board of 
Directors. not to exceed four dollars per day for each day neces- 
sarily employed in their duties. The County Treasurer shall 
receive one per cent. on all moneys disbursed by him. The 
District Attorney shall be allowed one-half the usual fees allowed 
by law for similar services. The Board shall be allowed a sum, 
to be agreed upon by themselves. not to exceed three dollars 
per day each, for every day uvcessarily employed. All accounts 
for services rendered. or for repairs, improvements and expend- 
itnres, shall be allowed in the same manner as provided in sec- 
tion thirteen of this Act. 

Sec. 21. The Secretary of the Board of Directors shall keep 
a full. true and correct record of all the acts, orders, allowances, 
awards and proceedings of said Board. and preserve all bids, 
contracts, papers, and deliver the sume to his successor in office. 

Seo. 22. The Board of Directors shall have general super- 
vision of all work, repairs and improvements, but may appoint 
some suitable person to superintend, at such time as they may 
direct. and at such compensation as they may allow. 

See. 23. Nothing iu this Act shall be so construed as in any 
manner to impair, interfere or conflict with the provisions of a 
similar Act, approved March twenty-fifth, cighteen hundred and 
sixty-eight. 

Sec. 24. This Act shall take effect from and aftor its passage. 


CHLAPTER DXI. 
An Act to appropriate money for the relicf af General John A. Sutter. 
{Approved April 1, 1870.] 


The People af the State of California, represented in Senate and 
Assembly, do enact as follows: 


Section 1. Tho sum of two handred and fifty dollars per 
month, for the period of two years, is hereby appropriated, out 
of any moneys in the State treasury not otherwise appropriated, 
for the relief of General John A. Sutter. 

Sec. 2. Tho Controller of State is hereby directed to draw 
his warrants monthly, for tho sum of two hundred and fifty 
dollars each, in favor of John A Sutter; and the Treasurer of 
State is hereby directed to pay the same. 

Sec. 8. Said warrants shall not bo assignable. 

Sec. 4. This Act shall take effect and be in force from and 
after its passage.

CHAPTER DXIT. 


An Act to provide for the improvement of the rivers and streams of 
Santa Clara County. 


[Approved April 4, 1870.] 


The People of the State of California, represented in Senate and 
Alssembly, do cuaet as follows: 


Section 1. The Board of Supervisors of Santa Clara County 
are hereby empowered to improve tho rivors and streams fluw- 
ing through said county, in order to protect the land contiguous 
thereto from overtiuw; Lo crase obstructions to be removed trom 
the channels; to raiso embankments; to widen, straighton and 
deepen said chanuels. 

See. 2. Cpon the petition of ten or more freeholders, own- 
ing lands bordering on or near the line of any river or stream, 
setting forth the necessity of improvements thereon, and clearly 
designating at what points on said river or stream said improve- 
ments shall commence and terminate. the Board of Supervisors 
shall appoint a committee of three disinterested frecholders. to 
examine and report upon the necessity of said proposed improve- 
ments ; said report shall be made in writing. and tiled with the 
Clerk of tho Board of Supervisors within twenty days from the 
time of suid appoiutments 

Sec. 8. Tf upon such report, the Board of Supervisors shall 
he satisfied that said improvements are needed and proper to be 
made, and that it will be necessary to take private lands for 
that purpose, they shall enter in their minutes a resolution or 
ordinance so declaring. Said resolution or ordinance shall con. 
tain w description of the stream or river to be improved, its 
present average width and the laud it will require to make it of 
sufficient capacity. what height and width the embankments or 
levee on either side will be necessary to protect the lands from 
overflow, and also of that part or portion of said county, rail- 
road companies, corporations, franchises, lands, houses, tene- 
ments and superstructures of any and every character, which 
they adjudge will be benetited by said improvements, and which 
ought to bear a just proportion of the expense thereot. Such 
description tu be made with like certainty as is required by law 
in complaints of actions iu ejectments, to refer to all such lands, 
and when it passes through any city, by the adjoining streets 
and number cf the lots of which they are composed or form a 
part, as the same are or shall be laid down upon the official 
map of said city, if any. or county, or if not so laid down, to 
refer to the sections, half sections, quarter sections or fractional 
sections of which the same are or torm a part, as the same aro 
Jaid down on the official map of the United States. The said 
Board of Supervisors shall thereupon make an order appointing 
some competent engineer designated in said order, who shall 
make out a map of the same, with plans, specifications and an 
estimate of the number of cubie yards of earth to be removed 
from the channel, and the number of cubic yards of earth 
required for making the levec adjacent to each individual's lands 
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adjoining tho river or stream. Said map. plans, specifications 
and estimate shall be filed with the Clerk of the Board of 
Supervisors. Upon such report being made, the Board of Super- 
visors shall pass an order requiring all persons interested in the 
subject matter of the said improvements, to attend a session of 
said Board of Supervisors, at a fixed time specified in said 
order, which shall be published daily for one week in the City 
of San Joxé, at the same time giving notice that the engineer's 
map, plans, specifications and estimate of the work to be done 
are on file. After the completion of such publication and upon 
proof thereof, and at the time appointed therefor as aforesaid, 
the Board of Supervisors shall proceed to hear the allegations

within the citv. if any, and county so described as aforesnid, 
and after hearing the same, shall make such further orders in 
respect to such improvements as they shall deem proper. 

Sec +. If the Board of Supervisors shall determine to pro- 
ceed with such contemplated improvements, they shall there- 
upon pass and enter in their minutes a final resolution or 
ordinance, declaring such determination. Said resolution or 
ordinance shall contain a description of the land deemed neces- 
sary to be taken therefor, and also of that portion of said 
city, if any, and county, and thoso railroad companies and cor- 
poration, if any, which will be benefited by said improve- 
ments, and upon which the expense thereof is to be assessed, 
which description shall contain the certainty and particularity 
required ; provided, that if the persons representing two-thirds 
of the assessed value of the property to be charged with tho 
cost of said improvements shall remonstrate. in writing, to the 
Board of Supervisors, against the proposed work, within five 
days from the time of hearing the allogations of owners, as 
provided in scction three (8) of this Act, then no further action 
shall be had thereon. 

Src. &. In case a part or portion of the city. if any, and 
county, and not the whole of said city and county, shall have 
been declared to be benefited by such contemplated improve- 
Ments, and to bo assessed for the oxpense thereof, the said 
Board of Sapervisors shall cause to be published daily, for one 
week, in some paper published in the City of San José, a notice 
specifying and describing the land so declared necessary for 
such public improvements, and the portion of said city, if any. 
and county, corporations and companies so declared to be bene- 
fited by the making thereof, and to be assessed for the expense 
thereof, and that the damages and recompense to which the 
owner or owners of such land may be entitled will be inquired 
into and determined, and that such damages and recompense 
for acquiring the right of way and for the use of such land 
for public benefit, and making apportionmont thereof, will bo 
apportioned and assessed apon ‘the owners and occupants of 
houses, lots and other real estate, corporations and companies 
benefited therehy, by Commissioners who shall be appointed by 
the County Court of Santa Clara County, in the exercise of 
its civil jurisdiction. at a day in some term thereof, to be 
specified in said notice, not more than six nor less than two 
weeks from the first publication thoreof; the said Board of 
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Supervisors shall cause a copy of such notice to be served upon 
each of the aforesaid corporations, companies und each of the 
owners of the respective parcels of Jand to be taken for such 
improvement, and upon the owners of the lands and tenements 
within the territory declared to bo benefited by such improve- 
ments, who are residents of said city or county, so far as the 
same can be ascertained, and upon each of the occupants of 
each of said parcols, if such there be, and upon the usnal agents 
and attorneys who shall or may have charge of such lands of non- 
residents of said city or county, if such agents or attorneys can 
be found in the city or county; in case any of such parcels of 
land are vacant, then by affixing a copy of such notice in some 
conspicuous place thereon, at least ten days previons to the day 
specified in the said notice for the appointment of such Com- 
missioners by tho said County Court. The services and posting 
of such notices may be proved by the affidavit of any male 
citizon of the State, of full age and disinterested in the pro- 
ceedings, taken and certified to by any officer authorized to 
administer affidavits to be read in Courta of justice in the State, 
or by the certificate of the Sheriff of said county, as in pro- 
ecedings in civil cases; and such affidavit or certiticate, in the 
respective cages. shall be received as evidence of the cireum- 
stances required by this section to be shown in regard to such 
services, as alternative with personal service, or as a substitute 
therefor. 
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the proceedings had by the Board of Supervisors as hereinbe- 
fore provided, certified by the Clerk of said Board of Supervi- 
sors under the corporate seal of said county, aud also all original 
affidavits and certificates showing service and postin of notices, 
and the original map made as heretofore provided, in tho said 
County Court, the said Court shall therenpon have and take 
jurisdiction of said proceedings as a special procecding, and shall 
act thereon and continue and determine tho same after the 
manner of cases of equitable cognizance. At the day in such 
notice specified, or any other day to which the same may be 
adjourned by said Court, the said Court, after ascertaining, to 
its own satisfaction, that said notices have becn duly served and 
published, or that sufficient reason for the non-servico thereof 
personally has been shown by affidavits or the Sheritt’s certifi- 
eate, as horvinbefore provided, and upon hearing the attorney 
and counsel for said county, and any other parties intorested 
in any of tho lands and tenements described in said notice, 
shall appoint three discreet frecholders of said county, not 
interested in any of the proceedings, as Commissioners of 
Appraisal und Assessment. Tho said Court may at any time 
romove any or all of said Commissioners for cause, npon reagon- 
able notice and hearing, and may fill any vacancies occurring 
atany time for any cause.

owners of the lands, houses and tenoments within the territory 
deemed, by the resolution of the Board of Supervisors, to be 
benefited by such improvements, as near as may be, in propor- 
tion to the benefit which cach shall be deemed to acquire by 
the making thereof. It shall be lawful for the Commissioners 
appointed by the provisions of this Act, and whose duty it sball 
be, to make a just and equitable assessment of the whole amount 
of cost and expense and damages of such altering, deepening, 
straightening, widening and levecing tbe said rivor or stream 
upon the ownors of the lands, houses and real estate intended 
to be benefited thereby, and the same shall be a tien thereon. 
It shall be the duty of the said Commissioners, at the same 
time of making said assessments, to take into account the 
amount of lubor and work done by any owner or owners of 
the Jands adjoining the said river cr stream, for the improve- 
ment thereof. They shall also assess portions of such costs, 
expense and damage upon any railroad company or corpora- 
tion, as shall seem to them equitable and just, and such assess- 
ment shall be a lien upon any property of said company or 
corporation in the county.and may also be enforced in the same 
manner as the assessments upon the owners of lands and real 
estate intended to be bonofited thereby; proceed, however, that 
such lien shall not extend or attach to any other lands than 
those directly affected by such improvements; and provided fur- 
ther, that no claim or damages shall be created by any of the 
proceedings to be had under thia Act against any person for 
improvements beyond the value of the property so improved. 

sec. §. Tho anid Commissioners shall make a report thereof, 
or a majority of them. to the suid County Court, in which 
report they shall describe, with all practicable certainty, the 
several pieces or parcels of land taken for such improvements, 
and the names and residences of the owner or owners thercof, 
respectively, and the rights of such owners, so fir as they can 
be ascertained, designating unknown owners, if any such thore 
be. and the sum of money which ought to be paid to each one 
of the owners and occupants of the said several parcels of land 
for his or their recompense for being deprived thereof; they 
shall, also. in their report, specify the sums of money which 
each and evory owner or occupant of houses and land, corpora- 
tion or company, deemed to be benefited by such improvements, 
whether known or unknown, should pay toward the expense of 
making the same; they shall also specily the lands in respect

to which the owner shall be deemed benefited, and in case the 
land in respect to which the owner shall be deemed benefited, 
shall be the same of which any portion held by him under the 
same title shall be takon for such improvement, that fact shall 
be stated in their report; they shall also file a duplicate of such 
report in the office of the Clerk of said county. 

Sec. 9. Upon the filing of such report, tho said County Court 
shall appoint a day for hearing objections to the confirmation 
thereof; and on the day appointed, or on such other day or 
days to which the same shall be adjourned by the said Court, 
shall hear the allegations of all persons interested, and may 
take prvof in relation thereto from time to time, and may con- 
firm the said report or may set the same aside, and refer the 
matter to the same or new Commissioners, who shall thereapon 
proceed as hereinbefore provided. 

Sec. 10. Upon the confirmation of the report of the Com- 
missioners of Appraisal and Assessments, the said County Court 
shall enter an order that the County of Santa Clara shall bo 
entitled to take the land and tenements specified in the report 
of said Commissioners as necessary for the making such improve- 
ments, on paying the amount of damages assessed in said report 
to the owners and occupants thereof. When any damages shall 
be awarded and any assessment for benefit of such improve- 
ments in respect to which such damages are awarded shall be 
mado upon the samo person or persons, or in respect the 
ownership of any entire parcel of land a part of which shall be 
taken for such improvements. then the County of Santa Clara 
shall become vested with the right of way of such land, upon 
paying or depositing, according to law, the amount of the 
difference between the sums of money so awarded and assessed. 

Seo. Ll Any person considering himself aggrieved by any 
part of such report that shall have been confirmed by said 
County Court, may, within ten days from such confirmation, 
give notice to the Board of Supervisors and to the Clerk of 
said County Court, of his intention to appeal to the Sapremo 
Court, to review the said report or the proceedings of tho said 
Commissioners or of the said County Court, or all of them, 
upon matters of Jaw, and to correct the said report; said notice 
shall specify the ground of such appeal with sufficient certainty, 
and shall be accompanied by the undertaking or deposit of the 
sum of three hundred dollars. or he may give bonds for that 
amount, with two or more resident freeholders of the county, 
who, over and above debts and liabilities und property exempt 
from execution. shall be worth double the sum specitied in the 
bond. When tho party appealing shall dosire a stutemeont to be 
annexed to the record, tho same shall be propared as othor 
appeals in civil cases, with like cifect; and any portion of the 
testimony taken by the Commiasioners or Judge, or of tho 
minutes of the Commissioners pertinent to the appeal, may be 
inserted in such statement. 

Sec. 12. The giving of snch notice. and the filing of such 
undertaking. or making sneh deposit. shall suspend all further 
proceedings of the Board of Supervisors in relation to taking 
the lands and tencments which shall be the subject of snch 
notice, until a decision thereon, as hereinafter provided. ‘The 
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Supreme Court shall proceed to hear such appeal, giving the 
same such precedence 2s may be consistent with the dispatch 
of public business in tho said Court, and may correct, modify or 
set aside such report, in whole or in part, as may direct the 
Commissioners, to proceed and revise the same upon principles 
declared by the said Supreme Court; and in case a new report 
is made by the Commissioners under such direction, the same 
shall be subject to the same confirmation by the County Court. 
and to the like appeal, with the like effect, respectively, as here- 
inbefore provided. 

Sec. 13. In case the said report so made and confirmed, as 
aforesaid, in the said County Court, shall be confirmed in the 
Supreme Court, the obligors in the undertaking given to the 
said county, as befure provided, shall be liable to pay all the 
tuxable cost necessarily incurred on said appeal; but in case 
the said report shall be corrected or modified, the Supreme Court 
shall determine, under the circumstances of the case, whether 
the appellant shall be entitled to his costs and expenses, and if 
the same shall be awarded to such appellant, they shall be paid. 

Src. 14. Whenever the amount of damages for taking any 
lands, as aforesaid, and assessment thereof, shall be finally ascer- 
tained and fixed, either by confirmation of the County Court, 
as aforesaid, and no notice and undertaking being given, as 
hereinbefore prescribed, or by the confirmation, correction or 
modification of the report of the Commissioners by the Supreme 
Court, the Board of Supervisors shall canse a transcript to be 
made out in the form used for assessment rolls in said county, 
except that in such assessment rol] to be made from such report, 
as confirmed, shall be set down in separate columns— 

First—The names of all persons, corporations and companies 
assessed, when known, and if not known, then the fact to be 
stated.

To which said trauseript, when so made. the County Anditor 
shall annex his warrant, and the same shall thereupon be col- 
lected in the manner then prescribed by law for the collection 
of general taxos for State and county, and shall in like manner 
be a lien upon tho respective tracts and parcels of lard, corpora- 
tions and companies, as aforesaid, and shall take precedence and 
have priority over any mortgage, judgment or other lien upon 
such property. 

Sec. 15. When the amount of any damages for taking any 
lands ax aforesaid shall be finally ascertained and fixed, either 
by the confirmation of the County Court, as aforesaid, and no 
notice and undertaking being given within the time preseribed 
in this Act, or by the confirmation thereof by the Supreme 
Court, it shall be tho duty of the Board of Supervisors to cause 
the County Auditor to deliver the transcript and assessment 
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roll, as stated in section thirtcon of this Act, to tho County Col- 

lector, who shall give the same notice as prescribed for the col- 

lection of State and county taxes; and if the same are not paid Delinquont. 
within the time thorein specified, they shall be deemed delin- 

quent and shall be collected in the same manner, in all respects, 

as the State and county taxes are now collected, and when so 
collected, the Collector and District Attorney shall pay the 

same to the County Treasurer, who shall keep the same as the 

Special River Improvement Fund, subject to tho order of the

Sro. 16. When the assessments aro all collected and paid Payment of 
into the county treasury, the Board of Supervisors shall canse “"™ 
all the claims for damages allowed by the Commiasioners to be 
paid, by ordering warrants drawn on the Special River Improve- 
ment Fund for the several amounts dune thereon, or the said 
Board of Supervisors may order warrants drawn on said fund 
so soon as tho amount paid in is equal to the amount of dam- 
ages allowed by the Commissioners, between the sums awarded 
and assessed. After the damayes are paid for the right of way, removal of 
as provided, and previous to the letting of tho work, as provided ct 
in section nineteen of this Act, any person wishing any of tho 
earth where it is necessary to remove the same thorefrom, may 
be granted the privilege by the enginoer who may have charge 
of the work, as he may direct. 

Sec. 17. Until such damages are paid, as aforesaid, it shall untawtut 
not bo lawful for tho said Board of Sapervisors, or any of their **- 
officers or agents, to take or enter upon any lands or tenements 
for tho taking of which any such damages shall have been 
allowed. 

Sec. 18. The said Committee, Commissioners, Mugincers, compensa- 
Collector and District Attorney shall be entitled to compensa. Hace 
tion for their services, and other servicos or costs created under 
the provisions of this Act, not otherwise provided for, shall be 
allowod by the Board of Supervisors and certified to by the 
County Court, and shall be paid out of the Current Expense 
Fund of suid County of Santa Clara. 

Sec. 19. When the Board of Supervisors shall determine to Receive bids 
proceed with any such work, and no remonstrances sball have 
been presented, as provided in section four of this Act, thoy 
shall let tho same to the lowest responsible bidder. first giving 
twenty days notice for proposals, in some newpaper published 
in said county. in sections not exceeding one-half mile each, 
or fractional sections, ax they may deem proper or as the case 
may require. The work so lot shall bo paid for, when com- 
pleted according to the specifications of the said engineer, by 
the Board of Supervisors ordering warrants drawn on the 
Special Rivor Improvemont Fand. After tho work is let bY privilege of 
tho Board of Supervisors to any contractor, two-thirds of the Prenerty 
property owners in interest, or any section or fractional section , 
adjoining said river or stream, shall have the privilege of doing 
the work at the contractor’s bid, by making application to that 
effect, in writing. to the Clerk of the Board of Supervisors, 
within five days from the time said bid has been accepted by 
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the Board of Supervisors. The said Board of Supervisors may 
reject any or all bids; and in no event shall the County of 
Santa Clara become responsible for any assessments and dam- 
ages, or for work and labor to be done in carrying into effect 
the provisions of this Act; and any surplus that may romain 
after paying all damages and for work done, shall be transferred 
to the Current Expense Fund of enid couniy. The said con- 
tractors shall give such bonds for the faithful performance of 
such contracts as the Board of Supervisors may require; and 
the time for tho completion of such contracts shall be fixed by 
the snid Board of Supervisors. 

Sc. 20. 1t shall bo the duty of the Board of Suporvisors of 
the County of Santa Clara to appoint the Roadmastors to act 
as Inspectors of Rivers and Streams in their respective road 
districts, and when improvements have been mado in any river 
or stream, under the provisions of this Act, it shall be their 
duty to examine and keep the channels of all such river or 
streams clear of brush that may grow therein, and from tho 
accumulation of logs and other rubbish that would impede the 
free flow of water; they shall alao keep the levees in repair, and 
for the purpose of removing such obstructions and keeping the 
said lovees in repair, the said Inspectors and their assistants 
shall have the right to enter upon the lands adjacent to such 
stream. The Board of Supervisors shall fix the compensation 
of such Inspectors for work and labor so done, and may remove 
them at plensure. The cost of all such work shall be paid out 
of tho Current Expense Fund of the County of Santa Clara. 

Sec. 21. It shall be the duty of the Roadmasters, acting as 
{nspectors of Rivers and Streams, to examine all rivers and 
streams subject to overflow in their several districts, that have 
not been improved under the provisions of this Act. or which 
only a part and not the whole of' such river or stream has been 
improved; and if on such examination they find timber or 
brush growing in the channels, or other obstructions so as to 
impeded the freo flow of water therein, they shall report the 
same in writing to the Board of Supervisors, and shall state the 
character of such obstructions, and the name of the parties 
owning the lands adjacent thereto. Upon such report being 
made, the Board of Supervisors shall cause the same to be 
entered into their minutes, and shall forthwith cause the same 
to be published for two weeks, in some newspaper published in 
the City of San José, and at the same lime give notice that the 
said obstructions must be removed within thirty days from the 
termination of sach publication; they shall also direct the 
County Clerk to mail a copy of said notice throngh the Post- 
office, to the owners of the lands adjacent to the said river or 
stream, where the said obstructions exist. The certificate of 
the County Clerk, in the minutes of the said Board of Supervi- 
sors, that the report of the Inspector and notice, as above 
stated, have been published, and that a copy of the same has 
beon duly mailed to the owners of the lands, shall be deemed 
sufficient evidence of the publication thereof. If the obstrue- 
tions are not removed within the time specified. the Board of 
Supervisors shall direct the Inspector to proceed and remove 
the same. The Inspector and his assistants shall have the right 
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to enter the lands adjacent to such river or stream, and remove 
all obstructions therefrom ; all timber and brash shall he cnt , 
down to the low wator level at the time when cut. The Board 
of Supervisors shall fix the compensation for such labour, and 
the same shall be a lien upon the land, according to the amount 
of labor done on the lands of the owners adjacent thereto, and 
shall be collected in the same manner, in all respects, as pro- 
vided for the collections of assessments made by the Commia- 
sionors, as provided for in section twelve of this Act. 

Sec. 22. This Act shall be deemed a public Act and shall be Pabitc Act. 
liberally construed, and the said Board of Supervisors and the 
said County Court shall have all powers necessary to carry the 
same into execution. All presumptions attaching to the pro- 
ceedings of Courts of general jurisdiction shall apply to the 
procecdings had in the said County Court under tho provisions 
of this Act ; provided, it shall appear that its jurisdiction orig- 
inally attached to the same, and such jurisdiction shall be 
deemed to attach upon the filing in said County Court of the 
proceedings, maps, affidavits and certificates mentioned in sec- 
tion six of this Act, notwithstanding any defoct of form or of 
substance uot appearing on the fuco of the proceedings or 
papers ? 

sec. 23. This Act shall take effect immediately.

An Act to authorize the Donner Lumber and Boom Company, their 
associates aid assigns, to improve the channel of the Truckee River 
from its source to the Town of Truckee, and to ereet floodgates 
therein, and colleet tolls. 


[Approved April 4. 1870.] 


The People of the State af California, represented in Senate and 
Agsembly, do enact as follows: 


Srorion J. The Donner Lumber and Boom Company is improve. 

hereby authorizod and empowered to improve, at its own mentofthe 
° . onel of 

expense, the channel of the Truckee River, from its source to Truckeo 

the eastern boundary line of the State of California, by remov- ™ 

ing the rocks, bowlders, gravel and timbers therefrom, and by 

erecting floodgates at the outlet of tho lake and along the 

ehannel of said river, not more than five feet in height, so as 

to render it practicable to float saw logs, lumber and wood down 

said channel to said Town of Truckee. 

Sec. 2. Whenever the said Donner Lumber and Boom Gom- when tolls 
pany shall have expended, in the improvements provided for in MY, te, 
the first section of this Act, the sum of twenty-five thousand dol- 
lars, thon from that time forward, for the term of twenty years, 
it shall be and is horeby authorized and empowered to ask for 
and collect, demand and receive, as toll and compensation for 
the use of said improvements of said river, from each and evory 
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person and corporation, and from all persons floating raw logs 
or timber intended to bo sawed into lumbor, or timber intended 
to be used for building or construction purposes, or Inmber or 
wood, down the channel of said river betweon the lake and 
said Town of Truckee, 2 sum not exceeding fifty cents for each 
thousand feet of lumber said timbor or saw logs will make, and 
not to exceed fifty cents for each thousand teet of sawed lum- 
ber, and twenty-five cents for each cord of wood counting one 
hundred and twenty-eight cubic feet. Said toll or compensa- 
tion to be paid hefore said lumber, logs, timber or wood reaches 
anid Town of Truckee; provided, that this Act shall not be so 
construed as to give tho right of collecting any tolls or com- 
Poa on any lumber or material floated down said stream 
y any of the same from the State of California into the State 
of Nevada, nor in any manner to affect the commerce between 
said States by way of said stream. 

Sec. 3. If tho toll and compensation provided for in the rec- 
ond section of this Act is not paid before the said timber, logs, 
lumber or wood reaches the said Town of Truckce, said Donner 
Lumber and Boom Company, its officers, agents and employés, 
or any person acting under their direction, may seize and take 
into their or his possession, the timber, lumber, logs or wood so 
floated down the channel of said river, on which the said toll or 
compensation has not been paid; and upon giving two weeks 
notico, in Lhe manner in which Constables ate required to give 
notice of sale of personal property on exccution, he or they 
may sell at public auction, to the highest bidder for cash, suffi- 
cient of the same to pay the toll or compensation duo; provided, 
that at the time of making the sale at auction, the person mak- 
ing the sale shall announce to the bystanders the amount of 
toll due, and shall sell the same in parcels of not more than ten 
thousand feet of logs, timber or lumber, or nut more than ten 
cords of wood, until the amount of tolls or compensation has 
been received. 

Sec. 4. For the purpose of ascertaining when said company 
to which this franchise is granted shall buve expended said sum 
of twenty-five thousand dollars in the improvement of said 
river, said company may, at any regular meeting of the Board 
of Supervisors of Placer County, make proof before said Board 
as to the amount then expended in good faith; an order shall be 
entered on their minutes that said sum has been expended for 
said improvements; and from that timo forward said toll or 
compensation may be collected and received. 

Sec. 5. The dams and floodgates herein authorized to be 
construeted shall cach. when constructed, contain a fishway or 
fish ladder, so that fish can readily pass up the stream for the 
purpose of depositing their spawn. Said fishways or fish lad- 
dors shall be kept by the proprietors of this franchise in con- 
stant repair; and should, from any cause, the fishway or ladder 
be out of repair, so that the fish cannot pass up the stream. 
then during all the period that said fishway or fish ladders shall 
be out of repair, said corapany shall not be authorized to collect 
tolls for any lumber or timber that may be fioated down the 
river. Should the fishways or fish ladders be permitted to 
remain for three months in a condition so that fish cannot pass 
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up stream, then upon complaint of any citizen, and proof of Forfeiture of 
the fact to the Board of Supervisors of Placer County, said **°*h!*- 
Board of Supervisors shall declare the franchise forfeited to the 
State; whereupon the right of said company to collect tolls 
shall cease; provided, that this Act shall not be so construed as

Section 1. A Commission, consisting of three persons, mem- 
bers of the legal profession, is hereby created, for the purpose 
of revising and compiling the statutes of this State. The mem- 
bers of such Commission shall be appointed by tho Governor, 
within a reasonable time after the passage of this Act, and 
within one month from such appointment they shall meet in 
the City of Sacramento and organize thomsclves into a Board, 
for the dischargo of the duties hereinafter provided. The Com- 
mission shall, upon its organization, select a Secretary, who 
shall attend all the sittings thereof. 

Src. 2. Upon the organization thereof, such Commission 
shall proceed to revise all the statutes of this State, including 
those enacted et the present nession of the Legislature, and 
correct verbal errors and omissions, and suggest such improve- 
ments as will introduce precision and clearness into the wording 
of the statutes, and by a supplemental report thereto to designate 
the Acts or parts of Acts which, in the opinion of the Commis- 
sion, should be repealed, and prepare substitutes therefor when 
necessary ; to recommend all such enactments as shall, in the 
judgment of the Commission, be necessary to supply the defects 
of and give completeness to tho existing legislation of the State, 
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and prepare and present the bills therefor; to examine all special 
Acts, and such as aro confined in their operation to particular 
counties or cities, and to propose such measures as shall be 
necessary to give unity and uniformity thereto, and especially 
to propose, when possible, general Acts, which shall supersede 
the sume; to arrange the statutes in tho most systematic and 
convenient form, and furnish a completo and alphabotical list 
of the matters contained therein, which, in the future, may be 
made the basis of an index. 

Sec. 3. Tho Commission provided for by this Act shall con- tocontinne 
tinue the labors of that appointed by the Act of March twonty- er at tet 
eighth, eightoon hundred and sixty-oight 5 provided, that while 
adopting and using the results of such labors, as far as shall bo 
deemed expedient, the first mentioned Commission shall be at 
liberty to introduce into such results any changes it may regard 
as necessary. The Commissioners under the Act of eighteen 
hundred and sixty-cight, aforesaid, shall deliver all documents 
and books belonging to the Stato or said Commission to the 
Commissioners appointed under this Act. 

Sec. 4. The Commission sball hold its sessions in a room to sessions. 
be provided by the Secretary of Stato, in the State Capitol, and 
shall enter upon the discharge of its duties immediately aftor 
its organization. It shall hold daily sessions of six hours each, 
on at least five days in every week. It shall in no case adjourn 
its sittings for a longer period than five days. and there shall 
be no more than one adjournment per month. No member shall 
absent himself from such sittings for a longer period than three 
days, except in case of sickness or unavoidable necessity. 

Sto. 5. Sueh Commission sball completo its labors by or Completion 
before the first day of November, eighteen hundred and sevonty- bers. 
one It shall, upon such completion, prepare and present to report. 
the next Legislature a tall report of all its procoedings. in pur-' 
suance of this Act, which shall be accompanied by exhibits of 
the various changes, modifications, improvements, enactments, 
ete., proposed or prepared by it, with a full and accurate index 
thereto. 

Seo. 6. The report and exhibit shall be printed by the State rrintiy, 
Printer, under the supervision of the Commission. ‘Lhe exhibits 
or proceedings shall be so printed as to show in the readiost 
manner the changes proposed by the Commission; and in those 
cases wherein it shall recommend the repeal of a law and pro- 
pose a substitute therefor, such law and substitute shall bo 
printed in the manner most convenient for comparison. The 
State Printer shall also, at any time during the progress of the 
revision, upon the requisition of the Commission, print any mat- 
ter relating to the business thereof. 

Sec. tT. The members of the said Commission shall each compensa- 
receive for his services a compensation at the rate of six thou- Honit Com- 
sand dollars per annum for the time he shall be actually engaged 
in sueh rovision, and in the proparation of their said report. 

Such compensation shall be paid at like timos as the salarics of 
the District Judges of this State; procéded, that no member 
shall receive a stated payment unless ho shows by his own affi- 
.davit and the certificate of his associates on the Commission, 
that he has faithfully attended the sittings and promoted the 
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labors of the Commission during the period for which payment 
is demanded. The Secretary of the Commission shall receive 
two hundred dollars per month for the time he shall be actually 
engaged in the performance of his duties. The Controller is 
hereby directed Lo draw his warrant on the Treasurer for the 
payment of said salaries when due and payable as herein pro- 
vided ; and the ‘Treasurer is diretted to pay the same out of any 
iInoneys not otherwise appropriated. 

Src. *. The Governor shall have power to fill vacancies in 
such Commission, caused by death or otherwise. He shall have 
power, also, to remove any member of said Commission for 
habitual neglect of the duties thereof; and any member who 
shall fail to attend the sittings of the Commission tor the space 
of twenty days, unless in case of sickness, shall thereby cease 
to be a momber of such Commission, and the Governor shall 
proceed at once to fill such vacancy. 

Src. 4. All Acts in conflict herewith are hereby repealed. 

Sec. 10. This Act shall take effect immediately.

Secrton 3. ‘There shall be an election held in the County of 
Stanislaus, at the general election to be held in the year eigh- 
teen hundred and seventy-one, to determine the location of the 
county kéat of said county. Notice thereof ehall be given at the 
same time and ia the same manner as other notices of said clec- 
tion are required by Taw to be given. 

Src. 2. The ballots to be-used at such election shall be writ: 
ten or printed, and shall be in form following: “ County Seat,” 
with the name of the place voted for following; and the place 
receiving the majority uamber of votes at the said election shall 
be the county seat of said Stanislaus County. 

Sere. 8. The officers of the election shall return the votes 
cast at said election to the Clerk of the Board of Supervisors, 
at the same time and in the same manner as tho other votes 
cast at said election are required by law to be returned ; and all 
the provisions of law applicable to the canvassing. certitying 
and declaring the result at general elections, shall apply to the 
votes aad election hereby ordered. 

Sro. 4. Upon canvassing the votes of said election, as herein 
provided, the Board of Supervisors shall immediately take meas- 
ures for removing ecaid county scat, and the records of the 
county, to the place designated by the vote hereinbefore pro- 
vided ; and for the erection and cumpletion of county buildings, - 
as now required by law ; and to make such disposition, in their 
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discretion, of all such public property, as such location of the 
county seat shall render necessary. 

Sec. 5. All Acta or parts of Acts in conflict with this Act 
is hereby repealed.

Certifeatoof pletion of the said transcript; and immediately upon said com- 
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pletion, it shall be the duty of said Recorder to inscribe in such 
book, at the end of the portion of the transcript thorein made, 
his certiticate to the offect that the same is a full, true and com- 
plote transcript of the whole of the record of said county, 
appropriate to the suid book. 

Sec. 3. Immediately upon the affixing of the certificates 
mentioned in the last section, the books in which the samo shall 
be inscribed shall be and become tho legal record books of the 
said county for the class of records to which the same are 
respectively appropriate, and the said Recorder shall thereafter 
employ and use the same as guch legal booka of record. 

Seo. 4. It shall be lawful for the Board of Supervisors of 
the said county to fix a limit of time within which said tran- 
script shall be required to be made.

Sev. 7. The County Recorder shall receive for all services 
under this Act, including the certificates to the correctness of 
the said transcript, and making the propor notes and indexes, 
twelve cents per folio for all words : and] figures necessarily used 
in the said transcript, and no other compensation whatsoever 
shall be charged or allowed on account of services under this 
Act; and the said Recorder shall be liable, upon his official bond, 
for the neglect or improper performance of the services herein 
provided to bo rendered by him. 

Sec. 8. All claims for servicos performed under and by virtue 
of this Act shall bo audited and allowed in the same manner as 
other claims against the said county, and shall be payable in 
warrants drawn upon the Genoral Fund of said county.

Said Trustees shall, within thirty days after 
the passage of this Act, examine the sites offered by the City 
of San José for the location of the State Normal School build- 
ings, and sclect therefrom a snitable location for said State Nor- 
mal School buildings, and the site selected by them shail be 
and remain the permanent site for the State Normal School 
buildings. 

Deed of Sec. 3. The Mayor and Commun Council of the City of San 

couvevanee- José are hereby authorized, empowered and directed, immedi- 
atcly after such site shall have been selected by said ‘Trustees, 
to convey such site, by good and sufficient conveyance, to the 
Trustees of the State Normal School. who are hereby author- 
ized and empowered to receive and hold the sume, and the title 
thereto, in trust and for the nse of said State Normal School;

removed from said site selected, the same, and the title thereto, 
shall, immediately upon such removal, revert to said City of 
San José and become the property thercof, absolutely.

Said Board shall mako rules for tho government of Boarding 
the boarding house or houses; shall superintend the same, and aie 
make all necessary arrangements for conducting the same in 
the most economical manner that will make them self-sustaining. 

Sro. 11. At each annual meoting the Board sball determine Namvor 
what number of pupils may be admitted into the school; and Peps 
this number shall be appointed among the counties of this Stato, 
according to the number of representatives from said counties 
in the Legislature; provided, that teachers holding first or second 
grado certifieates may be admitted from tho State at large. 

The County Superintendents and the County Boards of Exain- Competitive 
ination shall hold competitive examinations before tho first of aman 
May in each year, of all persons desiring to become pupils of 

the Normal School, which cxaminations shall be conducted in 

the same manner as examinations for third grade teachers’ 
certificates. A list shall bo mado of tho applicants thus exam- 

ined, and they shall receive recommendation in the order of

of age, or if a female, sixteen yeurs of age; to enter an advanced 
class the application must be proportionably older. Applicants 

must also present letters of recommendation from their County 
Superintendent, certifying to their good moral character, and 

their fitness to enter the Normal School. Before entering, all Doctoratic:. 
applicants must sign the following declaration: ‘“ We hereby 

declare that our parposo in entering the California State Normal 

School is to fit ourselves for the profession of teaching, and that 

it is our intention to engage in teaching in the public schools of 

this State.” 

Src. 13. Pupils from other States and Territorics may be Pupits tron: 
admitted to all priviloges of the school, on presonting letters of *e Ste 
recomtnendation from the Hxeecutives or State School Suporin- 
tendents thereof, and the payment of ono hundred dollars. Tho 
money thus recoived shall be appropriated to the purchase of 
library and apparatus. Pupils from other States shall not be 
required to sign the declaration named in section twelve. 

Suc. 14. Tho Superintendent of Public Instraction shall be rxecutive 
the executive agent and Seerctary of the Board of ‘Trustees of har 
the Normal School. Ho shall visit the school from time to 
time, inquire into its condition and management, enforce the 
rules and regulations made by the Board, require such reports 
as he dsems proper from the teachers of the school and officers 
of the boarding house, and exorciso a general supervision of 
the same. Le shall, in connection with the Executive Com- 
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mittee appointed by the Board, expend all moneys appropriated 
for salaries and incidental expenses, and shall make a semi- 
tinnual statement, in writing, to the Board, of all moneys 
received and expended. 

Sec. 15. It shall be the duty of the Principal of the school 
to make a detailed annual report to the Board of Trustees, with 
a catalogne of the pupils, and such other particulars as the 
Board may require or he may think useful. It shall also be his 
duty, authorized by the Board, to attend County Institutes, and 
lecture before them on subjects relating to public schools and 
the profession of teaching. 

Sec. 16. The Board of Trustces shall hold two regular mect- 
ings annually, at such time and place as may be determined ; 
but special meetings may be called by the Secretary, by sending 
written notice to cach member. 

Sec. 17. The Board shall havo power to make all rules and 
regulations necessary for discharging the duties named above. 

Seo. 18. An annual ad valorem tax of two cents on each one 
hundred dollars value of taxable property in this State is hereby 
levied, for the twenty-second and twenty-third fiscal years, and 
is directed to be collected in the same manner as other State 
taxes aro collected ; and the moncy raised by said tax shall be 
paid into the State treasury, and said money and the money by 
this Act appropriated shall be known as the State Normal 
School Building Fund. 

Src. 19. Suid State Normal School Trustees shall. from time 
to timo, as the services herein provided for, or by them ordered 
and performed, and labor done or materials furnished for said 
State Normal School buildings, draw orders on the State Con- 
troller, specifically describing the services rendered, labor peor- 
formed or materials furnished, together with the amount, and 
to whom payable. Upon presentation of such orders, the State 
Controller shall draw his warrant on the State Treasurer for 
the amounts thereof, payable out of said State Normal School 
Building Fund; and tho State Treasurer is hereby authorized 
and directed to pay such warrants out of said fund. Said State 
Normal School Trustees and Controller each sball keep a cor- 
reet register of the warrants or orders issued, the amount of 
each warrant, to whom ordered paid and for what services or 
materials given; such registers shall be kept in their respective 
oflices for public inspection. 

Src. 20. The sum of twenty-four thousand dollars is hereby 
appropriated, biennially, out of any moneys in the General 
Fund not otherwise appropriated, which said appropriation 
shall be set apart at the commencement of each fiscal year, to 
support the California State Normal School; and the Controller 
ig hereby directed to draw his warrants, from time to time, on 
the State Treasurer. payable out of said appropriation ; and the 
unexhausted remainder, if any, of any appropriation for snch 
claims or accounts as have been audited by the Board of Trus- 
toes of the Normal School. or the lixccutive Committeo thereof, 
and the Board of Examiners; provided, that the bills for the 
salaries of regular teachors may be allowed by the Controller 
without the indorsement of the Board of Examiners; provided, 
also, that the aggregate of warrants drawn shall not exceed, in 
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any one fiscal year, one-half the appropriation herein made for 
such years, together with the remainder of unused appropria- 
tions, if any, of any previous fiscal year or years; and when- 
ever, at the close of any fiscal year, a balance remains to the 
credit of the California State Normal School Fund, such bal- 
ance shall be carried forward and added to the appropriation 
for the succeeding year. 

Sec. 21. All classes may be admitted into the Normal School, 
who aro admitted, without restriction, into the public schools of 
the State. 

Sec. 22. The provisions of this Act shall take effect from and 
after its passage ; provided, that the removal of the school shall 
be made whenever the Board of Trustees decide that suitable 
accommodations have been prepared for the same. 

Seo. 28. All Acts or parts of Acts passed by the Senato and 
Assembly of the State o California, conflicting with the above, 
are hereby repealed. 


CHAPTER DXXX. 


An Act amendatory of un Act entitled an Act to provide for the ap- 
pointment and prescribe the duties of guardians, passed April nine- 
teenth, eighteen hundred and fifty. 


[Approved April 4, 1870.] 


The People of the State of Culifornia, represented in Senate and 
Assembly, do enuct us follows : 


Secrion J]. Section nincteen is hereby amended so as to read 
as follows: 

Section 19. Every guardian (testamentary or otherwise) 
shall return to the Probate Court an inventory of the estate of 
his ward within three months after his appointment, and annu- 
ally thoreafter; provided, that when the value of the estate 
exceeds the sum of one hundred thousand dollars, semi-annual 
returna shall be made to said Probate Court. It shall be the 
duty of the Probate Court, upon application made for that pur- 
pose by any person interested in the estate of any ward, or by 
any person of kin or related to any ward, to compel any guar- 
dian (testamentary or otherwise), to render an account to said 
Probate Court of the estate of his or her ward. The invonto- 
ries and accounts ao to be returned or rendered shall be sworn 
to by the guardian and al) of the guardians, whenever there 
shall be more than one guardian of any ward. All the estate 
of the ward described in the first inventory shall be appraised 
by appraisers, who shall be appointed, and shall proceed in the 
manner provided by law for regulating the settlement of the 
estate of deceased persons; and when so appraised, said inven- 
tory, with the appraisement of the property therein described, 
shall be recorded by the Clerk of the Probate Court in a proper 
book kept in his office for that purposo. Whenever, and as 
often as any other property of the estate of any ward may be 
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discovered, not included in the inventory of the estate already 
returned, und whenever and as often as any other property may 
descend to or be acquired by or for the benefit of any ward, the 
like proceedings shall be had for the return and appraisement 
thereof that are herein provided in relation to tho first inven- 
tory and return. 

Src. 2. Section thirty-seven of said Act is hereby amended 
so as to read us follows: 

Section 37. Whenever any guardian, appointed cither by tho 
testator or the Probate Judge, shall become insane or otherwise 
incapable of discharging his trust, or evidently unsuitable there- 
for, or shall have wasted or mismanaged the cstato, or failed, 
for thirty days, to render any account or mako any return, the 
Probate Court, or the Judge thereof, may, upon such notice to 
said guardian as the Court, or tho Judge thereof, may deem 
sufficient, remove such guardian, and compel him to surrender 
the estate of the ward to the person or persons lawfully entitled 
thereto. Every guardian may, upon request, be allowed to 
resign, when it shall appear proper to allow the same ; and upon 
such resignation, or upon any removal of any guardian as herein 
provided, the Probate Court, or the Judge thereof, may appoint 
another in the place of the guardian who resigned or was 
removed. 

Sec. 8. This Act shall take effect from and after its passage, 
and shall apply to all guardians, whether appointed prior or 
subsequently to its passage. 


CHAPTER DXXXI. 


An Act to change the term of the District Court of the Thirteenth 
Judicial District of the State of California in and for the Counties 
of Tulare, Fresno, Merced and Mariposa. 


[Approved April 4, 1870.] 


The People of’ the State of California, represented in Senate and 
Assembly, do enact as follows: 


Section 1. There shall be annually threo terms of tho Dis- 
trict Court of the Thirteenth Judicial District in and for the 
County of Tulare, to commence respectively on the first Mon- 
day in the month of May, on tho third Monday in the month 
of October, and on the firat Monday in the month of January. 

Sec. 2. There shall be annually three terms of tho District 
Court of the Thirteenth Judicial District in and for the County 
of Fresno, to commence respectively on the third Monday in 
the month of May, on tho second Monday in the month of 
October, and on the third Monday in the month of January. 

Sec. 3. There shall be annually three terms of the District 
Court of the Thirteenth Jadicial District in and for the County 
of Merced, to commence respectively on the fourth Monday in 
tho month of May, on the fourth Monday iv the month of Sep- 
tember, and on the fourth Monday in tho month of January. 
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Sec. 4. There shall be annually three terms of the District tm Mariposa 
Court of the Thirteenth Judicial District in and for the County °"™" 
of Mariposa, to commence respectively on the first Monday in 
the month of June, on tho first Monday in the month of Octo- 
ber, ard on the first Monday in the month of February.

CHAPTER DXXXIITI. 


An Act supplementary to an Act entitled an Act to regulate the settle- 


ment of the estates of deceased persons, pussel Muy first, eighteen 
hundred and fifty-one 


{Approved April 4, 1870.] 


The People of the State of California, represented in Senate and 
Assembly, do enact us follows: 


Sxction 1. In overy case where a homestead has been petition of 
selected undor tho gencral homestead law, the widow of the fidow fr, 
decedent may, at any time during the administration, petition interest. 
tho Probate Court of the proper county, that measures may be 
taken to ascertain what interest, if any, the estate of the dece- 


dent has in the homostead property, and that such further pro- 
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ceedings mny be had as may be necessary to separate her prop- 
erty and interests from those of the estate. Upon the presen- 
tation of the petition. the Court shall fix a day for tho hearing 
thereof, which shall not be less than fifteen daya from the time 
of such presentation, and shall direct the Clerk to give notice 
of tho time and place of the hearing, by causing neticos to be 
posted in at least three public places in the connty, at least ten 
days before the day fixed for the hearing, and may, in its dis- 
eretion. direct other notices to be given, by publication or other- 
wise, and if the petitioner is not the execntrix or administratrix, 
shall direct notice by citation to be given to the executor or 
administrator 

Src. 2. On the day fixed for the hearing, or on any other 
day to which the hearing may be continued, it being first 
proved, by aftidavit or othorwise, to the satisfaction of the 
Court, that notice has been given as directed by the Court, if it 
shall appear that any of the devisces, legatces, heirs or creditors 
of the decedent, who are interested, aro minors, and have no 
general guardian in the county, or that any of such devisees, 
legatees, hoirs or creditors aro non-residents of the county, the 
Court shall appoint some disinterested person their attorney, 
for the sole purpose of appearing for them and taking care of 
their interests, on the hearing and in all subsequent proceed- 
ings. If, upon the hearing, it shall appear that the petitioner 
is entitled to a homestead or the value thereof, the Court shall 
appoint throo Commissioners, who shall be competent and dis- 
interested, and whose powers and duties shall be as prescribed 
in this Act; or upon the consent of tho partios, or of the per- 
son or persons appearing for them, or when the Court shall 
deem it proper and jnst, it shull be sufficient to appoint one 
Commissioner only, who shall have the same autbority and be 
governed by the same rules as if three were appointed. The 
order appointing tho Commissioners shall contain a description 
of the property selected as a homestead, and shall direct them 
to proceed under this Act, and shall also fix a day for the hear- 
ing of their report, which shall be notice to parties interestod. 

Sec. 8. A certified copy of the order of their appointment 
shall be delivered to the Commissioners as their warrant; and 
before procecding to the execution of their duties. they shall, 
before any officer authorized to administer oaths, take and sub- 
scribe an oath that they will faithfully discharge all their duties 
as Commissioners, which oath shall be indorsed upon their war- 
rant. They shall then proceed to estimate and appraise the 
property selected as a homestead. If they shall find that the 
value of said property docs not exceed five thousand dollars, 
thoy shall so report. If they shall find that sach value is 
groator than five thousand dollars, and that a division of the 
premises can be made without material injury, they shall set 
off for the widow, by metes and bounds, so much of said prop- 
erty as shall, as nearly as they can estimate the same, be of' the 
value of five thousand dollars, but not more, and shall make 
report of their proceedings. If they shall find that the prem- 
ises are of greater valuc than five thousand dollars, and cannot 
be divided without material injury, they shall so report. Tho 
reports horeby provided for shall be returned to the Court on 
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or before the day fixed for the hearing of the report of the 
Commissioners. 

Src. 4. On the day fixed for the hearing of the report of the 
Commissioners, or on any days to which the hearing may be 


continued, the Court shall examine the report, and hear any of 


the parties interested ; and if it shall appear that the proceedings 
of the Commissioners have been regular and that they have 
appraised the property at its just and fair value, and have acted 
fairly aud justly in any division of the property by them made, 
may confirm the report, or, for sufficient reason. may set it 
aside and commit the matter to the same Commissioners, or 
appoint other Commissioners in their place, who shall proceed 
in the same minner as Commissioners originally appointed are 
required to procecd. 

Sec. 5. When a report of the Commissioners, showing that 
the value of the property selected as a homestead docs not 
exceed five thousand dollara, or a report showing that the Cum- 
missioners have set off fur the widow a portion of said property 
of the value of five thousand dollars, shall bo contirmed by the 
Court, the property so selected and found not to exceed five 
thousand dollars in value in one case, and the portion thereof 
so set off for the widow in tho othor case, shall belong to and 
vest in the widow absolutely, free from administration, as o 
part of the estate of the deccased. 

Sec. 6. When the report shal] show that the property selected 
as a homestead is of greater value than five thonsand dollars, 
and cannot be divided without material injary, and the report 
shall be confirmed, the order confirming the report shall be 
interlocutory, aud thereupon the entire property may be dis- 
posed of as follows : 

First—Tho widow may, if she shall so clect, tuke the property, 
upon the payment of the excess of the valuo thereof. as found 
by the Commissioners, over five thousand dollars. 

Second—If the widow shall not elect to take the property, 
any heir, devisee, legatee or ereditor, who is interested, may 
take the sume, upon the pay ment of the appraised value thereof. 

Phird—Notwithstanding any of the foregoing provisions of 
this section, the widow, or any beir, devisee, legatoe or creditor, 
who is interested, may offer, in writing, for the property, a sum 
greater than its appraised value, and the person making the 
best offer may bo allowed to take the property. The widow, 
however, if she shall take the property, shall only be required 
to pay the excess of her offer over five thousand dollars. The 
Court may grant a continuance, for a reasonablo time, to allow 
oppurtunity for making any payment contemplated by the fore- 
going provisions of this section, and upon tho making of such 
paymont, shall assign the entire property to the person entitled 
thercto. 

Fourth—If neither the widow nor any other of said porsons 
will tako the property as before provided, the Court shall order 
a sale of the property, and sale thercof shall be made at public 
auction, and shall be conducted and reported upon, and be con- 
firmed, or may be set aside and a new sale ordored, in the same 
manner, and under the same rules, as in ordinary cases of sales 
of land by an administrator under the Act to which this Act is 
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supplementary ; provided’, that no sale shall be made for any 
gum not exceeding five thousand dollars; and provided farther, 
that no sale shall be confirmed till after payment of the money 
to be paid by the purchaser. The Court may order the sale to 
be made by any person, except tho widow, to whom letters 
testamentary or of administration have been granted, or by a 
Commissioner appointed for that purpose; and any person, 
except the person making the sale, may become a purchaser. 
If, upon the return of his proceedings by the person ordered to 
make the sale, it shall appear that no greater bid than five 
thousand dollars was recoived, and that the proceedings were 
fair and legal, the ontire property selected as a homestead shall 
be assigned to the widow; and if the widow shall bo the pur- 
chaser on the sale, and the sale shall be confirmed, the order 
coniirming the salo shall assign the entire property to her, and 
she shall only be required to pay the excess of her bid over five 
thousand dollars; any property assigned or sold in accordance 
with the provisions of thia section shall, upon such aasignment, 
or upon the confirmation of tho sale by the Court, belong to 
and vest in the person to whom such property is assigned or 
sold, absolutely, free from administration, as a part of the estate 
of the decoased ; and if such person is not the widow, frce also, 
from all claim and right of the widow. All money to be paid 
by any person taking or purchasing the property under the 
provisions of this section shall, in the first instance, be paid 
into Court. Upon the assignment of’ the property or confirma- 
tion of the sale, the Clerk shall pay, under the direction of the 
Court, to the widow, the sum of tive thousand dollars, if the 
amount of her homestead interest has been paid into Court, and 
tho balanco to the executor or administrator. 

Sec. 7. Whether the death of the deceased was before or 
aficr the passage of this Act, the Commissioner shall appraise 
tho property at its value at tho date of the appraisoment, which 
shall be taken as the proper value thereof; except that when 
the death was prior to such passage, and the widow, or some 
other interested person shall, before the close of the bearing 
upon her petition, request that the value may be found as it was 


* at the time of such death, they shall appraise the property at 


its value at the time last named. Cases within the forogoing 
exception shall bo governed by tho same values as other casea, 
with such madifications only as necessarily follow from the 
difference in Lime, and in the value of the widow’s homestead 
interest. When the Commissioners shall find and report that 
the value of the property was not, at tho time of the death of 
the deceased, wreater than five thousand dollars, and their 
report shall be confirmed ; or when they shall tind that the 
property was, at such time, of greater value than five thousand 
dollars, and can be divided without material injury, ana shall 
set off for the widow so much theroof as was at such timo. as 
nearly as they can estimate, of the value of five thousand dol- 
lara, but nut more, and shall make report of their proceedings, 
and the report shall be confirmed, the entire property selected 
as a homestead in tho former case, and the portion thereof so 
set apart in the latter ease, shall belong to and vest in the 
widow absolutely, froo from administration, as a part of tho 
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estate. Whon the Commissioners shall find that the property 
was, at the time of the death of the deceased, of greater valuo 
than five thousand dollars, and cannot be divided without mate- 
rial injury, thoy shall also find the value thereof at the date of 
the appraisement, and the value, at the latter date, of the wid- 
ow’s homestend interest, namely, the value, at the time of the 
appraisement, of so much olf the property as, at the death of

Copy of pare SEOTION 1. It shall be the duty of tho several County Record- 
recorded. €Y'8 Of this State in which the real estate, or any part thereof 
is situate, upon the payment of their fees, to duly file and record. 
among the record of decds in their office, all duly certified 
copies of final decrees heretofore or hereatter rendered in 

actions partitioning real estate. 
Sec. 2. Every such certified copy of partition shall, from 
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the time of the filing the same with the Recorder for record, 
impart notice to all persons of the contents thereof; and sub- 
sequent purchasers, mortgagees and lienholders shall be deemed 
to purchase and take with like notice and effect as if such copy 
of decreo was a duly recorded deed of conveyance ; provided, 
nothing herein contained shall be so construed as to invalidate 
or affect any decree uf partition heretofore made and not 
named under the provisions of this Act. 

Sro. 8. For the filing and recording of such cortified copy 
of decree, the Rocorder shall be allowed the same rate of fees 
that he is allowed by law for the filing and recording of deeds. 


CHAPTER DXXXV. 


An Act to authorize the Board of State Harbor Commissioners to lease 
a portion of the water front in the City and County of Sun Fran- 
cisco.

An Act to provide for the improvement of public parks in the City of 
Sun Francisco. 


[Approved April 4, 1870.] 


The Peaple of the State of California, represented in Senate and 
Assembly, do enact as follows : 


Section |. The lands designated upon a map of the outside 
lands of the City and County of San Francisco, made in pursu- 
ance of Order Number Eight Hundred, by the word “ Park,” 
to wit: Extending trom Stanyan streot on the cast to the Pacific 
Ocean, is hereby designated, and shall be known as the “Golden 
Gate Park ;” and the other parcel of land fronting on Haight 
street, and also marked “ Park,” is hereby desiguated, and shall 
be known as * Buena Vista Park;” and also the land marked 
on said map “ Avenue,” extending from Baker street westward 
until it crossos Stanyan street, shall be, and remain public 
parks of said city and connty, and shall be improved as such by 
the Commissioners hereinafter mentioned and their successors. 

Sec. 2. The said parks and avonuos shall be under the exclu- 
sive control and management of a Board of three Commissioners, 
who are hereby designated as “‘ Park Commissioners.” Two 
members shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of busi- 
ness; but no money shall be expended or contract cntored into 
authorizing the expenditure of money without the approval of 
the Mayor of said city and a majority of said Board. 

Sec. 3. The Governor of the State of California js hereby 
authorized and directed, within thirty days after the passage of 
this Act, to appoint three Commissigners, who shall hold their 
offices for four years, and who shall receive no compensation 
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for their services. In case of a vacancy, the samo shall be filled vacnnctos. 
by the remaining members of the Board for the residue of tho 

term then vacant; and all vacancies occasioned by expiration 

of terms of office, or neglect or incapacity of qualification, shall 

be filled by the Governor aforesaid. Hach of said Commissioners 

shall be a frecholder and resident of said city and county. 

Sxc. 4. The said Board shall have the full and exclusivo powers, 
power to govern, manage and direct the said parks and ave- 
nuos; to lay out, regulate and improve the same; to pass 
ordinances for the regulation and government of the same; to 
appoint such onginoers, surveyors, clerks and other officers, as 
may bo necessary ; to prescribe and define their respective duties 
and authority; to fix the amount of their compensation, and to 
have the management of the funds provided for the improve- 
ment thereof. . 

Sro. 5. It shall be a felony for any Commissioner, dircctly re interested 
or indirectly, to be interested in any contract or work of any 32 contrete. 
kind whatever connected with either of said parks or avenue; 
and it shall be the duty of any Commissioner or other person 
who may bave any knowledge or infurmation of the violation 
ot this provision, forthwith to report the same to the Governor, 
who shall bear the allegations in regard thereto; and if, after 
such hearing, he shall be satisfied of the truth thereof, ho shall 
pnmediataly remove such Commissioner thus offending. The Oathof omce 
Governor shall issuc a commission to cach of the Commissioners 
erpoinis by him, who shall, within twenty days after the receipt 
thereof, take and anbscribe the oath of office prescribed by law. 

Src. 6. The said Board shall semi-annually, and on the sec- Report. 
ond Monday in January in each year, make to the Legislature 
of the State, and to the Board of Supervisors of said city and 
county annually, and on the second Monday of January in cach 
year, a full report of their proceedings and a detailed statement 
of all their receipts and exponditures. 

Sec. 7. 1t shall be lawful for the said Commissionors to let may lems 
any portion of said grounds from time to time, until the same chee had 
shall be required for the improvement of said parks; but no 
Jease shall extend beyond three years from the date thercof. 

All moncys realized thereby shall bo dovoted to the improve- . 
ment of said parks and avenue. 

Sec. 8. During the year next ensuing their appointment, sams to be 
the said Commissioners may expend upon said parks and ave- Pend. 
nue the sum of ono hundred thousand dollars and no more; 
and during the second year the sum of seventy-five thousand 
dollars; and annually thereafter, for the next three yoars, the 
sum of fifty thousand dollara per annum. 

Sec. 9. The said Commissioners shall from time toe time faue bonds. 
create and issue bonds, in sums of not less than three hundred 
dollars nor more than onc thousand dollars, which bonds shail 
not exceed in amount two hundred and twenty-five thousand 
dollars, and shall be payable fifty years from their date, or 
sooner, if the Legislature shall hereafter so provide, and may 
sell the same at not less than their par value, to create a fund 
to be called “Tho Park Improvement Fund.” Such bonds and 
the interest thereon shall be payable in gold coin. Such inter- 
est shall be paid semi-annually, at the office of the Treasurer 
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of said city and county, and shall not bear interest at a rate 
exceeding six per cent. per annum. The said parks and avenue 
are hereby pledged as security for the redemption of said 
bonds. 

Suc. 10. Said Commissioners shall advertise for proposals 
for such bonds at least sixty days beforo issuing the same, and 
shall issue the same to tho best and highest bidder; but no bid 
under par shall be accepted. 

Suc. 11. For the payment of the interest of the said bonds, 
the Board of Supervisors of said city and county shall order 
and cause to be raised, by tax on the estate, real and personal, 
subject to taxation according to law, within said city and 
county, and to be collected in addition to the ordinary taxes, 
yearly and every year, sufficient money to pay the interest 
annually uceruing on tho bonds then issued. 

Sec. 12. The moncys raised by sales of such bonds shall be 
deposited with some one or more of the savings or banking 
institutions in said city and county, and such institution, bank 
or banks, with which the sume may be deposited, shall allow 
interest upon such deposits, as may be agreed upon with said 
Board, and shall open and keep an account with said Board. 
No moneys shall be drawn from said fund except upon a war- 
rant signed by a majority of the Commissioners and the Mayor. 

Sec. 13. It shall be lawful for said Board of Commissioners 
to pass such ordinances as they may deem necessary for the 
regulation, use and government of said parks and avenue, not 
inconsistent with the laws of the State of California Said 
ordinances shall, within fivo days after thoir passage, be pub- 
lished for ten days, Sundays excepted, in a daily newspaper 
published in suid city and county, to be selected by said Com- 
missioners.

regulate and establish markets; to construct and koep in ropair 
pumps, aqueducts, reservoirs or other works necessary to pro- 
tect the town from injury by fire; to construct and keep in 
ropair wharves, and fix the rates of wharfage and collect the 
same; to lay out, alter, keep open and repair tho streets, alleys 
aud public sqnares and other public grounds of the town; to 

urchase or leaso such real estate and personal property as may 

@ necessary or proper for the interest of said town, or the 
transaction of tho business of the Board of Trustees or other 
officors of said town, or the safe keeping of prisoners; to sell 
and convey the said real and personal property, whon deomed 
unnecessary for the above specified purposes; to lease, for a 
period not exceeding ton years, portions of the river front, for 
the use of a saw mill, or other purposes that they may deom 
beneficial to tho interest of said town; tu grant the right of 
way to railroad companies within the corporate limits of said 
town, making such prohibitions and restrictions as the safety 
of the inhabitants may demand; to levy and collect annually a 
poll tax, not exceeding three dollars on cach male inhabitant 
over tho ago of twenty-one yoars, and a aed tax, not 
exceeding two por cent upon the asseased value of the real and 

ersonal property. That said Board of Trusteoa shall sit as a 

oard of Equalization, and shall be governed by the general 
laws of the State regulating the powers and duties of tho 
County Board of Supervisors in similar proceedings. Tho tax 
levied under the provisions of this Act is hereby made a lion 
against the property assessed, which lien shall attach on the 
day of the levy, and shall not be satisfied or removed until 
such taxes are paid, or the property has absolutely vested in a 
purebaser under u sale for such taxes. 

Sec. 8. The Board of Trustees shall have no power to croate 
any debt oxceeding three thousand dollars, upon the credit of 
the town, nor make any expenditure for improvements except 
as provided for in this Act; nor shall any warrant bo drawn 
upon the Town Treasurer, unless there shal! be sufficient moneys 
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to mect the same, alter paying the curront expenses of the town 
and all other demands legally due. 

Sze 9. Tho Board of Trustees shall meet on the first Mon- stectings. 
day of every month, aud at such other times as tho President 
may deem necessary. The place of the regular meetings shall 
be fixed by ordinance. 

Seo. 10. It shall he tho duty of the President to preside at vowors and 
all moetings of Lho ‘Trustees, to exercise a goneral supervision Suse, 
over the acts of the other officers of the corporation, and to 
countersign all warrants drawn upon the Treasurer, by order of 
the Board of Trustees, for which services he shall be entitled to 
a compensation as the Board of Trustecs may determine, not 
exceeding three hundred dollars per annum.

[Appreved April 4, 1870.] 


The Feople of the State of California, represented in Senate and 
Assembly, do enact as follows: 


Secrion 1. Section five of said Act is hereby amended so as 
to read as follows : 

Section 5. Whenever final payment shall have been made 
for any tract of land sold by authority of the State, the seloc- 
tion of which shal] have been duly accepted and approved by the 
proper United States authorities, or when tho tract so finally 
paid for or reclaimed as bercinafter provided, shall be swamp 
and overflowed, salt marsh or tido Jands, it shall be the duty of 
the Register of the State Land Office, upon the surrender of tho 
certificate of purchase by the person or persons entitled 10 the 
same, to prepare a patent for said land, and send the same to 
the Governor, togother with a certificate under his official seal, 
certifying that the laws in relation thereto have been fully com- 
plied with, that payment in full has been made to the State, and 
that the party named in the said prepared patent is entitled to 
the same; the patent shall then be signed by the Governor, 
attested by the Seeretary of State, sealed with the great scal of 
the State and countersigned by the Register of the State Land 
Office; provided, that no patent shall issue until after the expi- 
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. ration of ono year from the date of approval of the survey or When to 
location by the Surveyor-Goneral, and tho Jands shall have been "°- 
relinquished to tho State by authority of tho General Land 
Office at Washington; provided further, that such relinquish- 
ment shall not be required for locations of the sixteenth and 
thirty-sixth sections in place, or for swamp and overflowed 
Jands, shown to be anch by the official surveys made by author- 
ity of the United States Surveyor-General. Tho Register of T te 
the State Land Office shall record all patents in books to bo re 
kept in his office for that purpose, and shall then forward or 
deliver the samo to the owners of the land or their agents.

CITAPTER DXLVIL. 
An Act concerning gas companies. 
[Approved April 4, 1870.] 


The People of the State of California, represented in Senate and 
Assembly, do enact as follows: 


Section 1. From and after the passage of this Act, it shall May grant 
be lawful for the corporate authorities of every city and town fire. 
in this State, and for the Supervisors of the City and County of panies. 
San Francisco, to grant to any gas company the privilego of 
laying down pipes in the streets or alleys of such towns and 
cities, including San Francisco, as aforesaid, and supplying gas 
for the lighting of the streets and buildings thereon; such 
privilege to continue for a term not exceeding twenty-five years. 

Sec. 2. Every such license or privilege shall be upon condi- Conditions. 
tion that the authorities shall have the right at any time to 
allow similar priviloges to other companies; and upon the 
further condition, that the laying down of such pipes shall bo 
subjoct to the reasonable direction of the said authorities, and 
shall do as little injury as possible to the paving, planking or 
macadamizing of the strects and alleys aforosaid; and that 
whonever the paving, planking or macadamizing of such strects 
or alloys is displaced for the purpose of laying down pipes or 
removing the same, or making connections therewith or repairs 
thereto, such paving, planking or macadamizing shall be replaced 
in as good order as practicable by such company. 

Sxo. 3. The authorities of overy such town or city, including Contrast for 
San Francisco as aforesaid, may contract with any gas company Ughting 
for lighting the streets thoreof; but no such contract shall bo 
made at a fixed rate for a longer term than five years, nor at a 
variable or other rate for a longor term than ten years; nor 
shall any such contract be made at a higher rate than that now 
paid in the City of San Francisco. 

Sec. +. In addition to the foregoing provisions, the authori- 
ties of such towns and cities shall affix to evory license or con- 
tract such conditions as will be for the benefit of the public, 
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and may secure their enforcement by any orders or ordinances . 
Location of Which they may deem necessary. They may, also, control tho 
bata location and construction of works so that they may be erected 
in suitable localities to give the least discomfort or annoyance 
to the public. 
Sec. 5. This Act shall take effoct immediately. 


CHAPTER DXLVIII. 


An Act to authorize the issuance of bonds by the County of San Luis 
Obispo to erect county buildings, and to provide a site for the same. 


{Approved April 4, 1870.] 


The People of the State of Culifornia, represented in Senate and 
; Assembly, do enact aa follows: 


Bay tseuo Section 1. The Board of Supervisors of the County of San 
ns» Tunis Obispo are hereby authorized and empowered to issue, on 


behalf’ of said county, bonds, not exceeding in the aggregate the 
sum of twenty-five thousand dollars, for the purpose of erecting 
Description, & County Court-house for said county ; such bonds to bear inter- 
est at the rato of ten per cent. per annum, and of such denomi- 
vations, respectively, as the said Board shall order (with coupons 
for interest attached), made payable in ten years from the date 
of their issnance, at the office of the County Treasurer of said 
county; and the interest thereon shall be payable by said Treas- 
urer yearly, at his said office, upon the first Monday in January 
of each and overy year succecding the date of their issuance, 
on presentation of the respective coupons therefor. Every 
bond so issued shall be signed by the President of the Board of 
Supervisors and by the Clerk of said Board, shall be counter- 
signed by the County Treasurer, and authonticated by tho seal 
of the County Auditor, and shall purport that said county owes 
to the holder thereof the sum set down on said bond, in United 
States gold coin, payable and bearing interest as aforesaid; and 
the principal and interest of said bonds shall be payablo in such 
Coupons, gold coin of the United States.

Jvery person or firm engaged in the business of 
bekept = pawnbroker or pledges, or of the purchase or sale of sccond- 
hand clothing, wares or merchandise, shal! keep a register book 
of the size known by stationers as six quarto extra cap, in which 
shall be made an entry, with ink, in the English Janguage, at 
the time of loan, pledge or purchase, o true and accurate account 
and description of overy article of property pledged or pur- 
chased, the name and residence of the pledger or vendor, the 
date, duration, amount and rate of interest of every loan made, 
or the date and hour of purchase of any property purchased, and 
shall, if any loan be mado or property pledyed, at the time of 
the loan or pledge, deliver to the pledgor a written or printed 
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memorandum, signed by him, her or thom, containing a copy of 
said entry, and shall in like manner keep an account of all sales 
made by him, her or them.

Src. 2. The provisions of sections two, three, four. six, seven, 
eight, nine, ten, eleven, twelve, thirteen, fourteen, fifteen, six- 
teen, seventeen, cighteen, nineteen, twenty, twenty-one, twenty- 
two, twenty-three, twenty-four, twenty-seven, of un Act entitled 
an Act 1o provide for the formation of corporations for certain 
purposes, passed April fourteenth, one thousand eight handred 
and fifty-three, and of all Acts amendatory of or supplementary 
to said sectivns, shall apply to corporations formed under this 
Act. 

Seo. 8. The corporate powers of the corporation shall be 
exercised by 2 Board of not less than three Trustecs, who shall 
be stockholders in the company, and a majority of them citizens 
of the United States, and residents of this State, and who shall, 
after the expiration of the term of the Trustees first selected, 
be annually elected by the stockholders at such time and place, 
and upon such notice, and in such mode, as shall be directed by 
the by-laws of the company ; bat such election shall be by ballot, 
either in person or by proxy, and the persons receiving tho 
greatest humber of votes shall be Trustees. Vacancies among 
the Trustees by death, resignation or otherwise, shall bo filled 
for the remainder of the year in such manner as the by-laws 
prescribe ; and the by-laws shal] bo mado or altered or amended 
by the stockholders at their aunual meeting, or at such other 
meeting of the stockholders as may bo provided for in a by-law 
made for this particular pnrpose.

Suc. 5. No certificate of shares shall be issued to any person 
until the full amount thercof shall have been paid in cash; no 
person shall bo allowed to become a stockholder except by the 
consent of the Board of Trustees, ontered in the minutes of 
their proceedings. 

Sec. G6. At the annual meeting of the stockholders in each 
year, the Board of Trustees shall present a report of the condi-

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held by the corporation, its liabilities and the receipta and

The People of the State of California, represented in Senate and 
Assembly, do enact as follows: 


STATK BOARD OF EDUCATION. 


Sxorton 1. Thoro shall bea State Board of Education, which 
shall consist of the Governor, the Superintendent of Public 
[nstruction, the Principal of the State Normal School, the 
Superintendent of Public Schools of the City and County of 
San Francisco, the Superintendent of Common Schools of 
the respective Countics of Sacramento, Santa Clara, Alameda, 
Sonoma and San Joaquin, and of two professional teachers, 
who shall be nommated by the Superintondent of Public 
Instruction, and elected by and with the advice and consent 
of said Board; provided, that no teacher shall be cligible to 
such election unless he is the holdor of a State educational 
diploma. or the purpose of the primary organization of the 
Board, any five members may meet at tho call of the Superin- 
tendent of Public [nstruction and elect the members to bo 
elected. The elective members shall hold office for the term 
of four years. dating from tho first day of July noxt succecding 
their respective elections. ‘The Governor shall be the Presi- 
dent, and the Superintendent of Public Instruction the Secre- 
tary of the Board, and five members shall constitute a quorum 
for the transaction of business; provided, that a majority of the 
votes of the whole Board shall bo necessary for the passage of 
any measure. The Board shall mect at the all of the Secre- 
tary, and ahall hold at least two meetings in each year, and its 
proceedings shall be kept in a record book, which shall bo a 
part of the archives of the Department of Instruction. No 
member of tho Board shall receive any compensation for bis 
services, except actual travelling expenses, which shall be paid 
by the State Treasurer out of the Genera] Fund, upon the 
warrant of the Controller, countersigned by the Superintend- 
ent of Public Instruction. Any stationory required for the 
Board shall be furnished from the office of the Secretary of 
State, and any printing required by it under the provisions of 
this Act shall be done by the State Printer. 
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Sec. 2. The Stato Board of Education shall have power to 
adopt a course of study and rules and regulations for all public 
schools in the Stale; provided, that such rules shall not be 
enforced in conflict with special rules and regulations adopted 
by the Board of Education of any city or any city and county ; 
to adopt and prescribe regulations and a list of books suitable 
for district school libruries ; to grant teachers’ lifo diplomas and 
prescribe regulations for the examination of teachers by State, 
City or County Boards of Examination; to adopt a unifurm 
State series of text books to be used in all public schools ; to 
have and use a common seal; and to authorize the printing by 
the State Printer of all regulations and circulars necessary to 
carry their provisions into effect. 


OF TITE SUPERINTENDENT OF PUBLIC INSTRUCTION. 


Sre. 8. he Superintendent of Public Instrnetion shall, at 
the special election for judicial officers to be held in the year 
eighteen hundred and sixty-seven, and every four years there- 
atior, at such special elections, be elocted by the qualified voters 
of the State, and shall center upon the duties of’ his office on the 
first day of December next after his clection. He shall be paid 
a salary of three thousand dollars per annum. and shall have 
power to appoint a Clerk, who shall be paid a salary of cightoon 

androd dollars per annum, and who shall be authorized to act 
as Deputy Superintendent. 

Sec. 4, ‘The Superintendent of Public Instruction shall report 
to the Governor, biennially, on tho first of November of the 

cars in which the regular sossions of the Legislature are hold. 
The Governor shall transmit said report to tho Logislaturo, and 
whenever it is ordered published the State Printer shall bind 
two hundred and forty copies and deliver them to the Superin- 
tendont, who shall deposit twenty copies in tho State Library, 
furnish one copy to each County Superintendent, to be held by 
him as public proporty and delivered to his successor in office ; 
the remaining copies shall be distributcd—one to the State 
Library of each State and Territory, and the others to such 
cities, institutions of learning, and persons, as ho may deem 
proper. The Tieyislature shall furnish at least two thousand 
pamphlet copies to the Superintendont, who shall furnish ono 
copy to each district library, and shall distribute the romainder 
as he may deem advisable, to school officers or other persons. 
Said report shall contain a statement of the condition of public 
schools in the State; full statistical tablos, by counties, showing, 
among other statistics, the number of school childron in the 
State, the number attending public schools, and the average 
attendance ; the number attonding private schools, and the 
numbor not attending school; the amount of State School Fund 
apportioned, and sources from which derived ; tho amount raised 
by county and district taxes, or from other sources of revenue 
for school purposes; the amount expended for salaries of teach- 
ers, and for building school houses; a statement of plana for 
the management and improvemont of schools; a statement of 
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the condition of the State Normal School, of the State Agricul- 
tural College. of all incorporated literary institutions required 
to report to him; of the educational departments of the Stato 
Reform School, the Asylum for the Deaf and Dumb and Blind, 
and the several orphan asylums, and other educitional institu- 
tions to which State appropriations may be made 

Sec. 5. The Superintendent of Publie Instrnction, immo- 
diately after the State Controller reports to him as required in 
this Act, shall apportion to the several schvol districts, counties 
and cities the school moneys to which each may be entitled. and 
shall furnish to the Stale Controller. tho State Board of Exam- 
iners, to each County Treasurer and Superintendent, an abatract 
of such apportionment, and shall draw his order on the State 
Controller in favor of each County Treasurer for the amount of 
State School Fund to which each county is entitled, and shall 
take each Treasurer's receipts for the same. 

Seo. 6. The Superintendent of Public Instruction shall pre- 
pare and canse to be printed snitable forms for making all 
reports and conducting all necessary proceedings under this Act, 
and shall transmit them to the local school ofticers and teachers, 
who shall be govorned in accordance therewith. He shall fur- 
nish the State Board of Education, the State Board of Examina- 
tion and cach Connty Board of Examination with suitable 
diplomas and certificates, and shall prepare a State School Reg- 
ister, which shall be furnished to each school and school district 
in the State. Hoshall cause all school laws to be printed in a 
pamphlet form, and sball annex thereto forms for making reports 
and conducting school business, the course of study, rules and 
regulations, and list of text books and library books adopted 
and prescribed by the State Board of Education, and such sug- 
gestions on school architectare as he may deem useful. with such 
wood cuts and plans of school hoases as he may be able to 
obtain or which may be provided by State appropriation. He 
shall order printed a number of copies sufficient to snpply each 
school officer and teacher, and each school library, with at least 
one copy thereot, and to furnish with one copy euch Superin- 
tendent of Public Instruction and each State Library of cach 
State and Territory in the Onited States, and shall so distribute 
them. 

Sec. 7. The Superintendent of Public Instruction shall filo, 
arrange and cause to be bound in a substantial form, all valuable 
printed and manuscript reports in his office, relating to the 
early educational history of this State, and shall cause to be 
bound all valuable school reports, school journals and school 
documents of this and other States, which may be sent to his 
office, snd shall retain them as part of the archives of his office ; 
and such sum as may be necessary, not to exceed two hundred 
and fifty dollars, is hereby annually appropriated and set apart 
out of the State School Fund, before apportionment, and the 
Controller is hereby authorized and directed to draw his war- 
rant for such sums as may be allowed and audited by the State 
Board of Examiners, for the objects of this section. 

Sec. 8. The Superintendent of Public Instruction shall be 
ex officio one of tho Trustees of the Asylum for the Deaf and 
Dumb and Blind and of the State Reform School; and sball 
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visit those institutions, from time 1o time, to inquiro into their suporin-

management and the systems of instruction puraned therein, vit uanen- 
und shall make a biennial report thercof. Ie shall visit tho tional 
several orphan aaylums to which State appropriations are aud repr” 
made, and report concerning the instruction given to the chil- 
dren therein; and shall also visit, as far as may bo practicable. 
the several incorporated literary institutions in the State, and 
make such report thereof as he may deem proper. 

Sro. 9. It shall ho the duty of the Superintendont of Pablic tomate tour 
Instruction to travel in the different countios of the State, so far ®t viiting 
as ia possible without neglecting his other official duties. during 
at least four months of each year, for the purpose of visiting 
schools, of consulting with County Superintendents. of lecturing 
before County Institutes, and of addressing public assemblies 
on subjects pertaining to public schools; and tho actual travel- 
ling expenses incurred by the Superintendent in the discharge 
of this duty shall be allowed, audited and paid ont of the Genoral 
Fund, in the same manner as claims upon said fund are now 
allowed, audited and paid; provided, that the sum so expended 
in any one year shall not exceed one thousand dollars; and the 
sum of two thousand dollars, or so much thereof as may be 
necessary, is hereby biennially appropriated for payment of the 
samo.

OF THE STATE CONTROLLER. 


Sec. 11. The State Controller shall keep a separate and dis- Schoo Fund 
tinct account of tho School Fund, and of the interest and income fiers ete. 
thereof, together with such moneys as may be raised by special 
State tax, State poll tax or otherwise. for school purposes. He 
shall, on or before the first day of February, and on the first 
day of August of cach year, report to the Suporintendent of 
Public Instruction a statement of the securities belonging to 
the School Fund, of the moneys in the treasury subject to 
apportionment, and the several sources from which they accrued, 
which reports shall be included in the biennial report of the 
State Superintendent.

Third—To pay all warrants drawn on State, county or dis- 
trict achool moneys, in accordance with the provisions of this 
Act, whenever such warrants are countersigned by the County 
Auditor and properly indorsed by the holders. 

Fourth—VTo make, annually. on or before the first day of 
Augast, a financial report for the last preceding school and fiscal 
year, to the Superintendent of Public Instruction, in such form 
as may be required by him. 


COUNTY SUPERINTENDENT. 


Sec. 14. A County Suporintondent of Common Schools shall 
be elected in each connty at the general election in the year 
eighteen hundred and sixty-seven, and every two years therc- 
after, who shall take office on the first Monday in March next 
succeeding his clection. and hold for two years, and until bis 
successor is clected and qualified. Ho shall take the oath or 
affirmation of office. and shall give an official bond to the county 
in a sum to be fixed by the Board of Supervisors of said county. 

Src 15. The Connty Superintendent shall apportion all 
school moneys to the school districts, in accordance with the 
provisions of this Act, as soon as practicable after tho State 
apportionment has been made, and shall make quarterly appor- 
tionments thereafter; and he may make apportionments at such 
other times as may be required by special laws or deemed nee- 
essary for the convenience of school officers. He shall draw 
his warrant on the County Treasurer in favor of persons enti- 
tled to receive the same; provided, that no such warrant shall 
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be drawn against the School Fund of any city, town or district, 
without an order of the Board of Trustees or Board of Edaca- 
tion, showing for what. purpose the money is required; and 
provided further, that no such warrant shall be drawn unless 
there is cush in the treasury to the credit of said city, town or 
district. 

Sec. 16. The County Superintendent shall have power, and 
it shall be hia duty: 

First—To visit each school in his county at least once a year. 

Second—To distribute promptly all reports, forms, laws, cir- 


culars and instructions which he may receive for the use of 


school officers from the Department of Instruction, or the State 
Board of Education. 

Third—To report to the Superintendent of Public Instruction, 
annually, on or before the twentieth of August, for the school 
year ending on the last day of June next preceding, such ata- 
tistics as may be required by him or by tho State Board of Edu- 
cation. 

Fourth—To preside ovor County Teachers’ Lnstitutes. 

Fifth-—-To enforce the course of study and the use of text 
books adopted by the State Board of Edacation. 

Sixth—To onforce the rales and regulations required in the 
examination of teachers. 

Seventh—To keep on file and preserve in his office the bionnial 
reports of the Supcrintendont of Public Instruction and a file 
of tho State educational journal, adopted in pursuance of law. 

Eighth—To keep a record of his official acts, aud of the acts 
of the County Board of Examination. 

Ninth—To carefully preserve all reports of school officers and 
teachers, and, at the close of his official term, deliver to his 
successor ull records, books, documents and papers belonging to 
the office, taking a receipt for the same, which shall be filed in 
the office of the County Clerk. 

Tenth—To keep a register of all orders or warrants for tho 
payment of public school moneys, such orders or warrants to be 
payable in the ordor of their registration. 

suc 17. If tho County Superintendent fails to make a full 
and correct report to the Superintendent of Public Instruction 
of all statements required to be mado by law, ho shall forfeit 
the sum of one hundred dollars from bis salary; aud the Board 
of Supervisors are hereby authorized and required to deduct 
therefrom the sum aforesaid, upon information from the Super- 
intendent of Public Instruction that such returns have not been 
made. 

Sec. 18. The County Superintendent shall have power to 
administer oaths and affirmations to School Trustees, Marshals, 
Assessors, Collectors, teachors and other persons, in all official 
matters connected with or relating to schools; but shall not 
have power to make or collect any charge or fee for so doing. 

Seo. 19. The County Superintendent shall have power, and 
it shall be his duty, to appoint Trustees for any district which, 
from any cause, fails to elect at the regular time; to appoint 
Trustees to fill vacancies; to appoint Trastees for any now dis- 
trict ; provided, however, that when a new district is organized, 
such of'-tho Trustees of the old district as reside within the 
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limits of tho new one shall be Trustees of the new one, and the 
vacancy in tho old district shall be filled by appointment. 

Src. 20. The Superintendent shall, whenever ho deems it 
necessary for the health or comfort of pupils, require the Trus- 
tees of any school district to repair the school buildings or prop- 
erty, or to abato any nuisance in or about the premises; pro- 
vided, such repairs or abatement can be done for a sum not 
exceeding fifty dollars, and there is a sufficient amount of money 
in the treasury to the credit of the district. He shall also, in 
all cases, require the Trustees to provide such privies and 
out-honses as decency requires; and if tho Trustees refuse or 
neglect to mako such provision, he shall cause it to be done, and 
shall pay for it, on his own warrant, out of any money to the 
credit of the district. 

Seo. 21. Whenever the number of school districts in any 
county is ten or more, the County Superintendent shall hold at 
least one Teachers’ Institute in each year, and every teacher 
employed in a public school in tho county [shall attend] every 
such Institute and participate in its proceedings. ‘Kach session 
of a County Institute shall continue not less than three nor 
more than five days, and the Superintendent shall, if practica- 
blo, secure lucturers and instructors competent to instruct teach- 
ers in the theory and practice of teaching. very Board of 
Trustees and every Board of Mdueation shall not only allow, but 
shall require the teachers in its employ to attend every Teachers’ 
Institute held in the county, and when the Institute is held dur- 
ing the time that teachers may he employed in teaching, their 
poy shall not be diminished by reason of attendance on said 

nstitute. For the payment of the expenses of the Institute a 
sufficient sum, not exceeding one hundred dollars in any one 
year, shall be paid on the warrant of the Superintendent, out 
of the unapportioned County School Fund. ‘The Superintend- 
ents of two or more counties may unite and hold a joint Insti- 
tute, in which case the expenses shall be apportioned by the 
Superintendents between tho counties joining in the Institute. 
In any county in which there are less than ten school districts, 
the Superintendent may, if he deem proper, hold an Institute. 
Any county in which the teachers have a regularly organized 
County Association or Institute, and hold regular monthly meet- 
ings during the year, shall be excepted from the provisions of 
this section whenever a majority of the teachers of said county 
shall determine by vote to sustain such monthly associations 

Suo. 22. The County Superintendent shall furnish his oflice 
with such works on school architecture as may be prescribed 
by the State Board of Education, and shall pay for them, on 
his own warrant, out of the unapportioned County School Fund. 
Such works shall be kept in his office for the use of Trus- 
tees and teachers. Except in cities having special Boards of 
Education, no school house shall be erected unless the Trustees 
first submit tho plan to tho County Superintendent; and in all 
plans, as far as practicable, regard shall be had to taste, con- 
venience, durability and economy. 

Sec. 23. If at any time, when thero is sufficient money in 
the county treasury to the credit of any school district to keep 
a school open in said district for a period of five months, and if 
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the Trustces of such district, from any cause whatever, fail, 
neglect or refuse to open such school and keep it open, the 
Connty Superintendent shall appoint a teacher, and canse the 
school to be opened and kept open, and he shall pay thorefor 
by his warrant on the fund to the credit of the district. 
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Suo. 24. It shall be the duty of the County Superintendent Payment uf 


of cach county to draw his warrant on tho County Treasurer 
for any bill in favor of any school district, duly signed by the 
Trnateos and authorized by the provisions of this Act, and to 
draw his warrant in his own fuvor on tho unapportioned county 
school money for the payment of members of the County 
Board of Examination; for the expenses of an annual County 
Institute ; for the binding of school documents, not to exceed 
twenty dollars a year; for postage and oxpreasago for his offico, 
not to exceed one dollar for each district in his county, and for 
any other incidental expense of his office which may be author- 
ized in this Act. 


Seo. 25. It shall be the duty of every County Superintendent Boundaries 


to inquire and ascertain whother the boundaries of school dis- 
tricts in his county aro definitely and plainly described in the 
records of the Board of Supervisors, and to keep in hia office a 
full and correct transcript of such boundaries. In case the 
boundaries of districts are conflicting or incorrectly described, 
he shall change, harmonizo and describe them, and make a 
report of such action to the Supervisors, and, on being ratified 
by the Supervisors, tho boundaries and descriptions so mado 
shall be the legal boundaries and descriptions of the districts of 
that county. For searching and transcribing such records, and 
equalizing district boundaries, he may be allowed by the Super- 
- Visors a sum not exceeding five dollars per day for cach day’s 
labor, to be paid out of the County School Fund. The County 
Superintendent, if he deem it neceasary for the guidance of 
School Census Marshals, may order the descriptions of the dis- 
trict boundaries to be printed in pamphlet form, and pay for the 
same out of the Connty School Fund.

Sec. 27. Each County Superintendent may appoint a deputy, deputies. 


who shall take the asual oath or affirmation of oilice, and who 
may exercise all the functions of County Superintendent; pro- 
vided, that said deputy shall ‘draw no salary from the Public 
School Fund; prorided further, that the Deputy Superintendent 
for the City and County of San Francisco may receive such 
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compensation as may be allowed by the Board of Education of 
said city and county, and be paid out of the same fund out of 
which the County and City Suporintendeut is paid. 

Src. 28. Each county or city, or incorporated town, shall 
constitute one school district, unless districts are otherwise 
determined and established by the Board of Supervisors or the 
proper city authorities ; and tho Board of Supervisors shall fur- 
nish their own office, and the offices of the Collector and County 
Superintendent, respectively, with a map of the county, with 
the boundaries of each school district plainly defined thereon. 

Sec. 29. For the purpose of organizing a new district, or for 
a subdivision of! or change in the bonndarics of an old one, 
except as provided in section twenty-tive, at least ten heads of 
familics must present a petition to the County Superintendent, 
setting forth the boundaries of the new district asked for, or 
the change of boundaries desired, with reasons for the same. 
The County Superintendent shall, after giving due notice to all 
parties interested, transmit the petition to the Board of Super- 
visors, with his approval or disapproval, and such changes in 
the boundaries as he may deem necossary or advisable. The 
Supervisors shall establish the district as approved by the 
County Superintendent ; procided, that by a unanimous vote of 
the whole Board, they may ostablish the district in accordance 
with tho original prayor of tho potition, or with such modifica- 
tion as they may chooso to mako, or may reject it. In any ease 
of alloged hardship, any head of' a family, parent or guardian 
may make a statement of the facts to the Board of Supervisors, 
and if, in the judgment of the Buard, good cause be shown for 
such transfer, he may be transferred to another district. 

Sec. 30. No new district formed by the subdivision of an old 
ono shall be entitled to any share of tho public moneys belong- 
ing to the old district until a school bas been actually com- 
menced in such new district; and unless within four months 
from the action of the Supervisors a school is opened, then tho 
action making a new district shall bo void, and all elections or 
appointments of Trustecs made in consequence of such action, 
and all rights and offices of the partics so elected or appointed 
shall cease and determine; and all taxes which may have been 
levied in such old district shall bo valid and binding upon the 
real and personal property of the new district, and shall be 
collected and paid into the School Fund of the district. 

Szc. 81. When a new district is formed by the division of 
an old ono it shall be entitled to a just share of the school 
moneys to the credit of the old district, afler the payment of 
all outstanding debts at the time when a school was actually 
commenced in such new district ; and tho County Superintend- 
ent shall divide and apportion such remaining moneys, and such 
as may aftorwards be apportioned to the old district, according 
to the number of census children resident in each district, for 
which purpose he may order a census to be taken. 

Sec. 32. Whenever a district is formed lying partly in two 
adjoining counties, the Consus Marshal shall report to each 
County Superintendent the numbor of children in the district 
residing in his county. In the same manner, the Trustces and 
teacher shall make a distinct and separate report of all school

statistics ; anda teacher’s certificate, granted by the Board of 
Examination of one county, shall be valid for both counties. 

Sec. 83. Any two or more adjoining districts may, by Con- Union gram- 
curront vote, azreo to establish a union grammar achool for ™ °° 
the more advanced children of such districts, under the joint 
supervision of the Trustees, or a committee of Trustees of such 
districts; and such school shall be entitled to its pro rata of 
public moneys belonging to such united districts, apportioned 
according to the average number of scholars attending suvh 
school from cach district. Said joint committee of Trustees 
shall have powor to assess rate billa, to appoint teachers, and to 
Manage the general business affairs of the achool. 

Bec. 384. All school property owned by any district, town or senool prop- 
city, and devoted to schvol purposes, shall be and the same is shy fam 
hereby exempted from taxation, and from sale on any execu- ete 
tion, or other writ or order in the nature of an execution. . 

Seo. 85. The Board of Trustees of cach achool district shall custody ana 
have custody of all school property helonging to the district, depron 
and shall have power, in the name of the district, or in their preperty. 
own names as Trustees of the district, to convey by deed all the 
interest of their district in or to any school house or lot directed 
to be sold by vote of the district ; and all conveyances of’ real 
estate made to the district or to the Trustees thorcof, shull be 
made to the Board of Trustees of the district, and to their sue- 
cessors in office. Said Board, in the name of the district, shall 
havo power to transact all business necessary for maintaining 
schools and protecting tho rights of tho district. 


OF RCIOOL ELECTIONS AND TRUSTEES. 


Sec. 86. An annual school meeting for tho election of School kleotins. 
Trustees shall be held in each district on the last Saturday in 
April of each year, at the district school house, if’ there be one, 
and if there be none, at a place to be designated by the Buard. 
of Trustees. The Trustees shall post written or printed notices 
thereof, spocifying the day, time and place of meeting, in at 
least three public places in the district, one of which shall be 
tho school house, at least five days previous to the time of meet- 
ing. If the Trustees fail to givo notico thereof, as required, then 
any citizen of the district may give it; but no such meeting 
shall be illegal for want of duc notiee. All elections shall be 
held by ballot, and the Trustees shall have power to determine 
the hours during which the ballot-box shall be kept open, having 
given due notice thereof in the posted notice of election. Every 
elector legally qualified to vote at auy general election, having 
been a resident of the school district thirty days next previous 
to the time of such district election, shall be entitled to vote. 
Any person offering to vote may be challenged by any legally 
qualitied elector of the district, and the Judge of Islection shall 
thereon administer to the porson challenged an oath in substance 
as follows: “ You do swear (or affirm) that you are n citizen of 
the United States; that you are twenty-one yours of age, accord- 
ing to the bost of your information aud belief; that you have 
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resided in this State six months next preceding this election, 
and in this school district thirty days, and that you have not 
before voted this day.” If ho shall refuse to take the oath his 
vote shall be rejected; and any person guilty of illegally voting 
shall be punished us provided in the general election law of this 
State. The Trustees shall appoint the Inspector and Judges of 
Election, and in care none are so appointed, or if they are not 
present at the time for opening the polls, then the electors pres- 
ent may appoint the officers of election. A poll and tally list 
shall be kept, which sball be returned to the Clerk of the Board 
of Trustees, and with the exceptions mentioned in this section, 
the election shall be conducted, as far as practicable, in the form 
and manner of the general election. Any one of the old Trus- 
tees shall have power to administer to any Trustce elect the 
oath of office; and the Clerk of the election shall issue his cer- 
tificate of election to any Trustee clect, who shall forward it, 
with the oath attached or indorsed thereon, to the County 
Superintendent of Public Schools. 

Sec. 87. In all organized districts in which elections have 
been previously held, one Trustee shall be clected for the term 
of three yeurs, and if there are vacancies to be filled, a suffi- 
cient number to fill them for the unexpired terms; and the bal- 
lots shall specify the respective terms for which cach Trustee 
is to be elected. In new districts, acting under Trustees 
appointed by the County Superintendent, threo Trustees shall 
be elected for one, two and three years, respectively. Trustees 
elect shall take office on the first Saturday in July noxt after 
their election, and shall hold office until their successors are 
elected and qualified. or appointed by the County Snperintend- 
ent and qualificd. ‘The term of office for any Trusteo whose 
term would otherwise expire in September of any year, shall 
expire on the first Saturday in July of the samo year. Any 
Trustee elect who shall fail to qualify within ten days after the 
term of office commences, shall forfeit all right to the office, and 
the County Suporintendent shall appoint to fill the vacancy. 

Sec. 88. Whenever any new district is formed by ordinance 
of the Board of Supervisors, within thirty days thereafter a spe- 
cial school meeting may be called by notice of any three legal 
voters of said district, and such meeting shall be conducted in 
the manner and form provided in this Act for the annua) school 
meeting for the olection of Trustees. Such new district shall 
be considered organized whenever any two of tho Trustecs 
elected shall have qualified, and the record of tho District 
Clerk shall bo prima facie ovidence of the legal organization of 
the district. The name of the new district, unless a name shall 
bave been given by act of the Suporvisors, may be determined 
by a majority of voters present at the first election of Trus- 
tees; but if at such meeting no name was given, then the 
Trustees, at their first meeting, shall name the district, and the 
Clerk shall record it in his record book. 

Sc. 89. No district schoo! meeting, annual or special, shall 
be organized before nine o'clock a. m., or closed before twelve 
o'clock M., or kept open less than one hour; and in all districts 
in which the number of children between five and fifteen years 
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of age equals or exceeds three hundred, the polls shall be kept 
open from cight o’clock a. M. until sunset. 

Sec. 40. Each Board of Trustees shall, within ten days after Hlcetion of 
the annual election, meet at tho school house, or if that be Ogu 
impracticable, at some other convenient place designated by the 
District Clerk, and proceed to elect one of their number Clork 
of the Board, who shall be known and referred to as District 
Clork; and it shall be his duty to record all proceedings of the paties, 
Board in a suitable record book; to record in the same book 
the procecdings of the annual school meetings, or of special 
achool meetings, and to keep an accurate and detailed account 
of all receipts and oxpenditures of school moneys. At cach 
annual school meeting, the District Clork shall present his 
record book for public inspection, and, if required, sball make a 
statement of the financial condition of the district, and of tho 
action of the Trustces. . 

Sec. 41. Every legally organized school district shall be Namosof 
known by the name and style of + District (using the ‘te. 
name of the district), of ——_-_— Connty” (using the namo of 
county in which such district is situated); and in that name the 
Trustees shall be capable of suing and boing sued in all Courts 
and places whatever, and of holding and conveying real estate 
for the use and benofit of such district, and such personal prop- 
erty as may be proper. If any school district has not heretofore 
beon named, as herein required, but has been designated only 
by number, the Trustees shall give it a name, and the District 
Clerk shall record it in the record book, and notify the County 
Superintendent of such action. In counties having several dis- 
tricts designated by different numbers of the same name, 
District Number One shall retain the name and the others shall 
be given a different name each ; and in case two districts in any 
county have the same name, the County Superintendent shall 
have power to change the name of cither or both ; and a number 
shall no longer be used as a part of the designation of any 
sebool district. 

Src. 42. Every Board of Trusteos, and any Board of Educa- rowers ana 
tion in any city, city and county, or town, unless otherwise dtl of, 
oxpressly provided by law, shall have power, and it shall be Trustecs ana

First—To omploy and dismiss teachers, janitors, School Cen- 
sus Marshals, mechanics and laborers. and to fix, alter, allow 
and order paid their salaries and compensation. 

Second—To mako and enforce rules and regulations, not in 
conflict with the general regulations of the State Board of Edu- 
cation, for the governmont of schools, pupils and teachers, and 
to enforce the regulations and course of study adopted in pur- 
suance of State law.

T[hirteenth—To require every teacher to keep a State School 
Register. : 

fourteenth—To enforce in school the course of study adopted 
and prescribed by the State Board of Education. . 

Fifteenth—To require teachers to attend County or City Insti- 
tutes, and to make snch annual reports as may be required by 
the Superintendent of Public Instruction. 

Sicteenth—To make an annual report, on or before the twen- 
tieth day of July, to the County Superintendent, in tho manner 
and form, and on the blanks prescribed by the Superintendent 
of Public Instruction. 

Seventeenth—To mako a report, whenover required, directly to 
the Superintendent of Lublic Instruction, of the text books 
used in their schools. 

Eighteenth—To keep a registry, in a book or books to be pro- 
vided for that purpose, of all children applying for and entitled 
to be admitted in the schools, and to notily the parent or guar- 
dian of such children when vacancies occur, and receive such 
children in the schools in the order in which they may be regis- 
tered. Such register shall at all times bo open to the inspection 
of the public. 

Sec. 43. The Board of Education of each city or city and 
county, and the Board of Trustees of each district, shull appoint 
a School Census Marshal on or before the first day of June of 
each year, and notify the County or City Superintendent of 
auch appointment in writing. It shall be the duty of the School 
Census Marshal to take, annually, in the month of June, an 
exact census of all children under fifteen years of age. Ife 
shall take, specifically and scparately, a consus of all whito 
children, negro children, and Indian children who live under 
the guardianship of white persons, between five and fifteen 
years of age, and shall specify the number and sex of such 
children, and the names of their parents or guardians. All 
children who may be absent from home, attending colleges, 
college schools, boarding schools and private seminarios of 
learning, shall be included by tho Marshal in the census list of 
the city, town or district in which their parents or guardians 
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reside, and shall not be taken by tho Consus Marshal of the 
city, town or district where they may be attending such private 
institutions of learning. The Census Marshal shall farther 
report, separately, the number of white, negro and Indian chil- 
dren under five years of age, and the whole number of Mon- 
golian children under fifteen yoars of age, and also such other 
statistics as may be required by the Superintendent of Public 
Instruction, or by City Boards of Education. He shvll make a 
fall report thereof on the blanks furnished for that purpose, 
under oath, to the County Suporintendent or the City Board of 
Education, on or before tho first day of July next aftor bis 
appointment, and deliver a copy, if required, to the School 
Trustees. Tho Consus Marshal shall be paid by the Board of 
Trustees from the county school money to the credit of the dis. 
trict, in the same manner as other contingent expenses are 
paid; and Boards of Education, in incorporated cities, shall 
audit his bills in the same manner as billy for contingent 
el aaa are audited and paid, unless otherwise provided by 
aw 

Seo. 44. Boards of Trustees and Boards of Education shall Grading of 
have powor, and it shall be their duty, to organize thoir schools *“™ 
into primary, grammar and high school departments; provided, 
thoro bo means sufficient to maintain all three departmonts, and 
to accommodate all children applying for admission into the 
pone schools; and if not, then the auveral departments shall 

e maintained in the order herein named, the primary schools 
having the preforence. 

Seo. 45. It shall bo tho duty of the Boards of Trustees and 1 matatain 
Boards of Education to maintain all the schools established by Pelt ea 
them in any district or city for an equal length of time during of time. 
the yoar, and, as fur as practicable, with equal rights and priv- 
ileges ; provided, in all casos the primary schools shall first be 
provided for, and shall have tho preference. 

Sec. 46. Tho District Clork of each district shall provide all Supplies and 
school sapplics authorized by this Act, and shall keep the school "™ 
house in repair during tho time school is taught therein; and 
ho shall keep an accurate record of all oxpenses incurred by him 
on account of the school, which account shall bo audited by a 
majority of the Bourd, and paid out of the county school 
monoys of that district. 

Sec. 47. Tho Diatrict Clerk may act as Census Marshal, and pistrict 
as cither Assessor or Collector, or as both, of district taxes, in Clk mey 
cither of which cases he shall be paid the same compensation Marshal, etc. 
which would have been allowed by the Board to any other 
person, and the provision by which no Trustee is allowed to 
receive compensation for his official services shall not apply. 

Src. £8. Tho District Clerk is hereby required, froin time to Supplies to 
time, to purchase and furnish to tho school, free of charge, such pie pala 
supplies of pens, penholders, pencils, crayons for blackboards, gratls. 
ink and stationery for the use of pupils, as must be used in car- 
rying out the course of study prescribed theroin; and the 
County Superintendent, upon tho presentation of proper vouch- 
ers. and being satisfied that sach supplies wero proper, needed 
and used in school, shall draw his warrant in favor of the Dis- 
trict Clerk for the amount so expended. And in incorporated 
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cities, every Board of Education shall cause to be furnished to 
the pupils, free of charge, the supplies in this section named, 
and shall pay for them in the manner provided for the payment 
of other school expenses. 
enn Sec. 49. The Board of Trustees of any district and Board of 
* Education shall use the school moncys, received from the State 
or county apportionment during any school year, exclusively 
for the support of schools for that school year; provided. that if, 
at the end of any school year, there be any uncxpended balance, 
it may be used for the payment of any claims against the dis- 
trict outstanding, or it may be used for the year succecding. 
Uso ofvchoot =Sec. 50. Any Board of Trustees may use the county school 
moneys. money's for any of the purposes authorized by this Act; but all 
State school moneys, except in those cities where it has other- 
wise been expressly provided by special law, shall be used exclu- 
sively for the payment of teachers, excepting the ten per cent. 
reserved for district school library purposes. 
Trustees Src. 51. Any Board of Trustecs shall be liable, as Trustees 
joignent, 12 the name of the district, for any judgment against the district 
for any salary due any teacber on contract, and for all debts 
legally contracted under the provisions of this Act, and they 
shall pay such judgment or liabilities out of the school moneys 
to the credit of such district. 
Seo. 62. Any Board of Trustecs shall have power— 
Cnionoftwo  Firsi—To unite two contiguous districts in the same county, 
contigwous or in adjoining countics, and to establish a union school, to be 
supported out of the funds belonging to their respective dis- 
tricts, and a school thus established shall be governed by a 
joint Board, composed of the Trustees of the combining districts. 
Second—To make arrangements with the Trustees of any 
adjoining district for the attendance of such children in the 
school of either district as may be best accommodated therein, 
and to transfor the school moneys, due by apportionment to 
such children, to the district in which they may attend school. 


OF SCHOOLS. 


Whomaybe Sxc. 53. Every school, unless otherwise provided by special 

mimittel. law, shall be open for tho admission of all white children, 
between five and twenty-one years of age, residing in that 
school district, and the Board of Trustees or Board of Education 
shall have power to admit adults and children not residing in 
tho district, whenever good reasons oxist for such exceptions 

Gradua, Seo. 54. All schools, unless otherwise provided by special 
law, shall be divided into three grades, viz: First, second and 
third. Mach County Superintendent shall determino the respec- 
tive grade or class of schools of his county, under instructions 
from the Stato Board of Edycation. No person sball be cligi- 
ble to texch a county school of the first grade unless the holder 
ofa certificate equal in grade to a first grade vounty certificate, 
and no person holding merely a third grado county certificate 
shall be cligible to teach any school except one of the third 
rrade. 

Course of ss Sec. 55. All schools shall be taught in the English language; 

education. and instructions shall be given in the following branches in the 
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several grades in which cach may be required in tho course of 
study adopted in pursuance of law, viz: Reading, writing, 
orthography, arithmetic, geography, Enylish grammar, history 
of the United States, physiology and buokkeeping ; and such 
other studies as may be deemed necessary may be authorized 
by the State Board of Education. or Boards of Edueation of 
any city or city and county; provided, that no such studies shall 
be pursued to the neglect or exclusion of the studies herein 
specified, and that thorough instruction shall first be given in 
all these branches. Instruction shall be given in all grades of 
schouls, and in all classes, during tho entire schoul course, in 
manners and morals, and tho laws of health; and due attention 
shall be given to such physical exercises for the pupily as may 
be conducive to health and vigor of body as woll as mind, and 
to the ventilation and temperature of school rooms. 

Sxe 56. The education of children of African descent, and 
Indian children, shall be provided for in separate schools Upon 
tho written application of the parents or guardians of at least 
ten such children to any Board of Trustcos or Board of Bduca- 
tion, a separate school shall be established for the education of 
such children; and tho education of a less number may be pro- 
vided for by the Trustees, in separate schools, in any other 
manner. 

Sec. 57. The samo laws. rules and regulations which apply 
to schools for white children shall apply to schools for colored 
children. 

Seo. 58. No books, tracts, papers, catechisms or other pub- 
lication of a sectarian or denominational character shall be usod 
or distributed in any school, or shall be made a part of any 
school library; neither shall any sectarian or denominational 
doctrine be taught therein; and any school district, tawn or 
city, the officers of which shall knowingly allow any schools to 
be taught in viglation of these provisions, shall forfvit all right 
to any State or county apportionmont of school moneys; and 
upon satisfactory evidence of such violation, the State Superin- 
tendent and County Superintendent shall withhold both State 
and county apportionments. 

Sro. 59. For the purpose of protecting tho health of young 
children, it is hereby provided that no school in which the 
average ago of the pupils does not exceed eight years, shall be 
continued in session more than four hours a day, exclusive of 
intermission ; and no school whatever shall bo continucd in ses- 
sion more than six hours a day, oxclusive of an intermission 
at noon; aud no pupil under cight years of age shall be kept 
in school more than four hours per day; and any violation of 
the provisions of this section shall bo treated in the same man- 
ner as & violation of section sixty. 


OF PUPILS. 


Sec. 60. Pupils shall be admitted into the schools in tho 
order in which they apply to be rogistered; and all pupils 
who may be admitted into public schools shall comply with 
the regulations established in pursuance of law for the govern- 
ment of snch schools; shall pursue the required course of study, 
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and shall submit to the authority of the teachers of such schools. 
Continued and wilful disobedience and open defiance of the 
authority of the teacher shall constitute good cause for expul- 
sion from school; and habitual profanity and vulgarity good 
cause for suspension from school. Any pupil who shall in any 
way cut, deface or otherwise injure any schoo] house, fences or 
out-buildings thereof, shall bo liable to suspension and punish- 
ment; and the parents of such pupil shall be liable for damages, 
on complaint of the teacher or Trustees. 


OF TEACIIERS. 


Sec. 61. Every teacher employed in any public school shall 
make an annual report to the County Superintendent on or 
before the tenth day of July next after the close of cach school 
year, in the form and manner and on the blanks prescribed by 
the Superintendent of Public Instraction. A duplicate of such 
report, when required by the Trustees, shall be furnished to the 
sistrict Clerk. Any teacher who shall end any school term 
before the close of the school year shall make a report to the 
County Superintendent immediately after the close of such 
term; and any teacber who may be teaching any school at the 
close of the school year shall, in his or her annual report, 
include all statistics from the school register for the entire 
school year, notwithstanding any previous report fora part of 
the year. Teachers shall make such additional reports as may 
be required in pursuance of law by the State or by City Boards 
of Education. No County Superintendent. or City Superin- 
tendent, or Board of Education, or Board of Trostees shall draw 
any order or warrant fur the salary of any teachor for the last 
month of his or her services until the reports herein required 
shall have been mado and received. 

Sec. G2 Every teacher shall keep a State School Register, 
in the manner provided therefor; and no County Superintend- 
ent shall draw any warrant for the salary of any teacher for 
the last month of his or her services in school at the end of any 
term or year until he shall have received a certificate from the 
District Clerk that the said register has been properly kept, 
the summaries made and tho statistics entered; or, until, by 
personal examination, le shall have satisfied himself that it has 
been done. Teachers shall faithfully enforce in school the course 
of study and the regulations prescribed in pursuance of law ; 
and if any teacher shall wilfully refuse or neglect to comply 
with such requisitions, then the County Superintendent shall be 
authorized to withhold any warrant for salary due until such 
teacher shall comply therewith. 

Sec. 63. No teacher shall be entitled to draw for salary any 
school moneys unless such teacher shall be employed by a 
majority of the Trustees, nor unless the holder of a legal State, 
city or county teacher’s certificate, in full foree and effect. 

Sec. b4. In every contract, whether written or verbal, 
between any teacher and any Bourd of Trustees, except in 
incorporated cities, a school month shall be constraed and taken 
to be twenty school days, or four weels of five school days 
each; and no teacher shall be required to teach school on Sat- 
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urday, the fourth day of July, the first day of January, Christ- 
mas day, the days of the gonoral election and special judicial 
election, and such days of fasting or thanksgiving as may be 
appointed by the President of the United States or the Gov- 
ernor of this State, and no deduction from the teacher's time or 
wages shall bo made by reason of the fact that a school day 
happens to be one of the days referred to in this section aaa 
day on which school shall not be taught. Any contract made 
in violation of the provisions of this section shall have no force 
or effect as against the Leachor; provided, that in incorporated 
citics the common schools shall not be dismissed on clection 
days. 

Seo. 65. Kvery toachor shall have power to hold every pupil 
to n strict accountability, in school, for any disorderly conduct 
on the way to or from school, or on the play grounds of the 
school, or during intormission or rocess, to suspend from school 
any pupil for good cause; provided, that such suspension shall 
be reported by the teacher to the Trustees as soon as practica- 
blo; and if such auction is not sustained by them, the toacher 
may appeal to the County Superintendent, whose decision shall 
be final. whether for or against expulsion. 

Sxo. 66. In all cases of tho rovocation of a cortificate, the 
teacher shall have tho right of appeal from any City or County 
Board of Examination to the State Board of Examination, and 
upon the revocation of a State diploma or certificate, to the Stato 
Board of Education. 

Sec. 67. In case of the dismissal of any texcher before the 
expiration of any written contract entered into between such 
teacher and Trustee, for alleged unfitness. or incompotence, or 
violation of rules, the teacher shall have the right of appeal to 
the County Superintendent, and if such County Saperintendent 
Shall decide that the removal was made without good cause, 
the teacher so removed shall be reinstated in school, and shall 
continue during the time of contract. Any teacher whose sal- 
ary is withheld in pursuance of the provisions of this Act, shall 
have the right to appeal to the Superintendent of Public Instruc- 
tion, whose decision shall be final. 

Sec. 68. It shall be the duty of all teachers to ondeavor to 
improas on tho minds of their pupils the principles of morality, 
truth, justice and patriotism; to teach them to avoid idleness, 
profanity and falsehood, and to instrnct them in the principles 
of a free Government, and to train them up to a true com- 
prehension of the rights, duties and dignity of American citi- 
zonship. 

OF SCHOOL DISTRICT LIBRARIES. 


Sxo. 69. Every County Superintendent and every County 
Treasurer shill set apart ten per cent. of each annual apportion- 
ment of State School Fund for cach diatrict, as a “ District 
School Library Fund” for that district, and said fund shall bo 
used for no other purpose ; provided, that when ten per cent. 
exceeds fifty dollars, only fifty dollars shall be so sect apart; and 
further provided, that when ten per cent. is less than ten dollars, 
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and no library has been proviously formed, tho money shall 
remain in the troasury until subsequent apportionments or dona- 
tions shall equal that sam. Tho Boards of Trustees of each 
district shall procure a suitable library case, and shull oxpend 
the entire ten per cont. set apart as a Library Fund, together 
with such sums as may be added thereto by subscription or 
donation, in the purchase of such books for the library as may 
be authorized by the State Board of Education. If tho Trus- 
tees neglect or refuse to purchase such books, then it shall be 
tho duty of the County Superintendent to expend the Library 
Fund to tho credit of such district and pay for the books on his 
own warrant. 

Librarian, Seo. 70. The Trustees shall have tho same control over the 
library as over other school property, and shall appoint the 
teachor or tho District Clork, or some other suitable person, to 
act as Librarian, and whenever practicable and safe, the library 
shall be kept in the school house of such district. 

List ofbooks Sec. 71. It shall be the duty of the State Board of Educa- 
tion to prepare a list of books suitable for school libraries, in 
which no work of 2 sectarian character shall be included, and 
which may be, from time to Lime, amended, revised and enlarged, 
and to prepare uniform rules and regulations for the government 
of district libraries, and to prescribe penalties, fines and condi- 
tions of membership. 

Government Sec. 72. Tho Trustees shall be beld accountable for the 

vatimef Proper care and preservation of the library, and shall have 

Nbrary. power to assess and collect all fines, penalties and feos of mem- 

orship, and to make all necdfal rules and regulations not pro- 
vided for by the Stato Board of Kducation and not inconsistent 
therewith, and they shall report annually to the County Super- 
intendent all library statistics which may be required by the 
blanks furnished for that purpose by the Suporintendent of 
Public Instruction. : 

red py Sec. 73. Trustecs may recoive donations of books, maps or 
charts, from any person ; provided, no books of a sectarian 
character shall be placod in the library, and that any such 
books found therein shall be removed by order of the County 
Superintendent. The library shall be freo to all pupils of a 
suitable age, belonging to the school; but any resident of the 
district may become entitled to its privileges upon tho payment 
of such u sum of money for life membership, or such annual or 
monthly fee, 9s may be prescribed by the Trustees. 

Not appli- Src. 74. In cities not divided into school districts, or in any 

amepncctet incorporated towns or cities, or county and city, the provisions 

townsor = Of’: the preceding sections relating to the sctting apart of ten 

— per cent of the State School Fund as a Library Fund shall not 
apply; but the sum of fifty dollars—not to exceed ten per 
cent. of the State apportionmont—shall be set apart as a 
Library Fund, by the Board of Education, for every five hun- 
dred children between the ages of five and fifteen years, within 
the limits of said city, and expended as provided in other cases 
for the formation of school libraries. 


EIGHTEENTH SESSION. 
OF AN EDUCATIONAL JOURNAL. 


Seo. 75. It shall be the duty of the Superintendent of Public 
Instruction to annually subscribe for a sufficient number of 
copics of some monthly journal of education to supply cach 
County Superintendent, City Superintendent, District Clerk, 
and cach district school library, with one copy thereof. Said 
journal shall be designated by the State Board of Education, 
and slrall be a journal devoted exclusively to educational pur- 
poses, and published monthly, in California. The Superin- 
tendent of Public Instruction shall bo one of ita editors. and it 
shall contain, as a condition of such subscriptions by the State, 
a department of public instruction, in which shall bo publishod 
the decisions, circulars, instractions and apportionments of 
school funds made by the Superintendent of Public Instruction 
aud the State Board of Education, together with a monthly 
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for each annual subscription of twelve monthly copies shall not 
exceed ono dollar and fifty cents; and the State Board of Bdu- 
cation shill have power to reduce the rato whenever said journal 
cau be creditably sustainod at a lower rate. At the beginning 
of each school year the Superintendent of Public Instruction 
shall draw his order on the State Controller for an amount 
sufficient to pay for such subscriptions, in favor of such journal, 
which order shall be certified by the State Board of Education 
and allowed by the State Board of Examiners, whereupon it 
shall be the duty of the State Controller to draw a warrant on 
the State Treasuror, payablo out of any unapportioned school 
moneys in the treasury. 

Sec. 76. The Superintendent of Public Instruction shall 
annually convene and preside over a State Tcachors’ Institute, 
which shall continue in session not less than threo nor more 
than five days. The sum of five hundred dollars is hereby 
aperonr eves biennially, out of any unappropriated moneys in 
the General Fund, for the purpose of defraying the necessary 
expenses of such annual Institutes. 


STATE BOARD OF EXAMINATION. 


Sec. 77. There shall bo a State Board of Examination, con- 
sisting of the Superintendent of Public Instruction, who shall 
be ox officio Chairman, and four professional teachers, who shall 
be appointed by the Superintendent of Public Instruction ; pro- 
vided, that no person shall be eligible to such appointment unless 
he holds a State educational diploma. The Board sball meet at 
such times and places as may be dosignated by the Chairman, 
and shall hold at Ieast two sessions in cach year. It shall have 
power to grant cortificatos of the following grados, to wit: 
State educational diplomas, valid for six years; Stato certifi- 
cates, first grade, valid for four years; second grade, valid for 
two years; third grade, valid for one year. 

Seo. 78. Each of the appointed membors of the Board shall 


receive compensation for their services at the rate of two hun- “ 


dred dollars per annum, commencing July first, eighteen hun- 
dred and sixty-nine, payable out of tho General Fund on the 
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warrant of the State Controller, indorsed by the Superintendent 
of Public Instrnetion. 

Seo. 79. Every applicant for a State diploma, or for a Stato 
certificate of the first or second grade, shall be critically exam. 
ined, by written or printed questions, and by additional oral 
examinations, in algebra, arithmetic, English grammar, English 
composition, geography, history of the United States, school 
law of California, physiology, natural philosophy, orthography, 
dotining, penmanship, Constitution and Government of the 
United States, reading and elocution, and theory and practive 
of teaching. Extra credits may be given for ability to teach 
drawing. vocal or instrumental music, and school calisthenics. 
For success and experience in teaching, extra credits may be 
allowed, as the State Board of Education may determine. Cer- 
tificatea shall be issued to such persons only as, in addition to 
passing oxamination in the studies heroin specified, shall have 
given evidence of good moral character and fitness for the pro- 
fession of teaching. State educational diplomas sha! be issued 
to such persons only us shall have been employed in the oceu- 
pation of teaching at least three years; and the holders of said 
diplomas shall be cligible to teach in any public school in tho 
State, except high schools in which the ancient and modern 
languages are required to be tanght by such teachers. State 
cortificatos of the first grado shall entitle the holders to teach 
in county schools of the first grade, and in all grammar schools. 
State certificates of the second grade shall ontitle the holders 
to teach in second grade schools, and as assistants in grammar 
schools. State certificates of the third grade shall entitle the 
holders to teach in any primary school. Tho standing in each 
study of each successful applicant shall be indorsed upon the 
back of his or her diploma or certificate, together with his or 
her total percentago and relative standing in the class. The 
State Board of Examination shall have power to revoke, for 
immoral or unprofessional conduct, or habitual profanity, intom- 
perance, cruelty or evident unfitness for the profession of teach- 
ing, any diploma or certificate granted by it, and to renew all 
Stato certificates at the expiration of the time for which they 
wore granted. 

Sec. 80. All regularly issued Normal School diplomas from 
any State Normal School in the United States, and all life diplo- 
mas granted by the State Board of Examination in any of tho 
United States, shall be recognized by the State Board of Exam- 
ination of this State as prima facie evidence of fitness for the 
profeasion of teaching ; and the said Board shall, on application 
of the holders thereof, proceed to issue, without examination, 
State certificates, the grude to be fixed at the option of tho 
Board ; previded, in all cases satisfactory evidence to be given 
of good moral character and correct habits. All applicants for 
State diplomas or certificates shall pay an examination fee of 
two dollars, which shall bo appropriated to the support of the 
State educational journal. 

Sec. 81.: In order to elovate the profession of teaching and 
advance the interests of public schools, the State Board of Edu- 
cation shall grant teachers life diplomas, which shall romain 
valid during the life of the holder, unless revoked by the said

Board for immoral or unprofeasional conduct, or want of quali- 
fications to teach. Said diplomas shall bo granted to such per- 
sons only as shall have taught one year successfully after recciv- 
ing a State educational diploma from the Stato Board of Exam- 
ination, or who shall havo held, for one year after receiving a 
State diploma, the office of State, City or County Superintend- 
ent Applicants for life diplomas shall filo with tho State Board 
of Examination certificates of their success in teaching; and 
said Board, after due consideration and examipvation, shall 
present the application to the Stute Board of Education, with a 
recommendation eithor for or against its being yranted. The 
State Board of Education may recognize the life diplomas of 
other States of the United States, and issue to the holders 
thereof life diplomas of this State. Each applicant for a State roo, 
life diploma shall pay the sum of five dollars, to defray the 
expense of filling out and issuing the diploma. 


COUNTY BOARDS OF EXAMINATION. 


Sec. 82. Thore shall bo in cach county a County Board of mow 
Bxaminatios, which sball be composed of the County Super- em? 
intendent, who shall bo ox offivio Chairman, and of a number 
of teachers, not to exceed three, to be appointed by him, who 
shall hold office for one year from the first of July noxt suc- 
ceoding their respective appointments; bat no person shall be 
appointed unless he holds cither a State diploma or a first 
grade State or county certificate. The Superintendent shall. 
fill vacancies that occur from absence or other cause; and if he 
cannot find any teacher in his county qualified under the pro- 
visions of this section willing to serve, he shall conduct the 
examination himself. The Board shall meet at such times and 
places as may be designated by tho Chairman, and shall hold s 
session at least as ofton as once in cvery three months. The 
Superintendent of Public Instruction shall, ex officio, be a steetings 
member of all County Boards of Examination. The members And compen: 
of said Board shall each bo paid for thoir services a sum not , 
exceeding three dollars por day, in addition to actual travelling 
oxpenses, for cach session of said Board, to be paid out of the 
unapportioned County School Fund, on the warrant of the 
County Superintendent; provided, that this compensation shall 
be paid only at tho regular quarterly examinations, and that 
whenever said Board shall hold sessions at any other time, no 
compensation shall be allowed from the county; but in cases 
of such special examinations said Board may chargo an examina- 
tion fee, not exceeding two dollars for each applicant. 

Sec. 83. The County Board of Exuninatiun shall have power Cortittcates. 
to grant certificates of threo grades, to wit: County certificates, 
first grado, valid for three years, and authorizing the holder to 
toach a grammar school or a school of the ftirat grade in the 
county; county certificates, second grade, valid for two years, 
and authorizing the holder to teach a second grade school in 
the county; county certificates of the third grado, valid for one 
year, and anthorizing the holder to teach a third grade school 
in the county. Third grade certificatos shall be granted to 
femalo teachers only. Certificates shall be issued to such per- 
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sons only as shall have given evidence of good moral character, 
of fitness for teaching and of ability to impart their knowledge. 
Qualifica- Suc. 84. Certificates of the first grade shall be issned to those 
ayto” «only who have passed a satisfactory examination in orthogra- 
procure. phy, defining, reading, penmanship, physiology, natural phil- 
osophy, English composition, arithmetic, algobra, geography, 
grammar, history of the United States, the school law of Cali- 
fornia, and the theory and practice of teaching. Certificates 
of second grade shall be issued to those only who have passed 
a satisfactory examination in all of the above subjects, except 
natural philosophy and algebra. Extra credits may be given in 
all grades for ability to teach drawing, vocal or instrumental 
music, calisthenics and other branches, as may be determined 
by the State Board of Education. All oxaminations in written 
arithmetic, algebra, orthography, defining, grammar, history of 
the United States, and Constitution and Government of the 
United States, shall be conducted in writing, and at least ten 
questions shall be submitted in each separate study. The 
standing of cach applicant in cach study shall be indorsed on 
the back of each certificate, together with the total percentage 
and relative standing in the class. Tho County Board shall 
have power, without examination, to renew certificates, and to 
revoke, for immoral or unprofessional conduct, or habitual pro- 
fanity, intemperance, cruelty or evident unfitness for the pro- 
fession of toacbing. any county certificate.

high schools. Said Board shall have power to renew, without 
examination, all city certificates. No City Board of Education 
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or of Examination shall have powor to require or hold an exam- 
ination of any teacher holding a State diploma or certificate, 
except in cases where such teacher is an applicant for a school 
of higher grade than the certificate then held allows such 
teacher to teach. Any City Board of Examination may recog- 
nize the certificates of any other city, and, without examination, 
issue to the holder certificates of a corresponding grade. No 
person shall be a legally qualified teacher in any city, unless he 
or she holds a State or city certificate, granted by a State or 
City Board of Examination. 

Sec. 87. The State Board of Education shall prescribe a 
standard of proficiency before a County Board, which shall 
entitle tho holder of the certificate to a certificate from the 
Stato Board of Examination; and whenever such standard is 
reached, the County Superintendent shall certify the facts, 
together with certificates of the party’s character, to the State 
Board of Examination, and that body may grant or refuse a 
State certificate and fix its grade. Every person holding a 
diploma of graduation from any State Normal School in the 
United States shall be entitled 10 a county certificate of the first 
or second grade, at the option of said Board; and upon proof 
of good character, such certificate shall be granted without fur- 
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Superintendent of Public Schools shall annually report, at the

Board may, when making a change in any of the serics, pro- 
scribe a future date for it to take effect, which shall not bg less 
than six months thereafter, and may adopt special books tvhen 
necessary for the use of graded schools in citics. Any books 
once adopted in the State series, shall be continued in use for a 
period not less than four years. If any city, town or district 
refuse or neglect to uso the books that may be prescribed, or 
shall use any othor text books in any of the prescribed studies, 
the Superiutendent of Public Instruction shall withhold from 
such city, town or district, twenty-five per cent. of all State 
school moneys to which it may be entitled, until it comply; 
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and any moneys 80 withheld shall be apportioned by the Super- 
intendent, at the next annual apportionment, in the same man- 
ner as other school moneys in the treasury. 


OF SCIIOOL REVENUE. 


Sec. 89. An annual ad valorem tax of ten cents on each one 
hundred dollars value of all taxable property throughout the 
State is hereby levied and directed to be collected and paid, in 
the same manner as other State taxes are required to be paid ; 
and said tax shall be called and known as the State school tax; 
and the Board of Supervisors of the several counties shall, 
annually, at the same time other State taxos are levied, add this 
to the other taxes provided by law to be levied and collected, 
and it shall be annually collected at the same time and in the 
same manner as other State taxes are collected; and if from any 
reason whatever, in any year, said taxes shall not be levied, as 
heroin required, by the Board of Supervisors, the Auditor shall 
enter them on the assessment roll, as required by law for othor 
taxes. All moneys derived from the tax herein levied shall be 
paid into the State School Fund, and be apportioned as other 
moneys in that fund. No Tax Collector or County Treasurer 
shall receive any fees or compensation whatever for collecting, 
receiving, keeping or disbursing any school moncys; but the 
whole moneys collected shall be paid to the County Treasurer 
and by him paid to the State Treasurer, at tho same time other 
moneys are paid over. 

Sec. 90. The Board of Suporvisors, except in tho City and 
County of San Francisco, of each county, shall annually, at the 
time of lovying other county taxes, levy a school tax, the maxi- 
mum rate of which shall not exceed thirty-five ceuts on each 
ono hundred dollars of taxable property in the county, nor the 
minimum rate be less than sufficient to raise a sum equal to 
three dollars for each child in the county between five and fif- 
teen years of age. Said Supervisors shall determine the mini- 
mum rate of State school tax, as followa: They shall— 

Hirste—Ascertain from the County Superintendent the number 
of census children entitled to school apportionment, as shown 
by the then next preceding school census, and then sball caleu- 
late the amount required to bo raised, at three dollars per child. 

Second—They shall deduct fitteen per cent. from the equal- 
ized value of the last general assessment roll, and the amount 
required to be raised. divided by the remainder of the assessment 
roll, shall be the rate levied ; provided, that if any fraction of a 
cent occur. it shall bo taken as a fall cent on each ono hundred 
dollars. If the Supervisors fail to levy said tax as hercin pro- 
vided, then tho Auditor shall Jevy it and add tho tax to the 
assessment roll. In case the Supervisors or Auditor shall rofuse 
or neglect to levy at least tho minimum rate of tax herein pro- 
vided, the Superintendent of Public Instruction shall deduct 
twenty-five per cent. from the next succeeding anhual appor- 
tionment of State School Fond otherwise due to that county, 
and shall withhold it and apportion it to the other counties of 
the State. 
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Seo. 91. The Board of Trustees of any district may, whon 
in their judgment it its advisable, call an clection and submit to 
the qualified electors of the district the question whether a tax 
shall be raised to furnish additional school facilities for said 
district, or to maintain any school or schools in such district, or 
for building one or more schoo! houses, or for any two or all of 
those purposes. Such election shall be called by posting notices 
in three of the most public places in the district for twenty 
days; and also, if there is a newspaper in the county, by adver- 
tisement therein, once a weck for three weeks. Said notices 
shall contain the time and place of holding the election, the 
amount of money proposed to bo raised, and the purpose or 
purposes for which it is intended to be used. The Trustees 
shall appoint three Judges to conduct the election, and it shall 
be held in all other respects, as nearly as practicable, in con- 
formity with the general election law. At such clections, the 
ballots shall contain the words “ T'ax—Yer,” or “Tax—No,” and 
also the name of one person as Assessor and one as Collector; 
provided, however, the same person may bo elected to both 
offices. If a majority of the votes cast are “Tax—Yes,” the 
officors of the election shall certify the fact to the Trusteos, and 
shall also certify the names of the person or persons baving 
the plaranty of votes for Assessor and Collector. The Trustees 
shall issue certificates of clection, and the Assessor shall, on 
receiving hia, forthwith ascortain and enroll, in the manner pro- 
vided for County Assessors, all the taxable persons and propery 
in the district; und within thirty days he shall return his roll, 
footed up, to the Trustees. Tho Trustees, upon receiving the 
roll, shail deduct fifteen peor cent. therefrom for anticipated 
delinquencies, and then, by dividing the sum voted, together 
with the estimated cost of assessing and collecting added 
thereto, by the remainder of the roll, ascertain the rate per 
cont. required ; and the rate so ascertained (using the full cent 
on cach hundred dollars in place of any fraction), shall be and is 
hereby levied and assessed to, on or against the persons or 
proporty named or described in said roll; and it shall be alien on 
all such property until the tax is paid; and said tax,if not pnid 

within] the time limited within the next succeeding section for 
its payment, shall be recovored by suit, in the same manner and 
with the same costs as delinquent State and county taxes. Tho 
maximum rate of tax levied by a district tax in any one ycar, 
for building purposes, shall not exceed sevonty cents on coach 
hundred dollars; and the maximum rate levied for school pur- 
poses by such tax shall not exceed thirty cents on each hundred 
dollars in any one year. Each District Tax Collector shall give 
a bond to the people of the State of California, joint and several 
in form, with similar suretics as are required on other official 
bonds. Such bonds shall be in such penal sum as the Trustees 
may direct, provided it be not less than double the amount to 
be collected, and shall be approved by them. The Trusteos, 
upon receiving any assessment roll from tho Assessor, shall give 
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five days notice thereof, by posting a notice in three public 
places in the district, and shall sit for at least threo days asa 
Board of Equalization, at such time and place as shall havo been 

Equalization numed in said posted notices; and they shall have the same 
power as Coanty Boards of Equalization, to make any changes 
in said assessment roll. 

Collection, Sec. 92. As soon as the rate of taxation has beon determined 
as provided in the last preceding section, the Trustees shall 
piace the tax fist in the hands of the Collector, who shall then 
proceed to collect the tux, and shall, within sixty days, return 
the roll to the Trustees, with the word “ Paid” marked oppo- 
site the name of each person or description of property from 
whom or on which he has received the tax; and he shall also 
at the same time file with the Trustees the County Troasuror’s 
receipt for all the moneys by him collected; and the persons 
and property on tho roll net by the Collector marked “ Paid” 
shall bo deemed delinquent, and the Trustees shall deposit said 
roll with the District Attorney, who shall proceed to collect the 
delinquent taxes in the manner prescribed by law for other 
delinquent tax; and said roll. or any certified copy thercof, shall 
have the same forco, as evidonce, as a duplicate or delinquent 
tax roll of State and county taxes

spoon-bill duck, and all other broad-bill ducks, shall not be 
taken, killed or destroyed between the fifteenth day of March 
and the fifteenth day of September in each year; provided, 
that in the Counties of San Bernardino and Los Angeles, the 
taking, killing or destroying of any of the birds or gume above 
enumerated shall be lawfal at any time between the first day 
of August and the first day of April of each year, and at no 
other time; and provided furthor, that in the Counties of Sierra, 
Plumas and Jassen. the taking, killing or destroying any of the 
birds or game above enumerated, except quails, partridges and 
grouse, shall be lawful at any time between the fifteenth day of 
August and the fifteonth day of March of each year, and at no 
other time.

An Act amendatory of and supplemental to an Act entitle! an Act to 
repeal the several Acts incorporating the City af Benicia and to pro- 
vide for the government thereof, approved April cighteenth, eighteen 
hundred and fifty-nine. 


[Approved April 4, 1870.] 


The People of the State of California, represented in Senate -and 
Assembly, do enact as follows: 


Guveriment SECTION 1. The government of the City of Benicia shall be 
vested in a Board of Trustees, as now constituted, and a City 
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Marshal, said Marshal to be appointed by the Board of Trus- 
toes from the Constables of the township. Said city shall be a corporate 
body politic and corporate by the name and style of the “City 
of Benicia,” and by that name they and their successors shall be 
known in law, have perpetual succession, and may sue and be 
sued in all the Courts and in all actions whatsoever, and may 
provide tor the use and regalation of all the commons and prop- 
erty, both real and personal, belonging to tho city. 

Sec. 2. The said Board of Trustees shall have power, within Powers of 
said tity— Trustees. 

Firsat-—To make by-laws and ordinances not repugnant to the 
Constitution and laws of this State. 

Seeurnd—To construct and keep in repair pymps, aqueducts, 
reservoirs or other works necessary for duly supplying the town 
with water. . 

Third—To lay out, alter, open, and keep open and repair the 
Btrocts, sidewalks and alleys of tho town, and to determine the 
width and grade of all sidewalks in the town, and to grant the 
right of way for railroad purposes through any and all streets, 
alleys and public squares, or through auy lands belonging to 
suid city. 

Fourth—To provide such means as they may deem necessary 
to protect tho city from injuries by fire. 

Fifth—To lovy annually, not to exceed one (1) per cent. on 
the county assvssmout valuation (which county assessment for 
each year shall be adopted as the city assessment) of all prop- 
orty, both real and personal, within tho limits of the city, of 
which levy they shall officially notify the Board of Supervisors 
of Solano County on or before the making out of the duplicate 
of the goneral assessment list for suid county in each year. 

Sicth—To impose and collect a poll tax of not exceeding 
threo (8) dollars pur annum, on overy male inhabitant of the 
age of twenty-one years and upwards. 

Seventh—To impose and collect a tax of not to exceed five 
(5) dollars per annum on every dog owned within the limits of 
the city. 

Lighth—To provide for the draining, the establishment of uni- 
form grades, paving, improvement, repairs and lighting of the 
strects, and the construction of sidewalks, drains and sewers, 
and the keeping of the same in repair, and the prevention and 
removal of obstructions on the sidewalka and all tne streets, 
alleys and public grounds of the city, and tu provent animals of 
every description trom running at large within the limits of said 
city. 

Ninth—To borrow money upon the faith and credit of tho 
city, but no loan shall be made for a sum oxceeding five thou- 
sund (85,000) dollars, nor without the consent to such loan of a 
majority of the eleetors of said city previously obtained. 

Tenth—To pass all ordinances and by-laws necessary and 
proper for carrying into effect the foregoing powers, which ordi- 
nances shall only be in force after the same shall have been 
duly passed, printed and posted for ten days in three cunspicu- 
ous places in said city. 

Lleventh—To sell and convey, upon giving twenty days notice 
by posting, as in case of an ordinance, any and all real estate 
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donated to the city by the United States Governmont or the 
State of California, not heretofore sold or reserved for public 
purposes. 

Seo. 38. It shall bo the duty of the Board of Supervisors of 
Solano County, previous to the making out of the duplicate of 
the general assessment list for said county in each yoar, to levy 
upon all the property within the corporate limits of Benicia, 
such a tax as the Board of Trustees of said Benicia may havo 
officially notified them of; said tax to be styled the “ Benicia 
General Fund Tax.” Said tax shall bo collected in the samo 
manner as the general taxes for county purposes. and when col- 
lected shall be paid unto the County Treasurer, who shal! account 
for and keep the sume separate as the “ Benicia General Fund,” 
and pay the same out upon the warrant of the President and 
Clerk of the Board of Trustees of Benicia, and for which he 
and the Tux Collector shall be responsible on their official bonds, 
aad reccive the same fees as for othor funds. 

Sec. 4. ‘The Board of Trustees may by ordinance designate 
the fines to be imposed for the breach of their ordinances, but 
no fine shall be imposed on any one person, for any one breach 
of any ordinance, of more than fifty dollars, which fine may be 
recovered before any Justice of the Peace having his office 
within the incorporated limits of the city, by suit in the name 
of the City of Benicia, and collected by execution, or in such 
other manner as fines imposed by the laws of the State are col- 
lected; and persons living within tho limits of the city sball be 
competent jurors and witnesses, if in other respects competent 
and qualified. All fines collected under this Act shall, by the 
officer collecting the same, be paid over to the County Treas- 
urer, to the credit of the Benicia General Fund, and any omis- 
sion to do so. such officer may bo proceeded against upon his 
official bond, in the name of the city, in the manner authorized 
by Iuw on the failure of officors to pay over money collected 
when so roquired. 

Sec. 5. The Board of Trustees shall have power to designate 
the fines and imprisonment to be imposed for any breach or 
violation of any city ordinance; but no fine shall bo for a largor 
amount than fifty dollars, nor any imprisonment for more than 
thirty days, for any offence. 

Src. 6. If ut any time the owners of a majority of the real 
estate fronting on one side of any street, between two given 
points on such street, shall petition the Board of Trustees to 
order to be constructed or repaired a sidewalk along said street, 
and between said given points, then it shall be the duty of said 
Trustees to detormine and draw up, or cause to be drawn up, 
plans and specifications of tho character of the sidewalk to be 
constructed or repairs to be made, and shall order such improve- 
ments as petitioned for to be mado in accordance with said 
plans and specifications, and shall make an assessment of the 
costs thereof to each of the porsons owning the real estate 
between said given points, each of said persons to pay the cost 
of said improvement in front of his property ; and the same

upon, not to exceed the one-half of the cost of such improve- 
ment in tront of such property. 

Sec. 9. Whenever any street to be improved, as provided in 
section seven of this Act. shall cross any other street, then the 
oxpense of the improvement on such crossing shall be assessed 
by the Board of Trustees upon the four quarter blocks adjoin- 
ing and cornering on the crossing; and cach lot or part of a lot 
in such quarter block fronting on such street where the improve- 
ment is being or about to be made, shall be separately assessed 
according to its proportion of frontage on such street to be im- 
proved; provided, that said Board of Trustees may assess less than 
tho entire cost of said improvement on said four quarter blocks, 
and may pay the balance out of the General Fund. ‘Che Trus- 
tees shall fix by ordinance, each year, the amount of taxes to 
be Jevied and collected for current expenses; provirled, that no 
tax to be levied for any one year shall exceed onc por cent. on 
all the taxable property in said city. 

Seo. 10. Whenever the Board of Trustees shall desire to 
effect a loan for any sum not exceeding five thousand ($5,0U0) 
dollars, they shall submit a proposition for effecting such loan, 
stating the amount of' such loan, to tho electors of said city, at 
a special election to be held for tho purpose, upon the Board 
of Trustees giving twenty days public notice of the same; and 
if a majority of the eloctors vote in favor of such proposition, 
the Board of Trustees shall have power to offect such loan, but 
not otherwise, and pledge the faith of the city for the payment 
of such loan ; provided, that the aggregate amount of such loans 
shall not exceed the sum of tive thousand dollars.

Every life insurance company organized under valuation of 
the laws of this State shall, on or before the first Monday in Pcs. 
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January, of each year, furnish the Insurance Commissioner the 
data necessary for determining tho valuation of all its policies 
outstanding on the thirty-first day of December next preceding, 
which said valuation shall be based upon the rate of mortality 
as established by the American Experience Life Tablo; the rate 
of interest to be assumed shall be four and one-half per contum 
per annum. For the purpose of making such valuation, the 
nsurance Commissioner of this State is authorized to employ 
& competent actuary, whose compensation for such valuation 
shall be three cents for each thonsand dollars of insurance, to 
be paid by the rospective companios for which the valuation is 
mado, 

Seo. 2. When the certificate of the Insurance Commissionor 
of the official valuation of the policios, as provided in section 
one of this Act, issued to any company organized under tho 
laws of this State, shall not be accopted by any othor State in 
licu of a valuation of the same by the insarance officer of such 
other State, then all companies organized under tho laws of such 
other State, doing business in this State, shall be required to 
have a separate valuation made under the authority of the 
Insurance Comntissioner of thia State, as in this Act provided. 

Sec. 8. This Act shall take effect immediately.

The porson taking up such animal or animals shall 
confine the same in 2 secure place, within the township where 
they were tukon up, and shall post notices containing a deserip- 
tion of them, with marks and brands, if they have any, and a 
statement of the place of finding and the place where such 
animals are confined, as follows: One notice at [tho] door of the 
school house of the school district wherein they were found, 
one at the door of the nearest Post-offico, and shall file one 
with the County Recorder; and if the mark or brand of the 
owner or ownors of such animals is recorded in the office where 
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such notice is filed, the Recorder shall, within threo days after 
the filing of such notice, deposit a copy thereof in the nearest 
Post-office, with the postage paid thercon, addrossed to the 
owner or owners of said animals, or if owned by a company, 
to the President or managing agent of such company, at his or 
their place of residence.

perform any and evory act and thing relating to said stock and 
the rights, privileges and obligations of said county as a stock- 
holder of said railroad company, as fally and in the same man- 
ner, and with tho same legal effect, as might or could be done or 
performed hy any othor stockholder in said company, except 
only to soll, dispose of, pledge, hypothecate, or in any manner to 
encumber said stock or any portion thereof. 

Sec. 8. Section three of said Act is hereby repealed. 

Sec. 4. This Act shall take effect and be in force from and 
after its passage. 
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CHAPTER DLXXI. 


An Act concerning the Insane Asylum of the State of California. 
[Approved April 4, 1870.] 


The People of the State of California, represented in Senate and 
Assembly, do enact as follows : 


Secrion 1. The Board of Directors of the Insane Asylum of 
this State shall hereafter consist of five persona, who shall be 
elected by the Legislature in joint convention. Of said Direc- 
tors, two shall be electcd to hold office for the term of four 
years, two for the term of two years, and one for the term of 
one year. At the expiration of the several terms of office of 
the said Directors hereinbefore provided for, their successors 
shall be appointed by the Governor and they shall hold office 
for the term of four years. Such term of office, whether it be 
then filled or not, shall commence with the expiration of the 
term of his or their predecessor. All vacancies occurring in 
said Board shall be filled by appointment by the Governor ; 
but any person appointed to fill a vacancy shall be appointed 
only for the unexpired term of his predecessor. 

Sxo. 2, The Directors provided for by the preceding section 
shall qualify by taking the usual oath of office and enter upon 
their duties within thirty days after their election or appoint- 
ment. 

Sro. 8. The Board of Directors shall be known by the name 
and style of the Board of Directors of the Insane Asylum of 
the State of California, and by that name they and their suc- 
cessors shall be known in law, may sue and be sued in any of 
the Courts of this State, and muy receive, take and hold prop- 
erty, both real and personal, in trust for tho State. for the nse 
and henetit of said asylum. They shall have powor to govern. 
manage and administer the affairs of said asylum, and may 
make anid adopt by-laws for their own government and the -gov- 
ernment of said asylum, not repugnant to the laws of the United 
States or of this State. The Board of Directors shall cause to 
be kept a full and correct record of their proceedings, which 
shall be open at all times to the inspection of any citizen desiring 
to examine the same. They shall hold stated mectings at the 
asylum monthly, and a mujority of the Board shall constitute 
a quorum for the transaction of business. They shall make a 
thorough inquiry into all the departments of labor and expensve, 
and a careful oxamination of: the buildings, property and gen- 
eral condition of the asylum. They shall submit to the Gov- 
ernor, biennially, on or before the first day of November next 
preceding the regular session of the Legislature, a report show- 
ing the receipts and expenditures, tho general condition of' the 
asylum, the number of patients under treatment during the 
two preceding years, and such other matters touching tho gon- 
eral affairs of the asylnm as they may deem advisable. The 
Board of Diroctors, at their first meeting, shall proceed to elect 
a Medical Superintendent and three Assistant Physicians, who 
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shall each hold his office for four yoars, and until his suveessor 
is elected and qualified. . 

Seco. 4. The Board of Directors shall clect a Treasurer. who Treasurer. 

shall not be of their number, and who shall hold his office for 
the term of two years and until his successor is clocted and 
qualifiel Before entering upon his duties, the Treasurer shall 
qualify by taking the usual oath of office, and shall give bond, 
with good and sufficiont sureties, in a sum not less than thirty 
thousand dollars, payable to the people of the State of Califor- 
nia, to be approved by the Board of Directors, and conditioned 
for the faithful performance of his duties according to law, and 
for the delivery to his successor of all books, papers, vouchers, 
moneys anil effects held by him by virtue of his office. The 
Board of Directors may increase the amount of the bond of 
the Treasurer, and may require additional surety at any time. 
Tho Treasurer shall act as the Secretary of the Board of 
Directors and have charge of their books and accounts, and he 
shall render to the Stato Board of Examiners, monthly, a 
detailod statemont, under oath, of the oxpenses of the preceding 
month, and shall perform such other duties as the Board of 
Directors may require. Ife shall have a yearly salary of six 
hundred dollars, payable quarterly out of any moneys appropri- 
ated to the use of the asylum. 

Sec. 5. The Directors shall not, nor shall cither of thom, be Not tobe 
eithor directly or indirectly intorested in any contract or con- jaterested 
tracts for supplies furnished the asylum. They shall receive as 
their compensation ten dollars por dny each for evory day 
while in attendance at or in going to tho meotings of tho Board, 

ayuble out of any moucys appropriated to the use of the asy- 
um; provided, that the sum paid to exch member shall not 
exceod one hundred and thirty dollars por annam. 

Suc. 6. Tho Modical Superintondent shall be a graduate in Medica’ 
modicine and shall have practiced his profession at least fivo Brperin. 
years from the date of his diploma. He shall receive an annual ; 
salary of three thousand five hundred dollars, payable quarterly 
out of any monoy appropriated by law for the use of the asy- 
lum. Ife shall bo provided by the Board of Directors with 
suitnble apartmonts within the asylum grounds and supplied 
with provisions, light, fuel and household furniture, sufficicnt for 
himself and family, if he has one. 

Sec. 7. The Medical Superintendent shall be the chief execu- Powors and 
tive officer of the asylum. Ho shall have the sole control of @- 
tho patients, prescribe their treatment and adopt sach sanitary 
measures as he may think best. He shall appoint, with the con- 
sont of the Board of Directors, as many attendants and assist- 
ants as he may think proper and necessary for the efficient and 
economical care and management of tho asylum and its in- 
mates; prescribe the duties of the attendants and assistants; 
fix, with the consent of the Board of Directors, their componsa- 
tion. and discharge any of thom, with the consent of the Board 
of Directors. Ie shall ostimate, quarterly in advance, the 
probable expenses of the asylum, and submit the same to the 
Directors, at their stated meetings, for their consideration and 
approval. The Controller of State is hereby directed and 
authorized to draw his warrant for the amounts thus ascer- 
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tained and approved by the Board of Directors, in three equal 
sums, in favor of the Board of Directors, to be drawn monthly, 
and the Treasurer is hereby authorized and directed to pay the 
same out of any moneys provided by law for the use of the 
asylum. The Medical Superintendent shall ascertain, as nearly 
as he can, and report to the Board of Directors, the amount, 
character and quality of provisions, fuel and clothing required 
for the six months ending on the first day of May and Novem- 
ber of each year; and the Board of Directors shall then adver. 
tise for contracts for furnishing such supplies, for three succes- 
sive weckas, in one ela ua in each of the Cities of Stockton, 
Sacramento and San Francisco. The contract or contracts 
shall be awarded to the lowest bidder or bidders, upon their 
giving to the Board of Directors satisfactory security for the 
faithful performance of the same. Necessary expenditures, 
other than those for provisions, tucl and clothing, may be mado 
by the Medical Superintendent, subject to the approval of the 
Board of Directors. The Medical Superintendent shall cause 
to be kept fall and correct accounts and records of' his official 
transactions, from day to day, in books provided for that purpose, 
in the mode prescribed in the by-laws. THe shall sce that all his 
accounts aro fully made up to the first day of October of cach 
year, and shall submit his annual report to the Board of Diree- 
tors as soon thereafter as practicable. Tle shall live within the 
asylam grounds and shall not engage in private practice, but 
shall be at all times in attondance at the asylum, unless he 
obtain le.ve of ubsence from the President of the Board of 
Directors. Bvforo entering on the duties of his office he shall 
qualify by taking tbe usual oath of office, and give bond, with 
sufficient surety to be approved by the Board of Directors, pay- 
able to the people of the State of California, in such sum as the 
Board of Directors may require, conditioned for the faithful 
performance of his duties according to law, and the rules and 
regulations of the by-laws. 

Src. 8. The Assistant Physicians provided for in section three 
of this Act shall be graduates in medicine. They shall perform 
such duties as may be dirceted by the Medical Superintendent 
or prescribed by the by-laws. They shall reside within the 
asylum grounds, and shall be supplied with fuel, provisions, 
light and houschold furniture, sufficient for themselves and 
families, if they have any. They shall not engage in private 
practice, but shall be in attendance at all times at said asylum, 
except when théy may obtain lcavo of absonce trom the Board 
of Directors. The Senior or First Assistant Physician shall per- 
form the duties, and be subject to the responsibility, of the 
Medical Superintendent, during his sickness or absence. He 
shall have an annual salary of twenty-five hundred dollars, pay- 
able in the same manner, and from the same fund, as the Med- 
ical Superintendent is paid. ‘The Janior or Second Assistant 
Physiéians shall have the samo salary, to be paid in liko nanner 
as that herein provided for the Senior or First Asaistant Physi- 
cian. 

Seo. 9. The Board of Directors shall have power to expel 
tho Treasurer for sufficient cause. 
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Sec 10. The Board of Directors shall have power to remove 
any employé. 

Sec. 11. The Judge of any Court of record in this State shall, 
upon application under oath, setting forth that a person, by 
reason of insanity. is dangerous to be at large, cause such person 
to be brought before him, and he shall summon to appear at 
the same time and place two or more witnesses, who well know 
the accused during the time of the alleged insanity, who shall 
testify under oath as to conversation, manners and general con- 
duct upon which suid charge of insanity is based, and shall 
also cuuse to appear before him at the same time and place two 
graduates in medicine, before whom tho Judge shall oxamine 
the charge, and if. after a careful hearing of the case and a 
personal examination of the alleged insane person, tho said 
physicians shall certify on oath that the person so esamined is 
insano, and that the caso is of a recent or curablo character, or 
that the said insane person is of a homicidal, suicidal or incen- 
diary disposition, or that from any other violent symptoms the 
said insane person would be dangerous to his or her own life, 
or to the lives or property of the community in which he or 
sho may live, and if said physicians shall also certify to the 
name. age, nativity, residence, occupation. length of time in 
this State, State last from. provious habits, premoni‘ury symp- 
toms, apparent cause and class of insanity, duration of the 
diseaso and present condition, as nearly as can be ascertained 
‘by inquiry and examination, and if the Judgo shall be satisfied 
that the facts revealed in the examination establish the existence 
of the insanity of the porson accused, of a recent or curable 
nature, or of a homicidal, suicidal or incendiary character, or 
from the violence of the symptons the said insane person would 
be dangerons to his or hor own life, or to tho lives or property 
of others, if’ at large, he shall direct the Sheriff of the county, 
or some suilable person, to convey to and place in the charge 
of the officers of the Insane Asylum of this State, such insane 
person, and shall transmit a copy of the complaint, commit- 
ment and physicians’ certificate, which sball always be in the 
forin as furnished to the Courts by the Medical Superintendent 
of tho Insane Asylum; and the person taking such insane per- 
son to the Insane Asylum shall be allowed therofor the same 
fees as are allowed ‘by law to the Sheriff in such cases, to be 
paid in like manner. and the physicians attending the examina- 
tion aforesaid shall be allowed by the Board of Supervisors of 
the county in which the examination is had, five dollars cach ; 
provided, that no ease of idiocy or imbecility, or simplo feeble- 
ness of mind or old cases of demented, or other class of old, 
incurable and harmless insanity, shall be maintained at, nor 
shall any case of delirium tremens be admitted into the asylnm. 

Seo. 12. All tho duties which the Jadgo of record is author- 
ized by this Act to perform, may be performed in like manner 
and with like effect by the Probate Judge of the City and 
County of San Francisco. 

Sec. 13. The Judge of record shall inquire into the ability 
of insane persons, committed by him to the asylum, to bear the 
actual charges and exponses for the time that such porsons may 
remain in the asylum. In case an insane person committed to 
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of real or personal property sufficient to pay said charges and 
expenses, the Judge shall appoint a guardian for such person, 
who shall be subject to all the provisions of the general laws of 
this State in relation to guardians, as far as the same are appli- 
cable; and, when there is not sufficient money in the bands of 
the guardian, the Judge may order a sale of the property of 
such insane person, or so much thereof as may be necessary 5 
and from the proceeds of such salo the guardian shall pay to 
the Board of Directors the sum of fifteen dollars each month, 
quarterly in advance, tor the maintenance of such insane ward, 
and he shall also pay out of the proceeds of such sale, or such 
other funds as he may have belonging to his ward. for such 
clothing as the Medical Superintendent shull from time to time 
furnish to such insane person; and ho shall also give a bond, 
with good and sufiicient sureties, payable tu the Board of Diree- 
tors, and approved by a Judge of record, for tho faithful per- 
formance of the dutics required of him hy this Act. as long as 
the property of his insane ward in his hands be sufficient for 
that purpose. Indigent insane persons having kindred in this 
State in the degree of husband, father, mothor or children, of 
sufficient ability, said kindred shall support such indigont 
insane persons to the extent as in this section before provided. 
It shall be tho duty of the Judge to inquire and determine 
wheather such kindred resido in this State, and if’ so, he shall 
require from them the execution of a bond in the samo man- 
ner and to the same extent as in the case of a guardian for 
an insane person, except that it shall be joint and veveral. 
The Board of Directors shall furnish such blank bonds as are 
required by this section, to the several Connty Judges in this 
State, and to the Probate Judge of the City and County of San 
Francisco. A breach of any bond provided for in this Act may 
be prosecuted in the District Court of any county in this Stato 
in which any one of the obligors may reside; and the same 
shall be prosecated by the District Attorney of the county in 
which the action shall be brought, and shall be conducted 
throughont and the judgment enforced as in a civil action for 
the recovery of a debt. Should there remain in the hands of 
the Board of Directors, or their Treasurer, at the time an 
insane person is discharged, any money unexpended, paid .by 
his guardian or kindred, the same shall be refunded on domand ; 
provided, that the Board of Directors shal] not be required to 
refund any such money for a fraction of a month; but upon the 
death of an insane person, after paying the ordinary burial 
expenses, tho remainder of any moneys received from the 
guardian, or on deposit with the Buard of Directors or their 
Treasurer. shall be refunded to the person or persons thereto 
entitled, on demand. Any moneys found on the person of an 
insane person at the time of arrest shall be certitied to by the 
Judge and sent with such person to the asylum, there to be 
delivered to the Medical Superintendent, who shall deliver tho 
same to the Treasurer, to be applied to the payment of the 
expenses of such person while in the asylum. Tho kindred or 
friends of an inmate of the asylam may remove such inmate 
thercfrom on their giving satisfactory evidence to the Judge of 
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the Court issuing the commitment that they or any of them 
are capable and suited to take charge of and give proper care 
to such insane person, and give protection against any of his 
acts as an insane person. Lf sach satisfactory evidonce appear 
to the Judge, ie may issue an order, directed to tho Medical 
Superintendent of the asylum, for the removal of such person, 
but the Medical Superintendent shall reject all other orders or 
applications for the release or removal of any insane person; 
and if, after such removal, it is brought to the knowledge of 
the Judge, by verified statement, that the person thus removed 
is not properly cared for, or is dangerous to persons or property 
by reason of such want of care, such person shall be recommittod 
to the asylum, as in the first instance. 

Seo 14. Insane persons not citizens of this State may be tsane per- 
committed to the asylum, on such legal procoedings being first “Ref. 
had as aro required in this Act, and on bond being givon as 
herein provided, [and] on no other conditions. But no indigent 
inaano person, a citizen or residont of any other State or Ter- 
ritory, shall be committed to said asylum, unless the Goveru- 
ment of tie State or Territory, or the Supervisors of the county 
of which such insane person is a citizen or resident, shall pay to 
the Board of Directors of the asylum twenty-five dollars per 
month, quarterly in advance, and supply suitable clothing for 
auch person for the first quarter, and bocome bound, by a valid 
obligation in writing, for all subsequent quarterly payments 
at tho same rate, and also for the supply of nocossary clothing. 

Sec. 15 Whenever any insane person, committed to the discharge or 
asylum under the pee of this Act, shall have rocovered "every: 
bis right mind, he shall be discharged therefrom. 

Sec. 16. The term of office, duties, powers. privileges, pay terms or 
and emoluments of any incumbent of the offices uf Resident oMeceo! in- 
Physician, Assistant Physicians, Directors or Treasurer of the 
said Insane Asylum, holding said offices by virtue of any Act 
heretofore passed, or otherwise, shall ceaso and determine upon 
tho respective clectiona of Directors, or Medical Superintend- 
ent, Assistant Physicians and Treasurer of suid Insane Asylam 
under the provisions of this Act. 

Sec. 17. All other Acts and parts of Acts relating to the 
Insano Asylum of this State, or to the managemont thereof, 
are hereby repealed. : 

Seco. 18. This Act shall take offuct thirty days after its 
approval.

The People of the State of California, represented in Senate and 
Assembly, do enact as follows: : 


Section 1. Section nine of said Act is hereby amended so as 
to read as follows: 

Section 9. The said Superintendent shall keep a public office 
in some convenient place, to be designated by the Board of 
Supervisors ; and his office shall bo kopt open as in this Act 
required. He shall not, during his continuance in office, follow 
any other profession or calling, but shall be required to devote 
himself exclusively to the duties of his office. He shall be 
allowed not more than cleven deputies, to be by him appointed 
from time to time. Three of snid deputies shall receive a 
salary of two hundred dollars per month each, and four of 
said deputies shall receive a salary of one hundred and fifty 
dollars por month each, and four of said deputies shall receive 
a salary of one hundred and twenty-five dollars per month 
each.

Section 8. The Register of the State Land Office shall receive gatery of 
a salary of two thousand dollars per annum, payable the same Kesister.

purchase, duplicate or patent, three dollars; for certifying a 
contested case to District Court, ten dollars; for copies of papers 
in his office, fifteen conts per folio, and fifty cents for the cer- 
tificate with the seal attached, and such other fees as may be :

It shall be the duty of the Surveyor-General, Duty of 
whenever application shall be made 10 him as hereinafter pro- fine 
vided, for any portion of the lands described in the preceding when \uds 
section, to communicate immediately with the proper United 
States Land Office, and ask tbat tho lands dovorlbed in the 
application shall be accepted in part satisfaction of the grant 
under which it is sought to be located ; and when the acceptance 
of the Register of the United States Land Office shall bave been : 
obtained, he shail give to the party applying, a certificate, which 
shall authorize the Connty Treasnrer of the county in which

hold rosponsible for damages, should the title prove defective, 
and that no patent shall be issued by the State until the location 
shall have been approved by the United States. 

Sec. 3. Section twenty-three of said Act is hercby amended 
so as to read as follows, viz: 

Section 23. Whenever any survey or location of any State Purchaser 
lands shall have been made or approved by tho Surveyor-Gen- Wnts, 
eral, the purchaser shall, within fifly days from the date of said 
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approval or location, present his copy of the same to the County 
Treasurer, who shall thereupon reccive the amount. whether io 
full or in part, so provided by law, and the fee for tho certiticate 
of purchase, indorsing his receipt therefor upon the back of 
the said certificate of location or survey, which shall then be 
returned to the purchaser; and in case said payment is not 
made within said fifty days, the land described in said survey or 
location shall revert to tho State without suit, and said survey 
or location shall be and become null and void. AL subsequent 
payments, whether of the balance of the principal or of the 
interest thereon, shall bo paid to the Connty Treasurer in liko 
manner, who shall indorse the samo upon the back of the cer- 
tificate of purchase. The Treasurer shall also direct the pur- 
chaser to take said certificate of location, or purchase. or survey 
so indorsed, to the Auditor, who shall charge the amount named 
therein to the account of the Treasurer, and make his check 
upon the indorsed receipt so charged. 

Sec. 4. Section fifty-three of said Act is hereby amended so 
as to read as follows, viz: 

Section 53. Every occupant of a sixteenth or thirty-sixth 
section shall be protected in his orher occupancy for six months 
after the passago of this Act; and after the expiration of that 
timo, any person sottling upon a sixteenth or thirty-sixth sec- 
tion shall have sixty days after such settlement in which to file 
the application required in the preceding section. All applica- 
tions idled in the Surveyor-General’s office prior to the expira- 
tion of said six months, shall be retained until the end of that 
time before approval; and after the oxpiration of said six 
months, all applications shall be retained in said office for sixty 
days before approval If two or more shall claim the same 
land, the contest shall be determined as provided in section sev- 
entecn of this Act, but no person shall have a right to purchaso 
by reason of any settlement or improvement, unless application 
shall have beon made within the time above prescribed. When- 
ever any resident of the State desires to purchase any of tho 


‘ other lands mentioned in soction fifty-one of this Act, except 


the sixteenth and thirty-sixth sections, ho or she shall make an 
affidavit before any officer authorized to adininister oaths, that 
he or she is a citizen of the United States (or, if a foreigner, 
then that he has filed his intention of becoming a citizen), a 
resident of the shall be forwarded to the Surveyor-General. 

Sec. 5. Section fifty-five of said Act is hereby amended so 
as to read as follows, viz: ; 

Section 55. Each application for lands undor the provisions 
of this Act shall be accompanied by a feo of five dollars. The 
Surveyor-General, in addition thereto, shall domand and receive 
the samo fees allowed the Register of the State Land Office for 
like service. Tho Surveyor-General shall uso said fees so col- 
leeted by him, so far as necesyary.in defraying the expenses of 
procuring maps, records, documents and oxtra assistance needed 
either by the Survoyor-Gencral or the Register of tho State 
Land Office, and shall pay the residue thereof into the Stato 
treasury, and shall give a correct statement of said expendi- 
tures in his biennial report to the Governor.

college, und it shall be the duty of the and Agont of tho Uni- puty of 
versity, ns tho egent of the State, to select the lands in tho Lend Aseat 
United States Land Offices, according to the instructions of said University. 
Board or corporation, and it shall bo the duty of tho said Land 
pent to issue certificates of purchase and patent to purchasors 
who comply with the conditions ordained by the said Board or 
corporation, in the manner prescribed in sections four and five 
of this Act; and the said Board or corporation shall invest any 
and all moneys accruing from the sale of said lands as they shall 
deem best, subject only to the conditions of the Act of Congross 
granting said lands. 

Szo. 8. Soction sixty-three of said Act is heroby amended so 
as to read as follows, viz: 

Section 63. In the event of any of the lands sold by the Landsota, 
State proving to be within the boundaries of a grant, or other- Zate yen. 
wise not the property of the Stato, the holder or assignee of the «ty. 
cortificate of purchase or patent shall be entitled to receive in 
exchange therefor a certificate from the Register of the State 
Land Office that snch amount has been paid. This certificate 
shall specify tho kind or class of land upon which tho said 
amount was paid, and the Controller of State, upon the presen- 
tation and surrendor to him of said certificate, shall draw his 
warrant upon the Treasurer of State, or upon the County Trea- 
surer of the county wherein the land is situated, if tho same is 
swamp lund, in favor of the owner and holdor of said certificate, 
for the amount thorein specified, payable out of the proper 
fund, and the Treasurer of State shall pay said warrant drawn 
in pursuance of the provisions of this section.

CHAPTER DLXXLV. 


An Act for the relief Caleb Dorsey, District Attorney of Tuolumne 
County. 


[Approved April 4, 1870.] 


The People of the State of California, represented in Senate and 
Assembly, do enact as follows: 


Seorion 1. Thesum of eleven hundred and sixty-one dollars 
and twenty-seven cents is hereby appropriated. out of any 
moneys in the State treasury not sthorwie appropriated, to 
pay Caleb Dorsey, District Attorney of Tuolumne County, it 

eing tho amount of percentage due him for obtaining judgment 
on tho official bond of Thomas Norwood, late Treasurer of 
Tuolumne County, in tho suit of People of the State of Cal- 
ifornia vs. Thomas Norwood et al , in District Court in and for 
Tuolumne County; and the Controller of State is hereby author- 
ized and directed to issue his warrant for said sum, to Calob 
Dorsey or his assigns, and the Treasurer of State to pay the 
sani. 

Sxc. 2, This Act shall take effect immediately. 


CHAPTER DLXXV. 


An Act supplementary to an Act entitled an Act to provide for the 
management and sate of’ the tands belonging to the State, approved 
March twenty-eighth (28), eighteen hundred and sixty-eight (1868). 


[Approved April 4, 1870.] 


‘The People of the State of California, represented in Senute and 


Assembly, do enact as follows : 


Section 1. All settlers upon the swamp and overflowed 
lands belonging to the State, whose settlement is evidenced by 
actual inclosuro, or by ditches, plough furrows or monuments, 
showing clearly the metes and bounds of thoir possessory claim, 
and the same are occupied for purposes of tillage or grazing, 
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are hereby recognized as possessing an oquitable claim to the 
land so inclosed or oceupied by them, within the true intent and 
meaning of the Act to which this is supplementary, and are 
doclared preferred purchasers for such lands to the oxtent of 
such inclosure or occupancy, within tho limits of timo herein- 
after set forth; and the County Surveyor shall return surveys 
of such scttlers in accordance with the lines of thoir possessory 
claims, connecting the same with the United States surveys. 

Seo. 2. The Survoyor-General of the State shall not approve no tite 
nor shall the Register of the State Land Offico issue titlo for jsved until 
any swamp and overflowed land, until six months after the samo ucgregnted. 
shall have been segregated by authority of the United Statos, 
or of the State, by legislative enactment; and for uinety days 
after the filing of plats showing said line of segregation in 
the United States Land Office for the district in which the land 
is situate, the settlors possessing equitable claims under section 
one of this Act shall bo deomed preforred purchasers and shall 
file their applications for sarvey of their possessory claims with 
the County Surveyor of the county in which tho land is situate, 
within the said ninety days. 

Src. 8. The provisions of this Act shall not upply to any xottoapply. 
lands within tho limits of the County of San Francisco, or within 
five miles of tho oxterior boundaries of said county. 

Sxo. 4. This Act shall take effect and be in force from and 
after its passage. 


CHAPTER DLXXVI. 


An Act to re-district the County of Los Angeles into supervisor districts, 
and provide for the election of Supervisors therefor. 


{Approved April 4, 1870.] 


The People of the State of Culifornia, represented in Senate and 
Assembly, do enact as follows . 


Section 1. The County of Los Angeles is heroby divided supervicor 
into four (4) supervisor districts, which shall be known and “rts 
designated as follows: District Number One (1) shall consist District No.1 
of the City of Los Angeles and the Precincts of Ballona, San 
Fernando and Soledad, from which shall be elected, from among 
the actual resident citizens of said district, at the next general 
election, and every two (2) years thereafter, two (2) Supervi- 
sors; District Number Two @) shall consist of the Precincts of pistrictxo.2 
San Pedro or Wilmington, Silver Precinct and Halfway House, 
and such other precincts as may hereafter be croated in or form 
a part or parts of said procincts, from which shall be olected, 
from among the actual resident citizons of said district, at the 
next gencral election, and every general election thereafter, one 
Supervisor; District Number Three (8) shall consist of tho ristrictNo.3 
Precincts of El Monte, San José Azusa, San Gabriel Mission 
and Old Mission, and such other precincts as may heroafter be 
created out of any part or parts of said precincts, from which 
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shall be elected, from among the actual resident citizens of said 
district, at the next gencral election, and every two (2) years 


DistrictNo.4 thereafter, one Supervisor ; District Number Four (4) shall con- 
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sist of the Precincts of San Juan Capistrano, Santa Anna, Ana- 
heim and Los Nietos, and such other precincts as may hereafter 
be created out of any part or parts of said precincts, from which 
shall be elected, from among the actual resident citizens of said 
district, at the next general clection, and every two (2) years 
thereafter, one Supervisor. 

Sec. 2. All Supervisors elected under the provisions of this 
Act shall qualify and take their respective offices at the time 
fixed by law for the other county officers elected at the genoral 
election, and shall hold their office for two (2) years and until 
their successors are elected and qualified, and shall be voted for 
by the electors of and in their respective districts, in said 
County of Los Angeles, and at any general clection held in said 
county; the five persons voted for, for Supervisors, having the 
highest number of’ votes cast in their respective districts, shall 
be deemed the duly olected Suporvisors of said county, and be 
entitled to qualify as such; provided, always, that no two Super- 
visors shall be elected from the samo district, excopt in District 
Number One (1), composed, as aforesnid, of the City of Los 
Angeles and Precincts of Ballona, San Fernando and Soledad, 
from which two Supervisors shall bo clected ; and provided, that 
the persons elected Supervisors shall be actual resident citizens 
of the district they are elected to represent; and provided tar- 
ther, that in the event of the death or permanent removal of 
any Supervisor from the district in which he resided at the time 
of his election, his oflice, as a member of said Board ot Super- 
visors, shall be by said Board declared vacant, and an election 
be ordered at once by the said Board of Supervisors, to fill such 
vacancy or vacancies. The said Board shall givo at least ten 
(10) days notice of such election, by causing notices thereof to 
be posted in cach precinct of the district where the vacaney or 
vacancies have oceurred, and by publishing a similar notice in 
some newspaper published in Los Angoles County, at least ten

Sro. 3. The present Board of Supervisors of the said County 
of Los Angeles shall hold office until their successors are olected 
and qualiticd, under the provisions of this Act. : 

Sec. +. An Act entitled an Act to re-district the County of 
Los Angeles, approved March twenty-eighth, eighteen hundred 
and sixty-eight, and all other Acts or parts of Acts in conflict 
with the provisions of this Act, are hereby repealed. 

Sec. 5. This Act shall take effect and be in force from and 
after its passage.

The right is hereby granted to Frederick B. may proso- 
Lewis. his heirs or assigns, to appear and prosecate his claim grec 
for the recovery of certain real ostate of James M. Lewis, of certain 
deceased, described in a certain judgment entered in favor of ™™ et 
the State of California, on the fifth day of October, Anno Dom- 
ini eighteen hundred and sixty-four, declaring the estate of the 
said James M. Lewis, deceased, to have escheated to the State 
of California, said judgment being obtained in an action brought 
in the District Court of the Thirteenth Judicial District of said 
State, in and for the County of Stanislaus. The right is hereby mode of 
granted to the said Frederick B. Lewis, his heirs and assigns, o%oution. 
to prosecate his claim in the mode and manner prescribed in 
section five of an Act entitled an Act concerning cschcated 
estates, approved May fourth, cighteon hundred and fifty-two, 
in the same manner and with like effect, in all respects, as if 
tho proper procecdings to recover said property had been insti- 
tuted by said Frederick B. Lewis, his heirs or assigns, within 
five years after the rendition of said jadgmont declaring, as 
nforesnid, the anid property to have escheated to the State of 
California ; provided, that such proceedings sball be commenced 
within six months from the passage of this Act.

CHAPTER DUXXVIII. 


An Act concerning foreign corporations. 
[Anprovod April 4, 1870.} 


The People of the State of California, represented in Senate and 
Assembly, do cnact us follows: 


Ssotron 1. Every corporation heretofore created by the laws ‘to designate 
of any other State, and doing business in this State, shall, sme pom 
within one hundred and twenty (120) days aftor the passage of process may 
this Act, and any corporation hereafter created and doing 
business as aforesuid, within sixty (60) days from the time of 
commencing to do business in the State, designate some person 
residing in the county in which the principal place of business 
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of said corporation in this State is, npon whom process issued 
by authority of or ander any law of this State may be served ; 
and within the timo aforesuid, shall file such designation in the 
office of the Secretary of State, and a-copy of such designation, 
duly certified dy said officer, shall be ovidence of such appoint- 
ment; and it shall be lawful to serve on sach person so desig- 
nated, any process issued as aforesaid; such service shall be 
made on such person in such manner as shall be prescribed in 
case of servico required to be made on foreign corporations, 
and such service shall be deemed to he a valid service thereof. 

Sec. 2. In all cases where such designation shall not bo made 
as aforesaid, it shall be lawful to serve such procoss on any peor- 
son who shall bo found within this State acting as the agent of 
said corporation or doing business for them. 

Seo. 3. Service made in accordance with any provisions of 
this Act shall be as effectual as if made in the form and manner 
required by law, and shall be deemed a full compliance with any 
statute requiring personal or other service to bo made. 

Src. 4. The term “ process” in this Act, shall be held and 
deomed to include any writ, sammons or order whereby any 
action, suit or proceeding shall be commenced, or which sball 
be issucd in or upon any action, suit or proceeding, by any 
Court, officer or mugistrate. 

Sec. 6. When any process shall be delivered to the Sheriff 
for servico upon 8 foreign corporation, it will be his duty to 
execnto it, whether such corporation has, in pursuance of the 
foregoing provisions, designuted any person on whomeuch ser- 
vice may be made, or not; and if he find that such designation 
has been made, he shall ake such service of such procoss upon 
him, in the same manner as if he was an officer of the corpora- 
tion within the State. Jf no such designation bas been mado, 
he may then make the service in like manner upon any person 
in his county, acting as agent of such corporation or dving 
business for them; and his return of snch service shall show 
that the person served has been designated by such corporation, 
on whom process against such corporation might be served. If 
no person has been so desiynated, and the service is made upon 
an agent or party doing businoss for the corporation, the return 
should show that no person bad been go designated, and that 
the person upon whom the service was made was acting as 
agent for said company within this State, or that he was doing 
business for it, as the fact may bo. 
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CHAPTER DLXXIX. 


Ar Act to aid in giving effect to an Act of Congress relating to the 
Southern Pacific Radroad Company. 


[Approved April 4, 1870.] 


The People of the State of California, represented in Senate and 
Assembly, do enact as follows: 

Section 1. Whereas, by the provisions of a certain Act of May change 
Congress of the United States of America, entitled an Act grant- Hneet 
ing Jands to aid in the constraction of a railroad and telegraph 
line from San Francisco to the castern line of the State of’ Cali- 
fornia, approved July twenty-seventh, oightoon hundred and 
sixty-six, certain grants were made to, and certain rights, priv- 
ileges, powers and authority were vested in and conferred upon 
the Southern Pacific Railroad Company, a corporation duly 
organized and existing andor the laws of the State of California ; 
therefore. to enable the suid company to moro fully and com- 
pletely comply with and perform the requirements, provisions 
and conditions of the said Act of Congress, and all other Acts of 
Congress now in force or which may hereafter be enacted, the 
State of California hereby consents to said Act; and the said 
company, its successors and assigns, aro hereby authorized and 
empowered to change the line of its railroad so as to roach the 
eastern boundary line of the State of California by sach route 
us the company shall determine to be the most practicable, and 
to file new and amendatory articles of association: and the 
right, power and privilege is hereby granted to, conferred upon 
. and vestod in them, to construct, maintain and operate, by steam 
or other power, the said railroad and telegraph line mentioned in 
said Acts ot Congress, hereby confirming to and vosting in the 
said company, its successors and assigns, all the rights. privi- 
leges. franchises, power and authority conferred upon, granted to 
or vested in said company by the said Acts of Congress and any 
Act of Congress which may be hereatter enacted. 

Src. 2. This Act sball take effect and be in force from and 
after its passage. 


CHAPTER DLXXX. 


An Act to provide for the construction and maintenance of toll roads 
within the State ef California. 


[Approved April 4, 1870.] 
The People of the State of California, represented in Senate and 


Assembly, do enact as follaws: 


Secrion J. Any three or more persons, desiring to construct when par. 
and maintain a toll road within or through any one or more of Les desire to 


the counties of this State, shall make, sign and acknowledge, teil read. 
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before some officer authorized to take the acknowledgmonis of 
deeds, a certificate in which shall be stated— 

First—That it is their desire and intention to construct and 
maintain a toll road. 

Secund—The name by which such toll road is to be known. 

Third—The termini of such road, naming the county or 
countics within which the same is to be constructed, and 
describing generally the route thereof. 

Fourth—The name of the company, the place where the office 
is to be located, the names of the persons who shall manage the 
affairs of the corporation for the first year, the amount of its 
capital stock and the number of sharer into which the same is 
to be divided ; and 

Fifih—aA diagram shall bo inserted in or attached to the cer- 
tificate and referred to as the route of the proposed road. 

Fiting of Upon filing such cerfificate with the County Clork of the 
certifiente. county where the office is to be located, and upon filing a certi- 
fied copy thereof with the Secretary of State, the persons 
named in such certificate shall become a beady corporate, with 
tho right and authority to construct and maintain a toll road 
within the county or countios and upon the route in tho certifi- 
cate specified. 
Notice, Sec. 2. From the time of tho filing of the certificate aforo- 
- said in the County Clerk’s offico, all persons shall bo deemed to 
have notice of the contents thereof, and the right of the corpo- 
ration to the route for a road, as shown by the diagram, shall 
When route become vested ; provided, when such route extends into two or 
fxtends more counties, the filing of such certificate shall only oporate as 
countie.  guch notice in the county wherein the same is filed, but a certi- 
tied copy thereof filed in the County Clerk's office of any other 
county included in such diagram, shall, from the date of filing 
thereof, operate as notice with the same force and effect as 
Commenco- herein provided ; provided further, the work of the construction 
weu* of said road shall be commenced within thirty days from the 
time of the filing of the cortificate, and shall be prosecuted 
with reasonable dispatch until completed, otherwise the filing 
and recording of the cortificate shall cease to be notice to third 
persons. 

Sec. 8. Upon complying with the provisions of this Act, - 
the corporation shall have the right to maintain a toll road 
over the route and between the termini mentioned in tho cer- 

Changeof tificute; provided, it shall be lawful for such corporation to 
or make divergence from tho strict line of route proscribed in their 
certificate, for moro available ground, without forfeiting any 
right; and prozided further, said road may be constructed in 
soctions or divisions. and rates of toll fixed upon such sections 
When toi OF divisons, and collected accordingly. Upon the completion 
maybe, of such road, or of sections thereof, the corporation shall be 
entitled to chargo and collect tolis from all persons who may 
travel upon or use the same, at such rates as may be fixed; 
but all tolls shall be uniform and operate equally on the same 
class of animals, teams and wagons, aud shall be legibly painted, 
written or printed on a bulletin board exposed to public view 
at each toll gate; and it shall not be lawful for such corpora- 
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tion to commute tolls to any person or persons on more favor- 

able terms than to any other person or porsons. Any person, Ponalty for 
as toll gate keeper or otherwise, who shall demand or collect oxeve 
from any person or persons, 28 tolls, any higher rate than as 
prescribed, shall be fined not less than twenty-five dollars nor 
exceeding five hundred dollars; and if dono by authority of 

the corporation, all right to collect tolls on such road shall bo 
forfeited. The Board of Suporvisors of the county in which Saporvisora 
any such toll road may hereafter .be constructed, under author- ter 
ity of this Act, shall have the power, and it shall be their duty, 

to prescribe tho rates of toll to be charged thereon ; and when 

such road or sections theroof extends into two or more coun- 

ties, tho Board of Supervisors of each county shall fix the rates 

of toll for the portion of such road constructed within the 

county, if a toll gate be placed theroin, and shall bave the 

right from time to time, on complaint made, to change and 
regulate the same.

to collect toll thereon at such gates; provided, when ten persons Comphint of 
over or through whose lands said road passes. and who are Wht rates :

them, complain to the Board of Supervisors of the proper 
county that tho tolls charged are too high, specifying the rates

The right to maintain soch toll road, when con- Terms of 
structed, shall continue to exist in favor of the corporation or Dytinyanance 
owners thereof, for a term of ten years; provided, when the cost 
of construction of such road has exceeded the sum of fifty 
thousand dollars, the term shall extend to twenty years; when 
the same shall have exceeded one hundred thousand dollars, the 
torm shall extend to thirty yeara; when the same shall have 
exceoded one hundred and fifty thousand dollars, the term shall 
extend to forty years; and when the samo shall have exceeded 
two hundred thousand dollars, the term shall extend to fifty 

yoars. 

: Sec. 6. Whenover any company organized under this Act whon com 
shall represent to the Board of Supervisors of any county or tony fetire 
counties through or within which a toll road has been laid out tos. 
for construction, that thoy have constructed the same or any 
section or division thereof, and desiro to commence charging 
and collecting tolls thereon, it shall be the duty of such Board 

of Supervisors to appoint one person, a resident taxpayer of the 
county, to act with one person of like qualifications selected by 
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the company, and with ono porson of like qualificutions selected 
by the two, to examine such road or such portion thereof upon 
which it is desired to collect tolls. If tho persons so appointed 
and selected, or a majority of them. shall sign a certificate in 
writing. setting forth that the road or portion thereof examined 
by them has been completed, the corporation, from the time of 
filing sach certificate in the Clerk’s office of the proper county, 
shall have the right to charge and collect tolls as in this Act 
provided. Jn case of the failure of any Board of Supervisors, 
after a request mado in writing to the Chairman of such Board 
or Clerk thereof, within ten days to make the appointment in 
this section provided, such corporation may proceed to charge 
and collect tolls, the same as though the appointment bad been 
made and the certificate herein provided for had been filed ; 
provided, before charging and collecting tolls, the corporation

number may be selected by the owners of the road. and the 
persons so chosen shall select a seventh, who shall fix the value 
of said road in gold coin, which sum, if paid or tendered to the 
owners of said road, or, any officer or managing agent thereof, 
within three months from the timo such value shall have been 
fixed, shall terminate the right of the corporation and all others 
to collect tolls on such road. , 

Sro. 8. If the right of’ way to construct any road, authorized 
by the provisions of this Act, over the lands of individuals, can- 
not bo had by mutual agreement, the corporation desiring such 
right of way may acquire tho same undor and by virtue of the 
provisions of the Act entitled an Act to provide for the incor- 
poration of railroad companies and the management of the 
affairs thereof, and other matters rolating thereto, approved 
May twentieth, eighteen hundred and sixty-one, and tho Acts 
amendatory of and supplementary thereto, and all the provi- 
sions of said Act and Acts aro hereby made applicable to tho 
provisions of this Act, so far as tho same may be mado to apply 
to the objects and purposes thereof. 

Sec. 9. If any persun or persons travelling upon any toll 
road, constructed ander tho provisions of this Act, shall attempt 
to run by, or actually run by or go around, any toll gato estab- 
lished thereon, with intent to avoid the payment of toll, he 
or they shall bo deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and on 
conviction thereof, before any Court of competent jurisdic-

offence by fine in any sum not exceeding fivo bundred dollars ; 
and all persons travelling on or using any such road, and bocom-

CHAPTER DUXXXI. 


An Act supplemental to an Act concerniny public ferries anil toll 
bridges, approved April twenty-ecghth, eighteen hundred and fifty- 
five. 

[Approved April 4, 1870.] * 


The People of the State of Culifornia, represented in Senate and 
Assembly, do enact as follows: 


Section 1. Tho Board of Supervisors of each county in this Supervieors 
State shall have power to grant a license to construct a toll frarchbus 
bridge across any stream, creek or slough in their county, and fr tol 
for using and maintaining such bridge for a period not exceeding ferries, 
twenty years, or to grant a license to keep, use and maintain a 
public ferry across any river or stream for a period not exceed- 
ing twenty years; and said Board shall have the right to Rates of ton, 
prescribe the ratoe of toll, and chungo the same from year to 
year, as they may think proper. but previous to tho first day of 
January, eighteen hundred and seventy-throe, they shall not fix 
the rates of toll over any bridge or forry constructed or licensed 
under the provisions of this Act so low as to muako the net 
[income] less than twenty por cent. per annum upon a fair valua- 
tion of such bridge or ferry and franchise, and thereafter, not 
loss than ten per eent. per annum apon such valuation, which 
shall be made at the time in each year when such tolls are fixed. 

Said Board shall have power to authorize and maintain fords Fords. 
‘across any stream so bridged, as near to any such toll bridge as, 
in the discretion of said Board, the public convonience may 
require. All tho provisions of the Act to which this Act-is 
supplemental, except that which limits the timo of # license for 
a toll bridge for one year, and to streams not navigable, shall 
apply to grants made under this Act. Said valuation, in case 
of a disagreement as to the amount of the same, shall be deter- 
mined by three Commissioners, one of whom shall be chosen by 
said Board of Supervisors. one by the owners of said bridge and 
the third to be sclocted by the two thus chosen, or, in the evont 
of their failing to agree within ten days, he shall be appointed 
by the County Judge of the county. Said Board shall not have 
power to license bridges across the Sacramento or San Joaquin 
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Rivers, the Petaluma, Napa or Sonoma Creeks, nor San Fran- 
cisco, San Pablo or Suisnn Bays; and if'a bridgo shall bo ostab- 
lished across any navigable creek, stream or slough, under the 
provisions of this Act, it shall be constructed so as not to 
obstruct navigation, and shall contain a draw or swing with 
sufficient space or span to admit of the safe, convenient and. 
expeditious passage at all times of vessels and steamers of any 
class which may navigate said creck, stream or slough. At any 
time after the expiration of five years from and after the grant- 
ing of any such lheatise or franchiso, the person or persons to 
whom the same shall have been granted shall be required to 
sell, transier and convey said bridge, together with the appur- 
tenances thereto belonging, to the county from whose Supervi- 
visors said license or franchise may have been obtained, upon a 
demand being made to that effect by said Board of Supervisors, . 
and upon payment or tender to said person or persons of tho 

appraised value thereof, with ten per cont. added, exclusive of: 
the value of the franchise. On the purchase of suid bridge, it, 

together with the franchiso, shall vest in said county. Such 

appraisment shall be made by five Commissioners, to be chosen 

in the following manner: Tho Board of Supervisors of said 

county shall appoint two Commissioners, and notify the grantces 

or their assigns of such appointment, who, within ten days after 

the receipt of such notice, ehall appoint two Commissioners and 

notify said Board thereof. The four Commissioners so appointed 

shall select a fifth, but in caso of their inability to agree upon 

such fifth Commissioner within ten days, he shall bo appointed 

by the County Judge of said county. In case of the failure of 
the grantees or their assigns to appoint Commissioners on their 

part, as provided, or in case of their refusal to act, the County 

Judge shall have the power of appointing them. Said Commis- 

sioners shall make their appraisement and present their report 

within thirty days after the completion of tho commission, and 

filo the same in the office of the Board of Supervisors. A 

majority of said Commissioners shall constitute a quorum, and 

the award of the majority shall be final and binding upon said 

grantecs, if the said report be approved by said Board of Super- 

visors; and upon such approval, the amount of the award shall 

be paid by the Treasurer of the county to the grantees or their 

assigns within sixty days after the filing of said award. And the 

said Board of Supervisors shall have the further power to pre- 

scribe rules and regulations governing the amount of weight or 

number of animals that may be drove or driven on any such 

bridge at any one time, and any person refusing to comply with 

said rales and regulations shull be deemed guilty of a misde- 

Mmeanor, and on conviction thoreof shall be punished by fino not 

less than ton nor more than five hundred dollars, or by impris- 

onment not excecding thirty days, or by both such fine and 

imprisonment. The powers hereby conferred shall include and 

extend to all the franchises aforesaid within the limits of any 

incorporated town or city. 

* Sec. 2. All toll bridges and ferries constracted or licensed 

under or by virtue of a special Act of tho Legislature shall be 

govorned in the regulations of tolls by the provisions of such 
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special Act, and in case thore be no such provisions in such 
special Act, then the Board of Supervisors of the county in 
which any such toll bridge or ferry is situated shall have tho 
sole and exclusive right and power to regulate the tolls thercof 
without being subject to any of the restrictions mentioned in 
section one of this Act. 

Seo. 3. ‘This Act shall take effect and be in force from and 
after its passage.

An Act for the relief uf the free schools of the Presentation Convent 
of the City and County of San Francisco.

Section 1. The sum of fifteen thousand ($15,000) dollars is appropria- 
hereby appropriated out of the funds in tho treasury of tho City #%- 
and County of San Francisco, not otherwise appropriated, for 
the benefit of the freo schools of tho Presentation Convent of 
the City and County of San Francisco. 

Sec. 2. The said amount of fifteen thousand pebit ey [dol- How divided. 
lars] shall be dividod as follows: For the school on the south- 
west corner of Taylor and Hillis streets, ten thousand ($10,000) 
dollars; for tho school attachod to said convent, of Powell 
street, five thousand ($5,000) dollars. 

Sec. 8. Tho Auditor of said city and county is hereby re- Warrauts. 
quired to draw his warrants upon tho Troasuror of the City and 
County of San Francisco, and the Treasurer is horoby required 
to pay said amounts. Said warrants shall bo drawn in favor of 
the Superioress of said convent, and her receipts therefor shall 
be a sufficient voucher for said warrants and money. 

Src. 4. This Act shall take effect from and after its passage.

Scction ono of said Act, approved April twenty- 
fifth, eighteen hundred and sixty-two, is hereby amended so as 
to read as follows: 

Section 1. All the streets, lanos, alleys, places or courts, as 
laid down on the map now in the office of the City and County 
Surveyor of the City and County of San Francisco, which was 
made official by the Board of Supervisors of said city and county, 
as per Order Number Six Hundred and Eighty-four, Januarv 
thirtieth, eighteen hundred and sixty-six, signed by George C. 
Potter and Thaddeus R. Brooks, and all other streets, lanes, 
alleys, places or courts now dedicated to public use, are hereby 
declared to be open public streets, lanes, alleys, places or courts 
for the purpose of this law; and the said Board of Supervisors 
are heroby invested with jurisdiction to ordor any of the work 
mentioned in section thred of this Act to be done on any of

the grade and size of said places or courts shall have been 
officially established, the Board of Supervisors shall have the 
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same jurisdiction to order work to be done thereon as is con- 
ferred upon them by section one of this Act. 

Sec. 3. Section one of said Act, approved April twenty fifth. 
eighteen hundred and sixty-three, is hereby amended so as to 
read ag follows: ‘ 

Section +. The Board of Supervisors may order any work 
authorized by section three of this Act to be done, after notice 
of their intention so to do, in the form of a resolution describ- 
ing the work, and signed by the Clerk of said Board. has been 
published for the period of ten days in the paper doing the 
printing under this law, and also in two daily newspapers, one 
of which newspapers shall be published as a morning edition 
and one as an evening edition, printed and published in said 
city and county, for five days, Sundays and non-judicial days 
excepted ; provided, that no such notico shall be given or order 
made for the grading of any street mentioned in section three 
of this Act, unless the majority of the frontage of the lots and

Board of Supervisors shall not renew the notice of intention for 
doing any grading so protested against within said six months, 
unless the owners or agents of a majority of the frontage of the 
Jots and lands fronting on said grading, or liable to be assessed 
therefor as aforesaid, shall petition anew for the work to be done; 
provided further, that in all cases of any intended paving of any 
strect or part of street, lane, alloy, place or court, the owners or 
agents of a majority of the frontage of tho lots and lands fronting 
on said intended improvement, may petition tho said Board of 
Supervisors to have such paving done; and in such petition may 


. May designate whether the same shall be by cobble or other stone 


pavement, or by what is known as the Stow foundation pave- 
ment; and the said Board of Supervisors shall thereupon order 
the same kind of pavement to be laid down as the said petition- 
ers shall request, the same to be laid down and constructed in 
other respects under the laws and regulations as heretoforo or 
herein provided. Said Stow foundation pavement shall be con- 
structed of black heart redwood, or of such other wood as may 
have been subjected to the preservation process, and the blocks 
placed with tho grain of the wood in a vertical position, which 
blocks shall not bo less than six inches in length and four inches 
in thickness; and when the same shall be completed according 
to the terms of the contract and to the sutisfaction of the 
Superintendent of Streets, then it shall be the duty of the said 
Board of Supervisors to accept the samo in all respects, and to 
the extent and for all purposes, as cobble stone pavements are 
now accepted. It is further provided, that at the expiration of 
any notice of intention, tho Board of Supervisors shall bo

amized, or graded and paved for the distance of two or more

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paving, sidewalking or sewering to be done, notwithstanding 
the objections of any or all of the property owners. : 

Sec. 4. Section one of said Act, approved March twenty- 
sixth, eighteen hundred’ and sixty-eight, is hereby amonded s0 
as to-read as follows: 

Section 6. Before giving out any contracts by the Board of Propomis for 
Supervisors for doing any work authorized by section three of *reet work. 
this‘Act, the Clerk of the Board of Supervisors shall cause 
notice to be conspicuously posted in the office of the Superin- 
tendent of Public Streets and Highways, and also published for 
five days (Sundays and non-judicial days excepted), inviting 
scaled Ae teeta for the work contemplated. All proposals 
offered shall be delivered to the Clerk of the Board of Super- 
visors; and said Board shall, in open session, open, examine, 
and publicly declare the same, and shall award said work to 
the lowest responsible bidder; and all bids shall be for a price 
_ payable in gold coin of the United States; pruvided, said Board 
may reject any and all bids, should they deem it for the public 
good; and also may reject the bid of any party who may be 
proved delinquent or unfaithful in any former contract with 
said city and county. And if all bids shall be rejected, tho 
Supervisors shall direct the Clerk to again post said notice and 
publish the same, asin the first instance.

Wotico of such award shall be published notice of 
for threo days (Sundays and non-judicial days excepted), and *™*- 
within five days after the first publication of said award, the 
owners of a majority of the frontage of lots and lands liable to 
be assessed for said work, or their agents, and-who shall make 
oath that they are such owners or the agents of said owners, 
may elect to do the suid work, and enter into a written contract 
to do the whole work, at tho price for which the same is 
awarded, upon giving the bond us hercinafter provided; and 
they sha!l commence said work within ten days from the first 
publication last above mentioned; and shall prosecute it dili- 
gently and continuously, and complete it within the time lim- 
ited in the contract, or within any extended time; but should 
the said property owners fail to commence the said work within 
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said ten days, or fail to prosecute the same diligently or contin- 
uously, in the judgment of said Superintendent, or complete it 
within tho time prescribed in the contract, or within such 
extended time, then it shall be the duty of said Superintendent 
to enter into 2 contract with the original bidder to whom the 
contract was first awarded, to do said work or complete the 
samo, as the case may bo, provided said original bidder, within 
five days after the notice thereof, elect to take said contract; 
but if he refuse to take said contract, then the said Superin- 
tendent shall report the same to the Board of Supervisors, who 
shall, without farther petition on behalf of the property own- 
ers, order the Clerk of the Board of Supervisors to advertise 
for bids, as in the first instance, and relet the contract, in the 
manner hereinbefore provided. And it is further provided, that 
all contractors for street work shall, at the time of enterin 
into said contract, execute a bond payable to the City an 
County of San Francisco, with two or more sureties in the sum 
of not less than one thousand dollars, and in such additional 
amount as may be fixed by said Superintendent, conditioned for 
the faithful performance of said contract; and said sureties 
shall justify in double the amount of the penalty fixed in said 
bond; such sureties to justify before said Superintendont or his 
deputy.

work done, which assessment shall briefly refer to the contract, 
the work contracted for and performed, and shall show the 
amount to be paid therefor, together with the incidental ex- 
penses, if any, the rate per front foot assessed, the amount of 
each assessment, the name of the owner of each lot or portion 
of lot, if known to the Superintendent, if unknown, the word

of land affected thereby or liable therefor, is true and correct ;

The costs required to‘;commence and prosccute 
said actions to be drawn from the Street Department Fund 
hereinafter mentioned, and returns to that fund when collected ; 
and no defence shall be interposed except: 

First—W ant of jurisdiction to order work 

Second—That the assesment has been paid. 

Third—Fraud in the assessment or in any of the acts or pro- 
ccedings prior thorcto, setting out the facts showing such fraud. 

And it is further provided, that when any contract for any 
streot work shall have bocn made by the proper officers of said 
city and county, and shall bo fully and faithfully performed by the 
contractor thereof, or his assigns, in evory respect and in accor- 
dance with the terms of said contract, and afterwards the asscss- 
ment for the inthe of such street work shall be declared 
invalid by the highest Courts in the State, and if such invalidity 
shall appear by the decision of said Courts not to have been in 
any manner caused by the frauds, acts, conduct or omissions of 
said contractor, then it shall be the duty of the said Board ‘of 
Supervisors of said city and county to order tbe full amount or 
amounts of such contract, or whatever amounts shall be duc 
and owing on said contract, to be paid to the contractor, or his 
assigns, out of the Strect Department’ Fund, togethor with all 
such fees to the said Attorney as he, the said Attorney, would 
have been entitled to if the same had been collected attor judg- 
ment; and the City and County Auditor shall audit, and the’ 
Treasurer shall pay the same; provided, that the claim of said 
contractor shall be presented within six months after tho final 
dotermination of the cause by such Court; and upon such pay- 
ment to such contractor, as aforesaid, the said contractor, or his 
assigns, shall assign said contract to the City and County of San 
Francisco. Said Assistant City and County Attorney shall be 
required. to enter into a bond in the sum of twenty thousand 
dollars, payable to the said Street Department Fund, with two 
or more suretics, to be approved by the County Judge of said 
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city and county. and conditioned faithfully and diligently to 
perform his duties as Assistant City and County Attorney, and 
to sue for and collect all assessments that may be delinquent 
under the provisions of this Act, and to pay, on the last day of 
each month, all moneys collected during the month to the Treas- 
urer of the City and County of San Francisco, accompanied 
with a statement to the City and County Treasurer which shall 
designate the fund or funds to which said money shall be applied; 
und it is expecially provided, that tho duties of such Attorney 
shall extend only to the collection of delinquent street. assess- 
ments, and counsel relative to street work, and in no case shall 
be entitled to any claim against or compensation from the said 
City and County of San Francisco, except as hereinbefore pro- 
vided. The percentago to be paid said Assistant City and 
County Attorney, when assessments are declared invalid, shall 
be allowed and paid mouthly, in the same manner that othor 
claims aguinst the City and County of San Francisco are allowed; 
but said claim shall only be paid out of the special fund col- 
lected as aforesaid. On collections made and received before 
judgment or decree, the porcentage may be retained by him. 

Sec. 8. Section five of said Act, approved April twenty- 
fifth, eighteen hundred and sixty-three, is hereby amended so as 
to read as follows: 

Section 12. The owner, contractor, or his assigns, and all 
persons, whether named in the assessmont or not, feoling 
aggrieved by any of the acts or determinations of tho said 
Superintendent in relation to the acceptance of work, or to the 
assessment, or to any act, proceeding, matters or thing done, 
suffered or committed by him, shall, within fifteen days after 
the first publication of notice of the issuance of said assess- 
ment, as herein provided, appeal to said Board of Supervisors, 
as provided in this section, by briefly stating their objections in 
writing and filing the samo with the Clerk of said Board. 
Notico of the time and place of tho hearing, briefly referring to 
the subject matters of appeal, and to the acts or determinations 
objected to or complained of, shall be published for five days, Sun- 
days and non-judicial days excepted. When said assessment 
shall have been mado by said Superintendent, ne shall publish 
for ten days, Sundays and non-judicial days exceptod, a brief 
notice of said assessment, describing therein the general naturo 
of the work done, and the names of such persons as are named 
therein and the amount assessed to them respectively. During 
the time of said last named publication, said Superintendent, on 
application of any of said owners, may make any changes, 
alterations and corrections in said assessment, which to him 
may scom just, or he may annul the same, if he finds the con- 
tract on which the same is based has not been performed, and 
make a new assessment on performance thereof, and republish 
said notico of ten days, with the like right to object to any 
second assessment on the part of the owners, and of appeal to 
said Board as herein provided Said Board, on appeal, may 
correct, alter or modify said assessment, as to them shall seem 
just, and may annul the same, and may ordor a new assessment 
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to be made in the manner by them directed, and may make any 
order or decision in relation to any contract or the performance 
thereof, or in relation to any of the acts of the contractor or 
the said Superintendent, prior to the date of the hearing of 
said appeal. And all the decisions and determinations of said 
Board shall be final and conclusive upon all persons entitled to 
an appeal. At the expiration of said ten days, if no appeal is 
taken to said Board, or if an appeal is taken and the appeal is 
dismissed, or alter the decisions of said Board on appeal have 
been complied with. said assessment, diagram and certificate 
shall be recorded in suitable books kept in the office of said 
Superintendent for that purpose, and when xo recorded the 
several amounts assessed shall be a lien upon the fand, lots or 
portions of lots assessed, respectively, until the same shall bave 
been fally paid, and have priority to all other liens, taxes 
excepted; and from and after the date of said recording all 
persons shall be deemed to have notice of the contents of the 
record thereof, and of all the records, procecdings, orders, res- 
olutions and noticos of the said Board of Supervisors or of said 
Superintendent, in relation to street work. After jurisdiction 
to order any work has been obtained, no irregularity in any 
of the subseqnent procecdings shall render any assessment 
illegal. 

ko. 9. Section four of said Act, approved March twenty- 
sixth, eighteen hundred and sixty-eight, is hereby amended so 
as to rend as follows : 

Section 13. Actions for the collection of any delinquent 
street assessment shall be brought in the name of the people of 
the City and County of San Francisco, and in any of the Dis- 
trict Courts in and for said City and County of San Francisco, 
and against the owners and all persons having any interest 
therein. and the said original assessments delivered to the said 
Tax Collector of said City and County of San Francisco for 
collection. shall, at tho expiration of the said fifteen days from 
the first publication thereof. be dolivered to the Assistant City 
and County Attorney, with the word “ Paid” marked opposite 
to each sum assessed and which shall have been paid; also, to 
whom and by whom paid and tbe date of payment; aud said 
agsesament or assessments, or the original record thereof, shall 
be prima facie evidence of plaintiit’s right to recover in the 
action, and as to all defences not hereinbefore enumerated, it 
shall be conclusive evidence of the right of the plaintiff to 
recover. And in case any one or more of the items in the 
assessment or assessments aro against owners thereof who can- 
not with due diligence be fonud, the service in each of such 
actions may be had either in manner as is now prescribed by 
the Civil Practice Act of this State, or in manner as is pre- 
scribed by an Act of the Legislature of the State of California, 
entitled an Act supplementary to an Act entitled an Act in 
relation to suite brought for the collection of delinquent taxes, 
approved May twelfth, cighteen hundred and sixty-two, approved 
March twenty-fourth, cightcen hundred and sixty-four, and the 
remedies therein provided are cumulative, and the said Assistant 
City and County Attorney shall have all the powers and author- 
ity which are conferred upon the District Attorney by said lust 
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mentioned Act. The Court in which such snit shall be com- 
menced shall have power to adjudge and decree a lien against 
the premises assessed, snd to order such premises to be sold on 
execution or decree, as in other cases of the sale of real estate 
by the process of said Courts; and on appeal, the appellate 
Court shall be vested with the same powor to adjudge and 
decree a lien, and to order to be sold snch premises on exccution 
or decree, as is conferred on the Court from which an appeal is 
taken. Such premises, if sold, may be redecmed as in other 
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cases. In bringing an action to recover street assessments, the complaint. 


complaint noed not show any of the procecdings prior to the 
issuance of tho assessment, diagram and certificate, but it shall 
be held legally sufficiont if it shows the title of the Court in 
which the action is brought by tho parties plaintiff and defendant, 


the date of the issuance of the assessmont, the date of the 


recording thereof, the book and page where recorded, a general 
statement of the work done, a description of the lot or lots 
sought to becharged with the assessments, the amount assessed 
thereon, that the same remains unpaid. and the proper prayer 
for relief; said complaint may be verifiod by said Assistant 
City and County Attorney. In all suits now pending or here- 
after to bo brought to recover strect assessmonts, the proceed- 
ings therein shall be general and reguiated by the provisions 
of this Act, and also, when not in conflict herewith, by the Civil 
Practice Act of this State. It is hereby expressly provided 
that nothing bat gold or silver coin of the United States shall 
bo received in payment of street assessments, and the judgment 
or decree in every case shall be made payable in and entered 
for gold coin. 

Sxo. 10. Section seventeen of said Act approved April twon- 
ty-fifth, one thousand eight hundred and sixty-two, is amended 
so as to read ag follows: 

Section 17. The person in whose name the lots and lands 
shall stund assessed on the assessment roll in the office of the 
Assessor of the City and County of San Francisco. or the owner 
in fee, or the person in possesxion thereof claiming to own the 
samo or oxercising acts of ownership over the same at the dato 
of said assessment, shall bo regarded and deemed to bo the 
owner (for the purpose of this law). according to the truce 
intent and meaning of that word, as used in this Act. 

Src. 11. Scetion two of said Act, approved March thirty- 
first, one thousand cight hundred and sixty-six. is amended so 
as to read as follows: 

Section 21. When any street or portion of a street has been 
or shall heroafter be constructed to the satiataction of the 
committee on streets, Wharves, grades and public squares of the 
Board of Supervisors and said Superintendent. and shall have 
a brick sewer or coment pipe constructed therein under such 
regulations as said Board shall adopt, the sume shall be accepted 
by the Board of Supervisors, and thereafter shall be kept open 
and improved by the said city and county, the expense thereof, 
together with all work done in front of city property, to be 
paid ont of the Street Department Fund; previded, that tho 
Board of Supervisors shall not accept of any portion of the 
street less than the entire width of the roadway) including the 
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curbing and one block in length or one entire crossing); and

‘The said Superintendent shall keep in his office 
a register of all accepted streets, the same to be indexed so that 
reference may be easily had thereto. 

Repealed, Sxc. 12. The Act of March fourteenth, eighteen bundred

PROPOSED AT TIIE EIGHTEENTH SESSION OF THE LEGISLATURE. 


SENATE PROPOSED AMENDMENT TO THE CONSTI- 
TUTION. 


[Introduced hy Mr. Maclay, March 29, 1870.] 
Proposed amendment to the Constitution of the State of California. 


Tho Legislature of the State of California, at its eighteenth 
session, commencing on the sixth day of December, eighteen 
hundred and sixty-nine, propose the following amendments to 
section thirteen, article eleven, of the Constitution of said State: 


ARTICLE ELEVEN. 


Section thirteen of said article is amended so as to read as 
follows : 

Sec. 18. Taxation shall be equal and uniform throughout the 
State. All property in this State, except houses used for religious 
worship, shall bo taxed in proportion to its value, to be ascer- 
tained as directod by law; but Assessors und Collectors of town, 
county and State taxes, shall be elected by the qualified elect- 
ors of the district, county or town in which the property taxed 
for State, county or town purposes, is situated. 


Proposed amendments to the Constitution of the State of California. 


The Senate and Assembly of the State of California, at the 
eighteenth session of the Legislature thereof, do propose the 
following amendments to the Constitution of the State: 


Taxation 
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AMENDMENTS TO CONSTITUTION, 
ARTICLE SIX. 


Section one of article six of the Constitution is amended so 
as to read as follows: 

Sec. 1. Tho judicial power of this State shall be vested in a 
Supreme Court, in District Courts, in County Courts, in Pro- 
bate Conrts, and in Justices of the Peace, and in such Kecord- 
ers’ and other inferior Courts, and Courts of exclusive criminal 
jurisdiction, as the Legislature may establish in any incorpo- 
rated city or town. 

Section three of article six of the Constitution is amended so 
as to read as follows: 

Sec. 8. The Justices of the Supreme Court shall be elected 
by the qualified electors of the State. The Justices shall hold 
their offices for the term of ten years from the first day of Jan- 
uary next after their election, except in case a Justico be elected 
to fill a vacancy, in which case the Justice so elected shall hold 
his office during the remainder of tho unexpired term ; provided, 
that the Justices of the Supreme Court in office when this 
amendment takos offect, shall bold office for the full term for 
which they were severally elected; and thereafter one Justice 
shall go out of office and his successor be elected every two 
years ; and the Justice elected by the people having the shortest 
time to serve, shall be Chief Justico. 

Section five of article six of the Constitution is amended so 
as to read as follows: 

Sec. 5. Theo judicial districts now established by law may 
be altered and new districts created, from time to time, by a 
two-thirds vote of all the members clected to both Houses of 
the Legislature. In each judicial district there shall be a Dis- 
trict Court, and for each of which a District Judge shall be 
elected by the qualified clectors of tbe district. The District 
Judges shall hold their offices for the term of six years from the 
first day of January next after their clection; provided. that the 
District Judges in office at the time this amendment is adopted 
shall hold their offices for the remainder of the term for which 
they shall have been elected. Any judicial officor who shall 
wilfully absent himself from the State for upwards of thirty 
consecutive days shall forfeit his office. 

Section seven of article six of the Constitution is amended so 
as to read aa follows: 

Seo. 7 There shall be in cach of tho organized counties of 
this State a County Court, foreach of which a County Judge 
shall be elected by the qualified electors of the county. The 
County Judges shall hold their offices for the term of four years 
from the first day of January next after their election ; provided, 
that the County Judges in office at the time this amendment is 
adopted, shall hold their offices for the remainder of the term 
for which they shall have been elected. In the City and County 
of San Franciseo, the Legislature may separate the office of 
Probate Judge from that of County Judgo, and may provide for 
the election of a Probate Judge, who shall hold bis office fur the 
term of four yeas; provided, that the Probate Judge in office 
at the time this amendment is adopted, shall hold his office for 
tho remainder of the term for which he shall have been clected,

and shall hold the Courts and perform all the duties required 
by laws then existing. 

Section ten of article six of the Constitution is amended so 
as to read as follows: 

Sec. 10. The Legislature shall fix by law the jurisdiction of Surisdtction 
any Recorder’s, or other inferior municipal Court, or Court of of Courts, 
exclusive criminal jurisdiction. which may be established in 
pursuance of scction ono of this article, and shall fix by law the 
powers, duties and responsibilities of the Judges thereof; pro- 
vided, that tho jurisdiction of any Recorder’s, or othor inferior 
municipal Court now established, and the powors, dutics and 
responsibilities of tho Judges thereot, as now fixed by law, shall 
not ho affected by the adoption of this amondment. ‘The elec- 
tion for judicial officers shall bo hold at tho genoral elections 
provided by law for the election of members of the Assembly, 
or otherwise, us tho Legislature by law may provido. 


ARTICLE NINE. 


Section one of article nino of tho Constitution is hereby 
amended so as to read as follows: 

Src. 1. A Suporintondent of Public Instruction shall be zection of 
elected by tho qualified eloctors of this State at any general Superin- 
election provided by law for the election of Stato officers, who Putlic in. 
shail hold his office for the term of four years from the first day “™""- 
of December next after his election. : 


Add tho following new section: 
ARTICLE FOUR—LEGISLATIVE DEPARTMENT. 


Scction two of article four of the Constitution is amended so 
as to read as follows: 

Sec. 2. The sessions of the Legislature shall be biennial, and sensiors of 
shall commence on the first Wednesday after the first Monday “sslature. 
in January next after the clection of its members, unloss the 
Governor shall, in the interim, convene tho Logislature by 
proclamation. No session shall continue longer than one hun- 
dred and twenty days. 


Amendment to the Constitution.

PREAMBLE. 


Wureeras, The arbor of Wilmington, in Los Angeles County, 
is one of the most important on the coast line of the State 
south of San Francisco, being the outlet for the large and 
rapidly increasing trado of nearly the whole of the southern 
counties, and where a vast amount of merchandise is received, 
not only for the supply of those counties, but for Nortbern 
Arizona and Southern Utah. The business of said port is 
increasing every year, and it may be considered, in a shipping 
and commercial point of view, the second port in importance 
in the State; and whereas, the General Government bas gono 
to great expense in building large warehouses and establish- 
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ing distributing depots at said port, making it the headquar- 
ters for the United States troops for the district of Southern 
California and Arizona; and whereas, the said harbor is rapidly 
becoming inaccessible, by reason of the accumulation of sand 
on the bar forming across the harbor, thereby compelling the 
lighterago of all goods received at or shipped from said port, 
at a great risk to owners and shippers, anda beavy additional 
expense of insurance on both vessel and cargo. ‘The expense 
attending such lighterage amounts to some seventy-five thou- 
sand dollars ($75,000) per year, as shown by the books of the 
commercial and shipping houses doing business at that port; 
and wheroas, it is shown by the accompanying report and 
map of said harbor, made by Brevet Brigadier-General B.S. 
Alexander, U. S. A., Lieutenant-Culonel of Engineers and _ 
Chief of the Engineering Corps on the Pacific coast (which 
report and map is herewith submitted and appended), that it 
is entirely feasible and practicable to improve said harbor and 
deepen the water at the bar to an average of from eleven fect 
to eiyhteen fect, by constructing a breakwater, some seven 
thousand foet in length, between the points of the harbor 
known as “ Deul Man’s Island’? and “ Rattlesnake [slund.” 
Three thousand six hundred and sixty-five feet of suid break- 
water will stand upou ground that is bare at low water, and 
three thousand three hundred and thirty-five feet will have its 
base under water. Gencral Alexander estimates that the 
breakwater can be constructed in one season, and at a cost of 
threo hundred and fifty thousand dollars ($350,000); aud 
whereas, the construction of said breakwater would greatl 
increase the safety and facility of said harbor, enabling vessels 
to reccive and discharge cargo alongside the pier, and the 
cars of the railroad (now completed) which connects this 
harbor with the City of Los Angeles and the interior of the 
richest portion of the southern counties, to discharge and 
receive freight at a warehouse on the same pier with tho ves- 
sels, to the great lessening of expense and tho saving of time 
and loss; and whorvas, tho report upon which we baso this 
preamble and following rosolution, coming as it does from such 
high engineering authority, is entitled to the greatest consid- 
eration, and the vstimate of the cost of the work is based 
upon practical engineering experience, and is so small, as com- 
pared with the importance of tho work and tho immediate 
and immense benefit to be derived therefrom, not only to that 
section of the Stute, but to the welfare of the entire State of

Resolved, That his Kxcellency the Governor be and ho is 
hereby requested to forward a copy of tho foregoing preamble 
and resolution to each of our Senators and Representatives in 
Congress. 
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CONSTITUTION OF THE UNITED STATES. 


PREAMBLE. 


Wn, the people of the United States, in urder to form a more perfect union, establish justice, 
insure domestic tranquility, provide for tho common defence, promote the general welfare, and 
securo the blessings of liberty to ourselves and our posterity, do ordain and establish this Consti- 
tution for the United States uf America. 


ARTICLE I. 
OF THE LEGISLATIVE POWER. 


Sxction 1. All legislative powers horein granted shall ho vested in a Congress of the United 
States, which shall consist of a Senate and House of Representatives. . 


OF THK HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES. 


Sec. 2. The Honse of Representatives shall be composed of members chogen every second 
year by the people of tho sevoral States, and the electors in cach Stute shall have the qualifica- 
tions requisite for electors of the most numerous branch of the State Legislature. 

No person shall be a Representative who shall not have attainod tv the age of twenty-five 
yeara, and been zeven years a citizon of the United States, and who shull not, whonelected, bo an 
inhabitant of that State in which he shall be chosen. 

Representatives and diroct taxes shall be apportioned among tho acveral States which may be 
iucluded within this Union, aceordiug to their respective numbers, which shall bo determined by 
adding to the whole number of free persons, including those bound to service for a term of years, 
and oxeluding Indians not taxed, throu-fifths of all other persous. The actual enumoration shall 
be mado within three years after the first mevting of the Congress of the United States, and 
within every subsequent term of ten years, in such manner ag they shall by Jaw direct. The num- 
ber of Representatives shall not exceed une fur every thirty thousand, but cach Stato shall have at 
least one Representative ; and anti] sueh enumeration shall be made. the State of New Hninpshire 
shall he entitled to choose throe, Mussacbusetts eight, Rhode Island and Providence Plantations 
one, Connecticut five, New York six, New Jersey four, Pennsylvania eight, Delaware ono, Mary- 
Joni six, Virginia ton, North Carolina five, South Carolina five, and Georgia three. 

When vacancies happen in the representation from any State, the Executive authority thereof 
shall issue writs of election to Oll such vacaugies. 

The House of Representatives shall choose thoir Speaker and other officers ; and shall havo the 
sole power of impeachment. 


OF THE SENATE. 


Sac. 3. The Sonate of tho United States shall be composed of two Senators from cach State, 
choson hy the Legislaturo thereof, for six years, and each Senator shall bave one vote. 

Immediately ufter they shall be assembled in consequence of the first eluction, they shall be 
divido:l as equally as may be into three classes. The seats of the Scnators of the first class shall 
be vacated at the expiration of the second year, of the second class at the expiration of the fourth 
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year, and of the third class at the expiration of the sixth year, so that one-third may ho chosen 
uvery second year; and if vacancies happen, by resignation or otherwige, during tho recess of the 
Legislature of any State, the Exceutive thereof may make temporary appointments until the next 
mecting of the Legislature, which shall then fill such vacancies. 

No person shall be a Senator who ghall not have attained to the age of thirty years, and heen 
nine years a citizen of the United States, and who shall not, when elected, be an inhabitant of 
that State for which he shall be chosen. 

The Vice President of the United States shall be President of the Senate, hut shall have no 
vote, unless they be equally divided. 

The Senate shall chouse their other officers, nnd have « President pro tempore, in the absence 
of the Vice President, or when ho shall excreise the office of President of the United States. 

The Senate shall have the golo power to try all impeachments ; when sitting for that purpose, 
they shall be on cuth or affirmation. When the President of the United States is tried, the Chief 
Justice shull preside ; and no person shall be convicted without the concurrence of two-thirds of 
the members present. 

Judgment in cages of imperchnieut shall not extend further than to removal from office and 
disqualification tu hold and enjoy any office of honor, trust or profit under the United States; but 
the party convicted shall nevertheless bo liable and subject to indictment, trinl, judgment and 
punishment, aecording to law. 


MANRER OF ELECTING MEMBERS. 


Sec. 4, The times, places and manner of holding clections for Senators and Representatives 
shall he preseribed in each State by the Legislature thereof; but the Congress may at any time, 
by law, muke or alter such regulations, except us te tho pluces of chosing Senators, 


CONGRESS TO ASSEMBLE ANNUALLY. 


The Congress shall assemble at least once in overy year, and such meeting shall be on the first 
Monday in December, unlees they rhall by luw appoint a different day. 


POWERS. 


Sec. 5. Each houge shall be the judge of the elections, returns and qualifications of its own 
memnbers, and majority uf cach shall constitute a quorum to do business; but a smaller nwaher 
may adjourn frum day to day, and may be authorized to compel the attendance of abyent members, 
in snch manner and under such penalties as cach house may provide. 

Ench house may determine the rules of its proceedings, punish ite membors for disorderly 
behavior, and, with the concurrence of two-thirds, expel a member. 

Each house shall keep a journal of its proceedings, and from timo to lime publish the samo, 
excepting such parts as inay, in their judgment, require scerecy ; and the yeas and nays of tho 
members of cither house, on any question, shall, ut the desire of one-fifth uf thuse present, be 
enterod on the journal. 

Neither house, during the session of Congress, shall, without the consent of the other, adjourn 
for more than three days, nor to any other pluco than that in which the two houses shall be sitting. 


COMPENSATION, ETC., OF NEMBERS. 


Sec. 6. The Senators and Representatives shall receive a compensation for their services, to 
be ascertained by Jaw, and paid out of the treasury of the United States. Thoy shall, in all cases, 
except treason, feluny, and breach of the peace, be privileged from arrest during their attendance 
at tho session of their respective hougcs, and in guing to and returning from the sume; and for 
auy speech or debate in cither house, they shall not be questioned in any other place. 

No Senntor ur Representative shall, during the tine fur which he was elected, be appointed to 
any civil office uuder the authority of the United States which ehall have been erented or tho 
emoluments whereof shall have been increased during such time; and no perzon holding any 
offiee under the United States shall be a member of cithcr houge during his continuance in office. 


MANNER OF PASSING BILLS, ETC. 


Src. 7. All bills for raising revenue shall originate in the Huuse of Reprosentatives, but the 
Senate may propose or concur with amendwents as un other bills. 

Every bill which shall have pasged the Mouse of Representatives and the Senate, shall, before 
it hecume a law, be presented lo the President of tho United States; if he approve be shall sign 
it, but if uot. he shall return it, with his objections, to that house in which it shall have 
originated, who shall enter the objections at large on their journal, and procced to reconsider it, 
Tf, after such reconsideration, two-thirds of that houso shall agree to poss the bill, it shall be 
sent, together with the objections, to the other huage, by which it shall likewise he reconsidered, 
and Wf approved by two-thirds of that house, it shall become a law. But in all such cases the 
votes or both houses shall be determined by yeag and nays, aid the names of the persuns voting 
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for and againet the hill shall be entered on the journal of each house, respeetively. If any hill 
hall net be returned by the President within ten days (Sundays exeepled) after it shall have 
boon presonted tu him, the same shall bo a Jaw, in like manner as if ho had signed it, unlexs the 
Congress, hy their adjournment, prevent its return, in which case it ghall not be a law. 

Every order, resolution or voie, to which the coneurrence of the Senate und House of Repre- 
sentatives may he necessary (except un a question of adjournment), shall bo presented to the Pres- 
ident of the United Stales; and, before the same shall take effvet, shall be appreved by him, or, 
being disapproved hy him, shall he re-passed by two-thirda of the Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives, according to the rales and limitationg prescribed in the case of u bill. 


POWER OF CONGRESS. 


Src. 8. The Congress shall have power tu lay and collect taxes, duties, imposts and excises, 
to pay the debts and provido for the common defence and general welfare of the United States ; 
but all duties, imposts and excises shall be uniform throughvut ihe United States ; 

To borrow muucy on tho credit of the United States ; 

Yo regulate commerce with foreign nations, and among the several States, and with the Lodinn 
tribos ; 

To establish an uniform rule of naturalization, and uniform laws on the subject of bankruptcics 
throughout the United States ; 

To coin money, regulate the value thereof, and of forcign evin, and fix tho standard of weights 
and measures ; 

To provide for the punishment of counterfeiting tho securitics and current coin of the United 
States ; 

To establish post offices and post ronda; 

To promote the progress of seience and useful arts, by securing. for limited timosa, to authors 
and inventors, the exclusive right to their respective writings and discoveries ; 

To constitute tribunals inferior tv the Supreme Court ; 

To define and punish piracics and felonica committed on the high seas, and offences against 
tho law of nations; 


To declare war. grant letters of marque and reprisal, and makw rules concerning captures on 
land and water ; 


To raise and support annicg, but no appropriation of money to that ugo shall be for a longer 
torm than two years; 

To provide and maintain a navy ; 

To make rules for the government and regulation of the land and naval forces ; 

To provide fur calling forth the militia to execute the laws of the Union, suppress insurrections, 
and repel invasions ; 

To provide for organizing, arming and disciplining the militia, and for governing such part of 
them as may he employed in the zervice of the United States, reserving to the States, respectively, 
the appuintment of the officers, and the authority of training the militia aceurdiug to the discipline 
proscribed by Congress. 

To exorcise exclusive legislation in all cases whatsocver over euch district (not excceding ten 
miles square) as may, by cossion of particular States, and the acceptance of Congress, become 
tho seat of the Government of the United States, and to excorcivse like authority over ull places pur- 
chased by tho consent of the Legislature of the State in which the same shall be, for the erection 
of forts, magazines, arsenals, dock yards and other needful buildings ; 

To make all laws which shall be necessury and proper fur carrying into execution the foregoing 
powers, and all other powers vested by this Cunstitutiun in the Government of the United States, 
or in any department or officer thercot. 


LIMITATION OF THE POWERS OF CONGRESS. 


Sec. 9. Tho migration or importation of such persons as any of the States now existing shall 
think proper to admit, ehall nut be prohibited by the Congress prior tu the year one thuasnud cight 
hundred and cight, but a tax or duty may be imposed on such importation, not exceeding ten do]- 
lara for each person. 

The privilege of the writ of haheas corpus shall not be suspended, unless when, in cases of 
rebellion or invasion, the public safety may require it. 

No bill of attainder or ex post facto Jaw shall be passed. 

No capitation or other direct tax shall bo laid, unless in proportion to the consus or enumora- 
tion hereinbefore directed to be taken. . 

No tax or duly shall be laid on articles exported from any State. 

No preference shall bo given by any regulatiun of commerce or revenue to the ports of ono 
State over these of anuther: nor shall vessels bound to or frum one State be obliged tu enter, 
eloar, or pay duties in another. 

No money shill be drawn from the treasury but in consequence of appropriations wade by 
law; and uw regulat statement and account of the reccipts and expenditures of all publics moncy 
shall be published from time to time. 

No title of nubility shall bo granted by the United States; and no person holding any office 
of profit or trust under them shall, without the cungent of the Congress, accept of any present, 
omolument, office or titlo, of any kind whatever, from avy king, prince, or forcign Stato. 
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LIMITATION OF TIE POWERS OF THE INDIVIDLAL STATES. 


Src. 10. No State shall enter into any treaty, allianco or confederation ; grant letters of marque 
and reprisal; coin money; emit bills of credit: make anything hat gold and silver cvin a tender 
in payment of debts : pags any bill of attainder, or ex post fucto law, or law impairing the obliga- 
tion of contracts, or grant any tiile of nobility. 

No State shall, without the consent of the Congress, Iny any impusts or duties on imports or 
exports, except what may be absulutely necesrary for exccuting its inapection Jaws: and the net 
produce of all duties and imposta, lnid by any State on imports or exports, zhall be for the use of 
the treasury of the United States ; and all snch laws shall bo subject to the revision and control 
of the Cungress. 

No State shall, without the consent of Congress, lay any duty of tonnage, keep troops or ships 
of war in time of peace, enter into any agreement or compact with another Stato, or with a foreign 
power, or engage in war, unless actually invaded, or in such eminent danger as will nut admit of 
delay. 


ARTICLE I. 
EXKCUTIVE POWER. 


Section I. The Executive power shall ho vested in a President of the United States of Amer- 
ica. Ile shall hold his office during the term of four yenra, and, together with the Viee President, 
chosen for the same term, be elected as follows : 


MANNER OF ELECTING. 


Ench State shall appoint, in such manner as the Legislature thercof may dircct, a number of 
Electors equal to the whole uutuber of Senators and Representatives to which the State may be 
entitled in the Congress; but no Senator or Representative, or person holding un office of trust 
or profit under the United States ahall he appeinted an Elector, 

The Electors shall meet in their respective States, aud volo hy ballot for two pergons, of whom 
one at least shall not be an inhabitant of the sumo State with themselves. And they shall make a 
list of all the persons voted for. and of the number of votes for cach : which list they shall sign 
and certify, and transmit sealed to the scat of the Government of the United States, dirceted to 
the President of the Senate. The President of the Senate shall, in the presence of the Senate and 
House of Representatives, open all the certificates, and the votes shall then be counted. ‘Tho per- 
son having tho greatest number of’ votes shall be the President, if such number be a majority of 
the whole number of Electors appointed; and if there be more than one who have such mujority, 
and have an equal number of votes, then the House of Representatives shall immediately choose 
by ballot one of them for President; and if no person have a majority, then from the five highest 
on the list the said House shall. in like manner, choose the President. But, in choosing the Presi- 
dent, the votes ghall he taken by Rtates, the represontation from cnch State having one vote; w 
quorum for this purpose shall consist of a member or members from two-thirds of the States, and 
uw majority of all the States shall he necessary to a choice. In every case, after the chuice of tho 
President, the person having the greatest nuinber of votes of the Electors shall be the Vice Presi- 
dent, Butif there should remain two or more who have equal votes, tho Senate shall choose 
from them by ballot the Vice President. (1) 


TINE OF CIIOOSING ELECTORS. 


The Congress may determine the timo of choosing the Electors. and the day on which they 
shall give their votes; whieh day shall be the samu throughout the United States. 


WHO ELIGIBLE. 


No person except « natural horn citizen, or 2 citizen of tho United States at tho lime of tho 
adoption of this Constitution, shall he eligible tu the office of President; neither shall any person 
be eligible to that office who shall not have attaited the age of thirty-five years, and been fourteen 
yenra a resident within the United States, 


WHEN TOE PRESIDENT’S POWER DEVOLVES ON TIE VICE PRESIDENT. 


In cases of the removal of the President from office, or of his death, resignation, or inability to 
diseharge the powers and duties of the xaid office, the sume shall devolye on the Vive President, 
and the Congress may, by law, provide for the ease of removal, deuth, resignation. or inability, 
both of the President and Vice President, declaring what officer shall then act as President, and 
tuch officer shall act accordingly, until the disabilily be removed or a President eball be elected. 


(1) This cluuee has been superseded by the 12th amendment to the Cunastitutien, 
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PRESIDENTS COMPENSATION. 


The President shall, at stated times, receive for his serviecz a compensation, which shall neither 
be inerenged nor diminished during the period for which he ghall bave been clected, and he shall 
not receive within that perivd any otber emolument from the Cnited States, or any of them. 


OATH, 


Before he entere un the exceution of hiz office, he shall take the following oath or affirmation: 
*¢ F do solemnly =wear (or affirm) that L will fnithtully execute tho office uf President of the United 
States, and will, to the best of my ability. preserve, protect and detend the Constitution of the 
Tnited States.” 


POWERS AND DUTIES. 


Sree. 2. Lho President shall bo Commander-in-Chief of the army and navy of the Thited 
States, and ol the militia of the several States when called into the actnal service of the United 
States: he may require tho opinion, in writing. of the principal officer in each of the Exeentive 
Departments upon any subject relating to the duties of their respective oflives, und he shall have 
power to grant reprieves and pardons for offences against the United States, exeept in cases of 
impeachment. 

He shall have power, by and with the advice and consent of the Senate, to make treaties. 
provided two-thirds of the Seaaters pro<ent concur: and he shill nominate, and by and with the 
advies and consent of the Senate, shall appoint Ambassadors, other public Ministers and Consuls, 
Judges of the Supreme Court, aud all other vdicers of the United States whose appointments are 
not herein vthyrwize provided for, an-l whieh ehall be estublished by Jaw : but the Congress may 
by lnw vest the appointiuent of such inferior uficers az they think proper in the President alone. 
in the Courts of law, or in the heads of Departments. 

The President shall have power to Gl up all vacancies that may happen during the reeess of 
the Senate, by granting commissions, which shall expire at the end of their neat session. 

See. 3. Ilo shall, from time ty time. give te the Congress information of the gtate of tho 
Union, and recommend to thoir consideration such measures ag he shall judge necessary and 
expedient; he may, on extraordinary occasions, convene both houses, or cither of them, and in 
ease of disagreement between them with respect to the time of adjournment, le may adjourn them 
to such time us be shall think proper: he shall receive Ambasealors wud other public Ministers : 
he shall take eare that the laws be fnithfully executed, and ehall oommiezion all the offivers of the 
United States. 


OFFICERS REMOVED. 


Sree. 4. The President. Vice-President. and all civil officers of the United States, shall he 
removed from office, on impeachment for and eonvietion of treazun. bribery, or other high crimes 
and misdemenuors, 


ARTICLE III. 


OF THE JUDICIARY. 


Sxctron 1.0 The judicial power of the United States shall be vested in one Supreme Court, 
and in such inferior Coarte as the Congress may, from time to time, ordain and establish. The 
Judves, both of the Supreme and inferior Courts, shall hold their offievs during good hehavior, 
and shall, at stated times. receive for their gerviees a compensation, whieh shall not he diminished 
during their continuance in office. 

See, 2.) The judicial power shall extend to all ca-es, in law and equity, arising wider this Con- 
stitution, the laws of the United States, and treaties made, or whi h shall be made, under their 
authority: to all enses affeeting Ambassadors. other public Ministers and Consuls: to all cuses 
of adwiralty and maritime jurisdiction ; to vontroversies to which the United States shall he a 
parly : to controversies between two or more States : between a State and citizens of another 
State: between citizens of different States: between citizens of the same Smite claiming lands 
ander grants of different States; and between a State, or the citizens thereof. and foreign Btutes, 
citizens or subjects. 


JURISDICTION OF SUPREME COURT. 


In all casos affecting Ambassadors. other pablie Minister: and Consuls, and those in which s 
State shall be a party, (he Sapreme Court ehall five original jurisdiction. Tn all the other cases 
before mentioned the Supreme Court shall have appellate jurisdiction, both as to law and fut, 
with such exceptions and under such regulations as the Congress ball make. 
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UF TRIALS AND CRIMES. 


The trials of all crimes, except in caves of impenchment, shall he by jury ; and sneh trial shal] 
he held in the State where the said crimes shall have been committed ; but when nol committed 
within any State, the trial shall he at such place or places as the Congress may, by law, have 
directed. 


OF TREASON, 


Rec. 3. Treazon against the United States shall consiat only in levying war against them, or 
in adhering to their enemies, giving them aid and curmfort. 

No person shall be convieled of trenzon unless on the testimony of two witnesges to the same 
overt act, vr on confession in open Court. 

The Congress shall have power te declare the punishinent of treason, but no attainder of treason 
shall work corruption uf blvd, or forfeiture, except during the life of the person attainted, 


ARTICLE IV. 
STATE ACTS. 


ection J. Full faith and credil shall be given in cach State to the publie acts, records and 
judicial proceedings of every State. And the Congress may, by general laws, prescribo the wan- 
ner in which such acts. records and proceodinga shall be proved, and the effect thereof. 


PRIVILEGES OF CITIZENS, 


See. 2. The citizens of each State shall be cutitled to all privileges and immunities of citizens 
in the several States. 

A person charged in any State with treason, felony or other crime, who shall flee fram justice, 
and be found in another State, shall, on demand of the Executive authority of the State from 
which he fled, be delivered up, to be removed te the State having jurisdiction of the crime. 


RUNAWAYS TO BE DELIVERED VP, 


No person held to service or labor in one State, under the lawa thereof, escaping intu wnother, 
shall. in consequence of any law or regulation therein, be discharged from such service or Inbor, 
but shall be delivered up on claim of the party te whom such service or labor may be due. 


NEW ATATUES. 


Bro. 3. New States may be admitted by the Congress into this Union: but nu new State 
shall he formed ur erected within the jurisdietion of auy other State, nor any State be formed by 
the junction of two or more States. or parts of States, withoul the consent of the Legislatures of 
the States concerned, as well as of the Congress. 


TERRITORIAL AND OTHER PROPERTY, 


The Congress shall have power to dispose of aud make all needful rules and regulations rezpeet- 
ing the territory or other proporty belonging to the United States; and nothing in this Con- 
atitation shall be so construed aa to prejudice any claims of the United States, or of any particular 
Btate. 

Sno. 4. The United States shall guarantee tu every State in this Union a republican form of 
government, and shall protect cach of them against invasion: and, on application of the Legisla- 
ture, or of the executive. (when the Legislature cannot be convened). against domestic vivlence. 


ARTICLE V. 
AMENDMENTS. 


The Congrese, whenever two-thirds of both houses shall deen it neeessary, shall propose amend- 
imeuis ty this Constitution. or on the application of the Legislatures of two-thirds of the several 
States, shall call a Convention fur proposing amendments, which, in either case, shall be valid to 
all intents und purposes as part of this Constitution, when ratified by the Legislatures of three- 
fourths of the several States, or by Conventions in three-fourths thereof, as the one or the other 
inode of ratification may be proposed by the Congress; prorided, that no amendment which may 
be made prior to the year one thousand eight hundred and eight shall in any muanuer affect the 
first and fourth clauses in the ninth eeetion of the first article; d that no State, without its con- 
sent, shall be deprived of its equat eullrage in the Senate. 
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ARTICLE VI. 
PRBTS. 


All debts contracted and engagements entered into, before the adoption of this Constitution, 
shall be as yalid against the United States, under this Constitution, as under the Cunfederation. 


STPREWE LAW GF THE LAND. 


Thig Constitution, and the laws of the United States which shall be made in pursuance thereof, 
and all (treaties mace or which shall he made under the authority of the United States, shall be 
the supreme lew of the land: and the Jiidlges in every State shall be bound thereby, anything in 
the Constitution ur laws of any State to the contrary notwithstanding. 


OATI—NO RELIGIOUS TEST. 


The Senalurs and Representatives befure mentioned, and the members of the several State 
Lagislatures, and all exceutive and judicial offivers. hoth of the United Statea and of the several 
States, shall be hound, by oath or affirmation, to support this Constitution ; but no religious test 
shall ever be required as a qualification tu any uilice or public trust under the Tnited Rtates, 


ARTICLE VII. 


The ratification of the Conventions of nine States shall be suficient fur the estnblishmenut of 
this Constitution between the States zy ratifying the same. 


Dune in Convention by the unanimons eunzent of the Stales present, the seventeenth day of Sep- 
tember, in the year of our Lord one thousand seven hundred and eighty-geven, and of the 
Independence of the Uniled States of America ibe twelfth. Tn witness whereof, we have

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AMENDMENTS 


TO THE 


CONSTITUTION OF THE UNITED STATES,

Tn all criminal proseentions the accused shall enjoy tho right toa speedy and public trial by an 
impartial jury of the State and district wherein the crime shall have been committed, which «lia- 
trict shall have been previously ascertained by law, and to be informed of the nature and cause of 
the avcusation : to be confronted wilh the witnesses aguinst him; to hnve compulsory process for 
obtaining witnoxses in his fuvor, and to have the assistance of counsel for bis defence.—[ld.

In suits at common law, where tho value in controversy ghall exeeed twenly dollars, the right 
of trial by jary shall be preserved : and no fact, tried by a jury, shall be cthorwixe re-examined 
in any Cuart of the United States than according to tho rules of common law.—[/d.

ARTICLE XIT. 
ELECTION OF PRESIDENT. 


The Electors shal! mect in their regpoctive States, and vote by ballot for President and Vice 
President, one of whom, at least, shall not be an inhabitant of the same State with themselves: 
they ghall aame in their ballots the person voted for us President, and in distinct ballots the person 
voted fur ag Viee President: and they shall make distinct liats of ull persons voted for as Presi- 
dent, and of all persons voted for us Vice President, and of the number of votea for each, which 
lists they shall sign and certify, and transmit, sealed, to the seat of tha Government of the Cnited 
States, directed te the President of the Sennte. The President uf the Senate shall, in the presence 
of the Senate and Honse of Representatives, open all the certificates, and thu vutes shall then be 
counted. The person having the greatest number of votes for President shall be the President. if 
such a number be 2 majority of the whole number of Electors appvinted ; and if no person have 
such a majority, then from the persons having the highest numbers, not exceeding three, on the 
list of those vuted fur as President, the House of Representatives shul]l choose immediately, vy bal- 
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tut. the President. But in choosing the President, the votes shall be taken by States, the represen- 
tation from exch Stato having one vote: a quorum for this purpose shall eongiet of n member or 
members from two-thirds of the States, and « majority of all the States shall be necessary to a 
choive. And if the Touse of Representatives shall not choose a President, whenever the right of 
ehoice shall devolve upon them, hefore the fourth day of March next following, then the Vive 
President ghall act as Prexident, as in the case of the death or ofher constitutional disability of 
the President. The person haying the greatest number of votes us Vice President shall he the 
Vice President, if such number he a majority of the whole number of Electors appointed ; and if 
no person have a majority, then from the two highest numbers on the list the Senate shall choose 
the Vive President ; a quorum for the purpege shall consist of two-thirds of the whole number of 
Senaturs, and a majority of the whole number shall be necessary tv a choice. But no person con- 
atitutionally incligible to the office of President shall be cligible to that of Vice President of the 
United States. —[Propored Dea. 12th, 1803 ; ratified Nept. 25th, 1804.

ARTICLE XIV. 


Section 1. All persons horn or naturalized in the United States and subject to the jurisdie- 
tion theroof are citizens of the United Stales and of the State wherein they reside, No State shall 
make or enforce any law whieh shall abridge the privileges or immunities of citizens of the 
United States; nor shall any State deprive any person of life, Hberty or property without due 
process uf law, ner deny to any person within its jurisdiction the equal protection of the laws. 

Sree. 2. Representatives ahall be upportioned among the several Statee according to their 
respective numbers. counling the whole number of perzons in cach State, excluding Indinns uot 
taxed. But when the rjght to vote at any election for the choice of Electors for President and 
Viee President of the United States. Representatives in Congresz, the executive and judicial 
offivers of a State or the members of the Legislature thereof, is denied tu any of the male inhab- 
itants of such State, being twenty-one years of age and citizens of the United States, or in any 
way abridged, except for partivipation in rebellion or other crime, the basis of representation 
therein hall be reduced in the proportion which the wimber of such inate citizone shall bear to 
the whele number of male citizens twenty-oue years of age in such State. 

Sec. 3. No person shall be a Senator or Representative in Congress, or Elector of President 
and Vice President, or hold any office, civil ur military, under tho United States or under ony 
State, who, having previourly taken an onth ar a member of Congress, or ae an officor of the 
United States, or a> a member of any State Legislature, or as an executive or judicial officer of any 
State, to support the Constitution of the United States, shall have engaged in insurrection or 
rebellion against the same, or given aid or comfort to the encmies thereof. But Congress may, 
hy a vote of two-thirds of ench House, remove such disability. 

xo. 4. Tho validity of the public debt of the United Statea, authorized by law, ineluding 
debts incurred for payment of pensions and bounties for services in suppressing insurrection or 
rebellion, shall not be questioned. But ueither the United States nor any State shall assume or 
pay any debt or obligation incurred in nid of ivsurrection or rebellion against the United States, 
or any claim fur the logs or emancipation of any slave: but all such debts. obligations and claims 
shall be held egal and void, 

Sree. 5. The Congrese shell have power to untoree, by appropriate legialation, the provisions 
of this article. [Declared ratified July 23th, 1868. LS. Statutes ut Large, Vol, 15, pp. T09--11. 


ARTICLE XV. 


Seerion 1. The right of citizens of the United States to vute shall not be denied or abridged 
by the United States or by any State, on account of race, color or previous condition of servitude.

CONSTITUTION OF THE STATE OF CALIFORNIA. 


ADOPTED BY THE CONVENTION, OCTOBER TENTH. EIGMTEEN HUNDRED AND 
FORTY-NINE, RATIFIED BY THE PLOPLE, NOVEMBER THIRTEENTH, KIGH- 
TEEN MONDRED AND FORTY-NINE: PROCLAIMED DECEMBER TWENTIETH, 
EWiHTEEN UUNDRED AND FORTY-NINE: AND AMENDED EIGHTEEN WUN- 
DRED AND RIXTY-TWO. 


We, Tho Peuple of California, gratefal te Alunighty God for our freedom. in order to secure its 
blossinga, do establish this Constitution. 


ARTICLE 1. 
DECLARATION OF RIGUTS. 


Sxction Ll. All men are by nature free and independent, and have certain inalicnable rights, 
amoug which are those of enjoying and defondiuy life and liberty: acquiring. possessing and 
proteeting property : and pursuing and obtaining safety and happiness, 

Seu. 2, All political power ia inherent in the people, Government is instituted fur the pro- 
tection, seenrity and benetit of the peaple; aud they have the right to alter or refurm the same. 
whenever the public good may require it, : 

Sec. 8. The right of trial by jury shall he secured to wll, and remain inviolate forever; but o 
jury trial nay be waived by the parties, in all civil cuses. in the manuer to be preseribed by law. 
Sne. +. The free exercise und enjoyment of religions profescion and warship. without dis- 
crimination or preference, ahall forever be allowed in this State; and ne person shall be rendered 
incompetent ¢o be a witesa on account of his opinions on matters of religious belief: but the 
liberty of conscience hereby secured shall not he so construed ns to excuse acts of lieention:ness, 
or justify practices incunsistent with the peace or safety of this State. 

Sec. 5. The privilege of the writ of habeas corpus shall not be suspended, unless when, in 
cages of rebellion or invasion, the public gufety may require its suapengion. 

Sec. 6. Hxeessive bail shall not be reynired. nor exeessive fines imposed, nor shall crucl or 
unuaual punishments be inflicted. nor shall witnesses be unrcazenably detained, 

See. 7. All persons shall he hailable by sufficient sureties, unless for capital offenees when the 
proof is evident. or the preauraption yreat. 

Sec. 8 No person shall be held to anewer for a capital or otherwise infamous crime (except 
in cases of impearhmeut, and in enses of militia when in actual service, and the land and nayal 
ferees in titae of war, or which this State may keep with the consent of Congress in time af peace, 
and in cases of petit lareeny, under the regniation of the Legislature) uuless on presentment or 
indictment of a yrand jury: and in any trial in any Court whatever, the party accused shall be 
alowed to appear and defend in person and with counsel. ax in civil actions. No perguon shall 
be subject to be twice put in jeopardy for the same offence; nor shall he be compelled, in any 
eriminal eaxe, tu bo wv witness against himyelf, nor be deprived of life, liberty or property. without 
due process of law; nor shall private property bo taken fur publie uso without just compongation. 
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Sec. 9. Every citizen may freely speak, write und publish bis senliments on all subjects, 
being responsible for the abuse of that right; and no law shall be passed to restrain or abridge 
the liberty of speech or of the press. In all criminal prosecutions on indictments for lihels. the 
truth may be given in evidence to the jury; and if it shall appear to the jury that the matter 
eharged az libelous is trac, and was published with good motives and for justiliable ends, the 
party shall be acquitted: and the jury shall have the right to determine the law and the fact. 

See. 10. The people shall have the right freely to assemble together tu consult for the com- 
mon good, to instruet their representatives. and to petition the Legislature fur redress of grievances. 

Sec. 11. All laws of a general nature shall have a uniform operation. 

Sec. 12. Tho military shall be subordinate to the eivil power. No standing army shall be 
kept up by this Shute in time of peace ; and in time of war no appropriation for a standing army 
shall be for a longer time than two yenrs. 

See, 13. Ne soldier shall, in time of peace. be quartere’l in any house without the consent of 
the owner; nor iu time of war, except in the manner to be preseribed by law. 

Sec, 14. Representation shall be apportioned according to population, 

See. 15. No person shall be imprisoned for debt in any civil action, on mesne or final process, 
unless in cases of fraud; and no person shall be imprisoned for a militia fine in time of peace. 

See. 16. No bill of attainder, ex post fucto law, or law impniring the vbligation of contracts, 
shall ever be pagsed. 

Ske. 17. Foreigners who aro or who rany hereafter heeome huna fide rosidents of this State 
shall enjoy the same rights in respect to the possession, enjoyment and inheritance of property 
a3 native born citizens. 

Se. 18. Neither slavery nor involuntary servitude, unless for the punishment of crime, shall 
ever he tolorated in this State. 

Sec. 19. Tho right of the people to he seeure in their persons, houses, papers and effects, 
against unreasonable scizurcs and searches, shall not be vivlated: and no warrant shall issue. but 
on probable cause, supported by onth or affirmation, particularly describing the place to be 
searched and the persone and things to he seized. 

See, 20. Treason against the Stato shall conaiat only in levying war against it. adbering to 
its enomics, or giving them aid and comforl. Na person shall be convicted af treason, unless on 
the evidence of two witnesses to the same overt act, or confession in open Court. 

See, 21. This enumeration of rights shall not be construed tu impuir or deny others retained 
by the people. 


ARTICLE IT. 


RIGHT OF SUFFRAGE. 


Seeriov 1. Every white male citizen of tho United States, and every white male citizen of 
Mexicv who shall have elected to hecome a eitizen of the United States, under the treaty of peace 
exchanged. and rutified at Queretaro. on the thirteenth day of May, eighteen hundred and forty- 
eight, of the age of twenty-one years, who shall have been a resident of the State six months 
next preceding the election, and the county or districl in which he claims his vote thirty days, 
shall be entitled to vote at all elections which are now or hereafter may be authorized by law; 
provided, that nothing herein contained shall be construed tu prevent the Lezislacure, by a twe- 
thirds convurrent vote, from admitting to the right of suffrage. Indians. or the desveniants of 
Jndiang, in euch epecial cases a3 euch a proportion of the legislative body may deem juet and 
woper, 

: Seo. 2. Electors shall, in all eases except treason, felany, or breach of the peace, be privileged 
from arrest on the days of clection during their attendance at such election, going to and returning 
therefrom. 

See. 3. No elector shall be obliged to perform militia duty on the day of election, except in 
time of war or pablie danger. 

Sec. 4. For the purpose of voting. no person shall be deemed to haye gained or lost a resi- 
donee by reason of his presenge or absonve while employed in the service uf the United States, nor 
while engaged in the navigation of the waters of this Stute or of the United States, or of the high 
seas: nor while a student at any sominary of learning; nor while kept at any almshouge or uther 
neylum at publie expense ; nor while confined in any public prison. 

Ske. 5. No idiot or insane person, or persun convicted of any infamous crime, shall be entitled 
to the privileges of an cleetor. 

Sec. 6. All elections by the people shall be by ballot. 


ARTICLE IIL 
DIRTRIBUTION OF POWERS. 


Sectiox 1. The powers of the Government of the State of California shall he divided into 
threo separate departments ; the Legislative, the Executive, and Judicial: and ne person charged 
with the exercise of powers properly belonging to one of these departments shall cxercive any 
functions appertaining to cithor of the others, exeept in the enses hereinafter exproesly directed 
or permitted, 
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AITLOLE IV. 
LEGISLATIVE DEPARTMENT. 


Seetiox 1. The Legislative power of this State shall be vested in a Senate and Assembly, 
which shall be designated the Legislature of the State of California, and the enacting clause of 
every law vhall be us follows : © The People of the State of Californin, represented in Senate and 
Azsembly, do chart ax follows.” 

Sue. 2.) The sessions of tho Legislature shall be biennial, and shall eommence on the firet Mon- 
day of December next ensuing the election of ita members, unleas the Governor of the State shall, 
in the interim, convene the Legislature hy proclamation. No seseion shall continue longer than 
one hundred au | twenty days.—[Ameraded, 1862.) 

Ske. 3. The members of tho Assembly shall bo chosen biennially. by the qualified electors of 
their respective districts. on the firat Wednesday in September, unless otherwise ordered by the 
Legislature. and their term of office shall he two years.—[Amended, 1862. ] 

Sec, 4. Senators and members of Assembly shall be duly qualified eleotors in the respective 
counties and districts which they represent, 

Src. 5. Seuators ahall be chosen tor the term of four years, at tho sume time and places aa 
members of the Assembly: and no person shall be a member of the Senate or Assembly who has 
not been a citizen and inhabitant of the State and of the county or disirict fur which he shall be 
chosen one year next before hia elvetion.—[A mended, 1862.) 

Sec. 6 The nuinber of Senators shall not be less than one-third, nor more than one-half, of 
that of the members of the Assombly; and al the first session of the Legialature after this section 
tnkes effect (he Senntors shall he divided by lot, as equally as nay be, into two clatses. The gents 
of the Senators of the tirst class shall be vacated at the expiration uf the xecoud year, so that one- 
half shall be chosen biennially.—[-Al mended, 1862,] 

Ske. 7. When the number of nenators ia increased, they shall he apportioned by lot, so as to 
keep the two classes ag nearly equal in number as poasihle. 

Sec. 8. Euch house ahall chooso its own officers, and judge of the qualifications. elections and 
returns of ita own members. 

Sec. 0. A majority af exch house shall constitule a quorum to do business; but a smaller 
number may aljoumn trom day to day, and may compel the attendances of absent members, in such 
mumnuer and under such penalties ag ench house may provirle. 

See. 10. Each house shall determine the rule of its own proceudings, and imay, with the von- 
currence of two-thirds of all the members elected, expel a membor. 

Ske. U1. Eavh house shall keep a journal of ita own proccodings, and publish the same : and 
the yous and nays of the members of eithor house on any question shall, at tho degire of any 
threo members prevout, he entered on the journal. 

Se. 12. Mombers of the Legislature shall, in all cases except treason, felony and breach of 
the peace, ho privilogel from arrest, and shall not be subject to any civil process during the session 
of the Legislature, nor for fifteen days next before the eommoneement and after the termination of 
oach sessiun. 

Sec, 13. When vacaneiecy oceur in either house, the Governor, or the person exercising tho 
functions of the Governor, shall issue writs of clection to fill such vaenneios, 

Se. lt Tho dvord ut cach house shall he open, except an such ogcasions as, in the opinion of 
tho house, my require soereey. 

Sev. 15. Neithor house shall, without the consent of the other, adjourn fur more than three 
ys, hor to avy other place than that in which they may be sitting. 

Sec. 16. Any bill may originate in either house of the Legislature, and all Dilla passed hy ono 
house may be amended in the other. 

Sec. 17. Every bill whieh may have passed the Legislature shall, before it becomes a law, be 
prevented to the Governor, Tf he approve it he shall sign il, hut if not he shall return it, with his 
objections, to the house in which it originated, which shall enter the eame upun the journal, and 
sprocecd ty reconsider it. If, after such reconsideration, it again pass both houses, hy yeas and 
nays. by a majority of Uwo-thirds of the members of each house present, it shall hecame a how, 
notwithstanding the Governor's objections. If any bill shall nol be returned within ten days 
after it shall have been presente to him (Sundays exeepted), the sume shall become a law, in like 
manner as if he hat signed it. wnless tho Legislaturo, by adjournment. prevent auch return, 

See. 18. The Assembly shall have the sole power of impenchinent, and all impeachments 
shall be tried by the Senate. When sitting for that purpose, the Senntors shall be upon oath or 
affirmation : and no person shall be convicted without the coneurrence of two-thirds of the mem- 
herr preeent, 

See. 19. The Governor, Lieutenant-Coyernor, Sveretary of State, Controller, Treasurer, 
Attorney-General, Surveyor-General. Justiees of the Supreme Court; and Judges of the District 
Court, shall he liable to impeashment for any misdemeanor in office : but judgment in such eases 
shall extond only to removal from office aud disqualification to hold any office of honor, (rut or 
profit under tho State; but the party convicted or acquitted shall, nevertheless, be liable to indiet- 
inent, trina) and punishment according to law. All uther civil ufficers shnll bo tried for miade- 
meanor in offico in sach a manner as the Logislaturo may provide. 

Sec. 20. No Sonater or member of Assembly shall, during the term for which he shall have 
heen elected, he appeinted to any civil office of profit under this State, which shall have been 
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created or the emotuments uf which shall have been inereaged, during such term, except such 
offices as may bu filled by election hy the people. 

Sec. 21. No person holding any Incrative office under the United States, or any other puwer, 
shall he cligihle to any civil office of profit under this State ; prorided, that offivera in the militia 
to whieh there is altached no annual salary, or local officers, and Postmasters. whoge compensation 
docs not exceed five hundred dollars per annum, shall not be decmed lucrative. 

Ste. 22. No person whe shall he convicted of the embezzlement or defaleation of the public 
funds of this State shall evor be cligible to any office of honor, trust or profit, under this State: 
and the Legislature shall, ag sun as practicable, pass a law providing for the punishment of such 
embezzlement or defaleation as a felony. 

Sec. 23. No money shall be drawn from the treasury but in cousequence of appropriations 
made by law. An accurate statement of the receipts and expenditures of the public moneys zhall 
be attached to and published with tho laws at every regular session of the Legislitare. 

See, 24. The members of the Legislature shall receive fur their services a compensation tu be 
fixed by law. and paid out of the public treasury: but no increase of the compensation shall take 
effect during the term for which the members of either house shall baye been vlecten, 

See. 25, Every law enacted by tho Legislature ball emlrace but one object, and that shall be 
expressed in the title: and no law ehall be revised or amended by reference tu ita title; batin such 
ease the Act revised or section amended shall be re-enacted and publizhed at length. 

See. 26, No diverce shall he granted by the Lezislature. 

See. 27, No lottery shall be allowed by thie State, nor zhall the sule of lottery tickets be 
allowed. 

Ske. 28. The enuneration of the inhabitants of this State shall be taken, under the direction 
of the Legislature, in tha year oae thousand eight handred and fifty-two, and one thouxand eight 
hundred and fifty-five, and at the end of every ten years thereafter: and these enumerutions, 
together with the sensus that may be tuken under the direction of the Congress of the United 
Btutes, in the years one dhousanl eight hundred and fifty, and every subsequent ten yeurs, shall 
serve as the basis of representation iu both honses of the Legisluture. 

See. 29, The nunber of Senutors and members of Assembly shall, at. the first session of the 
Legisletare holden after the coumcrations horein provided for are made, te fixed by the Logisia- 
ture, and apportioned among the several counties aud districts lo he established by Jaw, according 
to tho namber of white inhubitants, The number of members of Assembly shill not be Jess than 
twenty-four, nor more than thirty-six, until the number of inhabitants within this State shall 
amount to one hundred thousand ; and, aftor that period, in such ratio that the whole number of 
members of Assembly shall never be legs than thirty, nor more than eighty. 

Suc. 30.) When a Congressional, Senaturial or Assembly District shull he composed of two or 
more cunntics, it shall vot be separated by any county belonging to nnother district. No county 
shall be divided in forming a Congressional, Senatorial or Assembly District, 20 a3 to uttach one 
portion of a county to another county ; but the Legislature may divide cach eyunty into as many 
Congressional, Sonaturial or Assembly Districts 3 such cuunty may by apportionment be entitled 
to.—[lmenderd, 1862.] 

Sxc. $1. Corporations may be formed under general laws. but shall not be created by special 
Act, except for municipal purposes. All general Jaws and apecial Acts passed pursuant to this 
scetion may be altered from timo to time, or repealed. 

Sec. 32, Dues from corporations shall be secured hy auch individual liwbility of the corpors- 
tors and other means as may be prescribed by law. 

Sec. 33. The term corporations, a8 uged in this article, shall be construed to include all asso- 
ciations and joint stock companies having any of the powers or privileges of corperations not 
possessed hy individuals or partnerships. And all corporations shall have the right to sue, and 
shall be subjevt to be sued, in all Courts, in like cases ag nataral persons. 

See. 31. The Legislature shall have no power te pass any Act granting any charter for banking 
purposes ; but avsociations may be formed, ander general laws, for the deposit of gold and silver: 
but no sueh associations shall make, issue, or pit iu circulation, any bill, cheek, licket, certificate, 
promissory note, or other paper, or the paper of any bank, to cirentate a3 moncy.

In order that no inconvenience may result to the public service from the taking effect 
of the amendments proposed to article fuar by the Logislature of eighteen hundred and sixty- 
one, no officer shall he suspended or superseded thereby, until the election and qualification uf the

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ARTICLE V. 
EXECUTIVE DEPARTMENT. 


Srctiox tl. The supreme oxecutive power of this State shall bo vested in a Chief Magistrate. 
who ehall be styled the Governor of the State of California. 

See. 2.) The Gavernor shall be be elected by the qualified electors, at the time and places of 
voting for members of the Assembly, and shall hold his ofliee four years from and after the first 
Monday in December subsequent to hia election, and until hie sucecazur is clected and qualified.—

Sec. 3. No poergon shall be cligible to the office of Governor (exccpét at the first election) who 
has not been a citizen of the United States and a resident of this State two years next preceeding 
the election, and attained the age of twenty-five years at the time of said election, 

Sec. 4. The returns of every election tor Governor shall be sealed up and transmitted to the 
seat. of government, directed to the Speaker of the Assembly, who shall, during tho first week of 
the go-sion, open and peblish them in presence of both houses of the Legislature. The person 
having the highest number of votes shall be Governor: but, in case any fwo or more have an 
equal and the bighest number of votes, the Legislature shall, by joint vote of both houger, choose 
one of gaid persung oo having an equal and the highest number of votes, for Governer. 

Sec. 5.0 The Governor shall be Cummander-in-Chief of tho militia, the army and navy of this 
State. 

Sec. 6. Je shall trananct all cxeeutive businces with the officors of government, civil and 
military, and may require information in writing from the officers of the Ixceutive Department 

upon any subject relating te the duties of their respeetive offices. 

Bec. 7. Ile shail see that the laws are faithfully executed, 

See. & When any office -hall, from any cause, become vacant, and no mode is provided by the 
Constitution and Taw for filling such vacancy, (he Governor shall have power to fill auch vacancy 
hy granting a commission, which shall expire at the end of tho next session of the Lugislature, or 
at the next election hy the people, 

Seu. lie may, on extraordinary occasions, eunvene thy Legislature by proclamation, and 
shall state tu both houses, when ussembled, the purpose for which they shull have beou convened. 

See. 10. Le shall communicate hy message to the Legislature, at every session, the condition 
of the State, and reeommend such matters aa ho shall doom expedient. 

Sree ti. In case of uv disagreement between the two houses with respect to the time of adjoum- 
ment, the Governor shall have power to adjourn the Legislature to such time as he may think 
proper: provided, it be nut beyond the lime fixed for the meeting of the next Legislature. 

Sec. 12. No person shall, while holding any offiee under the United States or this State, 
exercise the office of Governor, execpt aa hereinaltor expreasly provided. 

Sec. 14. Tho Governor shall have tho powor to grant repricves and pardons after conviction, 
for all olfences except treazon and cases of impeachment, upon such cendilions and with such 
restrivtions and limitations as he may think proper, subject to auch regulations aa may be provided 
hy law rolative to the manner of applying for pardons, Upou cunvietion for treasun, he shall 
haye the powor to sugpend the execution of the sentence antil the case shall he roportel to the 
Loyislature at ilg next mecting, when the Legisinture shall either pardon, direct the execution of 
the sentence or grant o further reprieve, Ho shall communicate to the Legislalure, at the begin- 
ning of every susgion, every ease of reprieve or pardon granted, stating the nan of the convict, 
the crime of which he was convieted, the sentence and its date, and the dato of the pardon or 
reprieve. 

Sec. 14. There shall be a seal of this State, which shall be kept by the Governor, and used by 
him officially, and shall be galled “The Great Seal of the State of California.” 

Sree. 15. All grants and commissions shall be in the mone und by the wuthourity of The People 
of the State of California. avaled with the Great Seal of the Siute, signed by the Guvernor, and 
countersigned by the Seeretary of Srate. 

Sec, 16. A Licutenant-Governor shall he elected af the same time and places. and in the same 
manner, ag the Governor: and his term of office, und his quulitientions of eligibility, shall alya he 
the same. He shall be President of the Senate, but. shall only have a casting vete therein. If, 
daring a vacaney of the oflice of Guvernor, the Lieutenant-Governor shall be impeached, displaced, 
resign, dic, or become incapable of performing the duties of his office, or be absent from the State, 
tho President of the Senate shall act as Governor until the vaenucy be filled or the disability 
aa ecuse. 

17. Tn ense of tho impeachment of the Governor, or his removal from office, death, 

inahiliey to discharge the powers and duties of the said office, resignation or absence from the 
State, the powers and duties of the office shall develye upon the Licutenant-Governor for the 
residue of the term, or until the disability shall cease. But wheu the Governor shall, with the 
eonsent of the Teislature, bo out of the Slate in time of war, at the head of any military furee 
thereof, he shall eontinue Commander-in-Chief of all the military foree of the S‘ate. 
A Seeretary of State. a Controller, a Treasurer, an Attorney-General and a Surveyor- 
Geueral shall he elected at the same time and plaers, and in the came manner, as the Governor 
and Licutenant-Governor, aud whose term of office shall be the same as the Governor.—

Sro. 19. The Secretary of Stute shall keep a fair reoord of the official acts of tho Legislative 
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and Executive Departments of the Government, and shall, when required, lay the same, and all 
mnatters relative thereto, before cither branch of the Legislature, and shall perform such other 
duties as may be assigned him by law: and in order that ne inconvenience may result to the public 
serviee frum the taking eflect of the umendiments proposed to said article five by the Legislature 
of eighteen hundred and sixty-one, no officer shall be superseded or suspended thereby, wntil the 
election and qualification of the several offivere provided for in said amendinents,—{A mended, 
L862. 

Sel 20. The Controller, Trensurer, Attorney-General and Surveyor-Gonern] shall be chosen 
by joint vote of the two houses of the Legislature, at their first session under (his Constitution, 
and thereafter shall be elected at the xame time and places, and in the same manner, as the Goy- 
eraor and Licutenaut-Qovernur. 

See. 2). The Governor, Licutenant-Governor, Secerctary of State, Controller, Treasurer. 
Attorney-Gencral and Surveyer-General shall each, at etated times during their continuance in 
office, receive for their services a compensation, which shall not be increased or diminished during 
the term for which they shall have been elected; but neither of these officers shall receive for his 
own use ony fess for the perfurmance of bis official duties. 


ARTICLE VY.

Section I. Tho judicial power of this State shall he verted in a Supreme Court, in District 
Courts, in County Courts, in Probate Courts and in Justices of the Pence, and in such Recorders’ 
and other inferior Courls as the Legislature may establish in any ineorporated city or town.—

Src. 2.) Tho Supreme Court shall consist of » Chief Justice and four Arsociate Justices. The 
presence of three Justices xhall be neeessury for the transaction of business, excepting such busi- 
ness as may be done at chambers, and the cuncurrenee of threo Jnstives shall be necessary to 
propounee a judyment.—LAmeaded, 1862.) 

See, 3. The Justives of the Supreme Court shall be elected hy the qualified clectors of the 
State at special cluctions to be provided hy Jaw, at which elections no officer other than judicial 
shall be elected. except au Superintendent of Public Instruction. The first cleetion for Justices of 
the Supreme Court sball bo held in the year eighteen hundred and sixty-three. The Justices shall 
huld their offices for the (erm of ten yenrs from the first day of January next after their election, 
exeept those elected at the first cloction, who, at their first inveting, shall so classify themselves by 
lot that one Justice shall go out of office every two years, The Justice having the shortest term 
tu serve shall be the Chief Justice —[ Amended, 1862.]

jurisdiction. Each of the Justices shall have power lo issue writt of habens corpus to any patt of 
the State, upon petition on behalf of any person held in actual custody, and may make such 
writs returnable before himedlt, or the Supreme Court, or before any District Court, or any Coututy 
Court, in tho State, or hefure any Judge of said Courta.—[A mended, 1862.)

‘The County Judges shall hold their offices for the term of four 
yours from the firet day of January next after their electiun. Said Courts shall aleu have power 
te issue naturalization papers. In the City and County of Sun Francisco, the Legislature may 
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xeparate the office of Probate Judge from that af County Judge, and may provide for the election 
of a Probate Judge, who shall hold his office fur the term of four years.—|A mended, 1862.) 

Seu. 8 ‘The County Courts ghall have original jurisdiction of actiony of forvihlo entry and 
detaincr, of provcedings in insolyency, of actions to prevent or abate n nuisance, and of all such 
special eases and proceedings a3 are not otherwise previded for; and also such criminal jnrisdic- 
tion as tho Legivlatura may prescrihe: they sball algo have appellate jurisdiction in all cases 
arising in Courts held hy Juztiees of the Pease and Recorders, aud in puch inferior Courts as may 
be established in pursuance of section one of this article, in their respective counties.

ARTICLE VIL 
MILITIA. 


Seccron 1. The legislature shall provide by law for organizing and disciplining the militia, 
in such manner ag they shall deem expedient, not incompatible with the Conatitution and laws of 
the United States, 

Sec. 2. Officers of the militia shall be elected or appoinied, in saeh manner as the Legi-lature 
shall trom time to time direct, and shall ho commissioned hy the U 

Sec. 3. Tho Governor shall have power to call forth the militin to exceute the laws of the 
State, tv suppress insurrections and repel invarions. 


ARTICLE VIAII, 
STATE DEBTS. 


Sectiox 1. The Legislature shall not in any manner ereato any debt or debts, liability or 
Jiabilitics, which shall singly ur in the aggregate, with any previous debts or liabilities, exceed 
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the sum of throo hundred thousand dollars, except in ease of war, to repel invasion or suppress 
insurrection, unless the samo shall be authorized by somo Jaw for some single vbject or work, to 
ho distinctly <pecified therein, whieh law shull provide waya and menng, exclusive vf loans, for the 
payment of the interest of such debt or liability as it falls due, and alvy to pay and dischargo the 
principal of such debt or liability within twenty years from the time of the contracting thereof, 
and shail be irrepealable until the principal and interogt thereon ghall be paid and discharged ; but 
no auch law ehall tuke effeat until, at a general eloction, it shall have been eubmitted lo the peoplo 
aod have reecived a majorily of all the votes cast for and agninst it at such election: and all 
moncy raised by authority of such law shall he applied only to the spevifie ohject therein stated, 
or ty the pnyment of the debt therchy created: and such law shall be published in at least one 
newspaper in cach Judicial District, if one be published therein, throughout the Stale, fur three 
months next proceding the election at which it is submitted tu the people. 


ARTICLE IX. 


EDUCATION. 


Rection 1. A Superintendent of Public Instruction shall, at the special election for jadicial 
officers, to be held in the year eighteen hundred and sixty-three, and every four years thereafter, 
at such special elvetions, he eleeted by the qualified volers of the State, and shall enter upon the 
duties of Kis office un the first day of December next after his eluction.—[Ldlaended, 1862.) 

Sre. 2. ‘The Legislature shall encourage, by all suitable meana, the prometion of intellectual, 


scientific, moral and agricultural improvement. The proceeds of all lands that may be granted by 
the United States to this State for the support of sehvols, which may be sold or disposed of, and 
the five hundred thoasand acres of land granted to the new States, under an Act of Congress 
distributing the procecdg of the public lands among the several States of the Union. approved 
A.D. one thousnnd eight hundred and forty-one, and all estates of deceased persons who may 
have died without Jeaving a will or heir, and also such per cent. as may he granted by Congress 
on the sale of lands in this State, shall be and remain w perpetual fund, the interest of which, 
together with all the rents of the angohl lunds, and such other moans as the Legiclature may 
provide, shall be invielably appropriated to the support of common schools throughout the State. 

fre. 3. Tho Legislature shall provide for a system of common schools, by which a school 
shall be kept up and supported in cach district at least three months in every year: and any 
school district neglecting to keop up and gupport sueh a school may bo deprived of’ ity prupertion 
of the intereat of the public final during such noglect. 

Ser. ft. The Legislature shall take measures for the protection, improvement or other disposi- 
tion of such lands ag have heen or way hereafter be reserved or granted by the United States, or 
way peron or persuns, to this Scute for che use of & University ; and the funds accruing from the 
renta or sale of such lands, or from any other source, for the purpose aforesaid, shall be and remain 
@ permanent fund, the interest of which shall be applied tu the support of said University, with 
such branches as the public convenience may demand, for the promotion of literature, the arts and 
sticnecs, ag may be authorized by the terms of such grant. And it shall bo the duty of the Legis- 
lature, as s00n as may be, ty provide effectual menne for the improvement and permanent gecurity 
of the funds of snid University. 


ARTICLE X. 
MODE UF AMENDING AND REVISINU THE CONSTITLTION. 


RSeetion 1. Any amendment. or amendmenta to this Constitution muy bo proposed in the Senate 
or Aggembly ; and if the same shill be agreed to hy a majority of the members clected to each of 
the ove houses, such propesed amendment er amendments shall be entered on their journals, with 
the yeas and nays taken thoreon, and referred! to the Legislature then next to he chosen, and shall 
be published for three mouths next preceding the time of making such choice, And if in the Leg- 
iglature nex chogeu ag aforesaid, such proposed amendment or amendments shall be agreed to by 
a majority of all the members eleeted to cach house, then it shall be the dnty of the Legislature 
ty submit such propused amendment or amendments te the people, in such mnanner and at snch 
time as the Legislature shall preseribe: and if the people shall approve and ratify sueh amendment 
or amendments, by a inajority of the electors qualified to vote for members of the Legislature 
voting thereon, sach amendment or awendinents shall become part of the Consti{ution. 

Src. 2.0 Aud if, at any time. two-thirds of the Senate and Assembly sball think il necessary to 
revise and change this entire Constitution, they shall recommend to the electors at tho nest clection 
for members of the Legislature to vote for or against a Convention: and if ut shall appear that a 
majority of the electors vuling at such eleetion have voted in favor of calling a Convention, the 
Legisinturo shall, at its next session, provide by Jaw for ealing a Convention, to be holden 
within six months after the passage of such Jaw; and anch Cenyention shal) vonsist of a pumber 
of members not less than that of both branches of the Legislature. The Constitution thal may 
have been agreed upon and adopted by such Convention shall be submitted te the people, ata 
special election, to be provided fur by law, for their ratitivation or rejection; each voter shall 
express his opinion by depositing in the ballet box a tieket, whereon shall be written or printed 
the words '* For the New Constitution,” or “Against the New Constiuition.’’ The returns uf such 
election ghall, in such manner ay the Cunvention shall direct, be certified to the Executive uf the 
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State, who shall eall to hig assistance the Controller, Treasurer and Scerctary of State, and cam- 
pare the yotes so certified to him.’ If, by such examinatiun, it ho ascertained thy! a roajority of 
the whule number of votes cast ut such election be in favor of such now Constitation. the Executive 
of this State shall, by his proclamutiun, declare such new Constitution to bo the Constitution of 
tho State of California. —[Amendrd, November £5 1856.] 


ARTICLE XI. 
MISCELLANEOUS PROVISIONS. 


Section 1. The first sexsion of the Legislature shall be held at the Puoblo do Ran José, which 
place shall be the permanent xcat, of government until removed by law ; provided, however. that 
two-thirds of all the mombors clevtod to each house of the Legislature shall goneur in the pusgage 
of such law. 

. Bee. 2. Any citizen of this State who shall, after the adoption of this Constitution, fight a 

duel with deadly Weapons, or send or aceept a challen;ze Wo fight 2 duol with deadly weapunr, either 
within this Stato or out of it, or who shall uct ag seeunil, or knowingly aid or ussiet in wy manner 
thoso thus olfunding, shull not be allowed to hold any offiee of profit or to enjoy the right of wuflrige 
under thiy Constitution. 

Sec. 3. Members of the Legislature, and all offvers, executive and judicial, except such infe- 
rior officers as may bo hy law exempted, shall, befure they enter on the duties of their respective 
offices, tuke aud aubseribe tho following oath or affirmation: 


“T dv solemnly swear (or affirm, as the cure raay he) that I will support the Constitution uf the 
United States and (ho Constitution of the State of California, and chut I will faithtully discharge 
the dutics of the oflice of —, according tu the best of my ability.” 


And no other vath, declaration or test shall be required as a qualification for any offiee or public 
trust. 

Sec. 4. Tho Legislature shall establish a system of county and town governments, which shall 
be as nearly uniform us practicuble throughout the State. 

Sec. 5.) The Legislature shall have power to provide for the elvetion of a Board of Supervisors 
in each county; and these Supervisors shall jointly and individually perform such duties as nay 
he prescribed hy law. 

Sev. 6. All officers whose elortion or appointment is not provided for by this Conatitution. and 
all oftivers whoae oifiees inay herentter be created by law, shall be lected by the peuple, or appointed, 
us tho Legislature may dircet. 

Sere. 7. When the duration of any office ia nut provided for by this Constitution, iv may be 
declared hy law; and if not se deglared, such office shill be held during the pleasure of the wuthor- 
ity making tho sppuinunent ; nor shall the duration of any offive, not fixed by this Constitutiun, 
ever exeved four years. 

Sec. 3. aus fidenl year shall commence on the first day of July. 

Sec. 9 Ench county, town, city and incorpuruted village shull make provision for the support 
of its own officers, subject to such restrictions and regulations as the Legislature may prescribe, 

Sec. 10. The credit of the State shall not, in any manner, be given or loaned to or in aid of 
any individual, asgvciution or corporation ; nor xhall the State, directly or indirectly, beeome a - 
stockholder in any asauciution or corporation. , 

Sec. 11. Suits may be brought against the State in such manner and in such Courts as shall 
Wo directed by law. 

Sec. 12. No coutract of marriage, if otherwise duly made, shall be invalidated fur want of 
conformity to the requiroments uf any religions sect, 

Sev. 13. Taxation shall he equal and uniform throughout the State. All property in this State 
shall be taxed in proportion tu its value, Wo be ascertained as directed hy law; but Assessors und 
Collectors of tuwn, county aud Slate taxes shall be elected hy tho qualified electors of the district, 
county or town in which the property taxed for State, county or town purpoges is situated, 

Bev. 14. All property, both real and personal, of tho wife, owned or claimed by her before 
Marriage, nad thet ucquired afterward by gift, devise or descent, shall be her separate property ; 
and lawa shall bo passed more clearly defining the righty uf the wife, in relation us well to hor 
separate property as to that held in common with her husband. Laws shall also bo passed pro- 
viding for tho registration of the wife's separate property. 

Sec. 15. The Legislature shall protect by law {ror furced sale a certain portion of the home- > 
stead and othor properly of all heads of familivz. 

Bee. 16. No perpetuities shall be allowed except fur cleemosynary purposes, 

Src. 17. Every person shall be disqualified from holding any office of profit in this State who 
shall have been convicted of having given or vffered w bribe to precure his clection or appoiniment, 

Bee. 18. Laws shall be made to exclude from office, serving on juries, aud from the right of 
saffrage, those who shall hereafter be convicted of bribery, perjury, forgery or other hirh crimes. 
Tho privilege of free suffrage shall be supported by laws regulating clections, and prohibiting, 
under adequate penalties, all undue influence thereon frum power, bribery, tumult or vuther 
improper practice. 

Sxc. 19. Absence from this State, on business of the Stato or of the United States, chull not 
affect the question of residence of any person. 
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Sxe. 20. A plurality of tho votes given at any election shall constitute a choice, where not 
otherwise directed in this Constitution. : 

Sec. 21, All laws, decrees, regulations and provisions which from their nature require publi- 
eation shall be published in English and Spanish. 


ARTICLE XII. 
BOUNDARY. 


Secrion 1. The boundary of the State of California shall be as follows : 

Commencing at the point of intrrsection of forty-seeond dogree of nerth Jatitnde with the one 
hundred twentieth degree of longitude west from Greenwich, and running seuth on the line of said 
uve hundred twentieth degree of west longitude, until it intersects the thirty-ninth dugree of north 
latitude ; thonce ruuning in a straight line, in o southeasterly direction, to the Rivor Colorado, at 
a puint where it intersecta the thirty-tifth degree of north Jutitude; thence down the middle of the 
channel of gaid river, to the boundary line between the United States and Mexico, as established 
hy the treaty uf May thirlicth, one thousand cight hundred and forty-eight; thence, running west 
and along suid boundary ling, to the Pacific Ocean and extending therein three English miles; 
thence, running in a northwesterly directiun aud following tho direetion of tho Pacific voast, to the 
forty-second degree uf north latitude; thence, on the line of suid furly-second degree of north lati- 
tude, ‘to the place of beginning. Also, ull the islands, harbors and bays along and adjacent to the 
coast. 


SCHEDULE. 


Section 1, All rights, prosecutions, claims and contracts. as well of individuals aa of bodies 
corporate, and all laws in foree at the time of the adoption of thig Constitution and not incungis- 
tent therewith, until altered or repoaled by the Legisluture, shall voutinue az if the samo had not 
beon adupted. 

Sree. 2, The Legislature shall provido for the removal of all causes which may be pending 
when this Constitution goes into effect to Courts created by the same. 

See, 3. Jn order that no inconvenience may result to the public service from ihe taking effect 
of thix Conatitution, no office shall be ynporseded thereby, nor the laws relative to the duties of the 
several officers be changed, until the ontering into oflico of the new officers to be appointed under 
this Constitution. 

Sec. 4. The provisions of thia Constitution concorning the term of residence necessary tu ona- 
ble persona to ho) certain officers therein mentivnod shall not be held tv apply to officers chosen 
by the people at the first clectivn, or by the Legislaturo at ite first session, 

Sec. 5. Jivery citizen of California, declured a legal voter by this Constitution, and every citi- 
zon of the United States a resident of this State on the day of election, shall be entitled tu vote 
at the first general cloction under this Coustitution and on the question of the eduption thereof. 

Src. 6. This Constitution shall be submitted to the peuple fur their ratification or rejection, at 
the general olection to be held on Tuesday, the thirtconth day of November next, The Executive 
of tho existing Government of California is hereby requested to issue a proclamation to the people, 
directing the Profects uf the several distric(3 or, in ense of vacancy, the Sub-Prefects, or Senior 
Judgo of First Instance, to cause auch election tu be held on the day afuresnid, in their respective 
districts. The election shall be eondacted in the mauner which was preacribed for the election of 
Delogates to thiy Convention, except that tho Prefects, Sub-Preteets or Senior Judge of First 
Justance, ordering such election in each district, shall have power to designate any additional 
number of plaves for opening the polls, and that, in every plage of holding the election, a regular 
poll list shall he kept by the Judges and Tuapeotors of Election. It shall also be the duty of these 
Judges and Inspevtors of Election, un the day nfuresnid, tu roveive the vote of the electurs quali- 
fied to vote at such election. Mach voter shall express his opinion by depositing in the ballot box 
a ticket whoreon shall he written or printed ‘ For the Constitution” or ‘‘Aguinst the Constitu- 
tion,” or sume euch words as will distinctly convey the intention of the voter. Theso Judges and 
Inspcetors shall also receive the votes for the several officers to be voted for at the wnid election as 
herein provided. At the close of the clestion the Judges and Inspectors shall carefully count 
each ballot and forthwith mako duplicate returns thereof to the Prefect, Sub-Prefect or Senior 
Judge of First Instance, as the case may he, of their respective districts; and said Prefect, Sub- 
@rolect or Senior Judge of First Invtaueo shall transmit ane of the same, by the most safe and 
rapid convoyance, to the Secretary of State. Upon the receipt of said returns, or ou the tenth 
day of December next, if the returns be net sooner received, it shall be tho duty of a Board of 
Canvassers, to consist of the Sccretary uf State, one of the Judges of the Superior Court, the 
Profect, Judge of First Instance and an Alcalde of the District of Monterey, vr any three of the 
aforementioned officers, in the presence of all who shall choose to attend, to compare the retes 
given at said eloctiun, and to immediately publish an abstract of the same in one or more of the 
newspapers of California. And the Executive wil] also, immediately after ascertaining that the 
Constitution has been ratified by the people, nake proclamation of the fact; and thenecforth this 
Constitution shall be orduined and established as the Constitution of Califurnin. 

Sec. 7. If this Constitutivn shell bo ratified by the people of California, tho Executive of the 
existing Government is horeby requested, immediately after the same shall be ascortaincd, in the 
manner herein directed, to cauze a fair copy thereof to be forwarded to the President of the United 
States, in order that he way luy it before the Congress of the United States.

Sec. 8. At tho general elcotion aforesaid, viz: the thirtoonth day of November next. there shall 
bu elected a Governor, Licutenant-Governor, members of tho Legislature and also two members of 
Congress. : 

Svc. 9. Lf this Constitution shall be ratified by the people of Culiforniu, tho Legislature shall 
aasemble at the seat of government on the fifteenth day of December next ; and in order to complete 
the organization of that body, the Senate shall clect u President pro tempore unlil the Livutenunt- 
Governor shall he installed inte office. 

Sre. 10. On the organization of the Legislature, it shall be the duty of the Secretary of State 
to lay befuro each houae a copy of tho abstract made hy the Board of Canvaasets, and, if called 
for, the original returns of olection, in order that cach house may judge of the correctness of tho 
report of said Board of Canvasxors. 

Suc. U1. The Logialature, at its first session, shall elvet such officers as may be ordered hy this 
Constitution Lo bo elected by that body, and, within four days after its organization, proceed to 
elect two Senators to the Congress of the United States. But nv law passed hy this Legislature 
shall take effect until signed by the fovernor after his installation into office. 

Sc. 12, Tho Senators and Representatives of the Congroze of the United States, elected by 
the Legislature and people of Culifornin, ns herein dirceted, shall he furnished with certified copies 
of this Constitution, when ratified, which they shall lay before the Congress of the ['nited States, 
requesting, in the name of the pooplo of California, the admiszion of the State of California into 
the American Union. 

Src. 13. All officors of this Stato, otbor than members of the Legislature, shall be installed , 
into office on the fifteenth day of December next, or as soon thereafter as practicable. 

Sec. 14. Until the Legistature shall divide the State into counties and Senatorial aud Assembly 
Districts, as directed by this Constitution, the following shall be the apportionment of the two 
howsvs of the Legialature, vis: Tho Districts of Bun Diego and Los Angeles shall jointly clect 
two Sonators; the Districts of Santa Barbara and San Lois Obiapu shall jointly cloct one Senator; 
the District of Montorey, ono Senator; the District of San Joaé. onc Senator; the District. of San 
Franciseo, two Senators; the District of Sonoma, one Senator; the District of Sacramonto, four 
Sonators ; and the Distriet of San Joaquin, four Senators, And the District of San Diego shall 
elect one membor of the Assembly ; the District of Los Angeles, twu mombers of Assembly ; tho 
District of Santa Barbara, two members of Assembly; tho District of San Luis Obispo, one member 
of Assombly ; the District of Moutercy, two members of Assembly; the Distriet of San José, threo 
membora of Assembly; the District of San Francisco, five membors of Assembly ; the District of 
Sonoma, two members uf Assembly ; tho District of Sucramento, nine members of Assembly ; and 
the District of San Joaquin, nine mombers of Assembly. 

Src. 15. Until the Logislature shall othorwise dircet, in accordance with the provisions of this 
Conatitution, the salary of the Governor shull bo ten thuusand dollars per annum; and ihe salary 
of tho Lieutonant-Governor shall bo doublo the pay of a State Senator; and the pay of members 
of the Legislature shull be sixteen dollurs per diem while in attenduuce, and sixteen dollars for 
every twenty milea travelled hy the usual route from their residences to the place of holding the 
sossion of tho Logialature, and in returning therofrom. And the Legislature shall tx the galarics 
of all officors other than thoxe olected by the people at tho first lection. 

Sec. 16. Tho limitation of the powers of the Legislature contained in article cighth of this 
Constitution shall not extond to the first Logislature elected under the samo, which ja herohy 
authorized to negotinty fur such amount as may be necessary to pay the expenses of the Stale 
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
